“SINKING DESPATCHES” 

Tills picture, by Mr. W. H. Overend, which was in the 
late Exhibition of the Royal Academy, reminds os of stories 
of naval adventure in the great French war from nine tv to 
seventy years ago ; the officers* uniforms, and the sailor’s 
pigtail, being evidently of that historical period. It may 
further be conjectured that the scone is laid either in the 
West Indies or on the West Coast of Africa, from the presence 
of the unfortunate negro boatman, probably a Krooman, who 
is falling back shot with a musket-bullet from the approaching 
enemy’s boat. There is no chance of escape from destruction 
or capture, as the superior powers of the swiftly-advancing 
foe, in a ten-oared launch, with three officers and a score of 
rowing or fighting mm* forbid the hope alike of resistance 
and of getting away. In this painful situation-it has become 
the duty of the officer in charge of despatches, which he may 
have been ordered to carry from a ship in the offing to the 
commander of a blockaded* port, to cast his despatch-box into 
the sea, that its secrets may not be rifled and exposed to 
hostile eyes, We see him on the point of dropping the box 
into the water, os he sits in the stern-sheets of the email pair- 
oared boat, steering it with the tiller-rope in his left-hand, 
while keeping a sharp look-out astern to prevent being run 
down by the enemy. After this, let us expect that ho will 
surrender and find the honourable treatment due to a brave 
and faithful servant of his nation’s flag et sea. 


THE SPA AT SCARBOBQUGEL 
The opening, by the Lord Mayor of London, on Monday 
week, of the new buildings for public entertainment con¬ 
nected with the Spa at Scarborough, was mentioned in our 
last. The Grand Hall, indeed, was opened last year on the 
first day of June; and to this have now been added a theatre 
on the upper floor, a reading-room, a billiard-room, a con¬ 
servatory, a cofd and buffet, and a series of promenades 
at different levels, on the terraces, upon the roof, and 
in the galleries surrounding the hall, which offer great 
attractions to the visitors of the Spa. The buildings 
extend a length of 242 ft*, and the central block rises 
to the height of 75 ft. above the promenade; each of 
the towers has also an extra storey and mansard roof. 
Tho entire dimensions of the grand hall are 140 ft, long by 
100 ft. wide, but much space all round is devoted to the broad 
promenade, leaving 54 ft. by fll ft. as the area to be occupied 
by seats for the audience at concerts and other performances. 
The height Is 55 ft. The upper hull, now appropriated to a 

theatre, is 100ft. long, 60ft. wide, and 4Qft. high; the other 
apartments are very commodious. These buildings occupy the 
site of the Spa Saloon, on the Cliffs, erected in UJ58 from the 
designs of Str Joseph Paxton, together with the site of the old 
Gothic HalL built in 1857 by Wyatt, and now pulled down ; 
the Spa Saloon was destroyed by firt/In 1876. The architects 
have been Messrs, Verity and Hunt, of Regent-street. Mr. John 
Barry, of Scarborough, has been the general contractor. The 
festi vities of last week con tinned, with agreeable variations, 
during iliree days. Our Illustrations show the reception of 
the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress by the Mayor and 
Mayoress of Scarborough ; tho ceremony of declaring the new 
buildings open; the decorations of the Cliff Bridge, which 
connects the town with Ihe Spa, there being a fine road passing 
across at a height of 100 ft above the sands ; and tho fire¬ 
works displayed at night on the Spa, ymd in a flotilla of boats 
on the bay in front of it, which afforded a spectacle of great 
beauty. The Lord Mayor of London accompanied there 
by the Sheriffs of London and Middlesex. The metropolitan 
civic dignitaries also this week visit Bournemouth, m like 
manner, to assist the Town Commissioners to open the 
new pier.

The publication, by Messrs, Smith and Elder, of Sections 
from the Poetical Works of Robert Browning, was noticed some 
time ago. A second series is now put before us, in which the 
admirers of Mr. Browning's mode of thought and maimer 
of utterance will find some of his most characteristic 
“ psychological idyll%” as they have been aptly styled, 
boring deep into the profound inner consciousness of man’s 
moral being, and showing what bos at the bottom. With 
regard to the experiences and capabilities of the spiritual life, 
nothing of its Mad can go closer to the heart of the matter 
than 1 ‘ Feara and Scruples,” which has the form of an 
enigma; or thou the supposed last discourse of tho Apostle 
John, in his dying hour, reported by one of the disciples who 
attended *‘A Death in the Desert.” Contrasting ouch 
intensely devout treatment of a religious theme with the tone of 
“Bishop Blougram’s Apology,” or with “Mr. Sludge, the 
Medium,” the tremendous interval between one mood or 
disposition and another is powerfully realised. In the well- 
known “Soliloquy in the Spanish Cloister,” in " Tho 
Heretic’s Tragedy, a Middle Age Interlude,” and in the 
customary insults to the Jews of Rome on ”Holy Cross 
Day,” wo see the ecclesiastical perversion of religion yet more 
flagrantly exposed. Mr. Browning has dealt with the different 
bearings of this motive in human nature, as modified by other 
interests and affections, under a variety of aspects, and with 
great force cf dramatic conception. 

A second volume of the Selection from the Poetry of Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning has likewise been issued. It contains, towards 
the end, the whole of a Casa Guidi Windows,” and several of 
the Poems before Congress,” in which, from 1848 to 1859, 
Mrs. Browning, then residing at Florence, expressed hex 
ardent sympathy with Italian patriotism. Many of the other 
pieces, not like these associated with stirring outward realities 
of contemporary public history, have the fault of excessive 
moral introspection and self-contemplation, which beset much 
of our imaginative literature at the time. 11 A Vision of 
Poets ” is the longest of these ; and we have also " The Poet’s 
Vow,” “The Poet,” " The Seraph and Poet,” “The Poet and 
the Bird;” besides “The bouTa Travelling" and “Tho 
Fourfold Aspect;” all profoundly meditative, and inspired 
with a religious feeling of her vocation. This is not a strain 
likely to be popular in the present state of mankind, but one 
that may still find “ audience, fit though few,” among serious 
minds of educated youth, and may perhaps stimulate, if it 
cuunot satisfy, their yearning consciousness of an exalted 
destiny. 

The class of readers, and sometimes day-dreamers, who 
delight in the free indulgence of imagination and fancy, ay well 
as the simple lovers of exquisite poetical concept ions, will 
gladly accept Messrs. Macmillan's new volume of Romm from 
Shilley. It ia uniform with the volume of “I'oeuis from 
"Wordsworth,” lately edited by Mr. Matthew Arnold; and 
either the one or the other is a charming pocket companion. 
The Rev. Stopford Brooke is the editor of this selection from 
Bhelley, to which lie has written a critical introduction or 
preface, entering thoroughly into the efcluunl anil psychological 


conditions of Shelley’s mind. The volume docs not contain 
those long narrative poems, “ Queen Mnb” and ** The Revolt 
of I slum,” but there is a fair collection of separate pieces and 
extracted passages, treating of the mysteries of life and death, 
“Time and its Changes,* “Nature and Man,” as weU as 
» Pure Nature,” and especially of “ Love.” These are led off 
by the Hymn to “Intellectual Beauty.” “Alastor” and 
“Adcmals,” the subject and occasion of which are well known, 

* ' lace in the collection, which includes also some of the 

S appeals to the spirit of liberty, and those he uttered on 
of the Greek and Italian nationalities. 

The same publishers have now bestowed on students of 
English literature the boon of an excellent systematic series of 
specimens of The English Poets. It fills two octavo volumes, 
which form an appropriate treasury of such 11 musical 
wisdom.” The general editor is Mr. T. H. Ward, late Fellow 
of Biasenoso College, Oxford. A general introduction, con¬ 
tributed by Mr. Matthew Arnold, lays down what he deems 
the essential principles of poetry, and thence discusses the 
qualities of early French and English poetry. He speaks of 
Chaucer, with whom he compares Dry den and Pope, mid from 
them turns again to Burns ; yet finds them all corue abort of 
the Ivigh and serious tone of “ the great classics,” who arc 
represented in our own nation by Shakspeare and Milton. The 
collection, in tlio first volume, comprises a great variety of 
pieces from Chaucer, Gower, Piers Plowman, Lydgate, 
James I. of Scotland, Dunbar, Gawain Dougina, Skelton, Sir 
David Lyndesay, Wyatt and Surrey, Lord Buekhuxst, Edmund 
Spenser, Sir Philip Sidney, Fulke Greville, Sir Edward Dyer, 
Lyly, Feele, Greene, Marlowe, Shakspeare, Drayton, Chapman, 
Samuel Daniel, Southwell, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir John Davies, 
John Mars ton, Bishop Hall, and Dr. John Donne. There 
ia a brief notice of each author, and these notices or 
commentaries are furnished by different* hands, amongst 
which are those of Mr. Thomas Arnold, Professor Skeut, Pro¬ 
fessor Hales, the Dean of St, Paul’s, Mrs. Ward, and Messrs, 
Baintsbury, Chorion Collins, Edmund Gesso, Professor 
Dowden, A, Lang, and others. The second volume is niado 
up of selections from Ben. Jonaon, Drummond of Hawthomden, 
Sir W. Alexander, Beaumont and Fletcher, Dekker, Ford, 
William Browne, Wither, Giles Fletcher, Sir H. Wotton, 
Carew, Herrick, Habington, Sir J. Suckling, Lovelace, Lord 
Herbert of Cliorbury, George Sandy b, George Herbert, 
Orastflw, Vaughan, Shirley, Randolph, Cartwright, Cowley, 
Waller, Sir John Denham, Sir W. Daveuant, Milton, Andrew 
Marvell, Butler, the Earl of Roscommon, the Earl of Dorset, 
Sir Charles Sodlc'y, Lord Rochester, Mrs. Behu, Otway, 
Oldham, and Dry den. Beyond the seventeenth century the 
series has not yet been extended- The editorial assistants in 
the second volume, besides those already named, are Professor 
A. W. Ward, the Rev. Mark Fattesou, Rector of Lincoln 
College, Oxford, and Messrs, G. A. Siniuox, W, Minto, A, C. 
Bradley, W. T. Arnold. Goldwin Smith, and W. C. Ilenlov. 
The work is executed throughout in a correct and scholarly 
fashion, and its general arrangement is well preserved. A 
more complete and satisfactory performance of this kind has 
seldom been put before the reading public, 

Messrs. Sampson Low and Co. recently published a Booh 
of English Ekgies, edited by Mr. W. F. March-Phitlipps, He 
prefers to embrace, within this designation, not merely poems 
on tho death of particular persona, but any poems treating in 
general of the subject of “ man’s mortality.” This contem¬ 
plation necessarily includes, by correlative association, the idea 
of immortality, whether based on philosophical speculation or 
upon Christian faith. It may also bo said that human expe¬ 
riences and hopes and fenrs and wishes, relating to our proved 
common mortality, and to our belief in a future immortality, 
or to the imagination of possible existence beyond the grave, 
constitute the chief tliemo of nearly all the sublime and 
pathetic poetry that has ever been composed All tragedies, 
of course, and likewise the strongest and deepest elements of 
moral interest felt in epic, romantic, and lyrical poetry, derive 
much of their force, if we think of it, from the assured fact of 
death, and from the all but universal conception of a life to 
come. So that Air. March-PMUipps's collection might bo 
extended, were it desirable, to a vast range of chosen reflective 
passages out of the bulk of English poetical literature. But he 
Ms put quite enough into fins one small volume to supply 
thoughtful minds with an ample store of medicinal, sobering 
and chastening, yet consoling and divinely inspiring 
meditations, expressed in the noblest and sweetest 
metrical language. The pieces which he lias selected 
hero fall into chronological divisions—namely, those of 
the Medieval and Renaissance poets, ending with tho 
Earl of Surrey’s lament for Sir Thomas Wyatt; secondly, tho 
Elizabethan; thou, those of the seventeenth century; fourthly, 
the eighteenth century; lastly, the nineteenth, from South ey to 
Keble. It may be observed that lie has admitted the old Border 
ballad of “ Chevy Chuce,” the soliloquies of Hamlet and 
Macbeth, tho dirges in “ Cymbelme ” and “The Tempest,” 
and well-known passages in ” Romeo and Juliet,” “Measure 
for Measure,” ” King Richard II. ” and 14 King Henry VI.,” 
with two or three songs by Sir Walter Scott, and Wordsworth’s 
"Lucy,” and Tom Hood’s "Bridge of Sighs,” among the 
contents of this volume. 

The first volume of the Complete IFbris of Bret Mart*} pub¬ 
lished by Messrs. Chatto and Windue, consists of “ Poems and 
Drama.” As for tho drama, it is one written in prose, called 
"Two Men of Sandy Bar,” and better adapted to theatrical 
representation than to a quiet homo reading, The scene is 
hud partly at Red Gulch, in tho Californian gold-diggings, 
and partly at the office and mansion of a bunker in ban 
Francisco. The “two men” are “bandy,” or Alexander 
Morton, junior, a prodigal eon of the banker, and John 
Oakhurat* lus comrade and riv&L suitor of a Mexican heiress. 
We cannot say that it is an agreeable play, though it may do 
for the stage us wril a? acme that ate in vogue. The poems 
in Western American dialect, to which Bret Harte chiefly owes 
Ms wide reputation, occupy about sixty pages of this volume ; 
and nearly equal space is filled by the “National Poems,” 
inspired with the patriotism of the Union, and commemorating 
tho great straggle between Norik and South. Of the 
former class it is scarcely needful to mention those be¬ 
longing to tho celebrated “Truthful James,” who haa 
become proverbial cm both sides of the Atlantic; 
and such forcible little stories as ” Dow’s Flat ” or 
** In the Tunnel,” and that unique portraiture of “the 
Heathen Chinee.’ 1 - Fastidious renders will take warning 
that those Californian narratives, humorous and pathetic as 
they ore, smack of the whisky bar and the tobacco quid, and 
have a flavour of profane language which may offend politer 
eare. Brat Htirie is nevertheless a genuine poet in feeling and 
imaginative thought, and his works claim a place in con¬ 
temporary literature, to which this edition is a further step. 

A new volume of elegant, scholarly, and thoughtful verse 
- compositions by Mr. J. Addington Symonds, entitled Mw and 
Old, has been published by Messrs. Smith and Elder, It 
presents some of the ripest fruit of a mind assiduously refined 
hr Aesthetic culture, and by the faithful study, more capo dully, 
of Greek and Italian literary models, as well as by a meditative 
personal experience of Life, The first series of these poeme is 


called “Lyrics of Life and Art; " and there is a second 

aeries bearing tho same title, which shows tho progress 
of the author’s ruling ideas and sentiments, comparing 
one period with another. Tills is somewhat as the mental 
history of Schiller, and likewise that of Wordsworth, seems 
indicated by the arrangement of the shorter poems in the 
standard editions of their collected works. Besides these, Mr, 
Symonds boa gathered, under apodal headings, some of Ms 
occasional verses suggested by the scenery of the Alps and o£ 
Italy, and a few sonnets upon ethical themes. “ The Love- 
Tale of Gdatis and Prince Zariadres " is an Oriental romance, 
with a Persian hero and a Scythian heroine, told in tho 
« heroic ” metrical form of rhymed ten-syllable couplets. The 
same form has been adopted in the Italian story of “ I mo Ida 
Lambertfizzl” A few Greek classical studies are comprised

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Mr. Gladstone’s convalescence continue b. On Sunday he 
left his bed for several hours, and did not experience any 
fatigue. Dr. Andrew Clark on Monday afternoon issued a 
bulletin stating that Mr. Gladstone continued to make favour¬ 
able progress towards health; and shortly afterwards the 
Premier j accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone, drove from Down¬ 
ing-street to Paddington, whence they went by railway to 
Windsor, on a visit to the Honourable and Voiy Reverend 
Gerald Wellesley, at the Deanery. Air. Gladstone attended 
Divine service in St. George’s Chapel on Tuesday, with 
Mrs. Gladstone, and in the evening drove out in an open 
carriage in the Great Park. 

Lord Lytton, the late Governor-General of India, arrived 
at Portsmouth yesterday week in her Majesty’s troop¬ 
ship Himalaya. His Lordship was accompanied by Lady 
Lytton and suite. Admiral Ryder, General Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and a party of distinguished 
visitors, at once went on hoard to receive Ms Lordship. 
Lord and Lady Lytton arrived at Osborne on Saturday morn¬ 
ing, and had an interview with tho Queen. Later in the day 
the Earl and Countess, with their family, proceeded to Kneb- 
worth. On alighting from the train at Stevenage they 
received a cordial welcome. The town was gaily decorated, a 
large crowd assembled and loudly cheered hia Lordship and 
family, and an address of welcome was read by the Vicar of 
Stevenage. In reply, Lord Lytton said there was no task in 
the performance of which an Englishman could more fairly 
ask his countrymen to place a favourable construction upon 
his actions than the government of India. He expressed his 
belief that nothing more ia needed than perseverance for a 
few years longer in the present system framed for the govern¬ 
ment of India to give that country all the strength, wealth, 
and influence of one of the Great Powers of the world. Hia 
Lordship then drove to Kneb worth, where the tenantry and 
villagers had assembled to meet him, and the Hector read an 
address, to which Lord Lytton briefly responded. 

The Queen hna approved the appointment of Sir Hercules 
Robinson, G.C.M.G., Governor of New Zealand, to be Governor 
of the Cape oi Good Hope, in the place of the Right Hon. Sir 
BartleFrere, G.C.B., G. C.S.L Sir Hercules Robinson will come 
home before assuming the government, and it will be adminis¬ 
tered during the interval by Sir George Strahan, K.C.M.G., 
the Governor of Tasmania. Sir Hercules Robinson will be 
succeeded in the government of New Zealand by the Hon. Sir 
Arthur Gordon, G.Q.M.G.* now Governor of Fiji, who will 
continue to be High Commissioner of the "Western Pacific. 

Lord Camperdown and Mr. Samuel Whitbread have been 
appointed Commissioners to inquire into tlio state of the 
defences of the more important colonial ports and coaling 
stations, and to consider the apportionment of the cost of such 
defences. They replace Mr. Childers and Mr. Brassey* 

Sir Andrew Clarke, K.O.M.G., on arrival in England from 
India, will take up the appointment of the Agent-General for 
New South Wales, but will (says the Standard) ultimately be 
transferred to a higher appointment under the Government. 

Her Majesty has approved of the appointment of Colonel 
O’Brien, C.M.G., late Inspector-General of Police at Mauritius, 
as Administrator of the Government of St. Lucia, in the place 
of Mr. r DesTmux, appointed Lieutenant-Governor of Tobago. 

The Gazette also announces that Mr. Augustus Frederick 
Gore (late Lieutenant-Governor of Tobago) has been appointed 
lieutenant- Governor of the Island of St. Vincent. 

Mr. Inland Danvers, tho Government Director of Indian 
Rail wav Companies, has been appointed Secretary in the 
Public Vorks PepariimtHifc Ofc the Indian Office, in succession 
to tho late Mr. W. T. Thornton, O.B. Colonel E. S. 0.

SPAIN. 

The King, Queen, And Royal family returned to Madrid 
on tlie 4th inst* from La Oranja. The Archduchess Isabella, 
the Queen’s mother, will arrive there shortly and make a long 
stay* She has been Invited by her Majesty, whose accouche¬ 
ment is expected at the end of this month.

BELGIUM. 

In the sitting of the Chamber of Representatives on the 
6th inst. the members of the Bureau of last Session were 
re-elected- The President made a proposal, which was 
unanimously adopted, that all the members of the Chamber 
should be present in a body at the political fOte to be held on 
tbo 18th inst* 

GERMANY. 

The Emperor William left Gastem on Monday, His 
Majesty has evidently benefited by his sojourn there. 

The eleventh general meeting of the German Anthropo¬ 
logical Congress was opened at Berlin on the 5th Inst, by 
Professor Virchow in the hall of the Lower House of the Prus¬ 
sian Diet. The Crown Frince and Prince&a arrived in the 
course of the sitting. Dr. Schliomtmn, amongst others, took 
part in the discussion. 

Professor Nordenskjfild was on Monday entertained at a 
reception in the Festal Hall of the Berlin Municipality . 

Professor Nordenskjbld and Dr. Bohliemann, with some 
prominent members of the Anthropological Society now 
sitting, were honoured on Tuesday by an invitation to dine 
with the Crown Prince and Princess at Potsdam, her Royal 
and Imperial Highness taking on especial interest in Scientific 
research* 

From the Morning Test’* correspondent at Berlin we leam 
that the Geographical Society of Berlin iutends to establish 
scientific stations in the Arctic regions for the observation and 
the study of the origin of devastating cyclonic storms. 
MEETING OF THE EMPERORS OF GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 

The Emperor of Germany arrived at ledil early on Tues¬ 
day afternoon, having been accompanied from Obertrattn by 
the Emperor Francis Joseph. The German Emperor reached 
the last-named, place at half-past eleven in the morning, and 
was received there by the Emperor of Austria, who had arrived 
about a quarter of an hour before. The meeting between the 
two Sovereigns was of a most hearty description. At tho 
Ischl station their Majesties were met by the Empress of 
Austria, who has been staying there with the Emperor for 
some days. In spite of the very heavy rain, a large crowd 
had collected to welcome the illiretrious visitor, and their 
Majesties were heartily cheered as they drove to the Imperial 
villa. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Emperor of Austria has subscribed 8000 fl. for the 
relief of the distress caused by the floods in Moravia and 
Silesia. It is expected that damage to the extent of several 
millions of florins will have been incurred by this disaster, 

TURKEY. 

A telegram from Constantinople states that the Powers 
have declined to negotiate with the Porte, through their Am¬ 
bassadors, for the purpose of fixing upon a new frontier lino 
between Turkey and Greece. The Ottoman Government has 
accordingly resolved, it is mid, to enter into direct negotiations 
with the European Cabinets* Sir. Gosehon has informed the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs that the Powers will not consent 
to any change in the lino decided upon at the Berlin Conference. 

EGYPT. 

The appointment of Major-General Six F. J. GoMaraid m 
Comptroller of the Duira Banidi was gazetted on Tuesday. 

Tne Director of the Slave Trade Abolition Office, in com¬ 
mand of a force of 600 Egyptian troops, bus started for Siout, 
where his head-quarters will be fixed, 

AMERICA. 

Mr. Garfield, the Republican candidate for the Presidency, 
was on Saturday last enthusiastically received at the head¬ 
quarters of the Republican party in York, and witnessed 
n march-past of a long procession of political organisations, to 
whom he made a brief speech. 

Dr. Tanner completed at noon on Saturday last his fast of 
forty clays and forty nights. A great crowd was present, and 
as soon us the blowing of a sft±um whistle announced that the 
fust was over, Dr. Tanner, it is stated, “ jumped on a choir 
iuid swallowed a peach.” The latest accounts state that he is 
in good condition, and is pursuing “ a steady diet of melons, 
apples, beefsteak, wine, and milk, his stomach retaining all 
the food taken,” A Tim& telegram says that his caso attracts 
equal attention with the Presidential election. It te to be 
hoped that we shall he spared any further mention of Dr. 
Tanner. 

CANADA 

A fight occurred at Toronto on the night of the 6th inst. 
between the Catholics and 600 Oranvcmen. The police, after 
a hard struggle, stopped the riot. One policeman was fatally 
wounded, and many of the rioters were injured. 

The survey for the proposed tunnel under tho St. Lawrence 
river 1ms bean uumnieireed* 

According to private advices received at Ottawa from New¬ 
foundland, the fishermen have forcibly stopped the railway 
survey, being under Die impression that the proposed line is 
part of a scheme to make Newfoundland a member of the 
Canadian Confederation. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

A meeting, which is described in the telegrams as u crowded 
and enthusiastic/' was held at Cape Town last Saturday, at 
which a resolution was unanimously passed expressing pro¬ 
found regret at the recall of Bir Hurtle Frere* sympathy with 
hia Excellency in the difficulties he has had to deal with in 
South Africa, and asserting that before long the people of 
England as well as the colonists will acknowledge the sound¬ 
ness and justness of his policy. Various speakers spoke of 
£ir BarGe Frere T s recall us the severest blow South Africa 
had ever sustained, and a hope was expressed that the decision 
of the Government would be reconsidered aud Sir Barrie Frere 
u be reinstated for a few years longer to complete his work.” 

The aspect of affaire in Basutoland ia unchanged. 

AUSTRALIA. 

The new Cabinet at Melbourne 1ms been constituted by 
the lion, Graham Berry as follows:—Chief Secretary and 
Colonial Treasurer, Mr. Burry; Attorney-General, Sir. Vale; 
Minister of I^antte, Mr. Richardson; Minister of Public 
Instruction, Mr* W, G. Smith ; Commissioner of Railways and 
Roads, Mr. Patterson; Minister of Mines, Mr, Langridge; 
Commissioner of Trade and Customs, Sir. Williams; Minister 
oi Justice, Sir. A. T. Clark. Mr. Berry failed m an attempt 
to form a Coalition Ministry, 


After a career of crime unprecedented in colonial annals, 
the Kelly gang of bushrangers, whose murderous deeds created 
almost a reign of terror, have, as has already been announced 
by telegram from Melbourne, been conquered by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the law, three of the offenders having been killed, 
and the principal, the notorious Ned Kelly, captured. 

Tlie South Australian AdwrUsfr gays the first event which attracted 
generel attention throughout the colonies to this during bus hr angina vang 
vma the Strirgyhark Greek murder in 1878, In October that year Sergeant 
Kennedy and Conetahlea Samian, Lanignn, and McIntyre, of the Victorian 
police, were out with n warrant for the JiiTCst of Edward Kelly for horse- 
stealing, and he wire also 11 wanted** for wounding a policeman. The party 
were tumped at Stringy Lark Creek, about twenty mite* from Manafield, on the 
morning? of Oct. 33, when Kelly and his gang came up, and three of the 
policemen wore ahot. On Dec. & the Kelly (rang robbed the Faithful 
Creek Station, near Enron, and on the folio wing day they robbed the 
National Bank at Euroa under circumstances of eitraorrlLiiary audacity. 
The reward for tbdr capture wo* increased to £2W)O p and strODjrer 
detacluncnts of police were sent to the district. On Feb. 10,187D, the gang 
robbed tha Book of New South Woles at Jerilderie, carrying my about 
££000* The biifthranucns were outlawed, and rewards were offered by the 
New South Wales and Victorian Gnvomnnients, collectively amounting to 
£7000, which with the reward offered by the banka increased the price on 
the heads of the outlaws to £3000. The gang, however* had ayinputhinere 
Je different ports of the country, and as time went on their capture was 
looked upon almost us hopeless. As the year grew older without any 
further crime being committed the pursuit was slackened, find the police 
were gradually withdrawn. Indeed* there was a general impression that 
the gang, or at least its principal members, had left the colony, 

I or some time post nothing had been heard of the Kellys; hut there 
were watch parlies in the suspected district, and one of these station ed at 
Sebastopol received an unpleasant reminder on Saturday evening, June 23 
last, that the bunhrangen were still at large. On that owning a settler 
named Aaron Skemtt was shot dead by Byrne, and several shots were fired 
at the hut then occupied by the watch party. The bushrangers proceeded 
to Glcnrowttn, which is situated right in the heart of thfl frold-inming 
country. The Eldorado station is surrounded by mountain ranges 
very difficult of passage, and well known in former times as the 
retreat of the cattle “ duffers,” by whom fcho district wire infested. A 
special train wo« dtepatuhed from Melbourne on tire fallowing night with 
a party of police, ancf about three o'clock on the next morning, ae it woe 
Hearing Gtenrowan, It was. stopped by a mjui who stated that the Kellys had 
“ stuck up” Glcnrowan, and Lad torn up the line* lust below the station, 
in order to destroy the party winch they knew would arrive by the train. 
Tko horses wore accordingly got out of the trucks, and Superintendent 
HarCj with one or two men, proceeded towards the Glenrewon Hotel to 
eeck information. They were met by riile shots, Bud shortly afterwards u 
man who escaped from the hotel brought the information that tire gang 
were within, Withanutnbnroff the inhabitant whom they had temporal ily m\- 
prisonetl there. The police, who were subsequently joined by small reinforco- 
menta from Bcnolta and WanguruttH, formed, a cordon round the place and 
besieged the building, Ned Kelly, who had escaped, returned to the 
ajirisstanec of his comrades, and n desperate light took place. Like the rest 
of the desperadoes, he was armed with quarter-inch Iron armour made from 
plough shares, and most of tho bullets failed to petit! I rate the platen. 
Sergeant Steele, however, brought him down by firing at his legs, and then 
closed with and disarmed him. Another of tho gang, named Byrne, was 
Shot through the groin while drinking at the bar in aide the hotel, and two 
other of the ruffians, named Hurt and Ban Kelly, were burned to death, the 
building having been set on fire.

The Swigs Federal Council, at the request of Don Carlos, 
has decided to annul the decree of 1873 respecting the intern¬ 
ment in Switzerland of the Duchess of Madrid, and, further, 
to restmre tho cannon sequestrated at her residence in Geneva. 

The soundings taken by the French Scientific Commission 
on board the Tmvailltnir show that the bed of the Buy of 
Biscay bus depressions and elevations resembling those of the 
neighbouring Spanish coast. The fauna is very rich, including 
most of tho species found by the Challenger in the Atlantic, 
with a number of the fine eehinodemre formerly supposed to 
be extinct, and a multitude of worms aud Crustacea. Jt is 
now proved that the fauna of the Atlantic depths extends 
along tho European coast. 

A return issued by the German Postmaster-General shows 
the number of post-cards used in Europe in the year 1873 to 
have been 342,000,000. Of that number 111,445,000 were 
posted m the United Kingdom, 108,741,000 in Germany, and 
30,522,000 in France. Iu the United States during the post 
year no less than 246,000,000cards wore dispatched by the Post 
Office, and it is estimated that during the present year the 
figure will rise to 300,000,000* The Gorman postal authorities 
estimate the number of cards in use throughout the postal 
union at about 700,000,000* 

A Canadian now on a visit to Loudon writes to correct a 
statement recently made public to the effect that 77,000 
Canadian emigrants passed tlixough fciarniu on their way to the 
United States during the last fiscal year. He states that the 
77,000 who crossed over from Sarnia to Detroit in the year 
ending June 30 last were by no means all Canadians or all 
emigrants, but consisted, first, of persons from Europe passing 
through Canada by the steamers arriving at Montreal, who 
by the faulty arrangements of the American Consulate are 
classed as Canadians; second, of Europeans on their way to 
the North-Western territory of Canada, which cannot be 
reached at present from the east of Lake Superior, except 
through the United States ; third, of native-born Canadians 
moving to the same North-West territory; and, fourth, of a 
small fraction of Canadians migrating to the United States, 
just as many Americans migrate to Canada* 

The Times Geneva correspondent writes:—'"A find of 
ancient tombs, supposed to have formed part of a Burgundian 
burying-ground, was made a short time ago at Assens, a 
village of Canton Vuud. These tombs, which follow each 
other in regular order, are hollowed out of the rock on a hill 
at the entrance of the village, about three feet below the soil. 
They are each two metres long mid eighty centimetres wide. 
At the head of each grave is a flat stone, dressed, but bearing 
no inscription. The bonce are disposed in the ordinary way, 
as if the bodies to which they belonged had been laid down in 
a horizontal position, and not vertically, as in some tombs 
lately opened at Chombl nudes, in the earn c can ton. Fragments 
of tibiae, femurs, and th e clavicles were found, but no skulls* O no 
of the tombs contained the bones of an adult and an infant, 
presumably of a mother and her child. Among the objects 
found are pieces of curiously wrong]it and chased metal and 
silver rivets, r the remains, probably, of a warrior’s glaive and 
sword-belt* In another of tho tombs was a bell-mouthedvase 
of the capacity of half a litre, black as to its exterior, but in 
substance yellow. Whether the material of which It is com¬ 
posed bo stone or burnt earth has not been determined. Inside 
os well as outride there are traces of lozenge-shaped figures, 
executed apparently with some graving tool. The chief 
interest of these tombs consists in tlic fact that they arc almost 
certainly coeval with the arrival of the Burgundians in the 
Jura country in t.lio fiflh century, whither they Were culled by 
the aboriginal inhabitants to repeoplo the land, almost 
depopulated by an invasion of the Alloimni. Being for the 
most part shepherds and hunters, they dwelt clue Ily on the 
mountain slopes and in elevated valleys* The plateau of 
Mount Jorat appears to have been one of their most important 
settlements, and there can be little doubt that the origin of 
Aasens, m well as of Clicseaux, where also Burgundian tombs 
have bteh found, dates back some 14DU years* 11 


HOLIDAY ON HAMPSTEAD-HEATH. 

The pleasantries of London popular diverrion, *' on the spree/ T 
taking a variety of customary forms which arc simple enough, 
in all conscience, and may be innocent enough where the good 
folk, being merry and wise, keep any conscience at all, can 
still be witnessed on Hanipstcad-heath whenever there la a 
holiday for the working class in summer. From the railway 
station at South End, below the East Heath, up and. down 
through the Vale of Health, and up again to Jack Straw r a 
Castle and the Spaniards, many thousands of people—men, 
women, and children, but some of the men and women 
behaving like children—bung about in buzzing clusters, aa 
numerous and superfluous as a swarm of insects, enjoying 
their liberty m mmse t without much novelty or originality in 
their devices. Mr. Matthew Arnold, who from the serene 
heights of critical culture deigns to behold and reprove our 
common ways of life, would be very much shocked with this 
frank exhibition of the vulgarity prevailing in the Third 
Estate of the English nation, ns he regards it, consisting of 
u Barbarians, Philistines, and Populace.” But neither 
Dickens nor Shakspeare would be at all offended if his experi¬ 
ence were equally fortunate with that of a friend of ours, who 
bore public testimony upon such an occasion that M he did not 
meet a drunken person, or witness an indecent act, or hear a 
quarrelsome or obscene word, in aB that motley assemblage.” 
Our friend had his eyes and cars about him, and had been 
a professional reporter of town and country doings for a 
quarter of a century past, so that he was not likely 
to have deceived him self about what actually happened within 
the Tange of his possible observation. 

tl Kiss-in-the-Ring,’ 1 which used to bo the favourite 
pastime for youths and girls above sixteen years of age, may, 
perhaps, have fallen somewhat out of fashion in these latter 
days, giving place to formal dancing* But it was, in tho 
sober judgment of our peripatetic moralist, an honest and 
harmless kind of business, as well as extremely natural in ite 
design and method ; for that tha maiden should run away 
and let herself be captured, and should pay the honourable 
forfeit of a chaste salute taken by the lad whom she had chal¬ 
lenged to rim after lier, seems fair play all the world over* 
She knows what she is about, and she knows that all the 
company know it, when aho drops her glove or handkerchief, 
or only a flower, at the heels of him who is destined to that 
charming pursuit. There is no prejudice to real feminine 
modesty in this case, any more than hi certain figures of the 
orthodox dancing programme, which seem emblematic of 
lovers 1 protended mutual avoidance and speedy return to one 
another, and all tho play of alternate refusal and acceptance 
between them. As for lasting, when openly performed in the 
presence of male and female companions, it is ae little formid¬ 
able as any other maimer of personal greeting ’ but it is much 
nicer lor J ack and Mary in the Ring on Hampstead Heath* 
The dance, however, which flits the main space of our 
Artist’s drawing in this week’s publication, is quite hi accord¬ 
ance with the manners of polite society, ns these people under¬ 
stand it; and they might fancy themselves polking or waltzing 
at a Countess’s garden party, amidst the galaxy of rank and 
wealth and elegance that shines through two or three columns 
of names in tire Morning Tost. We recognise the sham negro 
minstrels, the fifer and fiddler, who supply the marie here, as 
occasional performers in the by-streets opposite the Church of 
St, Clement Danes in the Strand. It is more convenient, on 
some business accounts, to hear them playing on Hampstead 
Heath. But for some of the younger class of dancers, tho little 
girls who dance with each other—never yet did a little boy 
voluntarily join them—it will do quite as well that the most 
dismal old barrel-organ should grind out M Ah che la morte,” 
or even the Old Hundredth Psalm* 11 erf of all, when two or 
three discordant organs have taken post within thirty yards, 
aud the third is playing 14 Mony Musk/’ or an Irish jig, to 
mix with the impassioned strains of the “Trovatero ” and 
those ono might hear at a village church or chapel. That is 
the strongest musical provocation for childish hearts and feet, 
with the levity of their eex, to start off in pretty rounds ofc 
waltidng, perhaps more enjoyable, certainly not leas correct 
in movement, than those of tlieir elder sisters with the rnosf 
accomplished beaux holding them in hand as we see. 

The minor amusements of the crowd on 11 ump&teud -heath 
are equally familiar to every gondolier. There is t lie s bipping- 
rope for girls, who have a wonderful natural aptitude for that 
feat, as they have lor battle-dura and shuttlecock, and for 
anything which depends on rapid and punctual repetition of 
an identical movement, dtfcer with hand or foot. Why this 
should be a special gift of the sex, we invite physiologists nr 
biologists te explain if they can; but such is undoubtedly tho 
fact. Archery, pop-gunnery, and other methods of shooting— 
this is a good place te “ shout folly as it files rt —ura practised, 
for moderate tees, in different parte of tho ground* Tho 
st upid and ungraceful trick of squirting scented water from a 
little pocket-pistol of a glass bottle has apparently superseded 
that of rasping tho back of a man's coat, or of a woman’s 
frock or pelisse, with a small concealed instrument that makes 
a noteo like tearing cloth. Rash and carious experiment all sta 
at tho galvanic apparatus may be treated to a sharp tingling 
and twitching of tho nerves in any of the limbs or other parts 
of the body. Cheap Jack offers ilia wares for sale iu his car¬ 
riage up there to the left, while another merchant of twopenny 
finery, the modem Autolyeus, makes u tempting show of rib¬ 
bons, and exerte bis glibness of speech to beguile the maids 
into purchasing of him. Tho high road above is thronged 
with all kinds of vehicles, like the road to tho Derby, besides 
donkeys and ponies, frightfully overriden, mounted by Tom, 
Dick, and Harry for an hour's equestrifin gloiy. Everyone 
in his or her humour takes some part or other, foolishly and 
idly, perhaps, but seldom viciously, in the mteeeUtmeous fun- 
niment of Hampatead-hcath on a Holiday* And we aro glad 
that it is ftno weather, and that they are all frao to do as they 
like—down to the boy and girl who have exchanged hte cap for 
her bonnet, Ire wearing this, with its fentheiv and smoking his 
manly pipe—down to the baby-sister parading her new doll— 
down to the level of their common, indeed vulgar, sentiment 
often expressed iu tlie question, ** Wind’s the odds no long aa 
you’re happy?” 


It appears from tho half-yearly report of the London 
General Omnibus Company recently issued that during the 
past half-year they carried 28 , 434,227 passengers. Tlie 
average number of omnibuses working daily was 623; on 
Sundays, 529. The average traffic receipts per omnibus per 
week were £17 10s* 9jd.; the average traffic on working days, 
£2 11s. 3d. ; total number of miles run, 6,602,698. 

The Board of Trade returns for July were issued on 
Monthly. The total declared value of tho exports for the 
month is £20,270,579, against £10,011,122 in July, 1879. Tho 
total export ter the first seven months of thu year is 
£127,904,315, agaiiibt £105,437,015 iu the comsponding 
period of 1879. Tho total value of tlie imports for July waa 
£33,352,595, against £30,186,072 in July, 1879. In the seven 
months ended July 31, the imports were—in 1880, £244,513,348; 
in 1879, £203,237,795. 
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THE AMERICAN. 

The American is upon us. At this particular season of this 
particular year, it is hardljr an exaggeration to say that the 
American is all over ns. This is the holiday season over the 
water—early in July, I believe, the thermometer had got up to 
about 1D5 degrees in New York—and perhaps the artistic sue- 
cesses of Americans amoug us of late years (at the Academy, 
in the concert-room, everywhere) have stimulated more of 
their brethren than ever to make the little trip. Anyhow, 
hero they me : at our theatres, in our drawing-rooms, we hear 
tiie penetrating nasal voices—we are able to form a rough 
judgment of the nation without ten days of billowy dis¬ 
comfort, We cannot help noticing many differences between 
ourselves and these our brethren, which seem constant and 
characteristic. 

I never met a stupid American; nor have I yet been 
fortunate enough to meet one who appeared remarkably 
clever. They are all, it would seem, readier in the display 
of what powers they have, than we English — as are most 
foreigners. They are free from what they call our British 
diffidence; while yet they do not appear quite eo “cocksure 
of everything” {to quote the classical description of Macaulay) 
as are Germans and Frenchmen. None of them appear to be 
ill-read, most of them have a very good acquaintance with 
modem English literature and history ; though they are not 
good linguists, and seem to judge things literary,by k low 
standard—Eliza Cook would appear to hold “quite a 
position,” as they would say, over there. So in art; so, very 
notably, in music; and, most of all, their manners and rules 
of etiquette bear tide out—they are good of their sort, but the 
sort is a little odd to ua. 

Americana do not like our manner, chiefly, I believe, 
because in coming* here they find thdn divided between two 
classes* The cultivated Yankee who gets among refilled 
English people finds a freer style of address, a neglect of 
little ceremonies he has been taught to consider good breed¬ 
ing. lie never hears the word “sir,” or “ma*am”~ 
perhaps he notices a little emprise when he usee it, which 
indicates that its employment has stamped him as of n lower 
class than his hearer. So, for a while, ho is not at his ease ; 
though of course a few months, or even weeks, will set 
him right. On the other hand, if ho gets among what 
8odeby looks down upon m " very respectable people tT — 
what Matthew Arnold brands as the company of Philistines— 
he finds, teiuch more, the outward observances of his 
own country ; but ho cannot fail to become aware that he 
is in a lower grade than that which has been his—he misses 
the brightness* the knowledge, and the pleasantness of 
cultivation. 

This ia putting the question from a very British point of 
view ; but, indeed, wo cun see deficiencies in the Americans of 
a sort that they cannot, in the nature of things, be aware of 
themselves. Thera is a curious want of finesse in their talk, 
of appreciation of the delicate values of words and thoughts 
In spite of the quaint, dry American humour, their con ver¬ 
sation is generally straightforward to the point of common- 
placoness—they imply nothing, except whan they indulge in a 
grotesque exaggeration, which is, us it were, the strong 
brandy of wit, not its delicate aud perfumed wine. 

Jiut tills Question of manners has also its American point 
of view. There is no doubt that the average well-bred 
American trios much harder to bo civil than the average well - 
bred Englishman: who too often directs his efforts in the oppo¬ 
site way, with painful success. And closely connected with this 
is the fact that young England is infinitely more affected than 
Now England; our forced and ” throaty” voice—terribly 
common among University men and their imitators—1ms up 
counterpart among the nasal but unaffected speakers of the 
States. One might almost sum up the matter by staying that, 
despite their worship of the almighty dollar, Americans arc 
not nearly so much a filleted with the terrible disease of snob ¬ 
bishness as our unhappy selves. 

One notable difference between the two peoples is that, 
while the English do not care a straw what America thinks of 
them, Americans are intensely sensitive about English opinion. 
.An American lady said to me the other day that the chief 
fault she found with the British was that they did not think 
enough of her countrymen; aud that those of us who huvo 
not visited the States have usually this fault ia very true* The 
American manner has drawbacks, as has been said ; and we 
are all too apt to take our ideas from the powerful, exquisitely 
amusing, but ill-natured and shallow caricatures of Dickens— 
caricatures, too, which have in a third of a century lost the 
greater part of what truth they possessed, Every five years 
America becomes perceptibly more civilised, less boastful and 
uncouth. 

Still there is some excuse for the home-keeping English- 
man’fl want of appreciation of his younger brother; and one 
is glad to know that the latter is surely and quickly growing 
less sensitive on the subject. The Civil War, it is said, did 
him n great deal of good—it showed that the Yankee could 
fight, and oven (it may be) gave him a sort of historic dignity 
before lacking. Tbe one thing that Brother Jonathan can not 
stand is the polite way in which John Bull simply declines to 
argue about the relative value of their national institutions— 
accepting, for instance, the statement that “ our baseball’s a 
finer game than your cricket,” with a courteous sflence 
evidently based upon a feeling that the question is too 
ridiculous to discuss. 

But I do not think that tbe English who have actually 
been to America can bo accused of any desire to do it injustice. 
Ibc immense energy and activity of its people, the wonderful 
desire for and pursuit of knowledge, the inventiveness and 
independence on every side, the “ big things” attempted and 
done both by Nature and man, never fail to make their 
impression* The gaiety and hospitality of New York; the 
culture and the poetry of Boston: the houses of Chicago 
moved on rollers through the streets, with, characteristically, n 
piano playing inside : the sea-like rivers clour to the bottom : 
the tremendous thunderstorms: in every way the Briton is 
impressed with a “bigness” and an activity quite new to 
him. Even the dullest and the most bigoted of as—nay, those, 
j>orhapA, the most—come back entirely cured of any contempt 
tor the Yankee with which we may have started. There may 
be many things wo may not like; we may prefer our homes, 
our newspapers, our political institutions; but we can never 
again hope to laugh a reform or an invention out of court by 
simply calling it “American.” 

And in like manner those of the now country who have 
stayed long enough in the old to get used to its smallness, its 
dinginetBa, its unfamiliar ways and weather, generally grow to 
a great respect and Hiring for all of these—except the last. 
From the beginning, they have an intense interest in all that 
is old, that has associations known t-o them from books, “I 
believe, Sir,” said an evident Yankee to a friend of mine in the 
Strand, some years ago, “ that that is your Temple Bar. I 
believe that heads of political prisoners were frequently to bo 
sum there, a while ago. We have nothing like that, Sir.” 
Even the old inn in tho Borough, where Sam Weller was first 
met by Mr. Pickwick and his friends, pleases them immensely; 


and for Stratford-on-Avon, an American would almost fig 
soon think of missing Paris us that little country town. 

The occupations of cur women, their robust health, and 
durable good looks, seem also greatly to impress Brother 
Jonathan; though ho does maintain that our most famous 
beauty would be “quite an ordinary type” on Broadway. 
Altogether, one may fairly say that he is getting to know us 
and to like us, and that ;ve—in our slower way- are returning 
the compliment; and, in a word, that we may very well be 
glad to know that '* the American ** is upon us. 


FINE ARTS. 

On Tuesday last the first stone wins laid of the new memorial 
structure which the Corporation of London is about to erect 
on the rite of old Temple Bar. In the stone a vase was 
deposited, containing a medallion made from the lead of the 
old bar, a photograph of that edifice^ the coins of the realm, 
and a parchment inscribed with particulars of the memorial. 
The new structure will ba of an elaborate and hand¬ 
some character, from designs by Mr. Horace Jones, 
the City Architect* It will be 37 ft. high, 5 ft* wide, 
and 8 ft. long. The base will be of pelished Guernsey 
granite, the next tier of Balmoral granite, and above that 
there will be red granite from the same quarry as that used in 
the Albert Memorial in Hyde Fark:. In the niches on the 
north and south side will be lifest^e figures in marble of tho 
Queen and the Prince of Wales, by Mr. Boehm, and in panels 
on the sides will be reliefs in bronze, by Mr. Mabcy and Mr* 
Kelsey, of the Queen’s first entrance into the City through 
Temple Bar in 1837, and of the procession to St, Paul's 
on the day of the thanksgiving for the Prince of Waters 
recovery. The superstructure will be of hard white 
stone, and will be surmounted by a griffin, the heraldic 
emblem of the City, which ia being executed by Mr, 
Birch, The inscription round the structure will be the words, 
“Here formerly stood Temple Bar.” It is represented tlmt 
the memorial will serve as a refuge for pedestrians in crossing 
between the Law Courts and Messrs. Childs’ hank, and wffL 
not interfere with the traffic, for two lines of vehicles will be 
able to pass in the space of 1C ft. reserved on either side, In 
point of fact, however, 5 ft. in width cannot be ab¬ 
stracted from this already too narrow thoroughfare with¬ 
out diminishing the freedom of progression and contributing 
to the yearly Increasing blockages of the City. We know of 
no sufficient reason for marking this particular boundary. 
Other similar landmarks—such zis Ludgate, Aldgute, Oripple- 
gate, and Bisliopagate—have been removed without loss of 
municipal prestige, rights, or privileges worth preserving. 
The need of a “refuge” is much more obvious where tho 
thoroughfare is wide, like Regent-street; or still more where 
roads intersect, forming what the French call a ratal point. 
Mturn while, the atones of the old Bar remain in limbo, like 
those of the colonnade of Burlington House, and no attempt 
is made to re-erect a relic with many interesting historical 
associations attached to it, although several eligible sites liavo 
been named for it. 

The twenty-third annual report of the trustees of tho 
National Portrait Gallery has been presented to Parliament* 
Tho donations, which amounted to 233 in the last report, havo 
now been augmented to 251* The additions include “The 
Conventiou of tlm Anti-Slavery Society” under the presidency 
of Thomas Clarkson, with a number of portraits of his con¬ 
temporaries, painted by B* It* Haydon, and presented by tho 
committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society; 
a portrait of the water-colour painter Ooptey Fielding, 
by Sir W. Bosall; another of Imgu Jones, copied by Old 
Htono from n picture by “Vandyke, another of Moolise 
by E, H. Ward, a bust of Robert Owen, &c* The purchases, 
which were 315 in the last report, are now raised to 358* 
Among the new ones are portraits of Queen Mary IX, by 
Caspar Netscher; Prince Rupert, by Lely ; Milton at the age 
of sixty-two, when blind* engraved by William Fait homo; 
and a bust of Benjamin West, by Chantry* A number of 
autograph letters have also been added, several of them from 
the correspondence of the late Sir Antony FanizzL In the 
first six months of this year the visitors have amounted to 
40,510. The gallery is open free every day except Friday* 
The trustees have acquired some rooms adjoining the present 
gallery, and hope soon to be able, to fit them up for the use of 
art-student a who wish to copy the portraits* The trustees 
suggest various improvements m the building, and they point 
out tile existing danger from Are owing to the low narrow 
wooden passage winch constitutes the approach to the gallery, 
and is surrounded with other wooden structures and inflam¬ 
mable materials of various kinds* 

The pictures, <fec., selected by the prize-holders of the Art- 
Union of Loudon for the current year are now, and will con¬ 
tinue to bo, on view till the 28th inst, at the new galleries of 
tho society, 112, Strand. The fallowing are the principal 
prizes Landscape and Cattle,” by G* Cole, £200, selected 
byMr.E.S.Webb; “In a Welsh Valley,” £150, selected by 
Mr. E. G. Phillips; “Near Tintagel, Cornwall,” by T. S, 
Croxford, £100, selected by the Rev* F* A* H* Fitzgerald, The 
impression, we regret to say, which the collection of prizes 
conveys to ns Is tlint even less good tustu than usual has 
guided the select ora. There is scarcely a single work which, 
either in subject or execution, rises above Ike most hackneyed 
commonplace. The poorest mid least deserving art is, rts a 
rule, encouraged by these indiscriminate and indiacriminuting 
prize-winners* A better principle for the conduct of an art- 
union is that of making a selection, in the first instance, by a 
eoiunrittce of taste, as in the Scotch artMinions* The sub¬ 
scription plate of the London Art-Union for the ensuing year 
is aline on graving by A. Wilimoro, from a water-colour draw¬ 
ing by Mr. O* W, Bricrly, representing “ Tho Loss of the 
Revenge,” 

To the Dord Gallery have been added the two pictures by 
M* Gustave Bore which be contributed to the lust Salon—i.e., 
“A Day Broom ” and 14 The Rainbow Landscape,” neither of 
them favourable examples of the artist as designer or painter* 
M* Dote is now engaged on a picture illustrating the text 
“Come unto Me ah ye that labour and are heavy laden.” 
3fc is of colossal dimensions, like other of his scriptural 
subjects* 

The Treasury has made provision in the Estimates of this 
year by means of which tho National Gallery will not be closed 
during the mouth of October. 

Mr. John Bright Is again sitting to Mr* Ouless for a portrait, 
to be presented to the Manchester Reform Club by some friends 
of that institution. 

A portrait of Mr, Mark Firth, also by Mr. Ouless, is about 
to be placed in the Cutlers* Hall, Sheffield, as part of the pre¬ 
sentation made by the town to Mr, FJrfch for the generosity 
displayed by him in the erection aud gift of Firth tSliege. 

Wo have received two bust-portrait a, lifcflric, of Mr* 
Gladstone and Mr. Bright, printed in colours by the National 
Fine-Art Association (Cattle-afreet, Holhom), from paintings 
by Robert A * Muller. 


A meeting has been held at Council House, Birmingham, 
under ihe presidency ojf tho Mayor (Alderamn Cfhamberlain),

LORD CLIFFORD 01? CHXTDLE3GH* 

The Right Hon, Charles Hugh Clifford, eighth Baron Clifford, 

of Clmdleighj in the 
county of Devon, 
and a Count of the 
Holy Roman Em¬ 
pire, died on the 
6th inst. at his seat, 
Ugbrooke Park- 
His Lordship was 
bom July 27, 1819, 
the eldest son Of 
Hugh Charles, 
seventh Lord Clif¬ 
ford of Chudleigh, 
by Mary Lucy, his 
wife, only daughter of Thomas Weld, mq. 3 of Lulworth 
Castle, Dorsetshire (afterwards Cardinal Weld), and was 
brother of the Most Rev. Dr. Clifford, Romm Catholic Biahop 
of Clifton, and of General Clifford, V.C., who recently held a 
command in Znluhmd. He succeeded to the Peerage at his 
father’s death, Feb* 28, 1358, and married, Sept, 30,1845, the 
lion* Agnes Catherine Louisa, youngest daughter of William, 
eleventh Lord Petra, by whom he had five sons and seven 
daughters* His eldest sbn and successor, Lewis Henry Hugh, 
now ninth Lord Clifford, way born Aug. 24, 1851* 

SIR PETER FITZGERALD, BAKT*, KNIGHT OF KERRY* 

Sir Peter FitaGemld, Bart., of Yoleutia and Ballinruddory, 
County Kerry, Knight of Kerry, J.P* and 
D.L*, died at his seat on the Gth inst* Tina 
popular and esteemed gentleman was born 
Sept. 15, 1808, tho fifth son of the Right 
Honourable Maurice FitzGerald, Knight of 
Kerry (for thirty-five years M.P. for the 
county of Kerry in the Irish Parliament, 
who filled at 101101 * 011 1 times the offices of 
Commissioner of Customs, Lord of the 
Treasury and Admiralty, and Vice-Treasurer 
of Ireland), by his first wife, Maria, daughter 
of the Right Hon* David La Touche, of 
Mftrlay, County Dublin, and was descended 
from "the very ancient Kerry family of 
FitzGerald, the head of which has for gene¬ 
rations been known by the titular distinction of Knight of 
Kerry. He served as High Sheriff of the county of Kerry 
in 1849, and of the county of Carlow in 1875. Lie was 
formerly Deputy Vice-Treasurer of Ireland. Tbe Knight 
of Kerry was a resident landlord, and devoted his time 
and wealth to the improvement of the homes of his tenantry, 
by whom he win? deeply beloved* Ha was a strenuous 
supporter of the cause of Catholic Emancipation, and of 
the important liberal Land and C3lurch Measures of later 
years, and was created a Baronet only since the accession 
of the present Government. Ho married, Aug* 11, 1838, 
Julia, daughter of Peter Bodkin Hussey, Esq*, barrister-at- 
law, of Farrinakillft House, County Kerry, and leaves four 
sons and seven daughters* His eldest son, uow Sir Maurice 
FitzGerald, second Baronet, nineteenth Knight of Kerry, 
Equerry to the Duke of Connaught, aud Captain 

Rifle Brigade, was born Feb, G, 1844, and served as A,D*0* to 
Sir Archibald Alison during the Ashnutee War* 

MS. JACKSON, OF GREATHAM HALL* 

Ralph Ward Jackson, Esq*, of Grcrttham Hall, in the county 
of Durham, first M.P* for the Hartlepool*, died on tho fith inst., 
at 9, Albion-street, Hyde Paris, in Iris seventy-fifth year. He 
was third sou of WlHhun Wind Jackson, Esq*, of Normanby 
Hull, Yorkshire, by Susannah Louisa, bis wife, daughter of 
Edwin Martin Atkina, Esq*, of Kingston Inkle, Berks, aud 
received his education at Rugby. Mr. Jackson was founder

roll THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 31. 
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A settled policy, Foreign and Domestic, plainly stated and 
iicrnly adhered to, U of gre^at advantage in conducting the 
public business of a nation* It is in itself a force which 
transcends many more obvious forces. It inspires those 
who believe in it with confidence and determination. It 
nips in the bud not a few projects of obstruction. It 
appeals to the common sense and right feeling of the 
people ut large. Nothing is more potent than vacillation 
in palsying resolution at the moment when resolution is 
most needed, Nothing breeds more fanciful, or more 
muttituduums, objections* It is matter for congratulation 
that, since the last General Election, the chief aims of 
those who are intrusted with executive power are well 
Imown to the country, and that those aims are steadily 
pursued, Of course, the menus employed must, sometimes 
in reason, sou to times in policy, be modified, and hero and 
there disappointment will seize the minds, we will not say 
of narrow partisans, but of men who are apt to confine 
thou- views within a limited range of judgment. But no 
oho can mistake, we think, the general drift of English 
policy under the existing Ailmistrillion. To some it may 
appear over-cautious; to others over-bold and hazardous. 
But, at any rate, it is intelligible j and, although change 
of methods may occasionally suggest hostile criticism, 
nothing has yet transpired indicating, even to suspicious 
minds, change of purpose* 

Our Homo Affairs, as managed in Parliament, are, 
peril ups, most subject to an appearance of shiftiness. IV o 
nro not so cerium of the course which will he taken with 
regard to them us we are in reference to the Foreign 
Policy of the Empire, This is natural enough. But, on 
the whole, there would seem to be impressed upon the 
steps taken with regard to them somewhat of that energy 
of will which is characteristic of Mr, Gladstone, and which 
tells oven in his absence. His colleagues have caught his 
Kpirit. It will he well if they do not carry it to an im¬ 
prudent excess. It is clear from Lord Hurt in gt oil's state¬ 
ments, on Holiday night, that they do not intend to let 
this Session (supplementary as it must bo considered) turn 
out u wasted one. There is no precise day fixed for the pro¬ 
rogation of Parliament. In their view, it seems, 11 business 
is business, and must be attended to.” Extraneous objects, 
desirable enough in themselves, are treated as extraneous* 
They mean to carry into their destined haven, not only the 
ship of which they have command, but as much as pos¬ 
sible of the cargo it contains, They aro disinclined to throw 
overboard any of the measures which they have announced, 
and if, hi order to carry them—or at least such of them 
as they doom o! urgent importance—they have to keep 
Parliament sitting until the end of the month, they have 
intimated their intention, of doing so. Whether they will 
succeed in fully accomplishing the task which they have 
imposed upon themselves remains to be seen. But it is 
highly probable that when the force of their will has been, 
unmistakably exemplified, artificial obstructions, and dis¬ 
cussions which can serve no useful purpose, will be given 
up, and real business will proceed at a more rapid rate* 
Difficulties will vanish as they aro approached, and what, 
at first sight, seemed impossible, will almost imperceptibly 
resolve itself into fact* 

In Foreign Affairs there is beginning to bo visible the 
same firmness of touch—firmness combined with delicacy. 
The Afghan trouble is a trouble still; the danger remains 
a danger. But the determination to withdraw from that 
country, so far as human foresight goes, is fixed, and not 
to be disturbed by the accidents of the day. General 
Roberts hits set out from Cabul towards Candahnr for the 
purpose of relieving General Primrose, if not previously 
reinforced by General Fhayro, But the larger moiety of 
British troops stationed at Cabul is to be withdrawn to 
Guiidan.uk, end remain there as an army of observation 


until it is possible to vacate the entire territory, South aa 
well as North* There is not milch room for doubt that 
this object will be realised, and, it is to be hoped, without 
further serious bloodshed* We shall leave Candahar 
behind us. Wo have, as far as we could, transferred our 
responsibility for the government of that nation to the 
Afghans themselves. General Stewart, supreme in com¬ 
mand, political as well as military, has telegraphed to the 
Viceroy of India to the effect that ** all our objects 
have been attained, and nothing remains to bo done but 
to hand over Oabul to the Ameer, who is naturally 
anxious to establish himself in his capital, and to bring 
his government into working order*” Lord Eipon has 
assured the Secretary of State for India, “ I believe the 
withdrawal to Gundam uk of the troops, and Roberts's 
march to Candahar, will bo without any opposition what¬ 
ever.” So far, good* But we cannot expect, even if the 
present policy should bo entirely successful, that the 
original aggression upon Afghanistan will not bear bitter 
fruit, both for India and for the United Kingdom. It ia 
boj'oncl the reach of human wisdom to undo what has 
been done, and the seeds of disturbance sown by wrong- 
doing will be sure to spring up, even after the wrong has 
been reversed. 

There is even a hope—it would* perhaps, be prematura 
to desoribe it as a dear prosiieet—that tlie Government of 
Turkey will eventually submit to the will of Europe in 
giving effect to tho stipulations of tho Berlin Treaty* 
“The concerted action of Europe,” wo are told by Lord 
Granville, “ is directed to this end; ” and hitherto “it lias 
been thoroughly maintained*” “ We do not intend to act 
alone,” says tho noble Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, “as policemen in a European question which 
interests other European Powers e quaUy with our selves ■ B at, 
on tho other hand, we aro prepared to take our full share of 
responsibility with others, in order to prevent a state of 
things which umst end in a catastrophe most dangerous to the 
peace of Europe*” Well, what ia the result of this consistent 
and persistent diplomacy. Wo loam from Berlin that the 
chances of the Sultan coming to an agreement with the 
Powers increase day by day* He has already given 
orders to his Minister of War to leave for Dulcigno with 
iiQOO Troops, and that Minister has promised to transfer 
tho district to Montenegro within the time stipulated for 
its surrender, and the Town itself a few days later* The 
Turco-Greek question is under the consideration of the 
Cabinet at Constantinople, and an amicable solution of 
tho frontier dispute is anticipated* Mr. Goschen gives 
hopes even of “ an agreement being speedily arrived at 
by the Foreign Ambassadors as to tho demands to be pre¬ 
sented on the Armenian question, and Lord Edmund 
Fitzmauriee “reports on tho cordial unanimity of the 
European Members of the International Commission, which 
has enabled them almost to complete the important work 
they have had in hand with regard to Administrative 
Reform in the European Provinces of Turkey*” Those 
authoritative announcements would be satisfactory in any 
other case; but even in regard to the Cabinet of the Sultan 
they sho w what can be done by a fixed policy and a settled 
resolution to translate it into action* 


Tlic Sandwich election inquiry lias resulted in the unseating 
of Mr, Crompton Roberts, the Conservative member. Sir, 
Justice Lush said every provision of the Corrrupt Practices 
Prevention Act had been totally disregarded. Both rides had 
ueted iu the same illegal and corrupt manner, and cadi party 
must, therefore, pay Ms own costs. The Judges decided to 
report tlmt corrupt practices had extensively prevailed. 

Jean Luie, a Dane, who was convicted of perjury at the 
trial of the Tichborne Claimant and sentenced to penal 
servitude, was on Tuesday discli urged from Portland Convict 
Prison, on the completion of Ilia term of imprisonment, Tlio 
evidence of this man was regarded as^furnishing the missing 
link in the case, he liavEiigrtpieseuted himself as nn&of the crew 
of the Osprey ut the time when the defendout alleged that ho 
had been picked up by that vessel after being wrecked in the 
Bella. He was put in the witness-box on the 115th day of the 
trial, fns examined by Dr. Ivcnealy, the Cluimant'a counsel, 
and made a statement in which he averred that he was on board 
the ship that picked up Roger Ttelibome on board the Bella, 
and took h i m to M dbounio. 3 1 e entered Into Ui e most minu to 
details of his personal appearance, and swore tluit the Claimant 
was the man. On the ground of this declaration he woo prose¬ 
cuted for perj my, and convicted, sufficient evidence having been 
forthcoming to prove his identity with a person convicted of 
fraud under the names of Sorensen and Lundgren, who was 
in prison at the date of the alleged rescue of the Claimant from 
Urn Bella,

I know of no richer and (I hope) rarer " curio " than tho 
accompanying extract from Tuesday night’s debate on tho 
Hares and Babbits Bill, which (the u curio,” not tho bill) I at 
once, with Joy and pride, transcribed in my common-place 
book. Tile insertion of the following clause was moved by an

14 It stall not b* lawful for any one to ecll eggs of game except the

shall not buy ur receive eggs of game from any other person. 

Any pertoii acting in cuaimventkm of tM& Auction shall incur a line not 
exceeding £'20 and ousts for each offence. 

It ahull not be lawful to buy eggs of gome except of the keeper of a 
registered iirew or breoding-p]ftce t mid any one acting iu oantravention of 
this section s]mU incur a hue not exceeding £20 and costs for tho llrst 
offence, jmd not exceeding £50 and costa for the second offence. 

In the name of the Prophet—Tigs! No; not Figs. Eggs, 
Sir William Hareourt lent his temper (unwisely &s I think) 
over tills clause.

But I am in luck this week. Here is another curiosity, 
ami one of the choicest. I cull it from, the speech of Mr,

What can more excite sympathy than the suffering of the farming 
population during the last two years T The farmer ri-tes early and toils 
during the day; ho cats the bread of carefulness; and there is hardly any- 
thing certain in hid condition except the rent day. He fa subject to many 
trials and difficulties from which other trades to a large extent are exempt. 
The trader by his carelessness toxy make, by injudioiems confidence, a bud 
bargain, and may dimmish Isis substance. He is responsible for that. The 
fanner may ilo cvcryttuiig that m^n can do; everything Uiat Induetry and 
intelligence enn do he nitty do. Ho may plough, and aotr, and clear tho 
land. He may do everything it is possible for man to do, yet there may 
come a season 'which blights bis craps and blights his hopes. If there he «n 
important national industry winch has a fair demand on this House for 
just and generous consideration, I say It is that of the tenant farmer. 

I do not know whether that which I have quoted be quite an 
accurate report, and the most accurately reported speech must 
lose something by its transference to print; but I look upon 
the passage about the farmer as a curiosity, exceeding rare, 
inasmuch as it seems to me a nicy example of simple, vigorous 
English. Thera are only thirty wards of Latin or. Franco - 
Latin derivation in tho whole paragraph, which, from first to 
tot, reminds one of William CobbctL 

It was a notable debate, that Hares and Rabbits one 
(Indiidmg tho eggs), throughout. Mr, Labouehere (although 
ho was, as ho calmly expected to be, badly beaten ou a 
division) made a distinct mark—a most palpable hit—in the 
trendmut, sensible, and witty speech iu which he proposed to 
include winged as well as ground game in this much-wrangled- 
over measure.

Digging and delving as T do among files 
of long-forgot ten newspapers, it is less pleasant than distress¬ 
ing to meet with the name of another Henry Labouehere who 
won well-deserved fame os on English statesman. And that 
such fame might be earned by the extant H. L. (if he only 
chose to earn it) I nm satisfied. He is a scholar of extensive 
and well-digegted reading, a travelled, linguist, a diploma lis t 
of nearly twenty years 1 training, a shrewd financier, a 
brilliant conversationalist, a ready, incisive public speaker, » 
man of wit, a man of sense, and a man of business; and I say 
that it is a shame that such endowments and such attainments 
should be wasted in miserable journalistic squabbles. And if 
anybody be offended by what I (a very old journalist, who 
has made blunders enough in liis time to fill the crater of 
Mount Vesuvius, but who has tried never to do harm to Any¬ 
body) have said—well, tanipis pmr or for me.

And if you have a few 
Husks of right Florence oil loft, don’t you think that the best 
thing you enn do with your oil is to try to pour it on troubled 
waters? Is life long enough for us to fight and scratch and 
hate one another P These arc a few of the questions which I 
have been asking myself on the first day of the Long Vacation. 

Talking of blunders, I made an almost inexcusable one 
last week in saying that the late Morgan John O’Connell was 
one of the sons of tho illustrious Daniel O’Connell. Of 
Course, Morgan John was his nephew. I qualify the slip of 
the pen tis almost inexcusable, because it happens that I knew 
M. J. intimately. A keen remembrance of the deliciously 
unctuous brogue with which ho used to recite Thackeray’s 
** Battle of Limerick,” popularly known as tho "Shannon 
Short , 11 reminds me of a Conversation in which I lately par¬ 
ticipated, in the course of which a very shrewd observer 
of humanity maintained that, with the exception of Mr. Dion 
Eondcault, he hud never met with an Irishman who could 
imitate an Irishman in the way of acting or recitation. Tho 
bc^fc 41 stage” Irishmen, lie asserted, were Americans. This 


" Atlas,” you knew poor Morgan John m well as I did. 
Why, when giving another version of Wyndliam Smith and 
tho " Assassination” story (for which I refer my renders to 
tho current number of the W orirf), did you fail to reproach me 
for the commission of that blunder for which I have just 
apologised? Homer noils sometimes, my "Atlas.” Have 
you been wandering with Sir. Joseph Hatton in the Valley of 
Poppies ? 

In the matter of the Monks of Medmenham. I mentioned 
nine members: and information respecting other friars of tho 
Order of St. Francis has flowed in un me. One obliging 
correspondent, " Frank," reminds me that Mr* Wolford, in 
Ms "Talcs of our Great Families" (vol. ii. 101*?}, suggests 
that tho Earl of March, afterwards Duke of Qiiecnsberry 
(the "Old Q.” who lived opposite the Piccadilly hackney- 
conch stand) and George Sclwyn wore Monks of Medmcnham. 
Another correspondent saya that tho poet Lloyd was ft 
member of the fraternity. ” A. L. i\ " cites from a rare 
book of " Wilkes tana ” (that is not its real title, but it is too 
long for textual quotation) tho name of Sir Thomas Stapleton, 
But that would bring tho number up to thirteen; and it lias 
been stated, over and over again, that there were only a dozen 
Monks of Medmcnlmni. 

A number of correspondents, including my very old and 
esteemed friend Mr. Edward Draper (who probably knows 
more about the social aspect of the Hogarth tmd Wilkes period 
than any living scholar), refer me to that queer little old work 
" Clirysal; or, Tho Adventures of ft Guinea,” for a more 
correct version than I was able to give of tho story of tho 
monkey coming down tho chimney. I have not seen 
" Chrysal” for twenty years. I had it once, but (like Dog¬ 
berry) I have had losses ; mid I am in the painful condition (I 
scarcely know one more painful) of the man who has once 
sold Ins library. You accumulate another one; yon strive 
to replace all the books which you possessed in the bygone ; 
but, alaa ! there arc gaps which can never be refilled* Once 
upon a time I had the " Dictiommire des Giroucttea.” I had 
the whole of Hctif dc la Bratonue. I tod Rusk in’s " Modem 
Painters" and the "Stones of Venice”—the first, chcu* the 
first editions. I shall not have them any more. 

Finally, Mr. Henry Graves is so kind as to write me from 
Fall Mull that among the pictures of the Dilettante Society or 
Club at "Willis's Rooms ia a portrait of Lord Lo Despencor, 
painted by G. Knapton in 1742, and that the noble Lord is in 
the habit of a monk* 

Do we really want nnother Onmilmfl Company in London ? 
I have the prospectus of a new one before me, which proposes 
to supply the acknowledged public want of an improved 
class of vehicles, to provide for the ever increasing requirements 
of the immense passenger traffic, and to secure punctual and 
rapid service to and from tho City and the great suburban 
extensions. But is not nil this, and more, very efficiently done 
by tho London General Omnibus Company? Less than ft 
quarter of a century since the omnibus traffic of the metro¬ 
polis was served by o wretched assemblage of boxes on 
wheels—" festive hearses" they used to be colled—of the 
original and incomplete " Shillibeor ” pattern, as a rule badly 
horsed and fiercely competing with each other. I remember, 
some twenty years ago, going to an exhibition of model omni¬ 
buses, for which the Loudon General Omnibus Company, then 
a nascent enterprise, which had been promoted by a body of 
capitalists in Taris, had offered prises. The vehicles which at 
present ply in our main thoroughfares seem to me twenty 
times handsomer, roomier, and better horsed than the omni¬ 
buses of the past ; and the fares are, all things considered, 
wonderfully cheap. 

Among the vamn* d'Urt given for tho formation of a new 
ancl necessarily antagonistic organisation is that tho London 
General Omnibus Company pays regular dividends of twelve 
and a half per cent per annum, besides transferring many 
thousands annually to its reserve fund, and that it now carries 
more passengers and pays n much higher dividend than before 
the Metropolitan railways were constructed and tho (to me 
detestable) Tramway system introduced. 1 am a poor hand at 
statistics; but when I road that the new Company propose to 
ran "improved” omnibuses for two and three homes on a 
number of routes, among which is the normally overcrowded 
and frequently blocked lino of thoroughfare between tho 
Mansion House and Chariug-cross, my heart rinks within me. 
And when I read yesterday that a delegation from the City 
Lands Committee had laid tho first atone of a new etema 
structure, in the middle of the roadway between the New Law 
Courts and Messrs. Child's new banking-house, I simply 
shuddered. The structure is to mark tho civic boundary, and 
to serve besides, I presume, as an elegiac memorial of Temple 
Bar. But the roadway is only thirty-seven feet wide at this point, 
and the elegiac memorial will diminish the available space 
by five feet. 

W& used to say in bygone days flint, even without the 
obstructive nuisance of the Bar, a man delivering ginger-beer 
from a clmise-carfc at the shell-fish shop, and an old lady in 
her brougham, and unable to find her cheque-book, outside 
Childs’ Bank, were quite sufficient to block up Fleet-street 
during the best part of an afternoon. But how would it be 


when a further contingent of immense three-horee omnibuses 
come pounding along? An additional cause of obstruction in 
the Strand at eventide is the enormoua increase within the last 
dozen years of popular theatres "In or dose to that thorough¬ 
fare. Where, formerly, there were only the Strand, the 
Lyceum, and the Add phi, there arc now the Opera Comique, 
the Globe, the Gaiety, the Vaudeville, and the Folly* Alt 
these ptacos of entertainmenta- are largely patronised by 
"carriage people; ” and the tohttfmhn lute at night of 
broughams, cabs, and "tho last omnibus" multiplied by 
many, is almost indescribably disorderly* The foot-pavement, 
moreover, is infested by hordes of touts rushing about to snap 
up cabs mid extort coppers; and from these saturnalia the 
British pickpocket, you nifty bo sure, is not absent, lleally, 
it would bo a good thing if an Act of Parliament wore passed 
forbidding tho building of any more new theatres, save ou the 
Thames Embankment. 

Mem. : Our cabs continue still unreformed* A week before 
I wandered to the States I was- present at the "inaugural” 
banquet of a new (and, of course, “ improved") Cab Company 
at tlio Alexandra Palace; ancl I remember a very excellent 
speech made on tho occasion by tho Chief Commissioner of 
Police* Six Edmund Henderson, who, while admitting tho 
necessity for the introduction of improved cabs, spoke up 
manfully for the old " growler” or four-wheeled cab—in its 
capacity, at least, for conveying a quartet of passengers and 
an indefinite quantity of luggage. . When I returned 1 asked 
how the new (and "improved”) Cab Company was progress¬ 
ing. Alas! it had been long since engulfed in the waters of 
" liquidation." I think that it was the ninth or tenth Cab 
Com puny that I had known. purely wo urgently need a 
really improved " growler," yet more improved Hansoms, and 
a hackney Victoria, or open cab, with a hood in case of a shower* 

Ptmch comes along bravely under the new editorship of 
Mr* Frank Burn and (tho best possibly fitted man for tho post), 
and who is a great deni more than a more joker of jokes, and 
has much more sound, solid scholarly stuff in him than many 
of the thousands who have been tickled by his "Happy 
Thoughts," who have shrieked over the sorrows of "Strap- 
more," have been moved by the vicissitudes of " II oka nn a," 
and arc Laughing, now, over "The Beadle" may be apt to 
imagine* The instant number of Punch contains a short 
article which is not only waggish, but wise. It cicala with 
and denounces that standing nuisance and scandal to 
metropolitan civil istuti on, Co vent-garden Market. Ah ! 
if Parliament would only re-enfranchise Gatton or 
Old 8arum, or Grampound or Sudbury, and the resusci¬ 
tated " pot-walloppcrs 11 thereof would only send me to the 
Commons for a month or six weeks \ How deeply would 
I buiy the rhetorical knife in the recking bosom of Covent- 
garden Market! Attack it with your pen, you may say* My 
dear Madam, I have been ho attacking it these five-and-twenty 
years without avail; and if you deem that it does not deserve 
to be attacked, the next time you favour the market with your 
presence, when you have finished your shopping in the Central 
Avenue, instead of at once re-entering your brougham, and 
driving home to South Kensington, just try to pick your way 
through the hillocks of putrescent vegetable mutter which from 
morning until Into in the afternoon litter the purlieus of the 
market and the Immediately contiguous thorough fares. 

In the matter of Purcell's " hind Tom," Mr. John Boosey 
politely forwards me the " Book of the Words " of the Nine¬ 
teenth Ballad Concert given under his direction at St. James’s 
Hall on Wednesday, April 2, 187!). On that occasion, Mr. 
Henry Cross sang "Mad Tom" :—

Palladino and her fair compeers in their 
national dresses, tho Hanlon Voltes, Miss Litton mid 
her Old English Comedy Troupe (of whom a notice 
will bo found in "another place"} were a source of 
groat delight; and the Grove and the two lakes were brilliantly 
illuminated at night. Then the Mayor and Corporation, 
laden with tributes of fruit and flowers—the gifts of 
Pomona, Flora, nud Ur. ‘Willing— ^ went buck to Brighton. 
"Wonderful thing, tiir, this 8tenm!—and only in its 
infancy." You nmv have heard that remark before; yet 
I found myself reiterating it lust Saturday, when, having a 
few hours’ "leisure," I ran down to Brighton by the Pullman 
10 a.m. from Victoria, lunched at the Grand Hotel; drove by 
Stamuore Park and across tho Downs to Lewes Races; lu*fc 
my money in a sweepstake (I always lose my money; but ’twos 
only ten shillings that "broke” me); come back to Victoria 
by the 5*45 p.iu. Pullman from Brighton, stepped at the Chib 
to write letters, drovfe to Muswcll-Mll; saw two acta of “ She 
Stoops te Conquer,” a ballet, and a circus performance; 
dined at ten p.in., and wua back at Lamb’s Conduit [my 
Workshop is directly over Lamb’s Conduit) before midnight.

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MR. P. O. BURNAND. 

Tli© blue ribbon of English comic 
literature, as we may esteem the Editor¬ 
ship of Ptmthj which baa been held 
within the past twenty years by Mark 
Lemon, Shirley Brooks, and Tom 
Taylor, is now transferred to Mr. 
Bum and, long known as one of the 
liveliest contributors to that famous 
journal during the period just named, 
ns well as a writer for the stage. Mr, 
Francis Cowley Bum and, who is about 
forty-three years of age, was educated 
at Eton, and at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he took the University 
degree. He also won special distinction 
there, from and after the October term 
of 1854, till the Lent term of 1858, as 
founder and leading member of the 
University A*D*C*, or Amateur 
Dramatic Club, which has continued 
to flourish * Its history, in the 
form of “Personal Reminiscences ” 
has been pleasantly related by Mr. 
Bum and in a volume published l ast 
Christmas by Chapman and Hall, 
which has gone through two or three 
editions* Wo are informed that his 
first dramatic composition was of a 
little earlier date, being a farce written 
by him. at ft ton, probably ill 1852, and 
performed by himself and other boys 
in the house of their tutor, the Iter* 
W* G. Cookesley* The great Dons of 
the University were not quite so facile 
and condescending; and there is much 
real humour in Mr. Buraand’a report 
of his interview with the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor of that time, when he asked 
permission to act a play. It needed 
all the tact of the youthful diplomatist, 
then an inexperienced undergraduate, 
to avoid shockm g the Vice-Chancellors 
primness by telling.him what the pro¬ 
posed dramatic entertainment was* 
It was neither a play of Sophocles, 
or Euripides, or Aristophanes, nor 
one of Plautus or Terence, nor 
even one of ^hakspeure’s; the author 
was a Mr. Madison Morton, unhappily 
fifli a Fellow of Trinity, and its title 
wns “ Box and Cox! '* The Vice- 
Chon cellor had never heard of either, 
which may well have been the case ; 
for we know that when Thackeray, 
about the same time, visited Cambridge 
to give Ms * 1 Lectures on the English 
Humourists,* 1 there waa an academical 
dignitary of the same rank who had 
never heard of the author of 41 Vanity 
Fair, 11 whether it were Thackeray or 
Bunyan* 

The Cambridge reminiscences of Mr. 
Buraand must not detain us; them is 
the volume for all readers who would 
like plenty of that sort. He came to 
London, and was called to the Bar in 
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1862, but wo do not know that he over 
wore a wig except in eating hall dinners 
at his Inn of Court* He soon began 
writing extravaganzas or burlesques, 
and domestic popular comedies, for 
several of our theatres. Among these 
were “ Irion,' 1 at the St* James's; 
44 Black-eyed Susan,” at the Soho; 
< l Tho Turn of the Tide,” “Family 
Ties/* “The Club/ 1 44 Diplomacy/* 
** Bobbing Boy,” and 14 Betsy.” Ho 
also coiiYortea 41 Box and Cox “ into a 
farcical operetta, for which Mr* 
Arthur Sullivan provided the music* 

It was in 1888 that Mr. Bumaud 
was accepted by Mark Lemon, then 
editor of Fumh , os a contributor to 
that Hebdomadal; which could not, 
of course, be named along with the 
august “Hebdomadal” at the other 
University, but which has far greater 
influence, pact the Vice-Chancellor, 
on the minds of ingenuous youth* It 
b remarkable, by-the-way, that Mark 
Lemon's pome-proximate successor 
and Bumand's immediate predecessor, 
the late accomplished Tom Taylor, 
imw a Fellow of Trinity; so that 
the Vice-Chancellor might have 
recognised him, In the meantime, the 
young literary aspirant from Cambridge 
begun to make his mark witli the 
broadest grotesque parodies of the sen¬ 
sational romances that appeared in 
some penny magazines for bovs and 
girls or the less educated class* 41 Moke - 
anna l 11 was the first of these sham- 
dreadful stories, which, we suppose, had 
been provoked by a aiUy prase version 
of the hideous fantasy in “ Lafia 
Rookh ” but which must have had 
something to do with a “moke** or 
costermonger* b donkey* 

There were some imitationB of fash¬ 
ionable novelists by Mr. Bumand, such 
as 14 Strapmore/' which had a higher 
degree of finish, but Thackeray 
had done that sort of trick* with 
inimitable humour, many years be¬ 
fore* We do not think, indeed, 
that Mr* Bumand is at hie best in 
literary parodies; and some readers of 
Punch at this day will be relieved when 
they have seen the last of a cum it 
series of similar attempts on the works 
of Anthony Trollope* The most valu¬ 
able of Mr, Bur mind's writings, in our 
judgment, are those in the vein of 
autobiographic half-conscious ^ self- 
exposure, as in 44 Happy Thoughts/ 4 
expressing the sense of awkwardness 
that besets a man dropping into social 
or domestic relations for which he is 
not quite prepared. It is pure comedy, 
and. of a refined sort, not unworthy of 
the authors of the Spectator and its 
school, or of Smollett or Goldsmith, 
that lends itsdf to subjects of this 
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kind. Here lies the direction in which we should rather hope 
fur the best fruita of Mr* Burnand’ * undeniable talent, if ne 
can atili find leisure for original authorship. Among the 
contributions from his pen not yet mentioned are * ‘ The New 
fkmdford and Merton/' capitally illustrated by Idnloy Bun- 
bourne; “How, When, and Where," a comic handbook of 
Continental travel, with Charles Keane's illustrations; and 
other diverting papers, which had the advantage of designs 
by Messrs. I m Maimer, Keene, Millais, 44 Bn*,” and Sir John 
Gilbert to aid iu their presentment, according to the Morutiaii 
nupdtn, 11 ticulift Bubjccta fidelibus/ 1 Some of these writings 
ia Mr. Burnand were promptly seized upon in America for 
reprinting and publishing, at lea at in thin paper covers, up 
and down the tinted States, Of his parodies and the like, 
we will not forget that with which be transfigured the African 
exploit* of Mr* II. M. Stanley, under the title of M Across the 
Kbep-SDark Continent.” But we expect from Mr* Burnand 
a great many far letter things.

THE CASTLE OF SULI s EFIEUS* 

In a recent article describing the provinces of Epirus and 
Tlicasalv, which it is proposed that the Sultan of Turkey should 
cede to the Greek Kingdom, agreeably to the resolutions oi the 
Berlin Conference, we inemfoucd the Sidiotes, a warlike tribe 
or dun of Albanians protesting adherence to the Greek 
Christian Church It will bo remembered that those Sulfates, 
who took part with the Greek inmirrtfction against the Turkish 
Empire nearly sixty years ago, are spokuu of by Lord Byron 
iu “UMlde Huroldi” as he saw them when hu visited the 
camp and residence of their conqueror and subsequent 
c >mra under, Ali Poalia, the great Albanian vassal who rebelled 
ugoinst tin; Sultan, not long otter wards, with results fatal to 
himself. The Suliote war-song, which they chanted in their 
wild dunce, aa the poet describes and reports it, is exceedingly 
rhtmwtoxistic of that fierce mid restless people* We now 
present a view of the Castle of fcjnit, in Epirus, their principal 
stronghold, or the seat of their feudal chieftain* It U built in 
a romantic situation, on an insulated hill, near the ruined 
village of Knko-Suli, which stands 1200 feet above the ltiver 
Acheron. The mountain on which the fortress of Hull has 
been erected is of a singular semi-lunar form, ter min ating in 
such a narrow ridge as barely to admit of u path from one 
detached fort to the other. The prodigies of valour displayed 
by the Suliotes in the defence of their liberty, the vigorous 
resistance they offered during ten years to the powerful Ali 
Pasha, and tile important part they took in the Greek War 
created for some time a general feeling of interest in their 
race* They numbered at that time about 4QCHJ warriors. 


PARISIAN SAYINGS AND DOINGS. 

(Front Our own Correspondent.) 

Paris, Tuesday, Aug* 10* 

The official visit of the three Presidents to Cherbourg reminds 
one in its outer details of the old Imperial progresses* The 
very train in which MM* Gtevy, Leon Say, and Uunibotta were 
conveyed to Cherbourg is the same os thut used byNupoleon III * 
The railway employes still call it “the Imperial train/' and 
the engine-driver is the same to whose cure the precious life 
of the Emperor was intrusted. At the variolas stopping places 
along the line the authorities presented addresses, ami ilio 
rustic crewels cried “ Yivolaltepublique l r> and “ Vivele Bre- 
sident! * * instead of crying ‘ 4 Vive P Empemir! 1 ’ Original!)’ the 
town of Cherbourg invited only M. Uambrtta to be present at 
the launch of a second-class ironclad, the Miiguin it. 
Qmnbetttt accepted; but, as there is at present very much 
talk ill the Opposition Press, both Radical and re¬ 
actionary, against the too great ascendency of M. Gumbetta 
in political affairs, M. Grevy was advised to go* iSo the town 
of Cherbourg was invited to send ail invitation to M* Grevy* 
Then M. Lcou Sny, on President of the Semite, sold Unit ho 
should feel hurt if the President of the Chamber went to 
Cherbourg, while he, M. iDm Say, was left to pine away at 
Paris. The good town of Cherbourg was invited once juore 
to send mi invitation to M. L6on Say. The invitation was 
sent, but meanwhile the maritime prefect mid the municipal 
authorities came to loggerheads, and the quarrel warn with dif¬ 
ficulty adjourned until after the fetes. However* on Sunday 
morning tho three President* started, M* Guuibctto was 
radiant, M. Gtevy was scrioiuj, and M* Leon Kay was indif¬ 
ferent, Tliey arrived at Cherbourg in the afteziwoin and were 
welcomed by the Mayor and other authorities. J u the evening 
M* Gi£vy tuck a walk in the town on font, and was very 
warmly received by the inhabitants. 31* Uambettuabjo visited 
the town, but in a carriage. On the Place da Uhdteau the 
crowd surrounded the carriage and begged M . Guiubotta to 
make a speech* 31. GambcUu graciously complied, and ren¬ 
dered a tribute of respect to tile upright and venerated citizen 
who was at the head of the Republic. This was 3L 
Uambetta’B second triumph in the course of the day. 
Already, on the way from the station te the Prefecture, ho 
had received an ovation from the crowd, and Hie cries of 
“ Vive Gambetta I” wore louder and more numerous than tho 
cries of “ Vive le President : TI Uu Monday the lYerideutiul 
purty visited the breakwater, the arsenal, and the fired, mad 
m tho evening M. Grtwy entertained the different authorities 
at a grand banquet at the Town hull To-day the festivities 
were continued by regattas, dinners, a sham fight hi tlie loads, 
experiments with the torpedo-boat*, fireworks, illnmluutkns, 
distribution of decorations to officials, &e. The three 
J 'residents will return to Parte to-morrow* As regards tho 
mere festivities, they appear to have been a Complete success, 
and there cun be no doubt that the good people of Cherbourg 
in joyed themselves immensely; und, niter all, that is tho 
principal object of n llte* But the real hero, after all, has 
been j&L Gambetto. 

“ Political life, iu a country deprived of Democratic inati- 
tutirm*, takes refuge entirely m tho Parliament and tho press, 
llit soon the Pai'Uament, with its long legislative procedure, 
t.vJmutte itself, and falls under the domination of a chief* 
r i ht* people, the veritable sovereign, te forgotten* The embryo 
nf a Dictatorship forms in the Parliament, and soon there 
re maim* only a powerful individuality before the press. When 
tills situation prolonged the press becomes disciplined. Tim 
greater part full within the circle of attraction of tho rising 
ftur. Trie personal government becomes reconsrfcStuted piece 
by piece, and absorbs the Parliament, the Administration, and 
the majority Of the newspapers, which have become accomplices 
and auxiliaries in this evolution. Franco is so accustomed 
to this spectacle that she resists little, even when she does not 
lulp the advancement of the Dictator.” finch is the summary 
oi the present political situation from the point of view of the 
moderate Radicals; and although perhaps somewhat too 
positive in statement, it docs really conveniently sum up the 
Mato of affaire. The growth of the politieal press at the pre¬ 
sent moment is very noticeable. There are now hi Paris utoue 
more than fifty daily political newspapers, nod hardly a week 
passes without that number being increased* As regards tho 


formation of a Dictatorship, the official visit to Cherbourg has 
once more confirmed the singular authority which M, (Jam- 
bettate name has over the masses. 

A new volume of the correspondence of Sointe-Beuve has 
just been published by Culuumn Levy* The now letters relate 
to all the epochs of fiamte-Beuve'a life; but the most interest¬ 
ing are those which he wrote to his old schoolmate and con¬ 
stant friend the Abbe Burbe. Bainte-Heave opens his heart 
without reserve to the good Abbe, and confides to him the 
constant perplexities about religious mutters which occupied 
h im until his death* At hist lie confesses to the Abbe that he 
had never been able to form for himself an abiding opinion on 
belief and religion.

With several views of Can dal mr and of the Helmund, and with 
other Illustrations of campaigning^! that country, very 
long and full descriptions of these subjects, A narrative, 
borrowed from one of our daily contemporaries, of tho 
events preceding the recent military disaster, was added to 
pueh particulars as were reported of the unfortunate action at 
Khu»hk-i-Nakhud, with uu exact list of the troops that wero 
engaged in it; and the scene of the battle was also described. 

gave, besides, a map of the country around Cunduhar, and 
an account of tliis supplied by 3iiiior-General Sir iiichael 
Rkldidph 1 s lecture at tho United Service Institution- The

C AND AIT A U : THE CITADEL* 

Several more IllHfttratious, both of Candahur and of tho 
valley of the Hclmuud, which is about eighty mites to tlio 
westward of Cundalnvr, a^ shown iu our Sketch Hun of that 
region, are engraved for this week's paper* One shows the 
interior of the citadel at Cauduhar, now garrisoned by a force 
of three thousand men, under Lieneral iTiinrose* It is a Mpuu'e 
of about seventy yards, and has a circular bastion at each corner, 
witii a diameter of from 2D ft* to 50 it. In the southern luce 
there i* a cftstcllflted brick i vdmt or keep. The northern Bunt is 
220 yarete witliin the city wall, with winch it is connected by the 
prolongations of tho eastern and western faces* The incloaur© 
thuja formed would enable the garrison to commvuneiite with 
the country without going through the town. The eastern 
face lrns iu fount tlm commissariat yards and a garden, but at 
250 yarete from the wall, which is strengthened by u ditch, ure 
the houses ol the town* in front of the western face are 
houtos and euurtvaute* The southern face has iu its front an 
open parade-ground about 400 yards wide, and commands the 
principal street leading through the city to the ^iukarpore- 
ate* All round this purude-ground the houses come close up* 
’here ure five entrances to the citadel—vte*, one in the east, 
two in the north, and two in the south* A great want of rumps 
and banquettes exists, mid it would be extremely difficult to 
man the rampmts quickly in the event of an nUirai. Nome im¬ 
provement have mm carried out, the drainage having been 
improved, und some of tho huts inside cleared away* Sir Donald 
Stewart, before he left for Qubul, also recommended that a clear 
simce should be made all around, and the dosing of unucee^- 
Kiuy openings. Wlicther these improvements have been carried 
out or not we cannot say* The most important question is tlio 
water supply ; und wo are in possession of muheutio informa¬ 
tion on tins point* A hundred yards or so outside the northern 
wall of the town—which wall is connected, as we have said, with 
tl i e citadel—runs a cans i. TTi ixuigl i th is n ortl i cru wall run fit m 
tim canal into the citadel two water cute* The source of supply 
could, however, ho easily cut off by besiegers* It is, hk re- 
over, wo have it on high authority, very impureajid fouhetUthy* 
TJic garrison would, therefore, have to depend—firtt, on tho 
water stored in the tanks; secondly, on the wells. Of these 
the best te one iu the garden outside the east front, is 34 feet 
deep, and iu 31tnrii had two feet of water in it. A second well 
is iu the ptmidu-grouud outeido the south front, 25 feet deep, 
with 14 inches of water. Ill the Commissariat yard there te a 
third well 30 feet deep, but with only six inches of water iu it . 
Inside the citadel itself there hxq two wells, hut both of. them 
are bad, Probably* however, fresh wells could be sunk with 
good effect* If these failed, it might be necessary to establish 
covered communication with some wells inside tho town or 
water-course outride the walls, 

■ CAN DAKAR i TIIE CI1AR-8B* 

It wns mentioned iu a description of the city which appeared 
lust week that 11 the four principal bassuars, or streyte, lead 
from the gateways and meet nearly in the centre of the 
town in a large" die alar building, covered with a dome 
about 120 ft. in diameter, culled the Char-su, This place is 
surrounded by fthops, niid it is regarded ns a public market¬ 
place, The streets which converge in it divide the town into 
lour nearly equal districts. * 1 * Tho phui of Candahar, given i n our 
last, showed* the Char-su in the centre of the town, which is of 
not quite regular square form, having its sides of the length 
of nearly one mile, more or less, with a high wall on each side, 
and with four gates, north, south, oast, and west* The west 
and east sides arc longer than the north and sou th * We now 
present a view of tho Char-eu, which is almost the sole con¬ 
spicuous architectural feature of the city, except the octagonal 
tomb of Ahmed Shah, with its cupola and niinnryte, raised on 
a stone platform* Both this View and those of the Citadel 
are from n series of photographs of Canchduxr, which arc tho 
joint production of Dr. Whylock and Major A* G* Owen, 19th 
Bengal Lancers (late Fanote Horse) and of the Staff Corps, 
lately serving with Sir Donald Stewart’s column at Cundnhur. 

THE VALLEY OF THE HELMUND* 

Tire following is a description of the localities represented in 
two Sketches by Major-General Sir Michael A* Biddulph, 
which were presented in laat woekhs Number of our Journal, 
and that of the view looking over Sungbur, towards Hydera¬ 
bad and Sungin, which he has supplied to this week# 
publication. 

The II elm und, vising in the Hindu Khoosh, m the neigh¬ 
bourhood Of Bumiun, down between tho limbs of the great 
range, in a south-west direction, and escapes from tlio liiUs at 
Gurnutb, about forty mites above Girishk* The Castle of 
Girtehk marks the point where the direct road to Herat from 
Cnndahar crones the Hettmmd* It lias about two miles from 
the river, on the right or west side, at the edge of the cultivated 
alluvial valley, and on the brink of the sterile plateau which 
stretches, in a great are, to the north, west, and south-west. 
The country on the custom or Caudubur side is a rolling sterile 
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plateau, extruding in an inclined plain from tho mountain* 
iown to Kala Bout, twenty-eight miles, to tlie junction of the 
Argandab and the Hclimmd. 

At the point where the rood from Candahar, via Khushk-i- 
NakhmL crosses the river, the sterile plateau rises to 175 ft. 
ibove the water's edge, commanding the ford and ferry of 
Abbaza. Here, in 1879, General Biddulph pitched his head¬ 
quarters camp, and the first of our views given last week 
represents th $ scene looking over the valley towards Girishk. 
Yronx this point Abbaza and the ferry are seen ; behind them 
the river and valley, and then the castle and the cavalry camp ; 
and beyond, the barren plateau forms a straight horizon. The 
tom of the distant Siah Kali are seen like islets in the extreme 
distance. Tho hills on the right are somewhere about 
Gurmab* i±f . . 

The point where the Sirdar Ayoub Klmn crossed the Hel- 
mund at Hyderabad i 8 about twelve miles above Girishk, in the 
direction of the valley. 'Hie march of Ayoub lvlmn from 
Lur, which place lies beyond the horizon, right over the castle 
of Girishk, must have been along tho plateau which is seen, 
in last week’s Illustration, stretching to the north. Beyond 
lies the country of Z^nindawar, the home of the Alizais. 

The recent events of the occupation of Girishk by the 
TV all of Cmidahar, the revolt-of the Candahar infantry, who made 
off up the left bank from Abbaza, and their clmstiscuient 
by General Burrows, besides the earlie r incidents of the occu¬ 
pation of this place by Colonel Bawilnson, give particular 
interest to these Views. Ayoub was heard of nt Wftshfr, then 
at bar, and it was afterward* reported that he had eroded the 
Helmund at 1 lyderftbad. We them heard of him at Sungbur, 
and skirmishing took place between General Burrows’s cavalry 
and detached bodies of Ayoub’s horsemen, Burrows halving 
taken, up a position at Khu^hk-i-Nukhud. If one turns about 
on the edge of the plateau to Irak eastward due sees the roll¬ 
ing plain, bounded mi the north by the spurs of the Mb and 
on the south by the de^rt. Opposite tlm nearest spur lies 
Hnngbur, which is a small hamlet where Ayoub halted previous 
to his movement on the 27th to attack Burrows nt Khushk-i- 
Krtkhud- 

Geueral Sir M. Biddulph, in Mb lecture, remarks upon this 
subject that 41 hi the Argandab and Melmuud Doab a con¬ 
siderable nniount of cultivation exist* on the right bank and in 
the angle above the junction of the rivers. The waters of both 
are led, for tho irrigation of the low-lying sands, through 
extensive channels.’* The following i* Sir M. Biddulph’a 
account of some of the ruins extant in this locality“ At the 
extremity of the angular plateau, on the right of the Donb 
mul on the left bank of the Helmund, stands the remains of 
the ancient city of 15ost. At the very south extremity of the 
high bank the citadel commands the ford over the Helmund. 
The ruins of the city are in a wonderful state of preservation. 
Tidnces with extensive courtyard* are found along the margin of 
the river, to which stain? descended from the several residences. 
The citadel itself seems to have been built on the debris of very 
ancient fortifications and buildings, and rises to a height of 
some 150 ft. above the bed of the river. The base of the for¬ 
tifications is washed by a channel only; the main body of the 
river flows some little distance off. The miter fortifications 
consist of a rampart and ditch traced in the form of a rect¬ 
angle, the citadel being placed at .the south end, and cutoff 
by an internal ditch and rampart. The position of Host is a 
most important one, as it commands the entrance from the 
Gurmsir and valley of the Holmund into the l>oab on the road 
to Cuhdohar. , , 

“The junction of the two rivers takes place about three 
miles below the citadel, and we find on the desert cliff at that 
point the remains of a watch-tower. 11 

The view looking from over fhmgbur towards Hyderabad 
and Simgin, and north want up the IlelMund, shows the 
character of the country. Hero Ayoub Khan halted while 
concentration way being mode at Klmk-i-Ckopau to tlio 
south and nt Mainwaud to the north. Tho country is dry and 
sterile, with no cultivation, but here and there, where water is 
nursed, and distributed to the suitable plots of hind. We 
refer to our Sketch Han of the entire region between the 
Helmund and Candahar, which is marked with lines showing 
tho advance of Ayoub Khun and the ivtreat of General 
Burrows. This plan has been prepared for the Jnuraal of the 
United Service Institution, to which we are indebted ter per¬ 
mission to make use of it, Major-General Sir M. Riddulph’s 
original Sketched with which he 1ms kindly favoured us, 
furnished our Views of the Helmund, the ford and ferry at 
Abbiiza, the Castle of Girishk, tho British position in that 
neighbourhood, and that of tho country looking northward 
from ttungbnr* 

BCENE OP TUB BATTLH AT KHHSHK-I-NAKHUD. 
We are now further Indebted to Major-General Sit II. Biddulph 
for a sketch of the place where the brigade of troop* com¬ 
manded by General Burrows was defeated with great loss by 
Ayoub Khan, on Tuesday, the 27th alt. The following 
descriptive notes accompany this sketch of ^ Khuahk-i- 
Nakhud :— 14 Tho plain consist* partly of old cultivated loud, 
and partly of waste hind without grass. Tho view is taken 
looking due cast, towards the Argandabut Attn Karez. In mid 
distance is the Ziurct, or Mohammedan slirine, with three 
cypress-trees about it; there were seven in Fcrrier’e time; the 
others are fruit-trees. On the bank to the loft is a walled 
garden, withround towers. The ziurct always gave shelter to 
fanatics and evil-disposed people. The ground rises to a 
plateau above, with a step-like formation, and some little way 
above* though unseen in this view, are two or three villages, 
the people of which were more friendly to us. Here is the 
opening to the Kokrce valley. On tlio rising ground are 
seen, like specks, the vedettes who watch over the camp. This 
higher ground is continued towards the limb of the mountain 
commanding the low ground to the south. Beyond the guidon 
to the left mid beyond the vedettes macs tlio terminal spur 
which bounds Khusbk-i-Nakhud on the north, and gives this 
position its importance by reducing the plain to a width of 
eight miles only, from tlio mountain to the desert* To tlio 
right of tin? ziurct is seen the mined fort, which in old time 
commanded this position* Beyond the fort was the camp of 
General Sir Michael Biddulph, which is shown in the sketch; 
behind the rite of that camp, and to the south of it, Is the 
luclo&ure made use of by General Burrows, as it had been 
made use of by Makolmson, putting his baggage and tent a 
there for the night, after the attack which ho repulsed. It is to 
lie feared that this inelosurc rather tied General Burrows to 
the place. Other villages are situated to the right hand of the 
view—that i*, to tfie south, which must have favoured an attack 
on General Burrows’ left. These villages, indeed, are not shown 
in the ska toll, us they are 1 ddden by the undulating ground* 
It is a mile or so from the spot at which the sketch wus taken 
to the old fort, and another mile from tlio old fort to the 
lino of tlm farthest tent, and to tlio walled mclosnre. The 
tight between Ayoub Khan and General Burrows took place 
principally within these spaces of two miles. The retreat of 
General Burrows was over the steppe or glacis seen faintly in 
the horizon. On this tract of country, and the ten miles to the 
ATgfmdub, now lie most of the poor fellows who died on tho 
21 tii. Let us hope that ere long their mortal remains will be 


collected for burial by kindly hands, when the enemy shall 
Inive been chastised and driven off. Those cypresses, however, 
in time post have often looked down on scenes of fierce 
conflict, and many a brave soldier lias found his last resting- 
place on this plain of IQmshk-i-Kakhud/' 

Tile name of this place means “Diamond of the Desert,’’’ 
and it is thus described by the lute General Augustus Abbott, 
who commanded the Artillery of General Bale 1 s column In Hay, 
1839, when that officer, during the first Afghan AVer, advanced 
from Candahar to Girishk 

“ Our last two marches have brought us into Khushk-i- 
Nokliud, along an excellent road for twelve miles, when it 
quite cleared the valley of the Argnndab, and enters upon 
rough ground and deep sandhills. We found the distance to 
be sixteen mile** Coming here, we encamped near on undent 
city, built, according to the native account, by the Infidels, 
long before tho Mohammedans had power in the laud. Tho 
fortifications and houses are still standing, tlio dry climate 
having preserved them in a remarkable manner. The waters 
of a siiuall river, which used to run past this town, have been 
diverted from their natural channel, and now run through six 
or seven canals, which considerably impeded the troops in 
marching* We soon, however, got upon diy, stony soil, and at 
the end of nine mile* came amongst sandhills* which we 
threaded for another mile to camp. The little grave and its 
streams at which we are encamped arc quite worthy to confer 
upon the spot the title of the Diamond of the Desert. This is 
the first water the traveller from Girishk secs after crossing 
the Helmund, when twenty-four miles of arid sand intervene.” 

THE KHOJAK 7 aMn 

Tho route from Quetta north ward to Candahar, a distance of 
142 miles, by which reinforcements und relief must be sunt to 
General Primrose, passes over the summit of a mountain 
range, 73801t* high, called the Khojak Khotul; this word 
khotul means the highest part of a lofty pass. It is described 
by Major Le Mesarier, E.E„ in Iris book entitled “ Kandahar 
in 1879, ” just published by Messrs* W. II* Alien and Co* A 
vailev destitute of water leads by n slight descent from Quetta 
to Kila Abdulla, at the foot of the Khojak Pass. The 
descent from the level of Quetta to Hykalzai, tlio 
lowest station on the southern side of the Pees, is 
647 feet in 33} miles. Tram tliis point the road rises again 
very slightly to Ammbi and Kila Abdulla, distant Irani 
Quetta fifty-three miles and a quarter and 5138 feet above 
the sea-level. The next ten mi Icy form the severest part of 
the march* From Kila Abdulla there is an ascent to the 
Khotul of 2212 feet, distributed over ten miles of roadway at 
varying gradient** For the first nine miles from Kila 
Abdulla to the Khojak Post the rate is 1 in 20, but between 
the Post and the Khotul, one mile only, the rate is 1 in 11. 
Tliis is the Khojak ridge which caused such terrible confusion 
in the first Afghan expedition in April, 1833. We are 
told how tlie troops, camels p gum, and baggage became 
literally jammed together, and each gun, tumbril, and 
waggon had to be separately handed down by manual labour* 
It is raid tliat forty European* could scarcely keep a nine- 
pounder with wheels locked from running wildly down tho 
hill. Many thousand rounds of ammunition and an immense 
quantity ol baggage were lost Here, again, in November, 
1M39, Note crossed with but a nominal loss, and in May, 1842, 
General England crossed on his second advance from Quetta* 
Tins awkward pass is now traversed by the road made by 
Gliikai labour, under Wells, arid called the * 1 Weils Road*” 11 
turns and winds and rigr-ags round about the hill till it reaches 
ihe Khotul, now the mostpracticable route over the range of hills 
shown in the maps as the Khwajali Ann um. This Is apparently 
divided into three districts—SpintO^a to the south; Kliwujnh 
Amram, in which in the Roghuni and the Khojak ; and Tabah, 
which includes the table-land* ou the north* This climb once 
compassed, there is a sharp descent of four miles to Cham an, 
at the rate of 1 in 12. Beyond Cham an tlie descent towards 
Coudalmr is far more gradual, and such devices as gun-slides 
are no longer necessary. For the first ten miles the rate is 1 in 
46, and a gradual riopeof seven miles more will bring General 
phayro to Gated, 4050 feet above the sea, and fifty-eight miles 
from Candahar. 

THE LATER NEWS. 

Our intelligence from India, received up to Wednesday 
evening last, is to the effect that Ayoub Khan’s army, now 
increased to 20,000, has advanced to within five or nix miles of 
Candahar, and is encamped at a place called Kokaran ; but it 
apjjears quite unlikely that this Afghan force should be able 
to capture the citadel, where the preparations for defence are 
now complete, with provisions, except forage, to lust thirty- 
five days. The Woli Shera All, of Candahar, with his family, 
remains in that city, mid co-operates with tlie British Com¬ 
mander ; but all the Afghan population bus been expelled from 
the town, which in surrounded by large number* of hostile 
tribe-men, and is, in short, closely beleaguered. The latest 
positive news of tlm safety of Candahar referred to the cud of 
hist week. Its oommimicftticnjs with KMat-i-Ghibsai, on the 
one baud, and with Cliamun and Quetta ou the other, now 

eeem to be quite cut off* , . , . . . 

The loss of General Burrows’ brigade, m its defeat ou tlio 
21th nit** at Khushk-i-Nokhud, is now stated at not more than 
1000 men, “killed and missing/’ of whom400 are Europeans, 
and twenty-one officers. 

Rumours arc brought to the British authorities that there 
ia great dissension in Ayoub Khan's camp between the Herat 
and the Cnbnl Afghan soldiery, and that Ayoub had to inter¬ 
fere to prevent their fighting with each other, and was himself 
accidentally wounded* _ . 

Tlie forces which arc to relieve the British garrison of 
Candahar, and to repulse Ayoub Khan, arc those of 
General Sir Frederick Roberts, from Caluri, and of General 
Phuyra from Quettu ; the tenner marching southward, a 
distance of 385 miles, by GJumni and iGidatri-GIukni; the 
latter marching 142 miles northward, through the Fishiu 
valley and over the Khojak Toss, at the foot of which is the 
fort of Chftinan. . _ , 

It seems the intention of the tribes between Cham an and 
Candahar to rise and contest General Plmyra’a advance. But 
as his ferae will consist of four cavalry and eight infantry 
regiments, with three batteries of artillery, their opposition 
will be easily put aside, unless Ayoub places Iris whole urmy 
on tlio line of advance, in which case a hard fight may be 
looked for. The force is considered ample for tho purpose, 
but plenty of work is cut out ter it. 

Sir Frederick Roberts, on Monday first, s=et forth with a 
force of ten thousand fighting men from Cabul to relievo 
Candahar. His force consists of two thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-six Europeans, and seven thousand one hundred 
and fifty-one Native troops, eight thousand followers, two 
thousand horses, seven hundred and fifty Artillery mules, and 
one thousand two hundred and twenty-five transport animals. 
Tlie force has with It food for five days only. This is to be 
used only on an emergency, to eke out the supplies obtainable 
in the country- There will bo no communication with this 
force during some days. The following troops compose 
Roberts’s column:—

We learn that the lull tribes on the frontier near Sibi, 
where the newly-constructed railway from the Punjaub in the 
direction of Quetta and Candahar at present stops, have 
assumed the offensive. Tho last convoy for Bibi, consisting of 
a large number of carts and some treasure, with u small escort 
of Sepoys, clrielly sick, was attacked by Rath.au and Murrf 
robbers. The treasure was plundered and most of the escort 
killed. 

It is announced that the 77th Regiment, for Afghanistan, 
will embark nt Portsmouth, in the Himalaya, on Saturday 
next; the 23rd Regiment, in the Malabar, on Monday (the 
15th); and the first battalion Rifle Brigade, in the Jumna, ou 
the 21st.. The Prince of Wales will present new colours to 
the 23rd before their departure. 


ROYAL NATIONAL LIFE-BOAT INSTITUTION. 

A meeting of this institution was held at. its house, John-streef , 
Ad dpi u, on Thursday week. Rewards were granted to the 
crows of different life-boats for recent services. The Walnu t 
life-bout went to the assistance of tho ship Colombo, of 
Greenock, 1199 tons, bound from Bassem to Bremen, with a 
cargo iff rice, which had gone on the Goodwin fckuids. With 
the help of the life-boat and other boats, the vessel, after .die 
had been lightened of port of her cargo, was extricated from 
her perilous position and safely moored in the Downs* The 
Falling, Winterton, unci Sutton Hf©-boats have raspectiveJy 
Been the menus of assisting the distressed steamer Red Rose, 
of Cardiff, and yawl Wave of Goole, both which vessel*, with 
their crews, were saved from positions of much danger. 
Rewards were granted to the crews of shore-boats for saving 
life from wrecks on our coast; and payments amounting to 
£3G00 were made on life-boat establishments. 

Amongst the contributions recently received were £1000 
from Mr. Townend* through the Mailt lice ter branch of tho 
institution, to defray the cost of the Charles and Ann new 
life-boat for Sultbmii; and £100 from the Ancient Older of 
Foresters, being their annual subscription in (rid of the support 
of their two life-boats— the Forester, at Tynemouth, and the 
Foresters* Pride, at West Hartlepool. The late W* Forbes, 
Esq., of Glasgow* had left tho institution a legacy of £20; 
and the late John Tomlinson, Esq., of Iiuooln, £15, 

Edward Blrkbeck, M*P*, V.P., wuS elected n trustee of the 
institution, in succession to the late ^ir Stephen. Cave, G.C.B. 

During the henry gale which sprang up lost Saturday 
evening on the west coast* the life-boats of tliis institution 
renduted good service. The Burnham fife-boat anted the 
crew of seven men from tho rigging of the schooner Bruin-, 
of Bridgewater, which was wrecked near High bridge. The 
RortlicUnlhton life-boat was launched to tlie aid of four dis¬ 
tressed vessels* Unc of tlieni, the schooner Thetis, ol Rwllholi, 
bound from Boole to Glasgow, had struck tho ground ^uid was 
in a leaky state, there bring four feet of water in her hold* 
Two of the life-boat’s craw went ou board to assise In keeping 
iter iifiont. Bhc then proceeded to the fiat James, of Nui'yj.* 
which required assistance to enable her to corn© to the quay; 
then to the Jane Eliza, also belonging to Neiyn, which did 
not then require any help ; and, finally, to the schooner Suran 
Jane, of Chester, from which last-named vessel tho master's 
wife was tiriten and brought safely ashore. Tho IVlntmv 
]ife-boat proceeded to the wreck of the schooner Siario. cf 
Bordeaux, but the crow were saved, by iho rocket uppumtus 
befora her arrival. The Newquay life-boat saved ihe crew ol' 
two imii belonging to the smack Karriotte, of Raiu^Laple, 
which was wrecked ut East Peutire Toint*

Drury-Lane. Of the Christmas entertainments provided at 
* 1 Old Drury ” we have been unable to obtain any definite 
information, but we believe that wo tire right in stating that 
the pantomime will be preceded by Lillo’a tragedy of 
4 ‘ George Barnwell,” and that in the conns u of the evening

Koyal Surrey Theatre, No report. lloyiu Princess’fl Theatre. 
Want of space prevents us from noticing the programme— 
one of singular novelty and variety—promised at this justly 
favourite establishment,” There was not any more. I think, 
even, that my critic ended abruptly with “favourite” and 
that [ had to fltmniae the word “ eistikblfelimunfc.” lie did not 
write any more dramatic criticisnis for rue. I tliiuk that ho 
went, to the Capo and WUft eaten by an ostrich, or died tom 
eating ostrich, or in aome manner collapsed iu connection with 
that extensive bird. Poor gentleman I 

I need a little commiseration myself this week; for there 
is little or nothing to be fluid concerning the Play Houses, 
“The spider has woven his web in the Imperial palace; mid the 
owl bath sung her watch-song on the tower* of Afmsmb; 
that is to eay, the Lyceum is closed ; Miss Ellen Terry, Q.C., 
is enjoying the Long Vacation, and Mr. Homy Irving is as 
“content ” in a temporary rilftyffiatum as liis own Shy lock 
was. 1 have always thought that the inner gttii and significance 
of that exclamation, “I am content,” has not yet been fully 
mastered by the critics. May it not have meant, “ I am con¬ 
tent to become a Christian > and to surrender my Imrdly-camed 
ducats. But I boo my way before rue very clearly* It it* my 
intent to repair to the thriving city of Genoa, and there to 
insert in the Gaz&ttn Qetmew advertisements offering tome- 
dinte monetary accommodation on easy terms to the nobility 
and gentry and members of the Two Services* As a Jew, I was 
content to charge sixty per cent interest for such accom¬ 
modation. As a Christian, I shall charge one hundred and 
twenty. Yes ; 1 am content:—very content indued,” 

Also lifts the spider woven his web, and the owl suing in the 
Imperial Theatre, which is to be merged, I hear, into the Koyal 
Aquarium; at least both Aquarium and Theatre will be “run” 
by the same manage me nt; separate charges of admission to 
the two entertainments being made.

Pisciculture in combination with popular entertainments is 
brooming us “ played out” as the skating rink mania. 'Hie 
Mto trains ter Aquarium stands in a splendid situation. It is 
admirably managed by Captain Hobson; and the only thing 
it wants is a little more pieturesqneness and liveliness. Zulus 
and Fleas are only lively in a disagreeable sense, 

Mr. Wybrow Robertson 1ms become the lessee, I am told, 
of a theatre at Glasgow. Meanwhile, that charming actress 
Miss Marie Litton, with Iter Comedy Troupe, after n brilliant 
campaign nt Drury Lane, has been delighting crowded audiences 
at the theatre of the Alexandra Palace. As I mentioned “in 
another place,” it was on Saturday last that I witnessed the 
performance of Miss Litton as Miss Hardeaatle in “ She 
Stoops to Conquer.” Mr. William Farr on was Young Marlowe, 
and Mr. Lionel Brough Tony Lumpkin - m you may imagine 
what a treat I had. “The Rivals ” and “Ah You Like It” 
have also been played by Miss Litton and Company, T nm 
an deteapoi'.t not to have seen her in Rosalind. In “ She Stoops 
to Conquer” she was simply delightful. She lias everything 
in her favour—comeliness, vivacity, grace, the most winning 
of smiles, the most, silvery of voices; and, moreover, she is 
constantly and steadily improving. Her Comedy Company 
continue a fortnight longer at the Alexandra. 

The Gaiety Company are back at the Gaiety. Pardon the 
tautology; but it is the truth. Mr. HolHngshcad has pro¬ 
duced the “ Waterman ” and “ High life BeW Stairs,” imd 
other familiar friends that will never grow old; and, in Hid 
burlesque of “ Rip Van Winkle,” Miss Nellie Farr on and Miss 
Connie Gilchrist are oucc more making Crutch and Toothpick 
the captives of their bow and spear and winning the hearts of 
the “ Jetmesse Stagedoory.” 

I have not been to Drury Lane amco the first night of 
“The World;” but I hear with great pleasure that the 
dashing melodrama is drawing very good houses, and that 
what managers so deli gilt in and bankers so dread, “ u mu," 
promises to continue at Old Drury for a long time to come. 
And I read in the Era that Mr. Augustus Harris, who plays 
the Baronet’s Wicked Brother, is greeted every night with a 
atom of hisses and shakings of fists (principally feminine), 
' not because he is a bad actor (he exhibits mauy symptoms of 
becoming a very good one), but because the audience execrate 
him so for conspiring against his brother mid fll-treating that 
poor, dear, handsome wife of hie* If I were Mrs. Hunt lug ford 
(nee Miss Helen Barry) I would certainly “go for” that 
abandoned Baronet's brother, even as 44 Truthful James,” in 
Mr. Bret Hartc's ballad, went for the “Heathen Chinee.”

MUSIC. 

A series of interesting Saturday evening promenade concerts 
at the Crystal Palace began tot week, when an orchestra of 
nearly one hundred performers (including the regular Crystal

LORDS* 

The Twelfth Ms passed, and Parliament is still sitting; but 
many noble Lords, following the example of the Lari of 
Itoaeunsfield, the Dube of Richmond and Gordon, the Marquis 
of Salisbury, Earl Cairns, and LordCnmbrook, have not waited 
tot the prorogation ere seeking the fresh woods and pastures 
new which tired legislators need when London ie tit its hottest. 
The Lari of ltodesdaia has given his usnel cue for the close of 
the Session by hospitably entertaining the officers of the 
Upper House at the Trafalgar. Still, there are no signs of 
the Queen’s Speech being rend by the Lord Chancellor any¬ 
where near Aug. 15, the date at which Parliament lose 
h^t year. 

Lari Granville remains true to hU post; and Lord Belborne, 
the Lari of Fife, and the Earl of Cork are at hand, ready at 
any moment to assume the cumbrous robes and hats of state, 
in order to signify Royal Assent by Commission to the 
measures that have passed the ordeal of both Houses. Their 
Lordships earned the gratitude of the country by performing 
this function yesterday week, when her Majesty gave assent 
through thorn to the Epptog Forest, Metropolitan Improve¬ 
ment Scheme Moditicatidr^ Great Northern and Great Western 
Bills, muofig others* 

To Earl Beauchamp were the reporters indebted the same 
day, not only for a gracious concession, but also for the 
expression by their Lordshipa of much consideration for the 
difficult tusk the representatives of the daily press ably per¬ 
form in' 4 ‘ taking down ” the speeches of noble Lords, tin tlio 
motion of Earl Beauchamp, the House agreed that ilie central 
pents of the aide guili.Ties should he given up to the reporters 
to facilitate tlieir arduous work; but a proposal to accord 
Hansard a tabic on the lloor of the House did not find favour. 
Per hap*, a little attention to the art of elocution would most 
effectually solve the difficulty, after till* 

Earl Granville on Monday read the latest telegrams from 
Afghanistan for the enlightenment of the Duke of Somerset; 
and informed Lord Stanley of Alderky of the position 
of the East (?rn Question, The Foreign Secret ary roundly 
told the noble Lord that it was the opinion of the leading 
statesmen of Europe, including Lord Salisbury, that if Turkey 
did not avail herself of the present opportunity of settling 
difficulties with her nei ghbours, then 14 there was very nearly an 
end to the existing state of things in Turkey/* Her Maj esty’s 
Government were endeavouring to avert tliifi danger by pm- 
motiug the prompt settlement of *“the international frontier 
questions.** With this view England had joined the other 
European Powers—“the united concert ” of which was main¬ 
tained — in addressing identic and collective notes to the Porte 
calling on Turkey to carry out the decisions of the Berlin 
Conference regarding the Greek mid Montenegrin frontier 
(cession of the Duldgno district to Montenegro being recom¬ 
mended); and the dilatoriness of the Porte in acting 
on this advice was now being considered by the Great 
Powers. The noble Earl, furthermore, congratulated Mr. 
Goschon warmly on the “judgment, firmness, and con¬ 
ciliation’ 1 he had shown at. Constantinople, where the 
representatives iff the Powers had nearly agreed upon 
the demands Europe would be justified in making for 
reforms in Asia Minor. Lord Edmund Fitamuurice had sent 
home similarly encouraging news respecting the work of the 
international Bommisaian hi Itoumelia. Ah for the inquiry of 
Lord Stanley of Aklerley regarding any contemplated naval 
action in Turkish waters. "liotwitlistenctingthc general statu 
of affairs in India and China, 11 Earl Granville replied that her 
Majesty's Government have come to the conclusion that it is 
impossible Turkey would V resist united Europe;** hut, 
irrespective of any cheek our forces had sustained from 
underrating the strength of uncivilised troops, they were deter¬ 
mined not to shrink from the responsibility of common action 
with the other Powers if It should be necessary. After tins 
weighty declaration on the part of the Foreign Secretary, 
plainly intended for other ears besides those of tne questioner, 
the Earl of Dunraven recurred to Ireland and its distress, but 
hi* recommendation of State-aided emigration was not 
accepted by the Karl of Kimberley as a practicable panacea. 

The melting heat of Tuesday did not prevent their Lord¬ 
ship* from sitting close upon an hour, and this in spite of an 
ebullition of political warmth* The Exchequer Honda Bill 
having been read the third time and passed, Lord Dorchester's 
query us to who appointed General Burrows to his command 
led tu a prompt remonstrance from the Duke of Somerset and 
the Earl of Moi-lev, who dwelt on the unfairness and ungenerous 
nature of tlio question, seeing that the General's explanation 
of the disaster in Afghanistan hud not yet arrived. The 
Under-Secretary for War added that Brigadier-General 
Burrows had been nominated by to General Commanding-in - 
Chief in Bombay, the Governor of which had approved the 
appointment. Lord Dorchester then denied that he had made 
any charge against General Burrows, in whoso defence the 
Earl of Northbrook then; spoke a few words. Lord Btrathnaim 
afterwur^ informed the Duke of Somerset that he still kept 
in pickle the rot! for Lord Chelmsford, apropos of Ins conduct 
of the Zulu War. 

COMMONS. 

The convalescence of Mr. Gladstone lias clearly put the Prime 
Minister"s colleagues mure at ease. Encouragt-d by the know¬ 
ledge that the right Ron* gentleman was regaining health and 
strength in the verdant glades of Windsor, the Marquis of 
Hmtington, Mr. Bright, and Sir William Hmcoiut have put 
on a holder front than usual, and faced the Opposition with a 
determination and vigour that have delighted Kndieul members 
below tile gangway. 

As Lender of the House, the Secretary for India on Monday 
made important statements regarding the conduct of Ministerial 
measures, mid the state of affairs in Afghanistan. The noble 
Marquis inform eel Mr. Stanhope and other lion, members that, 
notwithstanding the unfortunate event that had occurred near 
Cundahar, it was the intention of the Government to carry out 
a resolve formed some time ago, anil at once to withdraw our 
troop* from Cabul to Gundtiumck, with the exception of the 
force which General .Roberts wo* leading to Cunilobar. This 
step was approved by General Sir Donald Stewart, who 
had telegraphed to the Viceroy 41 Nothing remains to be 
done but, to hand over Cabul to the Ameer, who is naturally 
anxious to establish himself in his capital, and bring his 
Government into working order,*’ Lord Martin gtoii rend this 
further message from the Marquis of Kipon : — “ Major White 
having joined his regiment in iioberts* division, reports: mag¬ 
nificent force; could go anywhere ** ; mid the noble Lorn 
answered Mr. A shinoad-Bartlett by admit tine that Abdurrah¬ 
man laid been a prisoner of Russia, and by drily adding that 
it was true a small Russian force was advancing through the 
Turcoman country, 41 and Up doubt towards Herat and 
Afghanis tan, in the same way that General Roberts may be 
laid to be marching towards the Persian or tlie Russian 
frontier.” Laughter greeted this adroit turning of the 
sen*once; and Ministerial cheers indorsed the declaration 


that—“ A British army is not, in my opinion, retreating from 
an enemy’ s country in the face of the severe defeat, as General 
Roberts and General Phayre arc both advancing to meet the 
enemy.** 

The Marquis of ITarttogton subsequently said, with regard 
to public business, that the Employers 1 Liability Bill would 
be proceeded with, likewise the. Hares and Rabbits Bill (to 
which some amendments would be proposed by tlie Home 
Secretary), and the Burials Bill, It was also necessary fo 
pass the Census Bill and Expiring Laws Continuance Bill; 
and it was desirable that the Grain Cargoes Bill, having* Bank 
and Money Order* Bills, should ho passed. The Vaccination 
Bill would be dropped. The Indian Budget would be unfolded 
next Tuesday ; and before the close of the Session the Com¬ 
missioners to inquire into the bribery prevalent in certain 
boroughs would have to be moved. A desultory conversation 
on the Ministerial programme was followed by tlie passing in 
Committee of Supply of the British Museum votes and a low 
others* 

A pregnant remark on the Greek question was made by Sir 
Charles Li Ike on Monday. Replying to Sir H. Drummond 
Wolff, the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs said her 
Majesty’s Government had at length drawn their objection h to 
the mobilisation of the Greek Army, the other Great Bowers 
having done the same. 

The Afghan difficulty led to a smart impromptu debate on 
Tuesday, Sir \V. PolLteer, regretting Lord Harrington did 
not sec with him the advisability of returning a British force 
at Sherpur to servo as a base for General Kobcrte, moved the 
adjournment in order to justify hi* suggestion, which received 
the sanction off another military authority in the person of Sir 
W. Barttclot. But Lord Harrington declined to disturb the 
arrangements of the military authorities responsible for the 
Afghan move monte, and retorted that if it was necessary for 
General Roberts to have a huso of operations, that base would 
be better furnished by General Watson in the Khununi 
Valley than by General Stewart’s force. 

This motion f or ad j ouru i cent h av ing been withdrawn, a second 
motion of the same kind Was made by Mr Glmplin in order 
tlmt he might carp at the large bill-of-fare Lord 1 lurtington hud 
sot before the House at tlie previous sitting. The Marquis of 
Hutington, in reply, was not wholly unsuccessful in emulat¬ 
ing the light, bantering vein which Lord Palmerston used to 
employ with such goad efleet on uuretesenable critics ; and, in 
the end, Mr, Cihuplm found himself supported by only 23 
votes against 2W». The mtftlon for adjournment was thus 
decisively rejected. 

The Opposition consoled themselves by loudly cheering the 
new member for Liverpool, Lord Claud Hamilton, upon his 
entrance with his two colleagues, Lord Hnndon and Mr. 
Whitley* 

The Haros and Babbits Bill was got into Committee a few 
minutes after midnight on Tuesday. But this step Was not 
reached before an animated discussion on many points had 
been raised, the salient features of the debate being Ai r. Homy 
Labotiehere’s lively speech in vainly moving ,ati amendment 
to extend the provisions to all sorts of game. Sir William 
HarcoarBs ridicule of Mr. Hicks’s amendment implying that 
Imres and rabbits might lay eggs, Mr, Bright s crush mg 
answer to Mr* Ch uplift and vigorous defence of tlie bill, and 
Sir Stafford Northeote , s galvanic retort* 

The Lords' rejection of tlie Compensation Bill led Mr 
Forster, on the 5th inflt.* to make a pertinent appeal to Irish 
members to assist in preserving the peace in Ireland, find at 
the fitmie time to statu tlmt the Government were fully pre¬ 
pared to maintain older. The Secretary for Ireland later in the 
day had to oppose Mr. Justin M‘ Carthy Vmotion to reconstitute 
the Royal Commission on the Irish Land Act, so as to secure the 
representation of tenant farmer* ; and the mution was nega- 
vived by 125 to 49 votes. The following evening Mr, Forster 
was called upon to culm the fears of Mr, O'Connor Bower with 
regard to the reinforcements ordered to Ireland* 

Mr, Arthur Arnold's motion, adverse to the compulsory 
slaughter at Liverpool of cattle from Americ% was negatived 
on the tith inst*, by 104 to 20 votes. 

The incapacity or unwillingness of certain members of the 
Opposition to comprehend the Marquis of Harrington 1 s plain 
and straightforward statement of the course of Ministerial 
kunnew occasioned a lively episode on Wednesday. Lord 
Eustace Cecil exhibited great anxiety to know what would ho 
done on the morrow, and Sir William Harcourt was induced 
tu Bend for Lord Harrington to answer the question. Obviously 
important as were the duties detaining the noble Lord at the 
India Office, the Secretary for India was summoned to repeat 
what he had explicitly stated early in tlie week, LordE* Cecil 
was in a maimer rebuked by the Chairman of Committees for 
interrupting the consideration of the Hares and Rabbits Bill 
ere Lord Harrington rose to gratify his curiosity, and reiterate 
that it would bo convenient to adhere to tlie previous con¬ 
tingent arrangement, and toko the Burials Bill on Thursday 
ami the Employers* Liability Bill on Friday. A few mere 
shots were exchanged. Then fresh volleys were tired at the 
devoted Haros and Rabbits Bill, Mr. Bright defending it with 
the reasonable remark that it would be inadvisable to vex the 
tenant with too many restrictions, to which Lord John Manners 
replied, with more acidity than dignity, that the right hon* 
gentleman ought to be mazEled. 


A meeting of French residents in London was held last 
Saturday in the auction-rooms of the Baltic, for the purpose of 
establishing a national society in the metropolis, M- Uadi pre¬ 
siding. Professor Oassel read an address which it was resolved 
should bo presented to the French Ambassador. It was 
resolved to found a Societe Natiumde Franoaise in London, 
with the object of giving more cohesion to tlie large number 
of resident Frenchmen. 

A quarterly court of the governors of tlie Brompton, 
Hospital for Consumption was held on the 5th tost* After the 
usual preliminary business the secretary read the report of the 
committee of management, from which it appeared that Dr.

Among those present were Lord Kensington (who 
loid the foundation-stone of the hall) ■ Sir Charles Dilke, M.P., 
Mr. Firth, M.P., the Hon. E. C. Curzon, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Str James M^Garel Hogg, Bart., M.P, (Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works), Sir Joseph Bazalgette, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Henderson, Professor Gladstone! the 
members of the Kensington Vestry, the chairmen of several 
district boards, and others. Her Royal Highness was 
conducted by the grand staircase to the entrance of 
the large hall, where the key of the door was presented 
by the Vicar, on behalf of the vestry, and the Duchess and 
visitors entered the large hull.

HONOURS FOR SAVING LIFE. 

At the conclusion of the last Wimbledon Rifle Meeting, just 
before the distribution of prizes, on Saturday, the 24th nit., 
the Princess of Wales was graciously pleased to pin to the 
breast of Captain G. Fred. Harris the order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, of which she is the patroness in England, awarded 
to him for saving five lives at a fire in Dublin, which was 
mentioned in our account of the ceremonial that day. Captain 
Harris is the only member of the services in possession ot this 
distinction. Permission to wear it bus been granted by his 
Royal Highness Commanding in Chief, This officer was 
educated at the Royal Military College^ Sandhurst, from which 
he received hi& commission in 1353, at the age of sixteen. He 
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was appointed to the 2nd battalion of the 20th Regiment, then. 
i:i courao of formation at Clonmel. Having obtained a wr- 
ti Acute of the highest class from the School of Musketry, he 
became Regimental Instructor of Musketry, and performed 
the duties during a long tour of foreign service. Ho was in 
India, Chinn, and Japan (the 20th being the first English 
regiment ever landed there); again in China, Natal, the 
Mauritius, and British Caffrurm. Having obtained the 
necessary certificate lie was appointed Superintendent of 
i ry minima to the Dublin, Belfast, and Curragh districts, which 
post he held from 1872 to 1874. Ho was transferred to the Huffs 
lust July, and holds a certificate from the School of Military 
Equitation at Canterbury. Hia services bnvo been already recog¬ 
nised by the Royal Society for the Protection of life from Fire, 
At a chapter of the sixth or English (l Langne” of the order 
of St. John of Jerusalem, held at the Chancery, St. John 1 a

A WRECK IN THE RED SEA, 

A sketch by Mr. J. C. Lmig, third officer of tho Penm^uinr 
and Oriental steam-ship AUKti-nliim, has been sent us from 
Aden, which represents the wreck of tlio steamet Duke of 
Lancaster, near Sloclm, oil the Arabian coast of the Hod Sea, 
This disaster occurred on the night of tlie 12th ult., when the 
vessel got ashore tm the north end of Jehel Nuklmr, a small 
mountainous island there. Having gone full speed Astern 
after she struck the ground, she immediately swung round, 
and went stem on to a rock, on which she hung, with her fore 
part up tn the mnin hatchway in deep water. The Peninsular 
and Oriental Company** ateainear Australia, ixis^iug ou her way 
to Calcutta, took all the passengers and crew of the ship¬ 
wrecked vessel, except the chief officer mid five men, who 
stayed to take charge of the wreck. Most of the passengers 
emuu on board in u very pitiable condition, some uf them in 
Hieir night-dresses, having lost the whole of their effects, and 
having been out on the rocks all night* But no lives were lost 
by this disaster.

ment 3rd Middlesex. Certilicfttes were awarded to the 1st 
detachment 1st Hurray and tlie Norivich Detachment 1st 
Norfolk, cacli having obtained the score to twelve within the 
allotted time. 

On Tuesday, tlie 3rd mat., prize* of the aggregate value of 
£S0 were competed for with tue 40-pounder Armstrong gun, 
at 1600 and 2000 yards, sea ranges. The 4th East York 
detachment, which curried off the Prince of Wales’s prize on 
Monday, fired four rounds under five minutes, and scored two 
direct hits. The first and second prices in the repository com¬ 
petition foil to the 2nd Middlesex and 1st Sussex detucluncut h. 

Tlie 2nd Middlesex on Wednesday, the 1th lust., won the 
Lords and Commons prize for the best praetiee with the 
40-pounder Armstrong, making three direct kite in five 
minute* fifty-five seconds, (Lionel Keatc, It, A., reviewed 
the volunteers. 

On Thursday, tho Stii inst,, rthe competition with tlie 
10-indi imutKle-loiwling gnu and a repository conipctltien 
brought the work of the first dtefoiou to a successful close* 
The Corporation of London and the City Companies Challenge 
Cup was won by the first and second detachments of 3rd Mid¬ 
dlesex. The 1st Northumberland and the tet Sussex carried 
off both the Association prices, and the 2nd Middlesex, 1st 
ftus&ex, nnd 3rd Middlesex te>ok the three repository prizes. 
Tlie men were inspected by Colonel Hastings, Commandant of 
the Garrison, who complimented them on their work, 

Tlie detachment forming the first division marched out of 
thu crump at fihoeburynesa yesterday week. Colonel Keute 
issued n crimp order, expressing his approbation of the manner 
in which all ranks had performed their duties. 

The secohd contingent arrived iu camp during Saturday 
und Sunday last. As was the case last week, the command in 
divided into four brigades; the first being commanded by 
Mujor Grayson, of the 1st Lancashire. It is composed of six¬ 
teen dettLchmenfo from Lancashire, three from Kent, und three 
from Devon. Mojor V rquluirt bus charge of the second 
brigade.

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NATIONAL SPORTS. 

The second lrnlf of the Susses fortnight began very auspiciously 
at Brighton, where there was mi immense attendance; and, 
for u wonder, the weather wns all that could be desire*. Of 
course, Goodwood carried off the palm ns far as the class of 
all hauls engaged in the various stakes were concerned, but, 
descending to quantity, Brighton Was well to the fore, as 
almost every race brought out a capital field. Despite the 
fact that Parole (8 st 12 lb.) has made nearly a dozen unsuc¬ 
cessful essays this season, ho was once more hacked very 
heavily by the public for the Brighton Stakes, and started with 
the call of everything- However, ns we remarked lost week, 
the old horse is fairly played out; " and the same tiling may 
be said of Advance (Sat. S lb-), who is always at it, either on the 
flat or over hurdles. Bay Archer (Bat- 9 lb.) ran well; hut the 
Tupgill stable is in irresistible form at present, and Humbert 
(7 ft, 41b.)i proving to be just “i 1 the vein," disposed of hia 
ihld very easily indeed. After King of Scotland s capital 
form with Lady Chelmsford at Sundown Park it was strange 
that his chance for the Corporation Stakes should be almost 
iiittruly overlooked, and backers who accepted 8 to 4 about 
Voluptuary and Tlnmo bad the mortification of seeing Mr. 
Ellani’g grandly -bred eolt win in a canter. For some un¬ 
accountable reason the Brighton Cup secured only a very poor 
entry, and it was found impossible to fulfil one of the con- 
diUouu—that four bor^-s, the property of different owners, 
should start for it. Still the lessees, rather than allow the 
race to full through , waived this clause, and Mr. Crawford s 
pair—Bay Atelier and Edelweiss-were opposed by the ure- 
preHribie Advance and Solver, as was the case at Goodwood, a 
declaration to win with Bay Archer was made, and when Mol- 
weisH had completely settled tire other pair he was pulled up 
to allow hia stable companion to pass the post first- Of course, 
this was strictly justifiable, Brill, Mr. Crawford’s policy Is very 
mysterious, as, though lie has only won one insignificant race 
this season, Edelweiss bus been completely exposed, and haa 


earned fully a. stone more than ho would otherwise have bad 
in the Cesarewitdu After the form he showed on the previous 
day, King of Scotland was greatly fancied for tbe Rotnngdean 
Plate, but he ran ungenerously at the finish, and succumbed 
to Fortissimo. Notwithstanding this defeat, he was pulled out 
again on the Friday, and, with odds of 8 to 1 oil him, was well 
beaten by the Favonius—Bawbee filly, who, being in the same 
stable, was scarcely backed for a shilling. One of the most 
interesting races of the week was the contest between Ghnribcrt 
and Valentino in tho Rous Stakes, and, ns Mr. Rothschild's 
very speedy colt was in receipt of no loss than 25 lb. for the 
year, it is not surprising that the bookmakers fielded strongly; 
however, Lord Fabnouth’s cust-off appears invincible tldrf 
season, and added another to his long and unbroken roll of 
victories. * 

In spite of all the reverses that they sustained at Brighton, 
backers turned up in great force at Lewes, where fortune is 
generally kind to them. Matters fared a little better with 
them than on the previous days of the week, and they 
have wound up with a heavy balance on the wrong side. The 
first day’s racing will be ever memorable for the extraordinary 
finish in the Astley Stakes. Soobell, Wandering Nun, and 
Mazurka finished a dead-heat, and only a bond behind them 
conic Cumberland and Thom, who were also exactly level os 
they passed the judge’s choir. Very properly, such a punish¬ 
ing race was not run over again, and Scoocll walked over, tho 
stake being divided between the three. The Lewes Plate 
fell to the unlucky Montrose, who seemed doomed to con¬ 
stantly finish V a good second/ 5 A capital day's sport 
on Saturday was ruined by the awful weather, the 
ruin descending in each torrents tlmt fielders and backers alike 
devoted their best energies to sheltering themselves from the 
downpour. The Priory Stakes went to Althotas, who seemed 
wonderfully freshened up by his short rest, and proved fax tob 
good for Mazurka. The class of animals engaged in the 
County Cup was by no means up to the sample of many 
former years, and the useful Essayez bad little difficulty in 


disposing of Preetosa, Discount, and four others. Luckily, 
there was little betting on the Lewes Handicap before tho 
numbers went up, or the withdraw id of Exeter and Discord 
would have coat backers a good ^eol of money- Even then 
they were not happy in their efforts to find the winner, as Mr. 
Dodd (6st. 12 lb.) was not much fancied, his 7lb. penalty 
frightening many who might Otherwise have supported lutu. 

We may safely pass over Kempton Park for the present, 
hut the Rcdcar meeting cnlis for a line or two, as some of the 
Leper horses ran in the Great National Breeders* Foul Stakes. 
Apollo and Jenny Hewlett both performed very moderately, 
and as Experiment, who had very little puli in the weights 
with either of them, was good enough to win, the road seems 
clearer than ever for the placed horses in the Derby to repeat 
their performance at Doncaster, 

The Canterbury cricket week was fairly fortunate with 
regard to weather, and some very fine play was exhibited. A 
most exciting finish between Eleven of England and Thirteen 
of Kent resulted hi favour of the county by three wickets, a 
victory mainly due to the splendid hutting of the Hon. Ivo Bligh 
(not out, G9). Mr. F. Penn (5G and 16) also did good 
service. On tho other side, tho Hon. A. Lyttelton (not 
out, 74) played a grand innings, and the bowling 
of Morley and Shaw was m effective as it invariably is. 
Gentlemen of England v. Gentlemen of Kent ended in a draw, 
the scoring being very heavy on both sides. The Hon. Ivo 
BHgh (24 and 78), Lord Hurri* (74), and Mr. F. Penn (74), 
were all in great form; and, for England, the lion. A. Lyttel¬ 
ton (120) and Mr. li. A. H. Mitchell (65) wore the principal 
contributors to u fine score of 863. Lancashire has beaten 
Derbyshire by 65 runs; and Lancashire v. Yorkshire ended in 
a draw, greatly in favour of the latter- Tho Australians, who 
defeated Gloucestershire cleverly lust week, after the game 
snemed all against them, arc still pursuing their victorious 
career all over the country, and it will bo a thousand pities if 
a really representative team cannot be got together to play 
them at the Oval before the close of tho season*

Tito mcoUng of FarUmiictit* on Thursday Ro’nnight, and 
the distutisions which have subsequently tukon place on 
the Address in response to the Royal Speech, can hardly 
be said to have removed us yet the suspense which brooded, 
like ono of our winter fogs, over the public mind, or to 
have revealed with any definiteness of detail the situation 
to which the country is moving forward* The Queen's 
Speech is never constructed upon the principle of throwing 
ay much light us possible upon the topics which it em¬ 
braces* A dry record of tho past, and a hasty glance at 
the future arc, perhaps for good reasons, all that can 
ho looked for within its four comers* The principal 
inlciest in it this year centred upon tho immediate 
condition of Ireland, and upon tho steps which her 
Majesty's Government doom it their duty to take for tho 
pRcdjkaiiion and contentment of that part of her 
dominions* Proposals for intrusting the Executive with 
additional powers, not only for the vindication of order and 
public law, but for tho protection of life and property 
and personal liberty of action, are to bo made on tho ono 
hand, and on the other a further development of tho prin¬ 
ciples of tho Irish Land Act, “in a manner conformable to 
tho special wants of Ireland, both as regards the relation 
of Landlord and Tenant, and with a view to giving a per¬ 
manent proprietary in tore st in tho soil to a larger portion 
of tho people. 1 ’ There will also bo » measure for tho 
establishment of County Government in Ireland, framed 
■upon representative principles. Until the Bills relating 
to these subjects are put before the House of Commons in 
a somewhat more complete end substantial shape than 
that q£ outlined sketches in chcs, it would 

bo unsafe even to form, much less to pronounce, n decided 
judgment as to what is before us, or what is likely to be 


the ultimate issue of legislative deliberation* Ministers 
may see their way clearly enough. But the general public, 
both at home and abroad, still remains confused by a 
multiplicity of ooniiictmg rumours, and without that 
explicit guidance upon which alone they mixi surely 
depend* 

The ceremony of moving and seconding the Address to 
the Throne was performed in both Houses with a full 
average of ability and tuct—hi the Upper House by Lord. 
Carrington and the Earl of Yarborough; in the House of 
Commons by Mr. Ecu del and Hr* fcikigg. In neither 
House, as it strikes us, wag the interest excited quite up 
to the level of the occasion* This, perhaps, was inevitable* 
Everybody feels that a debate on the Address is but a 
preliminary exchange of courtesies and of intended hos¬ 
tilities between contending political parties* Nothing 
practical is expected to come of it. No resolution of 
party strength is likely to be evolved from it* There is 
much eloquent speaking on all sides, hut it does not 
clearly indicate whither tho progress and destiny of 
tho nation is manifestly tending. Even Mr, FamelTfl 
Amendment to the effect that u the peace and tranquillity 
of Ireland cannot bo promoted by sit spending any of the 
constitutional rights of the Irish people ”—an amendment 
which is thrust at the heart of any Coercion Bill—can 
hardly bo said to lead directly to any practical result. It 
presents an opportunity for clever and even brilliant 
skirmishing; and, as such, may ho welcome by the most 
thoughtful of tho political world* But it will contribute 
indirectly only, and in no very imposing proportions, 
towards tho settlement of the actual business which 
Parliament has boon called together to transact* 

The re is some danger in both Houses, wo fear, lest 
opinion should bo led astray by tho confusion of questions 
perfectly distinct one from Ike other* The Bill for tho 
protection of life and property in Ireland is altogether a 
separate matter from the Bill or Bills intended to develop 
Land Tenure Reform. They Imvn no necessary correlation, 
the ono being directed against crime, the other being 
j proposed with a view to tho encouragement of agri¬ 
cultural industry* "Wo see no reason why the priority of 
tho one should, in any respect, damage the prospect, or 
deaden the effects, of the other* The authority of law 
must needs be asserted where it has boon assailed, and no 
Government can be expected to acquicso in au imperivm 
in iinperio. Whether suitable means will be found to 
relieve from terrorism what is asserted to bo a majority of 
the Irish people, is one question ; whether the linos upon 
which a reform of Irish Land Law may best be projected aro 
adapted to the permanent settlement of Irish agricultural 
affairs is quite another* Each must be discussed and 
decided upon its own merits. Crime cannot ho connived 
at merely because there aro grievances culling to be 
redressed \ grievances cannot be set aside as deserving no 
notice merely because crime is rampant. Much of the 
terrorism which prevails in Ireland may have its roots 
within a comparatively narrow space, and will probably 
disappear, as a troubled dream, when those roots have 
been struck at* But even if such should bo tho case, it 
will not, in any appreciable degree, assist tho public in 
solving the problem presented by tho existing volutions 
of landlord and tenant, or of tho distribution of 
land amongst a wider proprietary* The doubts existing 
ou this question are not so easily to be dispersed as some 
people imagine. Tho pretentions put forward by this 
or that party—viewed, at least, in the light of history—are 
not always so extravagant as many might suppose. But, 
bo this as it may, it is quite certain that tho changes to 
be made in the Irish Land System, in order to conciliate 
the Irish tenantry, must bo largo and, if wo may so say, 
fundamental, or, in other words, must place tho system 
upon an entirely new basis. Of course, facts, whether for 
or against this or tho other class, have to bo reconciled; 
rights, personal or corporate, have so far to be respected 
as in no case to bo abrogated without compensation; but, 
in tho main, the boat of Irish idea??, the bias of Irish his¬ 
tory for centuries port, and the inextmguishable aspirations 
of the Irish people [using that word in a aorial and not a 
political sense) have to bo complied with, either by this 
measure or by some future one, before the union of Great 
Britiun and Ireland cun ho a living tie conducive to 
happiness on both sides. 

It is not the intention of Ministers, however, to restrict 
the attention of Parliament to Irish affairs. Her Majesty's 
Speech gave notice of Measures relating to other matters* 
For instance, there will be a Bill for the Abolition of 
Corporal Punishment in the Army and in the Navy; for 
the further reform of the Law of Bankruptcy ; for the 
conservancy of Elvers and the prevention of Floods; 
for the renewal of the Act which established Secret 
Voting; for suppressing corrupt practices at Elections; and 
for revising Endowed Schools and Hospitals in Scotland, 
Hero, at any rate, is a full programme for one Session, 
holding out, perhaps, more hopes than will bo realised, 
We will not venture on a prediction. Hitherto, what has 
been and is cannot bo set down as any sure indication of 
what will ho* But we earnestly trust, and *we are dis¬ 
posed to believe, that tho present Parliament will, in the 
main, adopt such measures as will bo best calculated, in 
human, wisdom, to promote the well-being of aU classes of 
her Majesty’s subjects* 
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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

Dean Stanley, in an eloquent sermon preached last Sunday, 
took occasion to refer to the contemporary Newspaper Press 
of England; and the terms in which one of the most accom¬ 
plished, the most enlightened, and the most tolerant of living 
Anglican divines spoke of the Fourth Estate should go far to 
compensate! the singularly one-sided and inaccurate conspectus 
of English journalism in the recent article (written, I believe, 
by Mr. Hitch man) in the Quarterly Review. 

The Dean of Westminster alluded to the Press as " that 
mighty engine which is wielded as it never before has been 
wielded in this or in any other country;” Some galled jades 
may wince, while tire withers of others may be uuwrung, at 
Dr. Stanley's parenthetical rebuke administered to "the vile- 
ness, and folly, and vice which a section of the public journals 
foster and favour,” and to “ the bitterness with which the 
so-called religious journals of tho day address themselves to 
inflame, perv ert, and exaggerate every topic of personal and 
party rancour.” But that journalism which its neither vile nor 
vicious, neither bitter nor rancorous, will not fail to appre¬ 
ciate most gratefully tho compliment ary language of Dean 
Stanley when he declares, with respect to the grind organs 
of public opinion, u that iu the reasonableness, the purity, 
and the moderation of their utterances there is amidst all these 
shortcomings a ground of hope for the future of the English 
people that will require generations to shake.” 

I do not go altogether with tho Dean when he bado his 
hearers compare the great English newspapers " with the 
like journals of other nations, notably with those whosu 
language and utterances are so unworthy of tho Great 
Republic of tho West.” I know a good deal about the American 
press, past md present; and about seventeen years ago I had 
frequently to thank the leading organs of public opinion in 
the Great Republic of the West for unstinted douches 
of sound hearty Billingsgate. I have been called a " Bloated 
Miscreant,” a 1 ( Fat Cockney” (that soft impeachment I never 
denied), "a hired scribe,” a " venal hock,” and so forth. Tho 
Xew 1 ~erk Tribune f noticing my name m tho list of contributors 
to a magazine published at Boston, genially remarked that 
my presence there Wits as diUtaateful us would be that of Satan 
among the Angels; and one of tho most distinguished of 
A merit: au humorists publicly insinuated that I had printed all 
apology for the assassination of President Lincoln; nor had 
he the grace to retract his calumny, although the London pub¬ 
lisher who reproduced it hero was glad to compromise tho 
action for libel which I brought against him. 

But all tliia, you must remember, was in the bygone* From 
what l saw of the Transatlantic press between November, 1879, 
and April, 1HSG (and they were getting ready then, you must 
bear in mind, for the Presidential Election campaign), it seems 
to me that, within the lust decade at least, a wonderful 
improvement has taken place in the tone and temper of 
journalism throughout the States, and that the reasonableness, 
the purity, and the moderation of the utterances of the leading 
journals in the great cities of the Union are fully mi a par 
with the characteristics of the most important English news¬ 
papers* 

Mom.: In the dissemination and collocation of news tho 
American press beats Europe altogether out of the field. Tho 
system, too, of mutual “ exchanges" among editors “fosters 
and favours ” a universal circulation of droll stories and quaint 
locutions (some of tho drollest and quaintest come from the 
remotest cuds of the Republic), and make the newspapers very 
entertaining reading. The chief shortcoming of the press in 
America is, to my thinking, the paucity of hebdomadal 
journals, in which matured nud cultivated Thought can resume 
and comment on the incidents of the week* This is, indeed, a 
deficiency which is being slowly remedied ; but no American 
dty, to my knowledge, supports weekly journals of the solid 
and thoughtful calibre of the Spectator, the Athenaum, the 
Academy the Builder, and the Saturday Review. The Scientific 
American is, on the other hand, an admirably digested 
periodical 

A largo number of clergymen, nestling under the wing of 
the Dean of St* Paul's, have addressed a memorial to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in response to an invitation on the 
part of the Primate of All England to the clergy who feel dis¬ 
satisfied or alarmed at the present circumstances of the Church 
to (state what they desire should be the way of remedy* The 
memorialists, in reply, respectfully express their desire "for 
a distinctly avowed policy of toleration and forbearance on 
tho part of our hierarchy in dealing with question 9 of 
ritual,” and "a tolerant recognition of divergent ritual 
practice*" The meaning of this seem 9 to bo that the memo¬ 
rialists claim the privilege of doing precisely as they please in 
matters of vestments and ceremonies. 

Into the doctrinal questions affected by Ritualism I should, 
obviously, no more dream of entering in. this place than I 
should of discussing the Irish land question, inditing an essay 
on the Aeolic Digamma, or penning a prolusion on Cliinese 
Metaphysics. My interest in whut is called Ritualism ia 
purely and simply artistic; fmd from au artistic point of 
view I have long been an attentive student of a book called 
tho "Mauuale Clericorum,” edited by the Rev. Frederick 
George Lee, D.O.L., F.S.A*, Vicar of All Saints 1 , Lambeth. 
Dr. Lee's manual is an abridgment of the larger "Directorinm 
Anglicanum,” and is a complete "Costumier" for the conduct 
of public worship on the Ritualistic model. I am not about 
to argue about tho book one way or another. I only a±k 
moderate Churchmen to read tho 11 Mauuale Clericonun,” and 
9cc what is said about credences, piscina?, aumbryes, sedifiu, 
processions and introits, albs, stoles, chasubles, mu ices, 
girdles, maniples, dalmatics, sandals, mitres, palls, amysscs, 
and birrettas. Read all about these things, and tlicn state 
your opinions thereupon to your families mid friends. Eon 
raghnam di far; via guards —I need not complete the quot at ion* 


There arc some outcomes of human study and thought 
which seem intuitively to group thomselves together geo¬ 
metrically, so to speak—now in circles, now in triangles, now 
in parallel linos. To my thinking, artistically considered, 
Ritualism* as a generality, appears to form a square; ono 
side of which is formed by tho " Tracts for the Times,” 
another by the dogma of Pite-Rafaeltitism, as propounded by 
Mr. Gabriel Dante Rossetti, Mr. Ford Madox Browne, and Mr. 
E. Bume Jones; a third by the Encyclopaedia of vestments and 
ceremonies, compiled by the indefatigable erudition of the 
Rev* Dr. Lee; and the fourth by—well, it is almost a comic, it 
is certainly a satirical book, by a most learned and pious, 
although very eccentric, English architect, long since deceased. 

Do you know tho "Apology forth© Revival of Christian 
Architecture in England,” by the late A. Welby Pugin (not 
the unfortunate gentleman who was always writing libels 
against ID. Herbert, tho Royal Academician, but liis dis¬ 
tinguished father, who built eo many Gothic churches, and 
aided Kir Charles Barry so notably in designing the Gothic 
details of decoration for the New Houses of Parliament) ? 
"Pugin's Apology” is the book which I mean, and which 
forms the fourth side of my mentally-pictured square. In 
some fifty quarto pages, copiously illustrated with superb 
etchings, Mr. Pugin sounded the reveille of the Gothic 
revival and the death knell of the Nash, or stucco and 
"compo” style in architecture* Mingled with splendid 
designs for churches, public buildings, and even railway 
arches and tunnels in tho Gothic manner, are eavago 
caricatures of existing and sham classical edifices, among 
which the grand and gloomy arch fronting the Euston 
Terminus as a “grand Cab and Omnibus Entrance” 
docs not escape ridicule* One of tho drollest of tho 
illustrations (id tho ugh the drollery is wholly unconscious) is a 
eerie& of examples of modern female costume adapted to 
Sepulchral Brasses. English ladies of the year 1843 are 
drawn, with their arms meekly crossed over their bosoms, or 
their finger tips touching in the act of orison, in garments so 
Gothidsed as to give them a vague resemblance to English 
matrons and damsels of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries* 
Nor Ritualism nor Pne-Rafaellitism, I venture to think* would 
have come to a bend without the aid of the erudite and 
eccentric A* Welby Pugin. 

A contemporary on hospitably Christmas thoughts intent 
lately obliged its readers with a recipe for stuffing a turkey. 
Among the ingredients was "morel.” This week my eon- 
temporary announces that it has been warned by several 
correspondents that 11 morel ” is the black nightshade, and a 
deadly poison* This caution may be useful to persons who aro 
imperfectly acquainted with culinary practice, and who, in a 
fit of amateur enthusiasm, might be tempted to try their hands 
at stuffing a turkey; but the experts know full well that 
there is " morel,” and that there are "moril*” or " morels.” 
The various orthography of the word is positively exasperating* 

The Library Dictionary (Collins, London and Glasgow, 1871) 
states that the "morell" (the German more het) is an edible 
fungus, allied to the mushroom, and largely employed in tho 
manufacture of ketchup* Unfortunately, it is also tho name 
of a plant of the genus SAanum, garden nightshade* The 
same Library Dictionary goes on to any that “moril” 
(the French morUfa and the German morhila) is a mush¬ 
room of the siae of a walnut, full of little holes. I 
suppose that most of us have partaken of omelette aim 
mrxtke at a Parisian restaurant. But in "Worcester’s 
Webster’s Dictionary” (London, IioUtledge, 2873) we have 
11 morel ’* with one 1, and with the definition that it is " a plant, 
a fungus or mushroom, used in soups mid gravies, &c., and a 
kind of cherry. See morello." Nothing is said about black 
or garden nightshade; but further on Smart is quoted for 
“ moril ” being a mushroom of tho size of a walnut. But 
Bailey, in his very big dictionary, clears tile atmosphere by 
telling us, on the authority of the Jesuits 1 " Dictioniiaire do 
Tri:voux,” that "morel," or "petty morel,” is the garden 
nightshade, and that the “moriilo” is the smallest and moat 
delicate kind of mushroom. Clearly, then, we should stuff our 
turkeys and accommodate our omelettes with " monies ” and 
not with "morel;” yet I am afraid that many marehand* de 
comestible* iu London, and many more cooks, know the tiny 
mushrooms, not as "moriUcs” but as “morels.” 

An excellent and practically philanthropic idea is that 
about to he curried out by an association in courae of formation 
for the supply of hot food to the labouring population, at 
the docks, and at large factories in and about tho metropolis* 
The industrial poor experience the greatest difficulty in 
obtaining worm victuals at u low price; and their commons 
during the hours of the working day arc often of the shortest 
and the hardest. The association, of the starting of which I 
read in the Baity News f intend to send out borrows 
or trucks, fitted with heating apparatus, which arc 
to be wheeled flbput from place to place us required, 
supplying hot soup, bread, and other provisions of the 
best quality and at the lowest possible price, 3t is 
proposed to add slices of tinned meat made hot; and I am 
told by the authorities of the Gyncexeuui attached to this 
establishment, that the peripatetic restaurateurs ought to be 
able to sell a comforting howl of hot soup, thickened with rice 
or oatmeal, for three halfpence; and a good mess of Irish stew, 
made of " scrags ” of mutton, or Australian meat, and with 
plenty of onions and potatoes for twopence* Collops of baked 
beef, too, should be procurable far twopence; and I hope that 
penny-worths of pudding —tho regular Charles Dickens 
“plum-duff,” familiarly know as "Spotted Coveywill 
not be forgotten* I have seen sonic very beautiful and moving 
things in my time, from tho Venus de Media's and the Apollo, 
from Frascati and Niagara, from Pompeii and the Bay of 
Dublin to the Charily Children at St Paul’s, and a June sunset 
on Itempstend-hcnth l hut I certainly know no more deeply 
interesting spectacle than that of ft ragged lad on a very cold 
day hi a cookshap in Long-acre devouring a penn'orth of 


pudding* It does him good evidently* Tt should do you good, 
even to tho unloosening of your purse-strings, to sec him 
eat that aucciilent " duff.” 

I repeat that the peripatetic restaurant notion Is an 
admirably excellent one. It seems perfectly practicable; and 
I sec no reason whatever why it should not prove a commercial 
as well us a social success* Very soon, I should say, the’ 
enterprise will he seli-supporting; but, in the outect, it will 
bo necessary to raise some money by public subscription for 
the purchase of the barrows, the heating apparatus, and the 
hatlerie de cuisine. Durable pots and pans arc somewhat 
expensive articles* Thc promoters of t he under ta king propose 
that any donor of an entire barrow shall have the privilege gf 
nominating an attendant, who will be able to earn from four 
shillings a day and upwards, according to his activity as a 
salesman* I am glad to learn that a deputation of gentlemen 
interested In this " Hot Food for the Working Poor " scheme 
have waited on the Lord Mayor at the Mansion House, tiuti 
that tho Chief Magistrate of the City has expressed hU 
approbation of tho movement and promised it his support. 
This implies, I trust, the concurrent adheriou of Colonel 
Fraser, the Commissioner of City Police; but, at the same 
time, it is most desirable to obtain the approval of sir 
Edmund Henderson, the Chief Commissioner of Metro¬ 
politan police* The attendants on the barrows must be, as a 
sine qud non t honest, civil, and industrious follow#, mid they 
should wear proper uniforms or budges; but a most 
sensible and beneficent movement will surely collapse if the 
superintendents and inspectors of the Metropolitan Police do 
not receive tho strictest instructions from head-quarters to 
prevent their constables from hurrying and interfering with 
the peripatetic restaurateurs* 

I was offered lately what purported to he an undeniably 
genuine autograph of Napoleon I. when Firat Consul fur a 
comparatively trifling Burn* Much against the grain, I 
declined to purchase it* T am as credulous, I suppose, 
as most folks ; but there is one thing iu which. I nm a 
confirmed and incurable sceptic* I refuse to believe 
in the authenticity of any autograph whatsoever/ unless 
1 have seen the person to whom the autograph is ascribed 
write it with his own hand, or unless I have direct and 
positive evidence (iu the way of pedigree from possessor iu 
possessor) that he did so write it* Start with this positive 
although slightly paradoxical postulate, and you will rave 
youraelf im immensity of trouble* Yon will run no risk of 
squandering yuur money on tho purchase of autography which I 
for all their carefully traced and ostensibly perfect histories’ ■ 
may be spurious ; and you will not he warned every time you 
leave home by the dread that your precious autographs may 
be devoured by the ruts, or destroyed hy fire, or hi some 
muimer or another, come to grief. 

Tims, I have set not the slightest store hy the autographs 
(neither few not uninteresting) which have fallen iu my way 
during a tolerably lengthened career. I have given away my 
Hogarth, my Moltere, my Broughams, my Victor Hugos, my 
Dickenses {with a few exceptions of letters relating to matters 
not presently communicable), and my Tliaokeinys* Nor can 
I understand tho autograph-hunting erazo any more than I can 
comprehend that for collecting postage stamps* 

Curiousiy enough, even while I ash penning those 
Echoes ” there has coma to my hand a copy (J f a newspaper 
called the Baity Examiner, published at San Francisco iu 
which, in the "London Letter” of tlio Examined t corre¬ 
spondent, there is a "screed” of violent abuse of my hnmblo

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THE IRISH LAND LEAGUE TRIALS. 

The trial of Mr. C* S* Parnell, M.F., and thirteen other 
lending members of the Irish Land league, before Mr. Justice 
Pitzigrruld and 'Sir. Justice Barry, in the Irish Court of 
Queen’8 Bench at Dublin, hits been going on since Tuesday, 
the 28th nit., almost every day, except Saturdays and Bun- 
dnys. But Mr. Parnell and several others of the u traversers ,** 
or defendants, who are members of the House of Commons, 
have ceased to attend their trial, having come to London for 
the opening of Parliament, This seems to have deprived the 
proceedings in Court of all that popular interest which was 
excited by their appearance before the Judges and Jury in the 
first week of the trial* The evidence produced by tile 
Counsel for the prosecution has also been of a dull and tedious 
kind for the listeners and spectators m Court, It has con¬ 
sisted, almost entirely, of extracts from the speeches of the Land 
lieftgni? orators at various meetings throughout Ireland, proved 
by witnesses who were mostly Government reporters, or officers 
► f the Royal Irish Constabulary who could write shorthand. 
The audience in Court has dwindled from day to day, and 
there 3ms been scarcely any crowd in the precincts of the Court, 
or at the doors—less, indeed, than when ordinary cases are 
being tried. The witnesses have been called and* examined 
by the Attorney -General, Solicit or-General, Mr. berjeant 
Heron, mid other counsellor the Crown; and they have been 
rross- e x a mined by M r. M acdon ugh i Q,C.,Mt.M‘ Loughl in, Q. C., 
and Mr, Walker, Q.C*, as counsel for the defence* Portraits 
of these six learned gentlemen, in thnir most characteristic 
altitudes while engaged together, on the one side and on the 
other, in the present trial, were sketched a few days since by 
oar Special Artist, Mr. Wallis Mackay, and am now presented 
on the front page of this Number of our Journal* The cuss 
for the Crown was dosed on Tuesday lust, by the examination 
of its last witness ; and the Court then adjourned to Thursday 
morning, on account of the slight indisposition of Mr* Mac- 
donogh, the lending counsel for the defence, who would then 
have to begin his speech.

Charles Robert Ctudugton, thud Bur on 
Camngtou (this different spelling of the surname and title is 
found in Sir Bernard Burke’s 14 Peerage of Upton, iu the 
county of Nottingham, and of Bid cat Lodge, in Ireland, i® a 
peer both of the United Kingdom and of the I mil peerage. 
The founder of this family was John Smith, of Cropwell- 
Boteler, Titheby, in Nottinghamshire, iu the time of 
Charles L Tluy became London merchants and bunkers; 
and there are several wealthy branches of the family, 
notably thane represented by Mr. Abel Smith, M.F., 
of Weiodhull Park, Boris ; Mr. Donien Smith, uf

Lord Carrington, who 
was bom in May, 1843, has been an officer of the Royal liarse 
Guards, mid sat three year* in the 11 on so of Commons* He 
shares tho office of Hereditary LordCluuiiberliuiim right of l is 
mother, who was sister and coheii of the late Lord Willoughby 
de Eresby. His Lordship married* in 187W, a daughter of 
Lord Sufflekl, and has one cluld* His chief seat b Wycombe 
Abbey, High Wycombe. 

Tim Earl of Yarborough, Charles Alfred Wordey Anderson 
Pel ham, Baron Yarborough, of Lincolnshire, and Baron 
Worn ley, of Appuldurcombe, in the He of Wight, was bom 
in June, 1859, and has, therefore, but just come of age. He 
fcuceeeded his father as fourth Earl in 1875* The Pelham 
family, originally Of Sussex; gained distinction in the reign of 
Klitabetb, w hen Sir William Pei hum rendered import ant military 
and political services to the Crown in Scotland, prance, and 
Ireland. The first peerage, a barony, was granted in 1794, and 
the earldom in 1837. The late Earl of Yarborough was well

HER MAJESTY^ SHIP INFLEXIBLE* 

This most jjowerful turret-ship of the Royal Nnvy r com* 
meneed build tag at Portsmouth on Feb. 24,1874, and launched 
by Princess Louise on April 27, 1876, might well be supposed 
to be now almost ready fur service at sea. It would bo super¬ 
fluous to inquire into the causes which have retarded her 
progress. At the time she was designed the Inflexible vrm a 
complete novelty iu naval shipbuilding. At almost every 
stage of her construction she lias been the source of much 
anxiety and controversy on the part of the Construction 
Department. Not only was she the largest turret-ship in the 
service, but she was protected by the thickest armour, armed 
with the heaviest guns, and was in other respects unique and 
unparalleled as an engine of war* 

After her gunnery trials on tho 16th and 17th ulfc., and the 
trial of her propelling machinery on the 18th f the Indexible 
was taken back into the repairing basin at Portsmouth for the 
pur pose of being completed fur sea. But, notwithstanding the 
successful manner la which she passed the ordeal to which she 
was subjected, the simultaneous discharge of 1350 lb. of powder 
and 5100 lb, of metal from her three guns at fifteen and forty- 
five degrees abaft the starboard beam, failing to cause the 
least injury to the hull, the Indexible is still doomed to further 
delay. Only three of the 80-ton guns had boon placed on 
board, while the automatic eights of Sir William Armstrong 
and Co*, tho compound sights devised at Woolwich, the ele¬ 
vating arcs and gear, the dials for showing the training, the 
connections for turning the fore turret from within, and the 
various indicating apparatus, remain to be fitted. The roof 
of tho after turret hut!, indeed, been temporarily secured, but 
for the other turret, which contained the solitary gun, no roof 
had been provided. And it in very unlikely that the ship will 
be commissioned with an imperfect armament; since this 
would require the fore turret to be roofed and have its interior 
fittings completed, with the prospect of the entire work having 
to bo done over again after the fourth gun is received. 

Keen from a distance, the Inflexible appears free from the 
strangeness and ungumllness which have come to be associated 
with turret-ships* Tliis is iu a great degree owing to the 
artistic manner in which paint has been applied. The hull, 
superstructures, and turrets being all blackened, causes the 
whole floating mass to resemble ah ordinary broadside ship of 
high freeboard* If the render imagine tlie letter H to be 
placed upon the hull of an ordinary mau-of-wnir, he may form 
an idea of the profile presented by the Inflexible ut the 
distance of a few miles. The letter, which is the more con¬ 
spicuous from its being painted yellow, represents the two 
f unnels and the flying deck which spans the intervening apace. 
The distance between the funnels is 75 ft. 3 in. ; and below 
the crossbar of the 11 ore placed the turrets, which may be 
said to resemble colossal cheeses* Outside the uprights of the 
H, and at distances, respectively, of 17 ft. and 21 ft. 9 in., the 
masts are fixed, which, unlike those of an ordinary turret- 
ship, are fully equipped spurs, and rise to a height in the case 
of the foremast to loll ft. 9 in*, and iu that of the mainmast to 
172 it* 9 in. Though fitted with lower topsail, topgallant, 
and royal yards, and Living a spread of upwards* uf 20,000 
square yards of canvas, the masts are intended only for pur¬ 
poses of drill, but, nevertheless, serve to modify the appear¬ 
ance of the ship. With a near approach, its aspect is much 
changed. The fore and aft superstructures recede from tho 
sides, and shrink into a narrow compass along the middle Hoc, 
to allow of a sheer deck for the lire of the gnus ; the turrets 
become defined, the various truuks and cowls for relieving tho 
under-decks of their imprisoned hot air become visible, and 
the whole ship assumes tho sternness of a floating war- 
engine* 

The guns themselves measure each 26ft. 9 in* in length; 
their diameter at the largest part Jr 6 ft., the distance from end 
to uad of the trunnions bring 8 it. lain. The bore is 24 ft. long, 
and its calibre is 16in., except for the last 5ft* in the 
chamber, which has a diameter of IS in. The size of the 
projectile varies with the different character of the shell used* 
Common shell measures 8 ft* 11J in. iu length, Palliser 
3 ft. (ijin., while shrapnel and cose arc 3 ft. 9 in* long. The 
weight of each projectile is abmit 17001b. The powder 
charge, which is divided into three and four parts, consists of 
4251b. of pebble, or 4501b* of prismatic powder. The 
bringing up of such ponderous projectiles and charges from 
the shell-rooms ana nmgmdnes and their ready control 
require special appliances, and here again hydraulic power 
has been called into play* \Ye cannot describe the extra¬ 
ordinary variety of the mechanical appliance. The flats at 
the fore and after ends below the annoar-deck have been 
literally transformed into engine-rooms* Forward are placed 
the hydraulic engine and tank, the capstan engine, the engines 
for training; the under-water tubes for discharging the 
AVTuteliead torpedoes, and which work one within the other by 
means of compressed air, the engines and reservoirs for 
charging the submerged and above-water torpedoes, the 
distilling condenser* for supplying the crew with fresh water, 
the engine for distributing the water throughout the ship, and 
the tmgtne for pumping overboard the water from the wash- 
places ; while on the alter-flat there are the second hydraulic 
engine and tank, the hydraulic hand-pump, a steam-steering 
engine, the coupling fur working the tiller bv hand, and the 
tUIer itself and gearing, a Brush electric machine for lighting 
up the fighting parte of the ship, with a Brotherhood engine 
for driving it, and AD Gramme machine for use ns n pro¬ 
tection against torpedo attacks; by night, with another Brother¬ 
hood engine for turning it; and when to all this machinery 
are added the main engines and the nuincrons hydraulic 
machines for working the guns, it may be safely asserted that 
the Inflexible rather resembles a floating factory tlmn a ship. 

We are indebted to a correspondent, an otfieer of the Royal 
Artillery, for tho Sketches that show the appearance of 1I.M.S* 
Inflexible while undergoing lier recent experimental trials at 
Portsmouth* Nbe is represented off the Magnetic station at 
Gilkicker Point during the well-known nautical mmtamvrG of 
revolving, tin it were on u pivot , to test the correct performance 
of the ship’s compnsjjea, which in familiarly called 1 * swinging 
her compass.” in the second Illustration she appear* an 
engaged iu making trial of hor guns* The third Sketch is that 
of pmnting the must, 47 ft.

PARISIAN SAYINGS AND DOINGS, 

{From our own CvrretjmideHt.) 

Paris, Tuesday, Jan* 11* 

The municipal elections, which took place on Sunday last, 
resulted in Faria in a notable defeat of the resuscitated 
Commune* For the sake of record, the following results are 
interesting* Forty-eight Republican members of the old 
Municipal Council were re-elected ; four Reuctionmy members 
of the old Council were re-elected; four new Republican 
members were elected, and three now Reactionary members. 
There arc twenty-one ballotages. The voting was veiy 
active. In 1873, 40 per cent of the electors inscribed 
abstained; last Sunday only 34 per cent abstained* The 
(k^tiviiiej-rMutionnaire^ the new name for the different 
Communist and Socialist groups, presented a list of fifty- 
(seven candidates, not one of whom was elected. Triuquet 
alone, in whose case there fa ballotagc, lias a chance of being 
finally elected. These fifty-seven tan did a tea obtained alto¬ 
gether 14, 17*4 votes out of « total of 259,043 votes recorded. 
Finally, nine ex-membera of the Commune of 1871 were cim- 
didates. They obtained between them (1963 votes* The 
utimber of voters iiiscribed at Furls was 391,402* The number 
of abstcutionists was, therefore, 131,459. Complete returns 
from the provinces have not yet come to hand, but there can 
be no doubt that the Republicans have gained ground. 

As at present constituted, the reactionary party in the Paris 
Municipal Council gain two seats, which secures them a 
minority of seven in an assembly of 320 members. But, an I 
hurt? said above, the chief intercut of the elections consist* in 
the check of the Communalist candidates even in tin; outlying 
mid reputedly revolutionary quartern Both the violent and 
moderate revolutionary candidates alike obtained but a paltry 
number of votes, and the working men electors of Paris st em 
to have clearly signified that they arc opposed to all action 
tending to a reams tit utfou of tlie Comxmuic, uud to all pol icy 
affecting a revolutionary character. 

Certainly, now that, the Republic is fairly and apparently 
firmly established, the Coimmiuist mid revolutionary agitators 
have no ration d’vtre. Rochefort, perhaps, may be admitted an 
tm amusing and sometime a usciul critic* But m for the 
orgmiisutfon and bunding together of the ns a party, 

thiit, seems out of the question* The last batch of the 
titimhiit* who came from New Caledonia on board the 
Navarln returned to Faria on Friday and Saturday, and 
amongst them Citizen Trinquet, whose illegal election m 
Municipal Councillor last spring hastened the parsing uf tho 
amnesty bill. A number uf radical notabilities, including 
M. Louis Bhuic and M. Clemeneemi, went to meet them at 
the station, where Louise Michel reproached M. Llemonceau 
with not having been present at Bln liquid funeral. The 
result of tliis conversation was that M- Clcmencemi told Louise 
Michel that lie did not share her views, and now he has bcou 
pronounced to be u renegade. The same evening, however, 
Louise Michel was hissed down for the first time ut ti public 
meeting. This is, perhaps, the beginning of the end.

The gouerul 
dress rehearsal before the members of the press and a select 
public of friends took place last night. The audience was 
very brilliant, for M* Alifiionae Daudct mini bora muongst his 
friends all who are eminent in letters and tut. The piece is taken 
from the novel “Jack,” a masterpiece of irony, pity, and anger, 
reproach that was made aguimt the novel was that it was too 
cruel; in adapting the novel for the stage, SI. Alphonse Dmufof- 
and his collaborator the actor Lafontuine, Rave softeiwd the 
ferocity of the novel to a certain extent, HtilJ, it remains terribly 
cruel. Last uight there in little exaggeration in saying that 
there was not a dry eye in the house* But, above all, ii is a 
bold piece. “ Jack," as the reader may remember* is the 
history of the sou of an adventuress, Ida de Romney, a 
Billy, chattering, empty-headed, vain, and pretty woman, 
who has become, iu a souse, the slave of a pseudo poet, 
Amaniy d’Argenton. Ida loves Jack, when she thinks of Trim ; 
but d r Argeuten has such power over her that he causes poor 
tittle Jack to be brought up us a blacksmith. Out of despair 
the poor fellow, hoping to be able to rescue Iris mother 
from her giddy and unworthy life, engages himself ns u stoker 
on board a Transatlantic steamer, escapes miraculously from 
a watery grave, and comes homo to die in the arms of strangers, 
while his mother lives happy and heedless, infatuated with 
her pseudo-poet and the intellectual society of a swarm of 
Bohemians who apouge upon him. I have not space to give 
even an outline of the scenes in “ Jack.” Of plot there is Very 
little, and love pIa)*R only a very secondary role in it. The 
main interest of the piece, as in Emile Angie Fs 11 Mari age 
d’Olyrope ,J lies in the ruthless and ferocious exposure 
of the odious levity of Ido, Jock’s mother. In 
two masterly scenes, the boldest mid most poignant that 
have been seen on the modern stage, SC. Alphoma Baudet 
has confronted the three elements that have each been used 
affectively by so niuiiy French dramatists, the mother, tho 
son, and the lover* As in all M* Alphonse D&udet's work, 
there is infinite wit, infinite pathos, and a purity uud clmrai 
of sentiment, a poetry, which puts lum far above any French 
contemporary writer. That “Jack” will create a great 
sensation there can be no doubt. It is a work tlraf bears tho 
imprint of some of M. DaudeFa most personal and most 
striking qualities.

THE PLAYHOUSES. 

An announcement, 'winch may bo held tantamount to a com- 
mumqtifj has appeared in the daily papers stating 1 that the 
architectural revival of the Temple of Ailstih, in the second 
act of Mr« Tmnyson’a tragedy of £i The Gup ” at the Lyceum, 
Was designed by Mr* James Knowles (the distinguished archi¬ 
tect alld Editor of the Ninette}}th Crnturif)^ and was executed 
under his direction by Messrs, Hawes Craven, OnthberL and 
Ariiott. The design was in part suggested by the piagiiificent 
relies which remain to ua of the Temple of Diana at Ephesus. 
This acknowledgment was certainly duo to Mr. Knowles, 
who has long been known us an earnest and accomplished 
student of Greek art, and who has brought all his knowledge, 
experience, and taste to bear on the oidmtnao© of n aeon© un¬ 
paralleled, perhaps, in our time for its splendour, its com¬ 
pleteness, and its weird impressiveness. In Buying this, 1 ran 
not by any means forgetting the famous lt seashore and rolling 
billows ” scene by Clarkson Stanfield in u Ads and Gala tea, 
during the Macready management at Drury tame * the 
many pictorial triumphs achieved at "/Tim Lane, 1 ’ the 
Lyceum (in the Vestria and Charles Mathews and PlanchS 
burlesque days, and Die Princess’s* by Mr. William Beverley) ; 
nor the renowned 11 oblique seta ” in u Sardanapalus; ” and in 
Shukspeareun revivals at the last-named house, under Charles 
Kean’s sway* Cue of the chief attractions, however, in the 
Artemiahm revival in ‘ 1 The Cup** is the originality of the 
construction of the temple itself. 1 do not know whether 1 
solidly modelled baa-reliefe and cornices, fluted shafts of 
columns and moulded capitals, have been used on the stage 
before as adjuncts to ordinary revue-painting on tint sur¬ 
faces ; but to me the effect at the Lyceum was as novel and as 
impressive os the famous permanent proscenium in low relief 
constructed by Palladio after the ancient Roman model in the 
Tenfro Eihmnonico at Virenra. 

Crowds continue to All the Lyceum nightly, and will so 
continue to till It, 1 have no doubt, for many mom nights to 
come* Meanwhile, it is instructive to watch the conflict of 
critical opinions ns to the merits of u The Cup ” ns a drama, 
and of Mr. Henry Irving mid Miss Ellen Terry us the prin¬ 
cipal performers "therein* The strongest objection which I 
have heard urged against Mr. Tennyson*s drama is that its 
plot and characters are narrowed and eon tructed to dwarfish 
proportions. I take this objection to be a very weak otic, if 
the play be looked upon, as it should be, ns one built upon 
Greek lines. What can be narrower or more contracted than 
the plots of the 1 ‘Agamempon/’ of the 41 Orestes,* 1 of the 
41 Eu men kies’* of the 41 Pkedra,” of ”Le» Horaces”? Jf Im 
epopceabo thoroughly complete, if surely gains rather than loses 
by simplicity and directness nf story; and “The Gup,” amply 
sufficing as it is in its terrible simplicity, would most assuredly 
have been spoiled by a multiplicity of scenes mid characters 
and an underplot which it would have been next to impossible 
to make anything more than an excrescence and mi incum¬ 
brance to tiie drama* Touching the performance of Mr. 
Jlenry living as Synods* very little diversity of opin ion (save, 
of course, among the habitual mid, seemingly, incurable imti- 
Imngiteg) seems to prevail, Jt is agreed upon, with nearly 
complete unanimity, that Mr. living interprets most eloquently 
and most subtly the complex and consequently difficult 
character of the passionate libertine who slays Simmtus, nnd 
finds Ms death-doom in the Cup presented to him attire bridal 
altar by his victim*a widow and iiis vainly fancied wife. The 
genius of the dramatist, os most superbly expounded by tin* 
tragedian, leads to this remarkable result, that although we 
shudder at the detestable criminality of ftynorix, and admit 
the justice of hie punish ni cut, the man never repp ears 
in the Jight of such a despicable villain as a mere 
assassin and profligate covoter of ir him (Pautrui should be* 
The wretched suitor of Comma comes before us as a man rent 
by a devouring and irresistible passion; and hia crime and its 
expiation seem alike inscribed on the irrevocable rolls of 
hate. He is foredoomed from the beginning to be the 
slayer and the Main. He may inspire terror; but we 
can scarcely hate him, and so gallantly does he bear 
himself that lie certainly never awakens n feeling bordering 
on contempt* He is less a Crook Backed Itffihard or a 
fiendish Inga thou a guilty yet still noble Claude Trollo* 
Une of the neatest apologies for not loathing Syporix which 1 
have heard wits from the lips of n Judy* {i Perhaps,” she 
remarked, u homicide was net thought bo much of among the 
ancient Galatians .’* There it is. To approach ” The Cup,” 
therefore, in a proper spirit it would be as well, perhaps, to 
saturate oneself with such lore touching the undent peoples of 
Greece and Asia as wo find in the pages of Herodotus, of 
Plutarch, and of Gibbon. As a tost, try, for example, to 
judge, from a modem standpoint, the characters hi the story 
of Candaulcs, King of Lydia. The characters, with the 
exception of King Can daffies, who Ls simply a fool, are ” bad 
all round; ” but viewed, not from a modern but f rom a Pagan 
standpoint* the story is pretty even to fascination. 

Of the inestimable value to 11 The Cup ” is the co-operation 
of Miss Ellen Terry as Comma. She has thoroughly grasped 
the scope and meaning of the part, and renders it with 
inimitable grace and feeling* I could till this column with 
justly-due eulogies on Miss Terry's exquisitely pathetic, 
artistic, and all womanly impersonation; but this has been 
a busy week at the Elay Houses; and I have several 
dramatic “acceptances* 1 fully due, which must be at once 
“taken up,” 

I spoke just now of a set of characters who, with only one 
exception, were 44 bad'nll round*” This is particularly and 
amusingly the case with a new play in two acts, called “ The 
Money Spinner,” by Mr* A. W. Dinc.ro, which was produced on 
Saturday lust at the St..lames*s. 1 was unable to witness the 
performance on the first night, having taken the liberty ft 
have not had a holiday since last April) to withdraw myself 
for a couple of days to Epsom, in Surrey* there to recruit 
myself by patiently trudging round the Derby course ; but I 
made haste to see 14 The Money-Spinner” on Monday. 
The comedy-drama, or drama-comedy, may be further 
qualified as an '’actors’ play.” It is not in any 
sanse n literary production, although the dialogue is 
neat and sometimes polished, and the fun in the htrcical 
portions occasionally approaches the confines of humour* But 
its author, Mr. Pinero, is an expert in ascertaining what 
Situations will “ tell” on the stage. His scenes are capitally 
constructed; his characters come and go precisely as they 
should; the climax I* most artistically led up to; and the 
Consequence is that the piece is brilliantly successful, mid that 
the playwright succeeds in extorting from the audience not 
only genuine sympathy but enthusiastic admiration for a 
peculiarly disreputable set of people who, properly* should bo 
extremely repulsive. 

The plot ia facile and crisply told* Harold Boycott (Mr* 
John Cluyton) is the manager of a factory at Rouen. Ho has 
married Mill cent (Mrs* Kendal), one of the daughters of one 
“ Baron ” Croodlc, an ancient English sharper, w bo has kept 
ft petty gaming-house in Paris* Harold Boycott, in order to 
relieve the necessities of a bankrupt father in England* has 
embezzled the funds intrusted to him by his employ era at 
Hough to the extent of 10,OGQf* His inalfeasance eoetus 


to have been already suspected by the firm, who have 
4 * planted” upon him for purposes of espionage, mid, under 
the disguise of a fallow-clerk* one Jules Fniibert, a detective, 
admirably played by Mr. Macintosh. At this conjuncture, 
41 Bason” Croodlc (Mr* John Hare) and his daughter Dorinda 
(Miss Kato Phillips) appear om the prone, accompanied by u 
remarkably 44 verdant ” young Scotch peer, Lord Kgagussio 
(litr, Kendal), who engaged to be married to Borinda, and 
who in former days lias wooed an cl been rejected by Mill meat 
in favour of Harold* It naturally occurs to Mrs* Boycott to 
enlighten Lord Keugussie aa to her domestic distress; but this 
her husband sternly refuses to allow her to do* So she recol¬ 
lects her old skill mid luck at cards, which in the old Turin 
gaming-house days earned for her the sobriquet of 11 The 
Money-Spinner , r7 She invites Lord Kengussie to a ° small 
and early ” party, mid makes up her mind to try to win ten 
thousand franca at eeartt from him. .She docs not win; on the 
contrary* she loses very heavily ; and in her deBpoir rive rosolvus 
to turn ewdndlor, and by Die substitution of a cord cheats the 
unsuspecting Scotch peer out ot the money which she 
requires in order to save her husband from ruin. 
Her manoeuvres have been watched by the detective* 
Fauberfc, who denounces her to Lord Kengnssie* There is 
necessarily a very disagreeable ichircimmmtt ; but after 
Mlllieent has made a most humiliating confession of her 
guilt, and thrown herself on the mercy of Lord Kongusuie, 
tliat placable peer relents, pays off Harold** liabilities, mid 
takes the entire Croodlc-Boyeatt family under his pro L vet inn ; 
while the detective Fiuibert, having been bribed to nlienee 
touching that little a flair at curds, is nil but kicked 
down r lairs. He bus previously hud bis face skipped by 
Harold Boycott, who bears himself throughout in the 
stateliest of fashions, and looks far too dignified a per¬ 
sonage to hove over condescended to 11 frisk the till . 11 
Thus we lmve ill “The Money-Spinner ” lour rogues and 
one simpleton ; and we unhesitatingly sympathise with the 
knaves and the dupe, while we hate and despise the unhappy 
police ngent Faubcit, who lias simply demo his duty, m nil 
who appears to me to be the only respectable individual 
among the drqfnaiia permw. About a third, perhaps, of the 
undoubted success of 41 The Money-Spmiier ” is due to the 
constructive ingenuity and keen dramatic, perception of 
Mr. Pinero. The remaining two thirds must bo ascribed to 
the wonderfully fine acting nf Mr*. Kendal as Millkent, 
of Mr. John Cluyton as Harold Boycott, of Mr, Kendal as the 
Scotch peer, of Mr. Macintosh as fan ill-wed FaUbcrL and ot 
Mr. Bare us the “ Baron” Croodlc. Mr* Hare may, in some 
portions of his wonderfully comic impersonation, remind 
spectators with good memories equally of Captain Costignu, 
Mr. Eeclos (in 44 CasteMr* Micawber, and Jeremy DIddler ; 
but the strong! 3 ' marked individuality of Mr* i lore himself pre¬ 
dominates oyer all these familiar types, and gives us a “ Baron” 
Croodle who, fake him for nil In all, is decidedly as original as 
he is entertaining. Miss Kate Phillips n*s the vulgtu s but kind- 
hearted Dorinda, and Mrs. Gaston Murray us Margot, a 
mature but stilt coquettish French landlady, were also very 
good. I should say that “ The Money -Spiuuer ” will have a 
long and prosperous run; but, as a “stork piece*” I do not 
feeTinclined to augur a very long life for a drama embodying 
such very odd notions of right and wrong* U\ A. ft.

In answer to inquiry the director of the German Archeo¬ 
logical Institute in Athens has telegraphed that the statue 
recently discovered of Athena, supposed to be a masterpiece 
of Phidias, is in fact a Roman copy of tho Parthenon figure, 
about a twelfth of tho size of the original. 

At University College yesterday week Mr. 0, T, Newton, 
C.B., Professor of Archeology, gave the opening lecture of 
the second term. This poll ion of his course on Greek Art 
embraces five lectures upon the age of Pericles, In this 
lecture Mr. Newton discussed the stylo and works of three 
celebrated sculptors, Pythagoras, Myron, and Polykleltos. 

South London lias now a permanent free library and art- 
gallery s the rooms of the Working Men’s College being open 
free every day, including Sunday. The library is well supplied 
with newspapers, reviews, magazines, &c,, and tho books can 
be borrowed for home use. The art-gallery contains 150 
works lent by the owners, and the council will be glad to 
receive other works on loan* There are free lectures every 
Tuesday evening at 8.30. The institution is dependent on 
voluntary subscriptions, and has been for thirteen years mainly 
supported by the council. 

The fourth and concluding part of the "Grammar of 
Japanese Ornament and Design," by Mr, T, W* Cutler, 
architect, has been issued to subscriber^ by the publisher, Mr. 
B, T. Bateford, of High Holbom. The entire work consists 
of sixty-five plates, representing a much larger number of 
decorative designs and devices, copied from Japanese point¬ 
ings, engravings, china, pottery, embroidery, bronzes, and 
lacquer, 'Die subjects of some of these designs are of con¬ 
ventional ornament, but others represent natural objects, 
birds, fishes, insects, plants, and flowers, of great variety and 
beauty . A few of the plates axe printed in colours or tints, or 
in gilding, to resemble the original brush-work; others are 
in black and white. This work, accompanied by an instructive 
essay, is calculated to be very useful to those employed in 
decorative art* A handsome ornamental binding, of appro¬ 
priate design, is made to contain the four parts* 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 

ITALY, 

King Humbert and Queen Margborita went yesterday week 
to Monrealc, where their Majesties received a most enthusiastic 
welcome. On Monday the King and Queen paid a visit to 
Palermo, paying particular attention to its education til and 
other institutions, and in the evening there was a torchlight 
procession, followed by a ball on a grand scale. 

A mission from the Bey of Turns was on Monday received 
by the King, tho deputation desiring to present the respects 
of the Bey to his Majesty on the occasion or Mb visit to a part 
of his dominioiis which was so near to Tunis. 

Sunday being the anniversary of the death of King Victor 
Emmanuel, numerous deputations representing public bodies 
and societies of various kinds went in procession to tho 
Pantheon to present garlands of immortelles in token of 
respect for tho memory of the late King, The day was also 
observed in several provincial towns, and notably in Palermo. 

The death, of Senator Arrivabene is announced. 

FOHT0OAL f 

The King has signed decrees creating fifteen new peers. 

The Brazilian Deputy, Seukor Joaquin Nabuco, who is 
the leader of the slavery abolition party in Brazil, visited 
tho Chamber of Deputies on Sunday, Several of tho 
members, observing that he was present, took occasion to 
speak in flattering terms of the Empire of Brazil and of 
Senhor Nabuco himself. The latter was then invited by 
acclamation to take Ms seat on the floor of the house. 

GERMANY. 

Tho marriage of Prince William of Prussia is to take place 
on the 26th of next mouth. The wedding festivities at Court 
are to close on March 1, Shrove Tuesday, when a quadrille of 
fifty couples, in the costume of Frederick William I,, is to be 
danced, the gentlemen representing the stalwart Grenadiers 
of the soldier King, and being chosen for their great stature. 

Prince Bismarck arrived at Berlin last Saturday afternoon 
from Fricdrichsmho, and was received by the Emperor on 
Monday. 

The Prussian Parliament resumed their sittings on Saturday, 
after the recess. 

Herr Strassmann, a Jew, boa been re-elected President of 
the Berlin Municipal Council by 97 vote&out of n total of 120. 
Professor Virchow was chosen Vice-President, 73 votes being 
recorded hi Iris favour, 

AUSTElA-mJVaAHY. 

It is officially announced that, in conformity with the wish 
of tlie King and Queen of the Belgians, the marriage of tho 
Austrian Crown Prince to the Princess Stephanie, originally 
fixed for Feb. 9, has been postponed to a later date. The 
reason assigned for the delay is that the excessively cold 
weather usual in Vienna in the middle of February is likely 
to affect very injuriously the health of the Queen of the 
Belgians and the princess. 

The Government have informed the Austro-Hungarian 
Consul-General in Egypt that the Crown Prince Rudolph will 
leave Vienna early next mouth on a visit to Egypt. 

TURKEY AND GREECE 

Ghazi Osman Pasha has been appointed Minister of War- 
replacing Hussein 11 asm Pasha; and Hobart Pasha has been 
raised to the rank of Marshal. 

M, de Mouy, the French Minister at Athens, Itad an 
interview with the Premier on Monday, and again urged on 
him the desire of France that Greece should accent the 
arbitration proposal, M, ConAioundouros replied that It was 
impossible to comply with M. de Many’s representations 
'bfilore briing made acquainted with the basis of tho proposals 
to bo submitted to the Court of Arbitration, and with the 
guarantees to be given for the execution of the ultimate 
award. A Royal decree relating to the composition of the 


active army has been signed and communicated to the Greek 
Chataber. In accordance with the law of organisation, tho 
strength of the aroiy will be increased by eleven battalions, 
and the regiment of artillery will be divided into five battalions, 

AMERICA, 

Congress was re-convened on the 5th inst, The House 
rammed the Supply Bills, the Funding Bill being temporarily 
postponed, because of the illness of Mr. Fernando Wood, the 
chairman of the Ways and Means Committee. The House 
passed tho Army Appropriation Bill. In the Senate, Mr 
Keman introduced a bill directing Mr. Sherman, the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury, to restrict the coinage of silver dollars 
to the extent of the demand, and repealing the statutory 
obligation upon the Treasury to purchase silver bullion. On 
the 7th inst, a warm debate took place in the Assembly on a 
resolution calling Sir, Evert 1 e attention to the alleged fictitious 
Canadian fishery statistics, and grave charges were brought 
against the agents of the British Government, who were 
declared to have designedly brought before tho Halifax Com¬ 
mission both fraudulent testimony and altered documents. A 
bill has been introduced in the Senate placing General Grant 
on the retired list of the Army with the full rank and pay of 
General. On Tuesday the House of Representatives passed 
the Indian Appropriation Bill. 

Mr. Evarts, Secretary of State, on the 5th inst. opened the 
International Sanitary Conference. After electing Mr. Hay, 
Assistant-Seeretoiy of State, as president, the Conference 
adj ourned for a week. 

Mr. Nathan Goff, jun., of West Virgin! n, has been nomi¬ 
nated Secretary to the Navy. 

The Governor of North Carolina, in Ilia message to the 
State Legislature, eulogises the blacks, and declares it to be 
the duty of the whites to treat them with justice, 

luwood Hall has been finally adopted by tho Commission 
of the World's Fair at New York as the site of the Exhibition 
building, 

CANADA. 

Tho total revenue on account of the Consolidated Fund of 
the Dominion for the year 1879-80 amounted to 23,307,406 dels, 
and the expenditure to 24,850,634 dols. The total debt up to 
the end of last June was 199,125,323 dels,, against 133,974,753 
dols. in 1879* 

The Toronto Ghbs publishes intelligence from Ottawa stating 
that a (syndicate of well-known capitalists and others lias been 
formed for the construction of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
on tonne eminently more favourable to the Dominion than those 
now awaiting ratification by the Canadian Parliament. 

Mr. Edward Blake, the leader of the Opposition in the 
Dominion House of Commons, on 6th inst. addressed a crowded 
meeting nt Montreal, and spoke for four hours against the con¬ 
tract entered into by the Government for the construction of 
the Pacific Railway. The meeting adopted a resolution declar¬ 
ing that the people should pass judgment on the scheme before 
Parliament ratified the bargain* 

INDIA. 

The Viceroy of India arrived at Calcutta on Tuesday, and 
proceeded to Government House. No ceremony was observed 
on his arrival, the arrangements being of a private character. 
His Excellency is very weak, but he has not suffered any 
relapse through the length of the journey* 

8 ir James Ferguson, the Governor of Bombay, is at 
present visiting the Bolan Pass. 

AUSTRALIA. 

The Revenue of New South Wales for the past year is 
returned at £4,912,000, showing an increase of £430,250 as 
compared with 1879; for tbe quarter ending Dec. 31 last, the 
revenue of Victoria amounted to £1,252,000, being an increase 
of £193,000 ; and the revenue returns of Queensland for tho 
half year ending Dec. 31, 1889, show that the total receipts 
during that period amounted to £803,000, or an increase of 
£900O, compared with the last six months of 1379. 

Telegrams from Adelaide of Saturday's date announce that 
the steamer Chimborazo had gone ashore in the Gulf of St. 
Vincent, and that the passengers were being lauded. 


Princess Alexandrian, daughter of Princess Alexandrian of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin and grandniece of the Emperor 
William, has become a novice in the St. Vincent de Paul

In tbe Townhull at Singapore on Dec. 1, Sir Frederick

McNair, Major Dunlop, Mr. F A. Swcltenham, and Mr. de 
Fontaine, for their services in the Perak campaign. 

The Session of the Jersey States was opened on Monday. 
The first subject brought before tho House was the Burials 
Act, which had been sent by the Government for registration. 
After some discussion, in which it was shown that no incon¬ 
venience would arise from its adoption, tlio House agreed to 
order registration, and thus give the Act tho force of law in 
Jersey. _ 


LIFE-BOAT SERVICES. 

At n meeting of the Royal National Life-Boat Institution 
held on tho 6th inst. rewards amounting to £223 were grunted 
to the crews of different life-boats for services rendered during 
the gales of the past month, and £3320 was paid in respect 
of different life-boat establishments. Legacies to tho 
amount of £900 wore reported. The gold medal of the insti¬ 
tution was presented to Lieutenant J. A. Torrens, Royal Scots 
Greys; the silver medal to Bombardier Smith, R.A. ; Private 
Reilly, A.S.G.; Private Howard, 57th Regiment; and Dr. ILL. 
Cox, of the Army Medical Department; and the thanks of 
the Institution to Mr. B. Jackson, chief engineer of the War 
Department steamer Stanley, The silver medal of the insti¬ 
tution was voted to Mr. Henry Smith, a Gloucester pilot, 
and £l to his assistant for saving the owner of the yacht Foam, 
his son, and a boatman, when she was in a dangerous position 
near Cardiff, during a gale ef wind and tremendous sea, on 
Aug. 7, Other rewards were granted to the crews of shore- 
boats for saving life from wrecks on our coast. New life-boats 
have been forwarded to Hastings and Kinieridgo (Isle of 
Porbock). 

The Indian Chief, on her way from Middlesborough to 
Japan, struck upon the Ijong Sands, near the entrance to tho 
Thames, one night last week, and became a total wreck. 
During the night the master, the second mate, and sixteen of 
the crew were washed off and drowned. Tho Ramsgate life¬ 
boat succeeded in saving eleven of the craw as soon as daylight 
enabled the rescuers to discover the whereabouts of the wreck. 

Tho annual meeting of the Committee of the Civil Sen-ice 
Lite-Boat Fund was held on Monday. The fund was reported 
to be in au unprecedentedly prosperous state, the number of 
subscribers having increased from 3842 to 4979. The 
committee appeal to the service for further help, to enable 
them to endow a second life-boat during the year. The boats 
of the fund have, up to tho present time, saved 128 lives and 
three vessels.

Lord Overetoue lias forwarded £100 to the National Society 
for promoting- the education of the poor in the principles of 
the Fstablished Church, 

Tho heavy debt (about £2000) on the Church of All Saints 1 , 
South Lambeth, was considerably reduced last week by the 
munificent of £100 from Mr. Foster, of Willey, who has 
before contributed largely to tho erection of this church. 

About £250 bos been subscribed for the memorial stained- 
glass window proposed to be placed in the Church of St. 
Margaret, Westminster, hi commemoration of William 
Caxton. 

A new infant school connected with St. Mary's, the old 
parish church of Lambeth, was opened on Monduy by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. The schools, with sehoolhouse 
attached, have cost about £2550. 

Handsome new Church of England schools to accommodate 
800 children, which have been erected at a cost of £3000, 
defrayed by Miss Sidebottom, of Hare wood Lodge, were opened 
near Gloseop last Saturday by Bishop Kelly, coadjutor to the 
Bishop of Chester. 

Lord Penzance on Saturday last made the order of depri¬ 
vation in the case of the Rev. John IL Be la Bere^ upon whom, 
sentence was recently passed. His Lordship also gave judg¬ 
ment in tbe case of the Rev. Richard Askew, suspending him 
fur one year for drunkenness, and condemning him in costs. 

Tbe Bishop of Lichfield has issued a request that in future, 
when it is in contemplation to build new churches, or to provide 
new burial^-grounds, the plans may be submitted to him before 
the work is begun, in order to obviate the possibility of difli- 
eultiea as to consecration. 

Tile Bishop Suffragan of Nottingham lias bought from the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners the house and grounds within the 
minster precinct at Southwell, formerly the palace of the 
Archbishops of York, with a view of presenting the property 
as an additional endowment for the new see of Southwell. 

Ham Church, next Sandwich, aituate about one mile and a 
half from Bettcfilianger (to which parish it is united), was 
recently reopened, after a thorough restoration, from the 
designs of Mr. Joseph Clarke, the architect for the diocese. 
With tho exception of two grants of £25 from the Incorporated 
and Diocesan Church Building Societies, the whole expense 
has been borne by Sir Walter James, the patron of the living, 
for the nave, and by the Rector* the Rev, J. Worthington 
Bliss, for the chancel. Four candelabra of beaten iron for the 
lighting of the church have been promised by Lady James; 
and a latten alms-dish of repousse work has been given by 
Mr. Walter James, M.P. 


The tenantry on the Duke of Westminster's Eaton estates 
have received a circular to the effect that, although the Ground 
Game Act will not legally take effect until 1882, lie is wiUing 
to consider it as being in operation from Feb. 2 next.

the county of Aber¬ 
deen t J.Ph and D.L., 
died on the 30th ult. 
at Portobello, near 
Edinburgh. He was 
bom Dee. 19, 1808, 
the only son of 
Major James Seton 
(killed in the Penin¬ 
sular War), by 
Frances, his wife, 
daughter of Captain 
George Cooto, 
nephew of Sir Eyro 
Coote, and ho succeeded to the baronetcy (conferred in 1683 
on Sir Alexander Sot on, a Lord of Justiciary) at the decease 
of his grandfather, Sir William Seton, in 1819* He was 
educated at the University of Edinburgh, and was admitted 
an advocate at the Scottish Ear in 1830* He married, Nov* 26, 
1834, Elhin Henrietta, second duughter of Mr* Henry Lumsden, 
of Cushney* a director E*E*I.C., and widow of Captain John 
Wilson, H.B.I.C.S., and by her (who died April 24,1873} leaves 
issue, of which the eldest son, now Sir James Lumsden Seton, 
eighth Baronet, of Pifcmedden, Into Captain 102nd Foot, was 
horn in 1835* The Setona, & very ancient and historic family 
in Scotland, represented in the male line by Sir Bruce Maxwell 
Seton, eighth Baronet, of Abercom, gave rise, in a junior 
branch, to the noble house of Gordon, the surname of which 
was iii former times Seton.

THE AMERICAN FRANKLIN SEARCH 
EXPEDITION. 

Some additional Illustrations of this arduous journey and 
sojourn of an exploring party in the Arctic Regions, from the 
Sketches of Mr. 1L W, Klutschak, of Prague, who was one of 
the party, are engraved for tho present Number of our Jour- 
nal. The expedition, fitted out by the New York Geographical 
Society, left that place in the summer of 1878, and returned 
home at the end of last summer. Its overland sledge travel¬ 
ling, from the northern shore of Hudson's Buy to Simpson’s 
Strait, and across that strait to King William's Lund, with 
the long sojourn in that desolate country, occupied eleven 
months, including the return journey to Hudson's Buy, The 
party consisted of Lieutenant Frederick Schwatka, un officer 
of tlve 'United States army, who was in command ; Mr. Gilder, 
correspondent of the New York Herald; Mr, Klutschak, an 
artist; Mr, Frank Malms, of Wisconsin; and Joe Fberling, 
tin experienced Arctic traveller, assisted by the Netehillik and 
other tribes of Esquimaux. 

We have already narrated the courno and the principal 
events of this romarkable expedition ; and we have published, 
in two preceding weeks' papers, some of the Illustrations 
with which Mr. Klutschak has furnished us, and which were 
further explained by the aid of his journal, together with that 
of Mr* Gilder. The subject of our two-page Engraving in 
thweek's supplement is the scene at midnight on Jone 1, 
1879, at the huts of the Netehillik tribe, ou the shore of 
Bimpson’s Strait, in latitude 88 deg* 7 min, N., and 
longitude 96 deg. W., near one of the points at which, 
ueeordiug to Esquimaux; report, some of Sir John Franklin's 
companions perished of hunger in 1818. The evidence of 
several men and women of the Notch ill iks, being carefully 
taken down through tho interpreter, Mr. Frank Holme, has 
recently been published in the Now York and London daily 
papers; it is also preserved in Mr. Klutschak - s private 
Journal. The phenomenon of “the Midnight Sun,” which 
13 shown iii this Sketch of Juno 1, 1879, has often been 
observed and described in the north parts of Europe and of 
America. Two summer views in the Arctic Region, one taken 
on Aug. 29,1878, at North Cairn, near 1 ho head-quarters of tins 
expedition, and the other in King William. 1 a Laud (Luring the 
summer of the next year, are presented by m ia this week's 
publication. 

An incident of eladge-travelling, on April 15, 1879, when 
descending the kill ranges that intervene on the route from 
Hudson's Bay across the dreary desert to the more northerly 
Arctic Archipelago, furnishes the subject of another charac¬ 
teristic sketch by Mr. Klutschak. One of the laden sledges 
bad already reached the bottom of tho steep and snow-covered 
iaelinc, though not without some danger of nmnirvg over and 
killing the team of Esquimaux dogs. These poor animals, 
completely exhausted, immediately threw themselves down 
imcL enjoyed their brief repose, while the men in charge 
waited for the other two dodges to follow them. 
But, as tho second one got about halfway, the terrified 
dogs broke their traces and got louse, in doing which 
they nearly overturned the sledge at the top of mi irresistible 
slide ; and so it rushed down the slope by its own momentum, 
with two men clinging to it, and trying to save it from utter 
wreck. But a few hours' labour sufficed to put all to rights 
fur continuing the day's journey. The breaking up of the ice 
so lute in the season as July 24 of that year, near Erebus and 
Terror Bay, on the west coast of King William's Land, where 
Lieutenant Bchwatka’s party built a hut and established a 
temporary depot, is shown in another Illustration. Wo also 
give a view of the scene at the removal of their camp from 
sharp’s River, Big Bead, in the Hayes River territory, ou 
May 26 of the same year, tins place being considerably south 
of bimpson's Strait, and on the iimmlima of North America, 
iu the peninsula separating Hudson's Buy from the inner 
waters of the Arctic Region. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 

DIFFUSION OF GASES - CHEMICAL DECOMPOSITION— 
ELECTHOLYttlfS* 

Professor Dewnr, M.A*, F.U.8., in his fifth lecture on Atoms, 
given on the 6th inst., resumed his illustrations of the lique¬ 
faction of gases. Borne carbonic acid gas pressed into tho 
form of ice did not by evaporation freeze the water into 
which it was put, the evolved gas prevent tug actual con¬ 
tact ; but a mass of mercury was frozen by the ice, and shown 
to possess tho ordinary metallic properties, when contact was 
effected by means of ether, which absorbed the gas. Some 
liquefied nitrous oxide gas was exhibited, audits boiling point 
stated to ho 150 degrees below aero. Tile incessant internal 
motions of the atoms of gases resemble bombardment; and tho 
hypothetical balls, varying in sire and velocity, were illus¬ 
trated by au ingenious model constructed by Mr, Cottrell. To 
these movements were attributed the diffusion of gases, not 
oily through ordinary porous bodies, but even through those 
possessing great density. The passage of hydrogen gas 
through white-hot platinum was demonstrated ; and this, 
tho lightest and most energetic of all gases, woe shown to 
descend through a membrane and combine with tho heavier 
air beneath it, contrary to the law of gravitation* The action 
of heat iu effecting chemical draompogitionwus next exhibited. 
The oxides of iodmo were by heat separated into crystalline 
iodine and oxygen gas; and magnesia and oxygen gas were 
produced by the brilliant combustion of the metul magnesi um, 
Tho absorption of gases by metals was illustrated, and intensely 
hot melted, silver was shown to absorb oxygen, and to expel it 
from beautiful little craters when the temperature was reduced. 
The production of the electric current was next explained ; 
and ite chemical action, termed electrolysis, strikingly 
exhibited. By a double continuous operation, water was 
decomposed into its elements, oxygen and hydrogen gases, and 
recomposed from them simultaneously. By the same electric 
agency, the singular metal potassium and oxygen were simul¬ 
taneously obtained from intensely heated potash. The occlu¬ 
sion of hydrogen by heated palladium, thus forming a species 
of amalgam, was also noticed, and it was stated that chemists 
now generally consider hydrogen to be tho vapour of a hypo¬ 
thetical metal termed hydrogen mm. 

ALLOTKOPI8M—SFECTEUK ANALYSIS—VORTEX RINGS. 
Frofeasor Dewar, in Ins sixth mid concluding lecture, given on 
Saturday last, resumed his illustrations of the results of the 
molecular movements of gases by showing that the temper¬ 
ature of charcoal may be raised or lowered by the absorption 
of different gases; and also, that the volume of mercury is 
much enlarged, and the metal made plastic like butter, by tjie 
absorption of hydrogen. After stating that the varied 
phenomena of Bound, heat, and light arc attributable to the 
varied degrees of mobility of the atoms of bodies, he exhibited 
the effects of tho enormous heat attainable by means of the 
carbon crucibles placed in the glowing axe of the Voltaic 
battery, whereby not only most refractory bodies nre fused 
and very remarkable decompositions of complex bodies 
effected, but also very great changes arc produced in the con¬ 


dition of elementary bodies. By this agency the Professor 
transformed a pioco of charcoal into graphite (plumbago or 
block lead), and also exhibited the successive transformations 
of sulphur first into a yellow and next into a gorgeous crimson 
liquid, which at a very high temperature boded, producing a 
transparent vapour,—the singular change is termed “ allotro¬ 
pism.” Detailed explanations were then given of the method of 
ascertaining tho chemical constituents of a compound body 
by means of its spectrum—the rainbow-like arrangement of 
ctlours obtained by projecting tho light of its flame through 
prisma upon a screen. Every element has its own peculiar 
spectrum, with red, blue, or green charucteristio bands ; and 
eo delicate is Tills method of analysis, that by its means the 
presence of loss than the ten-thousandth of a grain of gold, 
silver, or iron in a compound may be readily demonstrated ; 
and by its agency the constituents of the sun and other 
heavenly bodies have boon conclusively demonstrated. Among 
the marvellous changes effected by heat, the formation of 
glass, really a salt of silicon, was specially noticed. After 
various illustrations, the Professor said that his chief object 
had been to lead tho minds of his auditors by his 
experiments to imagine the existence of the enormous 
amount of invisible machinery perpetually in action, 
and possessing "the stability of motion; 11 and, finally, 
by way of giviug a hypothetical representation of this atomic 
motion, he exhibited "the movements of the beautiful vortex 
rings—produced, first, in water iu a tube into which he dropped 
a little coloured water, and then by projecting rings of smoke 
into the air, Theae rings were described as possessing three 
kinds of motion—direct, rotatory, and vibratory.

OLD MASTERS AT THE ROYAL ACADEMY* 
Whatever may be thought of the maimer in which tho Royal 
Academic! bus appropriate tho walls of Burlington House 
during the mouths of early summer—whether primarily and 
unduly iu their own interest or not—there can be no question 
that the way in which they perform the arduous task they 
have undertaken of presenting iu the winter months 
representative collections of works by Old Masters and 
deceased British Artists is most pruiseworthy, and an 
invaluable boon to the public. I no committee for tho 
present year has been exceptionally fortunate. We have 
Been, perhaps, choicer works by the early schools of Italy and 
the North, in Gallery IV* (customarily appropriated to those 
early schools), but we do not remember so splendid an array of 
masterpieces in the remaining rooms. This result is mainly 
duo to the generous loan of a large proportion of the famous 
collations of Lord Cowpcr, from Panshniiger, and Mr* Henry 
Hope, from Deepdene* The Cowper collection owes its 
origin to the taste of the ancestor oi tho present Earl whilo 
Ambassador at Florence, towards the close of tho eighteenth 
century, and from this happy circumstance its character is 
mure elevated, and it contains a larger number of Italian 
masterpieces than any other formed at the same period. 
To the Hope collection attaches the almost unique 
interest that the greater port of the Dutch cabinet works, 
of which it mainly consists, were painted for the Hope family 
when resident iu Amsterdam, or were purchased by them 
about the same time* The loans from the galleries of Lords 
Carnarvon, Cnryeforfc, and Strafford will also be regarded with 
special interest as they arc little known, and inedited by 
waogen or others. The liberal contributions of Sir William 
N. Abliy and Mr. Charles Butler, and the gleanings from 
many other collections likewise, frequently comprise very fine 
or instructive examples. 

Gallery L p us usual, m chiefly occupied by pictures of our 
own deceased painters. The Hope collection (with the 
exception, of one work) has been judiciously grouped together 
in Gallery II * , and the consummate finish and technical mastery 
of them: comparatively miniature gems will suffice to exhaust 
the visitor's capacity of sight and admiration in at least one 
long visit* After the stridn upon attention these compel, it ia 
with a sense of relief that one passes Into the Great Loom, or 
Gallery Hi*, where arc appropriately ranged the great work a, 
decorative, religious, hietoiSal, or masterpieces of portraiture 
of the Kalians, and of that Flemish Italian, Vandyke. Art is 
here liberated to its widest amplitude, and here takes its 
highest flight; nor can it be without a glow of national pride 
that wo find how well our own Reynolds, and Gainsborough, and 
Romney, ay, and even Turner and Wilkie, hold their own iu 
this princely company* The query may, however, obtrude aa 
to how it is that the elevated dignity and sense of beauty, tho 
liberal fulness, and largo mastery here displayed, seems to 
belong to some extinct race; how it is that they so rarely 
appear iu our contemporary exhibitions. The contents of 
Gallery IV. wo have already indicated ; and, besides all this, 
there h r in Gallery Y* ? an almost exhaustive gathering of 
drawings, from the London University and private owners, of 
that, moat classical, poetical, and fertile of designers, the great 
sculptor, John Flaxmam 

as the study at iim priceless aggregat ion of art-treasures, 
and even the mere cursory examination to which our limits 
restrict ns, can, for obvious reasons, bo pursued most profit¬ 
ably by adopting an approximate chronological sequence, we 
commence our survey with Gallery TV* Here, then, besides 
early work of that Sienese school to which the Florentine, 
Vasari, did but scant justice, wo find Art emerging at a 
bound from Byzantine stiffness and tradition in a group of 
three holy women and St. John the Baptist (223), and 
lie radios ' receiving the head of the mmc saint (226), by 
Giotto, both from the collection formed by Eoscoe, the his¬ 
torian (much in advance of the taste of his day), and which 
he gave to the Liverpool Royal Institution. These pieces 
of a fresco were taken from the Carmine, the year before tho 
lire that spared only the. memorable paintings of the Braneacei 
chapel; yet even in these discoloured fragments we see 
Giotto's earnestness and truth of expression, which, with his 
inventive originality, explain the sympathy and eulogin of his 
friend Haute, and, more than the relatively great advance the 
painter made in the rendering of nature, commend him to our 
respect. The beautiful and celebrated panel by his follower 
Simone Memmi, from the same institution* representing tho 
Virgin and St. Joseph rernonrirating with their youthful sou 
ou his return from the Temple (225), was praised by the 
painter's contemporary, Petrarch, and later by Vasari 


There is a onriotm Pietu (188) by Andrea Mantegna (signed), 
showing the dead body of Christ placed on a mined marble 
throne with Isuifth and St. Jerome on either side, ruins 
and a hilly landscape in the background. Tins picture 
affords an index to the character of the early Lombard 
school, for it must ben very youthful production of Mantegna, 
seeing that the influence of the newly discovered antique 
remains, or the Renaissance (which so much elevated 
the master's later style), is little, if at nil, apparent. 
In common with other early efforts of tho Northern 
Italians, its painfully elaborate attempt to copy nature, the 
meagrmess of tire Arms, and tho absence of all feeling for 
beauty, seem to establish an affinity to the works of the 
Transalpine painters ol the same epoch—the result, partly 
perhaps, of intercommunication between them. This may bo 
verified by reference to the large, well-known Lucas Van 
Leydou, “The Adoration of tho Magi ” (196), from Bucking¬ 
ham Palace; or, better still, tho two very intricate and 
laboriously wrought-out compositions, 41 Pilate Washing lus 
Hand*" (228), and “Tho Deposition t? (231), typical 
examples of that rare master Michael WoJgemuth, also 
from the Liverpool Institution. Placed between these, thus 
enabling us to see at a glance how mistaken is the 
ascription, is another “ Deposition," attributed to Albert 
Hiker, the illustrious pupil of Wolgenmth. Although a 
miracle of minute tell—see the drops of blood and the tears 
on Christ's cheek—the figures are even uglier than those of 
Wblgemuth, and it is otherwise inferior to hi# work; much 
less that of bis pupil: it belongs probably to tho Cologne

The approximation between the schools of North Italy 
mid Switzerland, Germany and the Netherlands, to which 
wo have alluded, renders it difficult to determine tho 
authorship of works all equally marked by that desire to 
realise nature in details which actuated all the painters of the 
period ; it is particularly difficult in the CHfiQ of portraits, and 
especially if they arc under litesire* Three such portraits, 
more or leys noteworthy, are hero* Two of them arc attributed 
to Francesco Fraucia- why, wo cannot say—-and one (192) is 
described as a portrait of the painter himself—perhaps for 
no oilier reason than that tho person represented holds a ring, 
Franeift having been, like several of hia contemporaries, a 
gold smith 1 The other, md vastly superior portrait (200), 
certainly cannot be by one and the same painter; it 
approaches in colour (though a little drier) and strength of 
characterisation to Bellini* The third of these portraits, mi 
exquisite oil miniature, is attributed to Ilolbciu ; but the cold, 
tone of the carnations (resembling Clouet in this though 
hardly in other respects) forbids the ascription* We have, 
however (sent by Mrs. Henry Hutb), a very genuine, though 
retouched, and remarkable Holbein, iu Ins fullest, deepest 
tones of colouring, mid distinguished by his intense truth of 
character and expression, in the bust lifeshae, or nearly so, of 
Holbein's unfortunate patron, Sir Thomas More (194) in his 
black cap, fur-trimmed coat and collar of SS, as Speaker, 
which is very likely the first portrait painted by Holbein in 
England. 

Returning to tho North Italian schools—Mr* Richmond, 
R.A., sends a “Virgin and Child and Four Saints' 1 (222) 
of the Mnrano school, which, showing, as it does, tho early 
lovo of the Venetian school for rich sumptuous colouring, 
affords as instructive on indication of the rise of that school 
to? the Mantegna before mentioned does of that of Lombardy. 
There Is n very interesting picture (206), which wo regret our 
space will not permit ub more fully to describe, representing 
the infamous Malatesta di Rimini and his mistress seated in a 
landscape, receiving the Tope's Legate, which is ascribed to 
Giorgione; and tho colouring in parts, the figure of the 
Legate, tho romantic sentiment and landscape, might almost 
permit us to ndiait the possibility, this being a careful early 
work of tho groat Venetian; there, however, appears to bo 
Bomc difficulty as to the probable date of the incident. 

So far us we have proceeded, we have seen the painters 
engaged in one long struggle to learn how to render the facts 
of nature with minute veracity. And, despite partial failure, 
their honesty is so palpable, their motives so sincere, and 
sentiment so pure that wa often fed the result to be morn 
sympathetic than many too self-conscious displays of ripo 
mastery. Our modem medievalists, however, it wo may use 
a Hiberuioism, imagine that in reproducing the imperfections, 
they arc also working in the spirit of those early devotees, 
forgetting that the same honest, earnest effort to excel would, 
could those pioneers of art change places with their imitators, 
impel them not backwards, but forwards, in order to outdo 
the too easy triumphs of contemporaries and rivals. 

Resuming our survey, we go back a little to see the artists 
of central Italy taking a new initiative. Assured of the means 
of expression, they begin to select the beautiful and tho 
generic in nature; deeper religious fervour finds a freer expres¬ 
sion ; arid they give rein to their imagination* The imme¬ 
diate precursors and the usHodntos of Raphael> tho 14 Divine if 
master himself, with Leonardo da Vinci and Michael Angelo, 
mark the course mid culmination of Art to its very zenith. The 
great name of Masaccio suggests iteelf as one of the prime 
movers to this consummation; for did not Raphael form Ins 
stylo on and borrow one of his noblest figures from the freacoes 
in the Drancacci chapel ? We h mo bora, however, only one 
small head questionably attributed to Miisaecio, and still 
more questionably described as a portrait of him sell (160); it 
does not resemble the portrait of the painter by himself in tho 
National Gallery, a portrait authenticated, if we rein ember 
rightly, by one of the master's own frescoes, Nor have we any 
work 'of Raphael'a muster, Terugino; and there is little 
specially characteristic to identity the portrait numbered 
197 as of the “school of Ferugino. 11 But there is a small 
“Virgin and Child’' (184), an ornamental composition by 
Knturicokio, whom Raphael assisted at fcfieua, and from 
whom, wo think (though this has hardly been recognised), 
ho derived some of lus taste iu ornamentation. And there 
is a beautiful and pathetic “Holy Family" (207), by 
Fra Bartolommeo, the grace of lines in which, Dr. Waagen 
thinks, indicate friendly association with Raphael, while the 
Hunt a to of the modelling may be traced to Leonardo. 

Thus we reach Lord Cowper's two celebrated, though small, 
Raphaels, both representing the “Virgin and Child:” one 
(146) an early Florentine work, still strongly marked with the 
Peraginesque characteristics; the other (152) still retaining 
much convention in type, but marked by little of tho austere 
feeling that characterised his Florentine manner—it is dated 
154)8, at the end of which year Raphael commenced his great 
works at Rome* Some disappointment may possibly bo Celt 
at one if not both pictures; but if we fully realise exactly 
what had been done In art hitherto, it will appear that they 
clearly indicate the advent of a new mid greater master. In 
the first we have the serene holiness which seems to have 
pervaded that simple family life in Umbria, and no less* it 
would seem, his master's studio (profligate though he wap said 
to be), combined with the sweetest naturalness. How lovingly 
the child throws both awns round the mother 'e neck ; liow 
ineffably tender Is the smile on her lips I The painting is so 
thin that it does not conceal the outlines, which are departed 
from ia several place#; and this transparency is supposed to 
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THE REVOLT IN THE TRANSVAAL. 

The Dutch population of the Transvaal, who have risen in 
arms to regain their political independence, demanding simply 
tho Restoration of the Republican Government which wns 
guaranteed by the OonveutioU of 1A52, have elected three of 
3i«lr loading citizens Mr. S* J. Paul Kruger, Mr. AT. W. 
Pretoria*, and Mr, «T, V. Jobber!, to form the Provisional 
Government. All these persons held high office iu the 
Transvaal Republic for years before its annotation to the 
British Empire in April, 1*77; and all took n prominent part, 
b» they have never ceased to do t in opposing that annexation* 
Mr. jonbert was Vice-President of the Republic, and Acting 
State Pres!clout in 1875 ; while Messrs. Kruger and Pretoria^ 
wove members of the Executive Council, and the latter, 
who is sea of the well-known Andreas Pre-tori ns, founder 
of the* Republic, has held the office of President, Mr, 
Kruger was Vice-President in 1877. The newly-appointed 
Republican Executive Council at Heidelberg consists of Mesaxa. 
t ] ember t, Jorlssm, and T. P. Mare. The second of these 
gentlemen, the Kev. Dr. E. T, P. Jortesen, is n Dutch 
Pi'Oteshmt clergyman, but is also it lawyer, and was Attorney 
General of the Republic, with a sdtey of 1000 a year, at the 
time of the Annexation. The lata Republican Government, 
by the resolution* of its Executive Council at Pretoria, on 
April 11, 1877* accompanying the forum) Iteotest of President 
T. F. Burger* against Sir T. Shepstonote net of annexation, 
ordered a deputation to go to England to remonstrate with 
her Majesty's Government. Mr, Kruger and Dr, Jorissen* 
formed the lira! deputation, who came to London and hud an 
interview with the Earl of Carnarvon, then Colonial Secretary, in 
August of that year. They were informed by Lord Carnarvon 
th at the annexati on comm ilot be re yoked. M emoifal* against i t 
signed by very large numbers of the Dutch people, not only in 
the Transvaal, but in the Capo Colony, and nddm*es from the 
Orange River Free State, and from Amsterdam and other cities 
of Holland, were equally disregarded. Messrs. Kruger and 
Jutissm therefore returned to South Africa, but the agitation 
in the Transvaal grew to such a pitch of discontent that, in 
March, 1878, Sir T. fchopstone, then AdmiuLtrater for the 
1 iritis!i Government, issued the severest uiomi ring decrees for 
th* Suppression of Dutch popular agitation, Notwithstanding 
tliese measure*, a fresh memorial protesting against the nnnexa- 
tion wim signed by 0591 men of the Dutch nation in the Trail*- 
Vftul, being noiuly seven eightliw *>t the adult mute population, 
i >n the other baud, there were 587 signatures, mostly English 
or foreign, in favour of the annexation. Mr, M. W, Pre- 
toriim was ehairrcmi of a coinbmud minting of delegate 
in April, 1878, which, appointed Me**rs, Kruger and Jobber! 
to proceed as u ftcctmd deputation to England, to present the 
new memorial to the Qnreute Government* with further 
documentary proof*, and to repeat the demand for the 
restoration of independence, In accordance with lho.se 
Instructions, Messrs, Jvriiger mid Jonbert did come to 
England, and on July 10, 1878, had an audience of Sir 
J l h \ t ael 1 licks - Bench, whohad G ion su cc ceded Lord < 'avimrvon 
at the Colonial Office. Ilia reply, dated Aug, G, which will be 
found hi the PiU’linjuenbuy papers, of that Session, confirmed 
the decision that hud been pronounced the year to fore. From 
that time, ro far ns it appears the 1 Jut eh party of inde¬ 
pendence in the Tiuimvnanuive nierely awitifini finar oppor¬ 
tunity to cast off the British authority, whenever it should 
appear feasible, and there has been u general obstinate refusal to 
pay tuxtts or *u limit to the magistrates! of British appoint- 
meat, The proclamation issued bv their new Fro visional 
Government, in the mime of the 1 ‘ South African Republic,* 1 
which is the old style and title of the Transvaal, concludes in 
these terms 

11 All the iiihabitauts of this country who will keep thorn- 
selves quiet and obedient to the laws si mil stand under the 
protection: of the laws. The people desire to be forgiving to 
till burgher* of the South African Republic who, by rircuim- 
Ptauees, Imve been brought to desert for the time being the 
part of the people ; but it cannot promise to extend lids for¬ 
giveness to those burghers of the South African Republic who 
assume the position of opfej$ enemies to the people nu cl continue to 
deceive the Englteh Government by their untruthful repra^eiita- 
tiotift. All offioitthf who serve the Government now, uud who 
are able atid willing to serve under the altered eirpurnsUu iccr of 
the country, shall have a clnim to retain theirplaces duel such 
advantages a* their position now affbrtet to theiii. To this 
English Uovcrmneiit. t he right Is reserved to muiutaui in our 
country a Consul or Diplomatic Agent, to represent the 
iufi re-OH of liririrth siibjt c^. . . . The differences about 
.boundaries with natives rinUl be submitted to arbitration. For 
the native policy the Government is prepared to accept general 
principle* to be decided upon after deliberation with the 
t'likmies and Stnteft uf South Africa. The Republic U pre¬ 
paring to ran federal f' with the 0o Ionic:* and States nf South 
Atrua, Fluidly, we declare Olid make known to all and-every¬ 
body that from this tiny t he eouiitfyia declared to bo hi u state 
of siege and under the prnvMons of imuTiul law.” 

The Provisional l tovernment have scijt letters to IVmdont 
Brand, tin,’ head of the Orange River Dutch Free State, to Mr.

AI uny people in England seem to feel surprised, as well ns 
grieved, At the outbreak of this itorce conflict. South African 
political iitliur* are so com plicated and so obscured by want 
of geographical mid historical information, as well os by 
columnJ lnisreprcscfitations, that it is always hard for m 
nt home to explain the actual cau>c and true merits of any 
luirticJilnr war in that rcgtfjii. But let us imagine a similar 
imnsiiction in Central Asia. r 11tL* would seem to be a pcuiillel 
case, AemuUcoiminmltyof English settlers, but independent 
of Queen Victoria** nllcgitmccj numbering 100,000, liad been 
dwelling, fur several generation * past, on the banks of the Oxtts. 

Their r.mote altnntion, far in the interior of the *olicl Cm- 
tmeiit, *Hut lu by mountain rangea and deserts, and Purroinulcd 
by the dominion a of foreign States, which laid enormous tuxes 
on the tmmfit of merchandise to or from this English colony’, 
forbade all commerce with the outer world. They had uou- 
Kequcutly lost that practice of manufacturing and trading 
industry which Intel of yore distinguished their forefathers in 
merry England. But their pastoral wealth, used iu a 
patriarchal fashion, with a primitive simplicity of household 
life, yicltlel thorn eoiiRtuut and abundant menus of subsistence. 
Each substantial yeoman, owning several square miles of the 


open grassy plain, reared his thousands of riicep and oxen ; 
and built for his son* nnd his sons-in-law houses dose to his 
own abode, in the centre of a wide family estate. They had 
plenty of food supplied by the soil and cuttle; and their 
women, spinning, weaving, and sewing, made every article of 
dress. Mr. Brown, Jones, or Robinson, as the funner might bo 
named, had small need of buying and selling, when ho had 
once purchased a plough, a rble, and some useful cutlery, and 
laid in a stock of ammunition, either for huntinjj or for lii* 
defence against the predatory Turcoman tribes. It wus a rude 
and simple way of living, hut it was not entirely Ravage. These 
English colonist of the Asiatic steppe retained their Protestant 
Christianity ; and the old Bible, the Prayer-book, and the 
Hymn-book, which tlieir Puritan ancestors brought from 
England long before, were cherished by the churches of 
Transoxiann, with as much faith and seal ns here in the 
mother-country. 

Let tliis be the social and moral condition of Tran soriana ; 
a commonwealth devoid of luxury, but exempt from penury anti 
artificial depravity, in its primitive English simplicity, only 
four years ago. Its most powerful neighbour was the 
mighty Russian Empire, then advancing in the path of 
conquest from Khiva, Samareand, and Bokhara, towards tile 
Hindoo Khoosh. But the email English Republic of Central 
Asia felt its liberties secured by virtue of a solemn Treaty, 
which the Imperial Government of the Czar had voluntarily 
negotiated and formally ratified, shortly before the Crimean. 
War. That formal Treaty was settled by a Hustonn High 
Commissioner meeting the "English Delegates on the banks of 
the Oxus, and was afterwards countersigned, at St. Pelere- 
burg, by Prince Gortschukuif or some other Chancellor of the 
Russian Empire. It recognised and established, for all time 
to come, the sovereignty and complete political independence 
of the Republic of Transoxinun, with the amplest and freest 
exercise of its nationality by a government of its own choice. 
There was an express stipulation, moreover, by which the 
Russian imperial Government of its own accord bound itself 
never to interfere or meddle with nay disputes between the 
Republic and the other Asiatic States, nations, or tribes, the 
Tar tors mid Turcomans, the Persians and Afghans, or any of 
its other Midiommedon or heathen neighbours. A more 
distinct and explicit International agreement was never 
written, signed, or sealed. It is no wonder, therefore, if the 
simple English formers and graziers of Trunsoxkma believed 
that their freedom w wife, They relied upon the plighted 
word of honour of the Great White Czar; The revenue of 
their own Government was small; they paid few taxes, and 
kept no standing army. Tliuii duos to the State were clu er- 
fuliy and punctually discharged by personal service, whether 
ill. roadinattiug, building, cultivating public laud, or carrying 
the mans. The State in this way jogged on well enough, at a 
good easy pace; and if it hud to light the Turcomans, the 
Afghans, or any other national enemies, there was a prompt 
ntnster of four or five thousand sturdy Englishmen, every umn 
riding a good horse of hm own, and carrying a ride with 
which lie made capital shots; and their farm-waggons, drawn 
by teams of farm-oxen, served both for moving tents and 
for the carrying of warlike stores. 

Now, let m suppose that there was a small party of 
foreign colonial adventurers, laud-jobbers, projectors of 
jiiincs miscellaneous traders, and general speculators, who 
had thrust themselves into a vacant corner of Transoxiaun. 
The$e persons, some of them Russians, others Poles, Jews, 
Greeks, and nondescripts, numbering about five hundred in 
all, when they found themselves dimppoiutedin the 41 exploita¬ 
tion ” of the new territory, conceived the idea of upsetting 
its EngEsh Govemment. If they could effect this re vn hit ion, 
and hand it over to the Russian Empire, they calculated there 
would bo a chance of tlieir getting some Jncrative contracts 
or local appointi^ent*, or doing some other kind of profitable 
business, with the goodwill of a Russian Governor- Ho they 
set to work, having nothing better to do, and began to invent 
nil manner of false statements and calumnious libels Against 
the English Republican citizens, the President, the Ijegis- 
lative Council, the House of Uepre^entativea, and maptoiratea 
of Transpxiatia. Among other tuxjusations was that of slave- 
holding, which had been discontinued above forty yours, and 
no English man now owned a single slave. Many of these 
slant!ers were written and printed at a local press, in the 
RiL^ian language, which not » single Englishman could read. 
They were regularly sent to the Russian Governor General 1 * 
lii:ari-f]uarters. and were hy him forwarded to the Imperial 
Chan wry ut 81. Petersburg. The Englishmen, for their paid. 
knew little or nothing of all that was ftiid agaiuat them, tor 
they never troubled themnelvep “with the opinions of the 
foreign w'orld. Air. J. P. AVilklns. then President of Trans- 
oxiami, was lorimnhf literary education, a religious preacher* 
who had turfinl barrister, and had even visdfea Europe. His 
gift of ^powh-iimkiug, without a grain of ststopiium-llko 
prudence, hud, un lor till lately, persuadtd in a simple eauntn’- 
meu to elect hint their temporary chief. He Haltered tho 
national vanity with schemes of imposing grandeur; a rail¬ 
way over the Hindoo Khoosh to BntiBh India, and military 
conquests towards the shores of the Caspian, were glibly 
# promised within hie term of ofileiul jiower. 

Now- it happened that, in au out-of-the-way district of 
mountain and forest, two bundled miles distant from the 
more settled and inhabited lands of Transoxiann, there was a 
certain wild heathen tribe, the Barra-Biggies, under their 
chief tain Sieklesnip. The existence of this tribe was a matter 
of tolerable insignificance to nine tenths of the Engl ini i 
farmer;*, whose dwellb'gs and possessions lay far and wide 
apart in the open plains by the river. But a few of them had 
once attempted to take up fresh postures adjacent to the 
BiUTa-Biggie location. These had been relinquished, not for 
filin' of Sirklesnip, bat from n want of experience of the? 
pestilential dim a to there, which was deadly alike to the horses 
and the horned cattle, and very unwholesome for man. 
Sicklcamp hud thereupon descended upon the vacant fields 
and deserted homesteads, which the Englishmen thought 
might some day be reclaimed, or at least sold by them to 
adventurous new-comers. Those who wore interested in the 
matter prevailrd on the Government of their Republic to send 
a military* expedition against Sicklesnip. The English 
yeomanry force n&scjnbleu for this purpose, and President* 
Wilkins, having an unbounded conceit of hia own abilities, 
took the command. He led them up into the liooloo 
mountains to attack one of the moto tremendously difficult 
natural stmngliohls that ever existed. The attack failed 
entirely froiii hh igJiorant blundering, and lie Instantly took 
fright and ran away from his army. The Englishmen who 
had followed this vain and silly loader were not at all 
frightened; hut they wore extremely disgusted, and thought 
it best to march home and attend to tlulr private affairs. 
There was hot the slightest fear that Sicklesnip would ever 
come down from Ins rocky fastness to pursue them. In fncf T 
within a very few months, the Republic had blockaded all the 
passes to that chieftain’s mountain home, and compelled him 
to sue for pence, which was granted, in February, 1877, on his 
promising to pay a largo fine of cattle* 

But the military failure had occasioned much scandal; and 
one of the agents of the Russian Government, choosing to 


fancy or to feign that the English Republic was on its last 
legs, allying himself with the local clique of intriguing 
foreigners, sot to work in secret to prepare its annexation to 
the Czar’*? Empire. He repaired to Kt. Petersburg, talked 
over one of the Imperial Ministers of State, and procured a 
conditional ukase, l>y winch he w as to go and visit TransoxfiUift 
as Special Commissioner, ostensibly to propose a sort of 
league or confederation of the several States of Central 
Asia. But he was further secretly empowered, in case 
the English population should wish to become Russian sub¬ 
jects, then and then only to proclaim annexation. He went 
to Cromwell town, the Republican capital, and had much 
private negotiation with President Wilkins and the Executive 
Council; but they all resolutely declined to give up their 
national independence. 'They never asked for Russian pro¬ 
tection or assistance in any shape. It is suspected, liow* 
cvqr, that Mr. Wilkins was secretly bought over, as ha after¬ 
wards got a Russian pension. The mysterious diplomatic 
intrigue went on several weeks, till one fine day (it was 
April 12, 1877) the Russian Special Commissioner suddenly 
informed the wholes English community that, they were hence¬ 
forth tube liege subjects of the Czar, who had decreed this 
change of their political condition, and would enforce it by 
hia vast military power, as the Paramount Disposer of Central 
Asia. It was further .intimated, that if they did not submit* 
the Turcoman hordes should be let loose against their country. 
It was in vain to protest, to plead the Treaty of 1 Ho2, md the 
long undisputed exercise of Republican independence. Depu¬ 
tation* to St. Petersburg went again and again, hut returned 
without hope of redress. After three or four years, there wiua 
an English insurrection. 


SOUTH AFRICAN WAR SKETCHES, 

Our fkntth. African War Sketches for this week include, first, 
the Mews of Pretoria and Heidelberg, in the Transvaal, where 
the Dutch Republicans have risen in arms against the British 
Government recently imposed upon them : and two Illus¬ 
trations, also, of the hostilities still carried on by the Cape 
Colonial Government for the subjugation of Basutoland. 
The latter military enterprise, tor winch the Queen's 
Government at home disclaims all direct responsibility, 
does not seem just now to be making progress towards a 
successful accomplishment of its design. Colonel Carrington, 
who commands the force posted at Mafcteng, on the frontier, 
has during the last week or two hud some local skirmisher 
with parties of the Ba.sutos, and luu repulsed them without 
difficulty. Ho haft formed a camp beyond Tsitn, the village 
destroyed last mouth. But he appears to be kept waiting tor 
the result of General Clarke's operations against the Tnmbus 
and the Fondos, who have Invaded East GriquaXafid* Before 
lio can advance into the hostile country. It is even 
thought questionable whether the Colonial forces, consisting 
of Civpc Mounted Rifles t Burgher Mfiitiu, and Volunteers, ore 
equal to the task of dealing with such a multitude of diverse 
foes, over all the extensive territories beyond the Kei and the 
Orange Rivers. Our Illustrations of the Ba?uto war represent 
the esceiie in the Camp at Matoteng when tire alarm was 
sounded, the pickets having been driven in by a night attack; 
and a detachment of native troops on the march, halting for 
their morning meal. Those sketches were taken hy Bugler 
Long, of the Capetown (Duke of Edinburgh’s Own) Volunteers. 

The other Illustrations, ns noticed above, refer to the 
alarming insurrection in the Transvaal, which has already 
been attended with deplorable lass of life ; and the manner in 
which a detachment of the 94th Reg i lire ut- was destroyed, 
at the outset of this unhappy conflict, has excited the 
deepest sorrow. A more particular account of the 
Tmusvuid affair is given in U separate article. Our 
View of the town of Pretoria, aq^l that of Hridelberg, 
which is situated on the read to Pretoria from the Natal 
frontier, are from Sketches by Captain W, .T. Fowler, H.A. 
jtie encampment in front of Pretoria, at the time when, the 
sketch wub taken in 1879, was that formed by Sir Gurnet 
Wolteley, with three infantry regimen is, one of cavalry, and 
a battery of artillery. At Heidelberg, also, there wore then a 
squadron of cavalry rutd a company of infantry, with two 
gnus, ami a redoubt was also built at this place. 

Pretoria, which was named by the Dutch after their famous 
emigrant leader, Andreas Preforms, tlie founder both of the 
0range River Free State and of the Transvaal Republic, is the 
political capital ; but the most important commercial town is 
Itetehefatroom, situated much further westward. Pretoria h 
distant 400 miles from Irieteraaritzburg, the capital of Natal, 
and 4-70 from the seaconst. The site is pleasant and healthy, 
in a fertile valley between two ranges of rocky hills in the 
midst of a vast upland plain: and the town is surrounded 
with trees, hedges, and shrubs, rich in foliage mut flowers. 
It consists of u Bgpare, with the principal Dutch Church 
in it, and four a tracts meeting in the centre. It' 
appears that there? were in Pretoria, at the time when the 
garrison had to retire to the u Fort,” Colonel £iv William 
Owen Lnnyon (the Administrator), hia staff, and. members of 
the Government; Colonel Gildea, commanding 21st Royal 
t-U’otH Eu,si hois, numbering ah ait i!5U men; Airs. Gildcn, and 
all the women and children of the regiment; n debichment 
of the 5Hth Jtegiment and two guns, the Other two having 
been sent to Potehofetroom. There would also be the 
wounded of the 114th Regiment, and the British residents and 
shopkeepers, of whom nearly all are English. The * ( Fort " is 
a brick building, with n ditch round it, situated in an open 
plain on the verge of the racecourse, about a mite outside the 
town. It is somewhat commanded by a range of hilte, but, m 
the Dutch have no cannon, this fact is not of much con¬ 
sequence. The tort was built when the Dutch were “ trouble- 
somc/Vat the time of ^ir Barite Fivrcte viait, and ccmristo 
Of some barrack-like buildings and a large walled in do,sure. 
The walls, though thin, are quite impervious to rifie-bullets; 
and if there be adequate supplies of previsions and ammu¬ 
nition, as well as water, the place* may hold out for a long time 
against any force the Dutch people of the Transvaal can bring 
against it, or any efforts they can make to cany it by assault. 
In nil probability the Dutch will try to starve out the gurrison, 
and perhaps they cun interfere with the supply of Water, 
though part of the Aapjiea streamlet flows through the plain 
dose at band. 

There is news from IWchcfstroom to the 1st Inst. Major 
Clarke and Commandant Roof are there close prisoners in the 
hands of the Dutch, but the tort, with tile few British soldiers 
and residents, still holds out, and was provisioned for a month. 
Among its inmates arc Colonel Winslow, Major Thornhill, 
Commissioner Dunn, Dr. Wallis, Lieutenants Hay and Liddell, 
and Messrs, Palmer, Bketobley, and Watt, The survivors of 
the 94th Regiment have reached Natal in wifefy. 

The despatch of troops from Portsmouth and Woolwich to 
Fouth Africa has been continued with great activity; three 
transports left the Thames on Tuesday. W e give mi Illu rat ion 
of the scene at the'mes^-table of a Highland regiment, lfc on 
the Eve of Departure. 1 *

LORDS. 

The ceremony of 'opening Parliament by Royal Gotmnl^ioil, 
ou Thumtay, tSe 6th inst*, was as tame aa ever* To lend a 
little Courtly ornutenesa to the formality of reading the 
Queen’s Speech, five Ministerial peers—Lord Selbonie, Earl 
Sptuieer, Karl Sydney, the Karl of Cork,* and Lord Mouson— 
sacrificed tliemselvey on the shrine of duty, so far a*s to assume 
the portentous huts and briiUant robes which their .Lordships 
arc doomed to wear on State occasions, and to sit in n row in 
front of the Throne, for the delectation of ordinary mortals in 
the guise of fair strangers in the galleries and members of the 
Lower House at the liar, headed by their bland and urbane 
Speaker* Such, in a few words, was the scene in the Upper 
House when the Lord Chancellor, with a fluency of speech 
acquired by a lifetime of advocacy, mid her Majesty’s Address, 
which suggested to rarlhuneufc that Ireland would this 
Session ylekl the hardest nut to wank—by which phrase no 
riunuybrook flourishing of the aMUdagh is alluded to, be it 
under stood, 

The gracious performance by the Earl of Beacomfield of a 
graceful duty—the introduction of the Into Viceroy of India 
ns Earl Lytton—gave an interest to the evening gathering. 
Earl Granville took up his habitual, easy position m the centre 
of the Ministerial bench face to face with the Leader of the 
Opposition. The Karl of Derby seemed quite at home in his 
seat below the gangway on the Ministerial wide* Behind 
Ministers the mover and seconder of the Address, Lard 
Carrington and the Bari of As thorough, bore themselves 
bravely in tlidr scarlet and blue uniforms, respectively* Their 
Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh, and the Duke of Cambridge occupied their accustomed 
seats on the cross bench ; whilst Princess Mary, the Duke of 
Peek, Prince Christian, and a number of pceretiaea looked 
down upon the distinguished assemblage from the balconies 
to the right and left' of the Throne* The sweet face ot the 
Princess of Wales was missing* Conspicuous also by his 
absence was the Marquis of Salisbury^ aTbrnt Lord Beacon stield 
was strongly supported by Karl Cairns, I^ord Crun brook, the 
Duke of Richmond, mid other ex-Minis tars. 

The speeches made were worthy the audience* Lord 
Carrington (who hud distinguished iihnsclf during a previous 
Session by his fmnk and unprejudiced remarks in favour of 
Earl Cairns's land bills) comported himself with soldierly 
directness, and touched with firmness and fairness the various 
topics in the Queen's Speech* Lord Carrington will make his 
mark in politics. The thoughtful Address of the Knri of Yar¬ 
borough was also marked by high promise. 

Lord Jteacouftfleld delivered hie pungent and lively 
criticism of the M ii ilfs tori id policy in an oracular style, remind¬ 
ing one of the gloomy visions Mr. Benjamin Disraeli used to 
conjure up for Lord Pal in croton to demolish in a tew hunter- 
jllg sentences. The noble Karl's attack was, nevertheless, most 
artistically conceived. Ho adroitly nought to convey the 
general notion that, whereas the late Ministry had brought 
”peace with honour' 1 to Europe, had covered the Indian 
Army with glory in Afghanistan, and had held Irish agitators 
in cheek, the present Government had made war Imminent in 
Europe, were scuttling in nil undignified manner from Can- 
diihar, and by supineness Imd allowed the Land League to 
rule in liou of the Administration in Ireland* The peroration 
was a resonant appeal to the Government, enforced with 
emphatic action, to re-establish “the sovereignty of the 
Queen” in Ireland—a declaration which elicited from the 
Conservative benches a round of cheering, that was, com¬ 
paratively speaking, hearty, 

Karl Granville caught a ppurk of his skilful antagonists 
fire and energy. The Foreign Secretary was actually audible 
in his very lirot. sentences, which plainly cost him tin effort. 
To the charge that the Ministry had broken the continuity of 
action which l*ord Bcaconsfield implied ought to be continued 
from one Government to another, Karl Granville aptly 
retorted that Ministers could hardly be expected to follow 
servilely in the steps of an Administration which had been 
14 entirely discredited and defeated at the polls*” The 
Foreign Secretary went on to show, iu hi3 amiably 
argumentative way, that, so Jar from seeking to reverse the 
Berlin Treaty, the Government were endeavouring to give 
practical effect to that instrument. Mildly insinuating that 
ttie country had been not a little dissatisfied with “the 
blundering and impoTeney ” of 'the late Ministry in Afghan¬ 
istan, tho noble Earl left foreign politics for '* Disturbed 
Ireland*” On this vexed ground, lie argued that the Fence 
Preservation Aet was not effective iu the Immls of the lute 
Government m a measure to suppress outrage and seditious 
agitation; complained that the midden Dissolution of Par¬ 
liament would not have given the present Ministry time to 
re-enact it before it lapsed, if it hud been desirable to do so; 
and justified the employment of the ordinary powers of 
enforcing the Jaw until Parliament met to sanction the 
use of more stringent measures; and the introduction of 
4> measures that will lend to the improvement of the relations 
between landlord and tenant, and the better economical 
position of tho tenantry of Ireland.” The Duke of Karl- 
borough, ns predecessor to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
added the weight of his personal experience to the mountain 
of blame piled up against the Government for not intervening 
more actively to maintain order hi Ireland, Earl Cairos rose 
to point out that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach was not, as Earl 
1 jruurille claimed, in favour of the attitude adopted by tho 
Government towards Ireland* But Karl Spencer defended 
the Ministerial policy in a thoughtful speech. The Duke of 
A be room, us another ex-Lord Lieutenant, deprecated the 
attempt to treat Ireland with rod in one hundaiut mgar in the 
other. Hi* Grace's exemplary breviry was neither imitated 
by Lord Donoughtuore nor by the Karl of Duu raven, who 
in an able speech assumed the congenial role of a candid 
friend to the Ministry* Lord Kimberley closed the debate 
with a business-like explanation that it was the intention 
of the Government 11 to pus* a measure for the protection 
of life and property, and until tlrnfc is done we shall not bo In 
a position to briiig before Parliament remedial measures,” 
The Address was then tacitly agreed to* It was duly pre¬ 
sented to law Majesty, who on Tuesday returned, by the Earl 
ur Ken mure* tho following gracious reply :—-

Few of their Lordships came down to the House on the 
Friday * The sitting was only of a tew minute*’ duration, the 
Lord i Ii an cel lor having merely to introduce n couple of bills 
to amend the Judicature and Burials Acts* 

Earl By term had his opportunity on Monday* The late 
Viceroy <>f India made the most of it. Prince Leopold was 
am*mg tho illustrious audience tho noble Earl had. The gist 
or his ample and elaborate defence of the war entered into by 
the Jute Ministry against Afghanistan, and of the occupation 
of Certain parts of Afghan territory by British troops, was that 
we thereby destroyed Russian ascendancy at Cabnl. Ho 


deplored tho Idea of giving up Caiklahnr, tearing the retire- 
incut of our troops would only be followed by the exten¬ 
sion of Russian influence to that fortified city and to 
Cabal* Lord Lytten was complimented by the Duke of 
Argyll ou “the ability, eloquence, and skill” with which 
he had addressed the House. But his Grace, with cha¬ 
racteristic vigour, lost uo time in maintaining his old argument 
that the Afghan war wan a mistake from the beginning; and 
ridiculed the notion that the presence of the Russians, 
who had recently been defeated again by the Tekko 
Turcomans, need be feared in Afgunistau. I^ord Comb rook 
energetically rebutted the noble Duke's charges, and gave 
reasons for'the lute Government’s determination to retain 
possession of Southern Afghanistan. To which Lard 
Northbrook replied with equal confidence on the part of 
the Ministry, whoso action was also concisely defended by 
Lord Enfield, the latter insisting that it was never the 
intention of the lute Government to retain Candahar. 

Mr, Forster is probably one of the last members who would 
seriouAly think of retiring to the seclusion of the Upper Chamber 
as an oasis where Mr. Parnell would cease from trembling* and 
h e would be at rest. But the perturbed Secretary for Ireland was 
on Tuesday seen to enter the House, and ecu verso earnestly 
with the Lord Chancellor on the woolsack. There was little 
business to do, Earl Spencer gave n gentle check to a pre¬ 
vailing habit for moving for inordinate and costly returns by 
declining to promise Lord Dunsttuy all tin* statistics lie asked 
ter.

-to the Transvaal Boers; but Lord Kimberley declined to be 
drawn into a premature discussion of the war, either by the 
speech of his former colleague or by the query of Lord limy 
regarding the attack on Captain Elliott, 

COMMONS, 

The sixth of January saw a large assemblage of members 
shortly after noon, early in the New Year though It was to 
call Parliament together* Without comment may the rush 
of the Speaker and his dutiful flock to the Lords be dismissed, 
save to aay that Mr, Goschen, apparently not knowing 
Where to sit after a lively confabulation with Sir Charles 
Dilko at the table, tarried behind among the goodly number 
of members who were, in a manner of speaking, unconsciously 
or consciously “ Boycotting ** the Royal Commissioners, to 
use the inevitable phrase of tho hour* 

The House bore a familiar appearance when the hour for 
business arrived* The extreme Home Rulers—including a few 
Iomd League traversers, not iu manacles—gathered strongly 
on the benches they have occupied for several Sessiouis—i.e., 
on the second and third below the gangway on the Opposition 
side. They gave a ringing cheer when Mr. Parnell, his 
beard shaven off, walked, with his head bent, up the floor 
to his seat. The effect of the reception was rather destroyed 
by the burst of laughter that came from the English members, 
Jioud and general was the cheering, however, that greeted Mr* 
Gladstone, when he quietly slipped in from behind the 
Speaker’s chair. Mr. Forster, too, met with a sympathetic 
reception a few minutes earlier; but the chorus of “Hear! 
hear! hear! fl did not remove tho gravity that had settled 
upon the anxious face of the Secretary for Ireland, 

The Ministry propose; but the Home Rulers dispose! 
That has been the keynote of the Irish Session hitherto. On 
the opening day, Mr. Forster promptly gave notice for the 
morrow nf bills "ter the better* protection of perrons and 
property in Ireland*” arid “to amend the law relating 
to the carrying and possession of arnm, and for the 
preservation of the public peace in Ireland*” But the 
Friday passed without the introduction of these measures, 
which Mr* Gladstone intimated should have precedence over 
all orders and notices. That the Government honestly 
intended to bring about the desired result was manifest from 
the opening given on the very first night to the Irish members 
to ventilate their grievances. Thun after Mr* Reudel, in a 
plaintive speech, and Mr. Slugg* in a Manchester deliverance, 
had moved the Address in conventional fashion; and after 
Sir Stafford North cote’s highly-pitched paraphrase of Lord 
Re aeon* field’s slashing assault had been dextrmi&ly answered 
by Mr. Gladstone very much as Earl Granville replied to the 
Leader of the Opposition in tho House of Isolds, the debate 
was left in the bauds of the members from the Emerald Isle. 

“ Say what ta right, (TCrnmor I *■ Encouraged by this ex¬ 
clamation from a stranger, who wal forthwith expelled from 
the gallery, Mr. T* P. O’Connor gave the reins to im eloquence 
with a vengeance; and made one of the most effective, if tat) 
loud, speeches of the night* The rich flow of brogue was 
interrupted for a time by the flank attacks of Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson and Mr, Lnbouchere on the Government, apropos of 
the Boer rising in the Transvaal—which brought up Alderman 
Fowler with an emphatic condemnation of the pro-slavery 
custom a of the Boers* But twenty hours or so later (after 
, Mr. O’KelJy had wasted much valuable time in protesting 
against the suppression of a meeting} Mr* Purnell took up the 
running, and in one of his quiet addresses, incisively delivered 
at white heat, as it were, moved this amendment 
But we huiably Vjrto assure her Maieaty ttut we nr** oonvinepd that tho 
peat*' AUd t ranquillity of Ireland eunnat be pi omotM liy auspending any of 
the ronpitituthaird rights of the lriBh T^ople. 

ilr. Arthur Arnold and Jlr. O’Connor Power were equally 
strong against “coercion,*’ which Mr* Forster justified in u 
statesman-like to which jlr* Gibson replied with 

habitual clearness ijfpm the front Oppositinu bench. Monday 
came, but- brought with it neither <d‘ the Ministerial measures* 
The discussion dragged its slow length along through the 
medium «f Mr* Sliaw, Lord Randolph (JhurcliilU ^lr* 0* 
Russell (whose able speech was tendly dieered), The UTJonoghue, 
Mr. Bnidlaugb, and, lastly, Mr. rhmkct, whose vivacious 
endeavour to cast ridicule upon tho Land Leaguers was 
keenly relished* Oil Tuesday, 5Ir* Biggnr sought to raise a 
debate by a side iasun—by a reference in very bad taste to the 
trial in Dublin—but was groaned down by the House, which 
is clearly not in a mood to endnre much longer the unbearable 
hindrance of an organised system ot Obstruction. This inde¬ 
fensible method of Parliamentary warfare came iu for a good 
Bound punishment at the hands of Mr* MitehelL Henry, Whose 
condemnation of the Land League was equally strong. Tim 
Solicitor-(tenoral for Ireland* Mr* Johnson, successfully 
proved, m a Home Ruler suggested, that lie was as fully 
qualified to prosecute the Land leaguers as the Attorney- 
General was* But the address of the night was delivered 
by the Marquis of Hartiugton, who replied to ^lr. Chaplin, 
and most vigorously co]ideinnrtl the “ luiscreauta 11 who had 
sowed disorder in Ireland, but at the same time trenchantly 
defended the Government policy of prefacing remedial 
measures by increasing the strength (if the executive power 
iu Ireland, and by granting the means of effectually putting 
down disorder. The earnest and powerful speech of the noble 
Marquis was warmly cheered—but stilt the torrent of Hame- 
Rule declamation was not stopped. It expended itself in the 
earlier part of Wednesday afternoon by dashing itself against 
tho Treasury bench* in the vain effort to dissuade the 
Government from resuming the debate that day* Mr. Blenner- 
hassett eventually took up the theme of the Address in the 


reasonable tone of mi Jriflli gentleman* who wished to see a 
sound and adequate measure of laud reform introduced, but 
had uo sympathy whatever with the Laud League malcontents* 
Sir* *Shaw-Lcfevre f s wide knowledge and grasp of the subject 
made his remarks acceptable. But yet the inexhaustible 
bottle of Irish loquacity whs not empty. 

Ireland on the brain I Sufferers from this malady may find

to smuggle iu, although one of them drastically treats of the 
bribery evil.

evoiy respect, the bill is most stringent. Tho Ballot. Act 
Continuance Bill was also read the first time the same night; 
and on Monday Mr* Trevelyan introduced the Ministerial 
measure for the abolition of flogging iu the Navy*

Noriuonton Park, Lord Ave- 
land’s principal scat in Rut¬ 
land, where, during the post 
week, he has entertained the 
Prince and Princess of Woles 
and a distinguished circle of 
guests, is situated between 

Oakham and Stamford, six 

miles mid a half from the 
latter place, mid live and halt 
from the Email county town of 
Rutland, It is very pleasantly 
and picturesquely placed on 
the slope of a richly*timbered 
park, live hundred acres in 
extent, mid well stocked with 
deer. It la a fine mansion of 
the Ionic order, rebuilt on the 
site of the earlier house nt the 
close of the post century, and 
consists of ft central elevation 
of three storeys, with two 
wings of the same height, mid 
a semicircular sweep of one* 
storeyed rooms on either side, 
with ornamental blocks of 
building lor stable# mid other 
purposes. The large dining-

room, built at a later period, is 
attached to the north-east wing 
of the tmmrnou, and is n room 
of niagniliceiifc proportions and 
height. It contains, among 
other family portraits, that of 
Lady fctophia Heathcote as 
Hebe, by Hoppnor. This is a 
full-length portrait, and well 
known by the engravings. This 
room—the exterior of which is 
shown in our view of the 
house taken from the lawn,— 
was the scene of the grand 
ball given hist (Friday) even¬ 
ing in honour of the Royal 
guests. The whole of the 
exterior of the mansion is re¬ 
markable for tlic beauty of 
the stonework and carving, 
and important additions and 
improvements have been made 
by the present noble owner* 
On the hrst floor, communi¬ 
cating with the spacious hall by 
a fine double stone stoircafjc, 
tire the suite of three hand¬

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rooms, from which beautiful views are obtained of the park 
and surrounding country. These rooms* ua well as the I ibniry 
and dining-rooms on the ground floor, wero origin ally 
decorated by Adams. Within the last few years the interior 
has been, entirely redecorated* keeping to the same style, and 
is furnished with great taste, and with a due regard to 
domestic comfort, 4 , 

At the foot of the hill, on the elope of which the mansion 
is built, tho road is cJirriud by a bridge over a Btrftlffi, which 
lias been artificially widened into a small lake, with an blatjd 
in tho midst for the water-fowl. The stream is a tributary of 
Rutland’s river, the Gwaslr, or Wafih f of which Drayton, in 
his 41 Polyolhion,’* said,

On the further side of this lake, the park is extended to the 
wooded heights towards Whitwell and Extern—os shown in 
one of our wketehes: and the views from the mansion in that 
direction, mid towards Burky-on-tlio-lIilC are rich in 
picturesque combinations of truly rural scenery. 15clow the 
mansion, and outlie slope of the hill* is the ancient Church of 
tit, Matthew, consisting of u nave ami chnnuel, with n modem 
portico, tower* and small spire, of the Ionic order, with richly 
carvud Curinthian columns* erected, at u great espema 1 , in tho 
year when the older part of the church was rtiiovuted; 
further improvements being carried out in 1^74. The Iteotor 
is the Rev* T* Betitley Drown, Domestic Chaplain to Lonl 
Avelnud. 

Tho gardens and grounds are tastefully laid out* from 
designs by Repton; and, ou the lawn near to the Ball-Umuu, 
shown in our sketch, is an undent cedar of Lebanon, of lingo 
sijiu and in full vigour. On the opposi te side of the lawn still 
grows un old mulberry-tree, the fallen limbs of which are care¬ 
fully attended to* Various statues adorn this lawn, and a 
fernery is also an attractive addition* The wall-waited 
kitdieu-gardens adjoin this lawn. Xu the park am some noble 
avenues of oaks, and other hard wood trees, many of which 
are of great dimensions ; and, on the outskirts of the park, m 
addition to newly-erected cottages for labourers, are exlemsive 
workshops, with wood-working machinery, driven, by steam- 
power. These have been erected by Cord Av eland for the 
execution of the various building operations on hi* estates in 
Rutland and Lincolns!lira; and upwards of a hundred skilled 
workmen are her*; employed, under the direction of Mr. 
Newiuan, clerk of the works). 

Although not mentioned iu Domesday* Norman ton 
evidently took St -3 name from the Nornmnvilles, who came 
here* from Kent, soon after the Cun quota. Then hoire^a, 
about the time of Edward II., carried it to William cte Rasing*, 
who resided hero, mid whose town house gave the name to the 
modern Baalngball-street. From the Dosings, it pjiasixi to the 
Jlaekiverth©; and, in 172«„ it was pittihmvd by Gilbert 
Jieathcute, who was created a Baronet in 1733* lie was a 
very noteworthy man. having been one of tiro founders of the 
Bank of England, M.P. fur Loudifti, Alderman, and Lend i 
Mayor; and lie was the Inst Lord Mayor who rode on horse¬ 
back in the prot;cdsiou on Ijoril Mayors day. There are also 
literary associations in connection with hip name; ft*r he was 
the Sir Andrew Freeport of the Upprttttor,? ha is mentioned by 
Pope (iu his 14 Imitations of Horace "}—

he appears in IJramble's 44 Letters,* 1 and also in Dyer’s 
4 * Fleece,” where “ beauteous Nornumton ” is spoken of us 
Henllli's cheerful haunt, a:ul the selected walk 
Of Hcjthcolc's leisure. 

Sir Gilbert llcnthcutc'a lineal descendant is the present 
Gilbert Henry Heatheote-Drummond-Willoughby, Lord , 
Avcland* who was bom in 1S3Q* He was 51, P, for Boston front 
1852 to 1855, mid for Rutland from 1856 to lHfiT, in which 
year he succeeded Ins father, who had been created the first 
Lord Avcluiul in 1856. In 1871 he was appointed to exercise 
the otfieo of Lord Great Chamberlain of England, tu deputy 
tor his mother, the Baroness Willoughby dwErcflby, who, in 
18T2, having sueuetided her brother, the twentieth Baron, 
assumed for herself and children, by Royal license, the 
alditiuiml surnames of Willoughby and Drummond* Lord 
Avdmid was married, iu 1868, to the Lady Evelyn Elisabeth 
Gordon, second daughter of the tenth Marquis of il witty; and 
has a numerous family* 

Our three Illustrations of Normanton Park will convey an 
idea of its position mid the general beauty of its rituation. 
Iu tho \i *w showing the approach to the house, the road to the 
led is that by which the Royal guests approached from Luffen- 
iuiiii oil Monday tat, The road to the right, lending towards 
Stamford* is that by which they will take their departure. On 
having the lodges at this side of the park the coach-rood 
pa^es through a long avenue of beech mid sycamores. 
Glimpses iirb obtained of the fine church and picturesque 
village of Empinghniii, a portion of Lord Avolaud's property* 
Most tasteful decorations have been put up here during the 
week, iu welcome of tlic Royal visitors. Far different was 
the m&w nt this snot four centuries ago, when, on March 12, 
1475, Edward IV*, at the head of his army, crossed the 
undent bridge* still standing, over the Gwash, at the 
entrance to the village, having marched from Stamford 
at the head of the Y twhists* and was engaged all day in a 
fierce tight with tho Lancastrians, under Sir Robert Welles 
und Sir Thomas Luuiute, who were defeated with groat ions. ! 
Ti*e battle extended from Enipingham, more than two miles 


north-east, to Home Field, and to that portion of the Great 
North‘road, which, in memory of the tight, id still called 
41 The Bloody Oaks.” It is said that ten thousand mm tell 
in this battle, which is also known by the name of 14 Lo&eeoufc 
Field,” from those who lied from die fight throwing off their 
coats to gain epeed, _ * .

GRIMSTHOKPE, LINCOLNS III RE. 

Grirnsthorpe Castle, Lincolnshire, which was visited this 
week by the Prince of Wales during his sojourn at Normanton 
Park, is tho residence of Lord Avnkmd’s mother, the Baroness 
Willoughby do Ercsby, She is the widow of thy first Lord 
Avrlund, and succeeded her brother, tho twentieth Baron 
Willoughby do Eresby, in 1870, assuming, by Royal license, 
tlic principal and additional mirnamu nml arms of Drummond, 
and, in 18 1 2, the surname of Willoughby, in addition to and 
after those of 11eathqote-Drummond, She is Joint 1 loreditnry 
Great Chamberlain of England, licr son, Lord Aveloud, acting 
as her Deputy, 

Grimsthorpe Castle U a largo, nuissivo, and stately pile, 
quadrangular in form, and is built on the summit of ,u 
considerable hill, from which there arc extensive views on 
all sides. In fact, if it wore possible to see so far over 
the feus and the sea* the next rising ground would 
be in the direction of Denmark. From its position, 
the Castle mast, In olden time, have boon an important 
military stronghold. It was, originally, an irregular 
structure, dating from the early part of the thirteenth 
century, und described by Lelnud as 44 fair and strung,” with 
the walls embattled and surrounded by a moat. King John’s 
tower, at the south-east comer of the' castle, still retains iu 
excellent preservation, with walls of jcjrcid thickness. In order 
that lie might suitably entertain King Henry VIII., Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, partially rebuilt and greatly embel¬ 
lished tho castle* He had married the beautiful widow 0 t the 
aged King of France, under whose direction had been made a 
suite of Gobelins tapestry, wliich the-widow brought to her 
new husband. In 1810 tho state dmiiig-jbom was constructed 
for its reception, and there the tapest ry still hangs, in its per¬ 
fect preservation as though it had only recently left the loom. 
The piece that occupies the whole of the eastern wall of this 
room is believed to ho the largest piece of tapestry in Europe. 
Tapestry of the game date also linugs in one of the. bed-rooms* 
and costly Ineo, of the same period, forms the hangings and 
covering to the bed. 

Early iu tho last century, tho north front of the castle was 
erected, after the designs of Sir John Vanbrugh, who was also 
employed to decorate other portions oft he castle, both outside 
and iu, Tho north front, with its lofty wings, enriched pin- 
nucles, bold column*, doable vows of window*, und classical 
groups of statuary, la a very fine specimen of the imposing 
solidity of Vanbrugh’» style. and rivals the same architect’s 
work at Blenheim, where the arrangement of the elm pel is 
similar- It. occupies the western wing at ttrimsthoxpe, the 
state dining-room occupying the corresponding position in tho 
eastern wing;. Between them is u vast hull—tho largest 
eutruuoc-lmil la England—rising to the full height of tho roof, 
and having, nt each end, double flights of ^ to lie staircases 
behind ranges of pillars and arches. In front of this entrance 
is a spacious courtyard, walled on either ride, and having an 
ornamental iron roiling across tho front, which opens directly 
upon the gl i nt avenue. 

Beyond the state dining-room, on the first floor of tho 
eastern front, is the suite of state drawing-rooms* three in 
number, lighted by fine oriel windows. Ill these rooms are a 
largo number of tho family portraits, and also of the portraits 
of the Kings and Queens of England from mi early period, 
that were presented by the reigning Sovereigns to the Lords 
Great Chamberlains. Tho original thickly-padded dross* in 
which King James X. is depicted, its still preserved at Gritus- 
tliorpe, with many other equally interesting curiosities. The 
largest und ono of the best of these Royal pictures U Vaudyck’s 
Charles I., with his Queen and children. The very large 
number of these historical portraits, painted by the most 
celebrated artists, and lining the walls of the spacious 
corridors, and the numerous reception and bed rooms, arc not 
the least among tho many attractions of Griiusthorpe. Two 
of these portraits represent *' the brave Lord WtHoug&by ,J 
of the famous ballad, who ao distinguished him self in Flanders, 
fighting against the Spaniards, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
lie was the Peregrine Bertie who was bom at Wesol, ou the 
Rhino, under very romantic eircumstances, and, eventually 
inheriting Ids motlier’s estate#* Wns eummoned to Parliament 
by the title of Lord Willoughby de Eresby, I'ortraita of his 
parents arc also at Grinisthorpc* Tiic eustlc contains a large 
number of other fine paintings, both ancient and modem, 
together with miniatures, statuary, rare marbles, Sevri s 
china, several Coronation chairs and Royul canopies* and gold 
plat e of great value and historical interest, Hint had belonged 
to Kings and Queens of England and Scotland through several 
centuries, and became the perquisites of the various Lords 
Groat Chamberlains of England* 

On the western side are the Chinese drawing-room (with the 
bow window), tho German dining-room, Lady Willoughby*ft 
room, and other rooms* Tho views from this western front— 


where there is a long; and wide terrace—arc exceedingly fine, 
looking down the hill, across the largo lake, to the riuhiy- 
wooded opposite bills* The various undulation* of the 
ground, and the alternations between Mil and dale, 
with the profusion of fine timber, make this land¬ 
scape exceedingly picturesque- Tho Turk, in this direction, 
extends from the Castle to the lodge afc Little Bytlnuu—the 
route taken by the Royal visiters arriving—for a distance of 
four miks. It has an area of TJU2 acres, of which 1180 acres 
constitute the deer park. Hare are not enly—iu addition to 
High hind cattle—many hundreds of the ordinary' deer, but 
also a large number of flue red deer of the original race that 
has been preserved in Grimsthorpc Park for many centuries* 
The carriage-drive from By thorn passes through some fine 
avenues of oaks and a chestnut avenue which rivals teat nt 
Hampton Court* In tho western portion of the Park are 
numerous hawthorns, of great age, the remnant of the ancient 
forest, And great bearers of mistletoe, A few remains of 
Yaudruy Abbey are still to be seen hi tho Polk, not for from 
the lake. 

The dower-gardens are on the south and east fronts, mid, 
with shrubberies and yew-walks, are continued to the very 
extensive waited kitchen-gardens* which are on the slope of 
the hill towards Edenham, in which parish Grunsthorpo is 
situated* Edenham church is an undent and remarkably line 
building, in an excellent state of preservation, and contains 
inuuy stately monumental memorials to members Of the Wil¬ 
loughby do Eresby family* Its Vicar, the Rev* G. Prior Sharp, 
is Domestic Chaplain to the Baroness* 

Several fine dew s* of the Castle are obtained from different 
points. We have selected lor our chief 111 us tint ion the north- 
west view of the Castle, as scon over the lake from the chief 
riding in the Bishop Hull Wood, where the Prince of Wales 
shot with Lord Avdund and his party. Another view shows 
the east front, with the suite of state rooms. These views 
are from sketches by Cuthbert Bede, who boa also tmuhihed 
us with the above notes concerning Grimsthorpe Qusfclu* 


FUNERAL OF A COMRADE OF 8IR JOHN 
FRANKLIN. 

We havo given some account of the recent discovery, by Lieu¬ 
tenant tsehwatka * 1 * American expedition* of some additional 
traces and relies of tlm late of Sir John Franklin's companions, 
the officers and crow of the ErcbuJi nml Terror, who perished 
between 1647 and ISIS, some tune after leaving their ships, 
lost iu the attempt to find the North-West Pi^sn^eof the Arctic 
Regions* Among the sketches by Mr* II. W. Klutseliak* bao 
of the American expedition party, which appealed iu our pub¬ 
lication of the 1st mat., was t hat of t heir finding, near Victory 
Point, King William’s Land, the grave of Lieutenant John 
Irving, R.N., an officer of ILM.ti* Terror; and it was stated 
in our last that the remains of his body had been brought to 
this country, und were to be buried at Edinburgh. This 
remarkable luuerol ceremony took place on Friday last week, 
hi the Dean Cemetery, at the wed, end of that city, and Is the 
subject of one of our prosent Illustrations; The proceaslaii, 
winch started from Ko. 55, Great King-Street, was witnessed 
by a large number of spec tutors. A liring party of eighty-six 
Marines from ILM-S. Lord Warden led the w»v with anna 
reversed, followed by the baud of the 71st Highlanders, who 
played the 44 Maltese Funeral March,” Beethoven’s 44 Funeral 
March,” and the u Dead March ” in Saul; and the pipers of 
tliO 71st Regiment, who played “The Flowers of the Forest* 1 ’ 
Then camo a gun-carriage from Leith Fort, drawn by six 
horses, on which was placed the coffin, covered by the Union 
Jack* Behind tho coffin walked the mourners, sixty seamen 
from her Majesty's ship Lord Warden, detachments of twenty 
meu each from tho Royal Artillery, the 21st llu^urs, and the 
71st Regiment, Stuff and regimental officers, and tho Lord 
Provost hi Ids carriage. On arrival at the cemetery the coffin 
was taken off the gun-carriage and carried shoulder high to 
tile grave by six seamen. After prayer by the Rev* 1*. Deaton, 
Chaplain to the Forces, three volleys were fired ever the grave* 
The remains were inclosed in an oak coffin, and the inscription 
on the phita way as follows ts John Irving, Lieutenant R.N* 
Bom 1815; tiled 1818—1849,” The chief mourners were Captain 
Lindsay, R.N,, of tho Lord Warden, and Major-Gcneiul 
Irving, R.A., U.B., brother of the deceased; the pull-bearers 
were Lieutenants Johnson, Field, Montcith, Rckl, and Ede, of 
the Lord Warden, Among others present were Major-General 
lltipe, Commantliiig tho Forces iu Scotland, Admiral Dunlop, 
Admiral Follower, aud Colonel lteeston* Lieutenant Jrvhigwua 
a won of the late Mr. Jolni Irving, Writer to the Signet, Ediu- 
burgb* and a nephew of tins late Mr. Alexander Lang (Lord 
Newton), a Scotch Judge.

CHAPTER XLIL [ContiHUtd.) 

Theu the Second Lieutenant of the ship wn» called, and he 
gave evidence that he was at his station on the main deck 
when the action began, and testified to the disgust of the 
men when they learned that the ship was surrendered. This 
was the more astonishing to them, m their Captain had tho 
reputation of uncommon courage. At firrt the men refused 
to believe that the vessel was surrendered, and called upon each 
other to fight it out* 

The Third lieutenant gave similar evidence, adding that, 
had not the men been fully convinced of the Captain's bravery 
and judgment, there would have been a mutiny on board ; and 
that they thought the ship must be sinking at least, or 
dangerously on fire, or that it was some stratagem, counterfeit, 
or design by which the Captain thought to fool the enemy, and 
that they looked at each other and laughed aloud, waiting for 
the word to lay the guns, and fire. Further, that the enemy 
did not brilcve it possible that a British ship should thus 
cowardly be yielded up, and continued to fire upon the 
Calypso, the shot passing through the rigging and ' the 
sails, but doing no further mischief. Nor did the men believe 
that the ship was surrendered until the French bout came 
alongside and the Captain gave the word to back the anils and 
lay down anus, which they all did with a very had grace, yet 
still persuaded that something fatal had happened to the ship, 
and that the colours were struck to save their lives?. 

The Lieutenant of Marines deposed that Ms men were 
drawn up in readiness on the quarter-dock and foVsIe, and. 
stated plainly that he had no doubt of the issue, because the 
Frenchman had only one thought—namely, to get away; and, 
in his opinion* it had been the Captain’s intention to attack 
and take all tliroe ships, with the help of the Resolute ; and 
that nothing in the world had ever rfurprised him more than 
the strange behaviour of the Captain, from whom so much 
had been expected* 

Captain Eastcrbrook declined to nsk any questions of these 
witnesses* Was he* then, going to make no attempt at a 
defence? 

They called the Purser, who put in the Captain's log-book, 
which is always done on these trials, I am told, but I know 
not why* And then I thought we should surely proceed to 
the defence, because there could be no doubt of the main 
foot-namely r that the Captain had certainly struck the 
colours* 

but they delayed the case in order to call the Master, who 
confirmed "the First Lieutenant'e evidence as to the prepar¬ 
ations for engaging the enemy ; and the Gunner, who also 
confirmed the evidence; and the tx>Vn and the carpenter, 
who added little to tho evidence already before the Court, 
except the fact that when the men were' under hatches and 
knew what had been done, the swearing and cursing of tho 
crew were strong enough to lift the decks. 

“ Gentlemen, 111 said tho Deputy Judge-Advocate, 14 there is 
no other evidence before the Court 11 

“Stay, 11 said the President, “call tho Marine of whoso 
conduct in the recapture of the ship Lieutenant Macdonald 
hath spoken*” 

Bo they called Aaron Fletcher- 

When this witness stepped forward, looking, it must bo 
confessed, a much smarter and finer man in Ms scarlet coat 
than he ever looked as a Landsman, Jack’s face flushed. It 
was liis fate never to be out of reach of this man’s animosity. 
Twice had Aaron tried to take Ms life, when that was most worth 
having, Qnee he had saved his life when he himself had most 
ardently desired to lose it* Now he was present to give 
evidence in the hour of Ms open humiliation. 

11 1 thought/’ he told me afterwards, “ tbot I hud drained 
the whole cup* Rut the bitterest drop was when that man 
stood before me, as if Bess* poor girl! had not yet forgiven mo; 
and had sent her'old lover to gloat over my discomfiture* 
Bhe hath forgiven me, however; therefore I need not have been 
troubled* 11 

The Court ordered the man to be sworn, and bade him 
relate all that he knew concerning the affair, and particularly 
as to tho retaking of the eliip from the French* 

11 1 was on the fo’k’sle/ 1 said Aaron* speaking boldly, and no 
whit abashed at the solemnity of the Court and the rank of the 
Judges* “ 1 was on the fo T k slc T with the rest of the company 
drawn up and armed* the muskets being loaded and inspected, 
waiting for'the word to fire, width would have been in a few 
minutes, ns we expected* Then a shot from the enemy struck 
our bows and the wood went flying ; but no one, that I could 
see, was hurt* And theu I saw the Captain strike the flag and 
out down the First Lieutenant. 1 Mates, 1 1 whispered presently, 
"either the ship is sinking, or the Captain has lost bis stomach 
for the fight. If she sinks, wo go to Davy’s Locker; if he'» 
played the coward* he will swing* 111 Ashe said those words, lie 
turned his luce to Jack with a look of triumph in Ms eyes* "* Wo 
were all sent, down below/ 1 he continued, “ when the French¬ 
men came aboard, and there we stayed with no arms and short 
rations* Two days afterwards I was cm deck, taking my spell 
of fresh air with tho others—about a dozen men in ML Wo 
were leaning against tho bulwarks wishing the job was over, 

' and cursing the Captain, who was sitting on the quarter-deck 
on the., trunnions of a curronnde, his hands on his knees, 
staring straight before him m if he saw the rape dangling 
before his eyes, already noosed for him, Suddenly J saw him 
spring from his place and catch the French officer, who was 
walking the deck, by the throat, and shake him like it dog. 
Then he threw him on the deck (where the Frenchman 
lay stunned and half dead) and he tore his sword from him ; 
then he rushed upon one of the sentries and cut him down, 
and attacked the other : some of the Frenchmen, seeing what 
was done, cried out in their own lingo, and ran aft , some tiring 
pistols and some drawing cutlasses* Whereupon I culled out 
to my mates and seized a rammer, wlrich was the best thing 
for a weapon f could come at, ;md ran after them, and so to 
the Captain's side, for I plainly saw that hia design was to kill 
us many of the Frenchmen as he could, and to be killed him¬ 
self, which 1 resolved to prevent if I could. And then the 
other Englishmen joined me, and jn a very few minutes we 
hud half of the prize crew killed or wounded, and the other 
half crying for quarter ; but the Captain was -so furious 
that for some time he would give none, throwing himself upon 
■til such as had weapons and would tight. Marti work l had to 
save him. But I did. When 'twos all over there wasn't u 
.scratch, upon him. ^1] saved Jiiyi, your Honours* With a 
rammer I saved his life.” 

“ Your courage," said the President, “ does you credit* I 
shall take care that it is duly represented to the Colonel of 
your regiment; and if your conduct U reported as equal to 
your gallantry, you will not go without your reward. Tim 
Captain, you think, sought for death ¥** 

“No one/ 1 said Aaron, “who did not want to be killed 
could have behaved as lie did* Before the enemy called for 


quarter, we had driven them together in the waist, where they 
were shouting and threatening to charge us with pikes and 
bayonets* but we had weapons by this time, .and were ready to 
receive them* Rut they did not charge, because the Captain 
leaped into the middle of tlum with nothing but hie sword in 
Ms hand, laying about him like a madman. He was sober and 
in his senses when he cowardly hauled down the flag, but he 
w as now* when he attacked tho prize crew, gone stark mad* If 
he hadn't been mad and not known what he was about, we 
should never have taken the shin.” 

“ And you leaped after him Y 11 asked one of the Court. 

“ l bad my rammer, wlrich was almost as good as u quarter- 
stuff; and 1 W rather have a quortcr&tuff than a sword any day, 
or a pike either, if there’s room for play* 11 

“And this you did out of devotion or loyalty io your 
Captain: 11 asked the President, astonished at the mau’s 
coolness, and the deliberation with which he gave his evidence. 

“Nay, nay,” he replied, grinning again, 41 I saved his life 
because I should have been sorry to see him die like a bmve 
man. All 1 Wanted was to see him awing, your Honours, for 
striking Iris colours. 1 ’ 

These words produced a sensation in the Court; and all 
eyes were turned upon tills witness who (though hut a simple 
Marine), carried devotion to his country' a honour unto so great - 
a height. Rut the officers of the Calypso whispered together, 
and I heard such words passed from one to the other as 
“rascal/ 1 “six dozen/’ “the tint chance/’ “not good 
enough for him/ 1 and so forth, from winch I conjectured that 
Aaron would find a warm welcome if he went"to sea again on 
hoard tins vessel. I tlmik he must have heard the whispers ; 
but he cared nothing for them. He was now enjoying a 
revenge sweeter far than any he had ever dreamed of or hoped 
for. This was, indeed, far better than to have murdered the 
Captain with his own hand* 

Therefore, he turned his ugly face to the prisoner* and 
grinned with the satisfaction of his ignoble triumph* The 
Court, however, seemed to take the words for an outburst of 
holiest and patriotic feeling which did credit to lb hi rough and 
simple fellow* 

Captain Eastcrbrook refused to usk any questions of this 
witness either* It was now between three and four o’clock in 
the afternoon, when the President asked the prisoner if ho 
designed to call any witnesses for the defence, and proposed to 
adjourn the Court until the following day* 

“Sir,” said Jack. “ I have no witnesses to call.” 

“Then,” said the President, “you would doubtless wish 
for time to prepare your defence. It is now late; we will 
adjourn the Court until to-morrow/ ’ 

‘ “Sir/ 1 said jack, “1 thank yon. But, with permission of 
the Court, I will make my defence without further delay* 1 
will not trouble the Court to adjourn.” 

The Court conferred, and presently said that they would 
hour the prisoner at once, if he chose. 

“Gentlemen/ 1 Jack began, “ I have hut few words to say: 
and as for defence, I have none* I have been at sea since my 
thirteenth year, and am now four-arid-twenty. During llris 
time 1 have been present in many actions, and I hare never 
received aught but commendation from my superior officers. 

I served first under Captain Holmes, of the Lenox, and 
next on board the Countess of Dorset, when 1 was cast 
away on tho coast of Patagonia, and, after wandering 
among the Indians, I was prisoner first to the Spaniards, 
and afterwords to the French* But I broke prison, and 
was appointed Third Lieutenant to Captain Lockhart, of 
the Tartar* I submit that my character for courage was 
never impugned on board any of these vessels, and Captain 
Lockhart hath thought fit to bear testimony m life despatches 
to my conduct in the many engagements fought by lus ship. 
You have also heard how 1 way enabled, by tho help of those 
of my crow then on duck, to take tho ship again* 11 

He paused here, as if ho was unwilling to my what w. us in 
his mind. 

“ f submit to the Court,” said the Deputy Judge-Advocate, 

“ that these facts, which 1 think the Court will not dispute, 
do not constitute any defence*” 

“They arc no defence/ 1 if nek replied* “I state them 
because they form my only consolation in thus hour* I have 
no defence/ The charge is true. My officers and crew would 
have taken not outy the Mahcieuse but the two other tdrips na 
well. Their evidence is true in every particular* I wish to 
testify that no Commander ever hud better officers, a handler 
vessel, or a heartier crew* I threw all away. 1 struck the 
colours* 1 cowardly and treacherously surrendered my ship 
without firing a shot. I have but one prayer to make of tho 
Court. It Is that this ajt, which was wholly my own, 
may not in the least degree prejudice the future of my bravo 
Lieutenants. It was this shameful bund, and none other, 
which hauled down the flag of the Calypso* 11 

When he concluded, there was silence for a apace, because 
the Court and everybody present were taken by surprise, and 
because the contemplation of this tall and handsome lad (he 
seemed no more) thus avowing, not proudly, but shamefully, 
and vet honestly and fully, Iris own de-honour, overwhelmed 
us with sadness* From his officer.*, standing together, there 
were whispers, which could be heard all over the Court: “ Ho 
was mad. A madman ia not mmweruble for his doings. No 
one but a madman would have done it*” And so forth* And 
I verily believe, and have been nasnred, that there was 
not one among them nil who would not gladly have put out 
to aea again under Captain Kustci'brook, in full confidence 
that he would fight the ;;hip as long as a man was left alive 
to stand beside him* 

As for me, I had looked to Lee him call some witnesses. 
Ho could hot, it is true, call Bess Westmoreland; nor could 
he tell the whole truth, else he would have stood before the 
Court and said, “Gentlemen, this is none other than tho 
Hand of GOD which hath struck me for my sins, and been use 
X broke my solemn oath, passed to a woman. Tho Hand hath 
struck me in that way which most deeply and most bitterly I 
should feci. For 1 never feared to die, nor to be wounded, 
but always and before all things have I loved and prized 
honour and been jealous for my good name, and longed to 
distinguish myself and to rife in the service. Wherefore, now 
have 1 been deprived of the tiling wlrich most of all I prized, 
and stand before you all, bereft of honour, a cvtcarrfltj 
Commander, so that there remains for me nothing hut death; 
and whether 1 am hanged or shot, I care not* so that I may die 
won. For there U no place where T could live whither ray 
shame would not idso follow me and he quickly brazened forth 
to nil the folk* Sen Urn m me, therefore, quickly, aud let mo 
go.” 

- This - I suy, he felt aud knew to be the truth. Yet ho 
would not say it. R it he might have railed Mr. Bruges, who 
would have testified, wlriufi is the truth/though it d kino t perhaps' 
touch the case, that men who have been m places where the 
sun is hot, especially such ns have wandered about without 
any covering for their heads, arc often subject to sudden fits of 
madness, diiriug which they know not what they do: and that 
perhaps this was the cose with Captain Eastcrbrook* Nay, I

11 1 was present," said Captain Pethertek, U ut the 
execution of Admiral Byug, two years and a half ago. If 
family influence could have availed, he would have been 
spared. Yet he was shot, and went to his death with a 
smiling countenance*” 

“ I remember,* 1 said Mr. Shelves-ke — but I know not 
whether this was true—” the death of Captain Kirkby and 
Capt&ki Wade for cowardly deserting Admiral Ben bow, and 
that was fifty-seven yearn ago." 

Another recalled the well known ease of Lieutenant Baker 
Philii ps, shot in 1745, for muTandering the Anglesey to the 
Apollon, after the Captain and the First Lieutenant were both 
killed. No mercy was shown to him, though it was proved 
that he hud but 200 men and forty guns (and of his crow fifty 
kilted and wounded), against the French crew of 500 men 
with fifty gnus. Yet they shot him at Bpitheod, on board the 
Princess Royal. As for other courts-martial, Captain Fox, of 
t he Kent, was dismissed his ship for neglect on duty in 1747. 
In 1744 Admiral Mathers and four Captains were cashiered 
for neglect .of duty. In the same year the Master of the 
Northumberland, the Captain being mortally wounded, 
surrendered the ship before the Lieutenant could get on deck. 
Wherefore, he was sentenced to be confined in the Marsludsea 
for the remainder of his life. 11 And there, gentlemen/ 1 said 
Air. Underhill, 11 he lies to this day. and but last Monday 
HO'UDJght I saw him, and conversed with him—a poor broken 
man, who vainly prays for death/ 1 

In short, the talk' ran wholly upon trials and executions ; 
tli 2 unhappy young man now lying under sentence of death 
was* iso hi apeak, executed beforehand and in imagination by 
hia frtenths who stood (for him) upon the quarter-deck, eyes 
bandaged, arms folded, before the file of Marines, and hoped 
(for him) nothing more than n happy shot through heart or 
head, which should put an instant stop to life. Then the 
conversation turned upon the various methods of violent 
deaths, all of which seem to hj accompanied by great, and 
some by prolonged, agonies—such m breaking on the wheel, 
the punishment of the knout, or burning alive —and there was 
much discussion as to which method of violent death seemed 
the most preferable. 

It was remarkable that Mr. Brinjes, generally one who 
talked more than any, for the moat part sat apart during this 
gloomy talk, taking his pipe of tobacco without much share in 
the conversation, whether from excess of grief or from the 
callous disposition of old age, to which moat things seem to 
matter little. But he muttered to himself, as old people 
ns3, without heed to those who are about them, and I 
overheard him, 

“ Ay. * , . ay. . . .** lie said, u the boy must be shot, I 
suppose, and then Bess will not live. . , . She will certainly 
live no longer when he is gone* So have t lost both.

in the history of the British Navy, Why, ’t won Id be every day 
a thousand times worse than the pains of death. My worst 
enemy could devise no more cruel punishment than to send me 
forth free to walk the streets of an English town. Nay, 


Bess’*—f«r she was with him— <tT tia idle to talk. I know 
what thou wouldst eny, dear girl. For a mad act—we know, 
my dear, why that madness was sent, and for what cause per¬ 
mitted—no man should be held responsible. Why, my First 
Lieutenant was here yesterday, and said os much. But even 
he does not know, mid the world can never know, the whole 
truth/* 

In those last days Bess was with him always. She came at 
eight in the morning, and she left him at eight in the evening.

My readers have to thank the employes of the General Poet 
Offioe for the sadly truncated appearance of the “Echoes’* of 
Dec, ]J. It is the custom of the Compiler to write two 
columns of paragraphs by six p.m. on Tuesday, and send them 
to the office of this Journal, After dinner he goes to work again, 
and writes the third and last column of “copy,” which is pelted 
at 10.30 p/m., and should be delivered at IfiH, Strand, by the 
first post on Wednesday.

Whether it was washed or blown away by the storm ; or whether 
it got wedged between the folds of a newspaper directed to the 
Antipodes, and is now on its way to Kangaroo Island, South 
Australia; or wbother the postman was hungry and ate the 
w Echoes " for his supper, I do not know ; but I have written 
to St Martin's-le-Grand in the faint hope of tracing my 
missing HISS, 

All the town is talking about tho “ Hayward Letters'*; and, 
truly, there is a vast fund of entertainment and instruction 
to be derived from the two volumes just published by Mr, 
Murray, being ** A Selection from the Correspondence of 
Abraham Hayward, Q.C., from 1834 to 18fH, with an Account 
of his Early Life, Edited by Henry E. Carlisle.” It is nut 
my province to review the work hi twtento; but I may be 
allowed to call attention to a few passages which I think are 
very well worthy of attention. Turn, for example, to Vo3. 1, 
p, 104, and to a passage in a letter to Mr. Hayward from Mr. 
Macvey Napier, dated Edinburgh, April 12, 184$. The editor 
ot the ft'tUnkt r$h 11 rittw writes i —*■ Will you tell me, con¬ 
fidently (*ie), of course, whether you know anything of a Mr. 
Thackeray, about whom Longman has written me, thinking ho 
would be a good hand for light articles t He says (Longman) 
that this Ml Thackeray is one of the best writers in Punch. 
One require# to be very much on one's guard in engaging with 
mere strangers. In a journal like the Edinburgh it is always 
ol importance to keep up in respect of names,” 

When the editor of the Edinbu rgh asked the above amusing 
question, “this Mr, Thackeray 11 had already written “The Paris 
Sketch-Book,** **The Tellowplush Papers, 1 * “The Irish Sketch- 
Book” 14 Catherine : a Story/’ “ The FiU-Boodle Papers,** and, 
1 think, “ The Luck of Parry Lyndon,** Three years after Mr. 
Macvcy Napier wrote to Mr, Hayward about the “mere stranger 11 
whom Mr. Longman thought would be “a good hand for light 
articles,” “this Mr. Thackeray ” was publishing “Vanity Fair: 
a Novel without a Hero”; and era the lust number of that 
wonderful drama of human life appeared, William Makepeace 
Thackeray was hailed throughout the world of letters as tho 
compeer of Charles Dickens, 

Mem,: Was it not to some extent Hr. Thackeray *s own 
fault that his light during so many years was hidden under a 
bushel l Rarely has there been a literary man who, for some 
occult reason, assumed so many aliases as he did. Ho was 
Michael Angelo Titmarsh, Major Goliath (Tahogan, George 
Savage Fitzboodle, Ikoy Solomons Junior, tho Fat Confcributer, 
Jearaes de la Pluche—everything hut W. M. Thnckerny ; hit 
when recognition came it was unstinted and splendid. 

People in Clubland seem to be just a little disappointed at 
the absence of acrimony in the 41 Hayward Letters,” They 
would have liked a little sauce Tact arc <i hi Gnvillts or 
Marc piqwwtc h la CarlgU. I have rarely, indeed, read a 
book virtually autobiographical containing so few ill-natured 
remarks. Mr, Hayward speaks not very courteously of Prince 
Napoleon as “ Piou-Plon,” but ho does not deny him some 
amount of capacity. Napoleon III,, both as Pretender and 
President, Mr. Hayward knew very well ; and, on the whole, 
he just fairly does justice to the character of that cloudy 
individual. 

From one of Mr. Hayward s literary jndgments u largo 
body of earnest disciples of perhaps the greatest writer of 
philosophical fiction that France has produced will indignantly 
dissent. He writes from Pencarrow, nnder the date of Oct, ], 
18711 (Vol. II., p. 30:,) 

By tho way of Mwwmcit/, I hnvo Iron refilling sonic of Balzac's novels 
over ngnhl, Thar tloifl Improve oil aonm in loner, Tho fluents of 
nbaorvutimi unit onalysis of fwlltig are Undeniable; but Ills tl Gumptions, 
loth of ami character". am tediously spun on Md* plots Umsiu with 
Improbability ami he Jui* n vulgar rofriiuWor wealth nn i rank. 

What 1 The novels of HonoriS De Balzac failing to improve on 
acquaintance,‘ Where is the Balzacian who would not return 
for the twentieth time to “JEuginie Grande t/ T to the “ P&r© 
Goriot” to the “ Recherche de FAbsolu 1 */ And “La Coueitie 
Bette " ; and 11 L© Cousin Pons TT ? But there is no need to 
quarrel with Mr, Hayward. In one of the Quarterlies not so 
many years ago, I noticed an incidental allusion to " the 
disreputable novels of Balzac and Paul De Kook.'* Balzac and 
Paul De Koek I Ileiiogabalus anil Jack the Painter I 

Ot course, l have not yet read the two volumes through; 
but I have done something more than cut the leaves and smell 
the paper-knife ; amt it is with considerable disappointment 
that l have to record my inability to find, up to the present 
moment, any allusion in the Life or the Letters to Mr. Hay* 
ward's ©arty intimacy with Jeremy Bent ham. If the young 
jurisconsult did not know the ancient philcs qiher, I am a 
lUeamor of dreams. More on this subject next week.

H/ 1 (Vienna) at once interests and startles 
me with a question and an observation touching literary 
11 egotism.” “ Can you or any of your correspondents/* asks tho 
Professor, “ tell me why the pronoun i I* is always written in 
English with a capital letter? 1 * The Viennese, it would 
appear, are much exercised by this habit of ours, and incline 
to the belief that it is an instance of English arrogance, as 
in German only the pronoun in the second person is written 
with a capi&t letter. The Professor’s own opinion is that the 
custom has arisen from oar so frequently beginning sentences 
with the word “ I M ; whereas the Germans avoid beginning a 
sentence with “ Ioh.”

No rule without an 
exception, 

I do not presume to give any opinion myself as to why, in 
the interior of a sentence, wc write X with a capital. But may 
not—1 speak with fear and trembling—tho reason be that 
“1'* is a word of a single letter, and written as 11 i ” would 
look petty and ugly / Please to remember, however, that the 
11 humbler classes/* as Lord John Manners once called tho 
people, almost invariably write I small when it occurs in the 
middle of a sentence. “ Mrs. Mangle presents her kom- 
plemence to Mr. Heggo, and i cannot let you have any more 
etirch in your kollers. P.S. i send the bill.” 

In tho matter of the once famous* vocffltet. Miss Paton, 
afterwards Lady William Lennox, and ultimately Mrs. Joseph 
Wood, many correspondents have kindly told sue that there is 
an ample notice of the gifted lady in Sir George Groves 
u Dictionary of Music.** One or two of my correspondents 
seem to think it rather criminal on ray part that I do not 
know Sir George Grove's dictionary by heart. Well, I have looked 
into Jean Jacques Rousseau's “Dietionnairc de la Musique" ; 
hut one cannot have all the books of reference iu the world on 
one's shelves. I have not got Pugdales “ Motuieticcn 
Anglicanum **; nay, nor tho Ai Acta Sanctorum ** (only a poor 
copy) of Alban Butler; nor an original edition of the 
t! Dolphin Classics” ; nor the '* Almauach de Gotha ”from the 
beginning; nor a complete set of the Racing Calendar,*’ I 
live in hopes.

It is highly consolatory to learn that the statement made 
by a correspondent of the Thnr* to the effect that the tomb of 
Henry Fielding, in the Protesunt Cemetery at. Lisbon, has 
been allowed, through wanton neglect, to fail into a *bate of 
lamentable dia-repair is mainly unfounded. Her Majesty s 
Consul at Lislmn writes toaay that the assertions of the Ttnira 
correspondent have been refuted in a reply addressed to the 
js.tuie journal by the Bishop of Gibraltar; and that the tomb is, 
OH the whole, in very good order* for the cemetery, it seems, 


according to Consul Brackenbury’s description, to be a kind of 
earthly paradise; but tho tourist who addressed the Times on 
the subject of the tomb will doubtless reply. I am heartily 
thankful that thin tombstone talk did not originate with me. 
What u delightful quarter of an hour I should have passed 
with the anonymous letter-writers if I had been the first to 
say that Fielding's grave had been neglected ! 

A slightly cynical correspondent of the St Jam ex 'j Gazette 
writes in extenuation of the supposed neglect of the last 
resting-place of the author of fi Amelia/* ** that probably not 
one Englishman in a hundred knows that Fielding is buried 
at Lisbon ; and that, moreover, Lisbon is a long way off. 11 He 
continues—

THE LATE MR. ARTHUR GROTE, F.R.S* 

Among recent deaths in London is that of this gentleman, 
who was esteemed for his scientific acquirements and labours. 
Mr. Arthur Grote was bom in 1814, brother of Mr. George 
Grots, banker, scholar, and historian of Greece. He was a 
Fellow of the Royal Society and also of the Linnaoan Society, 
President of the Asiatic Society, and of the Zoological Society, 
and one of the Council of University College, and of University 
College Hospital. Mr. Grote wrote a number of papers on 
subjects connected with botany and natural history, and con¬ 
tributed an introduction to Hewitson’s “ Descriptions of New 
Indian Lepidopteraus Insects in the Atkinson Collection/’ 
lie was engaged many years in the Bengal Civil Service, and 
was one of the Board of Revenue at Calcutta, 


SKETCHES IN THE LAW COURTS. 

Many Londoners who are connected with the practice of the 
legal profession, or who have occasion to attend or visit the 
Royal Courts of Justice in the tftrand, will recognise the high 
judicial personages on the Bench in our page of Sketches. 
Tho nineteen Courts, situated on tho upper floors around the 
Grand Central Hall, comprise two Courts of Appeal, one Lord 
Chancellors Court, one I/>rd Chief Justices Court, four 
Chancery Courts, nine Queen's Bench Courts, and tho 
Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty Courts. Tho Lord Chief 
Justice of England is President of the Queen's Bench 
Division, which deals with nil eases at common law; 
and he frequently sits in his own coart, with two other 
Judges, to hear arguments and give judgments upon 
questions of law, sometimes upon applications for a new 
trial, or for a correction of Judges' ruling or directions to the 
jury^ in a case that has been tried by one of ‘‘the Courts 
below/' The discussion may not be very interesting to mere 
chance auditors who are ignorant of the principle! of our 
customary and statute law; and the yotmg lady in Lko corner, 
whom a friend in wig and gown has brought in to sec what 
the court looks like, will scarcely lie edified by hearing the 
speech of the learned counsel, or the brief interjeetory remarks 
from one or another of their Lordships. The barristers, how¬ 
ever, who sit waiting their turn for motions or other business 
entrusted to them, find it worth while to listen attentively to 
all that goes on in this court, as ite opinions go far towards 
the making of law.

THE IRISH LAND AGITATION. 

The Irish event of this week is the judgment of the Dublin 
Court of Queen’s Bench, on Tuesday, ordering Mr. John Dillon, 
And sureties for his good behaviour, in default of 
which, after twelve days, he will be sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment. The Judges—Mr. Justice O’Brien and Mr. 
Justice Johnson—condemn the “ plan of campaigo " adopted 
by the National League, which was that the tenant farmers, 
when their demands for large reductions even of the judicial 
rents aro refused, should agree to withhold payment of rent 
altogether, putting their money into the hands of appointed 
members of tho League, out of reach of legal process. This 
is a conspiracy for a wrongful object ; and the conduct 
of Mr, John Dillon and others in making violent speeches 
to the peasantry, exciting them to a breach of the peace, 
and suggesting a course of personal intimidation, will 
not be tolerated by the authorities charged with main¬ 
taining the public peace and social order in Ireland. Mr. 
Dillon spoke on his own behalf for more than an hour, com¬ 
plaining that he was not indicted and put on trial, instead of 
being called upon to find securities; tho Solicitor-General 
briefly replied, and the two Judges concurred in giving 
the above judgment. 

In several counties of the south of Ireland numbers of 
tenants have entered into the combination recently called 
“ the plan of campaign/ 1 Scenes of violence, with assaults on 
sheriffs’officers and landlords, or their agents, have taken place 
this week both in county Limerick and in county Cork ; and 
shots have been fired into the house of a farmer. Our Artist 
in Kerry furnishes a Sketch of the scene at the arrest of two 
u Moonlighters/ 1 in a house near Castle Island. 


THE LATE FIELD-MARSHAL SIR R, DACRES. 

Field-Marshal Sir Richard Dacres. G.C.B., Constable of the 
Tower, and Colonel Commandant Royal Horse Artillery, died 
last week. He was born in 179ft, son of the late Vice-Admiral 
Sir Richard Laores* G.C.B. Educated at the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich, he obtained hm commission in the Royal 
Artillery in 1^17. In those days promotion, especially in 
tho Artillery, was very slow ; and he served eight years before 
he became First Lieutenant, and twelve years more before he 
became Captain. In 1851 he obtained his brevet majority, and 
a few months later Lieutenant-Colonel in his corps. Up to 38s>4 
the professional life of Lieutenant-Colonel Dacres had been 
uneventful, save that much of it had been passed in that corps 
the Royal Horse Artillery. In that year, however, the 
Crimean War broke out, and ho proceeded first to Turkey and 
afterwards to the Crimea in command of the Horse Artillery 
of the expeditionary force. He was present at the affair of 
Bulgonao on Sept. 1ft, the battle of the Alma, the affair of 
ADKenzie’s farm, tho battle of Balaclava, the repulse of 
the Russian sortie on Oct. 2ii, when he commanded the 
artillery engaged, and at Inker man succeeded to the com¬ 
mand of the artillery of the army in the field,^ on tho 
death of Brigadier-General Strang ways. This position he 
retained throughout the siege of Sebastopol, with the rank 
of Brigadier-General, having become Colonel in November, 
3851. His .services during the campaign were five times 
acknowledged in despatches, and he was rewarded, in addition 
to n brevet colonelcy, being created K.C.B., Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Commander of tho Fired Class of the Mili¬ 
tary Order of Savoy, the decoration of the Second Class of the 
Medjidiek, tho Crimean medal with four clasps* anil the 
Turkish medal. In 1857, he became Colonel in hie corps ; and 
from 1859 to 1355 he was Commandant of Woolwich* In the 
latter year, he l^ecame Major-General ; in 1871, Colonel-Com¬ 
mandant Royal Artillery : in 1872, Lieutenant-General ; on 
Oct. L 1877, General; and on the same date was placed on the 
retired list. This year, as our readers will probably remember, 
he received the honored baton, of Field Marshal. In 1889, he 
was advanced to the dignity of 0 rand Cross of the Bath ; and 
in 1881 was appointed Constable of the Tower of London, 


A RUSSIAN TRANSLATOR. OF SHAKSPEARE. 

The late Dr. Nicholas Ketehcr, who died last month, at 
Moscow, merited tho esteem of Englishmen for having pro¬ 
duced tho best and most generally accepted translation of tho 
whale of the works of Slmkspeare in possession of the Russian 
nation. Tho translator did not speak English, he could only 
read it; hut had a'thorough acquaintance with the French 
mul German, enabling him to compare his work as it pro¬ 
gressed with the various translations of Shakspeare in those 
languages. He was bom in Moscow about tho beginning of 
the century; he had a vivid recollection of the French 
invasion in 1812, and the burning of Moscow, After having 
completed his course of study in the Medical Academy of 
Moscow, then a separate institution, he practised in that city, 
and was also appointed Coroner. He was for many years 
Medical Inspector of the Government of (the Province) 
Moscow, and later was appointed Chief of the Medical Adminis¬ 
tration of the Government of Moscow and of ths city. He was 
in the public service about fifty-six years ; and in 1878 was 
entertained at a grand jubilee dinner, and was presented with 
addresses and congratulations from various literary and 
scientific societies and institutes, while the Emperor 
Alexander II. conferred upon him a high order, the Star of 
St. Stanislaus; though the worthy Doctor was no more a 
courtier than our British Carlyle, whom" ho somewhat 
resembled in character and in manners. One of the 
English friends who attended his funeral was Dr, Scott, 
who has lived many years at Moscow, Among those 
present were the Governor of Moscow, with many 
officials, the president of the Shakspoare Society, some 
members of the municipality, many of the physicians and 
surgeons of the town, and heads of institutes* the leading 
actors and actresses of the Government opera-house and 
theatres, to »H of whom the Doctor had been a kind friend, 
though a very (searching critic, whose praise or disfavour 
founded their position or proclaimed their failure. In passing 
the house of the deceased a prayer was offered up, and at tho 
edge of the grave was delivered a touching speech, giving a 
short account of the deceased, his Kfe, and works, A remark¬ 
able incident may here be mention id. Hie youngest brother 
of the deceased, himself aged seventy-two. and a Major-General 
in the Russian service, whu looked hale ami hearty, and walked 
with our corres]M>udent to the grave-yard, went homo after the 
service quite prostrated, wrote a letter to his deceased brother, 
also letters of farewell to other friends, and seemed very ill, 
A friend advised him to see a doctor. Tho old gentleman con¬ 
sented ; bat at the same mu merit said “ Good-bye” to Mfl friend 
with great impressiveness, lay back In his chair, and died. So 
havj two well-known faces in Moscow society passed away. 


The Duke of Sutherland has presented fifty acres of land 
to the borough of Longtoon.

THE PLAYHOUSES* 

Owing to the sudden and unfortunate illness of Mr. Alfred 
Reed, the first performance of 11 The Friar,” fixed for last week, 
of the new entertainment devised by Mr. J. Corny ns Carr for 
the * 4 German Reed's,” was postponed ; and, consequently, any 
notes on tho subject must be deferred until the Christ mas 
week. Meanwhile, it is easy to guess that the whole thing is 
a distinct novelty ; and such a departure has not been made 
from the old stereotyped plan of a “drawing-room” enter¬ 
tainment since Mr. W. S. Gilbert and Mr. Fred. Clay wrote 
■■ Ages Ago,” at the old Gallery of Illustration. Costume plays 
are seldom given at the German Reed’s ; but this time we find 
ourselves plunged into the fifteenth century, with dialogue in 
blank verse and lyrics, containing ]>astorals and madrigals 
that might have been poured forth from the pen of an 
Elizabethan poet. It is the kind of elegant fancy that 
Francois Copp6e would be allowed to produce at the Theatre 
Fran<?ais. in Paris* and that would bo approved and 
applauded by the subscribers and literary critics. But 
ras we have no Fran^ais in London and nothing at all resem¬ 
bling it—os managers arc, for the most part, commercial 
speculators and indifferent to literature or to delicate stage 
work—such plays ae “ The Friar” may whistle for an opening* 
and the authors of them may bury them in their desks until 
doomsday, for aught the managers care. That St. George's Hall 
is net a theatre, is an amusing fiction. The old shapeless 
entertainment is dead. Here they act plays, and nothing more. 
They have form and substance : a beginning, a middle, and an 
ending. They are elegant vaudevilles, such as those in which 
Deiazet delighted her admirers in her own theatre. They are 
written by cultured men for educated audiences. If “The 
Friar " succeeds, it will be a good thing for dramatic art. At 
any rate, authors will not have to go out into the highways 
and byways searching for an audience. At German Heed’s there 
is n delightful one. ready made, by years of anxious care and 
innumerable examples of good taste. 

Too late, also, for this week's comment will be Mr. Edward 
Terry’s new farce from the German, called “Tho Church¬ 
warden/* He has engaged a capital company to support him, 
including that excellent comedian Mr. Allred Bishop* and 
others of note. We shall now sec whether what is known as 
“ ill-luck 1 ’ in a theatre is not rather connected with indifferent 
entertainment than with the finger of Fate. The question is— 
Will the public go to see anything that is good, no matter 
where it is jilayed* and irrespective of the situation of the 
theatre ? Experience says u Yes " ; for did not society rush to 
the Bancrofts at the Prince of Wales's Theatre, in Tottenham- 
court-road, once the discarded Queen’s, and ignominiously 
called “The DusteHoIe,” The tenancy of Mr. Edward Terry 
at the Olympic will enable Miss Grace Hawthorne to get 
forward with her preparations for “Theodora” at the 
renovated Empire in Lei oes tor-square. With a little care 
and management the Empire Theatre might he made 
the great Sardou playhouse of London. Two things are 
wanted—money, and an actress. The first is easily obtained 
in these days, the last somewhat difficult to find, Sud¬ 
denly, after a long silence, there is a sense of Snrdou in the 
air. Three mighty plays are ready for a large stage and an 
energetic management. If M Theodora ” succeed at the 
Empire, here of course is the place for the “ Crocodile,” to be 
produced in a few days in Paris. If success attend that 
venture, there is the often-disenseed “ Patrie/’ one of the finest 
dramas ever written, that as yet has never been properly seen 
in London. “Patrie” has just been turned into an opera, but 
it can he turned back into a better drama than it ever was 
before, for in a dramatic sente it is better even now as an 
opera than as a play. And Mrs. Bernard Bccre is ready to 
appear as Dolores, one of the few actresses whose presence, 
voice, ami style would suit the Empire Theatre, and adapt her¬ 
self to the heroines of Sardou's plays* And then—w ho knows J— 
some ingenious idea might bo devised for rendering more 
wholesome and presentable the old u Tour de Nesle ” another 
magnificent drama of sustained interest, a play* that 
Samuel Phelps was on the eve of producing when 
ho opened Sadler's Wells, and a dmma that years ago never 
failed to succeed at the minor melodramatic theatres across 
the water, and in the discarded east of London. 

There will certainly be no lack of circuses this Christmas. 
Pantomime may be played out, but the sawdust-ring is in the 
ascendant. In addition to the established circuses atHenglers, 
SangeFs, and the Albert Palace, there is a good circus at 
Dais ton* and at the West there are to be two of the finest 
exhibitions of horsemanship in Europe. The Covent-Garden 
circus troupe has been selected with scrupulous care after 
journeys all over the Continent, and will be better than any¬ 
thing that lias ever been seen before in the great opera-house ; 
but further west still* at the Kensington Olympia, they are 
getting ready the Paris Hippodrome, that turned the highest 
Parisian society into patrons of the charmed circle. In a short 
time, no doubt, we shall see amateur circuses ; our golden 
youth leaping on bar clicked steeds, and ladies of fashion 
distinguishing themselves in the haute Scott*. Members of the 
Quorn and Bel voir hunts will be seen at Olympia or Covent- 
Gartlen on special subscription nights. 

Not to he outdone by these counter - attractions, Mr. 
Augustus Harris is preparing his pantomime of “ 'The Forty 
Thieves” on a scale of magnificence that no previous manager 
of Drury-Lane has ever attempted. The stuffs are mar¬ 
vellous, the material of the dresses more expensive than any¬ 
thing ever used before, and the great, M Jubilee Scene ” 3s to be 
tho talk of all London. So may it be i Boxing Night is 
almost with us, ami the little ones are in a state of anxious 
expectancy. If only there is some fun in the pantomimes as 
well as glitter, the children will be very' well satisfied. Jubilee 
scenes and processions by all means, but we cannot spare 
Harry NicholU or Miss Victor in the opening, or dear old 
Harry Payne in the harlequinade I We must have a comedian 
and a clewn I _ C, S, 


The second performance of the Weatmilister play, Terence's 
“Adelphi,” took place on Monday night, before a crowded 
audience, consisting mostly of old Westminster men. Through¬ 
out, the applause bestowed was generous and well deserved; and 
the witty prologue, an able parody on the Socialistic gatherings 
of the day, was received with enthusiasm. 

The usual weekly entertainment on Tuesday evening at 
Brampton Hospital consisted of rv clever performance of leger¬ 
demain by Mr. Alfred Cooper and Mr. John Millar, and afforded 
immense wonder and amusement to the patients. All the 
tricks were performed, with a neatness and dexterity scarcely 
surpassed by a professional conjuror.

PARISIAN SAYINGS A^ND DOINGS. 


THE LADIES’ COLUMN. 

The Food Exhibition at the Aquarium. Westminster, consists, 
as regards the majority of the stnLls, of the mere outer 
package* of dried grainy bottles containing pickles and sauces, 
beverages similarly inclosed, and other like objects, which 
require a more viVid imagination than I. for one, possess to 
invest them with gustatory interest. On two days, however, 
an exposition of artistic cookery was given, which was really 
attractive, especially, as appeared by the critical comments 
uttered in the French tongue on all sides, to that respectable 
body the professional eh ft of the metropolis, Nothing is 
cooked in the presence of visitors, nor are the recipes even 
laid for inspection Iveside the virions entries and other cooked 
dishes that are exhibited. 1 think these things would greatly 
add to the interest of the exhibition if they could be arranged 
for another year. Rome cooks would object to give their 
recipes, but there might be a special class of honours and 
rewards for those who would admit the public to their con¬ 
fidence in this manner. As it was, the completed dishes were 
simply set out on long tables to be looked at. 

The QVOJJ& pikctfn , those monumental trophies of the cook's 
art which belong to an extinct era, but which still adorn 
supper tables occasionally, were several in number. The one 
which appeared most practical to me was a lion’s head, con¬ 
structed out of a galantine of veal, and placed on a salt block. 
Bread Crumbs covered the accurately modelled head : they were 
browned just to the colour of a lion's for, and blanched almonds 
made capital carnivorous-looking teethin the open month, where 
a calf's tongue helped the illusion. A perfect miniature jungle 
of dried and green tropical grasses decorated the piece at each 
side ; a red and gold flag crowned the lion’s brow, side by side 
with the jelly-trimmed silver fork. But the great art of this 
piece consisted in the fact that a considerable number of 
helpings could have been cut from the back of it before the 
appearance would have been injured. A galantine of game 
was formed into a model of a baby fox, on a salt block, with a 
garden of little dried grasses and ferns and poppies in bloom 
rising behind the baby. Very elaborate was the " belle vue” 
of chicken and tongue, the base of the lard stand being carved 
in the shapes of anemones and blades of seaweed ; then came 
a lard pedestal ; then a flat surface of lard, with handles 
shaped like curled celery; on this plateau stood tiny vases, cut 
out of turnips, and filled with green peas, and peas constructed 
from carrots, and knobs of luscious golden jelly. Above rose 
the white pyramid of capons masked in sauce a la reinc, 
alternating with glazed tongues, the whole crowned hy a vase 
in lard, fall of tinted flowers cut from turnips. The prize 
edifice was formed of capons and tongues, on a stand of wax, 
which had a stag's head at each corner, and delicately-veined 
loaves all ronnd, the whole besprinkled with diamond dust. 
Above this there came the chickens a fa rmie and the tongues, 
serving as supports for a hollowed basin of wax, which bad a 
carved brim, and was filled with flowers; and above these was 
a pedestal, with, at the four comers, tritons 1 heads, from the 
mouths of which issued streams of spun glass, simulating water 
falling. 

The cold entries were delicious-looking. Chefs my that 
these are always the favourite dishes with ladies, and that 
the growing demand that there is for chand-frohh at smart 
dinneh shows how much more ladies are consulting their 
own tastes naw-a-days than once they used to do I There was 
a special section, for two cold entries and one cold sweet, by 
women cooks only, for which the Baroness Burdett-Coutts gave 
a silver medal. This was won by Gertrude Cole for her fillets 
of sole a la cardinale (boiled, with a red sauce over), ebaud- 
fioiil of chicken (Allots, apparently of pounded meat, 
masked in white sauce, and charmingly decornted with 
tiny bite of truffle and of parsley sprinkled over in 
patterns), and Chartreuse of orange a la creme (the 
quarters of orange embedded regnlarly in a round mould 
of jelly, the top covered with the stiff white cream, sprinkled 
with angelica cut in strips, and the base of the dish decorated 
with bits of jelly). Women cooks often spoil their things 
by being too economical. Other attractive sections in the 
exhibition were those for sauces, salads, sweet entremets, 
and the folding of table-napkins. A competitor in the last- 
mentioned section produced thirty-Bix different designs. One 
of these was a peacock, with his tufted head and his spread- 
otifc tail, his breast being supported on a tumbler. Another 
napkin was formed into a pair of slippers, with the broad 
neatly popped inside one of them, 

I do not know ’whether it was by accident that the 
Vegetarian Society selected the same day as «aw this show of 
modern luxury m food, for an H Illustrative Vegetarian 
Dinner/ 1 to which were invited several 11 influential bene¬ 
factors of the poor.” The object of the banquet was to show 
the great economy, combined with wholesomeness, that a diet 
drawn wholly from the vegetable kingdom possesses, and Its 
consequent suitability for the poorer classes in particular. 
The majority of the guests were probably unconverted. 
Lady Alfred Churchill, Archdeacon Farrar, Sir Henry 
Peek (who originated penny dinner* for school children), 
Canon Mason, the Hon. Conrad Dillon, and two or three 
members of the London School Board, were amongst the 
par tv. The menu was an extensive one ; yet everything on it 
was extremely simple. For instance, the following were the 
entree? 11 Lentil cutlet A In chef de cuisine, St. Martin's pic 
of mixed vegetables, braised haricot l>enns and fried potatoes, 
macaroni and Indian sance, and rice fritter." Now, any toler¬ 
able cook could guess how to dress all these; yet there was 
variety enough. 

There can be no doubt that on pathetic grounds, vege¬ 
tarianism has everything to be said for it. Economy, too, is 
pM'Hthle ; though I do not believe that there la any saving in 
vegetarian living, if a nice table be aimed at. Good, fresh 
vegetables are very dear in London ; and though wheat or oatmeal 
porridge, and brown bread, are cheap* and “ filling at the price,” 
yet they must grow dreadfully monotonous after a time, if 
they are made the exclusive diet. Pea soup, haricot l>ean& 
a tewed, and similar dishes need for their proper preparation a 
great expenditure of firing ; and this is a serious consideration in 
dealing with the question of a diet for the musses. When the 
people are supplied with ready-cooked food at oheap rates—and 
I am convinced that no more valuable work can be don© by the 
benevolent than starting in poor localities co-operative, self-sup¬ 
porting kitchens for this purpose—then it will be possible to 
give them nourishing and cheap food mode from the pulses, 
flavoured with fresh vegetables, at far cheaper rates than they 
have to pay for their present occasional fragments of poor 
meat. The time, trouble, and expense of cooking is the main 
obstacle to a more general adoption of a diet of pulses ; an 
obstacle far more real than dUtiste for such a diet amongst 
the poor. As regards whole-meal bread, which is the vege¬ 
tarian’s great staff of life, and which is truly far superior in 
flavour and in nutritiousness to white bread—where can the 
working-man obtain it ! The ordinary bakers do not mil it, 
and the only shops that 1 know at which it can be bought, 
even when they arc accessible, charge more for whole-meat 
bread than for that made of bolted flour ! Can my hosts of the 
other eventng say how t‘ic poor arc to overcome practical 
difficulties Like these t F* F.-M,

MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS, 

11 If we could meet * is the title of a pleasing song by Cecile 
S, Hartog, in which a flowing melody, “andantino expressive,” 
is supported by an accompaniment in which are some good 
harmonic effects. “Can I forget" is a song the words of 
which are adapted, by E. Bucalossi. to the popular u Gita mi n 
waltfl, a pretty tune that lends itself well to the present vocal 
treatment: the intermediate "andante patetico " giving a good 
effect of contrast to the vivacity of the dance rhythm. u While 
we dream, song hy R. B. Addison, is simple in ite vocal 
melody, which, however, is not absolutely common-place, and is 
saved from any approach thereto by some effective harmonic 
treatment in the pianoforte accompaniment. “ Our Last 
Embrace,” by Joseph S paw forth, is a setting of some senti¬ 
mental lines by Edward Oxen ford. The music is unpretentious, 
and may be rendered effective by a singer possessing sym¬ 
pathetic feeling. “ Crossing the Brook" hy Edith Cooke, Is 
piquant and quaint, and requires 1mmour rather than vocal 
skill in its rendering. “The Old See-Saw words by 
Catherine Armstrong, music by Annie E. Armstrong—-is a 
setting of some clever lines, tlie music to which is mode very 
suggestive of the motion implied, by the use of six-eight time. 
All these songs are published by Messrs, R. Cocks and Co., as 
is " The Penang Centenary Waltz," for the pianoforte, by J. A, 
Hansen, a series of movements in the dance form specified ; 
spirited and clear In rhythmical style, if not original—this 
latter quality being almost unattainable now In a form that 
has become so hackneyed. 

“The Fairies* Hamit" is a fantastic dance for the piano¬ 
forte, hy Julia O'Neill (Osgood and Tuckwood). There is 
much freakish fancy in the music, which is free from difficulty, 
and may serve na a pleasing piece for practice by young students. 

A biography of Signor Bottesini—extracted from the 
Gazzetta MmimU di Milan **—baa just been issued hy Messrs. 
Ricortli, the great music-publishing firm, of London, of Milan, 
and other Continental cities. The memoir gives a succinct 
account of the distinguished artist whose incomparable per¬ 
formances or the double-bass have recently (and in past years) 
rendered him eminent here as well as abroad. Signor Bottesini 
is also an excellent orchestral conductor, and has likewise 
composed music of much merit. His caxeer is succinctly traced 
in the brochure now referred to. 

The History of Mwie, by Emil Nan maun, 2 vols, (Cassell 
and Company), is a translation of a copious German work, 
which has been rendered into English by Mr. F. Praeger, and 
edited by the Rev. Sir F. A, Gore Ouseley—the former an 
esteemed London musician; the latter the accomplished Pro¬ 
fessor of Music at Oxford University. Since the musical 
histories of Dr. Burney and Sir John Hawkins—published in 
the latter half of last century—no work of the kind, of such 
comprehensive extent, has been issued in this country; the 
smaller books that have recently appeared, dealing with 
the same subject, being necessarily limited in its treat¬ 
ment. The work now referred to logins with an account 
of the development of music m the classical and pre- 
classical eras, and the music of the ancient Oriental 
nations j and pursues its course through subsequent periods, 
and the various schools and styles that arose down to the 
present time ; some of the later portion being apparently 
contributed by Sir F. A. G. Onsely. A large number of ancient 
and modern authorities have been consulted, much important 
matter having been contributed by eminent foreign professors. 
The work, therefore, is especially valuable for its copious 
details, its interest being enhanced by a great many illus¬ 
trations—facsimiles of ancient manuscript music, portraits, 
musical instruments. 6lc, Of conm. in a work of such extent, 
perfect nccurary in all the details is scarcely obtainable. A com¬ 
prehensive History of .Music, in three volumes, by Mr. J. F. Row- 
bothara. is in course of publication by Messrs. Triifiner and Co. 

I! La Bearnaise ” comic opera, composed hy M. Messages has 
recently been published by Mr, Alfred Hays, in a handy inex¬ 
pensive form, for voice and piano, with Mr. Alfred Murray's 
English version of the original French text of MM. Leterrter 
nnd" Vanloo—and for pianoforte solo; besides which various 
dauctf arrangements are issued by the same publisher. The 
opera has obtained great success at the Prince of Wales' 
Theatre.

Paris, Tuesday, Dec, 14. 

We have a new Ministry, but the crisis is not at an end, 
M. Goblet, a little provincial lawyer, who has ceased to bo 
unknown only to become unpopular, has formed a Cabinet 
with the remnants of the Freycmefc Cabinet, a sort of make¬ 
shift Cabinet, which will survive the New Year's bonbons only 
for a very few days. The worst defect of this Cabinet is that it 
has no Minister of Foreign Affairs ; and M. Goblet seeks in vain 
for a gentleman of capacity to fill this post. This fact alone 
shows how low is the intellectual level of the present Chamber 
of Deputies, and how rare ar© the men of ability who arc 
readv to devote themselves to the political service of their 
country. The reception of the hew Cabinet in the Chamber 
was more than cold. In the press it finds more ridicule 
than support. The new Cabinet is composed of MM. Goblet, 
General Boulanger, Admiral Aube, Granet, Lockroy, Develle, 
Ed. Mi Hand, Sarrien, Dauphin, and Berfchelot, the eminent 
chemist. Since Sept, 4, 1670, up to the present day, the 
Government of the Republic has passed through a series of 
twenty Ministries. The longest was the second Ferry Ministry, 
which lasted two years and one month ; the shortest was that 
of Gambettu. which lasted barely two months. 

The Chamber of Deputies has to-day passed, hy a great 
majority, the Ministerial Bill granting the credits for two 
months, 

A remarkable phenomenon in modern Paris is the develop¬ 
ment of popular illustration of an artistic kind. Illustration, 
which fifty years ago was a luxury, has now become a 
necessity for the moderns, who flee aba tractions and demand 
the materialisation of their thoughts. Paris is now literally 
ablaze with coloured pictures and illustrated publications of 
all kinds, which, thanks to the progress of chromo-typography 
and other mechanical processes of reproduction, are sold at 
most moderate prices. The most carefully-executed, and the 
most artistic of all remains the My aro HlmtrS, in which process 
engravings are in the majority. One could wish to see the 
Ftgaro It lust re give more encouragement to the arts of litho¬ 
graphy and wood engraving, in which the French formerly 
excelled. * 

MM. Firmin- Didot have just published a magnificent 
edition of * l La Femme an XYIII-^mo Sifecle ” by Ed, and 
J, Do Goncourt, illustrated entirely with facsimile mechanical 
reproductions of the finest and rarest engravings of the 
masters of the last century. The illustration of this volume 
lias been selected with a view to systematically completing 
the text which it accompanies chapter by chapter. Even the 
binding of this handsome quarto is a reproduction of a rich 
one of the eighteenth century. MM. Didot have also published 
a splendidly illustrated quarto, £i Lea Civilisations de 1'Inde, 11 
by Dr. Gustave L© Bon, who has been travelling for years in 
India under the patronage of the French Government, making 
photographs and drawings, and studying the history of the 
religious manners and customs of India, not so much in 
written documents as in the monuments, the temples, the 
bas-reliefa, the statues, and the art of the country. Dr. Le 
Bon gives us an account—and a most novel and fascinating 
account—of Indian civilisation from the Vedic period 
down to the present day, together with a curious study 
of onr present English administration. The anther's 
previsions of the future aro not very hopeful. He foresees a 
fusion of the Orient and the Occident by means of steam and 
electricity; an awakening of the East; and the inevitable 
economic and warlike conquest of the decadent West by the 
sober and enthusiastic East, The victory, he thinks, will, 
as usual, rest with the peoples who have the strongest ideal 
and the fewest needs—that is to my, with the religious and 
frugal Orientals, who are already ruining French agriculture 
with their cheap grain. 

Apropos of the grand fetes which aro being organised at 
Paris for the benefit of the victims of the floods in the south, 
the press remarks that the generosity of the French, shown 
on the occasion of the disasters of Bzogedin, Murcia, and 
Ischia seems to have been forgotten by the Hungarians, the 
Spaniards, and the Italians, Nobody has thought of organis¬ 
ing fetes either at Festh, Madrid, or Naples, for the benefit of 
the French. 

The marriage is announced of Prince Roland ^ Bonaparte 
with hie cousin Luctitia, daughter of Prince Jerome and of 
Princess Clotilda. Prince Roland has inherited a considerable 
fortune from his first wife, the daughter of Monaco Blanc, of 
roulette renown. T. C- 


Tho celebrated Italian statesman Signor Minghetti died on 
the 10th inst., at the ago of sixty-eight; and on the news of 
his decease becoming known in the Italian Chamber, while 
engaged in the discussion of tho Foreign Estimates, the 
deputies immediately adjourned, as 4 token of respect. 

Countess Beust died on Sunday morning, at Altenberg, 
having survived her husband only a few weeks. In her youth 
she was a great beauty, and her portrait was painted to figure 
in King Louts' celebrated gallery of lovely women. 

The festivities in celebration of the coming of age of Prince 
Constantine, the oldest non of the King and Queen of Greece, 
began on Monday. The first feature of the day's programme 
was the state visit of the Royal family to the cathedral. King 
George, with the Crown Prince and Prince Nicholas, rixlo 
thither on horseback through streets which were thronged to 
excess with enthusiastic and cheering crowds ; and after them 
came, driving in a magnificent carriage, used on this occasion 
for the first time. Queen Olga and her eldest daughter, 
Princess Alexandra, wearing the Greek national costume. The 
cathedral itself was crowded. Aftar a Te Deum had been 
sung, the Crown Prince took the mih'tary oath, repeating tho 
words after the Metropolitan in clear and distinct tones. The 
Queen was affected to tears while the solemn ceremony was 
being proceeded with. When it was over, three ringing cheers 
for the King and Prince Constantine resounded through the 
cathedral, and were taken up by the crowds outside. The 
Mayors of 350 Greek towns and the representatives of numerous 
Greek communities abroad were present in the cathedral, A 
grand Ixvll was given at the palace in the evening, for which 
over 2000 invitations had been issued. 

The Bulgarian Crown was offered on Tuesday informally 
to Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg, In answering the 
inquiry as to whether he would allow himself to he put in 
nomination for the Bulgarian throne, he answered that lie 
must consult the Emperor of Austria, but that he had reason 
to lielieve that his candidature would be approved both by the 
Emperor of Austria and by the Czar.

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MUSIC. 

Th^ Crystal Palace Saturday afternoon concerto arc on the 
point of the usual suspension during the Christmas vacation. 
Only one more |K*rformnnoe remains to he given this year. 
That of last. Saturday was conducted by Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
whose overture to u The Sapphire Necklace /’ and his incidental 
music to ** The Merry Wives of Windsor/ 1, respectively opened 
and dosed the programme. r i he overture belongs to an opera 
which has not yet been produced : portion* only having been 
given in concert performance. The other music was comjmsed 
for the production of the comedy at the Gaiety Theatre in 1874. 
Mdlle. Klecherg's artistic performance of Beethoven's fourth 
pianoforte concerto, and songs gracefully—if not powerfully— 
rendered by Miss Agnes dan son, were among the features of 
Saturday's concert. That of this week will be in celebration 
of the hundredth anniversary of the birth of Carl Maria Von 
Weber, the programme consisting of a selection from his works* 

The Bach Choir gave the first of three concerts at Prince's 
Hall on Monday evening* when the programme comprised only 
one piece bearing the name of Bach, and that was a raotett by 
J, €. Bfioh—confin Of the great John Sebastian—an impressive 
work* but somewhat monotonous* The other choral music 
was nearly all of the old school: by Michael Pretoria^, Anerio, 
S. S. Wesley* Orlando Gibbous, Dow loud, and Mortey; a 
madrigal by Walmiat&j, and an arrangement of nn ancient 
carol by Pearsall* belonging to recent dates. A violin sonata 
by Handel* neatly played by Miss Lucy Stone* snrl same old 
pieces For the virginal, well rendered on the pianoforte by Mr* 
J. A. F. Maitland* completed the selection* Dr* €* V, Stanford 
conducted* 

The third of the present scries or Ncvellos Oratorio 
Concerts took place at St. Janus's Hnll on Tuesday evening, 
the performances having included two of the works composed 
for and produced at tie Leeds Festival in October lust; two 
others, DvorAk's oratorio “ ftt. Ludmila," and Sir Arthur 
Sullivan's cantata "The Golden Legend," having previously 
been given in London f m already recorded. The programme of 
Tuesday last comprised Dr* Stanford's sett mg of Lord Tennyson's 
ballad '“The Revenge," for chorus and orchestra; and Dr* 
Mackenzie's cantata, " The Story of Sayid*" The firat of these 
is a vigorous musical renderingof the spirited lines celebrating 
the gallant action of Sir Richard Grenville with the Spanish, 
fleet. The cantata is composed to a Book skilfully adapted by 
Air. Joseph Bennett from Mr. Edwin Arnold's ‘‘Pearls of the 
Faith/ the music presenting many passages of dramatic power 
and expressive beauty. Both these works have already been 
spoken of in reference to their first performance at Leeds* On 
Tuesday the cantata had the advantage of the co-operation of 
the same principal singers—Madatne Album, Mr. B. MeGuckin, 
and Mr. W. Mills, in association, respectively, with the music 
assigned to the characters of limns, Say id* and Sdwa^somo 
subordinate passages having been allotted to Mr,Y. Edwardes* 
Both works again produced a marked impression. In the 
cantata, especially effective were Limas 'b airs, “ First of his 
Prophets Warriors” and H 0 love* thy car triumphal’ ; 
Say id's impassioned and elaborate solo, “ Where sets the sim ” ; 
the love-duet for the two characters named, the solemn march* 
the graceful chorus of maidens, u Sweet the lialiny days of 
spring*'’ and other choral passages. The performance of both 
works was generally efficient: the choras-singing having 
occasionally been somewhat over-energetic* Each of the com¬ 
posers referred to was called forward. The concert opened with 
Schubert’s Funeral March, us orchestrated by Liszt, which was 
given in meraoriam. Dr, Mackenzie conducted all the per¬ 
form ancea.

Lvekxlry Hull Si sty Vrar* Aftrr, (Macmillan and Co.), 
contains four poeiun. Of these three are already known to the 
public—namely. w The Fleet ” the ode on the “ Opening 
of th© Indian and Colonial Exhibition by the Queen*" and 
“The Promise of May / 1 a drama which* as our readers are 
aware, lias been produced on the stage. ** Lookeley flail Sixty 
Years After" is the poem to which all admirers of Tennyson 
will torn With eager curiosity. Wo do not think they will be 
disappointed* The lyrical love rapture*of the original poem, 
is not* of course, to be found in the sequel. The man of eighty 
cannot be expected to write as the youth of twenty wrote, 
after hie u shallow-hearted 11 cousin Amy had deserted him. 
When the poem opens there is death in Lock si ey Ball, for its 
master* Amy's husband, has gone* after striving “ for sixty 
widowed years/' to help his brother men, f?o we learn that 
his poet-rival had wronged him, end also that Amy died 
young. In the church may be seen her sweet face. “All in 
white Italian marble, looking si ill as if she smiled." The “ old* 
white-headed dreamer " kisses her marble brow* and does so 
without pain, for the fires that shook him once have fallen 
away to silent ashes. Gone* too, are the friends of his youth, 
and gone the wife whose love amply compensated for the loss 
of Amy—

In the original “Lock Me v Hall/' the speaker, it will he 
remembered, passes from his personal sorrow to the great 
subjects filling the thoughts of the world* and doubts not that 
w thro' the ages one increasing purpose runs."

although the poet deplores, in words of fiery invective, the 
follies and evils of the time, When, lie asks* was age so 
crammed with menace, with written and spoken lies, with 
political illusions ?

History, poor old Poetry " are passing hence* The world is an 
old world, but to every fresh-comer it is new in beauty* and so 
long as youth and love remain there will he poetry ; and we 
are optimists enough to believe that history will not perish—■

We must not, however, treat a poet's utterances too literally.

Sir John Fiennes Twietleton Crumpton* Bart, K.C.B,* died 
on the 5th inst. He was bom Aug, 12 * 1803, 
tho eldest son of Sir Philip Cramp ton, M*D. t 
F.R.S., Surgeon - General to the Forces and 
Surgeon in Ordinary to the Queen* in Ireland* 
and woe educated at Winchester, Eton* nnd 
Trinity College. Dublin* He entered the 
Diplomatic Service in 182fi, and* after a very 
distinguished career, retired in 18(19. After 
filling minor appointments at Turin, St* 
Petersburg* Brussels, and Vienna, he became 
Secretary of Legation at Washington 1845 to 
1832* and Charge d T Affaires there 1847 to 1852* 
From 1832 to 1857 he was Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United States : from 1857 to 1858 to the 
Court of Hanover ■ from 1858 to 1881 to Russia ; and from 1881 
to 1BI19 to Spain. The decoration of K.C.B* was conferred on 
him in 1858. He succeeded to the baronetcy at the death of 
his father* Sir Philip Crompton* the very eminent surgeon, in 
1858; and married, March 31* 18(10* Victoire* second daughter 
of M* W. Ralfe* the composer, which marriage was dissolved* 
on her petition, in 18(33. Sir John having died without issne, 
the baronetcy is extinct._

A LIFE-BOAT COMPETITION* 

It may be remembered that a prize of £600 was offered at the 
International Fisheries Exhibition for the best fuli-aisted life¬ 
boat fully equipped on a carriage ; and that it was ultimately 
awarded* with a gold medal and diploma, to the self-righting 
life-boat* " The Rescue," belonging to the Royal National Life¬ 
boat Institution* which was shown to possess the usual 
valuable qualities characteristic of the boats of the Institution* 
in regard to self-righting* fidf-ejecting of water, great lateral 
stability and resistance to upsetting* Another of the competing 
boat© was built by Messrs* Forrest t and Son* of Limehonse ; it 
was designed for use as a const lifp-boat; it. only varied 
slightly in form from the institution's boat* and possessed 
many of its features. The third bout was known as the 
“ Timmie-Hodgson Patent Reversible Life-boat ” ; the inventors 
claimed that it could not be stove in or swamped* that it was 
uncapeixablc* ixnsinknble* and reversible, and was thus able to 
act as a life-boat, or as a life vaft; and also* that as a ship's 
boat it could bo stowed at davits, in the usual way, or launched 
without any davits. 

On the occasion of one of the trials* made with the three 
Bfe-beate off Brighton* the boats were taken on their carriages 
to the edge of the water, and were then launched on a signal 
from the West Pier* The Forrestt boat, manned by a crew 
from Eastbourne, got off first* and* though n heavy breaker 
nearly sent her broadside on the beach, she soon righted, and* 
under oars* stood ont to sea in good style, TheTimrais-Hodgson 
boat, with a scratch Brighton orew, followed in n short time* 
and made a good start; whilst the Rescue, manned by the crew 
of the Institution's local boat* was some seconds later* but also 
mode a good launch* the style in which it rose to the waves 
exciting considerable admiration* The boat© were rowed to 
buoys moored about half a mile off the shore, ami then hoisted 
sail and passed round a steamer; they returned to the *hore, 
after being engaged Tor about an hour* during which their 
movements were watched with great interest. The judges 
were Vice*Admiral (now Sir John) Corbett, C.B.* Yice-Admiral 
D. Robertson Macdonald* and Captain James F* Prows©, R.N*, 
Board of Trade Inspector of Life-Saving Apparatus, who were 
assisted as assessor by Captain Poland, Master of the West 
Pier; the Conetgcard* under Captain Kemball, R.N.* also ren¬ 
dered assistance. -The weather was fine and bright* with a 
stiff breeze almost due south* and the water, though only 
moderately rovigh* wn* disturbed enough to give a fair* if not 
severe, teat of the qualities of the competing boats. 

During the past thirty-two years the self-righting life-boats 
of the National Life-Boat Institution have been launched 
nearly 5000 times on service* and have saved upwards of 12*000 
lives, Tho boats have been capsized altogether forty-one 
times* hut only on eighteen of those qpcasionii was there any 
loss of life. The number of lives lost, counting the twenty- 
seven men who perished on the occasion of the recent sad 
disasters to the Southport and St. Anne's life-boat*, amounts 
to only eighty-eight, fuel tiding twelve shipwrecked persons. 
The seventy-six lifc-lvmtmen -lo&t represent about one in 850 of 
the men employed in the boats on service, and the capsizes 
were at the rate of one in each of the 12 U service launches, 
The life-boats have also Ireen out on exercise within the same 
periodof thirty-two years upwards of 15,000 times* with the 
loss of only eight lives.

Extraordinary and truly Hibernian vivacity h the main 
characteristic of Ham antic S/mn: by John Atig ns bus O'Shea 
(Ward and Downey), two volumes written in the usual style 
of the “special correspondentto whom—as also to the 
French “ sapper 1 —there ta “ nothing sacred, 1 ’ nothing serious, 
and whose chief object is to be lively. The - spcciaL 
correspondent 11 learns not to be dull, whatever else he may 
or may not lie ; and these two volumes prove how laboriously 
the writer has striven to be what was expected of him. That 
an approximation to dillness should be discernible in parts of 
the narrative is a matter of course, else one might hope to 
make a silk purse oat of a sow's ear : but far more 
discernible are the conscientious efforts made to keep up 
a lively tone under the most discouraging circumstances, 
even in recording the most common-place details of life among 
the Carl is Is. Apparently the author would like readers to 
approach his work under a conviction that never before have 
they had a chance of imbibing any trustworthy knowledge of 
Spain and the Spaniards. He admits that Ford and Borrow, 
and Sftla (the 11 O. A, S." of this journal) really had or have 
had personal experience of Spain, and were or arc acquainted 
with Homofchiug more than the mere taste of Spanish liquorice ; 
hut. whether it be that the works of those authors are 
not so popular as one had supposed them to be, or have been 
out of print for some time, he declares point-blank that u Spain 
is not known ; and yet it is not for the lack of word-painters 
to make it familiar in pen-and-ink pictures.” Let us hope that 
henceforth, with the aid of these two pleasant, some what rollick¬ 
ing volumes, not to mention grave histories of the Peninsular 
War and the lighter works of Englishmen and Englishwomen 
who have 14 walked through Spain," whether with or without 
a knapsack, the benighted people of this country may begin 
to have some faint conception of what the land of the Cid is 
really like, aud what are the habits, manners, and customs of 
the people who dwell in those regions which have been well 
irrigated by English blood, and to which so many English 
invalids (to say nothing of “ robustious H tourists) repair 
annually in search of a more genial climate than their own. 
The two volumes abound with accounts of personal adventure 
in Spain “from the abdication of Amadeus to tlie entry of 
Don Carlos”; and that is the sort of na rrativc which best 
tl suits the book" of the general reader. The incidents may 
not come up to the standard of Baron Munchausen or even of 
Othello in the stories with which he beguiled the sympathetic 
Dcsderaoni; but they are by no means devoid of interest, and 
they are recounted in the bright manner of one who 
is a* past master in the art of such narration. How singular, 
if not original, the author is in his views may be inferred from 
two facts: that ho adores Spanish bull - fighting, which he 
would probably include in a curriculum of the higher education 
of women, and that he dedicates his book to a gentleman (Mr. 
"Wilfrid Scawen Blunt) with whom he has “ never exchanged 
a word," because that gentleman (i hath killed a hull in the 
arena ,' 1 and “is husband of Byron's grand - daughter; and 
Byron was a poet.” Of course there is a description of a 
bull-fight; and—once more—a very disgusting spectacle it 
must be. There is certainly something to be said for the 
gallant bull, for the poor horses (because they cannot help 
themselves), for the toreadors, for the matador, and the rest 
of the actual performers: for the spectators nothing at all, 
unless we plead “ the custom of the country,” a custom more 
honoured in the breach than in the observance.

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THE, LATE MR, HORATIO ROSS* 

.Mr, Horatio Ross, of Kossio Lodge, Inverness, 
formerly of Bossio, Forfarshire, and Netheriey, 
Kincardineshire, who has eoroetimes been called 
the H King of riflemen and sportsmen,” died last 
week, at Inverness, in the eighty-fifth year of his 
age. He was horn 1801, eld cst son of M r. Hercules 
Ross, of Rossie Castle, Montrose, hi& mother being 
a daughter of Mr, John Parish, of Neinstaden. 

He was educated at the Edinburgh University, 
and entered the 14th Light Dragoons in 1820 ; 
bat he soon became famous in the hunting-field 
among the hardest riders of Melton Mowbray, 
and was the winner of the first recorded steeple¬ 
chase, riding Clinker against Captain Douglas on 
Radical He was also in those days distinguished 
as an athlete and a yachtsman. As showing his 
powers of endurance, although he had scarcely 
attained manhood, it is stated that, while acting 
as umpire to the late Lord Kennedy, Sir Andrew 
Leith Hay. and others, at a walking-match from 
the River Dee to Inverness, a distance of ninety- 
seven miles, he was the only one who reached 
the goal unassisted, and he accomplished the 
j o u rney wi t hout h al t or rest. It wa s as a * 1 shot/’ 
however, that Horatio Ross first attracted 
universal attention. His skill with the fowling- 
piece, rifle, or pistol has rarely or never been ex¬ 
celled . H is feats i n the High lands were numerou s, 
and attracted universal attention ; for, whether 
in pigeon-shooting or other form of sport, his 
weapons were always deadly beyond experience. 

At the rifle range he was equally successful. He 
won numerous prises, among them being the 
Wimbledon Cup, the Association Cup, the Duke 
of Cambridge’s Cup (in 19GI). Four years 
before—in the year 1868—the gallant sports¬ 
man, with three of his sons, who seemed to 
have inherited much of the father’s skill, 
formed four of the Scottish eight at W itnblcdon. 

As a deer-stalker, he had no equal. He was the 
first sportsuian In the Highland hills in the year 
1814, and he was the very last in the year 1884, 
and during this long period of seventy years he 
never missed a season. His favourite sporting 
ground of lafco years was the forest of M yvis, 
near Ding wall. His trophies of the forest were 
every year exceptionally splendid. Hia name is 
a Iso "associated with Indian sport, In the old 
days of duelling Mr, Ross acted as second sixteen 
times, yet he never saw a duel fought, for he 
always succeeded, by tact and good temper to 
bring about a reconciliation between the 
parties. In his quiet retreat at Rossie Lodge 
the veteran deer-stalker delighted to meet 
his friends and, possessed of a good fund of 
Scotch humour, he cheered his visitors with 
happy reminiscences of by-gone days and talcs 
of the field. He devoted himself also to politics. 

In the year 1831 be successfully contested the 
Aberdeen, Montrose, and Arbroath Burghs, and 
during two Parliaments through which he sat he 
took a prominent part in the debates, particularly on various 
subjects connected with game and agriculture. The duties 
of Parliament, however, were too irksome for a frame 
accustomed to the exhilarating exercise of tire field and the 
hillside, and he retired to seek fresh pleasures in the 
Highlands. Mr. Boss has left a numerous family of sons and 
daughters. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs, had u long interview 
with them last weekj they told him that the 
Bulgarian Regency, the Ministry, and the 
majority in the Sobranj£, having regard to the 
independence of their country, could not and 
would not accept a Russian Prince. Any 
other Prince proposed by the Powers would he 
accepted, provided that he were an honour¬ 
able man, who could be (rusted to rule over 
his adopted country with singleness of purpose. 
In reply. Count Kalnoky emphatically told them 
that no occupation of the countrv by a foreign 
Power would be permitted. On the subject of 
the Prince ot Miugrelia s candidature, he fully 
recognised the right of the Bulgarians to elect 
their own Prince, and. after listening to what 
the delegates had to say against the Russian 
nominee, answered“ The moment you object 
to the Prince there is an end of the matter." In 
conclusion, Count Kalnoky stated that be would 
do his utmost to assist in bringing the Bulgarian 
crisis to a speedy termination. With regard to 
the Bulgarian finances, M. Gtecoff says the 
country has tided over its most difficult moment, 
and Is now in good circumstances. There are 
H'OOO'OODf. of reserve in the Treasury, and no 
very largo outlay will be required till the spring, 
when 8,UUO,OOOf. will have to be paid for the 
railway works. The Delegates repeat, in most 
precise terms, the denial already officially 
telegraphed from Sofia as to the alleged ill- 
treatment and torturing Of prisoners in Bulgarian 
jails. M. Stoiloff affirms that the total number 
of prisoners now confined for alleged outrages hi 
connection with the disturbances fomented by 
General Kaulbars is only forty-two. He adds 
that the Bulgarian prisons are always open 
to the inspection of foreign Consul b : and 
that if any of the alleged brutalities had 
occurred, it would have been moat easy for 
the Consuls to obtain evidence of the fact. The 
Delegates have left Vienna for Berlin, whence 
they will come to London, and will afterwards 
proceed to Paris and to Rome, 

The Ansfcro-Hungarinn Government has per¬ 
mitted the transit of arms for Bulgaria through 
the Empire. In consequence, fifty cannon of 
large calibre, three mountain batteries, 30,000 
kilogrammes of gunpowder, and 600,000 cart¬ 
ridges, ordered in Germany, will he forwarded to 
Bulgaria within a few days from Vienna. 

The Emperor Alexander III, of Russia has 
promoted his late agent in Bulgarin, General 
Kaulhars, to the rank of Lieutenant-lieueraL for 
his distinguished services in intriguing against 
the Bulgarian Government, and attempting to 
get up conspiracies and insurrections. Those 
Russian attempts were happily rendered abortive 
by the firmness, loyalty, and patriotism of the 
Bulgarian people and soldiers. We publish a 
Sketch, by M. Lachraonn, of an incident that 
occurred three weeks ago, when a few con¬ 
spirators, arrested at Reekovazt in the house of 
a priest, were taken in military custody to Tirnova, to lie tried 
for the offence. At Sofia, on the 24 th nit, a conspiracy was 
detected among the cadets of the “ Junker ” Military School, 
instigated by their professors and teachers. Captain Tepa- 
vitseharoff, Captain tieorgenoff, and Captain Beletcff. with 
three Lieutenants. who had taken part in the plot of Aug. 21 
against Prince Alexander.

During the violent gala of Thursday and Friday last week, a 
terrible twofold disaster, causing the loss of twenty*seven lives 
of brave men engaged in attempting to resoue the crew of a 
vessel in danger of shipwreck, took place on the Lancashire 
coast, outside the estuary of the Ribble, Three life-boats that 
night, respectively from Lytham, Southport, and St. Anne's, in 
the Hibblc estuary, put off to the assistance of a distressed 
barque, the Mexico, of Hamburg, outward bound from 
Liverpool. A heavy sea was running at the time, and only one 
of the boats, that from Lytham, succeeded in accomplishing 
her errand of mercy, reaching the vessel and taking her crew 
from the rigging. The other two boats capsized, only three of 
the men on board the Southport boat being saved, and all 
in the St. Anne’s boat were drowned. It should be observed 
that about noon on Thursday a barque of nearly I 0 f >0 tons was 
seen riding at anchor off Southport. At that time, a terrific 


hurricane was blowing from the north-west, and much 
anxiety was felt for the safety of the vessel. Late in the 
afternoon she dragged her anchor and drifted landward, but 
great difficulty was experienced in making out her position, 
owing to the rain and spray. About nine o'clock on Thursday 
night rockets were seen to rise in the direction where the 
vessel was lest observed ; and, it being surmised that she was 
in trouble, the crew of the Southport life-boat, Eliza Fernley, 
were immediately summoned. At twenty minutes to ten the 
boat was taken to Aiusdale, in which direction the vessel had 
drifted. On the way thither she could be distinctly seen— 
having broken both cables, lost two masts, and got stranded 
on the main beach. The life-boat was launched, and the 
crew of sixteen hands, all told, pulled gallantly towards 
the barque, which had continued to discharge rockets, and 
show signals of distress, from the time she was first seen. 


A heavy S3i was running at the time ; and the life-boat 
experienced the utmos: difficulty in getting near the vessel, 
Aftjr battling with the huge waves for ever an hour, this 
craw got within abottt twenty yard* of the barque, ami were 
gradually making headway, when, coming broadside to the 
wind, the life-boat wan immediately capsized, and the whole 
of the crew were thrown into the water. Instead of 
righting herself, as she was expechxl to do, the boat 
remained bottom upwards, most of the crew being under¬ 
neath her. M can time, the non-return of the boat caused 
inquiries to bo made, and a search party of police 
and others went to Aiusdale, where the boat was dis¬ 
covered bottom up. When it was righted tliree dead bodies 
were found underneath it; five of the crew were under 
the capsized bout for an hour, bring only knee-deep in water ; 
two of then! managed to escape, but the other three were 
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suffocated. The following is a list of the drowned Charles 
Hodge, Hallway-street), coxswain, married ; Henry Hodge, 
poulterer, Lord-street, married : Thomas Spencer, Hall-street, 
married ; Henry Wright, Hall-a treat, married ; Thomas Jackson, 
married ; Ral ph Peters, Boundary-street: Benjamin Peters, son of 
the above : John Robinson, Bouuda ry-street; Richard Robin son, 
brother of the above. Boundary-street; Peter Wright, married, 
St, Luke's-road ; Timothy Rigby, married. Railway-street; 
Robert Jackson, and Thomas Rigby. The following were 
saved :■—Henry Robinson, John Jackson, and John Ball. 

Another bravo crow of men from St. Amie's-on-the-Sea met 
a similar fate. They were assembled by signals at ten o’clock 
on Thursday night and left shortly after for the same wreck in 
their boat, the Laura Jane, which did good service a week before, 
She, too, with her crow of thirteen men, was cheered on her 
journey and was soon battling with the tempestuous sea. 
Crowds of people lingered: for her return all night, and when 
daylight broke she was nowhere visible. It was rumoured that 
her crew had lost the!r oars and that she was anchored to a buoy 
in the channel. The Blackpool life-boat was launched amid 
cheer®, and the Lytlmm boat again went out, but after several 
hours}search in smoother water returned, having seen nothing of 
the missing boat. There was the greatest agitation and gloom 
in all the watering-places. In the afternoon five bodies of the 
St, Anne's boat's crow were washed up at Southport, and the 
Laura Jaue waa found bottom up near the wreck. On the 
boat bring righted throe more bodies were found entangled 
among the ropes. The Laura Jane was in charge of Coxswain 
Johnson, The boat waa aeon a long way out among the 
breakers, tho night being moonlight; and after it passed under 
the shadow of a cloud it was never seen again, Thu boat had 
to face a wild head-wind and a most tempestuous sen. It was 
fount! apprized between the Mexico and tho wreck of the ship 
Kerens, which has been on the banks for some time. The 
names of those who went out in the St, Anne’s life-boat are 
William Johnson, coxswain, single; Charles Tims, mate, loaves 
widow and five children ; James Robson, single ; James 
Bonney, leaves a widow and three children ; Nicholas Parkin¬ 
son, single ; John Wignall, single ; Thomas Itonney, leaves a 
widow and five children; Oliver Hodgson, single; James 
Johnson, leaves a widow and five children - Reuben Tims, 
leaves a widow and throe children : James Harrison, single ; 
Theima Parkinson, leaves a widow and three children ; Richard 
Fisher, leaves a widow and live children. 

The Lytham life-boat, named tho Charles Biggs, was 
happily more sticeeasfuL The signal to man the life-boat was 
given at Lytham shortly before ten. The crew came up 
promptly, and the boat was speedily flatted from her carriage 
into l he sea. She is a new boat, having been placed on tho 
station as tho gif t of Mr, Charles Biggs, of Manchester, only a 
week ago. The coxswain, Clarkson, describing tho passage, 
which in her case was accomplished safely, srutl “the new 
boat behaved splendidly/* although the waves when they got 
out bo sea ran mountains high, and the broken water was 
something frightful. The light went out as they got 
near the ship, and a tremendous sea broke over her. This 
was between half-past twelve and one o’clock. Apparently 
the vessel bad struck on what is known ns the main 
bank, which lies between Southport and Formby, so that, 
when the life-boat reached her it hod accomplished a 
peri Ions voyage of over twelve miles. They had great 
difficulty in getting at the men on the barqpe, for the 
sea was constantly breaking over her. The men jumped 
safely iuto the life-boat. All the time, the boat waa 
out, the greatest anxiety prevailed among the crowd on 
shore, most of whom kept their position, notwithstanding 
that heavy showers fell occasionally. As time went on, the 
excitement increased, until the green flash from the life-boat 
announced that she was In the vicinity of St. Anne’s light¬ 
house* The wind had now greatly moderated, but a strong 
tide was running. Soon after the life-boat was seen return¬ 
ing, and the news that twelve lives hot! been saved was received 
with ringing cheers. The life-boat landed at ten minutes 
post three, aud the shipwrecked men, in a very exhausted 
condition, were taken to the Railway Hotel, where provision 
had he ju made for their comfort by Mr. Rymer, the landlord. 
Tho life-boat crew and a large crowd followed them thither. 

So far as concerns the disaster to the Eliaa Fern ley, the 
Southport life-boat, of which we give two Illustrations, 
it* story is told by John Jackson, one of the survivors, 
who resides in ^Vest-street, Southport. He says that the 
boat was launched successfully and went nicely for a 
time* A vary heavy sea was running, and their troubles soon 
commenced. Charles 1 lodge, the coxswain, and Peters, the 
second coxswain, were at the helm, and sea after sen washed 
over the boat. They were beaten back several times, and 
shipped an immense quantity of water. It was pitch dark at 
the time, anti the only indication of the distressed barque was 
the faint glimpse of a lamp which, as the boat got closer, they 
saw hung from the mimui top, Jackson was able to discern 
that the vessel hod lost her foremast and mainmast. They 
were at length within thirty yards of the vessel and could 
hear no shouting ; indeed, the storm rose to such a pitch that 
it was with difficulty that they could hcn,r their own voices. 
He was just about 1 citing go the anchor to get 1 he boat 
alongside, the vessel Imiiig then, he should say, twenty yards 
from the burjtio, when a tremendous boi caught the boat 
right amidships and she went over. They expected h:*r 
to right herself, but she remained bottom upwards. Norm of 
the crew managed at length to crawl out. lie and Richard 
Robinson held firmly on to tjrj rowlock®, and werj biff etc 1 
about considerably, With nome difficulty he gut nmlomcat'l 
the boat again and spoke, he thought.-to Henry Robinson, 
Thomas Jackson, Timothy Rigby, and Pofc?r Jackson. He 
called out, iJ I think she will never right: we have all to bo 
drowned " ; and heard a voice, probably Henry Robins an s. 
say, “ I think bo, too,” He got out again, and found Richard 
Robinson “ fairly done.” Robinson loaned hoiviiy on his arm, 
and he thought he must have been suffocated. Another heavy 
sea came, and Robinson disappeared with it and was never seen 
again. While underneath, Jackson called out to his brother, 
but could got no answer. The boat eventually drifted, bottem 
upward*, to the shore, and those who were rescued like himself 
citing to her* He did not know what became of the rest of the 
crew, but remembered seeing two or three of them struggling 
to reach the boat. He drifted with tho boat bottom upwards 
to the beach, and staggered home at three o’clock inthermornmg. 

The news of tho wreck was made known to the people 
of Southport at the Mayor’s reception festivities, and Dr. 
Pilkingtou, local secretary to the Life-Boat Institution, started 
out to go with the life-boat CT 6 W, but when he got to the shore 
the boat had put off. 

The Mexico, the wrecked vessel, was an iron barque, of 
Hamburg, bound from Liverpool to Guayaquil with a valuable 
mixed cargo. She left Liverpool on Sunday, and was blown 
about by the gales until she went ashore, 

A Board of Trade inquiry has commenced. The Queen has 
seat a message of sympathy. A subscription is opened to 
relieve the families. 

The Royal National Life-Boat Institution have received 
information that no fewer than 118 lives have been saved by 
their bbats during the recent storms.

There was a large decrease In the arrivals of live stock and 
fresh meat at Liverpool la^t week from tha United States and 
Canada, there being only five steamers, hringiug a total supply 
of 200 cattle, and filftfl quarters of lieef.

Captain Bell, the boatswain, 
and three seamen rowed to the Jennie Morion, which was a 
waterlogged wreck; and with great difficulty succeeded m 
rescuing the five men who wore upon her. 
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“TWO LITTLE DOVES.” 

The Coloured Picture given for mr Extra Sap piemen t is a 
reproduction of one painted by B, Hall, representing a child 
with a dove—a twofold typo of innocence. The tenderness of 
infancy is here associated with that bird which has, }>erhaps 
undeservedly, been selected as an emblem of mildness and soft¬ 
ness of temper; jet naturalists confess that all the pigeon 
tribe are quarrelsome among themselves, and few winged 
oreatutes aro more voracious. The division or group of "true 
doves” including the English wood-pigeon, the etock-dove, 
and the "rock-dove T ,f from which onr domes bloated varieties 
are derived, ia sufficiently familiar ; those last mentioned are 
useful and agreeable companions of man. In Palestine, Egypt* 
and most countries of the East, they are reared in such abund¬ 
ance that it was natural to take this bird as the representative 


of all flying and hovering in the air with no hostile 
intentions, unlike the eagle or the falcon* which rises with 
a view to pounce on ils prey. From beautiful instances 
of Hebrew tradition, the dove became a sign of divine grace, 
of pardon and reconciliation, and was, by the Lcvitteal law, 
accepted from the poor, instead of a lamb, for the temple 
sacrifice. The vision of the dove, recorded at the commence¬ 
ment of Christ's ministry, had a peculiar significance for Tho 
Jews, and has passed into the mind of Christendom, But even 
in heathen Borne, in the proverbial verse of Horace, doves 
are contrasted with crows, the one as an example of dishonesty, 
the other of innocence, though both are equally known to be 
thieves. The Romans placed the urns and ashes of their dead 
kinsfolk in the ranged cells of buildings which they called 
“ columbaria,” from their resemblance to the usual dovecote ; 
and Christian sepulchres in the catacombs of Rome were 


formed on a similar plan. So various are the associations con¬ 
tributing to this sentiment in favour of the dove, mingling 
sacred, historical, legendary, romantic, and domestic re¬ 
miniscences, that its name has become endeared to every 
people, Tho word in English rhymes with u love," which has 
made it go a good way in the poetry of the affections ; but 
“ my love, my dove, my uudefiled" was the language of 
endearment lung ages since; and so let it pass for the 
child hugging her beloved pet bird, the simple subject of our 
Coloured Picture to-day.

indefinite proportions. Flow far this is the case maj* readily 
bo judged when wo arc told that the correspondence dealt 
with at St* Martin’s -le- Grand alone during Christmas 
week increases fivefold* No less than 10,000,000 letters 
and packets passed through the Chief Post Office of London 
last Christmas, and, of course, a correspondingly large 
increase took place in the Christman work of the post offices 
throughout the country. We may safely estimate, indeed, 
that the total number of Christmas letters, cards, and pockets 
which will he transmitted through the post during the present 
Christmas will bo not less than fifty millions* 

There cau be no question that the pleasing fashion of 
sending Christmas cards contributes mainly to bo remarkable 
an increase of work, which also, however, is no doubt due in a 
great measure to the enormous facilities now afforded by the 
Post O ffic© for sending such missives—for without cheap ^postage 
the custom of sending Christmas cards must unquestionably 
have been greatly circumscribed in its operation* As it is, 
these cards are now posted in wholesale fashion, as may be in¬ 
ferred from the figures j ttst mentioned* Every household, indeed, 
expects, and generally receives, on Christmas morning a small 
budget of letter* to itself ; for every individual member of the 
family—from Paterfamilias to the last-bora infant joy—looks 
forward to at least half a dozen Christmas missives ; and when 
ive come to reckon this in the aggregate it seems indeed mar¬ 
vellous that the Post Office should be able to perform the work 
with the celerity and punctuality with which it is always 
accomplished* 

The strain which, of course, the Post Office has to suffer in 
coping with its Christmas work is enormous, and can hardly be 
fully realised by the public* Daring nearly the whole of 
Christmas week the duties at St. Martin's-le-Graud are per¬ 
formed at high pressure, which increase* day by day until it 
culminates in forty-eight hours’ almost unintermittent 
labour, previous to the first delivery on Christmas morn. 
Letters rash in literally in one continuous stream on 
Christmas Eve, through the great yawning mouth and sub¬ 
sidiary months under the portico ; and the great sorting-hall 
simply overflows with letters* Large a* is the staff of sorters* 
&c„ employed, it is only just found possible for a time to keep 
the ever-rolling stream under control : and to the untutored 
eye the scene is one of direst confusion* More than three 
thousand men are engaged in facing, stamping, sorting, 
carrying, bundling, bagging, tying, and sealing, as if for 
dear life’s sake* The actual struggle may be said to com¬ 
mence on the morning of Dec. 23, and is at it* fiercest 
on the 24th, when hardly any of the official* are allowed to 
leave the office. The pressure is, of coarse* felt at every post 
office in the country in a proportionate degree ; and the 
demand for extra force at this period exercises an influence on 
the neutral office in London, from the fact that, besides the 
great increase in the number of mail-bags forwarded, the 
fetters, in many cases, arrive totally unsorted, thus com¬ 
plicating, as can be imagined, the difficulties of the situation. 

Upon ordinary occasions, the heavy labours of the haul- 
worked officials terminate with the completion of the dispatch 
of the night mails : but on the eve of Christmas the struggle 
continues, with almost unabated vigour, until f ar into 0b ristmas 
Day, as the correspondence pours in until late at night* The 
officials are, of course, permitted to withdraw in detachments 
for a short interval, in order to partake of a good and sub¬ 
stantial repost provided for the occasion by the department* 
The work does not actually cease until about ten o'clock on 
Christmas morning, when the officials are allowed to go home, 
except some thirty, who volunteer to remain anti! the 
afternoon, when silence reigns once more supreme in the great 
sorting-hall, which is now cleared ; for the mighty battle of 
letters ia over, and another great victory has been achieved by 
the Post Office—not, however, without an enormous expenditure 
of forethought* mental anxiety, and physical force- At all 
points the machinery has to bo supplemented: not only the 
force requires to be augmented, bnt thousands of extra mail¬ 
bags have to l>e provided, hundreds of extra vans and carts 
have to be requisitioned for th© occasion, and even special mail- 
trains have to be brought into use, being dispatched from 
London to the provinces in advance of the usual night mails. 

Of the postman s share in the Christmas work there is hut 
little need to speak, so well acquainted with it already must 
everyone be, His is a familiar figure, and, indeed, prominent 
feature of Christmas mom, as he pursues his “ walk* 5 ' sinking 
under a load of congratulations, wishes, greetings, and 
friendly messages ; and so thoroughly well able are the public 
to sympathise with the arduousness of his labours teat he is 
probably the only person to whom the customary Christmas 
box is given without regret or murmur, So jpopular, indeed, 
are the postmen, that the Postmaster-Dene ml is constrained to 
issue a notice urging the public not to offer them drink on 
Christmas Day, an act of mistaken kindness, of which too 
many, we are afraid, are prone to be guilty. It speaks well, 
however, for the letter-carriers as a class when it is stated that 
not a single case of intoxication was reported among the post¬ 
men employed in the metropolis last Christmas, while them 
was a gratifying diminution in the number so reported in 
other parte of the country. 

Most of the other branches of the postal service are also 
affected, hut m a less degree, by the Christmas season. The 
parcel post is of coarse much more extensively used at this 
season than at any other* fur the interchange of Christmas 
hampers and presents ; there is a very marked increase in the 
number of savings bank withdrawals: and an abnormal 
number of postal and money orders is issued at this period; 
while the telegraph department also has its share in the extra 
work at Christmas* The use of the wire has become, of 
late, much more common than it used to be formerly.and to 
many persons it is more convenient to send their Christmas 
messages In this manner. The increase of work has not hitherto 
occasioned any very serious difficulties, but considerable extra 
pressure has of course been felt since the sixpenny rate was 
i nfcroduced. A certain complement of the staff has al ways been 
obliged to remain on duty on Christmas Day at those postal 
telegraph offices where business is transacted day and night 
throughout the year. The day, no doubt, is made up to them 
afterwards, whilst probably they also receive extra pay for 
iheir devotion to the sendee on this occasion* But it is 
doubtful whether such compensation can be deemed wholly 
consolatory for the hardship of being obliged to remain away 
from home ou the heartiest and mo^fc festive occasion of the 
year in this country, when most people endeavour to mark it 
with united greetings and social merriment. A. 0* B.

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Carried away by enthusiasm, be aiterapta to join his voice 
to the others;" but the effort is too great, and, as the 
legend goes, ho sank back lifeless. The subject h not the 
less painful for being of doubtful truth, and we do not 
think the artist well inspir <1 in his choice of the subject. The 
really touching and only delicate piece of painting is that of 
Mozart's young wife behind his chair, divided between her 
care for her husband and her sympathy with the music of this 
last requiem. As in all bis works, at* Mtmkacay relies for 
effect upon his strong contrasts of black and white ; and it 
must bo admitted that he handles them with a vigorous hand. 
The picture can scarcely be a popular one; although, in its 
engraved state, it will lose much of what makes it harsh and 
unsympathetic, 

At the Gainsborough Gallery (2a, Old Bond-street), there is 
on view Professor Vink's 14 Lady Godivn,” which gives the 
latest Belgian version of what some authorities regard as a 
“ solar myth. 11 Professor Vink’s treatment of the subject is 
thoroughly realistic. Lady Godiva, with her flowing golden 
hair, is seated, not ungracefully, on a grey horse, which gallops 
rapidly through the deserted streets of Coventry. Between 
the shatters of the Taba.nl, or whatever may have been the 
name of the inn, the miscreant -I 1 Tom” can just bo discerned ; 
but he attracts neither the notice of the horsewoman nor of 
the spectator. The motion of the horse is somewhat cinras- 
like, as is Lady Codiva’s attitude; but fcho colouring is good, 
and the drawing of the lady’s figure eminently successful* 
Professor Vink has given to tho street* of Coventry a Flemish 
air, which they may have worn at the time of the famous ride; 
but wo are less disused to admit the introduction of a florae 
with manifestly Arab blood at so remote a period of our history. 

Yet another gallery has been established in the highway of 
art by Messrs. Buck and Reid (170, New Bond-street), who 
have brought together a small collection of water colours and 
pastels. The former, by M* Jules Lessore, an Anglicised 
Frenchman, deal exclusively with his impressions of Holland. 
They are of bold, dashing character, taking advantages of the 
strong contrasts of colour which, in summer at least, 11 Flat- 
land '* affords; as well as of the architectural effect of its 
quaint streets and stately public buildings. Of the twenty- 
two sketches, wo most like those of the “Sfcadt Him, Middel- 
bttrg” (8). and of a street in the same town (16), and of the 
41 Canals at Bel ft” (13) and “ Dordrecht” (22). In all, how¬ 
ever, the fault of hasty execution seems apparent; M. LesHoro 
has been ho eager to finish his sketches that he forgets to give 
proper attention to their setting, for in all the skies, and in 
many the water, arc the weakest points. The pastel a &re 
by Sir. A. D. Peppercorn and Mr. H, Mubrmun : the former an 
Englishman, and the latter an American; but both, apparently, 
have submitted themselves to French training. Fu both, the 
excessive darkness, amounting to gloosumoes, dominates each 
scene j and as it would be difficult to suppose that in both cases 
the artist's temperament decided the tone of his sketch, we mm 
only presume that this highly-shaded method is consecrated by 
contemporary pastel-workers. It was not so formerly, when 
French art of this sort was at its highest point. Mr. 
Muhrman, it is true, seems at times—as for instance in his 
“ Pot of Chrysanthemums” ((17), 11 Tim Evening View at 
Venice ” (fit), and 41 The Thames at Black wall" (52)—to have 
an idea that odour in itself was not altogether to be despised ; 
but Mr. Pepper corn is persistently impressed with the con¬ 
viction that it is through tone rather than colour his thoughts 
can be conveyed. That his thoughts dwell on beauty may lie 
inferred from such works or u The Pool at Sunset ” (2 (!) T H River 
and Trees' 1 (28), *■ Towards Evening” (3!)* and “The Sheep 
on the Common ” (24). tn the last-named sketch especially, 
and in a less degree in others, we see a resemblance to many of 
11 II. B/s 11 rapid but brighter touches. 

At the Continental Gallery (157, New Bond-street) are 
brought together a number of works by French and German 
art! ste. For the most part they belong to a style which hi fcherto 
has found little favour with English collectors, unless we 
except the works of M. A. Nermann, the talented Norwegian 
artist who has made Paris his home. His works, of which 
“The Seltenfjord " (II) and “The North Cape ” (3fi) are fair 
specimens, are usually of a size which unfits them for small 
rooms. Seaudauavian scenery is further illustrated by Herr 
Rasmussen's “ Nerofjord” (ft) and “ Gndvangen " (153), and by 

I ierr ArboVolins (56) and Herr Morten M idler 08G), Among the 
more important works may also bo mentioned Count Barrack 1 * 

II Viking’s Grave” (167), Herr Neuhaus 1 large historical 
picture of “The Great Elector at the Hague” (112), a 
brilliantly-lighted supper scene ; M. Cochin Do la Fosse's 
u Batterie do fteigle a bright sunshiny group of girls thresh¬ 
ing a harley-mow; Kroyor’s “ Depart pour la Pdofle "—a 
moonlight scene of considerable force, Herr Clans is n clever 
but not always pleasing imitator of a French school which 
delights in opera-dancers; but bis largo work— 41 A Sylph” 
(7)—is well drawn and stands well. A portrait of “ Madame 
Bo Novikoff (71), by Kerr Schmiechon, will attract attention 
From the subject rather than from the execution. Hans Dahl, 
Nicole t, Montiguy, and others whose names, are gutting known 
in the country, are fairly well represented. 

Mr. Nelson Maclean, whose two allegorical figures at the 
Society of British Artiste merit special notice, has on view, at 
hia fdudio (13, Bruton-stroet), a liferize female figure, 
u Resurrection,” designed for a mausoleum at Wiesbaden. The 
figure is represented m being lifted heavenwards by Divine 


grace, leaving behind her the earth’s glebe, on which her 
foot scarcely lingers, ihe conception of the artist is very 
simple, and he has translated it with perfect taste and feeling. 
There is in the figure no suggestion of the wings as natural 
organs aiding in the action ; and thus the usual ungraceful 
conflict between wings and arms, which spoils so much of our 
statuary, is avoided, whilst the revivifying power of the 
Divine love is made more manifest. The wings, ns managed 
by Mr. Maclean, serve rather as an admirable background to 
the floating figure, which is to stand out against the sky, over 
a rock-hewn vault, high up among the Mils overlooking the 
valley of tire Main. __ 


THE MAGAZINES FOR DECEMBER.

The Xafiwtnl Bur tow is fairly interesting, hut has nothing 
of special mark except n brilliant article on French idiosyn¬ 
crasies by a “ Parisian," who seems to be an English resident. 
Mr. Baden Powell contributes some useful suggestions on the 
proposed 41 Empire Institute.” 

Mr. Resant’s Children of Gibeon” is concluded in Long¬ 
man's Magazine. The void thus occasioned will be difficult to 
fill. Mrs. Moles worth's “Marrying and Giving in Marriage" 
is very congenial reading for ladies, but we are sceptical of its 
fascinations for the sterner sex. A practical view of the matter 
is taken by Miss Eliza Grme, who maintains that women will 
not impair their chances of matrimony by learning, and 
evidently suspects that the doctors who discourage intel¬ 
lectual pursuits for woman are actuated hy a design to cut off 
the supply of female physicians at the source. Messrs. Walter 
Pollock and Brand it Matthews narrate, very amusingly, the 
history of Monsieur Blixlni, wlio was carried off by the spirits 
from under an extinguisher. 

Harper's Magazine is rich in illustrations, above all of 
which is to be named Mr. Vedder’s 41 Cup of Death,” one of tho 
few designs of the day which arc poems even more than they 
are pictures. The sketches illustrative of “ Sally in our Alley ” 
are also oh arming ; and nothing can be better than the 
solidity and truth of Mr. Bough ton's “ Mdre Venus,” accom¬ 
panied with letterpress from his hand which show's that he 
can wield the pen almost as effectively as the pencil. The 
Century continues the biography of President Lincoln, which 
is brought down to his memorable and almost solitary protest, 
UR an Illinois representative, against slavery in the district of 
Columbia. The military history of the Civil IVnr treats of the 
second day of the battle of Gettysburg. M Old Chelsea ” and 
** Henry Cloy at Ashland 11 arc the subjects of very interesting 
papers ; the parklike apyjoamnoo of Clay’s Kentucky domain is 
gratifying to an English eye. The At l ant ir Monthly is an 
interesting number. 44 In the Clouds " is effectively concluded \ 
and there is a story of a buried Indian sage, showing con¬ 
siderable imagination ; but the e in Jacob cannot be expressed 
by a Greek ttki* Miss Preston criticises Mies* Sewell and Miss 
Youge very appreciatively; and the Comte de Tins in sub- 
jeeted to less friendly criticism for Ms history of the battle of 
Gettysburg. 

The principal attraction in the AH Journal this month Is 
a photogravure, which we have already referred to in noticing 
the j r early volume. It is after MeissonieriB celebrated picture, 
entitled “ 1814,” which is said to have been sold for £6000* 
As the picture meanurea only 12$ in. by 94 in., it is perhaps the 
most remarkable example in the annals of art of the con¬ 
junction of a great price and a small picture. An interesting 
paper on “ Art Teaching at Uppingham School ,T pbowe what 
may be done in this direction in the great schools of England. 

The new volume of tho Magazine of A rt starts well in the 
December number, which in full of ex cel lent engravings and in- 
tereafcin g readin g. Tho articl es, entitled H Movemc nts in A ra erican 
Painting,” « The Forts of the Revolution,” and “Vandyke at 
the Court of Charles I. ” will well repay perusal. 

Temple Bar concludes " Taston Carew,” and its admirable 
series of papers on Balzac. Mr. Pollock, in bis excellent 
criticism of the illustrations of u Faust ” might have 
mentioned that Delacroix’s designs gave especial satisfaction 
to Goethe. There arc same characteristic anecdotes of the 
late Master of Trinity; and there is considerable pathos 
in an Australian story, “The Boss of Barangaroo." There 
is nothing particular to notice in the Gfnth'nnin's Magazhu* 
except Mr. J. T. Collier a physiological tale of the “Romance 
of a Brain," which proves that no man can carry a shark's 
tooth about in his head without detriment to his moral 
nature. Belgravia has nn amusing story by Mr, Grant Allen 
and a terrific one hy Mr. 0. H. Chambers, the truth of which 
cannot be doubted, Wi Mr. Chambers had it from the maniac 
himself.

Magazine. Part I. of a revised edition of Cassell’s Illustrated 
History of England, Cassell's Family Magazine (the first 
number, full of promise, of a new volume), The Quiver, 
Cassell's Saturday Journal, Picturesque Europe, Good "Words, 
Ladies 1 Gazette of Fashion (Christmas number).

WINTER EXHIBITIONS. 

At the Fine-Art Society’s Gallery (148, New Bond-street) there 
is now on view an exceedingly interesting translation of 
Scottish coast scenery by Mr. John Brett, A.R.A., consisting of 
forty-aix sketches and three finished pictures. They give a 
bright and breezy rendering of some of the most beautiful 
scenery of our island—that of the south-west <>f Scotland, from 
tho mouth oF tho Clyde northwards to Loch Fyne. Mr. Brett, 
in the course of his four months’ holiday, saw tho mountains, 
sea, and foliage under every variation of a summer eky—in 
wintl and haze, in rain and sunshine; and these transcripts of 
his impressions are often beautiful, and almost always 
interesting. Of the three finished pictures, that marked A is 
the most striking in its treatment of storm and wind upon a 
rocky coast; and m the sketch (10) we see the materials which 
Mr. Brett has worked up into a grand battle of the elements. 
To show, doubtless, the range of his power, the other two 
pictures represent (B) the still calm of a fog and (G) a 
bright blue sky over the mountains of Arran. Amongst tho 
smaller sketches u Ardniel Hill" (3), with its autumnal Wo, is 
a delicate and happy attempt to render the peculiar iridescence 
of the sea in calm: and it is the most reposeful of alt the 
collection. Others, like u Mil l port Bay” (28)* “The Silver 
Clyde" (:ifi)» &ntl “ Inside the Cambrics” (4fi), are .bright and 
breezy ; but, after nil, Mr, Brett, to judge from these sketches, 
had more frequently “dirty weather" during hifl sojourn. 
Of this he makes good use In numerous instances, especially in 
“ The North-Wester” (10) and “The Bonth-Easter” (ft) nt 
PorUua-CroBS, in " The Desired Haven ” (2ft), and in the inky 
“ Views of the Clyde ” (1), and 4< Loch Alsh " (211). These and 
many others prove what all were ready to recognise before—that 
Mr. Brett is skilful beyond the average of his contemporaries in 
rendering atmospheric effects; but we have forced upon ns by 
such on exhibition as the present that, in Mm, the craftsman 
dominates the artist. 1 n addition to hie pictures, Mr. Brett pro¬ 
vides for the amu semen t of those who como to study them a 
up right! y “ ex planafcory essay ” i n wflioh, w ith questionabl e taste, 
be attacks the late Mr. Tom Taylor for having, on some occasion, 
stated that Mr. Bret* belonged to the il school of minute 
elaboration.” It is difficult to understand whether or not Mr, 
Brett considers it an indignity to bo classed with ” Van Eyck 
and John Lewis”; but it in enough to look at his 4t sketches " 
and compare them ,W)th his finished pictures bo see that he 
docs not, like Titian and others, allow his first thoughts or 
inspiration to remain unmodified by subsequent labour. As 
anyone who will look through this collection of sketches will 
see. Mr. Brett is generally most happy in catching the forms 
and colours of Heating clouds; and, unless he is greatly mis¬ 
represented by his friends, ho owes no small share of his 
success to hi* * scientific studies. It seems, therefore, rather a 
paradox to find him gravely state that “more information 
about clonds can be got from one of Mr. Peter Graham’s 
pictures than from all the transactions of the Royal Society) 1 

At Messrs. DowdeswelFfl Gallery (153, New Rond-street) is 
to be seen a collection of drawings painted by Mr. Sutton 
Palmer during the past two years, illustrating some of the 
benuties of the English lakes; and they fully bear out the 
title given by Carlyle to ftuskin, and passed on by the latter, 
when he calls him “ Ethereal Palmer." Endowed with a 
delicacy of feeling which his hand can faithfully interpret, 
Mr. Palmer thrown over the Lake country one more apell of 
enchantment. The scries is so complete, and, wo may add. of 
such uniform excellence, that with difficulty we select any 
particular work tor special praise, “ The Head of Winder- 
mere ” (26) from above Lowood seema like a fairyland of 
sunshine, to which " Honister Pass ” (22) might form 
a fitting entry. The beauties of Thirimere, threatened by 
ruthless utilitarians, plead loudly for rescue through such 
works as “ St, John’s Beck ” (63), “The Golden Eve” (Hi), 
with the bright sun striking the flanks of Helvellyn. and the 
twilight grey of 44 Raven Crag" (37), and, above all, is the 
“ View of Thirimero" (42), u within the orescent of a pleasant 
hay," a scene to be rescued from sacrilegious hands. The 
“ View of Windermere from Waterhead" (41), although a 
little monotonous in colour, is full of charm and grace, but it 
falls short in art aa in nature of the glimpse of 11 Brother’s 
Water” (17), which the foot-farer obtains from Patterdale. 
Is is not only in depicting the beauties of the lakes and 
mountains shrouded in golden haze that Mr. Snfcton Palmer 
shows hi t» skill, the silver birches and rich flowers and grasses with 
which the lake district abounds receive delicate treatment at his 
hands ; and in rendering the numerous waterfalls with which 
that fairy country abounds, os in the “Upijer Falls at Itydal ” 
(8), the “ Outflow of Thirl mere ” (25). “Bkelwith Force, near 
Ambleside" (Hfi) P he deals in masterly style with broken water, 
and wet rocks flashing in the sunshine. An hour may well bu 
a pent among therte pleasant scenes, especially by those who, 
“ in city pant,” sigh for & glimpse of the lakes and mountains. 

At Messrs. Agnews (Bond-street Galleries) may now be 
seen M. Mankocsy’s latest work. 41 The Last Momenta of 
Mozart,” ami to the legendary story the painter gives a painful 
reality. Iu accordance with the received tradition, n number 
of Mozart’s friends have assembled, nttho musician's request, 
to sing a requiem which, in spite of his fast-failing strength, 
he had been composing. One friend is seated at the 
piano, and the others are standing round, whilst, in the centre 
of the picture, Mozart, with the pallor of death already upon 
his face, lies in his chair propped up by white pillows.

A Merry Christmas and a Happy Hew Year to everybody, with 
all my heart ' I hope that it will be merry in hall, and that 
beards will wag all* I trust that there Will be plenty of cakes 
and ale, and that ginger will be hot—not too hot—in the 
month. May the fourteen thousand little hoys and girls of 
the workhouses and orphan schools, who have been provided 
with a bounteous supply of toys, sent in response to an invi¬ 
tation from the kindly editor of Truth, enjoy their playthings 
thoroughly. May Christmas be merry to the kind Sisters of 
Nazareth House, whose soup-kettles are still boiling, and who 
fed one day last week eight hundred hungry souls. May 
Christmas be merry in the poor-boxes at the Police Courts; 
and may merry cheques be sent to the many hospitals and 
asylums which urgently need support. You will forgive me if 
I am unable to be merry, myself. I spent last Christmas Day 
at sea, between Launceston, in Tasmania, and Sydney. I spent 
New Year's Eve at Melbourne ; and Clmstmastide must ever 
be for me a miserable anniversary. 

The Rev. .T. Biggie, chairman of the London School Board, 
has bloomed on a pleased public as an authority on Art. In 
distributing the pmes at the Stan hope-street Board School to 
pupil teachers and scholars north of the Thames, who bud 
exhibited successful drawings at the Saffron-Mil school, 
Mr. Biggie made some very sensible remarks. "Sometime*, 1 ' 
he observed, ** when he was listening to a tong debate at the 
.School Board, he had hart an opportunity of drawing on a 
blotting-pad ; but he did not think that constant application 
iii that way would do much good, 11 Bo not too sure 
on that head, Mr. Diggle. It was on a blotting - pad 
in the hoard-room of a railway company at Derby that 
Joseph Paxton drew the first sketch for the Crystal 
Palace. He took the blotting-paper sketch away with bun : 
caught the express for London, and found in the compartment 
which he entered n well-known gentleman called Robert 
Stephenson. 

The great gardener showed his design to the great 
engineer* who, however, would not take it into consider¬ 
ation before, in defiance of the then existing by-laws of 
the railway company, he had lighted a cigar. Then* he told 
Paxton that the idea of a vast structure of glass and iron was 
an admirable one ; but that the ground plan sketched on tho 
blotting-paper wonted something which would have to ho 
added by a professional architect. The professional architect 
was found in Sir Charles Barry, who struck a transept 
at right angles to Paxton’s parallelogram. 

Subsequently, the Rev. Mr. Biggie enlarged on the advantages 
ol cultivating n power of accurate observation ; for example, he 
remarked when a tall hat was placed against a wall, very 
Jew people could point out how high against the wall that hat 
would stand. Just so, Mr. Biggie. And pray do you kuow 
how many threepenny-pieces, rim to rim, not superposed cne 
on the other, can be placed on the surface of a half-crown 
piece without their overlapping, even by a hair's-breadth, the 
circumference of the larger coin . J Again, Reverend Sir. has it 
ever struck you that ten people out of a dozen arc unable to

taper. The offender besought pardon, but was repelled by the 
uteri) disciplinarian saying :— 11 Finish your letter, Sir, and add a 
postscript, 1 Before this letter reaches you I shall be shot for 
disobedience of orders' "—and shot he was* the next morning. 
■■ The lion. Mrs. Norton,” adds the editor of the Letters, " had 
l>ased a beautiful song on the event 11 ; and of this song the 
opening lines arc quoted.

] am not quite certain as to whether the victim’s name was 
Ivan: but. 1 am under the impression that it was my 
mother who negociated the sale of the song to a music pub¬ 
lisher m Regent-street. Miss Norton, writing* in 187.% on behalf 
of her grandmamma* to Mr. R. B, Sheridan, states that tho 
song was called 41 Frederick's Camp/ 1 That was its original 
title, but it was changed at the last moment to 4, The Blot on 
Frederick's Glory ” ; and as such I can see it now in my mind’s 
eye, with a smooth frontispiece in lithography by Bmndard, 
representing the * stern Frederick confronting the hapless 
letter-writer. 

But how about the truth of the story ? Its veracity was 
questioned in IK 73 in a review of Mr, Hayward's “Pearl* and 
Mock Pearls,' 1 published in the Spectator* Mrs. Norton 
interested herself in the controversy, and wrote to Lon! Napier, 
bidding him ask Carlyle what the authority was. Great Tom 
ur l he!sea replied, m characteristically vehement terms 
* There Is not/' he wrote* “ anywhere in nature the faintest 


vestige of evidence for that poor story about Frederick and 
tho officer ; and I clearly believe vt to be as perfect a fable as 
ever a spasmodic fool invented in his own idle brain or caught 
out of empty rumour/ 1 The editor of u The Hayward Letters T1 
adds, in a note, that Lord Macaulay had referred Mr. Hayward 
to the old edition of " The Encyclopedia Britannica" (1707), 
article ‘‘Frederick/ 7 for confirmation of the anecdote, the 
authenticity of which Macaulay never doubted.

The deputy’s 
proposal was referred to a Select Committee for detailed 
consideration, and will probably come to nothing. It is in¬ 
teresting* however, to learn that the author of the motion, Herr 
Reichensperger. made laudatory reference to 11 the abolition of 
duelling in England by the Prince Consort and the great Duke of 
Wellington/’ What next? The Prince Consort was no mere 
in a position to abolish duelling than he was to abolish the 
Equator ; and ns for the Iron Duke* did not the Great Captain 
of the Ago fight a duel (March 21, tfi2£l) with the Earl of 
Winchester and Nottingham; Duelling in England was 
abolished by public opinion and by the Prers* The fatal 
com bate in which Lieutenant Mnnro killed Colonel Fawcett* 
and Lieutenant Hawkey killed Lieutenant Feton, practically 
gave the death-blow to duelling in thin country. Gentlemen 
fond of il affairs of honour V were distinctly made to under¬ 
stand that the next person who killed a fellow creature in a 
duel would be treated as a murderer, and hanged. There is 
nothing hold or dashing or chivalrous in being hanged ; and 
duelling consequently fell into discredit among us.

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SKETCHES Of BURMAH. 

The Royal city of Mandalay, till lately the capital of King 
Theebaw'a misgoverned realm, now a province of the British 
Indian Empire, is situated two miles from the left or east bank 
of the great river Irrawaddy, It is divided, like most Indo- 
Chinese towns, into the walled city of the Government official a 
and military, anti the more populous suburb which is inhabited 
by traders and the native working classes. The latter part 
extends towards the river and its port of inland traffic. The 
city proper is a square, with sides above a mile long, inclosed 
by walls built of mud-mortar, 2fi ft. high and 3 ft. thick, 
backed with an earthen mound, and Bunuounfced by wooden 
towers of the ornate Chinese style. There are three gates on 
each of the four sides, and one gate on each side has a bridge 
over the surrounding moat, which in 60 ft, from the walls, 
and of much greater width ; state barges and boats used 
to be kept on its water, from which canals descend to 
the river. Behind the city is a hill crowned and studded 
with many pagodas, Buddhist temples and monasteries, lifting 
their gilt spires above the cemeteries, in the Royal park which 
extends at the book of the King's Palace, on the eastern side; 
in the farther distance are the hills of the Shan frontier, the 
abode of wild unruly tribes, Numerous pagodas and convents 
of Buddhist monks or colleges of priests, who were reckoned 
in all, with their attendants, at nearly thirty thousand persons, 
are seen in different parts of the city. The late King Theebaw, 
who had been educated for the priesthood, had his own special 
imonastery—if that word be applicable where celibacy is not a 
vow of the religious order ; it is a splendid edifice, a mass of 
gilding, inside and outside, from the ground to the roof, its 
gilt timber door-posts and caves decorated with artistic 
carvings. The Atoo-ma-shee Pagoda contains marble slabs 
inscribed with choice sentences of the Buddhist Scriptures, and 
boxes filled with manuscripts, written on palm-leaf, which are 
a complete library of theological learning. The King's Palace, 
with seven roofs anti a lofty spire, is in the centre of the 
walled city, and consists of many houses, for residence, pomp, 
and pleasure, with courts and gardens between them, all shut 
in by two enclosures, an outer brick wall and an inner log 
stockade, entered by .turret gateways. Here is the Supremo 
■Court and Hall of Audience, where the King or his great 
■Councillors and Ministers of State need to give orders and 
hear important causes. Around the palace were the mansions 

* of those high official personages, the Treasury, the Royal 
Mint, the Arsenal, the superior barracks and military guard¬ 
houses, the powder-magazines, and other Government build* 
mgs , the soldiers of Lhe general garrison, and the lower 
officials, dwelt in the walled city outside the palace 
precinct. The view of Mandalay in our large Engraving, 
from sketches by Mr. Melton Prior, car Special Artist 
m Rurrnah at the time of the British expedition two 
years ago, shows the principal main street of the outer 
rown, a road IDUffc. wide, planted here and there with young 
trees, and to the right hand, in the background, arc the walls 

ml the King's bazaar, outside which are stalls and booths for 
various petty native trades. 

“ The streets," writes Mr. J, G. Scott (Shway Yoe) t in his 
■entertaining volume on Burmah, “are a curious study ; there 
in an extraordinary variety of nationalities to be seen con¬ 
stantly in Mandalay. Every here and there, one comes across 

• a band of Shana, tall stalwart men, very Chinese in feature, 
wearing usually nothing but baggy blue trousers, and tattooed 
tfrom the waist down to the ankles. Occasionally, though 
:ranch more rarely of late years, one meets a Eaohyeu hill* 
♦chieftain, with hist train of ragged followers, slight but 

wiry in figure, with aquiline noses and fierce shifty 
'eyes, as different as possible from the thick*se1 T open-faced 
Barman. There are parties of Arrakanese, come over the hills 
to worship at the most holy Arrakan Pagoda, with its famous 
brass Gautama Buddha ; there are Chins, from the western 
hills, with hair gathered up in a knot over the forehead, and 
often with no more clothing than a small handkerchief—the 
women, whose faces are tattooed all over, dressed in short 
smocks and waistoloths ; there is a Chaw or two, the men with 
their foreheads shaved, the women with hair plaited in two 
tails and brought up round the forehead like a coronal; there 
are Shandoos, vvoi'shippers of the Sun and Moon ; Karen ns, in 
long blouses with embroidery marking their tribe ; Khamle 
a ud Mroe from the north hill tracts, with scanty beards and 
oblique eyes; and the Palming. who has come down 
with his bamboo rafts laden with pickled tea. There are 
Chinese truder b. smooth-shaven and prosperous, whether big 
and raw-boned from Yunnan and Szu-clmem, or plump Baba- 
Babas from Rangoon and the Straits, brought up on British 
territory ; and the Mogul trader, with his red-dyed beard, his 
solemn face, and his cunning, that of a Jew plus an Armenian 
plus a Greek, yet only just able to hold his own with the 
Chinaman. It was a town of violent oontrusts, Mandalay; 
the silk-clod Chinaman, elbowing the almost naked Chin ; the 
mendicant of the Sacred Order of the Yellow Robe, looking 
with pity on the grim-visaged Mogul, who could buy up half the 
town ; the haughty Minister, preceded by his shrieking Rotor ; 

, the cashiered French officer, with a favourite spittoon*bearer. 
Alongside of holy, jellow-robed, shaven-headed monks, 
■thronged gamblers, thieves, broken agriculturists, military 
i bullies, and hangers-on of the great men about the Court; 
not a few of these were Europeans, runaways from ships in 
Rangoon Harbour, or from justice, ready to do anything bub 
} honest work. Some of them were employed, advising King 
Theebaw in his foreign relations, or acting as Generals in hie 
rarmy ; other*; were simply living on the families of their 
‘Burmese wives. The rich Chinaman had his gorgeous joss- 
■ house, in the outskirts of Mandalay, with this proud inscrip- 
itiou, ; Enlightenment finds its way even among the Outer 
'Barbarians. 1 But over everyone, in the reign of Theebaw, 
was t he fear of denunciation bo the Court, of the prison, and 

the rack and the crucifix. Now, in another year or two, 
Mandalay will he one of the most popular British garrison 
stations in Burmah. 

Our military correspondent, Captain C. Pulley, of the 
3rd Ghoorka regiment, sends ns further Sketches. One is a 
view of the Ghoorka camp on Mandalay Hill, a mile and a half 
irom the city, with a military signalling station on the summit 
behind ; another shows the regimental mess, with the entrance 
of a Burmese lady visitor, calmly smoking her cigar. The 
tents are raised on floors supported by bamboo posts. Detach¬ 
ments are continually sent out to hunt the bands of “ dacoit” 
marauders in the jungle beyond, towards the Shan hills, or 
rather mountains, being 6000 ft. high, a view of which, from 
Mandalay Hill, with the advanced pests of Yan-jin-donng and 
Taung*bo t is presented in one of these Sketches. The marching 
party of G h oor kas c rass ing a 11 ch oung, ” a deep n arro w vail ey with 
a swampy bottom, and skirting its banka where there is firmer 
ground for the horses and carts, will also be noticed ; as welt 
as the scene at a deserted village which they searched for 
arms, between Pagan and Myingyan, where two carta were 
found laden with dacoit booty, and a fewdhars or scimitars, 
with a small quantity of bullets and ammunition. The 
officers are, with an interpreter, questioning several villagers, 
while the soldiers are entering the huts to search for concealed 
♦.weapons. 


THE COURT. 

Prince Alexander of Hesse, attended by Baron Rothemann and 
General If. L. Gardiner, Equerry in Waiting to her Majesty* 
arrived at Windsor Castle on Thursday week from Buckingham 
Palace, Prince Henry of Eattenherg met his father at the 
Great Western Railway Station in Windsor.

Yesterday week the Queen 
held the first investiture of the “Distinguished Service Order 11 
in the White Drawing-room. Her Majesty was accompanied by 
the Prince of Wales. Decoration a were conferred on several 
officers for the action at Ginise and for the operations in Burmah. 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria and Prince Henry of Battenberg 
hunted with the Queen’s Buck-hounds in the East Berkshire 
country. The infant son of Prince and Princess Henry of 
Bat ten berg was baptised last Saturday in the White Drawing¬ 
room, in the presence of the members of the Royal family 
now in England—the Queen, the Prince of Wales, Prince 
Alexander of Ilesse, Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, and the 
Frincess Irene of Hesse being sponsors. Her Majesty named 
the Prince Alexander Albert, and at the luncheon which 
followed the toast of “His Highness Prince Alexander of 
Batten berg' 1 was given. The Queen and Royal family 
attended Divine service in the private chapel on Sunday 
morning; the Rev. Canon Fleming preached. Princess 
Beatrice attended the private chnpel to return thanks for 
her recovery. Tlie service was read by the Dean of Windsor, 
in the presence of the Queen and Prince Henry of Eattenbcrg. 
A number of the boys from Christs Hospital proceeded on 
Monday to Windsor to exhibit their drawings to the Queen, 
who was pleased to select some of those which sho had 
inspected. Prince Henry of Battenberg, accompanied by 
Prince Alexander of Hesse and Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, 
went out shooting in Windsor Great Park. Princess Frederica 
of Hanover and Baron Yon Paw el - Rammingcn visited the 
Queen, and dined with her Majesty. Lord Randolph Churchill 
and Lord George Hamilton were included m the Royal dinner 
party, A telegram from General Sir H. Ponsonby has been 
received by the Mayer of Southport, stating that the Queen 
will give £100 to the fund for the relief of the sufferers from 
the life-boat calamities. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales on Friday and Saturday 
last week paid visits to the Queen, and lunched with her 
Majesty. On Sunday their Royal Highnesses were present at 
Divine service. The Prince honoured the Continental Gallery, 
New Bond-street, with a visit on Monday. His Royal Highness 
has been elected an honorary member of the Linnoan Society. 


CHRISTMAS ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Pantomime is this year having a very bard fight of it with the 
circus. The old clown—■who for too many years past has been 
completely snubbed at the theatre, and who is only allowed to 
appear in the harlequinade at the fag-end of the jierfortnancc, 
when the children are worn out with processions, ballets, and 
comic scenes—has quietly taken himself off to the saw-dust 
ring, where, throughout the evening, he can get an audience 
to himself, quite prepared to laugh at his old jokes and 
“ wheezes/’ 

But at Drury-Lone pantomime Is inevitable. Changes 
may occur elsewhere, but not at the National Theatre. 
Mr. Augustus Harris seems determined that th£ Jubilee 
Year shall be celebrated in the history of English pan¬ 
tomime. The veteran E* L. Blanchard is once more to the 
front with n new version of 4 * The Forty Thieves,' 1 which will 
introduce a galaxy of beauty and talent. The ** airy, ‘fairy " 
spirit of burlesque, Miss Constance Gilchrist, takes the lead, and 
she will be supported by that delightful comic actress Miss M. A. 
Victor, by the clever Sisters Mario, by the active Emma D'Auban, 
and the tall and stately Edith Blandc Brereton, to say nothing of 
Miss Marie Williams and Mies Minnie Inch. Pantomime at Old 
Drury would not be itself without Harry Nicholls, Victor 
Stevens, Charles Lauri, jun., the animal actor, or Harry 
Payne. But the staff has received a conspicuous addition in 
Mr, Robert Bateman, a comedian of tried experience ; and 
Herbert Campbell will be at his old post assisting Harry Nicholls 
to make the comic scenes go with roars of laughter. The 
dresses are said to tie more magnificent than any that any 
previous manager has conceived to be necessary for an enter¬ 
tainment whose career of prosperity must inevitably be 
limited ; and the J ubilee Scene will be one of the "most 
gorgeous of modern stage spectacles. 

For other pantomimes, we mu at go farther afield. Mr. 
John Douglas, who depends much on his scenery and the 
advantage of a stage splendidly designed for display, pro¬ 
mises at the Standard “ Aladdin, 11 with three grand scenic 
triumphs. The Surrey pantomime is always distinguished 
for its old-fashioned and genuine character. Unfortunately, 
we do not see the name of George Conquest the elder—he 
who was ‘ young George Conquest” only a few years ago. 
Apparently, the celebrated pnntomimist is tired of leaping 
down traps, and bounding about the stage as if he were an 
irnliarubber ball. The bard work he leaves to his eon. George 
Conquest, junior, who will be the leading attraction of 44 Jack 
and the Bean-Stalk," announced for production on Christmas 
Eve, Sadler's Wells has hit on the same subject; but Mr. 
J. A, Cave, an old pantomime provider, promises 41 Jack in the 
Box ” at the Elephant and Castle; and Mr. Oswald Allan has 
written a new version of Cinderella +> for the Pavilion at 
Mile-End, 44 Cinderella " will also be the subject of the Mary- 
lebone pantomime; and, ne usual, Mrs. S. Lano provides a 
feast of good things at the Britannia, where the old amuse¬ 
ment of pantomime is kept up with more spirit than at most 
of the adjacent playhouses. At the Britannia there is sure to 
be a good clown ; and now that the Grecian in the City-road 
knows pantomime no more, and “ The Eagle " has ceased to be 
a theatrical landmark, parties at the West-End are organised 
during the winter weeks to dine early at the club, and repair 
afterwards to Mrs. .Sarah Lane s pantomime at the Britannia. 
And whilst in that direction the carious should not forget the 
Grand Theatre at Islington, where Mr. Charles Wilraot promises 
11 Robinson Crusoe/’ with an excellent cast, 

Covent-Garden takes the lead with the circuses. The 
management has spared no expense In engaging the best 
possible talent in this department of art. The Rena family 
are amongst those who are engaged, to say nothing of the 
fascinating Jennie O'Brien, with gymnasts and acrobats 
innumcrable r and Gou-Gou, one of the funniest clowns on the 
Continent. Mr. Douglas Cox is the business director of this 
splendid undertaking Mr. A. Henry, one of the most experi¬ 
enced men in his profession, is at his old post; and Mr. W. C, 
Levey will preside over the orchestra. To compete with 
Coveut-Garden we shall have the complete Paris Hippodrome, 
with all their stag-hunts and pretty novelties, at the new 
Kensington Olympia, adjacent to Addison-road Station : and of 
course Mr. Charles If angler's circus in Argylhsfcreet will be as 
popular as ever with tbe youngsters home for the holidays. 
Once more at the Agricultural Hall the World'tf Fair will be 
held ; and at all the mu tic-halls special holiday attractions 
are announced.

The first sound of honest Christmas laughter was heard at the 
very place where it was least expected. What playgoer would 
dream of merriment at tbe Olympic Theatre, that grim and 
solemn establishment that has for a considerable time paat 
been handed over to black Care, who has eat conscientiously 
behind each successive managerial horseman J But there was 
brighter, genuine hearty h lighter, as distinguished from the 
occasional giiffaw of the good-hearted, or the sycophantic and 
unreal applause of the *■ dead-head/' when Mr. Edward Terry, 
refreshed with a successful journey through the province#, 
came back to London with a new play called “The Church- 
warden," Mr, Terry is the best exponent on the stage of 
comic despair. There m no actor on the stage whose misery Is 
so grotesque and amusing. Good people generally get into 
scrapes in farces, ami of course, 11 The Churchwarden n is no 
exception to this sound rule. Daniel Chuffy is a pattern man, 
respected by bis fellow-citizen a, beloved by his wife, an oracle 
ia the vestry, and a picture of virtue when he hands the plate 
round on 8undays. But Daniel Chuffy is within an ace of 
losing his character through an act of generous philanthropy 
performed in London, the object being a young, pretty, and 
very unprotected young lady. The suspicions of a leading 
parishioner are aroused, Chuffy's heat friend seems to think 
that he smells a rat; the amiable wife and the pretty niece are 
not long kept ont of the mystery, and dire domestic discord is 
promised until, of course, it turns out that Chuffy's error is 
capable of explanation , and that hie character, as ever, is beyond 
reproach. To sse Sir. Edward Terry wriggle and squirm out 
of all these domestic dilemmas in vastly entertaining. He i* 
lithe, active, and at odd limes ludicrously funny. He keep* 
Up the spirit of the farce, which has been extremely well 
rehearsed ; and hla facial expression is as useful to the play as 
liis own funny business, which illustrate# the comic agony of 
a falsely suspected man. It is said that the little play is of 
German origin ; but It has been so deftly altered that it will 
suit the playgoers of London as well as these of Berlin, The 
wretchedness of the innocent is ever a theme for general con¬ 
gratulation ; and at the play wo seem to laugh most at the 
mental misery of our fellow-creatures. If anyone can 
make the Olympic Theatre a popular playhouse again, 
Mr. Terry" surely can, and, no matter what the result may ho, 
he has had a good start. The company chosen to assist their 
chief, for “ The Churchwarden" is to all intents and purposes 
a one-pn r t p lay, has been on re f a lly se I ected, M r. A1 f red Bi shop 
is one of our most careful and painstaking young actors. 
He here appears us the pompous parishioner, or patron of the 
luckless churchwarden, and he makes him a very natural and 
characteristic personage. Miss Maria Jones is active and 
useful, if occasionally a little noisy, and Miss Cow per appears 
to bo an actress cf considerable cleverness and observation. 
She is new to the Loudon stage, but has much confidence, and a 
very pretty presence. Mr. Terry has provided an excellent 
orchestra under the able direction of Jk£r, Hamilton Clarke, who 
provides a pleasant concert for those who arrive early in the 
evening. This considerate attention was reworded on the first 
evening hv a portion of the audience hissing a clever musical 
selection, for some absurd and idiotic reason best known 
to these vulgarians. Wo doubt if there is another country 
in the world where such bud taste could be fotmd as is 
occasionally forced upon public notice in some of our Lrnub n 
theatres. The wonder is, not that London should con tain 
conceited egotists to hiss when some slight accident occurs on 
the stage, when an actor tumbles over a piece of furniture, or 
a nervous actress trips up over her dress, but that no voice is 
ever raised to put down the silly impertinence. These noisy 
geese who hiss when they are bored with a pretty piece of 
music, and disturb the rest of the audience, who are enjoying 
it, should he turned out by public acclamation, It is rime 
that the nuisance should be put down, and with a firm hand. 

“The Friar,’ 1 by Mr. J, Corny ns Carr, at German Reed's, 
turns out to be a very scholarly and graceful piece of work. 
It is, in fact, a light blank verse poem, cleverly constructed, 
ingeniously arranged, and illustrated with finished and ad¬ 
mirable lyrics. It is u strange circumstance that a play of this 
special character should only find a home at a place of entertain¬ 
ment that shudders at the thought of being classed with our 
theatres, and falls to tbe lot of those who, clever m they 
may be, are not trained to work of the kind, or at all 
practised in the execution of imaginative dramatic litera¬ 
ture. But so it is. Mr. Carr may he congratulated 
on having met with so much encouragement at the 
hands of Mr. Alfred Reed and Mr, Convey Grain. He 
would certainly not have found it elsewhere. Managers 
protest that it is no part of their duty to educate public taste, 
and they are sufficiently reticent never to test it by any means 
in their power. If Mr. Henry Irving had traded on the 
assumption that the public taste was beneath contempt, we 
should have had no Shakspearc or Goethe at the Lyceum. 
Happily, there is one theatre that has not as yet been turned 
into a menagerie I The charm of such a play as 4i The 
Friar M is considerably assisted by the addition of the very 
graceful music that Sir. Caldicott has provided for it. Poetry, 
music, and costume are in happy accord, and it is to he 
earnestly hoped that educated society will patronise this little 
play during the holidays. If they do, it may be followed by 
others in the same vein, and so, gradually, an impetus will bi 
given to the encouragement of literature on the stage. Doge 
and horses, and tanks of water, cube and champion scullers, 
are no doubt very attractive to the many, but it is just possible 
thatamongsf: our millions Home chosen hundreds will be found 
to applaud the iambics and elegiacs of Mr, Comyns*Oarr, 
who is true to his love for the beautiful in art, and do*a 
not confine hie observation to the streets or hie imagination to 
the metropolitan area in the nineteenth century. 

Bo far aa can be seen, the matinde nuisance is endured to 
very little purpose. Afternoon after afternoon we are dragged 
oat from our desks to sec some wretched production that is net 
worth the pa per on which it is written, and hiu? probably been 
raj cc ted by the maj ority of th e practical managers. O bscrvation 
would lead one to believe that tho theatres at thrse trial trips, 
that occupy so many dismal afternoons, are wholly filled with 
the “ profession*” who can no more keep from the theatre than 
the retired soap-boiler from the shop on melting-day. The 
public is not interested in the least in plays that have not been 
produced in the ordinary course* and tested in the usual 
manner. Take, for example, “ Bachelors’ Wives/ 1 a farce that 
wasted several valuable hours at the Strand the other morning. 
Of what value could such a play he to tbe stage, und how 
could it interest anyone to see it, the subject being identical 
with that used for halLa-flozen farcical comedies during tho 
jrast year } Plays of this pattern should be tried with closed 
doors. They are certainly not worth the sixpence we arc 
compelled to pay for our programme. C, S,

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THE LADIES’ COLUMN. 

Mu* Gladstone's severe snub of •* the ladies of Aston Manor.” 
who intruded on him a memorial which bore over a thousand 
female signatures, and which expressed approval of his Irish 
policy * may ho taken as a token that his opposition to the 
political enfranchisement of women is unabated* It will, 
doubtless, be interesting to the historian to find that there 
was, at any rate, one topic upon which Mr. Gladstone retained 
fixed opinions; but then it should be homo in mind that the 
persona who had an interest in inducing- him to change hi a 
mind ou that point had nothing to offer him in return. 
Neither votes nor violence will be forthcoming to help ' r tho 
Irish policy " from the women who talk about ** strengthening 
Mr. Gladstone's hands” by writing their names down aa his sym¬ 
pathisers, No wonder that Sir* Gladstone only loftily replies to 
them that heregrets that they (the ladies) should be called upon 
to bake a part in tho rude and contentious labours with which 
he has so long had to do"—the labours r that is, of political 
life* This sounds very like the counsel (turnslated into 
Gladstones®) of the old Earl of Pembroke to the Abbess and 
her sistert*, who criticised kis** rude and contentious labours/* 
“ Go spin, ye jades l goapfo P said the advocate of the sub¬ 
jection of women in those pro penny-paper days, Ihe milder- 
mannered hero of to-day only 41 regrets” that a thousand 
women should express an opinion of his doings. Perhaps in a 
very few years now we may progress ro much farther that no 
man will Venture to rebuke women, in however guarded terms, 
for uttering their views upon those great concerns which affect 
the interests of themselves and their posterity as much, as 
they do those of the men of the nation. 

Here is Christmas time, which we “ grown-ups” find rather 
a bore, but which is consecrated, both by its associations and 
by custom, to the happiness of our children. For once in the 
way, I think I must write my paragraphs on purpose for the 
young folk home for their holiday amusement* I will tell 
them about the pantomime children, whom I went to see 
practising; and aljout some lovely Christmas cokes that I 
have inspected. 

Wo most all have wondered when we went to see the 
pantomime at the clever way in which the troop of children 
engaged in dancing, and forming the side pieces in so many 
pretty scenes,did their work all together and so correctly. Welly 
I have been to sec them at their school for this business. 
Madame Haiti banner, the teacher, has about a hundred little 
girls under her ; and I found them gathered together in a big 
hall, practising for the Drury-Lane dances. They were all in 
their everyday clothes. The youngest children wore only five 
years old. There were not many so young, but those liny ones 
seemed quite a* much at home and ns pleased with their work 
us the bigger girls did. Some of the more difficult parts, such 
as wearing the monkey masks, the littlest children were not to 
do ; but as soon as the music struck np, and the others began, 
you would see these little ones commence also, almost un¬ 
consciously. to caper about in good time and step. One of 
them was a sweet-looking little fair baby, with a bit of old gold 
pluflh for a collar, and white satin shoes on her feet —bo smart I 
It was quite hard work for Madame Kafcfci banner to keep that 
youngster sometimes out of the ring. Another was ft bright- 
eyod little maiden, with coal-black hair, which is the most 
uncommon colour of all for hair to be* She told me that she 
lived at Lambeth, that she bad no father, and that her mother, 
who always brought her to and took her from the school and the 
theatre, made dresses for tho pantomime. Then there was 
an other w ho 1i ved at Camden Tow n , Her b Ig sister bro ugh t her 
and took her home, and her father was a brick-maker. A third 
had a father who was a hammerman. All these, you .see, 
werethe children of poor parents; and so the ten shillings or more 
which the little ones cam may do a great deal towards making 
their own lives comfortable. Some of the most skilful and 
oldest of the girls cam as much as twenty-four shillings a 
week ; but these have l>eeii studying for fi ve or six years* 

It looked very odd to sec them doing nU the dances with 
their every-day clothes qu. There is one part where they take 
ofi some "of their clothes as they dance. They put their 
bonnets down on the ground first, ** and put them down softly, 
like good girls—not dash them down like naughty children in 
a tom per/’ said their teacher. Then they take off their shoes. 
This they hod only to pretend to do when they were practising j 
bat one little girl, who had on an old pair of sand-shoes, such 
as you wear at the seaside, made a mistake and took them right 
oil. However, sho quickly shuttled them on again when the 
teacher reminded her that her stockings would soon be in holes if 
she danced in them without shoes. They all looked very happy, 
and seemed to think their work real fun, though I am sure they 
must get tired before the long day is over; but you cannot 
work at anything without growing fatigued at last, and the 
weariness of honest labour is not wholly painful. The^e 
children are never beaten. If one were naughty or idle, and 
would not obey orders, she would bo sent away; and this 
would be a real punishment* 

The Christmas cakes are all decorated with sugar devices 
and flags and toys, and you can look at one for ever so long 
before you notice all that there is ou it. On a stand of white 
chalk, with a row of holly leaves and berries round it, I 
saw a noble cake, covered in white sugar, with pink sugar 
ornamentation. On the top was a good-sized table, with geld legs 
and a cloth of white satin made stiff by dipping in syrup. A 
Christmas-tree stood on the table, set in a green tub ; it was 
loaded with sugar candles, ami little drums of red satin with 
sugar ends, and sweet babies about as big as a thumb-nail* 
The largo presents (most of thorn the size of ft walnut or there¬ 
abouts) wore place.1 on the table, ami included a white sugar 
mutt, a work-box in brown sugar, with the lid open, and tiny 
reels of coloured silks visible inside ; a pair of white stockings 
with red clocks" ; and a soldier's high cap or “bearskin*" as 
well as clever imitations of dollies and other toys, all done in 
sugar. Another cake had a perfect park on top of it: there 
was a castle, with battlements and a tower, and little walks 
laid out in brown sugar, amidst green sugar lawns, and shrub¬ 
beries of trees, and a lady (X think she was made of paper) 
dressed in red satin ami sitting on a seat, while a soldier 
in uniform was coming out of the castle, and, I believe, 
wart going to seek tho lady, who was hidden from him by the 
trees, I must only describe one more cake. This was constructed 
in throe tier.* or storeys. Top of all was a basket made of 
white net stretched out on green sugar supports, and filled 
with real white flowers. Tho first tier of cake, iced white with 
*ngar. had a brown medallion marie of chocolate fixed against 
it, on which appeared the Prince of Wales's coat of arms and 
feathers in white sugar. Then came a series of pink sugar 
pillars supporting that top storey, ami renting at their base on 
the next tier lower, which bore on Ita chocolate medallion a 
white ship in full sail, and the Eddystone lighthouse. Then 
came more pillars : and the lowest storey of the cake, which 
was. of course, the largest one, was decorated with several 
chocolate medallions, each bearing a different device to repre¬ 
sent one of our colonies. There was a kangaroo for Australia, 
and a u ice palace for Canada, and an elephant for India, and on 
ostrich for the Cape, and so on. If this year's Christmas cakes 
are as nice to cat as they are amusing to look at, I am afraid 
there iv ill be busy times For the family doctors soon ?—F. F.-M.

A Government proclamation issued last Saturday denounces 
the 11 plan of campaign 11 of the National League ns an 
unlawful aud criminal conspiracy, and threatens ail who join 
it with prosecution* 'I his plan is defined as that of “ soliciting 
and inciting tenants to refuse to pay rents to their landlords, 
and to pay the same into the hands of strangers and others 
who have no right thereto.” For this offence, on Thursday

premises aud seized the money, books, and documents, and 
arrested the four gentlemen named, who were at the time 
acting as collectors. They were conveyed in a car to the 
police barracks, and a magistrate was sent for with the 
object of obtaining a remand for a week. 

Onr Special Artist in the south-west of Ireland contributes, 
wdth other Sketches, one af tho scene in Black rock-road, in 
the city of Cork, during the County Assizes, when the Judge's 
lodgings were guarded hy the Royal Irish Constabulary. On 
Wednesday week, eight men of the labouring class were 
indicted for assembling at night armed, at Cahoragh, near 
Castle Island, Kerry, on Nov. 23, The defence was an 
alibi for most of the prisoners, and prisoners’ counsel 
impugned the constitution of the jury, commenting on 
the fact that twenty-two jurors wore told to stand aside 
by the Crown. The jury found all the prisoners guilty 
of illegal assembly by night. Sentence was deferred ; 
and on Saturday these eight men were sentenced each to eight 
months' imprisonment, and ordered to find bail for their good 
behaviour for three years* Nine other “Moonlighters” 
received a similar sentence : two were sentenced to twelve 
months' imprisonment ; and one* Thomas Maoarthy, who had 
posted threatening notices, got five years’ penal servitude. 
Timothy Hurley, the occupant of the tiax cardin g-mill at 
Castle view, near Clonakilty, who barricaded his premises 
against the Sheriff's officers and police, and repulsed them 
with stones and other missiles, was tried for tho offence of 
having dynamite unlawfully in his possession ; but the jury 
could not agree in a verdict, and the prisoner was therefore 
discharged from custody. This concluded the business of the 
Munster Assizes at Cork. 

The other Sketches published this week represent a scene 
in the course of the service of legal writs and execution of the 
process of eviction ; and the visit of our Special Artist to the 
huts erected by the National League at Jj Coercion Hill ’ for 
the accommodation of evicted tenants* 


THE BULGARIAN' CRISIS. 

A candidate recently proposed for the Principality of Bulgaria, 
and considered acceptable to the Austrian and to the British 
Government^ was Prince Ferdinand of Coburg, nephew to the 
reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Saxe-Gotha, and cousin to 
the late Prince Consort of Great Britain and to the Princes of 
our own Royal family. His Serene Highness, who was bom 
at Vienna in 1&61, is an officer in the Austrian army, is 
wealthy, and is a person of censiderable independence and 
cultivated tastes, devoted to the study of ornithology ; he pro¬ 
fesses not to be desirous of reigning, but would accept the 
Bulgarian throne if duly elected, with the consent of all the 
great Powers, including Russia. It seems at present doubtful 
whether the Emperor of Russia will consent to the nomin¬ 
ation, or whether objections will not be taken upon the ground 
that the existing Council of Regency in Bulgaria is illegally 
constituted* and cannot propose it to the Sobranjd or National 
Assembly; whose composition is also deemed by Russia to ho 
irregular, as the annexation of Eastern Roumelia baa not yet 
been formally legalised. The delegates of the Sobranjd to the 
other European Courti, Messrs, Stolloff, G recoff, aud Qritcbeff, 
have visited Berlin, where they were officially received on 
Sunday by Count Herbert Bismarck* 

We mentioned last week the incident that took place at 
Sofia* the capital of Bulgaria, on the 24th ult. t when a con¬ 
spiracy to overthrow the Regency, and to seize the persons of 
the Regents, was discovered among the teachers and pupils of 
the “ Junker" or upper-class Military School. The profes&om 
aud military instructors concerned in this plot, who were also 
privy to the conspiracy of Aug. 21 against Prince Alexander, 
are Captain Tepavitcharoff, Captain Georgenoff, lately returned 
from Russia, Captain Belezeff. aud three lieu tenants* A certain 
number of the students of the Military School were persuaded 
to join in the treasonable attempt, and collected some of the arms 
kept in that establishment, which they deposited in the corridor 
adjacent to their bed-rooms. Information having reached tho 
Government, Colonel Popoff, commandant of the city garrison* 
brought a battalion of troops, at ten o'clock in the evening, to 
surround the Military School, which he entered with a guard 
of soldiers, arrested the five Professors and some of their 
pupils, and took away the arms with which they had furnished 
themselves. Our Artist, M. Lachimum, has scut us a Sketch 
of the scene upon this occasion, which is among our Illus¬ 
trations for the present week.

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MUSIC, 

THE LONDON SYMPHONY CONCERTS. 

The fifth of these performances, at St. James's Hall, took place 
last week, when the programme included two works that were 
given for the first time at these concerts. A concerto for the 
violin by Herr Gerasheiin was rendered with high skill by 
Mr. Ondricek as the soloist, Jt was first introduced at a 
Crystal Palace concert some years ago. An actual novelty at 
last week's concert was a seen a from an opera entitledWanda/ 1 
composed by Mr, Charles Thane; a previous production by 
whom—a cantata, u The Last Sigh of the Moor "—has gained 
favourable notice. The scena referred to comprises a recitative 
and prayer, in the latter of which are some pleasing and 
expressive melodious passages. The piece was well sung by 
Mr. Iver McKay, Other features of the programme do not call 
for notice. The sixth concert must be spoken of next week. A 
portion of the programme consisted of a selection from the 
works of Weber. 

CRYSTAL PALACE, 

The Saturday afternoon concerts arc suspended, as usual, 
during the Christmas and New Year's festivities. The final 
concert of the year took place last week, when the programme 
was made commemorative of the hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Carl Maria Von Weber, by a selection from 
bis works. Weber's three great operas, 11 Dor Freischiifcs; ” 
(1820), " Euryanthe” (1823). and u Oberon" (1826), exemplify 
his wondrous power of rendering his genius reflective of the 
subjects with which it was associated, however different their 
character might be. Nor must Weber's early smaller pro¬ 
duction, " Preciosi/' be forgotten. This work is not au opera 
but a melodrama, for which Weber supplied a few incidental 
pieces* in which the gipsy character is reflected as happily as 
are the characteristics of the larger compositions previously 
referred to. 4t Preciosa " was produced in 1820, and the beauty 
of the music makes it matter of regret that Weber did not 
afterwards expand his work into the proportions of an opera* 
By his pianoforte music—four solo sonatas, and one with 
clarionet; his three concertos, and various smaller pieces, and 
by some charming lieder—Weber has established his claim to 
rank as a great musical classic. His masses are melodious ami 
graceful, but they never approach sublimity ; ami as a sym¬ 
phonic, he is nowhere, his specimens of this kind being 
unworthy of him, 

Saturday's concert was perhaps as representative of the 
composer us might be in a limited select ion. The orchestral 
pieces wore the second symphony (in 0) composed in 1867, 
and the overtures to i( Her FrelschutK M and M Oberon/’ 

The second clarinet concerto (1812) and the *’Concert- 
stuck ” for pianoforte, with orchestra (1321}. were finely played, 
respectively, by Mr. G, A. Clin bon and Herr Sfeavenhugen ; 
Alisa Margaret Gyde having given a brilliant rendering of the 
pianoforte solo known as “ II raoto perpetuo T> (the finale of 
the sonata in C). The vocal mueic consisted of two patriotic 
part-songs (1814) and the huntsmen's chorus from “Der 
Freischiiti' h (1820) by the male voices of the choir; gipsy 
choruses from “ Precious " (the same date) by the full choir ; 
the finale to the first act of “Enryantho 11 (1823), with Mre. 
Hutchinson as the principal soloiet; and a concert-aria (1810), 
and the ‘Song of Nurmahal" (1826), both Bang by Airs, 
Hutchinson. The last-named piece has a peculiar interest, as 
being Weber's final composition. 

The pieces performed at Saturday's concert were given in 
chronological order, thus affording a view of the progress of 
Weber’s genius, Mr. Manus conducted. 

The Royal Albert Hall Choral Society gave the third 
concert of the sixteenth season last week, when Gounod's 
oratorio ‘‘The Redemption" was performed, conducted by Mr, 
Bnraby* The performance was n very fine one, especially in 
its choral details ; the solo music having been effectively 
rendered by Madame Albani, Misses H. Wilson and M. Fenna, 
Mr, H. Piercy, Mr, Slautley, and Mr. W. Alii Is. 

The 31 on day Popular Concerts, and the Saturday afternoon 
performances associated therewith, at St. James’s Hull, have 
ceased for a brief interval. A selection from Beethoven 
formed the programme last Saturday afternoon, that of the 
following Monday evening having been of a varied character. 
The concerts will be resumed on Saturday afternoon, Jan. 8. 

The Sacred Harmonic Society performed 44 The Messiah 11 at 
St. James’s Hall yesterday (Friday) week. The solo vocalists 
were Misses A. Marriott and F. Harrison, Mr. Ivor McKay, and 
Mr, B* Foote ; Mr. Cummings conducting.

The extraordinary Parimraenisry Sermon of IStfil came to an 
end on Saturday, and during: nearly a month the deputies will 
be unable to ’iierorate, and drink sugar-aud-water at tie 
expense of the State The newspapers announce the closure of 
the Session with ioy, and their readers accept the news with n 
sig'h of relief . for, however popular the Republic may be in 
France, every succeeding Ministerial crisis—and they are 
frequent enough—demonstrates more and more clearly that 
Parliamentary Government is a delusion and a snare — at least, 
in modem Franco, The past Session, for instance, has 
executed nothing of any importance : it lias voted a tyrannical 
Education Bill, overthrown a good working Cabinet for the 
mere fun of the thing, and separated without voting the 
Budget, Provisional hvelf fcha will enable tho new Cabinet to pay 
the bills of Madame France during the first few weeks of S887, 

Madame France, by-the-way, in spite of the legendary bad 
state of her finances, seems always to have plenty of money 
for pleasure and for charity. On Saturday, a fete of military 
gymnasts and firemen at the Hippodrome brought a total 
receipt of 20,000* : and the previous Thursday, at the Opdra* 
the rehearsal of Sardou's new opera, u Fatrie," produced nearly 
100,000f., the orchestra stalls being sold at £4 each and all 
this for the benefit of the victims of the floods in the south of 
France. Fatrie'' promises to be an immense success, tho 
mnsic, by Paladjlhe* being very modem and original. As a 
spectacle Fa trio ” is mort brilliant, and the ballet is superb. 

M* Iidon Say was received at the French Academy with the 
usual ceremony on Thursday, nnd delivered the usual "panegyric 
of bis two predecessors, Edmond About and Jules Sandeau.

Madame Jane Dieulafoy ha a Just published, in a finely illus¬ 
trated folio, the narrative of her journey in "La Perse, la 
Chaldee, efc la Snsiane ” (l vbX Paris: Hachette and Co,)* made 
in 1881 and 1882 in eom]mny with her husband, M. Marcel 
Dieulafoy. The story of this Journey is most interesting, and 
full of new and eurions observations of Persian art, life, and 
manners* The volume ends with the first visit to Susa. Since 
then, in 1884-5 and 1885-tj, M. and Madame Dieulafoy 
have made two journeys to Susa, and conducted! a series 
of excavations which have led to the discovery and recon¬ 
stitution of the Falaeo of Artaxerxes* the great King, and to 
the enrichment of the Louvre with some three hundred cases of 
Suakna antiquities, which are now being slowly arranged in 
the galleries of the museum. Madame Dieulafoy is preparing 
a companion volume to the one under notice, and it will 
contain a detailed narrative of the most curious, arduous, and 
even dangerous excavations of Susa in which she took such an 
active part* The French Government, it will be remembered, 
recognised the energy and extraordinary enterprise of Madame 
Dieulafoy by conferring upon her the Cross of the Legion of 
Honour a few weeks ago,

U I know not, Sir; any more”—here he looked mighty 
cunning— 14 than I know whither Captain Eusterbroofc bath 
gone, or Bess Westmoreland, or what yon were doing with my 
master and Bess on the Stairs last night at nine o'clock*” 

Now, I have never learned if this man knew more than the 
fact that we were upon the Stairs at that time* Certainly, lie 
could not know the whole truth. 

“ I think,” I said, 11 that if I were you, 1 would continue to 
carry on the business without asking any questions, until your 
master returns.” 

" I will, Sir,” he replied ; and he did* His master did not 
return, and this fortunate young man succeeded to a good 
stock and a flourishing trade, mid would doubtless have 
become rich but for the accident of being killed hy a drunken 
sailor.

Some of those 
were in rugs, some shaking with prison fever, some dejected, 
Home angry and mutinous, some were singing—there are 
Wretches so hardened that they will sing ribald songs on 
their way even to the gallows* One there was of appearance 
mid bearing superior to the rest, by whose side there walked a 
young woman, his wife or mistress, bearing u baby, and 
crying bitterly; another, beside whom walked a grave and 
sober citizen, the brother or cousin of the convict, the tears in 
liia eyea. But mostly there were no friends or relations to 
mourn over this outcast crew* And at. the head marched a 
band of fifes and drums, playing “Through the woods, 
laddie ” ; and a crowd of boys followed, whooping and 
hallooing* When the procession was nearly past, I was 
surprised to see among the men, handcuffed together, no 
other than Aaron Fletcher and Sir. Jonathan Ray mint, the 
crimp* The latter was pale, and his fat checks shook, and 
all his limbs trembled with fever* 'Twould have been 
merciful to let him lie till death should carry him off . But 
Aaron walked upright, looking about liim with eyes full of 
mutiny and murder* I know not if he saw me; but the 
procession .filed past, mid the bend went on playing at the 
head of the Stairs while the wretches embarked on board the 
boats* As for the crimes which Aaron mid his companion 
had committed, I do not know what they were, but I; u *pcct 
kidnapping formed part. 1 have nfwcr learnt what became of 
Mr, Bay me nt; but concerning Aaron there afterwards came 
intelligence that he could not brook the overseer's lash and the 
hot sun, and fled, with intent to join the wild Marocmo, but 
was followed by bloodhounds, and pursued, and, being brought 
back to Ms master, was naturally flogged* He then sickened 
of a calenture and died. Ho was a bad man; but he was 
punished for Ms rim* Indeed, it is most true that the way 
of transgressors is hard* 

Lastly, to complete tins narrative, I must tell you of a 
message which came to me five or six years after the court- 
martial. It was brought even from the Southern Bens* Heard 
one ever of a message or letter from that remote and unknown 
part? 

There was a certain wild fellow, Deptford bom, named 
Will Acorn by name. This youugnnan, for sins of his which 
need not delay us, left Ms native town, where he had been 
brought up as a shipwright, and went to sea. Nor did he come 
buck again for several years, when he reappeared, the old 
business being now blown over and forgotten. And presently 
he came to my house, I then living in St* Mart in-street for 
convenience of business, and told xne a strange story. 

With some other privateers of Jamaica, where these fellows 
arc mostly found, he must needs try his fortune in the South 
Seas* Accordingly, they got possession of a brig, or barcclougo, 
us they call this kind of ship in the West Indies, and they 
armed her with certain carronudes and petornroes, and, to the 
number of eighty or ninety stout men, all folly armed, put out 
to sea. In short they proposed to go a pirating among the 
Spanish settlements, as many have done before thorn* 

it matters not here what Wes the succor of their Voyage— 
Will Acorn, at least, returned home in a very ragged and 
penniless condition. Ibis however was the man 1 ? story. 

14 4 We sighted one morning at daybreak, beiiqj then not 
far from Masa Fuera, a largo brigmitiue flying Spanish colours* 
(She was much too big for us to tackle, therefore wc hoisted the 
Spanish flag, too, and boro away, hoping that she would let 
us alone, and go on her own course* But that would not suit 
her, neither, and she fired a shot across our bows, as a signal 
to back sail* This we did, expecting nothing short of hang¬ 
ing, for she carried thirty gnus at least, and wc could see that 
she was well manned, and looked as if she was handled by a 
French Captain, under whom even a Creolian Spanish cre w will 
fight. Well, she spoke us when she was near enoughand 
ordered, in Spanish, that the Captain was to come aboard. 
Now, aa I was the only man who had any Spanish, our 
Clap tain bade me come with him* So 1 went, and we thought 
we were going to instant death, the Spaniards being bom 
devils when they get an English crew in their power. 

14 Sir,” this honest fellow continued, 4 4 think of our astonish¬ 
ment when, on climbing the vessel's side, they ran up the 
pirates’ flag : to be sure, wo were little else than pirates our¬ 
selves ; but wc knew not what countrymen these were. As for 
the crew, they were nearly all black negroes, and a devilish 
fighting lot they looked, being armed with pistols and cut¬ 
lasses, while the decks were cleared for action, and every man 
to quarters, and flic whole as ucut and dean as aboard a 
British man-o 1 -war. And on the quarter-deck there stood, 
glass in hand, none other than Captain Easterbrook himself, 
the same as was tried by court-martini, sentenced, Olid escaped* 
He was dressed very fine, in crimson Milk, with a gold chain, 
and pistols in his belt. I knew him directly; but his face is 
changed, for now it Is the face of one who gives no quarter* 
A fiercer face I never saw anywhere. 

44 But the strangest thing was that I saw lying in the 
Bun, propped up by pillows and cushions, the old Deptford 
Apothecary, Mr. Bruijes. He looked no older, and no younger: 
his one eye twinkling and winking, and his face covered with

And then she put into my hands this parcel, 
which l faithfully promised to deliver into your hands. Sir, 
should I ever return home again. And I was to tell you that 
they had found Mr. Brinjos' island, and she was as happy as 
she could expect to be* And then Mr* Brinjcs lifted Ms head, 
and said, in a piping voice, 4 And tell him,' he said, with his 
one eye like a burning coal, 4 tell Luke Anguish, man, that 
we committed the town of Guayaquil to the flames. 'Twould 
have done his heart good to see the town on fire, and tho 
Spaniards roasting liko so urauy heretics at he stake I * ” 

Tins was the message. The parcel contained a gold chain 
and cross, set with precious stones, which I gave to Castilla, 
hoping thereby to make her think less hardly of poor Bess* 
But in vain; though she wears the chain, which, she says, 
though this Is not the case, was sent to her by Captain Enster- 
brook, In token of his repentance, and his unhappiness with 
the woman who bewitched him, and his continual sorrow for 
the loss of her own hand.

RUSSIAN NOVELS. 

In placing within the reach of the English public soma of 
the leading works of Russian fiction, Messrs. Tire telly have 
conferred a boon upon those who read novels for instruction, 
as well as upon those who take them up for relaxation or 
amusement* Russian fiction is of comparatively modern 
growth, and hitherto has boon only accessible to the majority 
of western nations through the medium of French translation. 
Pouchkine, the schoolfellow of Prince Gortchakoff, was a poet 
first, and although, towards the end of his life, he abandoned 
poetry for prose, the influence of Byron and Lamartine was 
never wholly effaced in his romances, although modelled on 
the style of Voltaire. Gogol, his most distinguished disciple, 
found his first inspiration in the provincial life in which he bad 
been reared; and in popularising the stories of the Cossacks, 
aud the legends of the Ukraine, be did for his countrymen 
much that Sir Walter Scott did for us. His best known 
work, 44 Tamsa Bonlba,” tells the story of the last campaign 
against Poland; and the drama moves round the fate of 
the old man aud hia two sons in the merciless struggle in 
which Polish and Cossack Independence disappeared* The 
third period of Russian romance* of which Turgueiieff is the 
chief exponent, extends from the ukase which ordered every 
public man in tho Empire to speak and understand the 
Russian language down to the outbreak of the Crimean War, 
a period of internal ferment and of vain struggling against 
the repressive rale of Nicholas. TurguenefFs genius was 
cramped and dwarfed by the press restrictions of those times ; 
and It was not' until long after the grant of many of those 
liberties for which he quietly and persistently worked, that in 
Ms novel 44 Virgin Soil" he showed the extent of hia powers* 
But it is not to these books that wo have now to refer, although 
one may express tho hope that the publishers will* in the 
course of time* extend their work backwards to the origins 
of Russian fiction* 

Its two most recent exponents are, undoubtedly, Dostoieffsky 
and Tolstoi, the latter of whom still survives. Of the 
former* Messrs. Vizetclly have already published 44 Injury ami 
Insult” and “ Crime and Punishment* 14 The latter ia n weird 
story of self-analysis, revealing tho heart-searchings of a 
murderer, and the atonement to which he submits himself* 
44 Injury aud Insult” is the story of n man (the author) 
who voluntarily sacrifices his hopes of happiness with the 
woman he loves, and, remaining her friend, endeavours to 
make his rival worthy of her. Beside the story of Natasha 
and her two lovers is the exquisite episode of Nelly, an orphan 
child whom Vhnia (Dostoieffsky himself) rescues horn misery, 
and who gives him, unpcrceived, all her love. The whole 
sotting of the story is a photograph of St. Petersburg life, 
seen, it must be allowed, on its seamy side. Suffering, 
however, is tho author 1 a paradise ; and he had endured so 
much from those in power that it is not surprising if he 
should have felt that success and happiness were ever 
opposed. Tolstoi, on the other hand, in 44 War mid Peace" 
deals with more stirring scenes, and brings out in forcible 
colours the spirit of Russian patriotism aroused by the 
wars of Napoleon. The story is divided into three parts— 
44 Before Tilsit” (1805-7), 4E The Invasion” (1 HOT-12), aud tho 
44 French at Moscow” (1812-20). In all of these, although 
the historical setting is carefully preserved, the real interest 
lies in the play of the characters Maria Bolkonsky, the devoted 
daughter of a soured old man; and Natibha Rostow* ono 
of the most delightful victims of misplaced affection* 
As Dostoieffsky seems to have allowed himself to be in¬ 
fluenced by Balzac and Sue, so Count Tolstoi, especially in 
his historical romances, gives evidence of his study of Stendhal. 
But in 14 The Friend of the Family " and "* ’* he Gambler,” tripo 
published in this series* and still more in “Anna Karen in e.’' 
which wc regard as the latter s masterpiece, we have a clue to the 
inner life of the Russians of to-day, in tho capital and in the 
provinces* In conclusion, we cannot but ox press oar regret that 
these novels should have been introduced to English readers us 
44 realistic,” a term which savours too ranch of the epithet applied 
to M. Zola and his Imitators. The Russian novelists arc realistic 
only in the fact that they represent life as they see it, with 
its sorrows, disappointments, and reverses* For the most part 
they have suffered imprisonment, banishment, and suffering in 
nil its form—Dostoieffsky, for instance, having been actually 
condemned to death, and led out to execution, and only 
pardoned at the moment the soldiers hod received the word to 
fire at him and his companions* There is not a page in any 
one of thes£ works which renders them unfit to appear on any 
table, although we do not advise young ladies of morbid 
temperament to sadden themselves by their perusal. 

To those who desire to understand the development 
of Russian fiction from the beginning of the century to the 
present time, wo recommend Vicomte Do Vogues Roman 
Russe 11 (Plon, Nourrit), as a most masterly and complete 
criticism of the literary movement in that country.

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BACK GARDENS. 

Back gardens, like back parlours, possess certain advantages 
and characteristics not at once apparent to uninitiated eyes. 
The lordly owner of a twelve-hundred-00re deer-park, or the 
city magnate with hie well-planned gardens at Twickenham 
or Hampstead, might think scorn of the pleasant tilings of a 
walled-in plot of ground fifteen by eight feet. Indeed, it may 
be safely averred that until one lias had some practical 
experience of-the capacities of such ti piece of landed estate 
one is not competent to speak of its varied uses. 

To study the back garden in all its peculiarities, one must 
leave South Kensington and Belgravia far behind In the 
semi-detached villas of mom distant Tyburnia wo begin to 
find some pretence at the typical suburban garden. The 
districts in which the true epeeimeus of the genuine articles 
are to be found are those long streets of six-roomed dwellings, 
running parallel for miles with all the great lines of railways 
as they start east, west, north, and south from their London 
termini. . Who has ever written the epics of these parts f 
Fashionable Loudon is familiar in literature. The respectable 
decorum and dulnm of the west-central district has found its 
recorders; the nooks and comers of the ever-fasci noting City 
have been explored ; and Seven Dials, the Docks, Whitechapel, 
and the slums generally, have yielded up their secrets (have 
they 0 to their painstaking searchers. Here is unbroken 
ground, then, for an uncompromising realist. Let him paint 
the hopes and the loves, the polities and piety, and the gentility 
and castes of an Egremont-road, Battersea, or a Grosvenor- 
terrace, Lambeth, Let bun learn the grim tales concealed 
under those grey brick fronts and well-curtained “ front-room” 
windows as he walks down the narrow pavements which 
seldom re-echo to any stranger's tread. For they lead only on 
to more streets like themselves, and who from the outside world 
has occasion ever to penetrate their gloomy lengths l 

But they all have their little squares of trnnsed ground 
at the rear, called by courtesy their gardens. Just ns we 
may judge a man's character from some trifling external, as 
the collar and tie he is wearing, or whether he turns up his 
trousers on a muddy day or not, so these plots can tell ns with 
an unfaltering voice' their owners' tastes and predilections. 
Small as they are, they are large enough to furnish accom¬ 
modation for much amusement. If the tenant be a poultry 
or pigeon fancier, he will have various contrivaucca of board¬ 
ing and, wire-netting fitted up, and will succeed in getting 
himself indicted as a public nuisance before many months are 
out, by the early efforts of his cocks to bring the hens to a 
sense of their duties. He will have a small library of books 
relative to poultry indoors, and by skilful adoption of the 
meaim at his disposal, will, in general, make his farming on a 
small scale very profitable, besides having generally a couple 
of fresh eggs to spare to an invalid neighbour at Christmas 
time. The people that keep pigeons usually do it in a pro¬ 
fessional manner, as, unless choice anil fancy ones be reared, 
and their owners have some show or trading connection, these 
pretty birds are not, as a rule, financially a paying specu¬ 
lation. Rabbits and guinea-pigs also find comfortable, if 
restricted, quarters in cleverly contrived sheds ; and doge and 
oats find space for out-door exercise within the email brick 
enclosures. 

The ingenuity displayed in laying out the narrow strip to 
its beet advantage as a garden is often considerable. For 
instance, some will arrange a square of turf in the centre, 
about the sire of an average dining-room table ; round that 
is a gravel path of about eighteen inches wide, edged with 


glazed tiles, while the slender margin against the wall is 
planted thickly with various kinds of hardy flowers. At one 
corner stands a tiny summer-house, and in the other a rustle 
chair. Another favourite device is to forego a lawn,” and to 
have two flower-beds surrounded by gravel; while some lay 
out their miniature property as a kitchen-garden, and in tho 
summer months it rejoices in its lettuces, its little ranks of 
peas and beans, a few radishes, and some mustard-and-cress. 
In almost all oases, the. walls are covered with some sort. o£ 
creeper, trained up over complicated comhinations of wire and 
trelHa-work. The flowera g to w n in these little gardensare rea 1 iy 
deserving of the greatest credit; and, to pass from generalisation 
to a particular instance, it is a fact that one working man in 
Stepney has raised not less than one hundred and forty distinct 
varieties of chrysanthemums this year, in his little back 
garden. Many of them are of the choicest descriptions, and 
might compare favourably with the beautiful specimens 
annually exhibited in the Temple gardens and elsewhere. 

It often happens that we find this piece of ground given over 
to laundry purposes, and crossed by a veritable spider's web of 
ropes, on which are hung garments of mysterious shape and 
pattern, The privilege of using one's rear premises as a drying- 
ground is not, however, permitted to the residents in “genteel” 
neighbourhoods, a proviso against doing so being almost always 
inserted in the lease of a suburban villa residence. When we 
see the inclosare very well trodden over, and a eraall gymnastic 
bar and swing erected io it, we may safely infer that the family 
is numerous, and consists of email children ; and we may 
almost Imagine that wo hear the sorely-tried mother saying* 
u Run out, now. there 's good boys and girls, and play in the 
garden/ 1 In this case, the comers are usually further adorned 
by small piles of broken crockery, aged cooking utensils, and 
the real of tho omnium gaihrrvm with which children can 
always amuse themselves if left to their own resources. 

Theujastly, there are the plots which are left untouched and 
uncared for. These toll tales of drink, thriftlessness,and idleness. 
They are the most desolate features in the whole raw of smoke- 
dried backs. Against the scullery door are a broken-handled 
broom, a dirty dish*cloth, and a decrepit frying-pan. Sundry 
broken bottles, and rusty preserved-meat tin s lie about in un- 
picturesque conf usion. A glance up at the window's reveals a 
lack of curtains or blinds, and a general scantiness of furniture. 

Back gardens, therefore, present points of interest to 
the philosophic observer. They enable one easily and accu¬ 
rately to gauge one's fellow-men from a distance. Though 
one might feel inclined to give a passing sneer at their capa¬ 
bilities, we have shown how elastic they are, in energetic 
hands, They provide employment after work hours, and 
actually furnish some slight change of air. The little variety 
of attending to the favourite poultry ct rabbits, or of 
watching some new plants' gradual development, is a very 
enjoyable one, after, it may be. the monotonous round of some 
especially unchanging technical labour. And, finally, they 
give pleasure—a very keen and pure one—to those who have 
never known, It may be, the wider extent of a fax-reaching 
country place, where— 

Tlieaimimis path* of Inwnairi nuws. 

Which led through tho garden, along sad acmes, 

Bomo open nt once to the sun find the breeze, 

Somo lust among bowern at blossoming trees, 

Were all paved with ilateen and delicate bells 
As fair as the fabulous Asphodels,

HOBART PASHA. 

It was fortunate for the public that some months before hit* 
death the late Admiral Hobart Pasha was induced to write his 
autobiography, since no one could have told so well the story 
of his eventful career. Sketch** From My Life (Longmace) is 
a narrative full of lively incidents and daring adventures, 
related with modesty and with a sailors straightforward 
simplicity. Everything he tells, no matter how strange it 
maybe, bears'the impress of truth : and as we read of the 
dangers that beset him in South America—in boarding slavers 
find in running the blockade during tho American Civil War— 
we feel almost inclined to adopt the old superstition, and to 
believe that he bore a charmed life, Hobart's sea expe¬ 
riences as a boy were miserable enough. His captain, a 
cousin and a tyrant, ordered him to the masthead before he 
had been long on board, which u was as close akin to murder 
as it could be, for I don't know, 1 ' he adds, M how it was I didn't 
fall overboard, and then nothing could have saved my life.” 
Indeed, this captain behaved so brutally that when the ship 
was paid off, and he offered Hobart a seat on his carriage, to 
London* tho boy, full of disgust and horror, replied that ho 
would rather crawl home on his hands and knees. Ho was 
but sixteen years old when he was appointed to the Naval 
Brigade, on service In Spain, and he relates how when a shell 
burst near him he fell flat on his face. 11 Got up, you cowardly 
young rascal I" exclaimed the commander, giving him a severe 
kick, " arc you not ashamed of yourself F' “I did get up,and 
uvi-r ashamai of myself* From that hour to this I have never 
been hard upon those who flinched at the first fire they were 
u tider. ’ ’ Then the reader will follow the yonn g ad ventu rer to i h e 
River Plate, where a ruffian tried to stick his knife Into him. 
and lost his own 1 i fe I nstead. At Rnen os Ay res, * * that paradi se 
of pretty women,” Hobart, following his comrades' example, 
fell desperately in love with a girl of sixteen* whose mother, 
aged forty, fell in love with him herself. He escaped the 
difficulty by running away* Love-making was not always a 
safe adventure in South America, and Hobart on one occasion 
acted as second in a duel which ended fatally. In his account 
of slaver4rautlng the writer records many a diabolical crime 
and many a daring exploit. On one occasion Hobart's crew 
boarded a slaver, and, on opening the hold, they found a mass of 
arms, legs, and bodies crushed together, and, hiving made some 
clearance, eleven corpses wore discovered lying among the living 
freight. At Demerara, 61 one of the vilest holes in creation,” 
he was bold enough to take a fancy to the Governor's daughter, 
upon which the best dancer in the place publicly insulted him* 
" So I calleti him out,” say a the writer, u and the nest morning 
pnt a ball into his ankle, which prevented him dancing a 
long time to come.” The young lady was locked up, and 
Hobart, remembering his small income, renounced his dream, 
leaving the girl to marry his rival. Adventure follows 
adventure in this narrative; but space will not allow us to 
pursue Hobart's exciting story when he figured as a blockade- 
rnnner, and carried a cargo of corsets, tooth-brushes, and 
Cockle's pills into Wilmington. Having won no small reputation 
for the skill with which he ran the blockade during the 
American War, Hobart accepted a command in the Turkish 
navy ; and, the tables being turned, pursued blockode-runne: s 
himself. There never was a commander of more daring ; and 
be was as honest as he was brave—a soldier of fortune, no 
doubt, but a thoroughly good fellow, and a man of whom 
England may well bo proud. We have but brushed, as it 
wore, the surface of a book every page of which will be read 
with interest by young and old. 
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NOVELS. 

Wh?:i you sit down to the perusal of three volumes written by 
ivn exoclient writer, and gladly observe, after the first few 
pages, that tho said writer has apparently been under the 
iivHuenoa of an unusually happy mood, as mast assuredly bo 
the case with anybody who settles down to the enjoyment of 
A tfou*? Divided Ag&l/ut It self : by Mrs. 01 i pliant (William 
Blackwood and Sons), a good time may be reasonably expected, 
of longer or shorter duration according to the pace at which 
one reader may proceed and the leisure which another may 
have at command. The worst of it is, that the delight of the 
boik may lend to an unrighteous prolongation of the leisure, 
to an iniquitous curtailment, of the hours which should bo 
devoted to the more serious business of life. For idle 
hinds to take up, however, it were difficult to find 
anything better than this story of a house that was 
divided against itself- so pleasant a work is the best 
checkmate for Satan, who is understood to provide a very 
different kind of occupation for the unemployed. The 
acone of the story, at its opening, is laid at Bordighera ; and 
that fact, of itself, is enough to open one's mental pores for 
the reception of all that is agreeable, at any rate in tho guise 
of genial climate and picturesque vicinity, with peeps of the 
blue Mediterranean, and the Ligurian mountains in the 
distance. We soon make the acquaintance of an interesting 
old gentleman, and his still more interesting young daughter ; 
and wo have our curiosity concerning them greatly excited, 
as we wonder more and more what can he the mystery 
which hangs about them ; why, being evidently well-to-do 
and of good position, they seem to have no kith or kin, 
no near connections of any kind; and why the father, if 
not the daughter, should be so disinclined for society, so 
slow to exhibit tho proverbial touch of nature, so very 
rude to somewhat vulgar, perhaps, but exceedingly cordial 
visitors, who claim former acquaintance and get dread¬ 
fully snubbed for their pains. It is not long before we 
begin to loss our original respect for the distinguished-looking 
old gentleman, and are disposed to sot him down as a selfish 
and cantankerous curmudgeon - at the same time our interest 
iu his eh arm mg little daughter increases, and, though eho 
licks the ordinary accomplishments of young ladies, or all the 
more perhaps on that very aoeonnt, we conceive a constantly 
growing admiration for her, a deeper and a warmer love of her. 
When, os she ponders upon her singular condition, without— 
as aba supposes —any other relation but her father in the world, 
a bwin-s:ster drops upon her from the skies, a mother summons 
hor from a distance, and a moat amusing half-brother, with a 
curious growth of hair upon his head, but with “a handle to 
his name” comes to introduce hhnself and to bring her home, 
then wo acknowledge the significance of the title given bo the 
novel, our anxiety to be fully enlightened is augmented, and 
we continue onr course of reading with redoubled zest. At 
this point, too, the promise of excitement is strengthened by 
another occurrence. Enter the gallant captain who, having 
been intended to fall in love with the twin-sister just called 
away, displays symptoms of being very much more struck with 
the twin-sister remaining behind. And at this point it will ba 
convenient and proper to leave expectant readers in the lurch, 
that they may consult the volumes for themselves. The con¬ 
sultation they are not likoly to regret; but, however that may 
be, they will certainly agree that the distinguished-looking 
old gentleman’s conduct in concealing from his daughter the 
lot .era annually written to her by her mother was indefensible 
and abominable. 

Groat acceptance may be prophesied for Fastm Gzr&ui ; by 
E. Lynn Linton (Richarci Be utley and Son), in which there 1 b 
some very powerful writing, and in which the skill of a 
practised story-teller is abundantly exhibited. What originality 
there may be, and there is more than a little, is displayed in 
the treatment rather than in the fundamental conception, in 
thj opiarios rather than in the main narrative, in the sketches 
of character rathor than in the plot. The titular hero is a 
*' millionaire and miser” not an unusual combination ; and to 
humiliate a proud old family, by whom he considers himself 
to hivj been Wronged, and upon whom he desires to bo 
avenged by selling them up, is his chief end ami object, 
not an unusual end and object—in fiction, whatever 
may lie the case in real life. The writer of the tale 
is well known as a bold and out spoken novelist, who 
do?s not mince matters ; and nobody, therefore, need be sur¬ 
prised to learn that the book opens with a plain description of 
the establishment kept up by a certain rich gentleman, named 
Clinton, of tolerably ancient descent, who, ha ving been refused 
by the young lady he loved, made dishonourable proposals to a 
pretty young woman because she more or less resembled that 
young lady, was favourably listened to from motives of sheer 
calculation, took the young woman into his ancestral halls, 
nominally as housekeeper, but really as something elec as well, 
became the father of her boy and only child, and died intestate. 
The demi-setnL widow had feathered her neat during her demi- 
semi-husband's life-time ; and the boy had previously been 
sent oil- into the world by his affectionate parents, with 
his mother’s surname of Carew, with a pretty large 
cbeine (which he promptly got cashed), with not much 
paternal or maternal blessing, that he might seek Ms 
fortune. He sought and found it, and a great deal of it there 
was. He also sought and found a wife, whom he lost very 
soon ; but ahe left him a daughter, whom he loved as the apple 
of hi* oyc, and who was as beautiful as the Shulumite, ami as 
fair and good and wise as the Sylvia of the song, or as 
■’.Sydney's sister, Pembroke's mother 11 of the famous epitaph. 
Thus provided with ducats and a daughter, Fasten Cnrew 
naturally felt confident that he could take his revenge upon 
those who, however hateful they might be, had done him no 
injury. Iter his father had died a bachelor (strange as it may 
senna), and the estates of the Clintons passed in tho regular 
way to people who could not be held responsible in any degree 
iter Pas ton Carew's illegitimacy and Incapacity for inheriting 
his father's property. That may have made him foci all the 
more vicious, of course ; at any rate* he set to work to exact 
vengeance. How ho succeeded may he discovered by anybody 
who will fake the pleasure of drawing for entertainment on 
three decidedly readable volumes. 

A fashionable lady of title who baa a lover as well as a 
hnsbind, who "paints and minces, and mimics God's creatures,” 
who delights in treading upon the toes of the redoubtable Mrs, 
Grundy, and who outdoes herself by singing whafe we are 
clearly given to understand is a very improper song with a 
perfectly indecent refrain, is about the most prominent 
character iu Doctor Cn/thf by Rhoda Broughton (Richard 
Bentley and 8on) ; but, as a set-off to her there is a pink 
of propriety, a pearl of womankind, a modest and yet piquant, 
very piquant, young lady, with whom, to render the interest 
mtense, the wicked married woman's lover falls desperately 
in love, whilst she is in not much better plight as regards 
her feelings towards him. On these three personages the 
story depends chiefly for its attraction;' though the little 
that is seen of a rich, cynical old woman is amusing 
and exhilarating, and there are two children out of whom 
something is made in the way of drollery, and also of tender 
pathos. As for the silly, sentimental, consumptive girl 


and the heartless young bntterfly of an Oxford undergraduate, 
her professed lover, they are both bo utterly beneath contempt, 
as specimens of humanity, that it is astonishing how the writer 
can have had patience to bestow so much labour and so much 
cleverness upon them. For clever, indeed, the studies are; 
though neither of them, not even the dying girl, whom Doctor 
Cupid might perchance have cured, is likely to enlist much 
more than a stray piece of sympathy. Nor can the heroine 
herself, Miss Propriety as "she was, be acquitted of all 
blame ; she must lavra been a bit of a she-snob, as well 
as an indulgent sister; she seems to have been morally 
incapable of resisting the influence exercised by the “big 
house,” with its wealth and luxury and titles of honour, 
or she would have peremptorily declined to have any¬ 
thing to do with Lady Betty—especially after the incident 
of the “ improper song,” and she would have brought the 
Oxford butterfly promptly to book. It is all very well for 
doctors to say that a young girl is “ not to be thwarted in any¬ 
thing H or “ they will not answer for the conseqnonces but 
even doctors would allow that the line m net be drawn some¬ 
where—at Lady Betty, probably, or at P rue's mad jaunt to 
Oxford, But, really, how easy it is to talk ! We should all, 
very likely, have been as weak as Miss Propriety was, under 
the same circumstances. 

Something of the moral philosopher's tone gives a sort of 
dignity to the story of Lc&itv m Durand; by the author of 
M Miss Molly * (William Blackwood and Sons), and the effect 
of that tone is far from being diminished by the writers 
evidently serious belief in the importance and instructiveness 
of the tale unfolded, and of the characters so carefully and 
minutely studied and analysed. There is no little originality 
in the conception of the plot; no little skill In the manner of 
working it out. There Is no very tremendous catastrophe; nor, 
throughout the story, are there many exciting scenes, or 
situations, or incidents. Tho interest is sustained chiefly 
by sprightly dialogues, by the writer's own clever reflections 
and comments, and by the various lights in which the 
various personages are exhibited. It may be safely asserted 
that, admirable as is the heroine whose name gives the 
title to the novel, the place of honour, the credit of 
being the observed of all observers, must be assigned to 
the less estimable, perhaps, but the far more engaging and 
entertaining—however incomprehensible—Audrey, The more 
so because upon this latter young lady devolves the duty of 
clearing up a mystery with which the reader is very soon con¬ 
fronted, and which lea'Is to the most tragic of all the occur¬ 
rences recorded in the two closely-printed volumes. There is 
something comic, nevertheless, intermingled with the tragic: 
and the whole episode recalls n somewhat grim piece of 
hnmour which the newspapers lately reported, te the intense 
amusement of cynical and sardonic readers. The newspapers, 
it may be remembered, told a story of a young man who, having 
been repeatedly ” refused 11 by her whom he would fain have 
made his wife, would not take " No " for an answer, but per¬ 
severed until he was at last rt accepted.” Then, ns he appears 
to have thought, it was his turn. The day for the marriage was 
fixed, the couple presented themselves before the clergyman and 
went through a part of the service, but when the young man was 
asked whether lie would take the young woman for his wedded 
wife, he had his fill .of revenge and replied with a most 
emphatic “No!” In the novel, on the other hand, n young 
lady, just leaving school, receives a letter iu which some 
unknown and ungallant Bend (sho would not, of course, 
allow that he was a man) informs her that his “ affections 
have been engaged for a long time ” implying that she need 
not look forward to marrying him. His only signature is in 
the form of two initiale. Henceforth, of course, her object in 
life is to discover the man who signed those initials and to— 
no word&can express her intentions under the circumstances, 
Suffice It to say that she does discover Mm, that she does 
" have it out” with him, and that, nevertheless, tho world 
continues to go round upon its own axis. All male readers, 
however, must shudder at the notion, i f they cannot bring thera- 
scives to sympathise with that utigaliant but unhappy man. 

Sam, by the Hon. Mrs. II. \V. Chetwynd (F, V."White and 
Co.), is a novel somewhat out of the groove of the ordinary 
three volume book In such constant demand everywhere, inas¬ 
much as the “wooing and winning” of the heroine ja 
accomplished early in the story, and with little romance oh 
her side ; but the interest of the reader centres "in the home life of 
Sir Basil and Lady Fair lie ; and, with nothing approaching a 
sensational incident until the story is far advanced to main¬ 
tain that interest, the author keeps above the level of the common¬ 
place, an d does not ton ch a m onotonou s no te. The study of Sara’s 
chatoeter ia very good: m her cold reflecting obstinacy she ih 
more than once in great straits, and goes very near to losing 
her husband s faith and affection—tho full value of which, 
she only finds out, like so many, when they seem to bo 
slipping away from her grasp. There is considerable ability 
shown in depicting the birth and subsequent growth of Sara’s 
love, and its slow effect on her character is thoroughly 
natural. Sir Basil is sent away at an opportune moment on a 
political mission, which is attended with great good-fortune ; 
and although the web of affairs on his return may be a trifle 
Btrained. the incidents are still possible, and the results are 
.well worked in. There are several amusing pages in the 
course of the story, and notably so is Mrs. Penryn’s anecdote 
of the market at Lisienx, and her unknown purchase there. 
The Scotch home, and the characters of Mr. and Mrs. Calder, 
are drawn with a vigorous hand, and are very true te nature ; 
and tho reader will extract not a little amusement from tho 
scenes enacted in Glasgow between Sara and her precise host 
and worthy hostess. The shrewd Mrs. Christie's idea of a 
]3attera husband for her servant-maid is practical enough. 
“ Just a well-off, prosperous man, wi' a slated roof an + a 
carpeted room, an 1 a sofa an’ a garden.” As to Bessie and her 
husband, they are a lit tle wanting in individuality, and aro more 
like shadows than realities, flitting across the story lightly, 
until in their tragic deaths they pass from the reader’s ken. 
Perhaps the intangible figure of the “ dark brown boy ” may 
be said to be in a measure justifiable, as mystery surrounde 
him everywhere; but a little more vitality might with ad* 
vantage have been given to the wife ; and the want of detail 
and the way in which poor Bessie is hurried off 1 he stage give 
an impression of undue haste and want of finish which it 
would have been well to have avoided. There are one or two 
clerical errors, and one or two sentences which revision would 
have sensibly improved ; hut, taken as a whole, the story is 
cleverly told and interesting, the minor characters are good, and 
the kindly manner in wMeli things in general arc viewed by 
the author is a very pleasant phase of the book. Little touches 
here and there show Mrs. Chetwynd's knowledge of character 
and power of observation te its greatest ml vantage. The final 
chapter is to the full ns good as the rest of the book : and the 
last words of Sir Basil and Lady Fairlie are a graceful 
conclusion to a prettily told present-day story.

OLD AGE. 

Life in full of contradictions. Every young person wishes to 
attain old age, and looks forward to that period ns to some 
object in the far distance which cannot be reached until a 
tract of time has been traversed that seems almost measureless 
in extent. Nevertheless, strange to say, the young have often 
a keener sense of the brevity of life than the aged. " All men 
think all men mortal but themselves ” is a true saying, and it 
is especially true when the sear and yellow leaf shows that the 
autumnal season of existence has begun, and that tho Just 
stage of all is near at hand. The reason is, perhaps, that a 
man, by the time he has reached the sixties, has so grown 
inter the habit of living that the uncertainty of life ceases to 
affect him. He knows well enough that it is uncertain, but ho 
fed* that he is alive, and imagines that what he has done ho 
will continue to do. And in this belief he makes investments 
ho can never realise, buys books he will never read, pul 1 b down 
his bams to build greater, and acts as if he were likely to last 
as Jong ns his possessions. 

Eagerness to acquire wealth, and an aptitude for hoarding 
ft up, are among the prominent characteristics of old age. 
This frailty in its extreme form is exhibited in the miser. All 
that most persons enjoy he despises. Hia one object is to 
accumulate, his one dread is to spend. Living on a crust to 
gather dust, he is at once the most avaricious and the most 
self-denying of mortals. What such a fool feels when the time 
comes for him to make his will haw been expressed with a 
master^ hand, by Pope— 

•' E give and 1 devise (old Euclkn said. 

And BfgtVfl) iay lands nut! ten owe nu to Nat." 

“ Your money, Sir 7 44 My money, Sir—what, nil 1 
Why—If l must—(then wept) I give it Paul," 

'"The Manor, Sir?”— 114 The Manor t hold ” he cried, 

" Not that—I cannot, port with that] "—and died. 

The pains and penalties of old ago have been described, with 
exhaustive minuteness, by moralists and poets, and yet it does 
not appear that one of these writers was unwilling to 
encounter them. According to Sir Thomas Browne, age is as 
unfavourable to the seal us to the body, “taming bad dis* 
positions into worse habits, and (like diseases) bringing on 
incurable vices.” Burton, in his “ Anatomy of Melancholy,” 
writes of old age as “ full of ache, sorrow, and grief,” and adds, in 
the words of Cicero, that old mcn.are angry, waspish, suspicious, 
covetous, self-conceited, and self-willed, fthakspenre says, us 
we know—but this is in a song—that age is crabbed, and like 
winter weather ; and we remember the pitiful accuracy with 
which he describes the 4 lean and slippered pantaloon.” 
“ What, Sir,” exclaimed Johnson, “ would you know what it is 
to feel the evils of old age 7 Would you have the gout ? 
Would you have decrepitude?” But Johnson was a noblo 
proof, and he was conscious of it, that a man may encounter 
the bodily evils incident to old age without any less of intel¬ 
lectual energy. Even the imagination, which is commonly 
supposed to be a youthful faculty, may produce some 
of its rarest fruits in age. It did so in ihe case 
of Milton ; and no reader of Lord Tennyson s iH Rizpah " 
can doubt that the fire which lighted up his finest youthful 
creation b burns as brightly as ever. Old age has many 
privileges, but there is one serious affliction from which, at 
this stage of life, there is no possibility of escape. The wail 
of Charles Lamb over lost friends finds an echo in the heart of 
every man who lives in the memories of the past— 

Friend nl my bosom, tlimi more term a. brotlio;-, 

Why wort "teem not born in my fathers dwell Jug ? 

Sn might wo til Ik of the old familiar faces! 

How tome they have died, nnd some they hare loft luo, 

And some arc taken from me: all jiixj dqmtoJ ; 

All, nil arc goue, the old familiar faces. 

Dr, Johnson says that people should keep their friendship in 
repair ; but a new friend cannot live with you in the past. He 
knows nothing of the storms encountered, of the battles 
fought, of the aspirations defeated, of the resolutions unful¬ 
filled, Or, if life has been* eminently successful, he can bnt 
sympathise with the success that he sees, and neither the 
sweet nor the bitter memories recalled by his friend arc of 
much Interest,to him. Therefore it is that, although the old 
man may have troops of friends and all that should accompany 
old age, ho feels, to some extent solitary. We must die alone, 
says Pascal, but it ijs more painful to live a June. 

Every time of life, however, has its pleasures as well ns its 
special sorrows. The old man takes things calmly. The feverish 
excitement of youth and the ambition of middle ago are felt 
no longer. No doubt there are exceptions to this rale, 
especially among statesmen, but it holds good generally, and 
Che man who has not neglected culture often turns in his 
decline from affairs to books. In them he finds companions 
that never irritate, and friends that he can welcome or dismiss 
at will. '** Our pleasures in reading,” said Maria Edgeworth, 
“So not, I think, decline with age, Laat first of January 
was my eighty-second birthday, and I think that 1 have as 
mpeh enjoyment frem books as ever l bad in my life.” Then 
when books .fail tlujra are the pleasures of memory, which, if a 
man is “ford of himself,” and can look back with con¬ 
tent on the days gone by, may be inexpressibly delightful. 
Pleasant it is also to bo treated with respect, mid this, us 
Steele has pointed out, Is one of the special rewards of a 
virtuous old age. But virtue is indispensable. There is not 
upon the earth's surface an object more contemptible than a 
vicious or foolish old mint. There it* not a more melancholy 
object than the cynical and discoutented man, who, upon 
reaching three score years and ten, has nothing to hope for 
and every thing to regret. The old man, as “ pensive evening 
deepens into night,” finds his greatest joy in the simplest 
pleasures. He loves more than ever the beauty of Nature, tho 
song of birds, the colour and scent of flowers, the occupations 
of rural life— ; 

Tin* silence that Is in tho starry sky, 

Thu aloop that b among the lonely hills. 

Above nil does he delight in the presence of children ; while 
the beauty of women has a soothing charm unknown in the 
feverish days of youth. 

Old a|i I am. for ladles* love unfit, 

Tim power of UemHy I romeinbor yet, 

was the exclamation of Dryden ; but that beauty h not only 
remembered, it is felt. In all lovely objecte, in all innocent 
mirth, the old man will take delight; and if his enjoyments 
never amount te rapture, his griefs rarely, if ever, reach the 
point of anguish. 

It haa been said that the mind grows clearer as the body 
loses its strength— 

Tho soulV dark cottage, tetU-mJ and decayed, 

LcL in new tight through chink* that Time has uiaile. 

This may be true, ill some cases ; and the old man may oomfort 
himself by remembering that Cato learnt Greek at eighty ; that 
Goethe was in his full mental strength at that age . and that. 
Ranke, the great historian who has lately died, was, like Sir 
Moses Monteftoro. when an octogenarian, still youthful in his 
energy. There is, however, as wo all know, another side fo 
the picture. It impossible to live too long, and better i* to 

re&t before the intellect participates in the decay of the body— 
Wo hurry u> the river wo must cross. 

And swiftly downward every fooutep womb; 

I tappy who roach it ora they count the liuw 
Of lift 3 f their facuutca uuiUmU their friend*. J. t>. 
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POETRY. 

Clearm-as of conception nod picfcuresqttettess of diction, with 
no alight mo story of blank Terse, are the characteristics 
of Miss Constance E, Dixon’s tragic poem The (Itimnerj-Pivec 
a/ Bmge* (Elliot Stock), The story of the murder of a young 
wife by a man whom her husband Andrea loved and trusted, 
and the suspicion that fell upon Andrea as the murderer, is 
told with such vivid touches and with such freedom, from 
verbiage that the reader will not willingly omit a line* The 
dagger with which tho foul deed was done had the husband's 
name upon it; and he was condemned to death by fire. In the 
end, however, chiefly 1>y the intercession of the murdered girl's 
lather, who never lost his faith in Andrea, the innocent man 
was sentenced to imprisonment, which he spends In carving a 
wonderful chimney-piece ; and during thirty weary years— 

He wrought the nifgliiy monument of ™, 

And iHiopl&L It with ftnlcmd id Kings and Queens, 

Ami loft hfc rotmlortw Marie’* lively foetr 
To last for evpr Is her uni! vo lund. 

To Henri, the false friend and cruel murderer, retribution 
comes at last* On his death-bed ho confesses the crime: but 
the priest, horror-stricken, refuses, in words of fiery eloquence, 
to absolve him ; and he dies, like Hamlets father, “uuhouserd, 
disappointed, naand'd." The news is carried to the burgesses 
of Bruges, who, with caps in hand, visit Andrea to tell him 
that he is free, i t was too late— 

Tho artist’s worn-out frame fell tn the proniui, 

Too wenk Iq t«a t die madden ftliock of Joy t 
Tho wonder of rakwise. While Henri's guilt 
Bn apt the lost chord of Ufa'* frail trembling harp. 

We shall bear again of a writer who can tell a tale in the 
vigorous incisive language which marks the tl Chimney-Piece of 
Bruges*" There arc some short pieces in the volume, but 
of these we cannot speak highly. They show, perhaps, the 
accomplishment of verse, but nothing more ; and the trans¬ 
lations from the German are, in more than one instance, toe 
literal to be intelligible* Of the original pieces, “Conway 
Bay " is, we think, the moat worthy of commendation* 

If eccentricity and obscurity are signs of poetical genius a 
high place must lie given to Melt-let, by Francis Prevost (Kegan 
Paul)* When Hamlet, in his advice to the players^ objects to 
the peri wig-pat ed fellow who tears a passion, to tatters, he says 
that this overdoing out-H erode Herod. In the peculiarities of 
composition it may be said that Mr. Provost out-brownings 
Drowning* That great poet’s noble genius makes the reader 
very lenient to his eccentricities t but when a writer apes the 
cccentricities and apparently copies the very tricks of style 
of Mr* Browning, without tho imagination* the wit, and the 
dramatic faculty which make us forgive such faults if wc 
cannot forget them, the attempt becomes offensive. Mr, 
Provost, like many of the poetasters of the day* mistakes 
grotesqueness for strength, and probably regards simplicity as 
weakness* He can say nothing plainly* and in this respect* 
and this only* reminds us of the poetry of Donne and Cowley* 
Mr, Provosts faults arc various. He goes out of his way in 
search of hard words and odd suggestions. It is the sheerest 
psdantry to use a mathematical term like asymptote in relation 
to love, and an obsolete word such a& scatnriont in relation 
to violins* There is a good deal of screaming in Mr. Prevest’s 
verse, but he ought to know that it is not the habit of larks 
or swallows to scream: and is he sure, for assuredly we are 
not, that in his echo of a powerful poet he always writes 
sense ? We remember many a charming lyric addressed " To 
Celia,” notably three lovely songs by Ben Jon son; but that 
poet-loved young lady bus never before been addressed in the 
stylo adopted by HI r. Prevost. The whole lyric may be 
regarded ns a study of the obscure, and as such we commend 
it to the curious reader. To give him n ssesfc for it we quote 
tho final stonra, which is on a par with the rest 

Nfghtl Here I huw hull] 

God's hand ami thine* if I thank you. 

Believe no nettle ha* stung 
Your toss'd Bwoota sour* nor slfdi 
If foobfast should prank you 

HI* f Ah me J I had suing 
Not thus vora the jest Imt bell'd 
Couhl In lighter believe Its ho.) 

As one further illustration of Mr. Provost's enigmatical style 
wc turn to a poem in which a girl is requested to sham disguise 
and to “sample-school" her sense. Her poet adds:— 

Light. I niched cyca 

1>l> Lick tho worth of opnti violence— 

Lass-kzy h scathe surjirbe* 

And the poem ends as follows— 

Prove mo Do morel T corao 
LTjmhi n kneeling midnciomFtiejs: 

I sheaf*! thy sialk** oh ! bring my harvest home. 

Awl stack mj sorvk'e in thy breast, to tfrtws 
With puubeoniis for a comb. 

Mr, Prevost plays with verse as with sense. In one short 
piece “ useless” is made to rhyme with “ hues less” " fan 
them” with "annum" and 11 terra firms" with 11 a termer," 
whatever that may be. Jerky, jagged lines abound, and the 
author’s stanzas, though not without laborious cleverness, 
offend the ear ns much as they insult the intellect* No one 
can doubt that the author of “ Melilot” possesses great ability, 
but unfortunately in the present Instance it is ability perverted. 

In Geldtm Fitter# t and Other Poem f, by John LosceHcs 
(Kegan. Paul), a wife who has sacrificed love for position, 
sings of her sorrows in rather common-place aud monotonous 
verse, but with a finer sense of what is good and true than wo 
might expect to find in a woman who has acted so fool ishly. Iier 
husband is affectionate, but she cannot return his love, and 
looks back regretfully on. the days— 

When lint my dnrllng 
Clasped air fondly m hi* breast, 

Ami 1 liratrd* with sweet contootmoat, 

Ad Ills burning Ioyc Confessed. 

She feels, however, that she is but “a wedded traitor” to dwell 
on past (Mights, now that her falseness has made her a 
*■ debased and loveless wife." There seems to be no comfort, 
and no hope, but both come at last with a baby, aud again life 
lies before her “with a high and noble goal.” The tone of 
many of the poems in this volume is excellent, “ Looking 
Dock,” ’■ The Monk’s Daffodils,” “ Snowflakes,” and some other 
pieces, have an excellent characteristic often wanting in 
modem verse, Mr* LasceUes writes hopefully, and the 
expression of this trust in a higher good gives to his poems a 
dignity and purpose they would not otherwise posses#* 

In a book that has reached a second edition it is but fair to 
suppose that some merit lias lieen recognised by the public. 
Play# and Ihtann r by Albert E. Drinkwater (Griffith, and 
Farran), comes before us with this advantage* Of the poems 
little can be said that is favourable* They are not bad* they 
are not good ; the weakest of them approach to doggerel, the 
beet bear the stamp of inoffensive mediocrity. In the plays, 
three in number. Mr. Drinkwater relies for effect on his story, 
and this he has a pleasant way of telling* We have read 
u Tried by Fire ' and “A Fair Conquest" with some pleasure* 
not, indeed, as dramas, but os tales* and if the author should 
try his hand again, we recommend him to venture into the field 
of the novelist* or, rather, of the story-teller, whoso little plot 
can be developed to a few pages* 


The dainty lyrics of the Elizabethan and Jacobean singers 
have inspired Hrs.E. Fuller Maitland, whose modestly entitled 
volume* Parra (W. Blackwood and Eons), has not a little of 
the perfume that gives fragrance to the verses of Herrick. In 
these songs and eonglets, ns in the 11 Hespcrides*" there is tho 
colour as well as the scent of flowers* the rustling of silks, 
the flaunting of lace* the “ girdle's clasp and ribbon's tie,*’ and 
even the names of poetical mistresses whose charms were sung 
two centuries ago by the Vicar of Dean Prior. Mrs, Maitland's 
goddesses, Delia and Julia* Phillis and Chloc, bear a strong 
likeness* and an agreeable likeness, to the girls who bewitched 
poets like Herrick, and his contemporaries Carew and Suckli ng. 
Sometimes, too, the writer's verses suggest that she has been a 
careful though not servile student of Ben Jenson’s il Forest ” 
aud u Underwoods*" If this tiny volume is not remarkable for 
originality it has much in it that is in the highest degree 
gracef nl and charming* It would be easy to quote lyrics of 
no common merit, but, under the signature u E. F. M.,’ p several 
of these pieces* have already appeared in the SL Jamtx'x 
Gazette , and readers who have an ear and a heart for verse are 
probably familiar with thorn already. If not. they will thank 
us for recommending the pretty-looking little volume to their 
attention, 'there is not a feeble or a faulty verse in it. 

In a short poem of less than thirty pages* Mip. William 
Dent* tier Campbell, undertakes to describe the loveliest island 
in the possession of the English crown. Ceylon; a Descriptive 
PwTtti with Nate* (Kegan Paul), answers to its title. Mrs. 
Dent, who is intensely proud of a land in which some of her 
happiest years were spent, describes- its special features, its 
scenery, vegetation; climate, the. songless bat lovely birds that 
ktfiihfc it# forests, the fish (“ which are of the most beautiful 
hues—red, blue, pink, yellow* green ")* its fauna and flora* and, 
above all, its people, who are said to be so devoted to the 
Queen that they would shed for htT the last drop of their 
blood— 

But of live penile of rids wonilrents land. 

How hhitll mj menwiy fall bieUra do v 

It needs more ddll than love cun e'en command 
Tholr gentle loyalty, affection tmo, 

In vensc to render. 

Mrs. Dent? enthusiasm and her admiration of the Singhalese 
are more evident than ihe poetical faculty which alone justifies 
verse* 

To gather up tho fragments of his literary work is not 
always a wise act on the part of a writer. Sketches hi Pram 
ami J n'»r„ by F, B. Doveton (Sampson Low), is dedicated to 
Mr. Browning in the following lines 

To thee* great idtigor of our later days, 

Whose fimiir Is sirring as swcot, 

1 ilnrfl to bring mis itonder wreath of lays. 

Awl leave it at your feet. 

But the wreath is not klendcr, and is, on the contrary, of con¬ 
siderable size. The events of the day have prompted much of 
Mr. Doveton’s verse, and to put these events into well-formed 
metro appears to have been an easy tusk—possibly too easy \ 
for in poetry, as well as in preso, there may be an excess of 
fluency. His humorous }>oems and parodies are, we think, the 
best of the collection. These mirthful pieces first saw the 
light in newspapers and magazines, and the clever references 
to the news of the hour made them, we doubt not, accept¬ 
able to readers. That these society verses will prove as popular, 
when read in succession* it would be unreasonable to suppose. 
In these days of rapid forgetfulness* we have no longer a 
memory for many of the subjects that formed for a week, 
perhaps, the topic of conversation. It must not be supposed, 
however, that all the writer's Verses treat of ephemeral themes* 
The common subjects dear to poets are dear also to Mr. Doveton ; 
but in praising lady bicyclists, it may be said, at least, that he 
is original, if not poetical. 

Blcyrifi brites ! yo hnvo dnzzlod the oyai 
Ami iJiinctureu the hearts of men i 

Yntir pTtrcvwB the power of sotig iloflw, 

Anti mocks my enamoured iweii. 

It is generally unwise to mix prose and verso together in 
one volume; and Mr* Doveton's prose sketches do not form an 
exception to the rule. 

It is to KaulbncU's spirited illustrations thnfc Goethe's 
Reineke Fuchs " owe* Its prolonged popularity ; and it is by 
their aid that Mr. J. J, Arnold's version, Rtyvard, the AW 
(J. C* Nimrno), will probably commend itself to English 
readers; especially ae he has supplemented the pictorial 
attractions of his new edition by Joseph Wolf I more elabo¬ 
rate engravings. It is now more than thirty years since 
Mr* Arnold published the first edition of his translation, and 
in the interval although we have learnt more about Goethe* 
and appreciate his genius more highly, his “ Reineke Fuchs” 
has almost fallen into oblivion. This is not to be wondered at, 
for in the interval we have also come to like to have our 
knowledge from the fountain-head, instead of being refined 
to the standard of eighteenth century taste. The original 
popular poem* “The Unholy Word-Bible,” os it was called* 
dated from the thirteenth century, if not earlier, aud was 
written in doggrel; but Goethe, who in 1793-1 was going 
through his short military service, attempted to fit it to heroic 
metre ; and although it served as a vehicle to display the 
lower passions of these who at that time were preaching by 
word and act the ‘ the glorious Revolution' 1 of humanity, it 
was? wanting in the homely vigour of the original. Goethe’s 
stately hexameters were at best a tear dr /arm, and we 
must give Mr. Arnold credit for paraphrasing them with 
facility ; but, m tho following passage, taken absolutely at 
random, mil show, not with very strict regard to Goethe’s 
words or poetic fancy* This is Mr, Arnold’s version of an 
episode of tho trial scene, where Reynard recounts his early 
acquaintance with Isegrim, and its fatal iesults on his moral 
sense 

Tho provinces wo travensod, mu? irad all. 

He Lfu* large booty staling; t* the nunll. 

Our bargain was wc should divide nil fair; 

But what ho eluwe to leave wno alt my a bore* 

Nor was* this till injustice 1 must tear, <fce. 

This is, perhaps, the meaning of what Goethe makes Eeynard 
say—but ho says it differently. Had Mr. Arnold at least 
taken in hand Soltau’s version of this most interesting 
fable aud satire of the Middle Ages—even if ho had not 
thought himself capable of rendering H inker von Aik mar's 
version, be would have set himself a mom interesting tusk, 
and have given the public an equally suitable framework 
for Kanlbach’s and Wolf’s designs. The real literary valne of 
the famous apologue of M Reynard the Fox " cannot be too 
strongly insisted upon; and anything which makc?s us better 
ncqunrated with tho spirit by which medifev&l thought was 
leavened, and thinking quickened, is important to us. A story 
which takes its rise in the fores to of northern or eastern 
Germany , and, travelling over all Western Europe, modifying 
tho language ua well as the opinion of the countries it 
penetrated, must have touched some deep popular chord, and 
awakened a response in the public mind. We can lest its 
power in one very practical way. " Beiueke Fuchs ” absolutely 
transformed the two words by which in France and England 
the animal under whose form he was represented had been 
hitherto known ; and " goupil” had to give place to “ renard" 
in the French language, just us 1 tod 11 had to give way before 
the encroaching 11 fox.' 


NEW BOOKS* 

There is a vast and varied store of pleasant reading in Mr* 

Or ego’s IP alary of Parliamentary Eleetums (Chatto nud 
Wind us) ; and few persons arc more competent to deal with 
this subject from its artistic side than the author to whom we 
are indebted for the lives of Gillraj and Rowlandson, 
it is not surprising that with his special testes Mr* Grego 
should be dtepcsEd to date the hnmour of elections from the 
time when caricature was capablo of cheap reproduction. Up 
to the time of George J,, when party feeling was not eagerly 
excited, the aim of most quiet country gentlemen was to 
avoid Fnrliamentnry honours rather than to seek them : aud 
the excuses put forward by those chosen to attend the King’s 
summons would read side by side with those who now 
endeavour to escape from tho distinction of High Sheriffdom* 
Under the Stuarts, rhyming ballads were freely circulated 
amongst electors ; and the light thrown by them upon 
local aa well as on national questions is of no small 
interest to the historical student* The H Glorious Revo¬ 
lution " brought into prominence the Whig and Tory 
ballads, which, under Charles II.. had dealt chiefly with 
questions relating to State religion. During William Ilf.'s 
reign mens minds were too busy with serious questions to find 
time to listen even to political ballads ; but Walpole’s peace 
policy favoured both the Jacobite aud Hanoverian factious by 
giving special scope for the display of party fervour. It 
was not, however* until Hogarth’s time that election oquibs 
were raised to the dignity of a fine art; and the elections 
of 1754 furnished the occasion for the display of the painter’s 
power and humour. Wilkes and Churchill, Horan Tooke and 
Cobbett, contributed, amongst others* towards tho creation 
of an election literature, not always high class, hut as a rule 
readable and pointed ; and the still keener rivalry* lasting 
through two generations* of the Foxites and iho Pittites 
established on a firm basis that style of political hunter and 
-personal * £ chaff" which has survived until our cun day. It 
was* however* not to tell us this alone that Mr. Grego has 
produced his many-sided volume. He has taken tho trouble 
to look up the history of a largo cumber of con¬ 
stituencies, which for the most part have disappeared from our 
Parliamentary system, at nil events, as possessing separate 
existence ; and has brought together in a most readable form 
the stories o! some of those remarkable disc lays of bribery, 
corruption, and intimidation, in spite of wuieh tho British. 
House of Commons obtained and preserved the title of the 
41 Mother of Constitutional Liberty." The truth is, aud this m 
what makes Mr. Grego’s book so valuable, that at nil con¬ 
tested elections, no matter how corruptly conducted* there was 
always a freedom of opinion, expressed either by broadsides, 
squibs, caricatures, or hard fighting. Public spirit was evoked 
on both sides* and differences of opinion plainly exp ref soil ; 
and successful candidates were forced to recognise the strength 
of their opponents. Tho old hustings elections were not 
without their abuses, but they certainly had their uses, 
especially in times when there was no free and cheap press, 
nnd political meetings between members and their constituents 
were few and. far between* The more modern methods of 
forming public opinion have practically swept away the need for 
tho more direct and pungent methods of which Mr. Grego gives 
an excellent picture. This change in public feeling is notice¬ 
able in tho political caricaturists, Rowlandson is less coarse 
than Gillray ; George Cruikshank* who was already at work 
before the latter filed, at once gave a gentler tone to cari- 
catoro, preparing the way for Doyle, Tenniel, and others, who* 
by their skill and humour, have laughingly eiumtiBed public 
men and public morals. Parliamentary elections in the old 
days had their humorous side; but we are tod apt to lose 
sight of it in reading tho serious historians of these times, 
and we are, therefore, grateful to Mr. Grego for having com¬ 
piled so useful and entertaining a record of the political 
manners of our grandfathers and grent-grandfnthem 

It is a pity that there should ho nothing in the preface or 
on the titlepage of Miss Fardoc’s Lou? a the l r net tenth to 
indicate that this is a reprint of that lady's work originally 
published nearly forty years ago. If to the original edition' a 
certain number of plates have been added* on the other hand, 
numerous errors both of fact and type have been left uneor- 
rected ; whilst the enormous stores of information opened up 
to m during the interval since the first appearance of the book 
aud the present time have been altogether neglected by tho 
present anonymous editor. Miss Pardee* who has been dead 
nearly a quarter of a century, founded her amusing chatty 
work chiefly upon Alexandre Dumas’ “Louis XIV, et aon 
friede," and his pseudo-historical romances, supplemented by 
the memoirs of Bassompierre* the hi storiettes of Tallemanfc 
des Rdaux, and others, all of wht. se otatcmente require to bo 
taken with acertain " grain of salt." 11 is net surprising* however, 
that with such materials Miss Par doe was able to put together 
a pleasant readable book ; which, although it may not 
satisfy the requirements of the student* will agreeably begnile 
ninny an hour for those who desire to combine instruction 
with amusement* Miss Pardoe had the happy gift of writing 
without apparent effort, and she certainly maneges to make 
her characters move like real men and women on the scene 
she so vividly depicts, * If this new edition had appeared as 
one of the gift-books of the season, we should have 
cordially recommended it, bat, appearing as tlie product of con¬ 
temporary research, it can only be accepted with certain 
reservations* 

It is a difficult task to describe Nature through out tho 
whole range of her annual operations w ithout wearying the 
render ; and The Hound Year, by Edi th M. Thomas (Houghton 
and Co*, Boston), fails to excite tho interest, which its ability 
perhaps merits. How it is that the common sights and sounds 
of Naturehave a constant freshness and charm, whHe descriptive 
prose, or even verse, unless associated with human life, quickly 
ljceomes monotonous* we shall not attempt to explain. But 
that literature of this class is rarely popular will not be 
questioned, Thomson's “ Seasons " was, indeed, at one time* 
one of the best-read books in the language. It was found in 
every cottage ; and the compilers of elegant extracts were in 
tho habit of using it freely. Thomson was the first poet of 
his century who looked at Nature direct* and avoided tho 
conventional epithets of the period, He was a master in the 
composition of poetical landscapes , aud his lrnud is so firm, 
his touch so delieatej his sense of beauty so strong, that his 
work, though out of vogue new-a-days* deserves all the 
admiration it has received for a century and a half Yet it is 
well known that much of that admiration was given to the 
narrative episodes, to Damon and Mueidora* to " the lovely young 
Laviniato Celadon and Amelia, which are in reality tbs weakest 
portions of the poem. Poetry, it may he added, in dealing 
with Nature, has advantages denied to prose, and to celebrate 
the seasons as Miss Thomas has done may be a creditable effort, 
but it is not likely to be appreciated. In her style there to a 
con stout effort, aud the attempt to say fine things destroys all 
feeling of repose. It is evident* however, that the son them 
shore of Lake Erie has one attentive and constant lover who, if 
it be her object to make a book, has not done so without much 
careful and intelligent observation. Hut she should beware 
of describing simple objects in inflated language.

ART STUDENTS' LIFE IN PARIS. 

« Mesitiruix let kudianti *^to quote a well-known song of tho 
time when the Chaumi&re was a flourishing institution—have 
always beeu a lively and merry company iu Paris, too apt, wo 
confess, to mix up their play with their serious work; but 
when a young Frenchman does resolutely set his mind ou the 
object of professional education, no German, and certainly 
no Englishman, is capable of more effective progress in 
its special study and practice. The French school of artists, 
if their genius be rather of adaptive and executive skill 
than of the higher imaginative conception, attain unsurpassed 
mastery of certain technicalities as draughtsmen, and this ia 
not achieved without years of intense application, guided by 
that spirit of methodical precision which is the intellectual 
characteristic of their nation. It,would therefore be unjust 
to condemn ns mere idlers these roystcring youths, whose 
occasional sportive recreations in the atrtivi\ sketched by an 
Englishman who has witnessed and shared in their fun, 
are delineated on a page of our Illustrations. *■ When 
the cat + s away, the mice will play,” even in the sanctum of a 
grave Professor who chances to be abseut from his class of 
pupils j and here, in the largest private school of art iu Paris, 
which has, in the winter season, two or three hundred students 
enrolled, half of them English or American, more or less 
punctual in attendance at different hours, brief intervals of 
diversion are enjoyed with peculiar xcst. The place is 
turned upside down for half an hour* and becomes a 
playground for harmless freaks and frolics, with a din 
of shouting and singing iu several languages, the Italian 
models contributing their sonorous voices, which only 
the cars and brains'of robust youth can endure: Yet there 
may be veterans of fifty years, as well as hoys of fifteen, and 
students of oil intermediate ages, in this fraternal assembly, 
working often steadily side by side, and equally disposed to 
indulge just now in a little relaxation. Rough criticism of each 
other's attempts in art is not unfrequent, and may, in the case 
of a gross bungler, even be carried to the point of i gnore in iously 
“skying" his picture, by hoisting the easel and all. The yotmg 
man who is too stupid or too sal leu to take a joke as he ought 
may be sentenced, u f or his sins/’ to do penance up a ladder; 
but sometimes one is found willing, for 1 he sake of raising a 
laugh, to be put in the pillory for an offence that he merely 
pretends to-have committed ^tliere is no false pride in the 
heart of the genuine student. Nor docs international jealousy 
disturb their mutual goodwill; and the outburst of patriotic 
feeling, in the singing contest between u French and English," 
threatens no breach of the peace. A painter's duel with the 
brushes is occasionally got up, when two new-oomera arc per¬ 
suaded to engage in single combat ; and the tnso of certain 
pigments, crimson lake and Prussian blue, produces the most 
ghastly effects on their faces and npked breasts, while the 
affair is innocent of bloodshed. The entrance of the professor, 
of course, instantly restores order and silence.

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AGR1C ULTTTRAL SPENES—DECEMBER i CHARCOAL BURNERS, 
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AGRICULTURAL SCENES: DECEMBER, 
THE CHAKCOAL-BUENEBS. 

Of Shelley the story is related that when a yotmg boy he set 
fire to a domestic wood stack, when, being' reprimanded and 
asked why he had done so, replied “lie wanted to make a 
little hell of his own/ T Now, the stacks of wood intended 
to become charcoal are always weird and picturesque in the 
woods ni night, whilst sometimes a sudden gust of wind 
comes, and, overcoming alt the Charcoal-burners' plana to pre¬ 
vent such a catastrophe, the smouldering fires blaze up t and 
the pile is destroyed. This the reader. looking at our Artist’s 
picture, may easily understand, and imagine the scene pre¬ 
sented with its surrounding* of dark woods at niglih It 
is not much of n flight of fancy to suppose; such a 
fccane, with the charcoal-humors about it, would he 
fantastic enough to have suggested to Goethe one of the 
spectacles in Faist.^ In English woodlands the sight is 
uncanny ; and amongst the wild wooded mountains of Germany 
such a midnight view might bsoiu a witches orgte. But, of 
course, the prosaic work of the charcoal-bum or is to avoid 
such a lurid blaze, and to make charcoal, not a bonfire. 

Of coke charcoal for fuel, of animal-bones charcoal for 
a valuable crop-fertiliser, there is no occasion to sptsvk: 
the subject of the picture is wood charcoal, intended 
for cooking, chemical, or manufacturing purposes. As 


regards the wood itself, let depressed landowners remember 
an acre of good woodland should pay £ 1 per annum rent, 
wh^oh is more than will many nn arable acre; that many 
steep hill-sides may he clothed with pictures juo and paying 
woods that eon Id not otherwise he cultivated. A good coppice 
cut each fifteen years pays, apart from its occasional timber- 
trees. Much of the wood for charcoal is that of the 1H to 20 ft, 
high saplings that in a dozen years spring from the root-stocks. 
The charcoal-burners then come and pitch, or rather build, 
their lints in remote places—in the centre of the wood-harvest 
they have come to gather. Their work is thus near and 
around them. That is, provided running water, or a spring, 
can be found at a convenient distance. The actual process of 
burning goes on throughout the late autumn, and for months 
together the charcoal-burners cannot leave their roof-trees, 
incessant attention, night and day, being required for the 
piles or sticks of burning wood. But, of course, as referred to 
in the " Bark Harvest” article, the wood is cut down at 
different times, as the oak is cut and barked in May, and made 
into stacks for charcoal in early summer. Thus the burners 
live through summer ami autumn in the woods, within huts 
of which the sides, roof, floor, and bedding are all made from 
the branches, brake, grasses, and other materials found on the 
spot. The billets of wood to become charcoal are mode Into 
bundles of about a yard in length, and these are stacked round 
a central pole until a considerable pile is formed, some 20 ft. 
ncross. Upon the nearly flat top, rough earthy turf is placed, 


and filled in with more earth and sand, watered and beaten 
smooth, so that the escape of smoko and air is prevented. By 
withdrawing the pole from the middle the workmen can apply 
fire to the centre of the Black, whence it should regularly 
extend to the circumference. Screens of thatched hurdles arc 
put up to w F bid ward, and moved about so as to direct the 
draught in such a manner that the whole mass be slowly and 
equally converted— a process that, under favourable conditions, 
takes usually thirty hoars—when water is applied and the fire 
extinguished, and in half a day the pile is a cool bulk of wood 
charcoal, ready to be taken away to market, and give 
place for the cremation of another pile of wooden billets. 
Naturally, the thirty hours of burning occupies night and 
day, and, like sailors Vateh their ship ; charcoal-burners take 
their night watches in turns, to nullify the great peril of 
changes of wind in force ns in point, since a sudden strong 
puff from the N.E. when the screens are at tho S.E. would 
possibly set' the ship on fire, and destroy its cargo of wood, 
making it ashes instead of charcoal. 

Charcoal-burners in iheir aspects, the isolation of their 
lives, their constant touch of Nature, and in the direct sim¬ 
plicity of their labours, are the Robinson Crusaes of modern 
civilisation. Population may advance by leaps and bounds, 
cities may crowd over their old limits into the country, but 
the charcoal-burner^ magic circle is not entered, and his life 
remains solitary in the midst or near to the multitudes to 
which he remains a stranger. H. K.-J.

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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

These u Echoes/' being of the “Week,” I shook! ill reverberate 
the south! of the Inst seven flays were I to ignore the appeal 
to 51 the collective conscience of the press” which, signed by 
some notabilities* and a much larger number of nonentities, 
1ms just been published. In this appeal the newspapers are 
naked to “minimise/ If they cannot wholly suppress, the 
reports of trials in the divorce and criminal courts when such 
reports tiro of a nature to shock the public modesty- 

As a very old journalist—perhaps one of the oldest in the 
departments of newspaper writing* to which for more than 
thirty yearn I have devoted myself—I may say that it is per¬ 
fectly idle to expect anything approaching a unanimity of 
agreement among the London daily newspapers in the matter 
of reporting divorce or criminal trials. The keenest rivalry 
reigns between those? journal*. A chronic etiquette of hostility 
decrees t hat no i- daily *' shall mention another contemporary 
by name. The journal quoted—if it lie quoted at all—iu always 
a con temporary / And, if the throe or four daily papers 
which enjoy the largest circulation in the metropolis could 
realty arrive ut a mutual consent to 11 minimise'' the reports of 
unseemly trials, the paper* having a smaller circulation would 
rush forward to Jill the gap, and furnish the public with 
column upon column of nastiness. 

If it be really desirable to “ minimise Tl paidicity in this 
direction, I think that I sec a way in which the desired object 
can be attained. The Judges (with few exceptions) seem to 
have a rooted objection to bearing revolting cases in (ramer&j 
ot h huh rloit, m the French phrase it. Their Lordships 
think that to do so would imperil the interests both of 
plaintiffs and defendants, and open the door to a whole 
flood of scandal-magging and irresponsible t What 
the newspapers ware precluded from saying brutally, but 
truly, Clubland and five o’clock tea-tables would chatter 
politely, but more or less mettdaciotndy. What I would 
deferentially suggest is this: Let the Bench, in exceptional 
cases, appoint an official reporter. Let his report, at the close 
ul each day’s proceedings, lie subjected to the official censor¬ 
ship, say, of the Judges Associate : and then let it be for¬ 
warded, " in slip/’ to the different nowspapers, which would be 
at liberty to insert it or to exclude it, us they chose- The pub¬ 
lication of an unauthorised report would, of course, be made 
severely punishable as a contempt of court ; and there, 1 
apprehend, would be an end of the difficulty, 

Mr. Fitspedward Hall, in a valuable communication touch¬ 
ing the words “ commence 1 ' and “reliable/ 1 adds as a postscript, 
u Von surprise me by speaking of K vulgarian 1 as an adjective 
■as very old.' Would you oblige the world by saying where 
you have found it in old literature ?" Tam not so venture¬ 
some as to think that I can oblige the world in aught: but I 
nm happy to inform Mr* Fitted ward Hall that he will find 
“ vulgarian ;f need m an adjective iu the works of Sir John 
Denham, author of 44 Cooper's Hill/ a poem which, writes 
Dry den, *• for majesty of style is, and fiver will lie, the standard 
of writing ’’ "A fat ruhjarhn sloven ” is the example of 
“vulgarian f ' need as an adjective which I commonplaced yearn 
ago. It is in Denham’s prose writings and not in his poetry ; 
but I cannot for the moment tell where ; and his works have 
gone astray on my nncatalogued shelves. 

As regards * reliable/ 1 Mr. Fit zed ward Hall reminds me 
that a lady, signing herself ,l Isabel Peacock/ pointed out, 
in the Jrafftwy of *Sept, 22, 1877/hat “reliable'' was used as 
long ago ft* lfi24 by the Rev. (afterwards Bishop) Richard 
Mountague, To the list of “ donkeys 11 and 11 vulgarians 11 who 
have written “ reliable/ the author of 11 Modern English n adds 
the names of the Rev. Raring Gpitla* Mr. Walter Bagehcfc, 
Mr. IV. It, Greg, the Rev, F. (L Lee, Archbishop Langley, 
Richard A. Procter, the Duke of Somerset, Sir Cl. O. 
Trevelyan, Mr, Anthony Trollope, and Sir 31 order Williams. 
As for commence/ Mr. Hall cites as employers of the word on 
this side Shakspeare's time, Steele, iu the Spectator (429); 
Johnson, in the Idler (r»0) ; Southey, in the * l Life of Wesley 11 
(II., 314) ; and De Quincey (VI.^ fill). 

The Secretary of the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings has done well in making a public appeal for the 
preservation of one of the most interesting old mansions that 
exist in the neighbourhood of London, “ It seems impossible/’ 
writes Mr, Thackeray Turner, “ but, 21 ever the less, we are 
assured it is true, that Fairfax House, Putney, is to lie pulled 
down and sold for old building materials. « * . That Fairfax 
House should bo doomed is monstrous. It >m well built, 
architecturally well designed, a picturesque object in the 
street, and a building of historical value, a» being connected 
with the stirring times of the Rebellion. , . , Surely, it must 
shock serious English people to know that Fairfax House is to 
be demolished for the :?akeof the ground which it stands upon / '* 

About twenty years ago I lived on the Terrace at Putney, 
over against the Eight Bells Tavern; and I remember Fairfax 
House, m the main street, very well. It struck me os being 
especially a mansion which would lm eligible as a school, or 
as the residence of a gentleman with, say, twenty children, Mr, 
Thackeray Turner suggests that it should Tie utilised as a 
museum or public library ; anything, in fine, sooner than that 
it should fall into the clutches of the speculative builder. 

Rut many years have passed since I was at Putney; my 
topographical memories of the place are very dim ; and I 
have not the volumes of Cassell’s ** Greater London 11 by me; 
But I have Lygonfl’ Jl Environs of London/' the edition of 179fi, 
nnd therein the Rev. author states (voL I. r 407) that in 1647* 
when the army of the Parliament was stationed at Putney 
the quarters of General Fairfax were “ at Mr. Mlmondfold’s, 
the High Sheriff’ 1 Lyson adds, irt a note, Hint Mr. AVimonfehTa 
house was Unfit in the year 15fii; by John Lacy, oitiaea and 
cloth worker , and that from the Ml mon folds it passed to 
Svi Theodore Jansen, and subsequently to u Madame IF Aranda. 


Is this the house iu the High-street oil which I have bo often 
gazed ; or did Fairfax ever dwell in another mansion at Putney ? 

Mem. ; Lieutenant-General Cromwell was quartered at Mr 
Bon h uut’ii; Commisaary*General Ire ton at Mr, Campion’s, and 
Colonel Fleet wood at Mr. Martin's. Who put up Hugh Peters 
the Rev. Mr. Lysons does not state \ but it is certain that the 
furious Puritan divine was at Putney at the period named, 
and on most days preached inordinately long sermons to the 
Generals and the head-quarters stiff. 

The Duchess of Sutherland, in the presence of the Marquis 
of Lorne, a great gathering of local grandees, and ten 
thousand of the commonalty, lately unveiled, at Stoke- 
on-Trent, a bronze statue of the late Mr. Colin Minton- 
Campbell, head of the great pottery firm of Minton, and 
M.P* for North Staffordshire. Subsequently, the Marquis 
of Lome, in the course of an eloquent and graceful speech 
on the pre-eminence in Staffordshire of the ceramic art, 
observed that there was room for still greater development of 
ceramics in England. ‘‘There was no reason. ’ incidentally 
remarked the Marquis, - why the outsides of our houses should 
not by that art be made as beautiful ns the interiors thereof.” 

Has the Marquis of Lome, may 1 nris* taken a trip to Lisbon 
lately l In the streets of the Portuguese capital—and, to some 
extent, at Cadiz and Seville—evidence*areperimmeiitly visible 
of how beautiful the outside of a house may be by facing it 
with painted tiles. Might we not in London similarly glorify our 
house fronts l 1 Should we not. by this time be thoroughly sick 
of gazing upon miles upon miles of dingy stucco or dingier 
brick ? Now mid again yon note a mild protest on the port of 
an intelligent householder against murky ugliness. He 
bos the hardihood to adorn his balconies with fictile 
jars or vase* of bright hues; the flower - boxes on 
the window - sills are faced with gaily - painted tiles; 
and occasionally, with more energy than taste, he daubs 
the lower portion of the facade with electric blue, Vene¬ 
tian red, pale green, or terra-cotta paint. Lint. I want to 
see the entire house-front tiled with a bold and picturesque 
pattern, pink on blue, or white, or black on yellow, These 
tiles, being glazed; would defy the soot-laden atmosphere of 
London; and every shower of rain would thoroughly cleanse 
them. Of course, the suggestion is an “ un-English " one, and 
will uofc be adopted until English people have the common- 
sense to acknowledge that in many department? of art. there 
is much to be learned from the foreigner,

There may. for aught I know, 
have been other piracies of Dickens 1 ® comic masterpiece. Sug¬ 
gested also by this humorous epic was the curious work called 
Pickwick Abroad/* which was descriptive of the ad ventures 
in Fa tin of Mr. Pickwick, Pam “Welter, and the rest of the 
Pickwickian*. The book, which was written by Mr. G. W, M* 
Reynolds, could not be called n piracy, although French leave 
had been taken with the names of Mr, Pickwick aud bis 
associates. It was the rather a comic guide-book to Paris, 
and presented a highly interesting picture of society and 
manners in the French capital during the first decade of the 
reign of Louis Philippe. 

Touching Fielding’s tomb in the Protestant Cemetery at

By means 
of the magnet the dumbness was transferred from one patient 
to the other with the same regularity as marked the experi¬ 
ments in paralysis* By continuing these tests. Dr. Charcot* 
ho]>es to be able completely to restore speech to tongue-tied 
patients,” 

The mention of Dr. Charcot'a name reminds me that has 
written an editorial preface to a book which, artistically, 
one of the most extraordinary on which I have ever set eyes* 
You know what £ir Oharles Bell, what Lebrun, what Darwin, 
and Lavater have done in delineating the passions ami 
emotions of the face ; but for a series of terrific pictures 
illustrating the passions of the body* let me commoud ycu to 
the “Etudes CUniques vnr rHystdrie-Epilopsie cm Grande 
Hysteric/ by Dr. Paul Richer* one of Dr* f-harcot’s pupils* 
Dr. Richer is an accomplished draughtsman, and his bulky 
and most appalling volume is embellished with a largo 
number of etchings and woodcuts portraying every conceiv¬ 
able variety of hysterical attitude. G, A* S, 
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LORD HAflTlNftTON. 

After nil. in English polities, no character or position is more 
congenial than that of a true Englishman. One not only bom 
to a great title and a great fortune, heir to the highest rank 
under Royalty and to vast estate;?, but whom Nature has made 
a man of the English temperament;, and whose education, 
tastes, and habits have left m him what U congenial to the 
national type, can dispense with the brilliancy of exceptional 
genius. He needs only, in his public career, a just mixture of 
constancy, steadfastness, and discretion, with a not too eager 
ambition, with courage and patience, to be sought as a political 
leader, These personal qualities, added to his rank in English 
society, have done more for Lord Hartington than bis here¬ 
ditary connection with the remnant, such as it now is, of the 
antiquated Whig Party. He stands in the unique position of a 
statesman whom many of both the old parties, hitherto dis¬ 
tinguished an Conservatives and Liberals, would he deposed 
to support as Prime Minister. This is a singular proof of con¬ 
fidence in the qualities of the individual politician, confirmed 
by his past actions and behaviour, as well as by the consider¬ 
ation of bis family ties, through the house of Cavendish, to 
tlte historical traditions of constitutional but Liberal govern¬ 
ment, which England has not yet wholly forgotten. Lord 
Hartington has declined to be a member (if the Conservative 
Ministry, hat Mr. Goshen, with Lord Hurting ton's approval, 
becomes Chancellor of the Exchequer, while Mr, W* H. Smith 
in to be Leader of the House of Commons. 

The Right Hon, Spencer Compton Cavendish, by courtesy 
and common usage called the Marquis of Hartington. in fifty- 
three years of ftge. having been bom on July 2ft, 18S3, the 
eldest son of the Duke of Devonshire. Sir William Cavendish, 
K.G., who was known as the Earl of Burlington till he suc¬ 
ceeded to the Dukedom in January, 1858. The founder of this 
great English family was Sir John Cavendish, Lord Chief 
Justice in the reigns of King. Edward III. and King 
Richard IL; hut it was under the Tudors that they 
became wealthy, and they were ennobled by the Stuarts. 
Notwithstanding their former services to Royalty, the 
four Lb Earl of Devonshire, in DJ88, preferred the cause 
of constitutional freedom, and helped in the Revolution 
to bring in William III. For two hundred years past, the 
house of Cavendish has vied with that of Russell in fidelity 
to Whig principles, in apposition to arbitrary government, and 
in guarded sympathy with the widening progress of popular 
liberties holding aristocratic influence as n trust for the 
welfare of the country. The fourth Earl was made a. Duke in 
Ifittt, with thfl secondary title of Marquis of Hartington. 
From the third Duke, who was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
between 17117 and 17-M, sprang the younger branch of the 
family, which was ennobled, in 1831, with the Earldom of 
Itnrlington. The sixth Duke of Devonshire, the well- 

remembered ado mar of Chatsworth, and patron of Sir Joseph 
Paxton, dying unmarried nineteen year* ago, was succeeded 
by his cousin, the Earl of Darlington. This uoliteninu, the 
present Duke, m accomplished scholar and student of science, 
ri in the seventy-ninth year of his age. He married, in 
a daughter of the sixth Earl of Carlisle, Lady Blanche 
Georgians Howard, who died in 1840, Their three suns were 
the present Lord Hartington: the late Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
M T\, who was murdered in the Phoenix Park, at Dublin, on 
May <L 1882 : and Lord Edward Cavendish. M.P, for West 
Derbyshire. Lord Hartington was educated at. Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he took the degree of M.A. in 1854. In 185ft, 
he was attached to Earl Granville'a special mission to Husain 
at the coronation of the Emperor Alexander II. In 1857, he 
was elected M.P. for Xnrth Lancashire : and we have only now 
to speak of his conduct as a member oE Parliament, and upon 
e.ome occasions as a Minister of State, or ns a party leader. 

He first held office, in .March, Iftfift, orider Lord Palmerston, 
an a Lord of the Admiralty, and subsequently as Under¬ 
secretary for the War Department, In Febhiary, I under 
the Government of Earl Russell, he became Secratary of State 
for War, a Cabinet Minister, and diligently applied himself to 
the business of hi* Department, while he spoke with earnest 
conviction in favour of Mr. Gladstone's scheme of Par¬ 
liamentary reform, mi enlargement of the borough and county 
franchises, ami ft systematic redistribution of sears. At the 
end of the year IKiitf, when Mr, Gladstone formed a new 
Ministry, Lord Hartington took the office oF Postmaster- 
General. His attention was then mainly devoted t > the busi¬ 
ness of the Post Office, and he laboured in the negotiations for 
the purchase of the electric telegraphs, and in the revision of 
the mail contracts with the steam-ship companies. In 
December, 1HT+G he became Chief Secretary to the Government 
of Ireland, and held that office till the full of Mr. Gladstone's 
Ministry in February, 1874. Ho was M.P. for the Radnor 
boroughs in the Parliament then existing, as he had lost his 
Rent for North Lau cash ire in 18118. 

In January, 1875, Mr. Gladstone carried out the intention, 
which he hod notified in a letter to Lord Granville nearly a 
twelvemonth before, of retiring from the leadership of the 
Liberal party. The four persons deemed to have some fitness 
to take his place were Mr, IV. E. Forster, Sir William Harcourt, 
Mr, Coachen, and Lord Hartington. At a meeting of Liberal 
members on Feb. ft, Mr, Bright presiding, Lord Hartington was 
chosen, the other three deferring to his superior claim; and be 
was regarded ns the head of the Opposition, thenceforward, 
daring the Disraeli or Beaconafiela Administration. He 
enabled Mr. Trevelyan, in 187(>, to carry against the Ministry 
a resolution in favour of household suffrage for the counties. 
He set himself, very decidedly, in the succeeding years, against 
the foreign policy of Lord Beacons field, the menace of war 
with Russia, the secret convention, the acquisition of Cyprus, 
the assumption of a protectorate over Asiatic Turkey, the 
unsatisfactory settlement of the Berlin Treaty, the Afghan 
and Zulu wars. In the autumn of 187th when Mr, Gladstone 
began his Midlothian campaign, Lord Hartington addressed 
large popular audiences at Newcastle and Manchester upon 
those topics, and exposed the grave errors of the Beacons field 
Government with stringent criticism t but without violence of 
speech. The General Election, opened in March, 1880, called 
for still greater exertions ; and his Lordship, as candidate for 
North-East Lancashire, spoke at nearly twenty meetings 
within less than a month, discussing the most important 
affairs of the time, with more vivacity than he had yet 
exhibited. A great majority having been won for the Liberal 
party, he entered Mr. Gladstone’s second Cabinet as Secretary 
of State for India ; he was first invited by the Queen, at 
Windsor, him self to form a Cabinet, and so was Lord Gran¬ 
ville, hut they left it to Mr. Gladstone, One of the 
first acts, connected with his own Ministerial depart¬ 
ment, for which Lord Hartington boldly assumed responsi¬ 
bility, was the restoration of Candahar to the ruler of 
Afghanis ton. Ho took his part } with the other Ministers, 
in defending the Irish Land Act, but would never give any 
countenance to Irish Home Rule, Hia administration of the 
Imliu Office wasqhnracteriscd by unostentatious usefulness,by 
successful endeavours to repair the immense disorders of 
Indian finance, and to restore tranquillity on the Afghan 
frontier, and by attention to British commercial interests. 
After two veare, he exchanged this office for that of Secretary 


of State for War, which brought on him much of the work of 
the Egyptian expedition, and all that of the subsequent 
expeditious to the Soudan, in the details of military pre¬ 
paration. In the debates on the Parliamentary Franchise Bill, 
in 1884, Lord Hartington fully sustained his character of a 
staunch Liberal and Reformer. To the end of Mr. Gladstone's 
Ministry, which terminated iu June, 18S.1, he frequently spoke 
in frank and firm vindication of its purposes, while not dis¬ 
sembling his own reluctance to pursue fresh military under¬ 
takings on the Nile; he even expressed a hojK; that the English 
troops would be withdrawn from Egypt in six months. 

A new Parliament was to be elected, in November. 1885, 
upon the extended county suffrage, and the novel distribution of 
constituencies. Lore! Salisbury and the Conservative party 
were then in office. Mr, Gladstone, again the chief of the 
Liberal Opposition party, announced its programme in his 
Midlothian address, consisting of four points—the amendment 
of procedure in t he House of Commons, the amendment of the 
laws relating to landed property, the reform of local and 
county government, and the more effectual registration of 
electors. Upon these topics, Lord Hurtington's speeches ut 
that time, at Grimsby and other places in the country, as well 
as to his constituents in Lancashire, were unequivocal and 
explicit; whilst Mr. Gladstone had not then said a word 
that could lead anybody to expect a difference of opinion 
between them on the Irish question. Lord Hartington 
expressed his willingness to bestow on Ireland an equal 
degree of local self-government with England, Scotland, 
and Wales, with the exception of the management of 
the police, or Royal Irish Con stab alary : to give that up 
to Irish elective boards, he said, would be 14 au act of 
madness.' 7 In December, however, came the vague rumours 
of Mr. Gladstone's conversion to Irish Home Rule ; when 
several of his former Ministerial colleagues, including Lord 
Hartington, and other distinguished men of the Liberal party, 
Mr, Goschen one of the most important, lost no time in pro¬ 
testing against it. As Mr. Gladstone's in ten dona became more 
certainly known, the secession* from his party quickly 
increased : he got into office at the beginning of February, 
and It John Morley became Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
while Lord Spencer and Sir William Harcmirt remained with 
their old lender ; hut he lost Mr. Ohamljerlam and Mr. 
Trevelyan as anon as they looked at his Irish Rills, Tn the 
meantime, Lord Hartington, Mr, Goschen. and Lord Cowper, 
supported by the great Whig Dukes and most of the Peerage 
and upper classes, joined with the whole body of Conservatives 
in organifsiug public demonstratioiis against Home Rule. The 
habitual associations of the two old political parties were set 
at naught; and t be*e eminent Liberals stood on the platform 
at St, James's Hall, side by side with Lord Salisbury and the 
Tories, to resist the Irish policy of Mr. Gladstone. 

The House of Commons rejected that policy, and the 
General Election last July confirmed the verdict of the House 
of Commons. 'I he question still in dispute, as Lord Bart- 
ington said in his address to the electors of the Reason dale 
Division, “ is not so much of justice or of right as of expe¬ 
diency." There is no denial of right, ho observed, for Ireland 
does not claim independence, and Ireland has already full 
representation in rbe United Kingdom Parliament, helping in 
due proportion to govern Great Britain, All Liberals agree 
upon the proposition that the Irish people should have greater 
control than they now ]losses* over the management of their 
own affairs. But the matters which Lord Hartington refuses 
to commit to n separate Irish Legislature, and to an Irish 
Executive dependent solely upon it, urn not. in his judgment, 
exclusively Irish affairs - they nre those of the Ftate, k -legis¬ 
lation and the administration of laws affecting the relations 
of property, the prevention and punishment, of crime, and the 
civil and religions rights and liberties of the whole commu¬ 
nity." /He hastoluwn—so lias Mr. Chamberlain, and so has 
Mr. John Bright—to see the Liberal party broken asunder 
rather than permit the severance of the Union with regard to 
these functions of State government. The election campaign 
of last midsummer showed many of our public men. on both 
sides, in the noble attitude of bravely maintaining what they 
held to b© truth. Lord Hartington is not a fine orator, but he 
is clear and logical in argument. His energy and activity, a§ 
well as Mr. Go when’s eloquence, surprised all who had not 
l>efore given them credit for these special qualities. Lord 
Hartington is too noble ever to say a bitter word of his 
opponents personally. Since the General Election, he ban 
thought it right to lend a general support, to Lord Salisbury's 
Government, merely in order to prevent Mr. Gladstone's return 
to power, and that merely because it would mean L ’ Home Rule* 
for Ireland. There is no need here bo anticipate or conjecture 
the final result,

SKETCHES IN DU UMAIL 

The arrival of (he Indian Army Comumnder-in-Chief In 
Bnrmah. General Sir Frederick Robert#* was greeted by the 
British garrison at Mandalay with proper military honours. 
At I he east gate of the palace. where the troops were drawn 
up for the reception of his Excellency, the scene was rather 
imposing: and our Illustration, from a sketch by Captain C. 
Pulley, of the ftrel Ghoorka regiment, is a token of the com¬ 
mencement of a new period in the military operations still 
needful to establish peace and good order, and to suppress tho 
outrages of predatory banditti, known as “dnefflte," through, 
out the country recently annexed to our Indian Empinj. 
General Roberts* immediately set forth on a tour of inspection, 
visiting nil the military stations and the frontier town of 
Bhamo. from which he returned to Mandalay on Dec, 21?. and 
his plana will speedily Ite carried into execution.

1 Among the most |con- 
spicuous figures, in any ordinary city crowd, John China 
man, the handy, useful, punctual artisan, and brisk retail 
trader, is one" of considerable social importance, fThe 
Burmese are rather an indolent race, ami seem likely to he 
supplanted by the more industrious Shans. Karens, land 
especially Chinese, who arc already settling in large nu timers. 
11 The Chinese come not as temporary visitors, as in America and 
Australia, merely to make money and return os speedily as 
possible to their wives and families in China, hut us veritable 
settlers or colonists, making permanent homes in the country, 
They are welcomed by the Bunn esc women, for whom They 
make suitable and very desirable husbands. The Chinese are 
well contented to remain In a country where they enjoy 'good 
government , where they prosper in business, and to which they 
become attached by the strongest family ties. The Burmese 
woman who marries a Chinaman considers that, she has 
drawn a valuable prize in the matrimonial lottery. In¬ 
stead of a lazy Borman, who would make her jork 
while he idles his time away, she ia well cared for by 
the Chinaman, who does all the hard work himself, and fakes 
a pride in having his wife ami children well dressed and 
well enrol tor. No question of religion* difference comes in to 
mar the happiness of the family. The children become 
Buddhists like their parents, and the fruits of such unions are 
certainly physically an improvement upon the Burmese 
element. Even in matters of dress no disagreement arise#. 
The boys are generally dressed in Chinese garb, and the girls 
in the Burmese skill and jacket, than which few costumes are 
more effective from an esthetic point of view, and none could 
be better adapted to the exigencies of the climate. As ibe' lido 
of Chinese immigration increases, as it is certain to do* the 
marriages between Chinamen and Burmese women will 
multiply i and the Burmese, indolent and improvident, 
will, by losing their women, run a serious risk of final 
extinct ion as a separate race." The prospect, then, ia r thal. 
the Burmese woman, If she 1>e agreeable and clever enough to 
manage ft Chinese husband, will continue to hold her position 
as the real ruler in the land,” which is humorously ascfil>ed 
to her, in the title of one of the Sketches by our correspondent, 
She docs not look over-industrious with a cigar in her mouth, 
squatting pensively by the riverside, but perhaps she ?f 
meditating on the problem of woman's mission, until John 
Chinaman comes to make her an offer. The other native lady, 
in Merchant-street, is evidently of superior rank ; she has been 
shopping, like fashionable persons of her sex in London or 
Paris, and is about to step into her own carriage, which is 
drawn by a noble pair of bullocks.

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THE ROYAL SOCIETY OP PAINTERS 
IN WATER COLOURS. 

There is always some danger at the “ Old Society" of 
losing oneself in the lovely landscapes spread before our 
eyes. Too often the figures, unless dressed in the rich Arab 
costumes of Carl Haag, arc passed by with little notice. 
Nevertheless, there arc among the members some who can 
distinctly claim to occupy a foremost place as figure painters 
among contemporary artists. Of the claims of^ Mr. II. 
Stacy Marks nothing need be said. He has achieved hi a 
present position by honest work; and success has not 
rendered him slovenly. Of his four works in the present 
exhibition, ‘ The Friar and Hie Fowls * (39) is perhaps 
the most characteristic of hie humorous insight into the 
human weaknesses of animals. En this careful study the 
contrast between the Church and the World is worked 
out with that sympathy with monastic life which Mr. Marks 

affects— ,

Mr Barnes has not yet passed beyond the rank of an 
Associate ; but his “New Arrival” (80) will entitle his 
claims to advancement to early recognition.

THE ARCHBISHOP’S PALACE AT CltOYMON. 

The preservation of the old Talace at Croydon, formerly inhabited 
by the Arch bishops of Canterbury, is an object nf iuterewt to 
historical antiquaries. We k*arn that, in the time of Arch¬ 
bishop Peekhem, from 127U to 12EJ2, there was a manor bouse 
on th is Hite* belonging to the Primate, which may have been 
erected by his predecessor* Robert Kilwardby. who is known to 
have dwelt at Croydon ; or by Stephen Langton, in 12 IK. Here 
resided, subsequently, in a more stately mansion, Archbishop 
Courtenay {who waa consecrated in lttHl). and hi# tureceuikjr#, 
Aruntlel (1897), ( hfoholey (1114), and Stafford (14 f Thomaa 

Fltrulan* or Arundel, who had suffered attainder in 1308, w&tt 
rcetoml for the interval 1590—1414 : it was in the year N12 
that King Jam tv 1. of Scotland, n captive in England, was at 
Croydon, in that prelates custody* Cardinal Morton, Chau* 
net]or to the fi rst of the Tudors, was ntt,ached to Croydon— i\ 
jmrtiality not shared by his successor, Henry Beane, or Benny 
(1301—1*M>3), l n its chapel Creamer consecrated two Bishops— 
John Taylor to Lincoln, June 2d, 1552 ; and John Harley to 
Hereford, May 2d* 1553* Another Protestant Archbishop, 
Parker* entertained Queen Elizabeth at Croydon Palace during" 
eight day a i and here the same Sovereign was often received 
by Whitgift {1583—1(104), whose fondness for Croydon was 
proved by his foundation of (he hospital* a fine brick building 
xu the centre of the town. So t too, with Tcnison (1695—1715), 
whp endowed a school here, ns also in Louden* After Laud's 
execution* in 11145, the see remained vacant for sixteen years* 
and Juacoii occupied it for only three years afrer the Restoration, 
At the translation of Hatton from York, in succession to 
Herring, in 1757, the Archbishops cessed to reside at Croydon 
Palace ; and twenty-three years afterwards — Cornwallis 
lieing Primate — the buildings were sold* for £2320, to 
Sir Abraham Pitcher* of sueatham. The precincts of 
the Palace extend over an area of fourteen acres, whereof 
more than one half is covered by the Palace, its 
garden, yards, fish-ponds, stables, and outbuildings. In the 
great court may he seen some fine early fifteenth century 
brickwork. Archbishop Stafford repaired or rebuilt the great 
hall in the reign or King Henry VI* Its magnificent open 
ti ruber roof is very like that of Wolaey’a Hall at Christ Church, 
Oxford. In this hall was fixed a remarkable and curiously 
elaborated heraldic achievement. Having two crowned and 
winged figures for supporters, the shield displayed the arm* of 
St h Edward the Confessor impaled with those of France and 
England, Tfa® English coat in the three leopard* (nrftja Dons) 
of Henry V* ami Ilcnry VI Dr* Ducarel bus explained the 
combination. Stafford re-edified the Hall ; and Henry VI* 
wrote to the Convocation of the Province of Canted 
bury, ordering that SL Edwards Day should be kept 
as ili]tilde feast and holy day. Thereupon Stafford, complying 
with his Sovereign** mandate, incorporated the saint's arms 
with the King's. The great gallery, next to the gardens, k 
said to lmve Leon rebuilt by Wake ( I 715-1737), and replaces an 
earlier structure. It is at present subdivided into modem 
roqgna. This gallery-is the regard scene of .Qa<$n ;EU*nb£th*s 
bestowal of the Great Seal upon Sir Christopher Hatton, when 
Wbifcgift hod declined the office of Lord Chancellor, Laud 
gave an organ to the chapel, us is testified by his will ; and at 
his trial he was charged with having restored a rc]>resentation 
of the Crucifixion in its stained-glass window. During the 
Civil War the palace was leased to Lord Nottingham, from 
whom it passed to Sir William Brereton, Coloncl-t'ornmandant 
of the Cheshire forces. Brcretea converted the chapel into a 
kitchen, and had little regard for other parts of the building. 
Jnxon rehabilitated the desecrated chapel, and his arms are 
repeated therein, as in the guard-chamber. Sheldon took up 
J uxon’s work, and dying here on Nov. 9 f 1377, was buried in the 
pariah church. Queen Elizabeth's bed-chamber is little changed 
in its fabric, but has been robbed of its ornamental ceiling 
and panelling. A renewed effort is being made for the pre¬ 
servation of the old Palace* The portion* yet extent include 
the banqueting-ball, the guard-chamber (a designation aUo 
familiar at Lambeth), Queen Elizabeth’* bed-chamber, and the 
i hapeL A committee Jos been formed, with the Vicar as 
chairman, and Messrs, Leftus Brook and 1\ \V* Kershaw. 
FF&A*, as honorary secretaries; ami sufficient funds have 
been subscribed to enable a lease to be taken fora short period. 
The object i* to rescue the buildings from their present use m 
eitHeo-bleuekmg works, and dedicate them jicrumncntly to 
Archbishep Tail's memory.

The political minion to England of the three liulgiiriiin 
ilelegata? f Messrs. Com? Um tine Cal tcheff. Grecoff, aud Moil off, 
hay now terminated. These gentlemen have been courteously 
and agreeably received, vvlmtever may be the real efficacy of *uuh 
aid towards maintaining the independence of their country as 
the British Government U able to promise. After their oon- 
fereuecs vvifcli the .Secretary of State at the Foreign Office, I bey 
went, by Lord IddealeighA friemlly invitation, on a private 
visit bo his own seat at Py*i©*, n<mr Exeter ; and since their 
return to London they have availed themselves of a similar invi¬ 
tation by Lord Salisbury to visit hm at Hatfield. On Monday 
they were entertained by the Lord Mayor of London at luncheon 
with a large company of guests at the Mansion House, and 
they also visited the Stock Exchange and Bank of England, 
They received a deputation of working-men from the north of 
England,' They proceed now to Paris and to Rome* where they 
will make a similar appeal to the French and Italian Govern¬ 
ments, m they have done in England, Germany, and Austria 
and it is probable that they will again stop ut Vienna on 
their return to thu East, The position of the Austrian Empire, 
and ite capability of resisting the pretensions of Russia, must 
be regarded us tho one all-important condition of solving 
this iR'riluus question in a manner favourable to Bulgarian 
nationality* It appears to have been au unfounded rumour 
that attributed to Trinoe Bismarck and the Gorman Emperor 
the determination to join with Russia in dictating terms to 
the Bulgarians; Friuoe Bismarck is only desirous of preventing 
a conflict between Russia and Austria, lest Germany should bo 
compelled to interpose, and tu save Austria from the con- 
sequence* of a military defeat, at (*he risk of thereby giving 
Franco a tempting opportunity to attack Germany iu a war 
of revenge. In order to prevent a Continental war that might 
thus extend to the Rhine, the German Imperial Government 
would use its Influence to persuade the Bulgarians, at the latest 
moment, to yield as much as feasible to the Russian demands, 
Thewe arc now unofficially stated ns follows: that the three 
Regents who form the Provisional Government, appointed by 
Prince Alexander, shall resign; that a new Sobran je, or Xatioua l 
Assembly, slmll be elected for Bulgarin uloue, while Eastern 
Roumelin shall elect a separate Provincial Assembly; bind 
two yeats in the Ministry shall be allotted to the Zmikoff 
Russian party, which has only fifty supporters, against 5tiU 
Nationalists, in the present HoLsmuje'; and that Prince Radian 
of Mingrclla, the Russian candidate, ^liall he allowed to offer 
himself for election to be Prince of Bulgaria. The eiection of 
this Prince by the Bulgarians is considered impoHSible, and 
would not he confirmed by the sanction of Austria, Italy, and 
Great Britain* Irritated personal self-vviJl and arrogance in 
the mind of the Czar Alexander, rather than any matured 
design of subjugating Bulgaria, jim.v- he thought to account 
for his overbearing behaviour, All the other European 
Power* arc desirous to avoid war; but if Austria is forced 
into it* Great Britain will stand by her. unless there he a 
change iu the councils of our own Government. 

Our Correspondent at Sofia, M* Lucbmuim. sends ut, 
:l Sketch of un iiioideut that took place iu the fortress of 
Sistova, on the Danube, three or four days before Christmas. 
Information was given to the Bulgarian Prefect of ttistovu 
that some Russian emissaries were tampering -with the fidelity 
of soldiers of the garri,sou* aud endeavouring to seduce them to 
revolt or mutiny. Their proceedings were carefully watched, 
and ou Deo. 22 several of them were arrested and taken to 
prison, after which tho place was put under martial law as in 
a w state of siege,” The report of an intended return of Prince 
Alexander of Battenherg to Bulgaria haa been denied on the 
best authority, ft has been intimated from St Petersburg that 
such a movement would at once be followed by a Russian 
military occupation of Bulgaria*

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THE PLAYHOUSES. 

No one appears to have taken the part or pleaded the cause of 
the poor clown this Christmas. At the great pantomime of the 
year otfP old friend Joey has been snubbed, put on one side, 
and virtually sent to Coventry. What has lie done ? What 
fault has he committed ? What fresh knavish trick has he 
perpetrated that Augustus Harris, Impern tor, does not allow 
our merry old frieud to come on before an orthodox trails* 
formation-scene* ask us how we are, assert himself with his 
hands in his baggy breeches* pockets, and wish us a Merry 
Christmas and a Sloppy New Tear? There is living at. this 
moment, down at Brighton, one of the most celebrated of the 
clowns of the old school. Torn Matthews to wit—a hale, hearty, 
and cheery old gentleman, who appeared in pantomimes of the 
good old pattern ; who was a comic character in the opening,and 
a regular clown in the harlequinade : who was properly trans¬ 
formed by the good fairy, wrain jtopuh^ exchanging the pett i¬ 
coats of Dame Durden, or the school-boy attire of Billy 
Lackaday, for the conventional and ever-to* he-respected 
Li motley " ; who has, no doubt, sung u Hot Oodlins " scores of 
times, and “ Tippiti witch it” until the gallery was tired of 
applauding him. What will this veteran pantomimist say 
w hen he hears that at dear old Drury they have established a 
pantomime with no mi*m d'Hr# for the clown at all; with no 
can Meeting link between Eastern opening or merry harlequinade; 
u ifch no semblance of a transformation; with no speech for the 
presiding fairy of good intent; with no banding over of the 
bat te harlequin; no red-flre* no meny-goround, no wheel- 
barrow exit, and poor old clown compel led to sneak on as if he 
were not wanted—a comic culprit, not a welcome comedian / 
Mr, Harry Payne, the last of u celebrated family of pan* 
torn! mists, is much te be pitied that he lias lived to see the virtual 
extinction of the harlequinade. This is the twenty-fifth year 
that Harry Payne has played clown in London/and he has 
appeared in no other character. One night Flexinore was 
taken ill at Covent-Golden, and old Payne—his father, 
the respected head of the renowned family—insisted that 
Harry, who, as a hoy, bad made a success in the provinces, 
should fill the vacant place. So he went on, as clown, in 
Flexuiore's dress, pinned up for the occasion, and lias been our 
favourite Christmas clown ever since — active, facile in 
business, a great inventor of tricks, who has never forgotten 
the training of his youth, or the tradition that he inherited. 
Hurry Payne is as good a clown as ever he was r but for 
years pa&l the harlequinade has been thrust out more and 
more, and has been delayed to so late an hour that the 
merriest part of the pantomime is virtually obsolete. Tory 
few of the younger generation have ever heard ,4 Hot Oodlins n 
or “ Tip pit i witch et + snug at a West-End theatre, Scarcely 
a gallery bay of Drury-Lane would dare raise the old cry 
for those delightful songs. Processions and spangles, glory 
and gewgaw*, have effaced the comic scones that were 
once the pride of our Grimaldis* Flexmores, Matthews, and 
Paynes, 

Itfis sometimes asserted, I know not on what evidence, that 
pantomime h played out, and that tho children of the age arc 
too hUixi or fastidious to care for mere clowning. They arc 
superior* poor little dears ! te the red-hot poker and the pur¬ 
loined sausage ; they would not tolerate the memorable scene 
when clown and pantaloon get into bod after elaborate busi¬ 
ness with the warming-pan, and* by o trick-ebongo, the bed* 
tmsts and furniture turn into ghost*. This is all very well: but 
assertion is not argument. It is my belief that in this mat ter 
t he children arc very much maligned, and that they would 
enjoy an old-fashioned harlequinade hugely if they could only 
get one. They would nooner laugh at a clown than yaw n over 
si procession. The evidence is wholly the other way. Poor 
old clown, though banished from the pantomimes, is the life 
and soul of the circus. He wears his motley more extrava¬ 
gantly than of yore In the sawdust circle, his nether garments 
arc longer and baggier than they ever were before ; they arc 
adorned far more fantastically: but Mr* Merriman is very much 
alive and kicking. What won Id Hen glut’s Cl tens do without its 
Sandy? Is not the idol of the new Coven ^Garden Circus the 
French Gou-Gou, with his celebrated pig? What would tho 
magnificent hippodrome at the Kensington Olympia do without 
the clowns with their “ Houpda ! ” and the excellent fooling 
that relieves the scenes In the circle ? Nay, more, what would 
the children say if anyone dared to kick the clown out of 
the circus in the same'way that he has been summarily 
ejected from the stage, ami told unceremoniously enough to 
“movcou'*/ 

Except at theatre.* devoted to holiday amusements—such 
ns pantomimes and circuses, where places have, as a rule, been 
hooked beforehand—the disastrous weather has interfered 
considerably with the attendance. There 1ms not been so bad 
\i theatrical Christmas for many a long year: for w ho likes the 
prospect of trudging home through the slush and snoiy at 
midnight* with all tho traffic disarranged, and the cabs chargi ng 
what fare* they choose.' However* in the afternoons the; 
youngsters have been able to stir out; and they have made tho 
best of their way to the Prince of Wales's Theatre to see clever 
and pretty little Phoebe Carlo as Alice in Wonderland, attended 
by all the familiar figures and animals in Lewis CarrolTs 
delightful story* Mr. Savilc Clarke deserves all his success'; 
for it is a delightful entertainment, and otic earnestly to lie 
pressed on the attention of the intelligent child who loves a 
comic story-book and a pretty tale, delightfully told* 

Mr, Edward Compton* encouraged by the success of “The 
School for Scandal/ which was revived at the Strand Theatre* 
under his management, with scrupulous care, has now 
mounted Goldsmith's “She Stoops to Conquer **; and the good 
old play goes with great spirit* The old school is well 
represented by Air. Lewis Ball* one of Phelps Sadler’s Wells 
company, who makes an excellent old Haiti castle, reminding 
one by the richness of his style of the Hay market days of 
comedy, some five-and-twenty years ago; but the younger 
general ion, n» represented by Air, Compton a« Young Marlow, 
AIi*a Virginie Frances as Alins Hardens tie, end Mr, Valentine as 
Tony Lumpkin arc decidedly up to the mark. Mr. Valentine 
U a young actor of very considerable promise, and if ho 
goes on as well as he has been doing lately, is destined 
to make a mark in comedy some day. As Tony* ho 
avoids all tho exaggeration and noise that have clung 
like barnacles to the part, owing to the want of art 
exhibited by many of his predecessor*. He plays it* at any 
rate* like a youth who has lived in the stables, it is true, but 
who is still the son of a presentable country dame. 

All who enjoy a thoroughly intellectual entertainment will 
be delighted to hear that Mr. Clifford Harrison has started a 
new aeries of Saturday afternoon recitals, with music, at the 
Steinway Hall. On Saturday last Air, Evil),when Mr, Harrison 
appeared on the platform, made a graceful speech* wishing him 
a happy New Year—a sentiment that was warmly applauded by 
n room crowded with enthusiastic friends* sub sc vibe re, ana 
admirers. Nerved by this expression of goodwill* Air, Clifford 
Harrison proceeded to recite the whole of “ The Christmas 
Carol ” by Dickens, a marvellous feat of memory* irrespective 
of the earnest tone and great charm of the manner of the 
reciter. It was such a success that The Carol" will be given 
again on an early opportunity. C. H.

Notwithstanding that the Dublin Court of Queen's Bench has 
bound Afr, John Dillon and Afr* William O'Brien in recog¬ 
nisances of jE 1000* with collateral sureties* to tat? of good 
behaviour, these two members of Far lament are still holding 
p-dbiic meeting* to advocate the “plan of campaignZ 1 in the 
Wicklow and Wexford country, not fur from the residence of 
Air. Parnell, who pretends to ignore these proceedings* ns well 
ti* on the borders of TtcBcoramon and Mayo. Tho plan of 
campaign* which tho Court of Queen’s Bench has pronounced 
to be an illegal and criminal conspiracy* is that of inducing 
tenants to refuse payments of rents for which they have the 
money in hand, anil to entrust the money to officials of the 
“ National League/’ from whom the landlords may have some 
difficulty in getting it by process of law. It is likely that the 
open agitation for this unlawful design will expose Its 
authors and agents to further prosecutions, as the local 
meetings are now attended by a Government reporter* 
who is usually protected by armed men of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, as is shown in one of our Sketches 
this week* The League band of music was in attend¬ 
ance. with banners displaying the Irish harp and iho portrait 
of Mr, Parnell. The recent speeches of the leaders of the 
National League express great exaltation at the possibility 
of the break tug-up of Lord Salisbury's Government by the 
resignation of Lord Randolph Churchill. This event was 
announced in the town of Loughrea, in Galway, by the voice 
of tho town crier, who was immediately sent round for the 
purpose, and the news was received by people assembled in the 
streets with loud cheers for Lord Randolph Churchill—a 
scene delineated by onr Special Artist in the second of this 
week's Illustrations* which is a singular example of the 
changes of popular favour.

Among the 
several specialties <>f the evening were well-known hnllads 
effectively rendered by Miss Alary Davies and Afadame 
Antoinette Sterling* tho good part-singing of Mr. "William 
Carter's choir* and the performance of this gentleman s new 
jubilee ode, “Victoria,” written for chorus and a solo voice, 
this last feature* intended for Air, Sims Reeves* having been 
realised by Atiss M, Davies at sudden notice. The ode la an 
effect Eve composition, which, will doubtless soon be hoard again* 

The now year opened with two mimical performances, an 
afternoon ballad-concert at St. James's Hall: and a performance 
of “ The Messiah ” at the Royal Albert Hall by the great choral 
society associated with that building, and directed by Mr* 
Burn by—the principal solo vocalists in this instance having 
been Miss Robertson (Mrs. Stanley Stubbs)., Madame Patoy, 
Air. E. Lloyd, and Mr. Henuchel. 

The comparative lull in London music will bo of brief 
duration. The Popular Concerts at St* James's Hall are to be 
resumed this (Saturday) afternoon ; the evening performances 
being continued next Monday* The resumption of the London 
Symphony Concerts and those of the Sacred Harmonic Society, 
in the same locale* will take place, respectively* on the 12th 
and 21st inst. Sir Arthur Bull!van’s cantata* "The Golden 
Legend/' will be repeated by the Royal Albert Hall Choral 
Society on .Tan, 111 ; aqd Mr. W. Carter ;will give one of his 
National Festival Concerts, at the Royal Albert Hull, on Jan, 25; 
Jan, 22 being, we believe, at present fixed for tho production 
of the new Gilbert ami Sullivan comic opera at the Savoy 
Theatre ; and the 25th of the month for the first performance 
of Air, Corder’s new opera *■ Nordisa/’ by Air, Carl Rosa’s com¬ 
pany* at Liverpool. These last two events, however, may 
possibly be postponed after our writing* Musical performances 
will now soon begin to assume their normal activity*

THE LADIES' COLUMN* 

A terrible London fog* making walking a pain and driving a 
peril* spoiled the private views of the Academy and the 
Groevenor* I never previously saw the spacious chambers c f 
the Royal Academy so empty on such on occasion. Ihe bright 
red walls and prettily-shaded electric lights at the Gmvencr 
mode that function seem more cheerful* but even there tho 
famous people and the pretty dresses were few in number* 
Lady Colin Campbell was the sensation of the afternoon. She 
looked happy and brilliantly hand some, and wore a reddish- 
brown costume trimmed with skunk* and a high bonnet with 
n fall black luce pleated front, or " cockscomb/’ She was 
attended by Afr, Whistler, decked in primrose gloves. The 
author of “ John Halifax/ 1 in a plain black gown and Hat 
bonnet* was the most distinguished lady representative of 
literature. Aladarae Antoinette Sterling, in a long coot 
of stumped velvet, over a trained dress of pink eilk 
covered with black lace that had* judging by its looks* 
done yeoman's service on many a platform, and heard Caller 
Herrin' V snug many a time* represented music. Pretty Aliss 
Dorothy Done* in moonlight blue plush j Airs. Campbell Praed* 
in a coat of grey plush of that long round-haired variety known 
ns ■' porcupine ” ; the graphic fashion writer of the j Ltuhf* 
PiHoritil, who signs herself M Butterfly/ 1 in red plush mintelefc 
ami bonnet* and red cloth dress ; and Professor Hnxloy’f artist 
daughter in a Louis XfV. coat of light moss-green velvet, 
over a coffee lace waistcoat and a green cloth skirt to match, 
werfl amongst the conspicuous figures. Neither gowns nor 
people* however* were as a whole nt all up to the usual mark. 

One of the garments that, attracted my notice w as a coat 
that would he admirable for walking or driving in the 
country, though it was a little out of place where it was seen* 
The material was brown corduroy velvet, and the coat, which 
fitted the figure* reached from neck to feet ; the top was 
cut separate from the skirt* and the boeque behind was shaped 
off like a habit tail* which prevented the back looking straight 
up and down, notwithstanding that the skirt was put on 
without one pleat, being cut down at the top to fit round the 
edge of the shaped bodice. The specialty of the front was the 
number of pockets ; it had as many pockets as a man's coat — 
aiul don’t we all envy men, in this respect* at least? There waa 
a pocket with a flap, for the watch* np on the left shoulder; two 
other pockets* with flaps* just under the bust on either side ; and 
yet two more below the waist. A brown felt hat, of the AT aphis- 
topbeles shape, with a seagull in front* was worn with this coat, 
and the whole costume was as original as it was becoming. 
Fur is almost universally worn in some shape or manner; 
the use of fur-lined coats by gentlemen is becoming quite 
general, A gown with a panel of leopard-akin looked more 
strange than nice* The costume of to-day for botfi sexes 
Compares very badly with that of the era in which Yaudyck 
painted* It was humiliating to turn from conteinplating 'the 
monotonous and shapeless dress of the men and tho caricatured 
figure given by the dressmakers' "improvements’ 1 to the 
women of today, and to see the elegance* the ease, and the 
naturalness of the costume of our forefathers reflected from 
Yaudyck'a canvases. 

The presence of ladies in the bunting-field is arousing con- 
riderablo dtecusuiou just now in the circles Interested. Ladies 
are beginning to ride in pink, and to make their presence more 
obtrusive in every way than nt any earlier period— so, at 
least, the older sportsmen say* There are, accordingly* deeply- 
murmured but rapidly-rising utterances of discontent on the 
part of gentlemen* who see their sport Interfered with by the 
requirements of-politenei^* -When there are only one or two 
ladies in the field, to make place for them at the gates and to 
excuse them if they are in any way troublesome* are com¬ 
paratively easy tasks* But when there are thirty ladies there* 
the matter ia different, I won Id counsel riding ladies, just as 
I would those who mix in men's pursuits of any *kind«outeide 
the drawing-room* where our sex is by prescriptive right 
supreme* to carefully avoid preeiimingf upon the score of 
their sox, on the courtesy of men, A woman ha? no right 
to expect Kpeciftl favour when she stops In uuy way outside the 
gentle shelter of the home; for she then claims to meet inau 
on equal terms. Tho Emperor A urelinn “had reason when 
he replied to those who reproached him for carrying {Senobia" 
in his triumphal train* that since she hud enjoyed po^yer and 
conquest like a man, she must now be treated like a captive 
monarch, and not like ii woman merely. 

There i* no democracy more complete than that j of tho 
hunting-field. Tho Peer lays aside his social predominance* 
and the rich roan who rides badly is loft behind at Hid fences 
without scruple by the poor one who happens to bo well- 
mounted and skilful. Ife cannot be otherwise for women* If 
ladies, in defiance of their awkward seat and of tho 
traditional tenderness of the female heart, will insist 
upon entering on this field of cruel, violent* ati^ selfish 
pastime* they cannot reasonably expect to carry there with 
them the finer civilities of domestic life. They must go 
prepared to take only their unprivilegtxl equal plnee* Wcoixt- 
lug to their courage and ability; and if that plate I* a 
hindmost one* t hey must accept the situation with equanimity. 

If hunting ladies ns a body try to presume on their sox'to gain 
unfair immunities or to snatch advantages, there is every likeli¬ 
hood that hunting men will take a lesson from their humbler 
brothers tactics, and will find that it ig “ immoral ” for women 
to go out with the field, as colliers find it to be for females to 
work at the pit mouth* or as male spinners in the mills declare 
it to be for women to be employed in weaving* 

The Roynl Commission on Education which is now sitting 
has been hearing the opinions on various points of practical 
teachers. I am glad to notice that a fair proportion of lady 
teachers hm been inclndedkmongstthotte called upon [to give 
evidence, twelves gentlemen and eight Indies haviitg Ikxui 
samnioiied before the Commission. r J here are so pinny s^iecial 
points connected with girls 1 and infants schools that it is it 
pity that no ladies were appointed members of the Com- 
mission* For instance* there is the question needlework. 
The great majority of competent women judges* whether 
teachers or school managers, will* 1 believe* agree with me 
that the present system pursued by Government, in regard to 
this important subject for girls is " all wrong.” The inspector, 
knowing nothing of needlework, has lieeuused to demand small, 
neat stitches ; and the lady specialist at the contnd Education 
Department* an enthusiast for line needlework* has* uuhnppily* 
followed in the same groove. The girls of the working classes, 
therefore* tjpend those brief hours at school which are devoted 
to this subject in practising tiny stitches. They know nothing 
of cuHmg-oul* and little of such twery-dity useful pm Iters 
as patching and darning: theft 1 efforts am concentrated cn 
making minute stitches, such not one in a thousand will 
have leisure or necessity to indulge in during her whole after 
life* The teaching of needlework in our schools should be 
infinitely more practical and less precise. This is only an 
illustration of the matters which require the wisdom of women 
brought to boar upon them m our educational system* The 
mxt best thing to placing ladies on tho UuynJ ( Vnirai^uii in 
what is being done—to encourage them to exprt their view*, 
and to put their knowledge at the disposal of the Com* 
miss tom r». F F.*M.

The violent storms _JHH_| 

south-eastern part of England, beginning in the night of 
Sunday week, tho day after Christmas Day, wrought immense 
hiToe both inland and on the ssa^coast, and in Loudon as well 
as in nil tho country around. A page of our Illustration* 
represents various incidents of the destruction and trouble 
occasioned by this severe wintry tempest in tho Christinas 
holiday time. 

At Dover, about midnight after the sturin arose, a ship¬ 
wreck took place at the west side of tho Admiralty Pier, 
directly in front of the Lord Warden Hotel. The ltussiuu 
barque .1outsell, of Abo. driving adhote, became a complete 
wreck in a very few minute, Tin- vessel. Which wa* bound 
from Rotterdam to America, was in ballast, and was compelled 
to leave the Dmigenew* rtiad^teud mviug to the gale, She 
tried to make her way up Channel, hut the force of the 
wind gradually drove her in shore, until she stranded 
right in the bight of the Admiralty Pier, opposite the Pilot 
Tower, and wan at once cast high up on to the strand* 
within a few yards of tho South-Eastern Railway premises, 
Her masts snapped off at once* atUl hi a very short time the 
beach was strewn with wreckage* There were thirteen of the 
crew, and of these ten were saved f the others were drowned, 
as they jumped into tho sea before the vessel atrudk. The 
men savod owed their lives to the bravery of some of the 
Dover boatmen, particularly cue named Walter jVPKeen, The 
crew dropped themselves over tho ship's lee side, and M'Keen, 
at the peril of his life, without the assistance of a life line, 
lime after time ran into the water, and Wasi the first to lay hold 
of the men as they dropped into tire sea. They Were all 
removed to tho National Sailors 1 Home. Our Illustration is 
from a sketch of the wreck by Mr, R, Kerr, of Folkestone. 

On the some night another fatal shipwreck occurred at 
Eastbourne. The Shoreham brig Tally Ho sprang a leak 
during tho height of the gale off Beaehyllead. She drifted to 
the eastward m far as the Redoubt Forts, and finally went 
ashore on the Crumbles beach. The local fishermen and eoast- 
guardsmeu, having no rocket apparatus, made great efforts to 
rescue the crew by means of lines which they threw toward* 
the vessel. One by hue, Captain J. Ciiaton and three of the 
crew were rescued, but were much injured by the heavy seas 
which had boon constantly dashing over them. The remainder 
of the crew, four in number, were lost, and the bodies of two 
were recovered next morning. A sketch hy Mr. M. W. 
Rlaokden, of Eastbourne, shows the position of the wreck, 

The snow lay deep In the lull country of Kent and Sussex 
for several days last week; and Hayes, the driver of the mail- 
cart between btaplehurst and Rochester, had a narrow escape 
on his way to Koch ester. When he arrived at the liottoni of 
Bluc-beJ] hill, a mile from Maidstone, he drove into n deep 
drift, and the horse, becoming frightened, plunged further 
into the aucumulation. Failing in his efforts to metric*t? 
the cart, Hayes took out the mail bags. Lied them round hi* 
body, mounted the horse, and cutting away the traces, left the 
CUT. Several times during the journey the horse fell, burying 
lts'-df and its rider in snow. Af ter a terrible experience of five 
hours in the storm, Hayes rode up to Rochester Post Office and 
handed in the mails in safety. 

A soldier, Alfred Towsey, an acting corporal in the 
Unl Battalion Rifle Brigade, stationed at Worley, met with bis 
death iu a snowdrift near Brentwood, in E*sex, On Sunday 
morning, the deceased and Private Arnold left tho barracks on 
a pass which expired at twelve o’clock the Sunday night. They 
went to Romford, and at night started in a blinding snowstorm 
to walk back to the barrack*, a distance of aWut govern miles. 
On reaching Brook-street Arnold was so exhausted that lie 
took refuge for the night in h shed. Anxious, however, to get 
book within his time, Towaey pushed on alone, and getting into 
0 snowdrift iu Mnscalls-lane, about a mile from the liar racks, 
was unable to extricate himself, and died from exposure His 
body was found lying in the drift* and was removed to the 
garrison mortuary. 

In London, tho storm caused great destruction of the over¬ 
head telegraph and telephone wires in many of the principal 
streets. This kind of apparatus, iu the City especially, wag so 
much damaged us to interrupt much business, mid then? was 
inconvenience, if not danger, to carriages and passengers on 
tin? Monday. In the streets between IVrnhill, Cannon-street, 
and St, PimVchurehyurd, where the wires are especially 
thick, tho damage done was exceptionally great. To tho rail¬ 
way com panics this wholesale destruction of wires proved a 
serious calamity. No signals* could In? transmit tod, and all the 
trains were Kent t hrough by hand signals, the delay being very 
considerable. Tim North Loudon, the South-Eastern, and the 
London and Brighton were sufferers : Imt the London, Chatham, 
and Dover Company were esjMjeiatly unfortunate. Nearly every 
telegraph-pole on the suburban lines near the City was either 
broken or damaged in some way. On Black friars Bridge every 
wire crime down. the telegraph-iKile* being snapped off short. 

A notice from the Vmt Office stated that telegraphic com¬ 
munication was totally interrupted between London and tho 
cast, south-east, south, ami south-went of Engl anil. 

Among the trees in the London park* great damage has 
lnam done ; the cracking and falling of huge branches and 
limbs matte a strange sound in the night tuid early morning. 
Hyde Park has suffered grievously, for not only have large 
limbs been broken, but entire tree* have been uprooted- The 
Broad Walk in Kensington Gardens, and the trees near Queen s 
Hate presented lamentable sights of ruin : which, being the 
destruction of noble vegetable life, cannot speedily be replaced, 
like the fabrics of human skill and labour. 

When the workmen returned to their employment at the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, on Monday morning, they found 
time a large building known ns the mounting-ground of the 
Royal carriage department was in utter ruin. The roof, 
which was of iron, had been lifted by the wind, and crashed 
in upon the guns, carriages, and machinery below, carrying 
with it the travelling cranes and galleries and other overhead 
fittings, which must have created Genoa* loss of life if the 
artisans and labourers had been at their employment. The 
budding was erected nearly twenty yearn since, and covered 
about an acre of ground. Its destruction will cause serious 
delay and inconvenience to the work in hand.

THE NEW POSTAGE STAMPS, 

La?J Saturday, the first day of the New Year, were issued to 
the public the long-promised new postage and revenue stamps, 
the outcome of the labours of a joint committee (consisting of 
three Post Office and two Inland Revenue officiate), which, in 
agreement with the Board of Inland Revenue, was appointed 
by the late Mr. Fawcett, shortly before his death, to ad vise 
upon the best means of rectifying the defects that were found 
to exist in the series of stamps which have been under issue 
for the past three years. 

Every one of the eleven stamps has an individuality of ite 
own. The new id. stamp is very much of the same design as 
the old one; but it is prettier in treatment, and it te printed 
on a bright salmon colour, instead of a diug 3 * bluish-grey. 
It has not been necessary to make any modification in 
the familiar Id, stamp. Indeed, this stump seems lo have 
been nuule tho starting - point, as it were, of the series. 
The l^d. stamp is printed iu purple, writh e second print¬ 
ing in green. The 2d, riamp is in green, with a duty, 
tablet in crimson. The 2£d. stamp, usually employed for 
foreign letters, is printed in one colour—a parpte. it seems—on 
a blue paper of a darker shade. The fid. stamp is printed in one 
colour on a bright yellow paper. The body of the tel. stamp m 
printed in a green, and the duty appears at all four corners m 
circular tablets. The £d, stamp is printed principally m 
purple, and the duty appears in two blue la Mete which ara 
printed on each side of the Royal coat of arras. The tel 
stamp is printed m one colour on a pink paper. The Ikl. stamp 
te printed in purple, vvith the duty repeated m each comer 
in blue tablets. The Is. stamp is printed in one colour, a 
green, on white paper, stamps above Is. remain as bciore.

The conventional and official regulations of otir Army and 
Navy are far more complex than most people arc aware* 
A careful study of Lout Wolseley a “ Soldier's Pocket-book*" 
nnd of the corresponding little manual for the sea service, will 
give some instruction concerning details of actual duty* But 
there has been a want of handy means of information, in a 
complete view, perfectly authentic and easy of reference, with 
rcgarl to the various honorary and complimentary distinctions T 
the proper titles, the uniforms, the badges and ornamental 
devices, and the prescribed forms of salute, belonging to 
different military corps and to different ranks* This want in 
admirably supplied by a small volume iu n red cover, decorated 
outside with the castle and keys ol Gibraltar, which Messrs* 
W, Clowes and Sons, of Charing-cross* hare j ust published. It ia 
called ■* Rank and Badges, 1 ' and Is the work of Lieutenant Ottley 
bane Pcrrv* Assistant-Instructor of Musketry, of the 2 nd Volun¬ 
teer Battalion of the North Lancashire Regiment. He has 
evidently bestowed upon it a vast amount of diligent research, 
and extraordinary labour in tho concise annotations nt the 
foot of each page, in the tabular statements which he has 
compiled, and in a copiously minute Index, besides unfailing 
references, throughout the tot and the notes, to every line 
where any particulars of collateral interest are set forth. 


It m the very model of a perfect handbook, and should 
he as indispensable as “ The Soldier's Pocket-Book" Jo 
the military man who desires to become accomplished in 
professional etiquette* and in professional courtesy and 
dignity* m well as in the art and science of modern warfare. 
We can affirm* moreover, that to the general Tender of history, 
and to tho ordinary reader of newspaper accounts of con¬ 
temporary military operations, this little book will prove 
extremely useful* not only in explaining many obscure points of 
constant observance, both on parade and in active service, but 
also in helping to identify and to recollect the part borne in 
past times by each gallant regiment in the famous achieve¬ 
ments o t the" Bri fcish A rmy. X o one a Item ptin g to In vestign te 
with precision those historical passages which relate* to the 
conduct of our national fighting forces in the last two centuries 
should neglect the aid which is here famished* so far as 
concerns land warfare iu all quarters of the globe: though wo 
regret that it is apparently impossible, from the want of 
Admiralty records, to identify nil the old ships that fought our 
Jj&ttles at sea long before the victories of Xelson* Much curious 
antiquarian knowledge, especially in the interpretation of 
heraldic emblems and mottoes* is conveyed in pome of tho 
notes; and the political as well at* military institutions of this 
kingdom, in the account of such great offices formerly existing 
as 14 Lord High Constable,' and ■■ Lord High Admiral,” and of 
titles still extant, receive light from Mr* Perry's brief 


explanations. The book, consisting of about 3JS0 close!j- 
printed pages, is methodically divided into twenty-four parts, 
and-each part into sections : treating first of u salutes nnd 
compliments/ varying for officers mid soldiers on many 
different occasions; then badges of rank, precedence of 
corps* precedence of officer?* brevet, honorary, and tem- 
jiorary rank, badges of trade, and of skill at arms* 
gunnery and torpedo badges, and watch marks, good-conduct 
badges,"medal ribbons, regimental recorde, dates, badges, and 
mottoes* regimental uniforms, the organisation and dates of 
all the regiments, the department corps, the company colours 
of the Guards, the Regimental colours, company colours, Etaff 
colours, camp colours* and signalling colours, the flogs of the 
Hoyal Navy, the sieges, battles, and campaigns in which our 
Army has served* each regiment of cavalry or infantry being 
particularly noticed. There is n separate chapter on tho 
naval organisation along our coasts* the old Onque Forts, ibe 
Viet*-Admiralty commands* the flag-ship stations, and the 
Coast Guard. * A chanter on modern ami ancient small-arm?* 
muskets, carbines, rifles* and pistols* an account of the ancient 
Feudal levies, and lastly, a short exposition of armorial 
bearings* and an outline of heraldry* are contained in ibis 
volume, which is wonderfully compact in its arrangement, 
nnd we should be disposed to rely upon if* correctness in 
almost every* point of detail, while iu convenience for use it 
could hardly be excelled*

THE MAGAZINES FOB JANUARY, 1887. 

Two new' magazines this month claim the greeting duo to 
new comers, and each bids fair to be a distinct addition to an 
already numerous list. Murray'a Magazine seems e^jjecifiUy 
likely "to establish for itself a place of its own. Ihe con¬ 
tributions to ils first number, while by no means heavy, have 
particular charms for thoughtful readers. Ibe able and 
impartial reviews of the present condition of the two great 
political parties, by Mr. Whitmore and the Hon, George 
Russell, are especially suggestive of reflecti™, and so is the 
entertaining, yet serious, account of the political and social 
views of an Irish parish priest, Vernon Lee’s Italian story, 
too, is no idle fiction, but charged to the full with the spirit 
of the Renaifisance. Miss I^awlees’s novel is not sufficiently 
advanced for an opinion ; and Mr. Matthew Arnold has not, so 
far, found much to say about General Grant. Scribner'# 
Magazine, the new" American adventure, is highly readable. 
It begins and ends with Paris, the first paper being a spirited 
account by Mr. Washburne, the United states Minister, of tho 
outbreak of the war and the fall of the Empire as observed by 
him ; the last consisting of extracts from the hitherto uu- 

f abtished journals of Gonverncur Morris, descriptive of life in 
aris at the time of the great Revolution. Mr. Ward's very 
interesting description of Babylonian seals is adorned with 
beautiful autotypes. 

The Corn hill continues “ Jess' f with nndiminished spirit 
Mr. Baring Gould’s 44 The Gaverocks/ 1 the novel destined to 
replace it, is, so far, a good specimen of his vigorous manner, 
w ith be&ufciftil vignettes of Cornish scenery. 14 Mr. Twislefon's 
Type-Writer” is a humorous piece of absurdity. 14 A Learned 
Infant" records the early promise and early death of Master 
C bristinn Heinekcn, who spoke Latin and French at the age of 
four, after which he spoke no more in any language. 

Macmillan would be strong if it offered nothing more 
than Mr. Hardy’s “ Woodlandcrs," in pathos and observation 
at once quiet and poetical, one of the best storks Ihe author 
has yet given us. The first part of George Fleming's 44 Strange 
Story of Margaret Eeancuamp,” is eloquent and striking, 
raising expectations of what is yet to cone. Dostoievsky, the 
Russian novelist, whoso speciality is Siberia, is highly com¬ 
mended in an essay by Mr. John Lomas : bat appears to be ms 
dismal and uncomfortable as Russian novelists generally are. 
There is a pleasant discourse on Charles Lamb, by the Rev, 
Alfred Ainger ; and a very elegant anonymous translation of 
Moschus's Lament for Bion. 

Longman* Magazine has a charming article on Lincoln 
College thirty years ago, by the Bev. J, H. Overton, with 
glimpses of Mr. Morley, Mr. Cotter Mori son, Mr. Justice Cave, 
and other men who have since obtained distinction. Mr. 
Haggard’s 4 ' Allan Quartermain 11 is a serial story on the plan 
of o King Solomon s Mines,” rejoicing in a wonderful Zulu, by 
name Umslopogaas. 

BlacJticmtd appears with a considerable enlargement of 
space, but with no change in tlie general character of its 
contents. Storytelling has always been a strong point with it, 
and this month 4< Sarracinesca "is more attractive than ever; 
while ,4 Ibo Land of Darkness,'' a vision of the other w orld, 
■ htun a power almost apocalyptic, though the idea seems borrowed 
from a tale of the late Lord Lytton, 4( The Causes of the Union 
with Ireland” is a plain historical proof of the necessity of the 
measure at the time, nnd an able vindication of the motives 
a nd cond net of its prom c ters. Hay ward’s 4i Correspondence ’ ’ is 
fairly reviewed, notwithstanding a certain perceptible animus, 
Mr. lAuvmce Oliphant's reiumiFscences relate to one of tiio 
most interesting incidents in his adventurous life—the attack 
on the British Legation in Japan in 1301. 

Harper is remarkable for Sir Edward Iteed’s account of 
the French navy, for Mr, Warner's lively and beautifully 
illustrated sketch cl New Orleans, and tor Miss O'Meara's 
Bnsriftti story, 44 Naika” The Century* life of Abraham 
Lincoln treats this mouth of his share in ibo eketkn of 
President Harrison, and of his marriage. This part of the 
na rra t i ve somehow leaVt s an i m pres si on o f rot i ccuce. A nc the r 
distinguished American, Mr. Bancroft, still. In extreme old 
age, working at his American history, is the subject of a 
biographical paper. The subject of the Civil War history fer 
tho month is the third day of the battle of Gettysburg. The 
strength of the Atlantic Monthly lies in its supplement, with 
Lovvcll’s Harvard oration and Wendell Holmes’s Harvard poem, 
both models of diction and taste. The most remarkable of the 
other contributions arc a fine article ou Alexander Hamilton, 
and Margaret Vandei grift’s pretty and humorous tale, " Th© 
King Who Went Out Governing.”

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SIR ANTONY VANDYCK AT THE 
GROSVENOR GALLERY, 

Of all the masters of the Flemish school of painting, Sir 
Antony Vandyck is the moat largely represented in this 
country. Oat of a total of 1500 catalogued works ascribed 
to him by M. Guiffrey, no less than 350 are attributed to 
private collections in Great Britain, although our public 
galleries scarcely possess a score, and of these Hampton 
Court Palace is numerically the most richly endowed. 
Whether in the course of his short career Vandyck really 
painted the whole of the works attributed to him is more 
than doubtful. He had learnt of his master, Rubens, the 
art of giving to the pictures painted in his studio a touch of 
hie own genius, and with that passport they travelled the 
world unchallenged. That ao large a proportion of his pictures 
should be found in England is not, however surprising when 
one recalls the principal events of Vandyck's career. Horn at 
Antwerp in 1599, he had finished his apprenticeship to Rubens 
at least a year before his first visit to London in 1621. But he 
was on this occasion only a bird of passage, and on his way to 
Italy, whore, especially at Genoa and Venice, he spent the 
greater portion of the succeeding five years. Before Ins return 
to Antwerp in he loft behind him, in Italy, upwards of a 
hundred finished works, which might have sufficed to confer 
upon a painter an im^rishable renown had not their im¬ 
portance been eclipsed by the production a of the succeeding 
aecade of his life. The first years of his return were devoted 
to the painting of Madonnas, Holy Families, and Crucifixions, 
of which numerous examples are to he found in the churches 
of Antwerp, and other Flemish cities. But he seems soon to 
have found that the true bent of his genius lay in portrait- 
painting ; and it was probably to this period that we owe the 
collection of portraits of his contemporaries which form the 
principal feature of the Vandyck Room in the Munich Gallery. 
By these works he had made himself known outside his own 
country, and both at Brussels and the Hague Vandyck was 
f£ted, and in constant requisition by the statesmen and 
beauties of the Dutch and Austrian Courts. His first visit 
to London had been a flying one, in 1 (521, but six years later 
he returned with more serious intentions, but found no 
powerful patron to introduce him at the Court of Charles I. 
In 1632, he made a third—and this time successful—effort to 
ingratiate himself with the Prince, who had the reputation of 
being at cnee the most cultivated and the most liberal patron 
of the arts of hia time. Charles I. at once recognised the talent* 
of the young Fleming, and, after a short trial, appointed 
Vandyck Court Painter. To judge from the number of por¬ 
traits of the Stuart King which we possess as the work of 
Vandyck, it would seem that painting the King’s portrait must 
have been either a congenial or a remunerative occupation. No 
leas than thirty-eight portraits of Charles, and thirty-five of 
Queen Henrietta, are known to exist; and gf these, nine of the 
former and five of the latter are to be found in the present 
exhibition. 

After the eye has satisfied itself with the beauty of form 
and line which predominates in his work, Vandyck’s charm 
lies in his originality. With Velasques and Franz Hals, ho 
shares the glories of portrait-painting in the seventeenth 
century j but he differs from both his rivals in infusing into 
his figures more refinement than the Dutchman, more richness 
of colour and greater seductiveness than the Spaniard. The 
Influence of Titian never quitted Vandyck, and although bo 
never reached his master’s high ideal, he not seldom improved 
upon his process and minuter details. The weakest part of 
his work as a portrait-painter lies In the hands, which, in both 
men and women, are almost invariably stiff and crook-fingered. 
The sameneas of pose, which strikes one so often in this exhi¬ 
bition, may be in a measure accounted for on the assumption, 
that many are the production of his pupils, to whom the 
muster's single model sufficed to meet the requirements of each 
figure in the course of execution, Xu support of this, let any 
on 3 Compare the pictures numbered 21, 58, 121, 129,.04,‘131, 
and 150, in all of which the curve of the left arm and the fail 
of the drapery are related almost mechanically. 

With regard bo the 160 works exhibited, whilst fully 
recognising the exquisite beauty of many, we honestly think 
the display would have been more effective, and would 
redound more to Vandyck's honour hod at least a third of 
the works been declined. The free-and-easy hospitality 
accorded, apparently, to every canvas coming in Vandyck's 
name throws very often an'unmerited doubt upon works 
which have a fair historical claim to authenticity; but a 
careful study of toeir special qualities will, in not a few 
instances, suggest the doubt whether all pictures emerging 
from the artist's studio are the product of his brush. Of 
those about which no particle of doubt can exist are such 
works an “ The Marchesa de Brignole-Sala aud Her Son ’ (18) t 
the daughter-in-law of the celebrated Doge of Venice ; the 
*' Children of the Balbi Family * I. * * 4 * * 7 8 * * 11 12 13 14 15 (29). and their mother* the 
“Marcbesa Balbi 1 ' (77), “Caesar Scaglia" (54), “Catherine, 
Duchess of Buckingham” (115), ■* Sir William Killigrew 
and Thomas Carew M (109), “Lord* John and Bernard Stuart ' 
( 47 ), who appear again in another but slightly altered 
pose (105); the “ Three Children of Charles I.* (41), 
lent by her Majesty; hut inferior in beauty and colour 
to the group with five children to be seen at Windsor 
Castle. Another very striking picture is that of a " Lady and 
Child” (118), lent by Earl Brownlow,the lady in Mack satin 
and lace, aud the child in a purple silk dress and grey hat; 

“ Don Livio Odescalchi 11 (37). the nephew of Innocent XI.. is 
a fine figure of martial bearing, with his left hand on the hilt 
of his sword, and would seem to belong to a period when 
Vandyck was subjected to Brourino’a worthy influence. The 
portrait of 11 Charles the First ft (32), lent by the Duke of 
Norfolk, full face, in armour, displays at once the excel¬ 
lence and weakness of Vandyck's style. It represents a 
face refined and graceful, a pose easy yet dignified ; but one 
looks in vain for something cf the inner thoughts and 
character of the man. For this reason Vandyck's portraits, 
although splendid representations of the men and women of 
Charles I.a Court, are of little or no value in helping ns to 
ascertain correctly their emotions and thoughts. Of his more 
imaginative works there is a splendid specimen, “ Armida and 
the Sleeping Rinaldo" (19), which was said to have been the 
caose of Vandyck attracting the attention of Charles I., but so 
many replicas of it are in existence that it would be 
difficult to assort whether this or another, dealing with 
the same subject was brought to the King's notice by 
“Endymhm Porter,” and laid the foundation of Vandyck's 
fortune in this country. The portrait of his wife(ll+) f as 
Hermiuia putting on Ciarinda T s armour, may be almost 
ranked among the imaginative works, but he often had 
recourse to this lady as a model in - both religious and- 
secular works. She must have been a woman of consider¬ 
able attractions* physical as well as mental; but she came 
too late to prolong the artist's life—who had certainly 
displayed no austerity of living in times of considerable 
laxity. His only child by his wife (a girl) was born 
eight days before his death, and through her the Vandyck 
family survived, in the female line, until 1825* when* on the 
death of Sir Thomas Stepney without issae, the race became 


extinct. It can only' be by a stretch of the same liberality of 
view which attributes the grotesque equestrian figure (70) to 
Vandyck that the claims of the captain in the Carmarthen 
militia, living in 1875. can be explained. Mr. Alan James 
Gulston* for whose sou the distinction is claimed (page 55 of the 
catalogue) was just twelve years of age when the last member 
of the Stepney' family died* and inasmuch as, at a subsequent 
period, be married an Irish lady of county Antrim, whilst his 
mother was a Miss Knowles.it is difficult to attach him in any 
way to the family of Vandyck. In the smaller rooms are 
some interesting sketches in grisaille, sepia, and water colour, 
of which thatof “Vosterman " (161) is the most known to print 
collectors, whilst the small hut highly-finished portraits of 
** Henrietta Maria” (150) and u Yenetia,Lady Digby ” (143), will 
be most attractive to students of the period. 

One cannot turn away f rom the consideration of this very 
striking collection without feeling how much Reynolds owed 
to Vandyck. and how wholly Gainsborough was, to ordinary 
eyes, independent of his teaching. It is not only in the refine¬ 
ment of his women and the dignity of his men, but also in 
the absolute childishness of hia children, that we recognise 
the point of contact between the Flemish and the English artist.

THE PEERAGE AND BARONETAGE, 

The advent of the new edition of “BnrWs Peerage and 
Baronetage / 1 brought down to the present lime with the 
remarkable care and completeness that distinguish the work* 
enables tis to give a resumd of the recent incidents amongst 
mir ennobled families. It is a noteworthy fact that the 
Peerage creations of the past twelvemonth are the same in 
number as those of the preceding year. They are the Viscounty 
of Cross, and the Baronies of Montagu, IlerscheJl, IIillingdon t 
Hindlip* Burton* Hamilton of DabelL Brassey. Thring, 
Stanley of Preston, Stalbridge* and Farnborough. Tim last, 
conferred in May on Sir Erekine May, became extinct at his 
Lordship’s death a few weeks after." hi miditton to these. 
Viscount Hawardeu hns been given an Earldom of the United 
Kingdom, under the title of Do Mentalt: and Lord Mormon a 
Viscounty under that of Oxenbridge. Two Scottish Barons. 
Colville and Elph in stone, and one Irish, Kensington* have been 
granted seats in the Lords; and the nbeyance of the old 
Barony of Grey De Rnthyn. an early Plantagenet title* 1ms 
been terminated in favour of Lady Bertha Lelgarde Clifton. 
The obituary list of the year includes the Duke of Somerset, 
the Maquis of Ailosbury, the Earls of Amherst, Chichester, 
Enniskillen. Guilford, Redcsdale, Shaftesburv, Stradbrokc* 
Strafford, and the Countess of Hothes in her own right; lhe 
Viscounts Barrington* Cardwell* Falkland, Melville, nntl 
StrathnlInn; and Lords Borthwick. Brougham, Churchill. 
Farn boro ugh* Forester, Monk swell, Penrhyn, Saltoun. Fher- 
rard* Vivian* and Waveney. Lords Cardwell* Redesdale, and 
Wavcney having died without issue their Peerages have 
become'' extinct. During the same period sixteen Baronet¬ 
cies have been added: to the roil, and thirty Baronoto 
have died* There is n new feature in this years 
edition which will bo regarded with peculiar pleasure, the 
institution of “ The Distinguished Service Order*” of which 
the badge, suspended from the left breast by a red ribbon 
edged blue, is a gold crosa. bearing on one side tbe Imperial 
crown within a wreath of laurel, aud on the reverse the 
Imperial and Koyal cipher. V.B.I. By the present statute* 
this order is confined to officers of the Army and Navy, but 
it is to be hop'd it may soon be extended bo there ** dis¬ 
tinguished "in literature, science* and art. 


LIFE-BOAT SERVICES IN 1881b 
During tbo i*aat year, splendid service in saving life wan 
rendered by the gallant crews of the life-boats of the Royal 
National Li to-Boat Institution, resulting in the rescue of 601 
persons from imminent peril* aud in most cases from a watery 
grave. In addition to these invaluable services* thirty-three 
vessels were saved by the life-boats from total destruction* 
or were helped by them into a haven of safety. Besides 
launches resulting in the saving of life* the life-boats put 
to sea as many as 147 times* in reply to signals of distress, 
only to find either that their aid wo 9 not really required, 
or the signals had been made in error or improperly. 
In the year, the society also gave rewards for the saving 
of 1 G 0 lives by means of shore-boats, fishing * boats, and 
other means ; so that the institution was instrumental in 
rescuing a grand total of 701 lives during 188(>* bringing np 
the number of lives it has saved since its foundation to 82,671 
The committee most earnest^' appeal to the British public for 
funds to enable them to place life*boats, with the latest 
improvements, on the coast, to maintain in thorough efficiency 
their 29H stations, and to reward their brave crews. The 
institution is entirely deinmdent on voluntary contributions* 
and a very heavy expenditure is necessarily involved in 
carrying on its great work. Contributions are received by all 
the London and country bankers, and by the secretary, Mr. 
Charles Dibdin, 11 , John-street* Adel phi, W.C. 


Last Saturday the Marquis of Bute ceased to be the owner 
of the great docks which give to Cardiff the position of third 
port in the kingdom. 611 that clay they became the property 
of a company with a capital of three and a half millions, which 
represents about the sum paid to Lord Bute, In the future 
his Lordship will receive rim ply his dividend on his interest 
in the undertaking, which amounts in shares to £ 2 , 0 fiQ,O(ia 
The trustees of the Marquis of Bute bold the whole of the 
preference stock (£900,000)* whilst the public have subscribed 
£800,000. Another large dock, principally for imports?, will be 
opened in the spring. 

In the opinion of Mr. Alexander Stewart* the author of a 
volume entitled Our Tmpcvawciittf, their Study ami ihetr 
Tracking (Crosby, Lockwood, aud Co.), the word ''temperament ,f 
is constantly it sot! without regard to accuracy. Ho gives a 
variety of illustrations in proof of this, from which it is 
evident that the writers employing the word do so without a 
thought of the physical characteristics sanguine, bilious* 
nervous* and lymphatic, with which it ought to be associated. 
Scientific precision of this kind ia not always easy* perhaps 
not possible* since, as Mr Stewart admits, there arc many 
modifications of the four dearly marked temperaments. Our 
author* of the last century seem to have avoided the word", 
aud M r. Stewart has taken the trouble to ascertain that it docs 
not occur once in Johnson’s " Rambler,” or in his “ Idler." 
51 To express ,’ 1 he writes, " the habit of mind that prompts the 
individual action, Addison, Johnson* ami Goldsmith instead of 
temperament, used temper t di4p<t*itum, nature, or some other 
word which is not tied, as temperament is, t 4 > physical charac¬ 
teristics . 11 At the same time* while claiming "a very limited 
power of che temperaments over mind,” Mr. Stewart con¬ 
siders that hia book will form a practical guide by which 
observers *’ may know the temperament of anyone by 
looking at him, am! associating with it certain moral 
qualities and traite of character.” Vet it is difficult to see 
how character can be judged of by the complexion ; and a groat 
authority* quoted by the writer, has said that we have 
scarcely any data, excepting those of complexion* hy which 
to judge of temperament. Even in medicine* while tem¬ 
perament is said to be a real force* great doubts seem to 

E rcvail as to the possibility of discriminating it. Mr Stewart 
as done his utmost to make this easier ; but whether bis 
attempt will assist in the investigation of disease, must be left 
to the judgment, of medical men. We should have thought 
that few people were so ignorant as to confound the nervous 
temperament with nervousness—a modem complaint, of which 
our fathers in medicine knew nothing. Mr. Stewart's beauti¬ 
fully printed volume contains a vu#t number of illustrative 
quotations* for which our literature has been searched. Inci¬ 
dentally a variety of topics pass under review, among others 
the increasing number of residential flats in London. A young 
wife is said to be melancholy and lonely in a suburban villa 
when the husband is absent all day ; and Mr, Stewart con¬ 
siders that flats, which must be “handsome* commodious* 
healthful* and comparatively inexpensive*" are 11 the only 
homes which render happiness and health possible" to the 
greater number of the newly married and others who have no 
young children. The work is, indeed, full of curious facta 
and suggestions, and it is not necessary to accept the author's 
eonclunions in order to see that it is likely to attract soma 
attention.

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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

Did not Samuel Taylor Coleridge once make lyrical inquiries as 
to the whereabouts of the gra\*e of Sir Arthnr Orellan ? 1 think 
that he found that the sepulchre of that good knight was on 
the slope of Helvellyn, under the shade of a young birch-tree ; 
and he concluded his quest with the pious aspiration—. 

Hto sword to mat; 

His bone* lire dust ; 

Ami his soul Is with the saints, we t rujat, 

The harmonious triplet tinkled in the ears of my mind os I 
read a newspaper paragraph concerning the recent discovery, in 
Paris, of a leaden case supposed to contain the brains of 
James II. How large k the leaden case, I wonder ? From 
one point of view, we might opine that a ladies' locket of the 
ordinary gize would be capacious enough to contain the 
cerebral organ of the stupid, bigoted, cruel, and perfidious 
Monarch who allowed himself to be kicked out of his Kingdom 
in 1088. James's corporeal brains (or the dust into -which they 
have been resolved) are now. it would seem, in the safe keeping 
of a solicitor, who is the executor of MotiBeigneur Rogerson, 
the late administrator of the endowments of the Scotch 
College in Park. How would it be if a national sub¬ 
scription were started to erect a handsome monument, say, in 
Whitehall-yard, for the reception of James II.? It might be 
another way of celebrating the Jubilee. 

At all events, the locality of the brains of the gloomy 
brother of the Merry Monarch is known. But where is 
his body J He died, at St, Germain - on - Laye, in 
1701, and his remains—or, at least, the bulk of them— 
were interred in the Chapel of the English Benedictines in 
Paris, At the Revolution, the Jacobin mob raided the chapel \ 
dug up the coffins for the sake of the lead of which some of 
them were made ; mid the body of James II. drifted into the 
Infinities. Well ; the Royal bones did not experience a worse 
fate than that which befel the mortal relies of generation after 
generation of French Royalty at St. Denis. I remember, as a 
buy, being taken to visit the cathedral, and hearing the guide 
describe how the skeletons of half a hundred Kings and Princes, 
dragged from the leaden coffins which were to be melted down 
for conversion into bullets, were flung into a pit, which was 
afterwards filled up with quicklime. u Quelle salade d'osse- 
ments 1 ” tranquilly observed the M- Joseph Prudhomme of the 
period, who was standing by. 

Mem.: Seriously, the brains of James XL are not worth 
making any pother about; but I like to read about the three 
British Catholic foundations in Paris—the English College, 
the Scotch College, and the Irish College. Why ? Because, 
in 177J, Samuel Johnson, who had come to Paris on a pleasure 
trip with the Thrales and Joseph Baretti, paid many visits to 
the three Colleges in question, and to many French monas¬ 
teries as well: resolutely discoursing in Latin with the Abbots 
and Priors thereof. Mrs, ThraJe, too, obtained admission to 
the Convent of the Austin nuns, which was nest door to the 
Scotch College; and Johnson himself obtained admission to 
the convent parlour, at the grate of which (I don't moan the 
fireplace, but the grille j he discoursed with the Abbess, Mrs. 
Ferraor, who had known Pope, “and thought him dis¬ 
agreeable." She was a niece of the lovely Belinda of 11 The 
Rape of the Lock." 

I am about to commit a scandalous and unpardonable act 
of egotism. Somebody has kindly sent me an extract from a 
London newspaper commenting upon some remarks of the 
London correspondent of some American journal, the name of 
which is not given. 1 have not the slightest desire to 
know it. The trustworthy (not reliable) correspondent of the 
Yankee journal incidentally mentions that Mr. Archibald 
Forbes li has made a large fortune out of his literary talent," and 
that my own capacity “ has lauded me in the dregs of poverty." 
This is related with much circumstantiality of detail: and the 
readers of tho Yankee paper are called upon to pity me as a 
il poor Bohemian." 

I am delighted to learn that my good friend Archibald 
Forbes has made a large fortune. He deserves every cent of 
it. Touching my humble self, I may just hint that I don't 
much like the expression ** landed iu the dregs of poverty." 
*- Steeped to the lips in poverty ” w T ould have been better. 
For the rest (wrapping my rags around me as I write), I can 
only sigh, Too true ! too true l il Poverty, with icy hand, and 
slow consuming age," are upon me. It is with extreme difficulty, 
in this dreadfully severe weather, that another chaldron of 
coals has been obtained. I cannot face the washerwoman ; 
and the butcher looks daggers when I pass his shop. The 
Queen’s taxes are coming in ; the four-gallon cask of small 
beer is nearly out; the tallyman positively will not wait any 
longer; the man in possession looms in the offing, and the 
climax of my catastrophe has been capped by the disbursement 
of three half-crowns (procured by the hypothecation of my silver 
watch to Uncle George) for the payment of the license of the 
dog 11 Hobson-Jobson.” He is an ungrateful little beast. He is 
washed every Saturday morning, and appears os white as the 
Beautiful Snow ; but by Tuesday afternoon he is as black as 
a sweep again. Yet I forgive him, because he is old and 
poor ; and we are brothers iu misfortune. 

A German lady correspondent “E. Von L." notices, with 
regret, that I have " taken up arms " for the use of the word 
“commence" instead of u begin." No arms were taken up, 
high, well-born lady. It was merely mentioned that 
Shakspeare frequently used the words '* commence" 11 com¬ 
menced," “commencing" and 11 commencement," and that 
Shakspeare was neither a donkey nor a vulgarian, as a polite 
writer in the Saturday R&eitta declared every man mast bo 
who used the word ** commence " instead of “ begin."

It is now suggested that the President and Council of the 
ladies belonging to the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals should bring the purely humane aspect of 
the case under the notice of her Gracious Majesty, her Royal 
Highness the Princess of Wales, and other Royal patronesses, 
and pray for the condemnation of a fashion which, in spite 
of remonstrances from the daily press and from persons of all 
shades of thought and opinion, has lasted too long. How 
long, O hon. sec, of the Selburae Society ? Some thousands of 
years, I should say. 

Wore I a farmer or a market-gardener, I might be able to 
say something practical about the injury which birds do. 
or do not do, to growing grain and to fruit-trees. Were I a 
sentimentalist. I should at once begin to weep bitterly and 
declare, bathed in tear*, that it was dreadfully, cruelly, bar¬ 
barously wicked for tho ladies to wear “bird corpses” in their 
hate or bonnets. But I am only ft Cockney, who has seen the 
world ; And, from what I have seen of that world, I am inclined to 
think that the air can spare a few tens of thousands of birds 
every year for their feathers, to be used for decorative purposes. 
Did you ever see a rain-storm in tho tropics? The water comes 
down in vertical sheets, like bo many glass curtains, which 
smash against the tall trees, tear the creepers from their 
trunks, and drown the small birds by hundreds. You may 
see when the storm is over, and tho sun begins to shine 
again, the steaming jungle littered with birds of rare plume— 
a very Tom Tiddler's ground of brilliant hues. But these storms 
do not thin the forest of its feathered population. For hundreds 
of years the Mexicans have practised the national industry of 
making tapestry composed of plumage of varied tints. However, 
I don’t wear feathers myself; nor, I should f*ay T docs the 
honorary secretary of the S el borne Society adorn himself 
with plumes when he goes to a “smart" party. Let the 
farmers, the milliners, and the sentimen talists settle the matter 
between them. A philosopher has said that we can be good 
and happy without socks ; and the Happy Man, it ia well 
known, had no shirt. Lot Beauty try to do without feathers 
for a time, and report to the lady editor of “Silvia" what 
the gentlemen think of ladies’ hats and bonnets *' saus plumes,” 

Mem. : But there, again, i may be wrong. A little bird 
whispers to me that women dress for women, and not for men.

“ W. De G. IV." (Carmarthen) writes, anent the tomb of 
Henry Fielding, that, in the font lew a a* Magazine for 
February, 175G, there is a pathetic letter from the great 
novelist, giving some account of the trouble and discomforts 
of bis embarkation at “ Redriffe " on his last voyage, I may tell 


my correspondent that “ Fielding's Journal of a Voyage to 
Lisbon " is included in the complete edition of his works. It 
hi one of the moat humorous and most touching narratives of 
travel that I have ever road, contrasting favourably with poor 
Smollett's notes of Italian travel, which are one continuous 
moan of physical and mental anguish. 

These old feet still stumble at graves. My sincere thanks 
are due to " D. It" (Bournemouth), who informs me that during 
the month of May last, being in the Crimea, he found the 
cemetery on Cathcurt'a Hill well walled in, neatly planted 
with ornamental trees, and the graves and monuments in 
good order. An equally favourable report is given of the 
beautiful English cemetery at Scutari, both that and the 
Crimean graveyard being well looked after by British Consuls. 
Some years since, my correspondent was at Corunna, and was 
delighted to find that the bastion of the fort where Sir John 
Moore lies buried had been converted into a fine public garden, 
iu the midst of which the hero's tomb is a prominent object, 
and in perfect order; it is taken care of, H D. R." opines, by 
the municipal authorities of Corunna. 

I went, on Twelfth Night, or rather on the morning of the 
Seventh of January (for the proceedings did not begin until 
12.30 a.m,), to Drury-Lane Theatre, to witness the cutting of 
u Baddeley'a cake.'’ Robert Bmldeley, familiarly called iS Bob/' 
was a notable comedian of the last century. He was the last 
actor, it is saiil, to exercise the privilege, as one of * l His 
Majesty's Servants/ 1 of w earing the Royal livery of scarlet, 
Baddoley'a assertion of his right did not extend beyond the 
donning of n red waistcoat. Curious to relate, there was, many 
years afteT Baddeley's time, a lessee and manager of Old Drury 
who early in life hod habitually worn a scarlet waistcoat, 
dimly significant of his being in Governmental employ. This 
was the late Mr, E. T. Smith, who had been at one period a 
u Bow-street Runner," and was subsequently one of the first 
Inspectors of Police appointed under the New Police Act. 

Baddeley was the original Moses in “The School for* 
Scandal " (produced May 8, 1777). He died in prosperous 
circumstances, and left the sum of one hundred pounds to be 
invested In the funds ; the interest to be devoted to an annual 
treat of cake and wine to the Drury - Lane company on 
Twelfth Night. It must lie full five-nnd-thirty years since I 
first partook of the festive Baddelcy dole at Drnry-Lane. The 
ceremony used to take place in the green-room : the guests 
being only the ladies and gentlemen of the company, with, 
perhaps, a few of the personal friends of the manager. But 
all that has changed since the mantle of Robert William 
Elliston has descended on the shoulders, and the sceptre of 
Alfred Bunn has been grasped by the puissant hand, of Mr. 
Augustus Harris. 

The annual cutting of the Baddeley cake has been for 
some few years past a very grand function indeed ; and the 
celebration of Jan. il-7 excelled, so cue of the habitues told me, 
all its predecessors “ in chastened and refined splendour/* I 
know that a very handsome supper was set forth on the stage, 
which presented a most picturesque appearance, the supper- 
tables, at the sides, being ranged amphitheatrically, ascending 
almost to the "flies.” Tho cake was cut by Mr. Jamc* 
Fernandez, who made a capital speech about “ Bob " Baddeley, 
Old Drury, the actor's craft, Mr, Augustus Harris find his 
hospitality, and so forth, A most enjoyable night. How 
many scores of guests there were I know not: hut the company 
was both numerous and brilliant, including, as Jt did, Peers, 
members of Parliament, diplomatists, actors and actresses, 
journalists, lawyers, and doctors. After I went away, the 
festivities, I was told, culminated in a ball. I know that I 
reached home at two p,m,, went to-bed, and stayed there until 
the moraing of Jan. ft. You see that a whole year had elapsed 
since I had last enjoyed a ^ flight out/ 1 

There is a very charming story called “ The Philosopher's 
Window " in the current number of Trwplo Ba r. The story is 
by Lady Lindsay, and is full of tender, graceful sympathy, 
with hero and there a touch of quiet and relined humour. Nob 
only the readers of Tcmpla Bttr } but all the friends of Lady 
Lindsay, will rejoice at the appearance of The Philosopher s 
Window." For a very long time her Ladyship has been suffer, 
ing from the effect of a dreadful accident; and it Is to be 
hoped that her delightful contribution to Temple Bar will 
prove the harbinger of her complete restoration to health.

From New York comes to me l! The Christmas Spirit of the 
Times/’ containing a long, graphic, and thoroughly genial 
article called “ My Eight Weeks in America " by Mr. Joseph 
Charles Parkinson, who won his spurs in journalism longago, and 
whose practical abandonment of literature for la haute jinanw 
waa only sorrowfully acquiesced in by his many friends and 
admirers when they remembered that journalism often 11 lands ” 
its professors H iu the dregs of poverty." But Mr. Parkinson 
returns now and again to the earl Intyffu with which he was 
once bo familiar ; and in £; My Eight Weeks in America " one 
recognises^ all his old acuteness of observation and cordiality cf 
temperament. He crossed the Atlantic last. August with Henry 
Irving and Ellen Terry as fellow-travellers. The party wns 
one purely and sipiply of pleasure. As for Mr. Parkinson, 
who wandered very far West indeed^even as far as Salt Lake 
City—he seems from the outset to have determined to enjoy 
himself, and to have carried out his resolution with inflexibio 
perseverance. 

I am sincerely gratified to find that the Society for the 
Preservation of Ancient Buildings has taken up in right 
earnest the ease of Fairfax House, Putney. A meeting, which 
was largely attended by Putney people, was held at the office*

justice to the memory of an illustrious Englishman, of whom 
it is written—

Than bonoumbly good. 
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THE NEW CHANCELLOR OF THE 
EXCHEQUER. 

The Right Hon. George Joachim Gosehen is a Conservative 
liberal* with a manifest aversion to the sentimental phrases 
and aspirations of Democratic enthusiasm ; yet he is not 
merely an able financier and administrator, but has in him a 
vein of statesmanship capable, if he had more faith in the 
people, of producing larger political conceptions than have 
appeared hitherto in his Parliamentary and official career. 

He entered Parliament in May* 181)3; bat is now in the fifty- 
sixth year of his age, having been born at Leipric, of a German 
Jewish family, on August 10, 1831, He came to England, we 
believe, when’ near the age of sixteen, and was educated at 
Rugby School* under the Rev. Dr. Taib and the Rev. Dr. 
Goulbum* and at Oriel College. Oxford. He won high honours 
at the University* in 1853, being first-class in classics ; then he 
was trained to business in the City firm of hia relatives* Messrs. 
Fruhling and Goschen,of Ausfcin-Friars ; and became a partner 
in that house, mastering all the details of banking* discounting* 
bill-broking* and foreign exchanges. The last-mentioned kind 
of operations, with the monetary science and the system of 
commercial credit in all it? ramifications, has been to him a 
subject of profound theoretic study; and his treatise upon 
this subject, published in 1884, has been translated by M. likm 
Say, and other economic writers, into several European 
languages. In 181J3, as above stated, Mr. Gosehen, already 
known and esteemed in the City of London, was elected M.P. 
for that important constituency ; and he was chosen by the 
Liberal Prime Minister, Lord Palmerston, to second the 
Address at the opening of the Session in 1884. As a Liberal 
in principle, he at otic© became a conspicuous advocate of 
the abolition of exclusive religious tests at the Universities. 
At the General Election of July, 1865, he was returned 
again for the City—'this time at the head of the poll. After 
the death of Lord Palmerston, when Earl Russell formed 
his Ministry, in November, 1855* Mr. Gosehen took office as 
Vice-President of the Board of Trade; and in the January of 
next year became a Cabinet Minister as Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. In Mr. Gladstone’s first Ministry, 
begirmmg in December* 18fi8* Mr. Gosehen was included as 
President of the Poor-Law Board, until March* 1871 ; during 
which period he applied himself to the examination of all 
branches of English local administration and local taxation ; 
conducted a systematic inquiry Into their operation ; and pro¬ 
duced schemes for their reform, which laid the foundation of 
repeated subsequent attempts by other Ministers of the Liberal 
party. During the latter part of the timo of Mr. Gladstone s 
Government* from March. 1871* to February. 1871,Mr.Gosehen 
was First Lord of the Admiralty ; he gained a thorough 
acquaintance with the state of our naval expenditure, but 
under different conditions from the present. 

Having been the only Liberal candidate re-elected for the 
emoe Liberal City constituency in 1871, Mr. Gosehen was a 
steady member of the Opposition, at first under Mr. Disraeli's 
Government; but his attention was engaged* in 1878, by the 
business of an important mission of financial diplomacy. Ho 
and M. Joubcri were appointed, respectively, delegates of the 
English and the French holders of Egyptian Bonds, to visit 
the Khedive Ismail Pasha, at Cairo* and to procure an arrange¬ 
ment for the conversion mid consolidation of the various stocks 
of bonded debt. It should bo observed that Mr. Goscherfs 
connection with the firm of Messrs, Fruhling and Gosehen* 
which was one of the contractors for the Egyptian loans, had 
terminated in lSfifi : and that he acted* in 187G, only as the 
official representative of the interests of associated English 
bondholders, In 1880 ho was at Constantinople on a special 
mission to arrange the Greek frontier. We are more concerned 
with his relation to the movement of English politics, which 
assumed a new aspect during the latter years of Lord Beacons- 
field's Government* when the Opposition* falling again under 
Mr. Gladstone’s leadership* exhibited a strong advancc in the 
direction of Radicalism, marked by proposals for the extension 
of the chanty suffrage. which Mr. Gosehen was unable to follow. 

With rega d to the further extension of the franchise* 
Mr. Gosehen expressed, upon several occasions from 1878 
to 1834, his reluctance to “entrust unlimited power to one 
class, the class largest in numbers/' His attitude towards 
Parliamentary Reform was rather like that of Mr. Robert 
Lowe, afterwards Lord Sherbrooke ; it was founded on no 
partiality to aristocratic government, but upon a vague 
apprehension of some unknown overwhelming foroo of 
uninstructed popular passion, throughout the whole com- 
: umity, directing itself to a particular unwise object. 
This fear has deterred Mr. Gosehen from applying to our 
representative constitution the same principles that he has 
forcibly advocated for local self-government. For in the 
election of County Boards, of district and parish or township 
authorities* he said, in a speech at Rugby, on Nov. 2fi T 1881, 11 1 
want, on political and social grounds, to see the agricultural 
labourers endowed with the opportunity of taking a real part 
in local affairs/ 1 Direct election, on a wide basis of popular 
suffrage, is Mr. Goseheu's idea of parochial and county govern¬ 
ment, with 14 voting made easy ” by having all elections of local 
Authorities by the ratepayers on the same registry, with 
similar forms, and all on cue fixed day. He would put an end 
to 11 the chaos of authorities* the chaos of different areas* aud 
the chaos of rating and taxation,’ 1 by which every ratepayer is 
perplexed; and he wishes to create and foster in rural com¬ 
munities a genuine civic life equal to that of our cities and 
boroughs. This is Mr. Goschen's pot object of Reform, which 
he took in hand, as a Minister, above sixteen years ago ; when 
he also proposed to divide the payment of rates between land¬ 
lord and tenant* and to supersede the Treasury allowances from 
Government, by handing over the collection and use of certain 
Inland Revenue taxes to the Local Boards. 

It is well known that these plans were accented by Mr, 
Gladstone* as an essential feature of the domestic policy of 
his Government in 1880, to which Mr. Gosehen, though he 
could not join it* for three or four years lent his sincere 
support. He was not* at that period* a more " candid friend " 
of the Liberal Ministry, cold and critical, but one who spoke 
in burning words of the virtues and genius of its great Leader, 
and who conjured “ the democracy of England ,T to sustain 
Mr. Gladstone in power. A speech delivered at Watford* Nov* 
ir>. 1831* might be quoted to show Mr* Goeqhen's feeling then, 
and how deeply he was impress! with the necessity of 
upholding 41 n strong Executive Government/' for the main¬ 
tenance of law and order. This he declared to be a main 
article in the creed of the National Liberal Party ; and* since 
he applied it especially to the alarming condition of Ireland, 
the process by which he is now led to take office in a 
Conservative Government is easily understood. 

In opposing* with Lord Har ting ton* Mr. Chamberlain* and 
Sir George Trevelyan, during the last Session apd the General 
Election, the scheme of a separate Irish Parliament and a 
separate Irish Executive, Mr. Gosehen displayed high powers 
of oratory* in spite of defects of voice and manner ; he has the 
attention due to one of our ablest public men* who has exercised 
an independent judgment on the gravest political questions. 

Mr. Gosehen was" M.P, for Ripon from 1880 to 1885, when 
he gained a scat for East Edinburgh, which he has lost. 


THE QUEEN'S JUBILEE. 

Numerous meetings have been held throughout the country 
to devise plans for celebrating the Queen's Jubilee. 

At a meeting of the Blackburn Town Council last week the 
Mayor (Mr. Councillor Appleby) announced that he would 
give £500 towards the erection of a technical school in Black¬ 
burn, in commemoration of the Jubilee, and £ I00 towards the 
proposed Imperial Institute. 

Colonel Cornwallis West* M.P., Lord Lieutenant of Denbigh¬ 
shire. opened a Public Library, at Llangollen yesterday week* 
this being the first celebration in the Principality of the 
Queen's Jubilee. Upwards of I0OU volumes were presented to 
the library* and about 250 standard works were contributed by 
Sir Theodore Martin. 

Presiding at a county meeting held at Exeter yesterday 
week, to consider what steps should be taken to celebrate her 
Majesty’s Jubilee, the Earl of Iddesleigh. as Lord Lieutenant 
and Baron, drew attention to the proposed Imperial Institute* 
and dwelt on the necessity for extending amongst the people 
of the United Kingdom knowledge of India and the Colonies, 
both as labour markets and productive territories. 

A largely attended count}' meeting was held at Taunton on 
Saturday last, under the presidency of the Earl of Cork and 
Orrery, for the purpose of promoting a movement in connection 
with the Taunton and Somerset Hospital to commemorate her 
Majesty's Jubilee, It was resolved to raise a special fund of 
£ 10*000, to be applied in establishing a building to be called 
the Victoria Jubilee Nursing Institute* in building a children's 
ward, and lii extending the out-patient a 1 department, all of 
which the medical staff regard as of urgent importance. The 
sum of nearly £2500 was subscribed in the room, including 
£500 given by Dr. Bidden on the condition that £5000 be 
raised, and £500 by Dr. Kelly nnder similar conditions. The 
borough will celebrate the Jubilee by giving a dinner to all 
the poor in the town, a tea to all the children* and by building 
a new Townhall. 

The Duke and Duchess of Westminster were present at an 
influential meeting last Saturday, in the Cheater Townhall, to 
promote the restoration of the obelisk on the summit of Mae! 
Famm&n, in Flintshire* in commemoration of the Queen's 
Jubilee. 

At Thirsk, Yorkshire* it is proposed to rebuild the market 
cross and carry out other improvements- 

At a meeting of the inhabitants of the county of Glamorgan, 
held at Neath* on Monday* it was resolved to devote all 
subscriptions raised in the county to the proposed Imperial 
Institute in London. Mr. Talbot, M.P.* who presided, gave 
£250* and altogether £500 was collected in the room. 

The Leamington Town Commit on Monday resolved to 
celebrate the Jubilee by a special service at the parish church, 
a dinner to the poor, tea and amusements for the children, 
illuminations and band performances* and the erection of 
some local memorial. It was also resolved to present an 
address of congratulation to her Majesty, 

A well-attended meeting was held at Northwich* on 
Monday, to consider the celebration of the Jubilee, A com¬ 
mittee was appointed to promote the Imperial Institute, and 
also a local scheme. Mr, Yerdin, M.P.* announced that he 
would present an estate consisting of a gentleman’s residence 
and an extensive pleasure-ground to the town. The house 
he would transform into a Victoria Infirmary, and plunge and 
brine baths would be provided also, and the grounds lie laid 
out specially for children. 

The Archbishop of Armagh has issued an address to the 
members of the Church of Ireland, inviting them to join in an 
aggregate movement for the commemoration of the Queen's 
Jubilee in emeh a manner as may suitably mark their devotion 
to the Sovereign. 

Upwards of £8fiQ0 has been subscribed towards the cele¬ 
bration of the Jubilee at Windsor. 

At a meeting at Preston it was announced that more than 
£800 had been subscribed for the purpose of presenting the 
Mayor with a gold chain and badge in commemoration of the 
Jubilee. 

A public meeting was held at Canterbury on Jnewlay, atr 
which it was resolved* as a means of commemorating the 
Jubilee* to raise a fund for the endowment of awing in th<* 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital, to be called the Victoria Ward* 

Lord Burton on Tuesday presented the tenants on his Range- 
more estate, near Burton-on-Trent* with club premises costing 
about £3000* in commemoration of the Jubilee. * 

It has been decided at Keswick to pay off the debt of £700 
or £800 upon the Recreation Park* by way of celebrating the 
Jubilee in the Lake district* 

An enthusiastic public meeting was held in the Townhall* 
Newbury* on Monday evening, to consider the beat means of 
celebrating the Queen's Jubilee in the borough. The Mayor 
presided ; and proposed that dinners should be given to the 
poor, and that there should be such other rejoicings as may be 
agreed upon by the committee. This was seconded by Mr. 
Godwin, Town Clerk, and adopter!. It was also decided to open 
subscription-lists for the Imperial and Colonial Institute. 

The Warwick Town Council on Tuesday resolved to cele¬ 
brate the Jubilee w ith a public dinner to the poor, toa and 
entertainments to the school children, and an illumination of 
the town. It is also proposed to endow the King’s High 
School, Middle School, and Girls' High Schools with Jubilee 
scholarships. A congratulatory address is to be presented by 
the Corporation to the Queen, 

At the West Suffolk Quarter Sessions on Tuesday a 
resolution was unanimously passed* on the motion of the 
Marquis of Bristol* seconded by Colonel Parker* adopting the 
Imperial Institute scheme for the celebration of tho Jubilee* 

Lady Bective is taking an active part in the movement that 
the women of England should present the Queen with a 
Jubilee gift. 

On Tuesday night the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress held 
a reception at the Mansion House* which was attended by 
Lord Lieutenants of counties and various civic and other 
public authorities in all parts of the kingdom. The gathering 
was*in connection with the magnificent meetings which were 
held in St. James's Palace and the Mansion House on Wednes¬ 
day* in furtherance of the objects of the Imperial Institute.

17—which* 
although comparatively an early work, to eminently cha¬ 
racteristic of its com]loser's genius. Mr. Sanfcley gave, with 
much success an effective setting, by I)r. Mackenzie, of 
Hhakspeare's Pedlar's song* and Gounod’s cantique* “ Le Nora 
de Marie,” On the following Monday the first evening 
concert of the year was given ; Madame N&radft having again 
been the leading violinist, in association with Mr. Rica* Herr 
fttraus, and Signor Platt! in Schubert's quartet in D minor* 
with Herr Straus in Mozart's duet in R flat for violin and 
viola, and with Signor Piatt! in Beethoven's variations* Op, 
12 J a* the pianist in which was Miss Zimmermann* who also 
played in the same composer's sonata in G minor for piano and 
violoncello, with Signor Piatti at the latter instrument It is 
needless to say that all these pieces were worthily rendered. 
31 ids C. Elliot replaced Mr. Thorndike (absent on account of 
Illness)* and gave some vocal pieces with refined taste. 

The seventh of the London Symphony Concerts took place 
at St. James's Hall this week* tho programme having included 
a new manuscript serenade for stringed instruments by Mr, A.'

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THE WINTER SNOWS AND 
FLOODS. 

The severe wintry weather of the last two or 
three weeks has caused further disasters 
besides those already mentioned. On Satur¬ 
day, in the West Midland counties and in 
i T orth Wales, the heavy fall of snow that 
begun the night before incumbered the roads, 
and,in the moorland country of Xorth Derby¬ 
shire, flocks of sheep were buried in the snow¬ 
drifts, At Shrewsbury, on Saturday after¬ 
noon, the roof of the covered cabstand 
adjoining the railway station suddenly 
collapsed under the weight of snow lying 
upon it. It was half-past three in the after¬ 
noon, the hour at which the cab-horses arc 
usually fed, or thirty or forty persons 
might otherwise Imve been under the 
roof when it fell. Only one cab was 
there, which was partly demolished, 
and the horse injured, while the driver 
escaped; but Mr. William Heath, of Radmil, 
coat-merchant, was killed at once, Mr. F< 
Aidcn Hibbert sends us a sketch of this 
accident. The roof of the Midland Hailway 
station at Leicester also partly fell in, but 
no person was hurt. In the streets of that 
and other towns, and on the roads all over 
the country, traffic was much impeded. At 
Brain her, in Sussex, a thaw last week 



brought down floods spreading eight or ten 
miles * the village was inundated ; the 
basements of the houses were several feet 
deep in water, and the inhabitants were 
confined to their upper rooms, some taking 
their pigs and poultry up there with 
them, Boats were used to carry them pro¬ 
visions, and to convey passengers to and fro 
between Heeding and Bramber. A lady 
resident at Steynlng, Miss Wood, has obliged 
us with photographs of the scene at Bramber, 
Among the distressed animals, while tho 
ground was thickly covered with snow, and 
frozen hard underneath, the deer in Rich¬ 
mond Park would have suffered from want 
of pasture, but a cart was regularly sent with 
a load of chopped Swede turnips*. A space 
being cleared here and there, this food was 
fairly distributed to separate groups of the 
poor creatures, ivhieh hastened eagerly to 
devour it. as shown in the sketch by a kindly 
artist, who w wishes them a more con¬ 
genial time, when the grass and trees will 
again be in the verdure of summer.' 1 Many 
fine old oaks, cedars, and chestnuts in Rich¬ 
mond and Bushey Parks ha ve lost some of 
their brunches, and the shrubs in Kew 
Gardens have suffered. In North Yorkshire, 
in the Mai ton district, fox-hunting and the 
training of horses have been almost stopped 
for weeks past.

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BITS OF OLD LONDON : LINCOLN'S INN, 
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DEATH OP LORD I DDES LEIGH. 

With deep regret, which will bo shared by all oar readers, we 
have to record the sudden death of ihe Earl of Idde&leigh, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs until within a few days 
of his demise, and one of the moat deservedly honoured loaders 
of the Conservative pirfcy. His Lordship, whoso loss will be 
sincerely mourned by all parties, had only come up from 
Devonshire on Tuesday evening to handover the seals of the 
Foreign Office to the Marquis of Salisbury* He proceeded to 
Down mg-street to perform this duty on Wednesday afternoon, 
and it wag whilst he wag going upstairs to see the Prime 
Minister that he fain tori T and had to be conveyed to Lord 
Salisbury's room* where he expired. A noble life of unselfish 
devotion to his country thus came to a painful termination. 



THE LATH; EAHL OF IDDESLEIUH. 


Horn on Cat 37,1818, the distinguished statesman, who is beat 
known as Sir Stafford .Northcote, was in his sixty*ninth year* 
He will he long and honourably remembered as the intimate 
colleague and right-hand man of the late Lord Beaconafield, 
whom he succeeded as Leader of the Houne of Commons. Sir 
Stafford Novthcote's invaluable services during the Alabama 
arbitration, in the course of which, by his native courtesy and 
good feeling, he did much to improve the relations of England and 
the United States, stand as a lusting monument of his statesman¬ 
ship. As Sir Bernard Burke concisely states in his u Peerage,'* 
Sir Stafford Norfchcofce became President of the Board of 
Trade in 18liil*7 ; Secretary of Shite for India, 1867-8; Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer, 1S74 to 1830; on his elevation to the 
Peerage last year as the Earl of Iddoeleigh ho was appointed by 
Lord Salisbury First Lord of the Treasury ; and, on the return 
of the noble Marquis to power this year, Lord Iddcsleigh 
was named Foreign Secretary. It was eminently character¬ 
istic of the Earl of Iddesleiglra gentle spirit that, much as his 
friends regretted his retirement from the Foreign Office, no 
complaint was uttered by him. Indeed, in what must have 
been one of his best letters, that in which he acknowledged 
the receipt of a sympathetic message from the Exeter 
Conservative Working Men's Union, he considerately said 
41 While I regret that circumstances have rendered it, in my 
opinion, necessary for me to resign the office of Foreign 
Secretary which I have held since the formation of the 
Cabinet, I can assure my friends that my retirement is not due 
to any political differences with my colleagues, and that, I hold 
04 heartily os ever to the great Conservative cause in which 
we—the men of Exefcer^have so long been fellow labourers/' 


THE POLITICAL SITUATION* 

So many things have happened to complicate the political 
situation since Lord Randolph Churchill felt bound to resign 
the office of Chancellor of the Exchequer that the meeting of 
Parliament is looked forward to with more than ordinary 
interest. It may clear the air. The formal explanations of 
the noble Lord the member for South Paddington in the 
House will, at any rate, dispose of some of the contradictory 
rumours set afloat by highly imaginative writers as to the 
reasons for his retirement from the Ministry* 

His Lordship could have had no more tactful successor 
as Leader of the Commons than Mr. W. II* Smith, the 
delicacy of whoso new and arduous task rendered it advisable 
for the right hon. gentleman to surrender the Secretaryship 
for War, and to fill the less onerous post of First Lord of the 
Treasury* Mr. Goscheti, being rightly accredited with a genius 
for finance, and being the direct “ Unionist ” representative of 
Lord Harrington into the liargain* manifestly adds to tho 
strength of the Cabinet of Lord Salisbury by joining it as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer* Tho right lion, gentleman has 
gallantly entered the lie Is as candidate lor the Exchange 
Division of Liverpool, where ho will be supported by the 
Conservatives and by the Liberal Unionist Association, but be 
opposed by Mr. Ralph Neville as the Glodeboman Home Rule 
candidate. It has been an open secret 15 that a palpable hint 
was dropped to Lord Cross that the shuffling of the Ministerial 
pack would have been further facilitated by his resignation* 
The Secretary for India had, however, too much backbone to 
take the hint* Less firmness, or more amiability, was shown 
by Mr* Edward Stanhope, who is supplanted at the Colonial 
Office by that exceedingly able and efficient Conservative 
Minister, Sir Henry Holland, 

The extraordinarily warlike warning forcibly given by 
Prince Bismarck to France and to bellicose General Boulanger 
has naturally concentrated public attention in this country 
mainly upon the resumption by the Marquis of Salisbury of 
the absorbing duties of Foreign Secretary. With Ear ope 
armed to the teeth, with rival nations vaunting tho 
destructiveness of mdlinite shells and magazine rifles, 
the Prime Minister may not unreasonably desire to 
direct negotiations with Foreign Powers at this juncture 


himself. Hence the resolve of the noble Marquis, before the 
lamentable occurrence of Wednesday, to resume the burden of 
the Foreign Office* 

At this crisis no one can fail to wish some good may 
result from the friendly conference round a table of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain and Sir George Trevelyan, as representing the 
41 Unionist' 1 section of the Liberal Party, with Lord Herschell, 
Sir William Hureourt, and Mr. John Moricy, the authorised 
representatives of Mr. Gladstone, on this vexed question* Wo 
were the earliest, wo believe, to suggest the desirability of an 
amicable meeting of leaders of Parties to come to a reasonable 
settlement of the Irish Problem.

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LINCOLN’S INN. 

From Henry Be Lacy, Earl of Lincoln* who died iu IS 12* a id 
whose manision stood iu the lane going north from withi i 
Temple Bar to the banks of the stream called the Old Bourne— 
now the street called Hoi born—this Inn of Court, one of the 
u Hospitia Ala j ora" of English law student# when Chief 
Justice Fortssone wrote li Do Landilms Leg am Anglk; ” in 
Henry VI*’a reign, has derived its local habitation and its 
name. The ancient lane, as everybody knows, is our familiar 
Chancery-lane ; and here stands the old Tudor Gothic rod 
brick gate-house, built in the reign of Henry Till* It may 
be remembered that some months ago a petition was presented 
by some of the mem bora of Lincoln’s Inn to the Reach era, ask¬ 
ing them to preserve, from the destruction threatened by the 
rebuilding operations, then going on* the old Gate-house of 
Lincoln's Iim fronting Chancery - lane, and the adjoining 
chambers southward. That request having l>een complied 
with, the Society of Arts have now obtained leave to place on 
the house No. 24, adjacent to the gateway, a memorial tablet 
directing the public to the residence in the time of the Common¬ 
wealth of Mr. Secretary Thurloe* The tablet will probably be 
placed on the Chancery-lane side of the house. In the chambers 
occupied by Thurloe, at No* 24, Old-square (formerly called Gate¬ 
house-court), much of the business* of the nation at that period 
was transacted, and many of the u Thurloe State Papers 1 ' were 
discovered there* There also he was visited by Milton, the 
Foreign Secretary, Cromwell, Speaker Lenthall, and all tho 
great men who espoused the Commonwealth. Sir Matthew 
Hale lived in the Gate-house itself* These references to the 
historical associations of Lincoln's Inn have already disturbed 
chronological order ; and this would bo still more confused by 
following, as they stand on our page of Sketches, the dates of 
those particular Bits of Old London ' r which may bo found in 
the precincts and vicinity ; wherefore the render must pardon 
a rambling dissertation. 

The Old Hall of this lira, a Tudor building, with Gothic 
windows, high-pitched roof and turret above, and projecting 
buitresses, was erected <at the beginning of the sixteenth 
century. It would look more like a contemporary of the 
Gate-house but for it* external coating of stucco. The hall 
inside, 70 ft. long and SO ft* wide, had a fine open roof of 
oak, which was replaced in the nineteenth century by a 
common ceiling. Here, in our time, sat the High Court of 
Chancery* Here, in tho time of Queen Elizabeth, and 
indeed, as one sang, of “ Eliza and otir James," the members of 
the Inn used to hold their revela at Christmas and at Candle¬ 
mas, and at other festive seasons, to sing glees and madrigals, 
to join in dances, and to perform masques and plays, as they 
likewise did in Gray's Inn and the Temple, which Bacon and 
Bhakspearo knew very well* The dancing waa obligatory, 
for in the seventh year of James I* it is recorded in an oriler of 
the Benchers, “ the utider-barristera were hy decimation ”— 
that is to say, a tenth of their number* taken by lot— 11 put 
out of commons, 11 or excluded from the dinner-table, “for 
example's sake, because the whole Bar were offended by their 
not dancing* according to the ancient order of the Society, 
when the Judges were present.' 1 We should like to see the 
whole of the Bar compelled to dance* in their wigs, hands* and 
gowns, before the whole Bench of Judges* Lord Halsbury 
nnd Lord Coleridge should foot it off in the foremost rank ; 
for does not the poet Gray inform us of a merry time, when^— 
Tlie Rmvp Lord Keeper led the brawls, 

Tho seals and unices danced before him? 

And did not Sir Christopher Hatton dance himself into the 
Lord Chancellorship through the graces of his Queen 7 
Marry come up! the learned Fortc&cue, of an older period 
than Coke - upon - Littleton, bears ivitness that there was. 
u both in the Inns of Court and in the Inns of Chancery, 
a sort of academy* or gymnasium, where they learn singing 
and all kinds of music, and such other accomplishments 
and diversions*” We have r indeed, heard a little singing, with 
a kind of music, afc the suppers iu Hall after a call bo the Bar, 
in the days of our own youth; “ not so much,’* says old 
Fortescue, “ to make the Law their study, but to form their 
manners and to preserve them from the contagion of vies " ; 
though he testifies of law students in his days, that ,s the 
greater part apply themselves to the study of the law." For 
their more profit in this study, when dinner was eaten, the 
junior member of each mess was required to propound some 
H moot pomV* a short statement of a case involving a legal 
question, which the others were to discuss over their wine or 
ale. Lincoln's Inn has a standing order of Edward YL's time, 
enjoining: the practice of this rule, which is, for nnght we 
know, neither rejtealed nor obeyed* 

The New Hall and Library, a fine edifice bat not a 4< Bit of 
Old London,” was bnilt forty years ago, and was opened by 
Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort. New-square was 
erected in the reign of Charles II.* but was at first called 
Serie's-court, from a Bencher of that name ; the gateway is 
much more new. Old-square has very recently been recon* 
st rue ted in a more stately style ; but in the square to the 
south of the Chapel, the u Old Buildings" of Gate-honee- 
oourt show only four houses preserving the aspect of tbe 
seventeenth century ; BO much alteration has been effected* 

The Chapel of Lincoln's Inn, associated in many thoughtful 
and religious minds with the preaching of the late Rev. F* D* 
Maurice, was built soon after the old Hall* Its stained glass 
windows, richly coloured, display among other devices tho 
motto of William IIL, 11 Je maintieudrai; " its carved oaken 
seats are of beautiful work* Ihe crypt beneath is now being 
restored to its original use of a covered walk, or cloister, with 
a broad double arcade. This was the burial-place of members 
of the Inn, and here were laid William Prynuc, Thurloe, and 
Baxter, eminent scholars of the Puritan Commonwealth. The 
chapel was re-openod, after enlargement, in April, 188$, 

Among the most illustrious members of Lincoln's Inn was 
Sir Thomas More, Chancellor of England, author of “ Utopia,” 
the loyal Englishman but firm Catholic, beheaded by a cruel 
and hypocritical tyrant in 1535, and just now canonised 
at Rome as a Saint of the Church, During the reigns of 
the later Tudors ant! of the Stuarts, the Roman Catholics 
in England were forbidden to have chapels of their 
own ; and those in London used to attend worship at 
the chapels of the foreign Ambassadors. The Ambassador 
of the Bake of Savoy, styled kter tho King of Sardinia* had 
his residence in Lincoln's Inn-fields, behind which, in Sardinia- 
Btreet, formerly culled Duke-street* entered beneath an arch, is 
“ the old Sardinian Chapel,” the Church of St. Anselm and 
St* Cocilia* The original chapel was partly destroyed 
by the Gordon riot mob in 1780, but was soon rebuilt. 
Lincoln s Inn-fields, one of the largest of Loudon squares, 
with one of the finest gardens, contains public and private 
buildings of much interest; the College of Surgeons is the 
most important* The house on.the north side occupied by Sir 
John Soane's Museum, which contains his valuable collection 
of Egyptian. Greek, and Roman antiquities* sculpture, pnint* 
ings T and architectural decorations, is decorated with two 
statues, and four capitals of Grecian columns, queerly cropped 
off their shafts. But as this museum was founded in 1837, it 
hardly demands a precise account in connection with ihe 
remaining features of Old London. 
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PARISIAN SAYINGS AND DOINGS.

Paris* Tuesday, Jan, 11* 

It fa useless to conceal the fact: the Parisians arc all talking 
about war. “Shall we have war?" “Will it ka winter 
campaign J" “No; the date of the second week in May has 
been fixed upon at Berlin“ For my part,” adds another, 
51 1 do not believe we shall have war ns long as the Emperor 
William is alive. It is true, he may the to-morrow.” '■ 1 can 
tell you," says a well-informed witness. 11 that last week at a 
dinner-table. General Boulanger said, "If I wore in the place 
of the Germans, I should declare war at once, because every 
year that passes our strength is increasing/" “ It is incon¬ 
testable that we are superior to the Germane in artillery; in 
general armament it remains to be seen who is the best* At 
any rate, at present we are having new rapid-fire guns made 
which are to render us invincible ; in the army, our officers are 
working and training their troops just as if the war were to 
begin next week.” If this war does take place, and it seems 
impossible to prevent it, except by a general disarmament and 
the restitution to France of her lost provinces, it will be a 
war of annihilation ; and, if the Germans win* France will 
sink to the level of a country declaxsi like Spain, and Pam 
will become comparable with Aix-la-Chapelle* Only this time 
there will be no division of opinion, and France will not 
accept defeat until she has lost her last man, and spent her 
last sou. It was noticeable the other day, when there was 
first talk about an immediate war, that there was no dis¬ 
sension in the press. The Orleanist Soldi, the Legitimist 
Gazette do France the Imperialist Aittvrite, and the irre- 
concileabk Intrfimigeunt were, for once, in harmony with the 
lUpuhlique Frm$ate& and the moderate Temps, Furthermore, 
the men who will fight are the survivors of 1870—men who 
have seen service, and who have souvenirs which will give 
consistency to their efforts. “ I have, at home," said an officer 
of the reserve to me yesterday, “a photograph of a group 
taken in 1867, when Wfi w ere at school. AVe were twenty-one 
in that group. Seven of them were killed by the Germans in 
1870-1871. We fourteen who remain demand nothing better 
than to avenge our lost comrades," 

The Census returns for the year 3886 have just been 
published, ami from them we find that the total of the 
population of France is 3$ ,218,903, which shows nn increase 
of 516,855 since the last Census—taken five yearn ago. In the 
preceding period of five years (1876-1881), the increase was 
greater—namely, 766,260." Fifty-eight departments show an 
increase of population, and twenty-nine others a decrease ; the 
displacement of the population is in favour of the great centres. 
In 1881 the population of Faris was 2,269,023; in 1886, the 
population was 2,344,550 ; or, in other words, mi increase of 
75,527 inhabitants only, as compared with the increase of 
280,217 noted in 1881. The population of the suburbs of 
Paris has increased by 86,233 since 1881, aud now amounts to 
a total of 616,539. Lyons, Bordeaux, and Marseilles have also 
seen their population increase. In all, there ore fifty-three 
towns in France with more than 30,000 inhabitants. 

The Chambers met this afternoon for the first time after 
the Christmas holidays, and the Parliamentary stupidities of 
last year are therefore about to recommence. It appears that 
the hostility between the Bight and the Left will continue, 
and the moderate Republicans will march hand in hand with 
tho most violent Radicals against the Conservatives, who will 
not admit that they are powerless. There seems no likelihood 
of conciliation and of the union of the moderate Conservatives 
with tho moderate Republicans, which would alone form a 
datable and reasonable constitutional centre. 

There has been some talk, this week, about the proposed 
transfer of the remains of Gambctta to the Pantkdon. The 
great orator’s remains are safer in their modest grave on the 
shore of the Mediterranean, and amongst the roses of Nice, 
than they would be in the vaults of the Pantheon. For some 
months past, a shed and scaffol ling have encumbered the Place 
du Carrousel; ond inside that shed in being erected the 
Gambctta memorial monument. For Paris this is enough ; 
and who knows bow long this monument will be allowed to 
subsist ? T. C, 

The Portuguese Cortes having been dissolved, the new 
elections will take place at the end of next month and in 
March, and the Cortes will reassemble at the beg inning of April, 

The German Emperor and Empress gave a state dinner party 
on Friday, tho 7th fast,, the guests Including the Duke of 
Raxc-Colmrg-Gotha (on the wing for Paris and the Riviera), 
the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden, tho German 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess, Princes William and Henry, 
Princess Victoria, and the Hereditary Prince and Frinccsa of 
Saxe-Meiningen. Princess William was unable to be present.— 
The German Army Bill came on for discussion on Tuesday 
in tho Reichstag. The President reported that none of the 
proposals of the measure had obtained a majority m Com¬ 
mittee. Count Von Moltke moved the second rending of the 
bill, and said if it was rejected they would moat certainly 
have war. The army alone rendered possible the protection 
of all the other political institutions. Subsequently, Prince 
Bismarck address A the Assembly. He said they were bourn! 
to main tain for this part of tho globe tho blessings of peace, 
for which, above all, they nceiled a strong army. The Chan¬ 
cellor spoke of the “cordial relations” of Germany with 
Austria, and of the “good relations” with Russia, The 
German Government would not allow itself to be induced by 
anyone to make an enemy of Russia for the sake of Bulgaria. 
Their relations with France were more difficult to maintain, 
because a long historical process had to be accomplished before 
all differences could be conciliated. Under no circumstances 
would Germany attack France; but it was necessary that she 
should be so artned as to be equal to the contingency should 
war again, break out; and the past taught them that they could 
not count upon peace with France as a permanency. The 
Government must now insist on their demand, We give in 
the next column the chief portions of these important speeches. 

The Crown Prince Rudolph and the Crown Princess, who 
have been paying a visit to the favourite health resort of 
Abazzia. in the south, returned to Vienna on Sunday morning.— 
The preliminaries of anew treaty of commerce between Austria- 
Hungary and Ttoumauia have been agreed upon. 

The Bulgarian Government, in a Circular Note addressed to 
the Powers, meets the charges made against it in the Note 
recently issued by M, De Giers, and expresses the firm resolve 
of the Bulgarians to defend their rights and autonomy. 

It is announced from Calcutta that the Queen’s JubOee is 
to be celebrated throughout India on the lfith prox. Lord and 
Lady Rosebery have arrived at Calcutta, where they will bo 
Lord Bufferin ’» guests at Government House. 

The Executive Commission for the Centennial Exhibition 
to be held at Melbourne, Australia, in 1888. has been appointed. 
It consists of fifteen members, Mr. Higinbotham being 
president; Sir James M“Bain, Hon. Peter Lator, Sir William 
J. Clarke. Bart., and Hon. F. Sargood, vice-presidents : and 
Mr. Lavater. secretary. The General Commission will be 
appointed later on. 


THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 

SPEECHES OF COUNT YON MOLTKE AND 
PRINCE VON BISMARCK. 

The great event that everybody had been looking forward to in 
Berlin with the keenest interest came off on Tue&day—ifc was 
the debate on the second reading of the Army Bill in the German 
Reichstag. The two most important speeches were those of 
Count von Moltke and Prmoe von Bismarck- Both these 
speakers met with triumphant receptions from the crowd in. 
front of the Reich&Ug on arriving at and leaving the House. 
After some little time had been spent on the introduction of 
amendments and so on, Count von Moltke rose and addressed 
the House as follows ;— 

“Gentlemen,—Nobody amongst us. I should imagine, 
deceives himself as to the seriousness of the times in which 
we are living. The Governments of all the great Powers are 
taking tho strongest precautions in order to meet an uncertain 
future. Everybody is asking. Shall we have war l If in this 
political tension a State is in a position to work for the con¬ 
tinuance of peace, it is Germany, who is not taking a direct 
part in the questions which are exciting other nations. It is 
Germany who, since the existence of the Empire, has shown 
that site does not want to attack any of her neighbours, if not 
compelled by any one of them to do so. In order, however, to 
play this difficult, perhaps thankless, role, Germany must be 
strong and armed for war. If the Government's demand be 
rejected, then l think, gentlemen, that we shall most certainly 
have war. The opinions of the House differ as to the duration 
of the grant. Now, I should like to remind you that the army 
can never be a provisional institution. It aloue renders the 
existence of all other institutions in the country possible: 
political and civil freedom, the finances, and the State stand 
or fall with the army. Grants for short periods, gentlemen, 
are of no use. The "basis of every efficient military organi¬ 
sation depends upon consistency and stability. New cadres 
only become really good in the course of a series of years. I 
may say that the eyes of Europe are to-day directed to this 
Assembly ; to tho resolutions which you will adopt in a matter 
of such extreme importance, I appeal to your sense of 
patriotism and beg you to accept the bill of the Government 
unabridged and without modifications. Show to the world 
that the nation and the Government are reunited, and that 
you, gentlemen, are ready for any sacrifice, even that of your 
opinions, when it is a question of securing the safety of our 
Fatherland." 

At the commencement of Prince Bismarck's speech he 
denied that Germany was following any aggressive policy. 
“Since 1871," he said, “we have been endeavouring to con¬ 
solidate ourselves. Wo have always followed a policy of 
reconciliation with the Powers against which we have fought. 
AVe have succeeded in this. So with regard to Austria, our 
relations with that Power are better than in the timo of the 
Bundestag, better than at any previous period. They arc based 
Upon secure and mutual confidence. As to Russia, our relations 
with her are as friendly as ever, but from that circumstance no 
reason for voting against the bill can be deduced. By us these 
friendly relations with Rtissia will never be disturbed. Neither. 
do I believe that Russia will attack us, or that she is looking for 
alliances against us. The fate of Bulgaria is totally indifferent 
to ns; and it fa the same with the question who shall rule there. 
I repeat what I have said already ; The whole Eastern question 
is not worth to us the bones of a single Pomeranian grenadier. 
We will not have the cord thrown around our neck by anybody 
in order to draw uh from Russia. When I read the German 
papers which attacked me because I did not begin a war with 
her on account of Bulgaria, I remembered the scene in 
* Hamlet/ where the actor sheds tears for Hecuba. The friend¬ 
ship of Russia is much more important to us than that of 
Bulgaria and her friends in our country. Tho difficulty of 
maintaining peace lies in the relations between Austria and 
Russia. Our task is to mediate between both Powers, and to 
balance their conflicting interests. It is a rather difficult task ; 
and we risk being regarded in Austria—and even more in 
Hungary—as Russian, and in Russia as Austrian. But we 
continue our efforts ; and, if we succeed in them, we shall 
gladly tolerate this eventuality*" 

As to France, “ I cannot say that our efforts to come to 
ood terms had the same results as with Austria." After an 
is tori cal review of events since Louis Quatorze, Prince 
Bismarck continued :—“Wo havo no intention to begin tho 
war. We don’t want anything from France. In 1871 I hesi¬ 
tated a moment to take Metz; but i was told by military 
authorities that Metz was worth a hundred thousand men, and 
I took it; but, now, what shall we take from France ? She has 
nothing that we could wish to have ; and whoever says that wo 
arc willing to provoke a war with France tells a falsehood. Don’t 
forget that in France not the majorities, but tho minorities, are 
the deciding factor. I know that the present Government and 
the former Governments of M. De Frcyeinet and M. Ferry arc 
peaceable; but who can say which party will be at the helm in 
the next twenty-four hours 7 I think wo shall have a war with 
France. I cannot say whether in ten days or ten years. That 
depends upon how long the present Government remains in 
office* The possibility of preventing the war lies in our 
strength. As soon as France believes us to be inferior to her, 
she Will attack us. Under these circumstances I cannot give 
assurances of peace. These would be nothing else but phrases. 
Have you ever heard that one French Minister had ventured 
to say openly : We submit to facte, and renounce Alsace- 
Lorraine? The danger from Franceia the reason for submitting 
this bill" 

Prince Bismarck then discussed the chances of n war with 
France, pointing out that he did not think it probable, but not 
impossible, that Germany might lie defeated. He was frank 
enough to say that if Germany were victorious she would not 
deal moderately with France, but would render her harmless 
for generations, and prevent her from concluding any more 
alliances. “The peace of 1871" he added, “would be child’s 
play compared with that of, let ns say, 1890." In the course 
of his remarks Prince Bismarck discussed the constitutional 
positions of the Government anti the Parliament, and 
announced that the Government would immediately dissolve 
Parliament if the Bill were rejected or amended in any way. 


A statue of the late Lord (THagaii, subscribed for by 
English and Irish public men, was unveiled on Tuesday in the 
hall of the Four Courts, Dublin. 

The annual exhibition of the National Peristcronic Society 
was held at the Crystal Palace on Tuesday, when a very choice 
selection of nearly every variety of pigeons was displayed. 

The Budget Committee of the Danish Parliament having 
reduced the Estimates prepared by the Government by thirteen 
millions of crowns, the King on Saturday last dissolved the 
Folkething, and directed that the new elections should take 
place on the 28th inet 

Sir Patrick Jennings, the Premier of New South Wales, 
and the members of his Cabinet have tendered their resig¬ 
nation.—The third match between Show’s Eleven and an Eleven 
of Australia was concluded at Sydney on Tuesday last, and 
resulted in a victory fur the Englishmen by nine wickets. 


THE PLAYHOUSES, 

We are on the eve of the production, of several very important 
plays, and some of them, no doubt, will give tone aud character 
to the winter theatrical season. Sir Charles Young, I regret 
to say, was far too unwell to finish or produce the new drama 
that waste have followed “Jim tho Penman’" at the H ay- 
market, whereupon the valuable services of Mr. Harry Arthur 
Jones were secured for a comedy called “ Hard Hit," to be 
produced next Monday, with an excellent cast, including Mi*. 
E* S. Willard* Mr, Beerbohm-Tree, and Misa Marion Terry, 
who will be cordially welcomed back to the stage after her 
long and severe illness. By-the-way, a very important brief 
for the defence of H A Noble Vagabond," at the Princess’s* 
has been placed in the able bands of Mr. William Archer, 
who will proceed to demolish and pnt to the rout all the 
critics who were not extravagantly fascinated with that 
curious work. Mr. Archer, from the first, boldly proclaimed 
the merits of the new melodrama by Mr, Jones, and professed 
to be deeply interested, whereas others were distracted 
by the superfluous energy and noisy violence that the 
drama called into play. It is by no means certain that the 
policy of keeping the drama steadily on the boards and, at 
least, giving it a fair chance after a dreadful week of snow, 
slush, fog r and Christmas pantomimes, was not the correct one, 
after all. “The Noble Vagabond" is certainly becoming 
popular, and justifying the faith of all who from the first 
strenuously upheld its merits. Here we have, then, a striking 
example of the managerial folly that allows its weekly 
expenses to be to excessive as not even to allow for the 
margin of a week 1 ** business of snow or accidental bad 
business* It comes to this, that unless a new play begins to 
make a profit the night after it is produced it is a useless 
property, and the sooner it is destroyed and put out of its 
misery the bettor for the pockets of all concerned, ffhere 
must bo something radically wrong here. Far too much 
money must be spent on tho mounting of plays and on actors’ 
salaries if a small margin of preliminary bad business can¬ 
not be allowed to any new production. In other words, 
there ought always to be floating capital in order to tide over 
bad times, ns there is in any other commercial undertaking. 
If “ The Noble Vagabond” turn out a success, after all, much 
credit will he due to those who boldly backed their opinion. 

The day after the Ilaymarket comedy we are invited to see 
a new farce at the Globe, where **The Pickpocket ” has run its 
appointed time. Of course, both Mr. W. J, Hill and Mr, W* $* 
Fen ley will be in the oast of u Our Lodgers." by Mr, Brandon 
Thomas and Mr, Maurice De Yerney, which fa said to be 
founded on an old French vaudeville, “Ma Niece et Mon 
Oars," a plot that has been used before on more than one 
occasion. But that is immaterial, since Mr. Brandon Thomas 
has a rich gift of humour. For the purposes of the new play, 
Miss Blanche Iforlock will bo added to Mr. Haw treys company', 
tho young lady who played so well in the light-comedy scenes 
of ** Sister Mary." 

Ry-the-way, a contemporary has made a little slip in 
stating that Mr* Leonard Boyne* who has only just arrived at 
the Vaudeville in the character of Tom Jones, was about to 
leave again. Mr* Boyne will certainly remain a member of 
Mr. Thorne'a company during the run of “ Sophia," and has 
been engaged for the next piny appointed to follow Mr. 
Buchanan's comedy, whenever it may be wanted. Mr. Boyne's 
clever, intense, and sympathetic rendering of Fielding's hero 
has given the greatest satisfaction to all who have seen it. 
There is no affectation in his enthusiasm, or namby-pamby ism 
in his passion. In certain vigorously-drawn dramatic charac¬ 
ters Mr, Leonard Boyne is now what Mr. Charles Coghlaii once 
was—we mean in the days of “ Man and Wife,” at the Prince 
of Wales’s. 

Having pointed out the error of another, I may as well 
correct one of my own. A courteous correspondent has 
pointed out that it fa not strictly accurate to say that Harry 
Payne never played any other character than that of clown, 
I find, on referring the question to Mr. Payne, that my cor¬ 
respondent is perfectly right. Me played Charles the Wrestler, 
when iShakspeare’s “Ah You Like It" was revived, for Mr. 
Scott Siddous at the Haymarket; and, again, when it was 
played by Mr* and Mrs. Kendal at the Opera Comique,

This funny play will certainly attract 
attention until Mis* Kate Vaughan fa ready with her excellent 
and well-chosen company, prepared to give os old comedies in 
first-class stylo. 

The long-expected date for the new Gilbcrt-Sullivan opera 
at the Savoy is fixed for Saturday, Jan* 22. But the authors 
have not yet decided on a title, though the cost of characters 
has long since been published. 

At Mr*. Nyc Chart’s pretty and excellently managed theatre 
at Brighton I hod the pi ensure of seeing the other evening 
a really capital pantomime for children* 1 mean a pantomime 
of the good old pattern, with plenty of fairy story, fun, jokes, 
fanciful business, and a wonderful giant ! The charming 
singing of Miss Conyers and her graceful acting contributed 
not a little to the success of the immortal “Jack and the 
Bean-Stalk " ; and in the course of the evening we were intro¬ 
duced to tho two funny German eccentrics, called “Stebb and 
Trepp,” who have considerably excited the Brighton public* 
They certainly ought to be seen at the Alhambra* where “ Oh ! 
Rusanim ! " would be as popular as the eccentric battle between 
the “Two Macs." No one who has the chance should miss 
toeing the Brighton pantomime, for, as wo all know, this merry 
watering-place is now a London suburb.

law since last August* under the direction of Hr. John Roche* 
president of the Wood ford branch of the * L National League/ 1 
They assembled tumultuously, upon several occasions hi that 
month* lo offer forcible resistance to the county sheriff* the 
bailiffs* and the police* coming legally to take possession of 
the tenements of defaulting tenants* At Drumecn, on Aug. 27, 
the house of Thomas Saunders was found to be strongly barri¬ 
caded ; the bailiffs ascended by scaling-ladders* and were 
assailed by twenty or thirty men on the roof with showers of 
boiling water* lime* and stones* by which many were seriously 
hurt. The chapel bell of the village was rung, horns were 
blown* and the priest* Father Egan, was looking on at the 
fray. At the Connaught Winter Assi&es, at Sligo, on Bee, 2^* 
before Chief Baron Palles* eleven of the rioters who defended 
44 Saunders’ Fort Tl were tried ; five were convicted of actual 
violence, and four of aiding by their presence. Twenty-five 
others were found guilty of similar offences committed at 
Ballynakilty and other places on Lord Clanricarde’s estate- 
The Judge gave sentence on Wednesday week, condemning five 
of the prisoners to eighteen months 1 imprisonment, twenty- 
six of them to twelve months' imprisonment, and ordering 
five to be bound over to keep the peace fur three years, or 
to go to jail for six months. 

Chief Baron Palles further observed that on four different 
days the sheriff proceeded to Woodford to execute writs from 
the nigh Court of Justice, accompanied by 250 police and a 
large number of district inspectors, acting under the command 
of two county inspectors, two resident magistrates, and with 200 
military. The sheriff and hia bailiffs were assaulted in the 
discharge of their duty noon each occasion. During that time 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, standing there under the orders 
of the county inspectors, moved not. No order was 
given for one whole hour; the officers of the Queen 
were attempting to execute her Majestywrit; there 
were breach oh of the peace, in gross and open violation of 
the law, and in eon tempt of rhe authority of the Queeu and 
her mandate to the sheriff, in the presence of the constabulary 
forces, who did nothing. At the con elusion of that period, 
orders were given them by the resident magistrate, and then 
they performed their duties with promptitude and courage* 
but with remarkable patience and forbeuranee ; for of the 
many thousands who formed the riotous mobs, there was no 
injury suffered by any* In the observations he now made* he 
excluded all reference to the military, for their officers were 
bound to wait for the command of the civil authority, lie 
refrained from referring to the subordinate officers* the 
district inspectors, the sergeants and the men of the con¬ 
stabulary, for they were bound to wait for the orders of 
the county inspector. His observations pointed to the two 
county inspectors, and the two resident magistrates, provided 
they were acting upon their own responsibility. He took leave 
to say that in point of law no illegal order or an uncon¬ 
stitutional order given by an officer (he eared not how high he 
he)* Inspector-General* or* to go higher* Under-Secretary or 
Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant* could justify 
any man in the violation of the law. He was bound 
to * say that if an indictment were at trial before him 
now against these two county inspectors and these two 
resident magistrates—-however ho might have been satisfied 
that they were actuated by the best motives—he could not 
have withdrawn the evidence from the jury They had been 
guilty of an indictable offence, in his opinion* upon the 
admitted facts, and be hoped that this matter would have the 
consideration it deserved from persons in high authority ; the 
execution of d carers of the judiciary did not depend, in any 
civilised country, upon the will of the executive who for the 
moment might happen to be in office. In the execution of 
their writs they could allow to enter no question of party 
politics. If the law be wrong, let that law be altered by the 
Legislature, and the Judges were bound to bow at once and 
carry oat the altered law* but the Judge could net look beyond 
the la xv.

issuing forth, under guard of the police* to cut trees for fuel * 
and the house of an evicted tenant, Pat Conroy* fortified and 
occupied as a station of the Royal Irish Constabulary, From 
the same Artist, lately in County Kerry, we received the sketch 
of a scone* already mentioned* at an eviction there; fhe 
incident of the old man leaving his home with bis little grand¬ 
child, General Sir Redvers Roller* who held command of all 
the police in Kerry and Clare* with the Authority of divisional 
magistrate* during three mouths preceding December, was 
called as a witness in the Dublin Police Court, along with 
Sir Michael Hicks Beach* the Chief Secretary for Ireland, on 
Friday (yesterday) week by the defendants under Government 
prosecution, Messrs. John Dillon, M.F., W. O'Brien, M/P*, 
Matthew Harris, M.P.* Redmond, M.F„ and Shoehy. The 
oyeot in calling them was to prove that the Government 
officials had thought fit to put some pressure on certain land¬ 
lords to make abatements of rent, which might serve as an 
argument that the H plan of campaign " could not be an 
unlawful conspiracy. Neither the Chief Secretary* however* 
nor General Buller* oould be got to make any important 
admissions. The defendants are committed for trial. 


A circular has been issued by the Local Government Board 
to the clerks of vestries and district boards of the metropolis, 
Containing suggestions in regard to rnethrds of providing work 
for the unemployed. Attention was specially directed to works 
required in the various districts* and to the condition of the 
streets. 

The Mayor and Mayoress of Dorchester (Mr. and Mrs. Pope) 
gave a juvenile fancy dress ball at the Townhall on Wednesday 
evening. The company numbered about 150, and many of the 
dresses were of a handsome and picturesque description. The 
hall was tastefully adorned and brilliantly lighted. The 
festivity* which m a novel occurrence in Dorchester, was most 
successful. 

The usual weekly entertainment at Rrompton Hospital 
took place on Tuesday, and consisted of a performance by the 
Grenadier Guards’ Minstrel Troupe. The programme* which 
was exceedingly well arranged and splendidly carried out* gave 
immense pleasure to a very large audience, the efforts of 
Lieutenant Count Gleichen, Lien tenant-Colonel Ricardo* 
Captain F. C. Ricardo, Lieutenant >" agent, Lieutenant A. W. 
Cotton, and others being rewarded by frequent laughter and 
applause. The evening eo urinded with the National Anthem* 
and a vote of thanks to the troupe for their valuable services. 


THE LADIES 1 COLUMN. 

The amusing title which the artist representing TheIlhttfrated 
Ltmdm Ahor in Rnrmah gave to the women there in one of 
the sketches published last week ( 4I The Real Ruler in the 
Land") can only be appreciated by those who know so me-* 
thing of the position of women in our new territory. I his is 
in striking contrast, to the enslaved and immured condition of 
Indian women generally. The. streets of Mandalay, and other 
Burmese towns, have women walking about in them* unveiled 
and prettily at tiled, as freely as English women walk in London. 
Most of the Burmese women are clever and capable* and have 
their hands full of business. In many cases, amongst the lower 
classes* the husband stay sat home ami attends to the house-work* 
while the wife does the remunerative out-door labour. In the 
higher claves, the women are generally consul ted about their 
husbands' business affairs* and as much weight is given to their 
opinion as If they were partners in the firm. The result of all 
this is that the Burmese women* as a body, hold such a position 
as to be generally recog aired by foreigners as prominent and 
important members of the States—in short* as the real rulers 
in the land/* 

It is customary in Burmah for a man to take to wife a 
woman older than himself. This practice* which no doubt 
bod itg origin in observation of the overcrowding caused by 
the early marriage of Hindoo girls* in its turn causes ami 
explains the influence ami authority allowed to Burmese wives. 
In England* men commonly marry girls considerably younger 
than themselves; and this may account for the patent fact that 
many gentlemen continue to treat their wives all through life 
as little more than children—as they, in feet, wore when they 
wore wedded. Wo are apt to forget that when a man of 
thirty marries a woman of twenty* he has had half us many 
years again as she has had in which to gain wisdom, knowledge 
of life and character, ami stability of mental constitution. 
He ought, therefore, to be the wiser and steadier of the two 
from this cause alone, not to mention also his usually better 
education* and the well-known, unquestionable* and inalien¬ 
able superiority of hie sex. 

Good, brave* generous and civilised men uray make laws 
designed to protect women from the cowardly savage ruffians 
whom the stronger sex yet* alas \ includes ; but those laws will 
come to naught if the disposition of the man to whom their 
administration is entrusted be such as to lead him to 
sympathise with the scoundrel assailant rather than with 
the mangled victim. The inadequate penalties inflicted by 
magistrates, in cases of assaults upon women, not infrequently 
give cause for surprise and indignation. But it is long 
since so crying an outrage upon law and order was 
perpetrated* from the very seat of justice* as iu the sentence 
parsed by Mr. Edlin the other day on & brute, in the shape of 
a man* who cut a watch-dog's throat* broke into a house, made 
a violent attempt upon the person of a poor woman whom he 
found there alone* and finally, enraged by her resistance* 
attempted to murder her with two stabs in the threat. This 
remorseless ruffian* guilty of four distinct offences against 
society* each one of the most serious character, was sentenced 
to — 4 r tii* vumthx impri^onwnit / This is how the laws of 
England* in Assistant Judge Ed)in's hands* protect the property* 
the honour* anti tho life of women. 

So gross a scandal should not pass with only a few words 
of indignation. If the Sovereign still pressed the irrespousibla 
power of removing Judge** surely we might, without hesitation, 
appeal to the Queen to see that the laws which abundantly exist 
for the protection of her Majesty's subjects of her own sex shall 
not be thus croelly and cynically made a nullity. But, as we 
all know, a part of the constitutional struggle tor the freedom 
of our nation raged around tho once-existing power of the Crown 
to dismiss Judges, who then held office by the Royal will; and 
by the famous Act which placed tho line of Brunswick on the 
Throne, it was declared that only on petition from both Houses 
of the Legislature should a Judge bo removed from the Bench - 
for bad behaviour. Does this apply also to the Assistant Judge 
of the Sessions Court ? If so,'the daty pf the Home decretory 
is clearly to bring this scandal and outrage on justice before 
the House of Co mm ons ; while if Mr. Matthews have authority 
in the matter himself, I think few people will doubt that his 
duty is equally clear and stern. 

Only a souse of duty on my part leads me to bring so 
shocking a Subject before my readers. But in this age, when 
private beneficence can do so little and law so much to cure or 
prevent misery* the benevolence of ladies cannot evade tho 
obligation to care for the laws under which their poor sisters 
live* and the way in which those lawo are administered. In 
George Meredith’s “ Ballad of Fair Ladies in Revolt*’' one urges 
the ladies not to leave their ‘ 4 sheltered walks 11 for “the outer 
ways, how rough* how vile!” But the ladies make answer— 
“We hear women’s shrieks on them.” Where poor* helpless 
women are suffering, can the ladies of the class that baa 
influence “ pass by on the other side >T with a quiet conscience ? 

But it Is a relief to turn to a brighter subject Brilliant as 
is often the scene on Drury-Lane stage* I never saw those 
boards present a more attractive a&pect than on Twelfth 
Night, on the occasion of the centenary celebration of (f the 
cutting of the Baddeley cake.” The old actor* who died 
a hundred years ago* bequeathing a small sum of money 
to provide a Twelfth Caku annually for the consumption 
of the company employed at Drury-Lone Theatre, would, 
indeed* have opened his eyes if he had seen this year the long 
rows of tables set out, and the supper with which they were 
spread. “ The company of Drury-Lane/ 1 of course* were 
present There was Miss Dot Mario in ruby plush* and Miss 
Blands 13 re re ton in grey faille Frangaise* and the premiere 
dansense in the antithesis of her ordinary costume on those 
boards—viz., in a long trained robe of scarlet broch£; and the 
children's favourite clown wrapping his portly form in a long 
fur-lined overcoat Besides these there were a crowd of 
representatives of the press* such as Mr. Broadley and 
Mr. G. A.. Gala ; actors from other theatres* such as Mr. 
Thomas Thorne and Miss Lottie Venue ; patrons of the 
drama* like Earl Cairns and Sir G. Array tage; members 
of Parliament* such as Mr. Chaplin and Sir John Gorsfc; 
playwrights* like Mr. Gilbert; and musicians* like Mr. 
Gan*. A public performance of the animated scene that was 
displayed between the statue of her Majesty and the footlights 
would draw a larg‘d audience*,! F Mr. Harris could persuade his 
distinguished visitors to bo severally prominently labelled. 

It is only tantalising to know that one is in the midst of a 
throng of more or less famous people and not to he able 
to guess "who's who/' In this age of advertisement* 
probably, any form of label that was not too obvious 
in its intention would be welcomed and worn with pleasure 
by many- One Peeress* of Jewish extraction* always in evenings 
carries her monogram and coronet in diamonds on the sticks 
of her fan v another titled lady wears and exhibits a broad 
gold band bracelet, with her initials upon it, conspicuously 
marked out in diamonds* in largo Roman letters. Mrs.Langtry 
used to have her initials embroidered on the parasols beneath 
which she walked in the park. But u genuine label would bo 
much more convenient than any of these devices, and not 
more plainly designed as a general announcement of identity.

Me founded the Society of Telegraph 
Engineers* and was its honorary secretary from its formation 
iu 187a Sir Francis married, in 1806, Julia, daughter of Mr. 
R. Mathews, of Oaklands Park* Surrey. 


Rift WALTER WATSON HUGHES, 

Sir Walter Watson Hughes. late of South Australia, tiled on 
the 1st inst* at Fnncourt* Chertsey* aged eighty-four. He was* 
early in life* a Master in the Mercantile Marine* and, having 
settled in South Australia in 1841* he became largely engaged 
in mining and pastoral pursuits. He was considered the 
** father " of the University of Adelaide, and shared in the 
expenses of explorations in the new country which he had 
made his home.

They are as bad as the 
intolerable seaman created (t grieve to own) by an English 
ex-middy—the William of Douglas Jerrold's Black-Eyed 
Susan," who cannot speak you half a dozen words without 
bringing in a capstan, or a marlinspiko, or some equally 
irrelevant object of the sea* H I look as lubberly as a Chinese 
junk under a jurymast" says he. “I’m afraid to throw out 


a signal—my heart knocks against my timbers like a jolly- 
boat, in a breeze, alongside a seventy-four " ; and so on, by the 
mile—or, perhaps I should say. by the knot 1

In speaking of these songs of the sea have t ever, by any 
chance, used the word “English 11 ? If so, I tremble and 
retract. The brawny Scot who stands out for “ British "—to 
be applied, os the only allowable term, in cases when it is 
obviously impossible to say ” Scottish ” (as in speaking* for 
example, of Shakspeare) : this stern patriot would he even 
more in the right than usual in this particular case. Nearly 
nil of the very best of British sea-songs have been written by 
Scotchmen* There was Campbell, without a rival in any age, 
whose chants no Tyrtgms can ever equal, a» no battlefield can 
have the poetry of the surging wave* There was Allan 
Cunningham, of the “ Wet Sheet and the Flowing Sea 11 ; and 
there was Thomson, of the “ Seasons "—not that the " Seasons " 
dm fairly be described as nautical, but that few people 
realise that he wrote anything besides that unforgofcten and 
unread poem ; while fewer still associate him with “ Buie 
Britannia "—to which magnificent melody he wrote the 
splendid and spirited words* 

Another tune that everybody knows, while but few south- 
countrymen have ever heard the beautiful words— 1 braid 
Scots " this time, it must Ikj owned—is Mickle's “ There is nae 
luck about the house,” Tot I think no other poem in the 
world gives like this one the excitement, and the passion, and 
the half-humorous bustle of the sailor’s return, nor so brings 
before one the life of the little seaport town. Bums celled it 
*' one of the most beautiful songs in the Scots' or any other 
language "—and Burns himself might have written the cry, 
twice repeated— 

Am! will r hi# fiwo again ? 

Ami will 1 bear him ri>oak f 

I'm clowEirlglit dlEzy wi‘ the thnnglu; 

In troth I 'm Ufce to greet l 

Yet, to the lowly Englishman, who is obliged to own that 
even “Rule Britannia " was not written south of the Tweed, 
it is a little consolation to remember that a Scotchman himself 
called the greatest sea-verses ever written by the name of 
“The Mariners of England"—that it is thrir flag which his 


poetry shall celebrate, longer than the thousand years which 
it has braved the battle and the breeze : long as the English 
language (forgive a stubborn world which will not call it 
British !) is spoken* in its strongest forms, aboard the myriad 
ships which—

A Tmr in Eden, by Harriet Waters 
Preston (J* Fisher Unwin), in two volumes* adds to the list; for 
the ** year M in its various seasons is spent in New England, and 
the characters are almost wholly American. The story is well 
told, ami the reader's attention is attracted by the first chapter, 
which ia an excellent piece of word-painting. Each individual 
character is very clearly defined, and the play of these characters 
upon each other is well conceived and carried out. The end of 
the book must necessarily cause a certain amount of dis¬ 
appointment to numerous readers, leaving, as it docs, so many 
lives incomplete* Possibly the author may intend, by- 
and-by, to pick up her threads and to go on weaving, 
The heroines, Monza and Helen, arc in exact contradiction 
the cue to the other, and exercise a very unfortunate 
influence on Philip Winslow* The interview between Helen 
and her Husband w an unpleasant, and* let ns hope, an un¬ 
usual scone between husband and wife, distinguished as it is 
by a selfish and cold brutality on the man's part* Poor Helen's 
last faint hope of living on, quietly striving to keep alight the 
flame of her mock belief of happiness, disappears surely from 
that moment. The two Miss Middletons are a charming old 
couple ; the brothers, Arthur and Stuart, careful little studies 
of two perfect boys* Clementine Griswold is intensely amusing 
with her thoroughly well-intentioned, but deliciously vague and 
inconsistent, gossip. Mrs* Charles Raynor and her insular pre¬ 
judices appear in certain moments with an amusing emphasis, 
and add zest to the progress of the story; which is also heightened 
by Monza's outspoken passionate sentiments and wayward 
independent actions. Modern atheism* and that half-educated 
and wholly enthusiastic religion of culture, plays a prominent 
part in the framework of the story, which passes with the 
seasons from the promise of spring, through the glow of 
summer, to the fleeting glories and fading leaves of autumn, 
finally closing with the fresfc and blight of winter.

NATIVES OP SOUTHERN INDIA AND CEYLON.

The native populations of the southern peninsula of India, 
and those of the neighbouring large island of Ceylon, belong 
for the most port to races totally different from the principal 
nations of Northern and Central India. They are not of the 
Aryan stock, but mainly of two races, called by ethnologists 
the Dravidiati and the KoIarian,of which the last-named seems 
to be aboriginal, having some affinity with the Negritos of the 
Andaman islands ; while the Dravkiiaiis may have come from 
the north-west long before the Hindoo immigration. Some 
people, indeed, of both these races are still found in the 
Deco tn T and in the Vfndhya and Satpnra hi 11-ranges, but most 
of them appear to have been driven southward by the invaders; 


and those inhabiting lowland districts are now mingled 
together, wo that minor distinctions are effaced. This is the 
oaaa with the Tamil population of the Carnatic, Mysore, 
Travoncore, and North Ceylon, amounting to some twenty 
millions in all; and with nearly thirty millions of Telugu 
and Caaorese on the western side, likewise of Dravidinn race. 
The Kolarian hill tribes are far less numerous, and still retain 
their primitive characteristics, speaking languages not of the 
11 inflected T but of the “ agglutinating ■ type, and being dark- 
skinned or bronze-coloured, of small stature, and in their ideas, 
and habits showing a savage simplicity, though peaceable and 
harmless. Of this race, widely scattered and divided T with 


the forests of Ceylon, are peculiarly remarkable. The life-sise 
figures at the Colonial and Indian Exhibition, and the collections 
of drawings and photographs, have given a correct idea of the 
appearance of diverse aboriginal tribes. In the settled and 
civilised parts of Ceylon, and of coarse in the towns, where a 
large admixture of Aryan and Semitic elements, Hindoo and 
Arab, has created a new people. Ginghalese physiognomy 
resembles that of the higher Astatic racee, as is shown in our 
portrait of a hotel waiter, or upjter servant in a respectable 
household.

A contest for the professional skating championship was held, under the 
auspices of the National Skating Association, at Swavesey, near Cambridge, 
on Monday week.

The most interesting, the best race of the clay, was between James Smart, of Welney, 
and James Hawes, of Manoa. in which the champion’s brother won by sixty yards in 5 min. 33 4-5 sec., the best 
time made during the day. In the other heata Isaac See, of Welney, beat John Clark, of Yaxley ; Jarman Smart, 
of Welney, defeated J. Farr, of Sawtry, Peterborough ; and G. See, of Welney, was successful against W. Oldfield,

5fj 4-5 sec. In the second round, Norman won a good race 
from L. Tebbutt, by twenty yards in 5 min* 51 3-5 sec* ; Wallis 
ljeat Bifccham; Beresford beat Burlingham ; Wadflley bent 
G, C* Tebbutt by five yards ; and Wallis beat Neverson* In 
the third round, Wad stay boat Norman by about 6fiy yards* 
and Wallis beat Beresford. The final contest was left io 
Wadsley and Wallis. The result was a victory for Wallis by 
ten yards. The winner is a well-known young athlete, only 
nineteen years of age* 


RUSSIAN PEASANT LIFE* 

The Russian lt moujiks," or people of the labouring class, 
including the rural peasantry, who number above fifty millions 
in European Russia, are generally characterised by simplicity 
of habits, kindliness and good-nature, much quiet obstinacy, 
and a fair amount of natural shrewdness* Their emancipation 
from serfdom, decreed by the Emperor Alexander IT* on 
Feb* 3U, 1861, and completed by the decree of Oct. 23 in that 
year, while retaining the popular communal institutions—the 
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u Mir" of each village township managing the common landed 
property, and the jurisdiction of the 4i Volost ” or communal 
assembly, with its appointed ciders—has been tending gradually 
to produce a sense of social equality ; while the nobles and 
large proprietors, though still receiving the rents from 
their estates, have lost much of their former paternal 
authority. The Government, or its provincial and local 
officials, who form a separate class known as the 
H Tchin/' have gained additional influence with the mass 
of the common people. If the Russian peasant* individu- 
ally, has not yet materially advanced in domestic comfort 
and social independence, his depressed condition is partly dne 
to the difficulty* in a purely agricultural community, of 
finding money for the various payments now demanded of 
him without resorting to usurious lenders* often village shop¬ 
keepers or store-keepers, Jews or foreigners, or dealers in 
“ vodka " and other alcoholic spirit a. This class, not unlike 
that of the a gombeen men " of Ireland, or the 14 shroffs ,l of 
India, holds great nrnnberft of the laborious cultivators of the 
soil in legal bondage ; and it is complained that the local 
courts of justioo arc often induced by bribery to connive at 
gross extortion. In default of money payment, the peasants 
arc compelled to give their labour, and have not time for their 
own Fields. The same evils undoubtedly prevail* more or 
less, in other countries of Eastern Europe* beyond the range 
of German and Austrian official administration, and to a much 
worse degree in the Turkish Empire* and in most countries of 
Asia. Russian civilisation, indeed, is bat half European ; but 
historically* we may consider, its slow progress is to be 
ascribed to the fewness of the large cities and towns* and to 
the want of commercial and manufacturing industries, in a 
country of vast extent* the interior of which Is little affected 
by the "influence of other nations. 

In the province of Novgorod* on the Volga, some two or 
three hundred miles cast of Moscow, peasant life exhibits all 
its primitive features : and we refer to our Artist's Sketches 
of the ordinary monjlk " in his summer and win ter costumes, 
the latter made of woolly sheepskin ; of the monjik ploughing i 
the rncujik about to call at the dram-shop for a cup of vodka ; 
the monjik at home with his wife* taking tea, which she 
thinks n more desirable beverage for her husband ; and the 
funeral of the monjik, when he goes to his “ long home," where 
he will dwell beyond the reach of tax-gatherers, usurers, 
traders in vodka* corrupt official persons of the local and the 
Imperial service, and the Claris army conscription, by which 
the Russian population is sorely vexed.

MM. Ferrier and Carre ; an arrangement for piano solo (by 
Mr. M, Higgs) being also issued by Messrs. Me taler and 
Co., besides various dance pieces based on themes from 
the opera. The same publishers" 14 Christmas Album” con¬ 
tains a collection of dance music suitable to the present 
season* Mr. A* Gwyilym Crowe's popular See-Saw " waltz, 
with vocal obbligato : Mr* J* M, Coward's u Merry Little 
Drummers' Polka," with a similar feature, and several other 
items, make up a good shilling's-worth* The L ' Album of Dance 
Music for the Violin/’ issued by the same firm, comprises the 
contents of the publication just specified adapted for the 
instrument named. Some vocal pieces from the same pub¬ 
lishers may be specified as being welcome additions to the 
repertoire of drawing-room songs* u I built a palace/' and 
u A country lass/’ both by P* Bncalossi, are expressive and 
melodious! and within the compass of most voices* 14 Loyal 
love/ 1 Lady, leave thy silken thread," “We kissed again/ 1 
14 Be silent, love/' •* For this would I be thine/" and 
“The golden chair"—all by Lawrence Kellie—may be com¬ 
mended as flowing and tunable* and requiring expressive, 
rather than executive* powers. They arc published In different 
keys, so as to suit any voice, however limited. 

Messrs. Rieordi issue some graceful vocal pieces* Mr. F. H. 
Cowcu’b serenade* 11 One love have I/' is a simple yet pleasing 
melody—alternating from the minor to the major key— 
such srn might be supposed to be warbled on a moonlight 
evening. Si Story - Land," by Tito Mattei, proves that a 
brilliant pianist can write a song that shall be expressive 
and effective! while yet making small demands on extent 
of voice or technical skill. Near the close* some arpeggio 
passages in the pianoforte accompaniment are in good con¬ 
trast to the vocal melody. “ Come back in dreams," by 
Theo. Harzinls, is bright in its voice part, which Is well 
sustained by a pianoforte accompaniment that includes some 
good harmonic transitions. Giro Pinsufci's song, “The Rose of 
Love*" and his ballad* “Her Father's Home/"are worthy of his 
established reputation as a composer of this class of music* 
The first-named piece is full of gentle grace ; the pathos of 
the other offering good scope for expressive declamation. 
44 Yesterday*" by P. Tout!, is a song of a serious cast, the tone 
of which is sad, without being gloomy. Mr. J* L, Roeckel'H 
song* “ Love will Live/" is pleasing in its vocal melody* the 
interest of which is enhanced by the varied harmonic treatment 
of the pianoforte accompaniments* 4i Arie Antichi" is the 
title of an interesting collection of vocal pieces by composers of 
the past—chiefly Italian—including specimens from the works 
of Carisrimi, Cesti* Legrenri* Bononciiii. A* Scarlatti, Vivaldi. 
Lotti* Caldam, D. Scarlatti* Handel, Marcello, Leo* Fergolesi, 
Gluck, Jomelli, Traotta* Piccinni* Paisiello, and Martini; thus 
embracing a period of more than a century* The mingled 
suavity and antique grace of most of the extracts are in agree¬ 
able contrast, to some of the feeble productions of our own 
day. The collection referred to is edited^ with brief bio¬ 
graphical notices, by Signor A. Parisotti* and published by 
Slessrs. Ricordi. 

“ When Leaves axe Green " is the title of a song composed 


by Miss Marie Antoinette Kingston to some graceful lines by 
her father, Mr* W* Beatty Kingston, We have had previous 
occasions to speak of the young lady's talent for composition, 
of which the piece now referred to is a fresh example* The 
melody—chiefly of a pastoral character—is flowing* and 
eminently vocal in style* while the harmonic treatment of the 
accompaniment evinces a musical training far above that of 
some of the song composers of the day. Messrs. Chappell and 
tk>- are the publishers. ________ 


CAVALIER LYRICS. 

When an author shows with great distinctness a bias in 
one direction* it is the frequent habit of his readers—such is 
the perversity of human nature—to take the opposite side* 
We might be tempted to do so on reading the introduction 
to Caratter Lyrists for ( f hurch and Croum t by J. W. Ebsworth, 
M.A. (imprinted for private circulation), but we are not nb 
all inclined to quarrel with this ingenious and spirited writer* 
ami all the Ipra because verse sanctions much that could 
not so readily be accepted in prose. Perhaps* too, our creed 
and that of Mr, Ebaworth with regard to Puritan and Cavalier 
arc not irreconcilable. Wo hold that many utterly nujusti¬ 
fiable acts and many cruelties, too* were com nutted under 
the despotic rale of Cromwell; but Mr, Ebsworth must 
admit that worn cruelties disgraced the Restoration* He will 
admit, too, we suppose, that under the Protector England was 
feared abroad* while under the second Charles she was 
despised, and that, chivalrous ns were some of the Cavaliers* 
the boon associates of the thankless King were as licentious as 
their master. Enough of this, however. There wan much 
that was noble in the Cavaliers and in the gracious women 
who upheld the Royal cause, and to both Mr. Ebsworth has 
endeavoured to do justice- Nor is this all, for he Is not with¬ 
out sympathy with the sectaries ; and, among other poems of 
this character* is one full of beauty and feeling on One of 
the People called Quakers/ 1 supposed to be written in 1073* 
when we may remind him that several thousand Quakers 
were languishing in prisons* There is much variety i* 
these u Lyrics "—love songs, drinking songs, battle pieces* 
elegies* verses with a merry note and verses full of 
plaintive melancholy. For a man of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury to throw himself fully into the spirit of the seven¬ 
teenth* demands genius oF a high order ; and in no mood 
of mind* whether mirthful or soil, does the singer enable us 
to forget that he belongs to our time. This is inevitable 
perhaps, and Mr. Ebsworth may comfort himself by remember¬ 
ing that the ancient Romans would assuredly not have 
recognised a Roman flavour in Lord Macaulay's “Lays." 
Among the poems which show very favourably the craft of ihc 
writer, we may mention “ Becalmed/' tA La Belle Stewart," a 
very spirited piece; 44 Nellie/' in its own way equally to be 
commended; and* in a different and gentler vein* 4S A Year's 
Messages,” which belong to our time, and do not float down to 
us on the wings of two cen buries*

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NOVELS. 

Opinions differ widely, thank goodness ! so that, although there 
may be readers who will see nothing bot what is absurd and 
frivolous in Half- Way ; by Miss Betham-Edwards (Sampson 
Low and Co A there may be others who will be charmed with 
the spirit of the story, though they regretfully suggest that 
there is a lamentable want of substance; will admire the 
writer’s common-sense; ami will tie much impressed by the 
sound doctrine insinuated rather than enunciated. At any 
rate, everybody must admit that the style is bright and ex¬ 
hilarating, that the old nurse—for all the rubbish she talks— 
is sometimes very amusing and occasionally very in¬ 
structive, and that the writer has done good service 
in striving to remove English prejudices, and to show 
that in France, as well as m England, there are 
good, religious, truly Christian people, in various ranks 
of life, excellent fathers, mothers, and daughters, and even 
virtuous and exemplary wives and husbands. Pretty pictures 
of French life, whether in town or country, are presented ; and 
altogether the two volumes, though not particularly inviting 
at the outset, may be read with no little pleasure by all but 
very superior persons, and to not a little profit. Slight indeed 
is the plot, uneventful is the tale (so far as momentous 
incidents are concerned), and the fundamental idea is remark¬ 
able rather for eccentricity than for genuine originality, A 
young English gentleman, who is determined to be a Romish 
priest, and a young English lady, who is equally (and, it 
would seem, consequently) determined to be a Protestant 
deaconess, are the hem and heroine ; they have been 
very intimate, dear friends and all but lovers, in England j 
and they meet, by what appears to he something like 
(l an accident done on purpose, in a certain French town. 
The young gentleman has taken with him the garments be 
will have to wear as a Romish priest; and the young lady has 
taken with her the queer garb she will have to assume as a 
Protestant deaconess. Her conduct in this respect Is more com¬ 
prehensible than his; for one would think that he could have 
been w fitted out 11 in France even better than in England, 
whereas the dress of a Protestant deaconess might be 
unfamiliar even to the experienced assistants of the cele¬ 
brated Mr. Worth* However, the writer of the story wanted 
those garments “ ready made," at the very commencement of 
the business, for the purposes of the narrative; great capital, 
indeed, is made out of them, and so there is no more to be said 
upon that point. When it is added that the young gentleman 
is the sou of an English Dean, that the young lady is '* her 
own mistress 11 (with some eight hundred a year and a faithful 
nurse for her sole chaperon)* that the young gentleman meets 
with an accident which coniines him to his bed, and that the 
young lady (being in the same French town and even in the 
same hotel in which he is laid up) insists upon nursing him, 
either personally with her own hinds or vicariously by the 
agency of her chaperon, enough will surely hove been divulged 
to make readers of the romantic sort '* set on.” They may 
think that they can see at once how the 14 cat ” will '* jump 11 ; 
but they may be utterly mistaken, completely misled by their 
own conceit, 

Michael, Gilbert, Roger, Otho, are the four men ; Magdalen, 
Eleanor, Ada, or© the three women, who do nearly all the work 
and the talk required to keep things going in Borderland : by 
Jessie Fothergill (Richard Bentley and Son), and the tale of 
three volumes is eked ont by a good deal of “ author, 1 ' in the 
form of more or less necessary explanation, exposition 
of motives, moral and religious reflectiona, and quo¬ 
tations or adaptations of the Language used oa various 
occasions in the Psalms. The four men H had been friends 
in youth, 1 ’ or rather in childhood* and we all know 
what that is likely to lead to in after life, although 
in this particular case no whispering tongues appear to 
have poisoned truth, nor did any two of them stand apart 
for ever, like rocks that have been rent asunder* Certainly, 
Michael and Gilbert, who were born brothers, had a serious 
disagreement, so that one figuratively kicked the other out of 
the house, and Roger was within an ace of horsewhipping 
Otho; but neither the language, nor the proceedings, nor yet 
the consequences, so far os the four pristine friends are 
concerned, seem to have been such as are to be inferred 
from the hints dropped by Coleridge in his celebrated poem, 
touching upon a little quarrel between a sort of David 
and a sort of Jonathan* Gilbert apparently treated Michael 
somewhat after the fashion in which Jacob treated Esau; 
but most readers will consider that Michael was a little 
choleric and rash for so high-souled, chivalrous a "party,” 
that Gilbert did all for the beat, and that, had their 
father explained (as he easily might have done) in his will the 
reasons for the extraordinary course he had taken, Michael 
would have been the first to acknowledge—with a shrug of the 
shoulders, perhaps, and a pleasant smile—that the old gentle- 
man had acted very wisely, if not paternally. It ie true that, 
in that case, Michael might (though it is not very probable) 
have married Magdalen ; ami then what would Eleanor have 
done 7 Otho, too, in that case, might never have become so 
familiar with poor Ada, or, if he had, might have married her 
honourably, instead of rni uing her dishonourably ; and then 
what would have become of all those scenes in which Roger 
comes out so well, though he does not actually commit a violent 
assault '! Otho, of course, is the leading villain of the story, and 
it ia made out that his villainy is not altogether unconnected 
with horse-racing* Of that subject, however, the novelist would 
seem to have but a very slight knowledge. so that the remarks 
concerning it arc extremely vague, desultory, and bewilder¬ 
ing : something is said about scratching a horse for the Derby; 
and the perplexed reader is further astounded at certain obser¬ 
vations, which seem to imply that a horse which is scratched 
for the Derby of one year cun run for the Grand Prix of the 
next; or else that, if a fraud be intended, if a fonr-year-old is 
to be substituted for a three-year-old, the concoctor of the 
projiosed fraud will speak of it quite openly and frankly before 
ladies, who are certainly not his accomplices. Such ingenuous¬ 
ness is most refreshing. 

A really good, sound novel* of the qaiet order, but of 
superior quality, is John tVeefrwett : by James Baker 
(Sampson Low and Co.), a story in which the quietness is 
relieved by plenty of sprightly dialogue, many pretty, idyllic 
scenes, some interesting portraits, a little pleasant chat about 
literature, one outburst of strong \ ussion, and n perfectly 
legitimate tragical catastrophe, well w orked up to, pathetically 
described, am! satisfactorily relieve!. The style of writing 
testifies to a considerable amount of tost© and mental cul¬ 
tivation, and the confession of John Westicott to a know¬ 
ledge of the human heart, and of the wickedness which 
men, who are really not altogether bad, will commit with¬ 
out much compunction under stress of circumstances, when 
passion is too strong to be resisted, and yet fear of 
society suggests a dishonourable course for the sake of 
avoiding an honourable but disadvantageous surrender. 
There can bo no doubt that John Westaeott’s frank ad¬ 
mission of scoundrelly intentions was strictly in accordance 
with truth and with the way of the v orld ; that he was saved 
from the disgrace of carrying them out was due rather to 
good luck and to the siege of Paris than to his own virtuous 


resolutions. “Nemo repento fuit tnrpissimus,” and to that 
indisputable verity it must be ascribed that John Westocott 
did not reach Ih© superlative and irremediable stage of 
baseness ; at the positive and even at the comparative he had 
certainly arrived. It is emphatically a nice and a meritorious 
novel—easy, natural, without the least appearance of pretentious 
effort; and, if we all had our deserts, the author, us author of 
this simple tale, would bo allowed—even by Hamlet—to escape 
whipping* _ 


POETRY, 

It has been well said that the sonnet is a form of poetry in 
which style is put under high pressure, and the condensation 
of thought demanded of the sonnet writer requires a corre¬ 
sponding thoughtfulness on the part of the reader. Mrs* Emily 
Pfeiffer is well known in literary circles, if not by the public, 
as a poet who treats in verse of some of the profoundest diffi¬ 
culties that in our days perplex the intellect and too often 
sodden the heart. She has won high praise, and how far she 
deserves it may he judged from a collection of Sonnet* (Field 
and Tucr). prepared by her husband* It is no disparagement 
to the writer’s power to say that she is a creature of the age— 
an age in which, if there be much faith, there is more question¬ 
ing and doubt. Mrs. Pfeiffer ie more of the seer than of the 
minstrel, and. belongs, to quote her own words, to the— 
poet* who (rather truth with beaded bock* 

And give forth speech of It a* on the rack* 

There are. therefore, no dreamy mu sings in this little volume, 
no delicious fancies, none of that sensuous joy in life and love, 
felt by the easy-hearted poets, who^ 

* * * bflLho the Sr ftfuiJs iti light# of summer skies. 

The reader will understand, therefore, that these sonnets will 
not yield all their meaning and beauty on a first perusal; 
some of them, indeed, we venture to Ihink, are weightier with 
thought than imagination* Mrs* Pfeiffer is over-burdened 
with the mystery of life, and has a message to deliver, for which 
verse is not, perhaps, always a fit vehicle* One of the most 
powerful pieces in the volume is an address to Nature as '* Dread 
Force. 11 This poem made a profound impression on the late Mark 
Pattifton,as well it might, and yet, fine though it is, we should 
hesitate to pronounce it a great sonnet, since the energy that 
pervades it is not due to imagination. That the volume is a 
true poet's work no reader can doubL Especially have we 
been struck with "The Soul’s Prayer/' with one beginning 
with the line “ Where is the East f Sira, we have journeyed 
far " ; and with another, on page 113, in which the poet craves 
to live a careless life with Nature r— 

Tn drink new joy every wtnmrtt I meet, 

Ennil’s flowery laughters breaking at my feet, 

And led the Jontier blood within me thrive. 

The reader mast not fail also to read a noble sonnet, worthy 
of Mrs. Browning, called “The Gospel of Dread Tidings." 
Having read these he will read more, and he should do so with, 
the patience and thoughtful attention that work of such high 
culture demands. 

There ia much to oouftnend in Lay* and Legend*, by 
E. Nesbit (Longmans), and amidst the variety of poems which 
fill the volume, we have met with few that are deficient in 
musical rhythm and intellectual power. Here, however, as in 
ao many books of verse, metrical art ia more obvious than 
imagination* The highest harmony, indeed, can never be pro¬ 
duced except under the influence of the imaginative faculty ; 
hut it is not necessary to *■ body forth the forms of things 
unseen 11 in order to produce mellifluous or tersely expressed 
verses. There is music, and passion too, in “ The Moat-House." 
a tale of woman s trust and of man's perfidy ; and the reader 
will not fail to mark a poem full of strength and originality 
culled “ Absolution,” in which a beautiful penitent acknow¬ 
ledges her love for the priest to whom she had been wont to 
tell her 4t sinless sins 11 — 

The pray era friraotunn* or the mitoLd toads* 

The ftttfc thought]w* wirrthf, the alight intaleeJ* 

Which m&du the ainu o( her anflghtootu&eu. 

The effect of this confession upon the priest is very striking ; 
indeed, the whole piece is admirable in conception and execution. 
Another notable poem is “The Singing of the Magnificat," a 
legend which relates how the pious monks of a certain abbey 
wore vexed with grief that not a brother of all the house could 
sing— 

The brothers prayed with penance ami with tvara* 

That, (rod would let them give soma little pnrt 
Cut, for the »otoce of their own sad enr>, 

Of all die musk' crowded In their heart ; 

Their tuituro and the marnli air had their way. 

And fltlll they sang more vilely every dny. 

So they ask a monk from another cloister, blessed with an 
exquisite voice to sing the Magnificat on Christmas Eve, which 
he does with such skill that the brothers all stand breathless 
with delight* That night the Abbot has a vision, and an 
angel appears, who asks why the Magnificat had not been sung 
as usual; and then the good monk learns that the fine singer’s 
voice failed to reach Heaven, as he was filled with lust of 
praise; and the angel adds, leaving for the reader an excellent 
moral— 

In Heaven, (Tod* listening, Judgwl your song complete, 

The awcotcst of earth'* music rauio from ynu¬ 
ll io mimic of a noble Iffo and truc- 

There are one or two lyrics in the volume written, apparently, 
to cateh the ears of the Socialists— 

Give uh our rights, make us equal and free— 

Let us be all we are not, but might be, 
is one of those fair-sounding requests that will not bear 
examination ; and when the writer adds that thii poetical 
protest is a wild one, we are inclined to agree with him* 

There Is no form of poetry so difficult as the drama, and no 
kind of vera© so difficult as blank verse. Among Shakapearee 
incomparable gifts is his mastery of the flexible versification 
needed by the dramatist; and the reader has only to compare it 
with the method of Lord Byron in hi a plays to see how ex¬ 
quisite the elder poet's ear must have been, and how defective 
was that of the younger* These remarks are nuggested to ns 
by a volume, not without considerable merit* entitled The 
Queens Innocent, with ether Pt*rme, by Elis© Cooper (Stott)* 
The poem that gives Its name to the book is dramatic in form, 
bat with little mastery of versification or vigorous distinction 
of character. The drama is of great length, occupying upwards 
of loO pages, and the plot, though not wholly without art, 
is feebly developed. Such long-winded explanations of 
post events as the Queen given to her husband* for example, 
show that the w riter lacks in great measure the dramatic 
instinct. Nardi, the Queen's Innocent, who is supposed to be 
not quite sound in intellect, is the beat character in the piece, 
and on© or two of the subordinate personages of the drama 
act reasonable parte ; but neither the Queen nor her enemy 
the Princess Cleodora, nor the Pretender to the throne, is 
worked out with consistency and strength. And yet, in spite 
of theee critical objections, w© must acknowledge that we have 
read the play with interest* If th© writer has tried her 
hand for the first time in this volume, there is no reason 
why there should not be marked signs of progress in a second* 
This may be moderate praise, indeed i but we could not hold 
out even a hop© like this to many of tho ambitious versifiers 
whose crude efforts come before ns. The " other poems 11 in 


Miss Cooper’s volume are not numerous, and in several of 
them there is a marked faculty of song. Something more than 
the faint praise poets and poetasters dislike so much may be 
given to tl April/ 1 to “ An Invitation in July," and to some 
pretty verses headed M Cloud." This stanza must have been 
written in a happy moment for the verse-makers 1 art 
There l« an end to every lovely tiling, 

Anri mi this sweetest day in gone for ever; 

Life kail eink*vccii f throbbing to the *wtng 

Of uniim tuyitvrimui rhythm - hamIs cla-p to sever. 

Lips cling to i3ftrt; the rido that buoy* the bark 
Ebbs mid then hows: the dawn succeeds the dark. 

We yot ahull live beholden 
Fm- oilier ilny* in* golden* 

The poetical drama, which ia the highest form of the 
poet's art, 1ms not been treated with great success by modern 
poets. Or perhaps it would bo more correct to say that the 
best modem work of this kind is not fitted for the stage* Sir 
Henry Taylor's noble dramas are written for the closet; Lord 
Tennysoirs, rich though they be in poetry, would not, if 
written by an unknown author, have been accepted by any 
manager* and no stagecraft could make a popnlar piece of 
Mr* Swinburne’s *■ BothwelL 1 * JYiralis : a Tragedy in Fite 
Aet* % by J* M* \V r . Schwartz (Kogan Paul), is equally unfitted 
for the theatre* It is a poem in a dramatic form, containing 
some powerful scenes, and many fine lines; but wanting in 
concentration of purpose, and in that steady movement 
towards the final catastrophe which one looks for in the drama. 
\Ve need not doubt that Mr. Schwartz saw bis subject distinctly 
when writing the tragedy ; hut the render ia not carried on 
step by step, and is as much startled as Queen Nivalis herself 
on discovering tout her lover, Prince Ginlio, had poisoned her 
late husband. The effect of this discovery upon the Queen, at 
the time when duffs on the point of marrying Uiuiio, is 
forcibly rendered ■ and her feelings, ns they well might, verge 
upon ineanity. When Anselmo, who brings the dreadful newt*, 
goes out, her reason begins to totter, and eh© exclaims * 

Gone! Hcirk. a word t Thou nwfiil alien ao, speck l 
Who m\v thin man ? Or wei» *1 ft ilenrt* think ye ? 

Quirk) Cull him buck. Nny, J have beard enough, 

Hfi, ho, enough l Who spake of murder ? Hufili 1 
None spake of imioler* Tis a lie* a lie I 
Then Is he gone, and hope ia gone with him*

The mtorview between Nivalis and Giulia in the prison has 
also much pathetic power; but we fail to see why the populace, 
proverbially fickle as they are, should have resolved at this 
crisis to choose Giulio for their King. 14 Nivalis " ia w© think, 
defective as a work of art, but it has many pa*sagea of 
strength and beauty, and, if it be the production of a young 
man, is rich in promise for the future. 

The difference between the poet's method of telling a story 
nnd the method of the novelist may be difficult to define, but 
the reader is generally conscious when, as for example in 
“Aurora Leigh" a poet ventures into the domain of the 
romance writer. In Mrs. Browning's wonderful work the 
splendid poetry is sometimes less prominent than the narrative, 
and the tale itself deals with incidents too commonplace, we do 
not say too simple, for blank verse. Philip Mitlenvorth, and ether 
Pbents, by Mrs. Frederick Pridenux (Sampson Low), contains the 
story of a life, written at large, beginning with the season of 
boyhood and ending with old age ; and Philip Moles worth, not 
content with telling his own tale, relates also that of a fair 
French girl, Gabrielle L s Estranges his father’s great-great- 
grandame. Rather more than half the volume is devoted to 
Philip's autobiography, which abounds in picturesque incidents, 
and is related in pure English. There is an elevation in the tone 
of the narrative, and the verse never halts on lame feet. Mrs* 
Prideaux has a tmffteient command of her instrument, writing 
throughout with fluency and grace. The whole tale, indeed, is 
rich in poetical imagery and feeling ; and yet we cannot but 
feel that it is more of a tale than a poem. This, however, ia 
not an opinion to be pronounced dogmatically; and we suspect 
that the judgments passed upon It are not likely to be 
unanimous. Among the miscellaneous poems, we have read 
with pleasure * L St. Augustine in the Garden at Milan,” "At 
Festiniog, 11 and a fine ssn net on “Desultory Reading,’ 1 reprinted 
from tie Spectator. 

A great variety of talent, a power of poetical expression in 
many forms, is exhibited throughout the pages of two neat 
volumes entitled, respectively, Three Lyrical Drama# and 
JP&ttage* from- Some Journal*; and Other Poe nut ; by M* D* C* 
(Kogan Paul, Trench, and Co*), in which attempts—and in 
some cases very successful attempts—ar© made in almost every 
style known to the English muse, save the epic. The three 
dramas, we are informed by the author, were “ written for 
setting as operas," which ie reasonably considered a sufficient 
plea for whatever irregularity may be noticed in metre and 
rhyme* But, however that may bo, it is certain that the operas 
with which we are most familiar would be the better for having 
libretti which only approximately attained to the poetical 
standard of these charming little dramas. Of the three, the 
second will probably be considered the best, chiefly because the 
subject ia ao familiar and so touching* It Is treated with 
great delicacy and pathos ; and. trite as the theme may appear 
to students of the ancient classics, there are few who will he 
able to read without emotion* anxiety, and suspense, this 
representation of the unshaken confidence which Damon 
exhibited, and of the unflinching honour with which Pythias 
redeemed his promise. In the miscellaneous poems th© author, 
of course, is unequal (so, we are told, was Homer himself) : at 
one time tie flight is os high as Parnassus; at another, very 
near the ground* ___ 


At a general assembly of the Royal Academy of Arts, held 
yesterday week, Mr. Marcus #toue, painter, w&h elected an 
Academician, and Mr. Alfred Gilbert, sculptor, an Associate,

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HOLIDAY GRUMBLEES. 

“ t won't go through the mockery of wishing you a merry 
Christmas,” said a man to me the other day. He was a very 
young raan t and I let it pass* But presently another person 
described Christinas as a " miserable time"—think of that, 
middle-aged readers, who have still gome memory of Dickens 1— 
and upon inquiry I found it to be a matter of common 
observation that many people in these days do profanely and 
heratically presume to grumble at our yearly merry-making. 
This fact* if a melancholy one, was interesting; and I set 
myself to discover its reason—which, after some expenditure 
of tdmq and thought, 1 think I have done. 

It is not the mere 41 Christmas billsia singularly nnkiud 
and misleading name, by-the*way : these yearly accounts 
would come in every bit as much if no soul among ns had his 
holiday or his little home festivities now. No ; people do not 
even say that it is the bills. They don't like Christmas," and 
there nu end. Nor can it be the weather. If you want the very 
worst, coldest, foggiest, sleetiefct, sloppiest weather, you must 
go to somewhere about the end of January, I take it. And 
then, in midwinter, if it is cold, it is seasonable ; and if it is 
warm—then, at all events, it is not cold. 

Do some people grumble at the holidays because most other 
people like them, and they—the minority, the some people— 
wish to bo thought singular and cynical ? This affectation of 
cynicism is no doubt an abominable complaint, which has been 
common in all ages ; it results, as a rule, from a combination 
of a good deal of stupidity with more than the average amount 
of conceit, and is believed to be the one thing in the world of 
no use to anybody. 

None of these classes, however, comprise all those who find 
fault with our little yearly break in theToond of work ; nor la 
the remainder entirely made up of the bachelors and other 
solitary people who find the Christmas holiday a time of 
loneliness when the world all round is re joicing. Yet their com* 
plaint cannot but touch the humane imagination. The family 
of a young clerk lives afar off, and ho does not see his way to take 
two long, cold, expensive journeys for a day or two of meeting; 
and so ho stays in his lonely lodgings. Here he sits and spends 
his Christmas evening—remote, unfriended, solitary, very 
slow—in his dull room, the incessant min beating upon the 
window, and envies—can you wonder?—the jolly Christmas 
parties round about. 

Yet here comes in what, I believe, is called the " personal 
equation." Whether one sympathises with such a hermit, or 
not. depends entirely on whether one has any dread of that 
which alone causes his misery—solitude. There are some who 
would hardly care to call up a pleasanter picture than this 
of the bachelor sitting by hie snug fire, after a quiet little 
dinner, his toes upon the hearth, with a cheery book to keep 
him company (and, if his tastes lie that way, just a glass of 
seasonable grog steaming beside him, fit comrade of bis faith* 
ful pipe). The stormy winds may blow outside, or pater¬ 
familias next-door stagger beneath a hurricane of children*— 
but be is tranquil, fishing on a summer afternoon, with Isaac 
Walton; or trudging by the brown fields, with Burns; or 
gazing, with Shelley, at a crimson, sunset over a wild sea. 
Nay. if he love horrors or mystery, he may gloat over Gaboriau 
or Stevenson till the fire flickers out and ho steals to bed, 
ha If-afraid to hear his own murderous double on the stairs 
behind him. 

Yet men who go home, as well as men who stay away; 
men who are always at home, as well as men who have no 
home to go to—classify the world how wo will, we shall find 
among all the classes grumblers at the holidays. What 
universal characteristic is it, then, of holidays which causes 
them to be grumbled at ? 

Holidays are a break. The Christmas holidays nearly 
always mean four clear days of rest: Wednesday is the only 
day upon which Christmas can fall which is sufficiently 
remote from the Sundays before vmd after to make it at ail 
difficult to press one or other of these into the service. So, at 
this time—and at those lesser feasts which have brought the 
name of Lubbock into the calendar—the influences which are 
tending to convert millions of men and women into mere 
machines are for the moment checked. 

Now, there are countless men in London alone who will tell 
you with absolute pride and rejoicing of the precise regularity 
of their daily lives : how they get out of bed at the stroke of 
*:wen-thirty*’ breakfast at five minutes past eight—“ He hasn't 
been amiunte behindthese twenty years,"chimes in the faithful 
wife, who could hardly admire her husband more wholly if ho 
wore a Waterbnry watch ; how they reach the office door as the 
bells of St Benefc Sherehog or St. Botolph in the Wardrobe (or 
whatever be their wonderful City church) are chiming nine ; 
how they sit at the selfsame desk, for eight hours a day, three 
hundred days in the year, taking only an exact half-hour for 
lanch ; and return daily by an omnibus whose passengers and 
oondactor are all old acquaintance, and daily exchange tho 
same original and piquant criticisms on the weather and the 
times—whereof the former ie generally M seasonable, 1 ' and the 
latter invariably bad. 

Do these men realise that something like nine-tenths of 
their daily deeds are done mechanically, uo consciously , without 
any real thought or reason 7 Do they suppose that, with nine* 
tenths of their life &o carried on, they can wake up for 
tho remaining tenth—shake off the machine, and become 
independent, actively-thinking, responsible human beings 7 

They take it for granted that they can ; they take it for 
granted that they are awake all day long, and capable of good 
or evil; they take everything for granted. I behave that they 
even believe they originate those remarks about the weather. 

And Christmas changes ail this. For fonr days they are, 
within limits, free agents: a dangerous responsibility for 
creatures so out of practice, as the police reports show. The 
world is all before them where to choose—they can go where 
they like, do what they like, even get up when they like ; but 
ihi-y MUM chom*, It is a bewildering, an oppressive necessity ; 
and a proof of this is the number of ways in which it is 
avoided, 4i I always go to my Uncle Samuel's" says one. “ My 
wife's people always spend Christmas with us," says another— 
and all with conscious pride : most of ail those who hare 
from the very beginning escaped the necessity of choice— 
whose evasion ia hereditary. 41 1 always go to Hampstead at 
Christmas—my father did before me I ” 

Still at best the holiday is an interruption, a break ; the 
habit of once a year is not like the habit of every day : and it 
is not to be wondered at if the machine that is losing all con¬ 
sciousness of humanity resents even this awakening. So brief 
a break in the mechanical year may be the saving of a man- 
may “make a man of him” in literal truth,a free, thinking 
being—and everybody knows that being saved is not a pleasant 
process. It is, I verily believe, this feeling “ the weight of too 
much liberty," this oppression of responsibility, this need of 
thought, that is the real reason of many n man's dislike to 
Christmas. He “ doesn't like holidays," he owns it candidly ; 
he “ misses his work." His mind is empty and helpless ; he 
cannot exercise it on the world around—it can do nothing but 
what it has been wound up to do. He is absolutely at a loss 
for occupation, for he can only do things by habit, and he may 
not even have acquired the habit of intoxication, E* R*

A BLACK PAGE IK HISTORY* 

In the whole record of superstition there ia perhaps nothing 
more melancholy than the perseention for witchcraft, which 
attained its height in the sixteenth or seventeenth centuries. 
Those were days when men distinguished for intellect and 
goodness sympathised with the most ignorant rustics in their 
horror of witches* Bishop Jewell* Sir Ihomas Browne, Judge 
Hale, Sir Edward Cohc. and, in later days, even Sir W* 
Black stone, express a Indie f in witchcraft, though Black stone 
thought it safer to sa^, with Addison, that* w hile there is such & 
crime, one cannot give credit to any medem instance of it, 
James I*, ns everyone knows* wrote a book against sorcery and 
witchcraft, in which he insets upon the duty of patting 
these who practise them to death* He attended the “exami¬ 
nation” of the supposed witches himself, and examination 
meant torture, Richard Baxter, one of tho best of men* writes 
of witnessing the execution of “ n great numtor’of witches, 11 
without a thought that their sentence was an unjust one* 
The cruel arts practised by witch-hunters seem to have been 
permitted by the law, and an old woman* once suspected, 
had but email chanco of escape* Stripped and tightly 
bound, she was thrown into the water, when, on sinking 
to the bottom* she was acquitted* hut drowned ; if she 
rose to the surface, she was convicted and burnt. The 
horrors enacted in France, and still more in Germany, during 
the Bcvonteenth century, surpass description. Beautiful 
girls and tender children were forced to confess anything their 
jieraecutors desired, and the pious zeal for burning wizards was 
encouraged by the Bishop of the Romish Church* But this 
zeal was not confined to Romanists. 

A painful and yet beautiful German story, entitled il Maria 
Schweidlerdie Bem&fceinhoxe, 11 published more than forty years 
ago, gives, perhaps, one of the most vivid pictures to be found iu 
history or fiction of tho horrors caused, about the time of the 
Thirty Tears 1 War, by a belief in witchcraft, and of the power 
this belief gave to bad men dressed iu a little brief authority, 
The book, which has the charm of romance and the fidelity of 
a chronicle, was translated by Lady Dnff Gordon, and is now 
probably forgotten ; but it doee not deserve such a fate, and no 
reader who is allured into the study of the black art. 'can 
afford to pass it by ; nor any reader, we may add, who can 
enjoy a tale which has a grateful old-world flavour and is 
full of the most natural and homely touches* Pastor 
fohweidler, who tells the story of his beautiful daughter's 
Borrows, is as simple-minded as Parson Adams, and reminds 
ua both of him and of the Vicar of Wakefield* 

But if Germany was more under the influence of a supei> 
station felt alike by Roman Catholics and Protestants than 
any other European country* England aud Scotland did not 
lag far behind. To what lengths the belief in witchcraft was 
carried in the northern country Sir Walter Scott boa told 
us* There eight thousand persons are said to have beeu burnt 
iu the last forty yearn of the sixteenth century; and in 
England, from lflC3 to IflflO, seventy thousand wifcchea were 
executed* Thia was wholesale slaughter with a vengeance, 
and it was not confined to the Old World* The Pilgrim 
Fathers, who fled from persecution, persecuted in their turn, 
and witches were as badly treated as heretics. Dr, Cotton 
Mather, who writes the story of the war waged with evil 
spirits in New England, has not a word to say against the 
cruel treatment of the poor people supposed to be possessed 
by them* His 4t Ecclesiastical History of New England 11 forms, 
perhaps, one of the most remarkable illustrations of credulity 
and superstition the world has seen. Mather, aa the titlepago 
of his work testifies, was 11 reverend and learned” ; he was 
pious and sincere; and yet with the greatest gravity, and with 
Bui table expressions of horror, he piles up the most ridiculous 
illustrations of witchcraft aud of demoniacal possession, and 
vouches for them cither as on eye-witness, or upon what he 
regards os unimpeachable testimony. Indeed, he says there 
was such evidence for the truth of Ms stories, thatno reason¬ 
able man in the whole country ever did question them/ 1 
Which is a great pity, for a little honest doubt might have 
prevented the cruel death of many innocent people J The good 
historian is not what he calls tl one of St. Thomas's men, for 
he doubts nothing. A woman to whom the Devil appeared in 
the shajH! of deer skipping about her, and who had strange 
fits, 14 wherein her tongue waa improved by a demon/ 1 was 
executed; another suffered for familiarity with the Devil, 
who swept up the hearth for her; another for throwing children 
into fits when “ their necks would be broken, so that their 
nockbone would seem dissolved unto them that felt after 
it, 1 ' and they would complain, among other annoyances, 
of being “roasted on an invisible spit*” And the fact 
that a cat was seen to jump in at a poor woman’s window 
was regarded as evident proof of her guilt. Many of 
Mather's tales would be amusing were it not for their too 
frequently sad ending* He admits, however, that the more 
they apprehended witches, the more were people accused of 
witchcraft, until such was the number and quality of the 
accused persons that the Governor reprieved all that were 
condemned* Upon which matter Mather naively observes:— 
u When the prosecution ceased, the Lord so chained up Satan 
that the afflicted grew presently well* The accused are 
generally quiet, and for five years since we have no such 
molestation by them*” 

Happily, in the darkest times there were men who did not 
believe in witchcraft, and were bold enough to say so. One of 
these was a Dutchman of the name of Loos, of whom an 
interesting account has lately appeared in an American journal. 
He was a man of great ability and great fervour, a Professor 
in the University of Treves* At that time the persecution of 
witches was at its height, and a magistrate of the city who 
tried to moderate it. being suspected of collusion with the 
witches, was tortured and burned* Some years before a 
physician named Weyer had written against demoniacal 
possession* Loos read hU book, and was convinced by the 
argument. With generous self-forgetfulness, and at the 
risk, of fortune, an<j even of life, the Professor opposed 
the prevailing superstition. A Bishop had written on the 
orthodox side of the question. Loos resolved to answer 
the book, but his manuscript, when a few sheets had been 
printed off, was confiscated by the Inquisition, and the author 
arrested on the charge of heresy* He recanted, no doubt under 
the influence of torture, and was banished. Then he com¬ 
mitted the old fault again, and was imprisoned for some 
months. Once more at liberty, he transgressed a third time, 
but died before the arm of the magistrate could reach him. 
Three centuries have gone by since then, and his book was 
supposed to have perished* Strange to say, however, the con* 
fiseated original has been recently discovered at Trevee by an 
American gentleman* with marks apparently in the band* 
writing of Loos himself. The manuscript will probably be 
printed ; and the publication will not be without significance.

SKETCHES IN BUB MAH* 

“Air Troops in Buxmah/ 1 as we Lave already mentioned, 
inRuda the 3rd Ghoorka regiment from India, one of whose 
officers, Captain C. Pulley, continues to supply m with 
interesting sketches. 

The European Field Hospital and Medical Officers' Quarters 
of the force no w concentrated in and about Mandalay are situated 
in Kyoangs (elaborately carved wooden houses) formerly 
occupied by Poongyees (or priests) who looked after the 
numerous pagodas on the north-east side of the city ; these 
have now hod to seek fresh habitations, but many of them 
are still to be seen in the streets of Mandalay, wearing their 
curious saffron-coloured robes, somewhat resembling the 
Roman toga. The hill on the right of the Sketch is Mandalay 
Hill, on the summit of which are several pagodas, all dedi¬ 
cated to Gotamn, the princely and sainted or deified founder 
of the Buddhist religion* Our other Illustration is a yIgw of the 
“Incomparable Pagoda” with its gorgeous Poongyee Kyoungs, 
now occupied by the #>7th (Hampshire Regiment)* The exterior 
of this pagoda is unlike the ordinary Burmese style of build¬ 
ing, as it is merely a mass of white stone, unrelieved by the 
nsual carving and decorations with which the Burmese adorn 
their temples. An old Poongye© or priest still lives in it to 
keep the interior clean ; he is most attentive in showing 
visitors over the place, and is not above accepting a douceur. 
The sheet of water in front is the great place of resort for 
compmy * ( dhobie*/' who are to be seen at all hours busy at 
their vocation, and doing their best in effect to make 
holes in thoir masters’ linen, in one of the Mandalay pagodas 
stands a colossi! figure of Buddha, fit) ft, high, made of 
teak* and originally gilded nil ovar, supported by trunks 


of teak, 80 ft* or 90 It. high, with another smaller figure 
kneeling beside him* Bn ldhi f s right hand is extended towards 
the city, with a gesture of benediction. We have some par¬ 
ticulars respecting the subjects of these Sketches from 
Lien tenant Bafctye, another officer of the 3rd Ghoorkaa*

THE OLD MASTERS AT BURLINGTON HOUSE, 

The Council of the Royal Academy have obtained access this 
year to two fresh stores of art treasures— Mr* It. 8. Hertford's 
gallery and the Boko of Wellington’s ; and from these the 
chief attractions of the exhibition, independent of the Turner 
drawing-*, have been obtained. Lord XormnnteD also gener¬ 
ously contributed some fine work* which have not been 
recently seen by the public, whilst Mr. David Sellar continues 
to sustain the intercat in Dutch pictures, and Mr, Charles 
Butler in Early Italian works. The latter, however, has 
drawn a rival collector into the field in the person of Mr. R. H. 
Benson, who seems to have devoted much time and money to 
the acquisition of works of art. which are chiefly noticeable aa 
recalling the dimly remembered names of minor artists. 
Whether the works attributed to Tommaso Di Fadino, Giovanni 
Di Paolo of Kiena,CosimoTura T and Lorenzo Casta are by those 
artists nobody can my positively, and, outside a very small 
circle of archeologists, nobody cares. The dealers of Antwerp, 
Amsterdam, Siena, and Venice are adepts at producing old 
masters of various schools ; and recent experience has proved 
to them that a safer business is to be done in the less known 
names than among the Raffaelles, Correggios, Titians, and 
Vatidyoks, which formed the staple of their commerce fifty 
years ago. 

To come, however, to the pictures themselves, the now 
recognised arrangement of many years standing has been pre¬ 
served. The first room contains chiefly English works, and 
amongst them Cotmau's magnificent coast scene (10) is one of 
the most conspicuous objects. It is richer in colour and more 
complex in its treatment of atmosphere than his works usually 
are, and the effect of the sunlight straggling through cloud 
and fog is remarkably fine. Mr, Benson may he congratulated 
on the possession of quite the best specimen of Cotman’a work 
which has been exhibited at Burlington House, and we regret 
that it was not purchased for the nation, when offered lost 
year at Christie'*. A l^s known artist than Caiman was 
Samuel Medley, who died in the first decade of the century, 
but his “Two Children-’ (4) and ‘‘The Study of a Child 
Asleep" (33), lent by Sir Henry Thompson, show him to 
have been imbued with not a little of Romney’s delicacy, 
whilst both show tho influence of Reynolds's teaching. 
Of English artiste, however, Gainsborough and Romney are 
the mast strongly represented this year; and the former 
especially by his landscapes* Of hie portraits in this room 
may be mentioned those of H Lady Eden " (34), a seated figure in 
a lilac dress, and his daughter“ Peggy 11 (4fi). Romney’s chief 
works are the H Portraits of Two Children " (11) the daughters 
of Lord Chancellor Thuriow, standing at a harpsichord ; of 
il Mrs. Horuley 11 (18), a pretty but somewhat insignificant face, 
painted in profile; the A1 Marchioness of Townahend” (20), 
in powdered hair and white ruff, and the pretty face of 11 Lady 
Wright" (3fi), under its broad-caved white hat, which 
nevertheless seems somewhat out of character with the uses 
of a muff, unless that article were introdaced to conceal tho 
sitter’s hands. The Reynolds portraits in this room include, 
among others, one of the “Duchess of Grafton” (13), a 
famous beauty of her day, apparently painted when the 
lady was at her host, hut before Reynolds had nclneved 
his" subsequent skill and freedom. The portrait of ** Mrs. 
Quarrington’’ (24) is unfinished, but is nevertheless an 
attractive picture; and tho “Girl with a Kitten ” (22), usually 
known as “Felina,” although not reckoned amongst the 
most popular of Sir Joshua's works, Is one which show’s him to* 
good advantage as a painter of children. The two Hogarth 
portraits contributed this year by Mr. F. B. Henson are 
scarcely as interesting: 11 Peg Woffington ” (25) and u Miss 
Rav n (31). They were offered for sale last year at Christie’s, but 
failed to commend themselves to the taste of the eoffnctcmti* 
Northoote. Wilkie, Prout (more successful in water colours), 
Calcofct and Wilson, are also represented in this room. 

Among the Dutch pictures, “ The Breeze " (C2) and u The 
Calm” (HO), by W. Van De Velde, should be compared, as 
suggestive of the way in which this talented artist worked 
and how economical he was of his imagination. The two 
41 conversation ’’ pieces by Anthony Falamedes (fil and GO) are 
capital specimens of a master who is but little known in 
this country, so highly prized are hie works in his 
own, especially since recent researches have determined 
more accurately the respective position in art of the 
two owners of this name. The Queen’s contribution from 
tho Buckingham Palace collect ion is Teniers’ “Alchymist" 
(105), painted with laborious earo and ingenuity; but too 
well known by engravings to need further description. 
Mr. Humphry Ward lends the 11 Portrait of a Girl” (JOli), 
assigned to no special painter of the Dutch school; but it is a work 
to which not a few even of the first rank would be ashamed 
to see their name attached. It is a small, delicate I y-pninted 
figure of a girl in a black dress and white cap, suggestive of the 
work of Van Der Heist. Paul Potter’s Rabbit Warren ” (91) 
is one of that artist’s works in which he has not concentrated 
the interest In any single figure, and is, consequently, of more 
than usual interest. Franz HaU is represented by a u Group 
of Three Heads ” (An), and the “ Portrait of a Gentleman " (97) ; 
but neither work is of first-rate excellence. Tho addition to 
this of even four specimens of the French school should be 
hailed with gratitude ; for, although the “Girl with & Dove” 
(8b), by Greuze, is the only one of any special merit, yet 
Mr. Ward’s little Watteau sketch (88) is not withont interest. 


The largo gallery opens with a highly characteristic portrait 
of ” Qnevedo ” ( U1), the snti rist, by Velasquez, in which we get a 
glimpse of the artist’s method when dealing with men of the pen 
and not of the sword. Apart even from its technical qualities, 
such a portrait is of the highest possible interest, and deserves 
to be more widely known. The north end of the gallery, out 
of regard to tho Jubilee year, is devoted to the large canvases 
of Wilkie’s “First Council of Her Majesty 11 (117), Leslie’s 
“The Queen Receiving the Sacrament after Coronation” (110), 
Sir 51. A, Hhce’s “ Portrait of the Queen in her Robes ” (119), 
and Sir G, Harter’s “Christening of the Prince of Wales” 
(120), In all these the interest is at most historical, for the 
subjects do not afford materials for a picture with which 
modern artiste can satisfactorily cope. Bonifazio, Paul 
Veronese, and a few others succeeded ; hut they found 
hut few rivals even among men of still higher renown. On 
each side is a picture lent from Buckingham Palace— 
Rubens’ “ Pan and Syrinx " (J15), and Rembrandt's 81 Adoration 
of the Magi” (123), tmth of them masterpieces of their 
respective artists. In the former work we have a specimen of 
how Rubens could represent rapid motion ; and in the latter a 
management of falling light, of which Rembrandt, amongst 
the Dutch artiste, hod discovered the secret. OF the larger 
works from the Hoi ford collection, which are arranged 
along the cast wall, the full-length portraits of " Philip IV, 
of Spain”; 028) and the “Daqne d Olivarez” (135), both 
by Velasquez, two ont of a series of four, arc among the most 
striking and majestic figures in the gallery; and they find 
fitting companions in the half-length portrait by Bronzino of 
” Cosmo de SI edict n (125) and his wi fe, Leonora (137). Although 
the latter is wanting in the refinement and beauty which dis¬ 
tinguishes Titian’s “Catherine Comaro” (1211), the Queen of 
Cyprus, in her striped green and gold richly-jewelled gown 
and her quaintly pointed head-dress. At the end of the room 
Lord Carnarvon’s superb u Holy Family" (141), by Rubens, 
one of that artist's masterpieces, hangs between two portraits by 
Vandyck—“ Anne, Countess of Bedford” (140), and f Elizabeth, 
Countess of Devonshire ” (142), the former in a blue silk, and the 
latter in a white satin dress, both cut low. The former work, 
unless Yaudyck painted two portraits of Anne Carr, was 
originally at Althorpe. but is apparently now in tho Pet worth 
collection, whence the two pictures here exhibited have been len t. 
The west side of the large gallery is, by Jong usage, given up to 
English art; and this year’s display will bear comparison with 
that of any previous exhibition. At either end is a full-length 
portrait by llomney—“ Mrs. Townley Ward " (145), in the full 
beauty of youth, dressed in white, with a red cloak thrown 
over her shoulders; and 14 The Countess of Glencaim” (153), in a 
black dress, with a red curtain behind her. , Two full-length 
portraits of ladles, “ Anne, Countess of Chesterfield ” (14G), and 
“Mary Anne, Countess of Buckinghamshire 11 (148) ; and close 
by hangs that of 14 the Earl of Buckingham” (150)—all three 
deserving to rank amongst Gainsborough’s best works. Two 
large landscapes—one by Gainsborough (147), full of life and 
animation : and the other by Constable, a “ Dell in Heimingham 
Park ” (151), show the respective powers of the two artiste 
and the influence of the elder upon the younger, by the manner 
in which the boughs of the trees in the foreground are parted, 
so os to show beyond. The last remaining picture is Turner’s 
“ Venus and Adonis" (149), painted at a time when he was 
deeply influenced by Titian’s influence and colouring. As a 
specimen of what Turner could achieve as a figure-painter, it 
ranks among Ms finest works ; and forms an interesting com¬ 
plement bo this collection of his water-colour landscapes. 

Of the fourth gallery, with its early (or late) Italian 
masters, it is unnecessary to speak at length. These works 
possess, for the most part, interest rather for the antiquarian 
and for the professional artist than for the ordinary public. 
The very names of the artists to whom they are attributed 
shift with the tastes of those who purchase them. Take, for 
instance, a diptych (199) unhesitatingly ascribed to Jacopo 
Da Coeeutiuo, a pupil of Taddeo Gaddi, whose only authentic 
work now remaining are a few traces of wall-paintings at 
Arezzo; for the altar-piece ascribed to him, now in the 
National Gallery f is looked upon as more probably the work 
of the Confraternity of St. Luo, established in 1349, Again, 
Cosiino Turn, to whom tho “Flight into Egypt” (195) is 
assigned with equal assurance, was one of a small group of 
Ferrarese artists who worked bo completely in common that 
it is futile to attempt to distinguish tho share of master 
and pupils. Tommaso Di Fadino (175), whom we may 
aptly translate as Thomas of the Faddists, and Cosa Belli 
Ama trice (189) are merely names derived from in¬ 
scriptions on their works, and of whose relation to con¬ 
temporary art history is silent. Nor is the position firmer 
or clearer when a picture is described as being of the Umbrian, 
Tuscan, Florentine, or any other school i when we call to 
mind the generations of picture collectors and art patrons 
whose wants have had to be gratified since the revival of taste 
and learning, Italy, Germany, tho Low Countries, and even 
France, have for five centuries produced works of art in every 
branch, and especially in painting, in proportion as the 
demand arose ; and however instructive somft of these early 
Italian pictures may he to students who can recognise the 
aims of the period to which they are assigned, they are, for the 
moat part, of but little value to those who wish to find in them 
some touch of the masters hand. These remarks, of course, 
do not apply to such works as Leonardo’s “Study of a Head ” 
(168), subsequently reproduced in his “ Vierge anx Roohera ” ; 


the exquisite figure of a girl, ” La Columbine ” (177), by 
R. Luirni, one of tho gems of this year's exhibition, and even 
if the authenticity of the “Holy Family” (174), by Sodoma, 
be questioned, its beauty te incontestable. 

Wo reserve for a future occasion our notice of the Turner 
drawings, and of the pictures in the large gallery. 


ART BOOHS. 

The translation of the second volume of Woltmann and 
Woermann’s IIMary of Painting (Kegan Paul, Trench, and 
Co.) places art students in this country on a level with those 
of Italy, who have in Morel li a guide and philosopher in art, 
of whom tho two Germans are worthy rivals. The first-named 
contributor to this history died before its completion ; but 
his collaborator had so thoroughly entered into the spirit and 
intention of the original projector of the history (hat cue is 
scarcely conscious of any break In Its coqiinurty. Dr. 
Woltmann, moreover, before his death, had expressed his 
wish that the unfinished portion of the history of the Renais¬ 
sance in Italy should be completed by Janitechek, to whom 
we are consequently indebted for the chapters on the Schools 
of Venice, Ferrara, and Bologna. The present volume Is a 
history of the painting of the Renaissance in Northern and 
Southern Europe; and the authors explain at length, but 
with great clearness, the various influences which determined 
an almost simultaneous outburst of “ naturalism ” north and 
south of the Alps. In Flanders and in Germany it was 
Nature herself who was revealing herself to her future priests ; 
in Italy it was the sudden appreciation of their predecessors' 
work. * Artiste, sculptors especially, had grasped the true 
beauty of the human form, which Italian artists, penetrated 
by the religious feeling of their time, were about to translate 
as the “human form divine.” Through Flanders, France, 
Germany, and Italy, Dr. Woltmann and his col leagues trace 
the progress of the art of painting, its rapid develop¬ 
ment of technical skill, its local peculiarities, and their 
possible origin. The influence of each artist on his 
epoch, and his place in his school, are brought out in the 
summaries of their lives; for this comprehensive work is 
at once a biographical dictionary of ait and a clear and 
definite criticism of each artist’s style, Asa text-book, there¬ 
fore, It is invaluable ; and tho cure with which it bus been 
edited for the English public, by giving references to the 
English galleries whore specimen Works may be found, 
adds very considerably to its value for art students. At the 
same time, its admirably executed illustrations, with which 
the work abounds, bear testimony to tho wise liberality 
of the publishers, who, it will bo hoped, will find their 
reward from an appreciative public. Although too solid and 
too instructive to take its place among the ordinary gift-books 
of the season, we cannot but think that it deserves to be 
recognised amongst them, and the delighted recipient would, 
we feel sure, endorse our view. Mrs. (lam Bell, in translating, 
has wisely, we think, compressed much of the original work ; 
and, so far as we can judge from a hasty comparison with 
the original, with no detriment to the value of the German 
author s views. The sap of the authors 1 criticisms and appre¬ 
ciations is throughout maintained ; whilst the somewhat 
wearisome disquisition and threadbare controversies on 
matters of taste and opinion have been wisely omitted. In a 
word, we can commend this history of painting, from its 
birth in the East until It had reached its golden age in the 
sixteenth century, as a necessary addition to the library of 
both the student and the amateur in art. 

Much more limited in its aim and intention is Mr. William 
Martin Conway’s Early Flemish Artists (Seeley and Co.) ; but, 
at the same time, it is more analytical than the preceding. 
Mr. Conway desires to show that Flemish art owes its excellence 
to the influence of religious sentiments of the people, and the 
wholesome control and patronage exercised by the trade guilds 
in the rich cities of the Netherlands. Of the earliest group 
of Flemish painters, Roger Van der Weyden stands out as 
having exercised the widest influence over contemporary and 
subsequent art. He softened the strong realism of the two 
Van Eycks, but never lost touch with the individualism which 
at one bound raised Flemish art out of the qonventionalisra 
which restricted it, except in the hands of the greatest artists, 
in Italy. The German painting of the school of Cologne 
with its wide-spreading branches, owed much to Van der 
Weyden; whilst, in return, the Flemish artiste at the 
close of the fifteenth century gave evidence of tho naivete 
of expression which marked the earlier Germans. It was 
thus that Mending, Dirck Bouts, and the like, became the 
forerunners of that Flemish and Dutch art which found its 
inspiration not in religious sentiment, or legends of the saints, 
but in the Jives of the people. From the first we discover the 
tendency of Flemish artiste to substitute for ideal repre¬ 
sentations of bygone saints portraits of the chief men of their 
day. whose costume, lineaments, and perhaps even characters 
have been handed down to our times. Mr, Conway’s work is an 
admirable preparation for, or better still, a companion on. a 
trip to Belgium, where at Bruges, Ghent, Louvain, and 
Brussels some of the finest examples of early Flemish art are 
still to l)e found ; wMlst for those who stay at home it will bo 
a valuable supplement to works which are either catalogues 
of paintings or biographies of the artiste. Many of the works, 
moreover, to which reference is made in this volume, are to be 
found in our own National Gallery.

A general 
languor seem b also to pervade i he other paper©, if we except 
Lord Bram well's vigorous contribution to the deceased wife’s 
sister question. 

The Contemporary Tlerhw is more entertaining, lt Is Con¬ 
stantinople Worth Fighting For?” by an old resident, is an 
able answer to recent fallacies on the subject ; and there 
is much good matter in Sir Grant Duff’s article on India, 
which has, however, too much of the style both of the superior 
and the official person* Lord Selbome’s 11 Thoughts upon 
Party ” and Miss M 4 Kerlie T s “ Lower Education of Women ” 
are worth reading and pondering; hut the liveliest con¬ 
tribution to the number is Madame Adam© assault on the 
late if. Paul Bert, the exceeding bitter cry of a Mrs. Leo 
Hunter robbed of her favourite lion. M. Bert carried 
Gambettn off from Madame Adam’s salon—an Inexpiable 
offence* Mr. F, T* Marri&Is criticises M* Zola’s theories of art 
very ably ; but perhaps he takes them too peri on sly. The 
novels, we apprehend, are made to sell, and the theories to sell 
them. 

The National Erricw ha© a triumphant article on the 
prospects of “ Young Conservatism, 11 just dashed at the end by 
the unexpected resignation of Lord Randolph Church0! ; an 
attack by Mr, R* XX Falgrave on Carlyle for alleged dishonesty 
in his treatment of Cromwell, resting on the narrowest possible 
foundation ; a rather narrow-minded essay on Phelloy as he 
appears In Professor Bowden 1 © biography ; and a fair review by 
Mr. Alfred Austin of the poetical career of the Earl of Lyttcn* 

We may and do differ with Walt Whitman about the 
necessity of a new departure for poetry in America or else¬ 
where ; but there can bo no two opinions m to the simple 
manly dignity of his words on his book and himself in lapjthi* 
eott's Monthly Magazine. President Cleveland’s sister’s poem 
on the woman question is strong in sense and satire, but Borne 
lines indicate a defective ear. The excitement of Mr. Julian 
Hawthorne’s* and the pathos of Mr. Lusks & “ Angela," are very 
artificial, but suffice to maintain attention during a first reading* 
Of Forum t another magazine hailing from the United States, 
we have barely time to say that, disdaining light literature, it 
has several well-written articles on such solid subjects as 
National Divorce Legislation, Unsolved Problems in Woman 
Suffrage, the Religion of a Rationalist, and the like. 

The rapid advance which has, within the last few years, 
been made in the methods of engraving and reproducing 
pictures by mechanical processes, has enabled the pictorial 
journals of to-day to reach a high state of perfection in their 
illustrations, and" a comparison of the Art Journal for this 
month and a number of the same periodical of fourteen or 
fifteen years ago will show a great improvement in quality 
and arrangement, as well as a large redaction in price. In 
the present number Mr. MacWhirtcr, A*R,A. t contributes some 
pleasing sketches, accompanying an article on “Sir Walter 
Scott’s Country/ 1 by David Han nay ; and Continental art is 
represented by articles on Anton von Werner and F* P. 
MIcbetti, the Neapolitan painter. The etching after Luke 
Fildes, which forma the frontispiece of this number, vividly 
recalls to us the original in the Academy a few years ago, 
while the article on Vainly ok is especially interesting, coming, 
as it does, just before the opening of the exhibition of that 
artist’s work at tho Grosvenor Gallery. 

A new story, 41 The Danvers Jewels” makes a prorairitig 
beginning in Temple liar , which has also a very pretty tale in 
Lady Lindsay's 14 Philosopher’s Window/’ a very amusing one 
in Mr* Curtis Yorke's “ Drawn Game/'a spirited defence of 
Macaulay against Matthew Arnold* and some delightful re¬ 
collections of C. S. Calverley. 

The Cent lew a*'* Magazine and Belgravia are readable 
enough, hut have no special feature* “ Elizabeth’s Fortune ” 
continues to be the chief attraction of London Society. The 
most remarkable contribution to Tima I© one by Mr* W. 0. 
Robertson, drawing attention to the serious foot that 55 per 
cent of the gold coinage is below weight. 

The Asiatic Quarter! u Review offers the least interesting 
number on the whole that we have yet seen ; but has one 
article of very considerable interest—the Marquis Tseng 1 © 
views on the political revival of China, nnd her assertion of a 
claim to rank among the great powers of the earth. Colonel 
Burno’s paper on the proclamation of her Majesty a© Empress 
of India, sufficiently explains the reasons for this jneasure, 
and the almost ludicrous difficulties connected with the 
translation of the title into the Indian vernacular. There is 
much romantic interest in the history of Gujerat ns told by 
Mrs. Pwlder; and Captain Harrison Smith’s views on the 
pacification of the Soudan will receive attention*

Britannia may no longer rule the waves so absolutely as it was 
once her proud boost fchrt she did, but still her children inherit 
the spirit which makes such a book ns A Voyage to th* ('ape* 
by YV. Cl ■irk KuwraU (Chntto and Windns), poaeees a singular 
fascination for them. English readers can never tire of stories 
concerning mon who go down to the sea in ships ; and among 
the tailors of rich tales a foremost place has been won by the 
author of this volume, About a third of the book's contents 
" b *cs the light for the first time" in this published collection ; 
tha other two ibirds have appeared from timo to time in 
the columns of that newspaper which has il the largest 
circulviou in the worlds and have consequently been read, 
we may pres true, by a few millions of sympathetic souls 
with mingled feelings of interest* astonishment* awe. and 
admiration. The added third i:\ apparently similar in 
character to the original two thirds, and wilL undoubtedly* 
create the warn' sort of impression. The heart will be 
frequently in the mouth at many of the descriptions ; and, 
though the pictures of life on tha ocean wave arc sometimes 
very tempting, occasionally more than a little amusing, and 
now and then irresistibly fascinating with the fascination of 
dread and horror, they are calculated, on the whole, to make a 
landlubber u conclude" in favour of living ashore. Among 
the chapters beet worth reading may be especially recom¬ 
mended that which is entitled The Master's Responsibilities; 1 
and which forcibly recalls to mind the noble conduct and 
heroic* but lamentable, death of the ** Cunard 11 captain, who* 
hut a short time back* fell a martyr to incessant exposure 
in the conscientious discharge of his duty. He was as true 
ft hero m any that fell at Trafalgar ; and more also, inasmuch 
as he had no prospect of victory or Westminster Abbey, 

Readers boat cm enterprise who wish to visit one of the 
dreariest and least accessible portions of the earth's surface 
may lie recommended to test their courage in the vast region 
of Alaska : but before going thither we recommend them to 
read Ait Arctic Pro rime; Alaska and the Seal Inland*, by 
Henry W, Elliott (Sampson Low). The work is written on 
an elaborate and, indeed, exhaustive scale, and, in the opinion 
of the writer* portrays “ in word, and by brush and pencil, the 
life and country of Alaska as it is, go clearly and truthfully, 
that the reader tnay draw his or her own inference, just 
ns thoagh he cr she stood upon the ground itself." This 
is a large promise, and one which it would be impossible to 
fill Eil ; but Mr. Elliott, who writes in a somewhat inflated 
style, docs succeed in giving us much information abont 
this enormous expanse of desolation. A few facts shall 
ho stated hero which may tempt the reader to search 
for more in this encyclopedic volume, Alaska was bought 
by the United States of the Russian Government in 
1837* The superficial area of the country is one sixth of the 
United States, but the writer observes that the endless length 
and bewildering indentation of the coast, the thousands of 
islands, the numerous volcanoes, and the number of rivers 
11 make a com pari son of Alaska in any other respect than that 
of more superficial area wholly futile when brought into 
contrast with the rest of the North American Continent, 1 ' In 
one respect it assuredly differs strikingly, for the whole land 
does not contain 31,000 inhabitants, and of these only 430are said 
to he whites. The south-eastern region of Alaska is the part 
known to the merchant and the traveller, and in the Alexander 
Archipelago^ when the fog is not omnipotent and rain not in* 
cessanfc, the tourist will record a vision of earthly scenery grander 
than the most vivid imagination can devise."* Sitka is the seat 
of Government, but the Americans at present do not seem so 
successful aa their predecessors, and trade is declining, owing 
chiefly to the practical extermination of the sca-otfcer. Hero, 
as elsewhere, the savage is disappearing before the civilised 
man ; and in the island of Kadiak, one of the most important 
positions, the natives are said to be dying fast of con sum pi ion 
and scrofula. They are considered old at forty, rarely reach 
sixty* and then are almost certain to be afflicted with 
ophthalmia or blindness. They cannot resist internperanoe, 
and the vices of the trader appear to have more influence 
in Alaska than the labours of the missionary. The 
moat prosperous places, commercially, are said to be the 
most conspicuous for misery and debauchery. An in¬ 
teresting chapter is given to fcbe sea-otter, the pursuit 
of which is said to call for much venturesome labour 
and inclement exposure, and for almost incredible forti¬ 
tude. And the result of this pursuit must be, in time, the 
extermination of the animal; for " the hunting parties do not let 
the eea-otter have a day's rest during the whole year. 1 ’ Th« fur- 
seal, on the contrary, is said to lie in no danger of extinction ; 
and Mr. Elliott’s account of the seal islands, as he terms the 
Pribylov Islands of Bering Sea, is tho most interesting 
narrative of the kirn! we have read. The writer had the 
amplest opportunities for observing the seal ; for he has 
lived for months together on those islands, the climate of 
which mast bo intolerable in winter. The cold is severe 
enough, but infinitely more trying is what the writer in his 
big language calls the TEoIian tension." The wind is 
tremendous and unceasing : and, though a strong man, the 
writer was only able to leave the house three times during 
four months of winter, Mr, Elliott's usi of wo iris sounds 
strange in our ears i he writes of handsome islands and 
elegant weather; but his volume abounds in original observ¬ 
ation, and is in the highest degree attractive. 

It seems a pity that a hook upon which the writer has be¬ 
stowed considerable research and thought should be " privately 
printed. 1 ' Ctciar in AW, by the Rev. Francis Vine, B*A*, is a 
masterly treatise on a subject of no small interest to the 
historical student Mr. Vine writes with great dearness, and 
with a familiar knowledge of the authorities whose statements 
form the basis of his argument. Of course, his prindpal text- 
book is Ctcsar’s wonderful narrative, which would be read 
with more zest in mature life were it not sometimes painfully 
remembered as a school and task-book. The accuracy of the 
Roman conqueror's details has been corroborated by recent 
research ; and by the help of these careful statements, 
especially with regard to distances, Mr. Vine is able to follow 
Caesar* steps, and " to enable the reader to realise the chief 
scene* in which he moved during bis stay in Britain*" It is 
noodles, however, to say that Mr. Vino docs not solely rely 
upon the authority of Julius Czesar* but has consul tod also the 
early English authorities, 

Coleridge called Baxter's autobiography an inestimable 
work, and said that although he might sometimes doubt his 
memory, or even hi* competence, he " could almost as noon 
doubt the Gospel verity as his veracity*' 1 His position under 
Cromwell and Char let* II. was so remarkable that the student 
of the times mi at also make himself acquainted with the life 
of this devout clergyman and awlent theologian. The Life of 
Richard Hitter, of Kidderminster, Preacher Prisoner : 
by John Hamilton Davies, B.A, (Kent and Co.), i® a book 
which, with some unfortunate defects, has also much te recom¬ 
mend it. Its faults are obvious. There is no table of 
contents ; nor does there seem to be any sufficient statement 
of the authorities upon which the work is based. These are 
omissions that will not unreasonably provoke the indent, 
while the general reader is likely to be irritated by the large 


number of sound but obvious reflections with which sc many 
pages of the volume are filled Neither is Mr. Davies satisfied 
with making his reflect ions once, hut they are frequently 
repeated ■ and the author has yot to learn that much that may 
be fitted for a pulpit discourse is out of plao? f and, indeed, 
loses all its power in print. The faults we have mentioned are, 
perhaps, venial ; on the other hand, the biography is of 
sterling value* and presents, with great aid from Baxter 
himself, a vlv.d picture of the rimes. In those davs of 
intolerant controversy, the author of H The Saint's Everlasting 
Rest" acted, or tried to act, aa a mediator; and, as he could 
aide neither with Cromwell nor with the second Charles, he 
suffered for his honesty and independence. If ever there 
woe an illustration of the power of the mind over the 
body it is to be seen in the case of Baxter, who euf- 
fered a life-long martyrdom from disease, and worked as 
persistently as if ho had never felt a lodily pain. His 
character was complex. To judge from some indications 
of it, ho was a religions recluse ; but ho was also il polemic, 
who loved the din of controversy and never yielded in the 
contest. Perhaps the we-akest thing he ever did—and it was 
prompted by this polemical assurance—was when at the Savoy 
conference, he composed in a fortnight, and with what Bishop 
Burnet calls almost incredible Indus tey* a liturgy which he 
hoped might supersede the liturgy of the Church of England* 
Baxter, like smaller men, had his failings ; bat few worthier 
men have lived in England, and none, perhaps, who has 
followed more consistently the dictates of conscience. Mr. 
Davies's biography should be read by everyone who wishes to 

E ain a wider knowledge of the most stirring period of English 
istory. 

No one who has the good fortune to possess the original 
edition of "Pickwick*" or even the copy published twenty years 
ago in what the anther considered the best edition of his 
hooks, is likely to prefer the new Jubilee Edition that has 
recently appeared in two well-printed volumes. The Posthu¬ 
mous Papers of Ike Pickwick Club, by Charles Dickens, with 
notes and numerous illustrations; edited by Charles Dickens 
the younger (Macmillan and Co,), may haye mach to recom¬ 
mend it, but it is not the book we have known and loved for 
many a long year. " Pickwick " without the illustrations by 
Phiz loses more than any new woodcuts, however pretty, can 
supply ; and instead of humorous delineations of the dramatis 
persona* t theJubilee Edition supplies sketches of London streets 
and courts, of country inns and churches, and of obsolete 
costumes. These are good enough in their way, but they do 
not illustrate "Pickwick" and the edition has altogether a 
sober air that seems to us out of keeping* The notes are 
interesting. To old persons they will recall the manners and 
customs of their youth, and young readers will find passages 
explained which the change of fashion has made obscure. 
The London of fifty years ago was not the enormous " wen " 
familiar to ns, and the differenco between "the two is 
carefully noted by the editor. Perhaps this tale has been 
the best-read story of the century* The brood farcical 
humour with which it abounds suited the popular taste, 
and in all classes it secured a welcome* "How many 
editions/' writes the editor* Ui Pickwick 1 has gone through* 
and how* many million copies of the bock have been sold during 
the last fifty years, it would be impossible to calculate. To this 
day it remains the most popular of its author's works, and 
enjoys a sale which would be largo for a very popular and 
successful new book ; while original copies, in good condition* 
are favourite objects of competition among book collectors." 
One of the most interesting features of these volumes is a 
letter from Mr. Walter Be&ant describing his success in gaining 
the first prize in a Pickwick Examination held by the brilliant 
Cambridge humourist, Mr. C, $. Calverlcy* Tlie whole affair 
was conducted with the gravity of a college "exam./ 1 the result 
being pinned up on the official screen* The Master begged 
Calverley not to do it again* “ which* of course, was readily 
promised, because such a thing could only be done once," 

Not thirty years have gone by since the discovery by 
Captain Burton of Lake Tanganyika, which, if not the largest 
body of water in Central Africa, is said to be the longest fresh 
water lake In the world. The wonderful discovery of the 
e {notorial lake regions has raised hopes for the civilisation of 
Africa it was difficult to cherish before; and, thanks to this 
discovery, a new world has been opened for missionary eutor- 
prise* To Lake Tanganyika in a Bath-Chair, by Annie B. 
Hore (.Sampson Low), is a simple but interesting narrative 
written by a lady, whose husband, a nautical man under the 
auspices of the London Missionary Society* has thoroughly 
explored the lake, and assisted in establishing mission stations 
on its Islands and shores. It was natural that Mrs* Hore 
should wish to take some part with her husband in the good 
work* Her first attempt to reach the interior with her baby 
son. who is introduced to the reader m u Jack," proved a 
failure, She was forced to return to England, and when she 
tried her fortune a second time Jack was more than two years 
old. Through many difficulties, arising more from the season 
than from obstruction on the part of the natives, and after 
much sickness* the expedition reached Ujiji, a ninety-days 1 
iouroey from the coast* The men who carried Mrs, Hore in 
her chair, with Jack on her lap, seem to have behaved 
admirably; and though both the lady and her child suffered 
greatly, it in evident that in a better season and with thorough 
organisation a well-armed party of Europeans may toke women 
and children with them into the heart of the Dark Continent. 

It is not likely, however, that the plan adopted in Airs. 
Ilore's ease for reaching Tanganyika will be generally 
followed, as what is called the Nyossa route, in which 
the greater portion of the journey is by water, has obvious 
advantages. The warlike state of the country made this 
way Impracticable in the present instance. "Mrs. Horn's 
story is a very simple one, and it is told without pretension* 
According to the statement given in a supplementary chapter, 
she is now doing work in an Island on the lake; and, by the 
help of a sailing vessel of thirty-six tons, Captain Horn is able 
to carry on communications with the different missionary 
stations. He has also a large life-boat in use* which 
was brought in sections overland from Zanzibar on the 
backs of J Out! porters. The most earnest passage in 
Mrs* Here's little book relates to the slave trade, which 
exists with all the horrors described by Livingstone, 
"only spread wider and farther." Mrs. Hore adds that thia 
“open sore of the world," u although partially healed over 
outwardly, is still preying upon tho vitals of the continent, 
and unless strong measures are applied there will be nothing 
left to heal* Even if all the outside slave markets were closed, 
Africa, left untouched, would consume itself with slavery." 

We must honestly confess we have not at command the 
special knowledge requisite to test the value of Mr. Hjalmar 
Boyeseti's History of Jforway (Sampson Low, Mars ton, and 
Go.) ; but we must say that it was with real interest that we 
read his graphic account of the Vikings and the Berserkers, 
and their exploits against the Swedes, the Danes, the Russians, 
and even against pur own island* Halfdan the Swarthy, 
Harold the Fair-Haired, and Haakon the Good, were all more 
or less mythical; or rather, round their names have crystal¬ 
lised a number of popular legends, which Mr. Boyegen has 


been at pains to assign to their proper place in Norse 
mythology and history* The great national hero, however* la 
Olaf Tryggvesson, whoso aim from the day he ascended the 
throne (a.jj. UAr>) until his death—the invasion of Wendlnnd 
£ 1000 A*£>.)—was to convert the kingdom of Norway to faith 
in " Christ, tho White*" r J here are few chapters in Sir Walter 
Scott more ..ramsfcicully told than that of the *■ Long Serpent," 
On this ship King Olaf rested his hopes of victory in the 
battle of Svolder; the immediate result of which* however, 
was the partition of Norway between the Earls Erik and 
Sweyn, King Olaf & work, although broken off by his tragic 
death, was completed by Olaf the Saint, a few years later : hut 
the introduction of Christianity did not for many generations 
soften the manners of Norse life, or deprive it altogether of 
ite heroic character. It is almost as exciting us a novel to follow 
the author through all this development of a civilisation so 
different in its origin to that of southern Europe ; and. as far 
as we can judge, he brings to support his statements a mass of 
contemporary authority. From the useful map which accom¬ 
panies the history we leara that in former times the Baltic 
was known as the Eye to Salt, in opposition to the Vestra Salt, 
which was the name given to the sea off Throndjheym ; the 
Gulf of Bothnia as the llelsingia Rotfcm ; and what we now 
call the Skagerrack, between Denmark and Norway, as the 
Vikina. The volume is illustrated with representations of 
Norse antiquitiee, Norse costumes,and Norse scenery—all adding 
value and interest to its contents. The author, Mr* Boyesett, ift 
Gebhard Professor of German in Columbia College, New York, 
The delicate and sympathetic study which Mr. F. Wedraora 
has prefixed to his Catalogue of Whistler*9 Etchings (A, YV* 
Thi baud can) explains with truth the attractions which that 
gifted artist has for so many art-lovers. ’Whistler's secret of 
success is that he sees a little further than most people, and 
then, instead of blazing abroad his discoveries, he hints mys¬ 
teriously the beauties of what lies beyond the vulgar ken. 
Mr, YVedmore, in to is attractive little volume, has catalogued 
no less than 214 of Whistler’s etchings, some of which are, 
unfortunately, irretrievably lost. The story of his first 
attempts as an engraver are character]siic. Whistler, then 
(in 1857) a young man in the United States Navy, was sent 
to engrave a map for the *coast survey ; but instead of ft map 
there appeared upon the plate certain sketches, in which fancy 
rather than the geographical features of the coast was pre¬ 
dominant. Farisinn* Alsatian, and Dutch life attracted Mr, 
Whistler's notice, and gave subjects for hie grayer long before 
Chelsea and the Banks of the Thames, and the streets of 
London revealed to him, and to us through him, these touches 
of beauty which lie at our very doors, but which we pass by 
unnoticed, occupied os wo ore in the business of life, or the 
still more hurrying business of pleasure* 


SKETCHES IN THE BAHAMAS* 

Among the distinct insular groups, in the Atlantic and the 
Gulf of Mexico* comprised in the British West Indies, the 
Bahamas are not the least interesting* They consist of twenty- 
bcvju small islands, the largest being twenty-one miles long 
and seven broad, with hundreds of capes and rocks, scattered 
over a space of more than six hundred miles, between the 
eastern extremity of Florida and the north coast of Haiti cr 
St. Domingo* Thews islands include that of St* Salvador, which 
was the first land reached by Columbus* in bis voyage to dis¬ 
cover America, on Oct i f M92 ; bnt whether that on which he 
lauded was what is now called AVatling’s Island, or Cat Island, 
has been a controverted point. English settlements, disputed 
by the Spaniards, began with Kir Humphrey Gilbert in the 
reign of Elizabeth, but were rejicatedly interrupted in the 
seventeenth century ; for two hundred years past, however, 
the Bahamas have been under our Government, The whole 
population is about -15,000, of whom 11,004J are white people of 
European race, the rest being descendants of emancipated 
African negroes* 

The capital, Nassau, on the inland of New Providence* is the 
only town of any real importance ; but, with its hotels and 
boarding-houses, its lending library of over 10,000 volumes, its 
facilities for boating excursions and picnics, it is a most 
charming residence for the winter and spring. The public 
buildings—the Cathedral* the Government House, the Bank, 
tho Houee of Assembly* and the Court-house—are all sub¬ 
stantially constructed. Behind the Court-house grows the 
wonderful silk-cotton tree, whose great buttresses would hMo 
a small party of men, so wide and tall are they. Government 
House stands on an eminence, known as the East Hill, and 
has two carriage entrances ; the one from the east cresses 
the road to the suburbs of Barn's and Grant's Town, 
by an archw-ay* These suburbs are the quarters in w r hich 
the negro and mulatto people mostly live, though there 
are many villages of lesser importance. Some of the cabins 
in which these dark gentry dw T ell are hut poorly furnished, 
though kindly nature has made them all more or less picturesque 
with the luxuriant foliage of palmfi and bananas, not to speak 
of daturas, oicaiidere* roses, and other scented flowers, as well 
as many beautiful shrubs and tree?. One of the most in¬ 
teresting spots on the island is the Queen’s staircase. In the 
time of slavery it was intended to cut a road through an 
obstructing hill of rock ; bnt, when the work had arrived at 
its present stage* emancipation put a stop to it; no tho steps 
were erected at the furthest end, and the Itoyal name was 
bestowed upon them. A short distance from the top of these 
steps stands the old fort of Fincaatle (so called after one of 
Lord Dtrnmore's titles), from which a fine view extends over a 
great part of tho island, taking in the hotel and most of tho 
public buildings. 

There is a very pleasant drive eastward along the shore* 
It leads past St. Matthew's Church* and through the avenue 
of the same name, where some old tombs repose beneath tho 
shade of weatherbeaten almond-trees* Great fertility 
noticeable everywhere : trees growing on ruined walla, on 
ancient gateway, or in fact any where where an atom of soil and 
a chink seems to invite vegetation. Pineapples thrive when 
stuck apparently into a hole in the rook, and beautiful orchid* 
grow on the trees. 

The chief industry is from the trade sponges; these are 
fished for, washed, dried, and baled for export in large 
quantities, and though there is no quality found there in any 
way equal to the so-called Turkey sponge, excellent ones for 
bath and carriage purposes arc to be had 

One of the most agreeable trips imaginable is to the “ Sea 
Gardens/ 1 —-beautiful gardens below the water, where sponges 
lie, aea-fans mid sea-feathers wave* and brilliant fishes lazily 
swim. Bathing is to be enjoyed there also; and beautiful 
corals lie around the shores* 

To the invalid seeking a warm winter residence the Bahamas 
will seem an earthly Paradise; no praise is too great 
for the sweetness of the climate that prevails there throughout 
the winter* and, indeed, through the greater part of the year. 
The balmiest breezes are blowing, and hut very little rain falls, 
although the heaviest shower soon permeates tho coral 
formation of the island, and leaves the ground dry* Tho 
IIlustrations are frem sketches by Mr. H ( B. Jacobs, and 
photographs taken by Mr. Ernest Bilbrough, to whom we are 
indebted for this communication.

SKETCHES IN THE BAHAMAS* 
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Jean Baptiste Greuze, to whose art we owe the original of the 
picture engraved above, had the good fortune to bo the 
only painter of his day on the Continent of Europe. In 
Italy painting hud disappeared with Carlo Mnratti; Van Dor 
Werjf was closing, somewhat ignobly, the glories of the Dutch 
and Flemish schools; Carrenoaud Tobar, in Spain, were satisfied 
with making inferior copies of Velasquez and Murillo ; whilst 
In France, Watteau and the painters of the Regency had reduced 
art to the lowest level of artificial sentiment. Greuze, for a 
while, seemed disposed to float with the current, and to pander 
to the depraved taste of Versailles mid Trianon. But, happily, 
ho was caught by the spirit which filled Rousseau* aud, through 
him, stirred society to its depths. Me proclaimed, like his master 
in philosophy, tbe school of Nature, and indicated the charms of 
simplicity and rustic beauty. It is not easy for Englishmen, 
perhaps, Ur recognise the truth of the title—the French 
II ©garth—-which many of his fellow-country men have applied 
to Greuze i but, in truth, he never lost sight of the moral purpose 
in his pictures. Living in a time when license was carried to an 
excess, aud purity of thought and act was despised os pruderj', 
Greuze never allowed his brush to pander to the popular taste.

The faces of his young girls arc often marked by exaggerated 
sentiment, and* of toner still, weak in execution ; but the 
drawing is always correct;and the idea innocent His greatest 
fault, perhaps, is a want of pliability and variety. There is a 
certain similarity of type in all his girls' faces, but they are 
never vyanting iu grace, nor spoilt by effort to convey more than 
the painter could feel* His own simple domestic life furnished 
him with just the quality and degree of inspiration his brush 
was capable of rendering, and for this reason his pictures are 
always complete and equal. In some of his touches of village 
life he reminds us of onr fellow-countryman Morhud, but 
with less feverish animation and eager straining after 
dramatic effect. Two of his best-known pictures (after “La 
Crnehe Casstfe ”J are 11 The Father s Curse" and u The Return of 
the Outcast Son/' both of which were probably known to 
Morland through engravings. But in these works Greuze 
scarcely shows himself at his best* His heads of young girls, 
u happy in their youth, conscious of their beauty, eager to b© 
loved," arc the works on which he expended the best resources 
of his art. His skilful and delicate drawing, his soft colour¬ 
ing, and his elegant attitudes are most appreciable in these 


simple studies. The drapery, background, and other accessories 
are too often heavy and monotonous; and the want of care 
which he displays in their treatment will prevent Greuze ever 
taking a place in the first rank of French artists. But his 
reputation, which docs not rest upon a passing fashion, is not 
likely to suffer eclipse ; and the solid ground on which his 
claims to popular appreciation rest were well proved by the 
attraction which the Greuze pictures of the Wallace Collection 
had for all aorta and conditions of men when exhibited at the 
Befcimal-Green Museum*

The collection of John Leech's Piet tar* t\f Life a nd Character 
(Bradbury, Agnew. and Co.) forms a handsome Volume, to which 
on© may turn at any moment for amusement or information, 
We have hero before ns tho etory of many a popular craze and 
fashionable foible, told without envy, hatred, or malice, hut in 
the simple, good-natured bantering which was Leech’s chief 
char act-eristic. Mr. Briggs' Pleasures of Shooting, Fishing, 
and Hunting ; the Brook-Green Volunteer, who preceded by 
fifteen years at least our present Volunteer system ; Bloomerism , 
Servantgalism, and, above all, the Great Exhibition 
are by Leech's pencil endowed with an evergreen vitality, 
which some, at least, of these social phenomena might not 
otherwise preserve. The period of Leech's active connection 
with Punch, whence all these drawings are taken, extended 
over nearly a quarter of a century (1842—18(14). We are 

glad to find that to this volume is added an index, in which 
reference is made to the year in which the several drawings 
appeared. 


TWO BOOKS OF SPORT. 

In The Huntcr'ii Arcadia, by Parker Gillmore (Chap id an nnd 
Hall), African scenes, as presented to our view in the more 
or lees veracious narrative of travellers, from John Leo 
AfrienniiK down to Baker, Cameron, and Stanley, do not strike 
us as possessing many of the features generally associated 
with an ideal Arcadia. Even Bechnanaland, as most people 
who have journeyed thither know it, cannot well be described 
under that title, and probably Mr. Barker Gillmore would 
hardly apply the term literally even to the happy hunting 
grounds of which he writes with adolescent enthusiasm. But 
some licence must be allowed to the author. He says that 
every person visiting South Africa, who has shooting pro¬ 
clivities, 14 thinks It his duty to publish a book about sport with 
tho big gome there; but seldom do these people my a word 
about the smaller game, which is to he found there in great 
abundance/’ This versatile and entertaining author, however, 
must remember that not every sportsman has hia power of 
investing little things with interest. In the hands of an 
ordinary writer a book that recounted no stirring tales of hair* 
breadth escapes, and consisted mainly of no more exciting 
ml ventures than are to be encountered In shooting partridges 
and rabbits at home, would be very dull reading indeed. But 
Sir, Parker Gillmore has a keen eye for all that passes before 
him, and a happy knack of expressing himself in graphic, though 
sometimes very homely, language. He has so much knowledge 
of natural history that he is able to observe systematically and 
record accurately. His notes on the habits of wild birds and 
animals have more than ordinary value for the scientific 
naturalist, and he never obtrudes his knowledge in a way that 
eon Id weary the least sympathetic reader. He lacks the 
polished style and simple force of Theodore Roosevelt, whose 
narratives of sport in the wild West arc so fascinating ; but 
he Intersperses his hunting incidents with qnaitifc and always 
apt stories of natives and their manners. The book is illus¬ 
trated with many admirably careful drawings, among which 
those of three varieties of sand grouse, the hammerhead or 
shadow-bird, the Cape hunting-dog, the rock rabbit, the koodo, 
the griffin vulture, and the Cape jumping hare—a species of 
modified wallaby—are full of character aud interest. A hook 
that Is equally entertaining for old and young is rare indeed, but 
Mr. Parker Gill mores“Hunting Arcadia" may justly claim tube. 

It is doubtful whether the bulky volume entitled Wild 
Animals, photographed and described by J. Fort and ISott 
(Sampson Low and Co.), may he more accurately characterised 
as a collection of excellent phototypes explained by the aid of 
extracts from the published works of many naturalists and 
travellers, or as a laborious bit of bookmsking, illustrated by 
the help of photography. The author, who is a Major of tho 
Canadian Active Militia, acknowledges frankly the sources 
from which he gathers much that is most readable in hia 
book. Quotations are given at great length from such various 
authorities as Gardner Wilkinson, Rankin, Forsyth, Marco 
Polo. Frank Bnckland, Humboldt, Topsell, Brace, Palgrave, and 
many other explorers, some known, others unknown, to fame ; 
a few trustworthy and several otherwise. The author’s in¬ 
debtedness to previous writers is, however, not to be measured 
by the passages embraced by inverted commas ; and be (Major 
"Nott) occasionally adopts as his own, or at least without 
acknowledgment of other origin, some offspring of ancient 
imagination that has been discredited by modern science and 
research. Such interest as this hook undoubtedly pos¬ 
sesses is, to a certain extent, marred l>3 T the author’s lack 
of power to discriminate between fact and fiction. He 
would, apparently, accept with equal complacence and 
without comment tho legends told by John Leo Africanus 
and the evidence carefully collated by Huxley, Owen, or 
Darwin. An illustration of this may be found in the chapter 
on the camel, wherein most diverse views of that animal’s 
peculiarities are expressed ; and there is one engraving, after 
a sketch by Dr. Chow ton, in which the camel is represented iu 
swift motion as no mau ever saw a camel move. The book is, 
however, enriched w r ith many phototypes of considerable 
value. The 44 foreshortening 11 is exaggerated by the false per* 
spoctive of photography, bat in many caeca the characteristic 
attitudes and expressions have been very happily caught. 
Quite life-like portraits nr* given of a white bear, a Luhdorf’tj 
deer in the act of 11 belling, 11 a chimpanzee, and an ourang- 
outang ; but tho general result does not lead us to think that 
photography is likely to supersede the work of skilful artists 
as an aid to the study of wild animals and their habits.

THE TROOPER’S HORSE. 

It needs an effort of the imagination, with some appreciation 
of the manifold changes in English, social life and manners 
during nearly two centuries and a half since the Civil Wars 
between King Charles and the Parliament, to fancy the 
disturbed condition of our country while that obstinate 
military struggle was continued, shifting its scene and 
breaking out afresh in different counties, from the Midlands to 
the West, to the East, and fco the North. Beginning at Edgo- 
hill, the first battle in lfi42 f it went ontoMarston Moor, July 3, 
HD 4. with two important encounters at Newbury, and with 
numerous sieges of provincial towns, including Bristol, ending 
in the crowning victory of Noaeby. Juno 14,1645. Another 
war, six years later, in the name of Charles IL t resulted in hi* 
defeat at Worcester, Sept. 3,1651 ; by which time, not to speak of 
Ireland and Scotland, thirty or forty battle-fields in England 
hod been drenched with English blood. It was chiefly that of 
militia and yeomanry, under their local commanders, rallying 
to the standards of the Earls of Manchester and Essex, of 
Lords Holland and Brooke, of Sir William Waller, the Fairfaxes, 
and Cromwell ; or to those, on the King s side, of Prince Bupert, 
the Marquises of Newcastle, Worcester, and Hertford, Lord 
Goring, and others, England must at that time have experi¬ 
enced to the full all the bitterness of internal strife, in the 
hostile relations between neighbours and families, and in heavy 
private as well as public leases ; hut seldom in history was any 
great Civil War attended with so little wanton cruelty. It is 
probable that, among simple rustic folk of the labouring classes, 
imperfectly aware ot the political and ecclesiastical controversies 
of the time, an amazed sense of wonder, mingled with regret, 
was more prevalent than fierce party spirit. Quiet people of a 
country village, two hundred miles from London, when neither 
railways, telegraphs, nor newspapers existed to convey inteUi- 
gonce of contemporary affairs, may have heard vague rumours 
that the King and some Lords were fighting with the Lords of 
Parliament, but they knew not why or wherefore; and wore, 
perhaps, reminded of old stories of the fighting be tween tko 
houses of York and Lancaster, some two centuries before. It 
did not seem, at first, to make very much difference in 
their remote and secluded parish life; bat, one summer 
day, they were told of tlie movements of armies, which seme 
traveller had seen approaching the county town; on 
the Monday, perhaps, a troop of 11 Ironsides/’ dad in 
buff leather jerkins, with steel morions ou their heads, 
armed with pistols and long swords, rode through the village 
street; a few hours later came a gallant cavalier officer, in 
glittering corslet and plumed helmet, with bis mounted 
soldiers, to inquire about the enemy, and speedily rode away. 
There was a camp here and a camp there, with a great stir all 
round, but it was best for them to sit still. On the Thursday, 
we may suppose, these villagers got the startling new® that a 
battle had been fought on Blaokdown Hill, ten miles distant, 
where King Charles*® party had got the worst of it, and several 
thousand men had been killed. Somebody that evening went 
along the rood, and found a horse, with a military saddle and 
holsters, standing beside the bodge. Near this poor tired 
beast lay the corpse of a fugitive soldier, who had dropped off 
the saddle, dying of hie wound. The horse was taken to the 
village pound ; his rider was charitably buried.

saving a child named Turbitt; to IV. Gibson, for breaking 
through the ice on a pond at Wes though ton, near Bolton, ou the 
3rd in&fc, and saving a lad named Hodkinson ; to J. Martin, of 
the Coastguard, for saving J. Garmon, who, with two other 
persons (drowned), was thrown into the sea by the capsizing 
of a boat at Fwllgwoelod, Dinas, Pembrokeshire, on the 8th ult.;

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’inn LOST TUOOPKK’S HORSE: AN INCIDENT OF THU CIVIL WAR IN IS NOLAND. 
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THE GREVILLE MEMOIRS. 

Everybody will be glad to know that there is now within reach 
of expectant readers the “ third part n of the late Mr CL C. 
Greville's memoirs, ably and conscientiously edited by Henry 
Reeve (Longmans, Green, and Co.) ; and everybody will be sorry 
to learn that there is no more to come. The new and con¬ 
cluding part is entitled A Journal uf the IU i{}H itf Queen 
Victim# foam 1852 to I860; and if it be correctly understood 
that Mr. Greville died in January, 1865, it is clear that he 
could not have added much to his journal, which he deliberately 
brought to an end, through sheer disgust at being “ entirely 
out of the way of hearing anything of the slightest 
interest beyond what is known to all the world/* Fortunately, 
however, the period embraced in these last two volumes 
is one of the most interesting and most memorable, 
as regards both domestic and foreign affairs, in the whole 
history of her Majesty's reign. In these two volumes the Clerk 
of the Council no longer appears in the character of the 
fashionable and even dissipated young man of pleasure, or of 
the middle-aged politician, entering into all the questions of 
the day with energy and enthusiasm ; he has become, rather, 
the elderly, somewhat melancholy, spectator, than the active 
participator (to the extent that his official position permitted) ; 
and, so far as his beloved sport is concerned, the owner or part- 
owner of Mango, Alarm, Canadian, Adine. Ariosto, Cariboo, aad 
Muscovite (a u sensational" witruer of theCesarewitch),the Sir 
Oracle of the Jockey Club, is found recording bis serious 
intention of withdrawing from the excitement of the Turf, and 
confining himself to the more sober, hut scarcely less anxious, 
cares of breeding. So Falotaff, when his end was approaching, 
fi babbled o' green fields/' Stilt Mr. Greville had many 
years before him, when, in 1854, be became more and 
more confirmed in bis resolution to get rid of his race¬ 
horses, to get out of his office (of Clerk of the Council), 
and to amuse himself “ with locomotion, fresh scenes, and 
dabbling iu literature/ 1 If a journal be literature, he had— 
happily for all of us who read—been dabbling for a long while, 
and for same time to come continued to dabble therein. 

Of the profoundly interesting historical events with which 
these two volumes deni, the most momentous, of course, are the 
Crimean War, the Indian Mutiny, and the Italian War; and 
concerning each the keeper of the journal lias jotted down 
some very curious details, obtained at first hand or on very 
excellent authority. But. at this distance of time, the English 
reader will appreciate most highly the few glimpses given of 
Queen Victoria's domestic life, and of the difficulties with 
which the late Prince Consort had to contend before he fully 
established his position and popularity. Most touching is the 
account of the letter written by the*Queen to the Prince of 
Wales, whan she announced to him " his emancipation from 
parental authority and control** ; and more touching still is 
the description of the effect it had upon Mm who was the 
recipient of it. 

Moat readers will be both surprised and amused at the 
picture drawn of the manner in which our rulers behaved in 
the days of the popular Lord Palmerston, when they met 
together m council to deliberate upon the affairs of the nation. 
It appears that Lord Lansdowne would fall asleep incon¬ 
tinently, and that Lord Palmerston and ethers would imme¬ 
diately* follow the example. If that sort of behaviour prevails 
at the present &a.y t it may account for a great deal which 
astonishes the uninitiated. That there has long been precedent, 
however, for a slumboring Ministry may be inferred by what 
w**s written in the days of the -horsey" Marquis of Rock¬ 
ingham, with whom the late Mr. C. U, Greville may be sup¬ 
posed to have had something in common. “The Cabinet 
sleeps, and the Minister's Hocking'em," ran the words of the 
satirist:. 

Besides much important and valuable imformation, the two 
volumes contain not a few good s: orics and enrions anecdotes 
about persons who once were or still are among the foremost 
personages of their time. At the date of the great Duke of 
Wellington's funeral, for instance, we are told that Count 
Walewski, then French ambassador in London, had been 
ordered by Napoleon III, (greatly to the Emperor's cm!it) to 
attend it, but showed strong reluctance, and confided his 
feelings to Baron Brunnow. who very pithily remarked : “ if 
this ceremony were intended to bring the Duke to life again, 

I cun conceive your reluctance to appear at it; but as it is 
only to bury him, I don't see that you have anything to 
Complain of/ 1 There is another anecdote which may be 
mentioned as a proof of the singular way in which a 
mere name of a race-horse may recall to one man nothing 
at all, bat to another a vtry romantic story. It has 
been already mentioned, for instance, that Mr, 0. C, 
Greville owned, in 1851-2, a race-horse (which is female 
as well as male) called Adine, Of course, most people 
would pass over the name as nothing hut a filly's Appel¬ 
lation, as of no particular significance. But beneath that 
simple word lies a strange tale, Adino was the name of a 
romantic young lady, with whom Mr. C, C. Greville was on 
terms of friendship, who waa the daughter of Count Maltaahn 
(a name well known on the English turf), Prussian Minister 
at Vienna, and who, u being a charming girl of twenty," 
actually Fell in love with Frederic Lamb, Lord Beany ale and 
Melbourne, English Ambassador at Vienna, a man 41 sixty years 
old, and with a broken and enfeebled constitution* 1 ; lived a 
most happy married life with him for eleven years, and when 
she lost him. in 19i>3, in his seventy-second year, mourned him 
as passionately as if she had been Venus bereaved of Adonis, 
So perhaps, in time to come, the name of 44 Coco" (which has 
lately been conferred upon a race-horse) may keepalive (though 
it were better dead and buried, and forgotten) a ^ cause 
clfldbra " of but the other day. 

Mr, Greville, iu his journal, has sometimes indulged in 
the tempting but delusive game of prophecy, against which 
his long experience of “sporting predictions" should have 
been a sufficient warning. Needless to say, he is occasionally 
very wide of the mark ; when, for instance, bo prophesied 
(in 1333) the failure of attempts to hring about a 
lasting alliance between Lord Derby and the then Mr, 
Disraeli, and when he (in 1838) expressed “the most 
dismal forebodings upon this Indian question" forebodings 
falsified by "the experience of nearly thirty years/’ That 
Mr. Greville should be a little, or more than a little, bitter 
against the Press, at the same time that he bears witness bo 
ito enormous influence, is only what was to be expected of a 
gentleman who, in his sporting capacity, had l*een very roughly 
handled in u the papers/* who had recovered damages against 
them for libel on one occasion, at least, and might have been 
equally successful. no doubt, more frequently, bad he cared to 
prosecute as often as he hod ample grounds. 


At the annual meeting of the committee of the Civil 
Service Life-boat Fund, held last week, the hon. secretary re¬ 
ported that during the past year the fund bad presented to the 
National Institution a fifth lifeboat, which, after having 
formed a part of the Lord Mayor's Show in November last, bad 
beet) placed at Mary port, on the coast of Cumberland. It was 
further stated that the Civil Service life-boats had been 
instrumental in saving 189 lives and three vessel*. 


RUSSIAN FRONTIER CUSTOMS. 

Modern railway travelling, while its speed, comfort, and 
punctuality serve to make it easy to visit the different countries 
and nations of Europe, also furnishes a jealous or timorous 
Govern meat with the opportune conveniently to inspect and 
scrutimss arriving passengers iu their compulsory detention at 
frontier stations, in going from Berlin to St. Petersburg, by 
wav of Konigsherg. there is u station named Wirbnllen, or 
rather, a t wofold station—n Prussian Wirballen and a Russian 
Wirbatten ; the latter of which is a place where discreet tra¬ 
vellers will take care what they say and how they behave, or 
they may have some little trouble in getting on farther. Our 
Artist, who baa gone through this experience, contributes a 
Sketch of the scene when the Russian Customs* officers 
are sternly and rigorously examining all the passengers’ 
luggage, which process, unless they are dexterously bribed, 
can be made rather annoying to persons whose boxes, 
trunks, and portmanteaus" are filled with costly and 
delicate apparel, and with cherished articles that they do not 
like to have u rummaged/' Mere is a Parisian young lady, for 
example, with a precious stock of millinery, apparently dis¬ 
tressed by the rough touch of dirty hands laid on the silks and 
muslins ami luce in the upper compartment of her ample 
chest, while her robes and jackets, of fine materials and work, lie 
trailing on the dirty bench and floor. As a rule, with travellers 
who do not understand or will not condescend to a little official 
transaction forth© sake of lenient treatment, every parcel, how¬ 
ever carefully packedand fastened, is opened by the Russians, and 
the very wrappings are subjected to a minute scrutiny, as if it 
were suspected that charges of dynamite might be hidden in 
their folds. But newspapers, whether in the English, French, 
or German language, seem to be regarded aa more perilous 
even than explosive chemical compounds. Our Artist, for 
instance, had inadvertently wrapped up his spare boots in an 
old copy of the Daily New*, which was at once taken away, 
bo that he had to enfold the books in one of bis shirts. 
He had also w T ith him, a* was natural, the Illustrated 
London, News; and, being an Austrian, the Fr*m 

Presto of Vienna: both these papers, we know not why, 
having been looked at by a superior official, probably of 
the Russian police censorship, were mutilated by stamp¬ 
ing certain parts with an inked block, to prevent the 
reading of objectionable passages, and were returned in that 
condition to cur friend ; while his block of drawing-paper, 
though perfectly blank, was cut open, leaf by leaf, to sec If 
there was any writing or drawing in it. The signature of the 
Russian Ambassador to the passport from the starting-point 
of the journey is requisite for being allowed to pass the frontier 
of Russia. 


SURVEYING IN NEW ZEALAND. 

The Surveyor-GeneraTs Department of the New Zealand 
Government is a well-organised official service, in which 
detached parties are frequently employed to survey the 
extensive tracts of public lands still awaiting the occupation 
of agricultural or pastoral settlers, more especially in the 
North Island, in the former provinces of Auckland and 
Hawke's Bay, or Napier, where much work of this kind yet 
remains to be done. A correspondent who has been engaged 
in Government surveying, which often commands the temporary 
assistance of newly arrived colonists desirous to see the country 
and to gain experience in a somewhat rough but healthy 
campaigning life of out-door labour, sends these Sketches of a 
few amusing incidents, one being that of a dispute with 
some females of the Maori race. This is not a rare 
occurrence in the back districts, where the natives have a fixed 
idea that once the chain passes over the land, their claim to it 
is impaired. Women and. children are usually sent to stop a 
survey in the first instance, it having no doubt been found 
that the object can sometimes be gained iu this-way without 
the serious results of a quarrel between men. Another lively 
scene is that of " a wild sucking-pig scramble/ 1 The wild 
swine, not indigenous, but descendants of those which have 
run. loose, absolutely swarm in certain districts of New 
Zealand. A chase after the young ones, commonly called 
“ suckers,” very great fun. These, when caught, are not 
generally killed, os there are plenty of largo ones to be had. 
They will probably be token to the camp, where, in a few 
days* they will become so tame that they will sit Tound the 
fire with the dogs. Wild pigs, says our correspondent, are the 
cleanest of animals. In the New*Zealand bush the trees grow 
so thickly together, and the masses of fallen trunks covering 
the ground are to numerous, that, iu some forests, one 
walks almost as much on timber as on terra firma, 
becoming in time a sort of amateur Blondin. In this 
performance, similar to that on the tight rope, a surveyor's 
theodolite may sometimes be useful as a balancing-pole. 
Still, even to the wary and skilful , 11 accidents will happen.” 
Iu one case, the surveyor has evidently been traversing 
the creek, as may be seen by the flag on the opposite bank. In 
crossing over, his foot has slipped, with this dire result. The 
survey party usually have a pack-horse to carry all the food 
and other necessaries for several months. The jjack-horse, we 
are told, before starting, to fortify him for hia arduous task, 
has been fed on oats.for the lost few days. Being a grass-fed 
horse, as most horses up-country iu New Zealand are, this 
generous diet has had a greater effect on him than anticipated, 
tie kicks and gallops away, and the party enjoy the melancholy 
spectacle of a distribute on of all their little effects to the four 
winds of heaven. Meanwhile, the pack-hos&e, his speed 
increasing in exact proportion to the lightening of his load, 
gradually becomes a speck in the far distance. Provisions, 
however, are somehow to be got, supplies of flour, sugar, and tea 
being the most essential. Potatoes and other vegetables can, 
perhaps, be had of the Maoris ; and there is sometimes a chance 
of catching fisher shooting birds, not to mention wild pork. The 
culinary arrangements may devolve, by turn, upon any of the 
party. Upon the disastrous occasion represented, the cross-bar 
of cook's ’* simple fireplace has no doubt been burnt through ; 
and the prospect of dinner for the hungry survey party who 
will presently arrive lias become problematical. They usually 
live under tents, and care little to seek shelter in the wooden 
huts of squatters. When n new settlement grows up rapidly, 
before a survey of the township has been mode, the houses of 
thoughtful and far-seeing men arc built on wooden sledges, so 
that, after the survey, each man can move his house on to his 
own particular section. This is done by teams of bullocks ; or, 
if a river happens to bisect the future metropolis, by the 
simple process of a boat towing the house across the river. 
As New Zealand U an extremely loyal colony, the principal 
hotel in every new town is generally called ** The Royal Hotel." 
At some more commodious hostelry, in-an - up-country town¬ 
ship, we sec the party enjoying a game of billiards. Surveyors, 
after several months in the bush, are something like sailors 
after a long cruise. They have got back to "the delights of 
civilisation/* 


The fifty-two volumes of 11 Cassell's National Library** 
issued during last year just fill an oak bookcase supplied by 
the publishers, and in this shape the library forms a useful 
and moat acceptable gift. 


THE DAYS OF QUEEN CHARLOTTE. 

Readers fond of Court gossip and of domestic details will 
turn with curiosity to two volumes just published, entitled 
f'tiurt and Primt* ? Life in the Time of if urn Cha rlottr, being 
the Journal* of Mrs. Papendiek^ Assistant Keeper of the Ward- 
robe and Header to her Majesty. Edited by her grand-daughter, 
Mrs. Vernon Delves Broughton (Bentley). We do not think 
they will he disappointed with the book if they remember 
Pope's advice, and regard the writer's end.” These memoirs 
were not written for publication, but simply at the suggestion 
of Mrs. Papendiek's daughters, and, writing thus, it is natural 
that a variety of trivial and family mutters should be mentioned 
of no great interest to tho' public. A reader, however, who 
knows how to use a book of this kind will gain from it a more 
vivid picture of the time, and of some conspicuous characters, 
than from many works of greater pretension. We are reminded 
as we read these pages of Madame D'Arblay's Diary, which 
has a literary art about it to which her successor in Court 
duties makes no claim; Mrs. Papendiek’s narrative, however, 
has a merit of its own, being written with entire faithfulness 
and sincerity of purpose. 

It relates to the English life of a century ago, a life 
in some respects utterly unlike our own. The writer’s father 
came over from Germany in attendance on Queen Charlotte, 
and for the rest of his life held an appointment at the Court. 
His child was, therefore, introduced in infancy to Court life, 
and. having bren horn about the same time as Prince William, 
was frequently his playmate. At a very early age, to her 
father's regret, and apparently without affection on her part- 
one word from her father, she said, would have put a stop to 
it—the girl married Mr, Papendiek, a German musician and 
page to the Princess Royal, They were poor, at all events 
in thoir early married life, hut Mrs, Papendiek was none 
tho less welcomed by Queen Charlotte; who, with the 
King, either acted as sponsors for her children, or appo in ted 
them. The young wife appears to have had not, a little 
taste for dress, about which a good deal is said ; and having 
visited the Queen one day in & pretty cap, was asked to make 
the Princess Amelia's caps for the future. The Princesses are 
described as 41 more than beautiful/' and the Prince of Wales as 
showing “ an elegance indescribable in everything that he did 
before the public/* The writer admits, however, that be was 
utterly unfeeling, and that at the time of the King's illness 
his conduct was despicable. Few men, indeed, have ever led a 
baser life than “ the first, gentleman in Europe.” 

And now, as it is impossible to follow the course of events 
in a narrative so full of minute chit-chat, it may be well to 
note some of the writer's memories of famous people, and a 
few of the circumstances or fashions which show how the life 
of that time differs from our own. 

When a girl the author was sent to school at Streathum, 
where Johnson was living with the Thrales, and there is a 
happy recollection of a school entertainment at which the 
Doctor was present. 4i He told us all to talk to him, as that 
was what he liked, and his kind benevolent heart made him a 
favourite with us all/’ And he told Miss Albert (for that was 
tho writer’s maiden name) that he liked her, because she waa 
open-hearted and glad to be corrected. “He, poor man. was 
very untidy; but we did not love or resjject him the less for 
that/' Of Dr. Dodd, the popular preacher who, in spite of tho 
efforts made to save his life, was executed for forgery, In¬ 
teresting mention is made. When he preached, there was not 
standing-room left iu the church. He is said to have been 
handsome iu the extreme, and to have possessed “ an harmonious 
voice, a heart of passion, and the power of showing that ho 
felt his subject deeply.” Zoffany, the artist, figures con¬ 
spicuously in the memoirs, for the writer lived in in¬ 
timacy with his wife, who was * : a perfect beauty, good- 
natured. kind, and very charitable. 1 * The story of the 
artist's first connection with her la not at all to his 
credit. A better man, and a greater artist, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, was often at the Ihrales, and is frequently 
mentioned. There, too, as every reader knows, came 
Fanny Bnrney, who to Mrs, Papendiek was u all polite¬ 
ness as usual/ 11 Of Fuseli and Sir Thomas Lawrence there are 
some pleasant glimpses ; and West, the president of the Royal 
Academy, used to drop in for whist ■ but the writer seems to 
have been more intimate with musicians than with artists, her 
husband taking part in Court concerts, and she has many a 
good story to relate about several who are still known to fame, 
She carries the reader with her to the theatre, then in Its 
palmiest days, for Mrs. Siddons was taking the town by storm, 
anil Miss Earren charmed everyone with her beauty and 
elegance, and Henderson was per forming at Drury-Lane, and 
Miss Young was winning golden opinions, and Mrs. Aldington 
was ''certainly the first in her line of genteel comedy”; but 
Garrick, one of the most versatile and illustrious of English 
actors, had passed away when the writer was stilL a child. 
Music was the young w ife's delight, and when pianos were 
introduced into England, she was able to accompany her 
husband on his flute. Dancing was a very important 
accomplishment in those days, and li my master,” she 
writes, “was particularly pleased with my manner of 
giving and withdrawing the hand, I was renowned for 
my finish of the different movements, the jump being 
accomplished without bru&queness/’ Then we may note, 
as illustrations of the old world Mm, Papendiek lived 
in, how, in travelling to Streathum, a friend met her at 
Brixton with a blunderbuss, and they arrived in safety — 
Rrixton Hill being a noted place for danger, the highwaymen 
meeting, it was said, at the Horns/’ Xomimgton ; how, among 
the Court perquisites received by her husband, were two 
tallow caudles a night in winter, and one in summer; how, 
finding it inconvenient, to dress her Lair, powder being worn, 
she cut it off, i( beautiful as it was,” close to her head, aud 
wore a cap “most becomingly made" ; bow trains, at any rate 
those worn by the Princesses, were about one yard on the 
ground, t; which was then considered a walking length ” ; and 
how, exactly a century ago, luxury was gaining ground and 
company dinners were as late as three o'clock. The reader 
who wishes to hear more from Mrs, Papendiek about our fore¬ 
fathers in the days of George III, should search these enter¬ 
taining volumes.

THE RENT WAR IN IRELAND: SKETCHES BY OUR SPECIAL ARTIST. 
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BABY BUNTING. 

Xearly half a century ago the celebrated James Orchard 
Hall iwell sallied forth, a loyal champion of the legends of the 
nursery. From the imputation of frivolity he did his able best 
to rescue and Adeem our childhood's tales. He made a pathetic 
appeal to a hard and selfish world to assist him in this noble 
endeavour, * 4 Lct none," he said, 4 'deem this a derogatory 
task." It is this idle notion of their puerility that makes us 
carolesa about their preservation. The antiquities of our 
English people arc rapidly disappearing before the spread of 
Board schools. Before many years have elapsed they will bo 
lost, or recorded only in the collections of the antiquary, and 
the sceptic will ask for evidence that they ever existed. 

It is not only from their historical or antiquarian aide that 
the epics and lyrics of our nureery bespeak our i nterest and sym¬ 
pathy ; their multiform variety of metre and of treatment also 
entitles them to our careful consideration. We may collect from 
them a perfect chain of the domesticities of infant life. They are 
the picture gallery, the Kigaristau* of babyhood ; and they are 
essentially pure. No touch or taint of evil stains the virgin 
candour of 4 * Hey, diddle, diddle ” if interpreted naturally, and 
as the author, of course, intended it to be interpreted ; no speck 
of pollution, whatever may have been suggested by the 
coarser commentators of earlier periods, blots the snowy 
whiteness of 41 Goosey, Goosey Gander 3 " These two poems 
alone are an honour to human nature. Nothing immoral has, 
indeed, ever been permanently popular as nursery literature. 
The unsophisticated child rejects the suggestion of the in¬ 
decent as it would reject an oyster or an olive, kirschenwasser 
or tawny port. But it must not he supposed that the poem a 
mentioned have no more than a negative excellence. Nothing 
would be more pleasing than to insist on their positive me rite, 
their loving tenderness, their all-pervading sympathy, their 
homely naturalness; hut all these qualities, and more, may 
also tie found in the subject of our present paper. 

The learned author of 4< Primitive Culture n has suggested 
an allegorical explanation of tl Sing a song of sixpence " which 
it would be found difficult, if not dangerous, to apply to 11 Baby 
Bunting." His mode is a favourite one with exegetists, but 
it is full of peril. It regards its subject mythologically, not 
historically ; as a figure, not as a fact, 41 Sing a song of six¬ 
pence 11 is, in the opinion of Mr. Tylor, a Nature myth. The 
four-and-twenty blackbirds are the hours ; the pie, with its 
upper and under crust, the underlying earth and the over¬ 
arching heaven. The birds begin to wing when the pie is 
opened—that is, the hours begin their rolling course at dawn ; 
the King is the sun ; his money, the sun's rays. The Queen is 
the moon ; her honey, moonlight. The maid is the moisture 
of the fields; the clothes are the clouds; the blackbird is the 
hour of sunset, 

"Baby Bunting" has nothing in it of the solar myth. 
It is plain, simple, and clear from beginning to end. It is 
only when there is obscurity of meaning that allegorical 
interpretation is commonly adopted. No child ever asked 
the meaning of il Baby Bunting." This cannot be affirmed 
of other rhymes ; for instance, of 44 Humpty Damply," Any 
infant of average intelligence would be led by the curiosity 
which seems sometimes inconveniently to rule over infancy, 
to ask why the egg was set, of all places in the world, on a 
wall? Brit with "Baby Bunting" the adolescent mind is 
content. All here is plain sailing. There is no occasion for 
solar figure or Nature myth in this beautiful story. To the 
mere difficult text of “Hickory, dickory, dock," with the 
intricate complexities of its opening and closing lines, which 
many go so far as to consider altogether meaningless—to 
this poem, and poems like this, let the allegoric interpretation, 
as fallacious generally as it is ingenious, he applied. The 
more dark and apparently absurd the composition is, the 
more likely is it to have some hidden significance. Not¬ 
withstanding the many temptations there are to think other¬ 
wise, nonsense has seldom been written of deliberate intent, 

44 Baby Bunting" belongs to that soothing class of melodies 
commonly termed lullabies. The very name, in which the 
softest of the labials in dominant, seems to pour upon our 
languid eyes the honied poppy dew of sleep. " Bye, Baby 
Janting," repeated in codenced intervals, would be surely 
more efficacious in the cure of insomnia than the counting of 
innumerable herds of imaginary cattle ranging in scattered 
disorder over distant plains, or the following with the mental 
eye the soaring blue wreaths of an ideal pipe as they vanish in 
quick succession into air. “Baby Bunting" has probably 
hushed, into slumber many generations of babies in by-gone 
years, 

Now-a-days, we manage matters differently. Infants still 
yelp and yawl m they have done since the race of men began, 
limn an existence is probably like a pair of new shoes, uncomfort¬ 
able till you grow Hied to It. Babies wail on the first threshold of 
life, as an overt sign it may be of protest against their having 
been introduced into it. What course of action is adopted by the 
modern mother to mollify her child's acclaim? Does she try 
the magic charm of u Bye, Baby Bunting" ? Far from it—she 
steps over to the nearest pharmaceutical chemist, purchases a 
sweet but lethal compound, and the baby is released from the 
ills to which flesh is heir with expedition and dispatch. 

It is possible that in the present time there are some people 
bo benighted as never even to have heard of ss Baby Bunting " I 
It is necessary, therefore, with an apology to those better 
informed, to insert his simple story here 
Bye, Baby Bunting 3 
Fatter "a pone a-1 mating! 

Ulster 'if gfino to buy n nkin 
To wrap the Baby Hunting in l 

And that is all. But what more is required 1 Brevity Is the 
Boul of wit. It is also the true source of the sublime. Four 
centuries, at least, have passed away since 44 The Foies of 
Gotham " first saw the light, but their story is still familiar to 
us; and why ? Probably from the succinct poetic form iu 
which it is convoyed. For terseness and conciseness it is 
worthy of being compared to 44 Bye, Baby Bunting " ; but for 
these only— 

Three wise men of Gotham 

Went to sea tn n bowl I 

If the bowl Lad hotm stronger 

My Bong ted teen longer l 

This poem leaves an aching void in the reader's heart and head. 
It is unsatisfactory, as it fails to enlist our sympathies. It 
opens well, and the proem provokes curiosity, but the con¬ 
clusion is lame and impotent. How widely different is 
"Baby Bunting"! Here the trochee takes the place of 
the anapaest, and the rhyme is perfect. The little Bunting's 
story, told in true literary style, enlivens the fancy, seduces 
the imagination, and touches the heart. Here there is no 
artificial life, no horror of a hairbreadth and imminent 'scape, 
like that of “going to sea in a bowl.” No stale device 
excites our curiosity; all is simple nature—a baby story in 
a humble country home. Who Baby Bunting was we shall 
probably never learn. Many are the names chronicled in our 
new “ National Biography,” with diligent research and pro¬ 
bably fair completeness, but among them only two " Buntings 11 
appear. One, Edward, was an Irish musician, an antiquary, 
and inclined to stoutness, not at all the sort of man to go 
“ o-hunting "; the other, Jabez* was a Wesleyan Methodist 


minister. This Bunting was the secretary of a missionary 
society, and, though he is commended for his " singleness of 
aim,” we have no reason to suppose that he was more addicted 
to venery than the other. Even the sex of “Baby Bunting" 
is left uncertain, though wo are probably justified in 
assuming the baby was a boy. But these blots are rather the 
result of contemporary carelessnees than any disgrace to 
the'inspired author. The criticism of Johnson on some 
of Pope's Epitaphs cannot, with any justice, be applied to 
44 Bdby Bunting" The name of the subject of the poem 
is twice repeated. It is feho Alpha and Omega of this 
little alphabet of inuer rustic life. The mother dandles 
her probably sole male babe upon her knee by the light, we will 
suppose, of a winter fire. It is, doubtless, evening. Shadows 
arc, at all events, beginning to gather over the land. The 
father is momentarily expected home. He has gone a-hunting 
to provide sustenance for his little family. There is no reason 
to suppose that there are other children. The sister of the 
her 9 has gone to a merchant and furrier for the express 
purpose of buying some garment of ririn in which to clothe 
her infant brother. The allusion to this garment as a skin 
indicates the very early period of the story. Thus, all are 
employed, circulate as it were within different' orbits, about 
44 Baby Bunting,” their central atin. This is exactly as it should 
be. "How easy to find that emotional nourishment after 
which our affections yearn in this our rich inheritance of 
nursery lore I The eye can only see, according to Carlyle, 
what it brings with it the power of seeing. But the poet 
will feel more in this immemorial c null e-song than he can 
find words to express. Nay, the most devoid of imagination 
cannot fail to recognise in it. an absorbing domestic interest 
united with a healthy moral development which might put to 
the blush many a more ambitious story of the circulating 
library, __ . J- H. 


THE DISASTER IN S PIT AL FIELDS. 

The dreadful calamity on the night of Tuesday week was 
briefly noticed in our last. It took place at the Hebrew Club, 
3, Princea-street, f?pita!Gelds, a place of recreation and amuse¬ 
ment among the German and Prussian Jews, who dwell in the 
vicinity of Commercial-street and Spitalfields. It appears 
that a' benefit performance was organised by a dramatio 
society in connection with the club, for the purpose of afford¬ 
ing help to a distressed member of the club. Special notice 
had been circulated of the performance of a play called 44 The 
Spanish Gipsy” (not the fine dramatic poem by George Eliot). 
There was a" large attendance, estimated at from 400 to 500 
persons; a large portion of them women, while there were 
many husbands with their wives and children. Nearly all 
were of the poorer class of Jews, worker? in the slop-making 
establishments, the boot trade, and other industries in which 
cheap labour is employed ; most of them were immigrants from 
Germany, Polish Prussia, and a part of Russia. The women 
were dressed Iu holiday attire, with gaily-coloured costumes 
and jewellery. Arrangements for the comfort of the audience 
had been made by the manager, Mr, A. Smith, a butcher, of 
Doreet-etreet* Spitalficlds, even providing refreshment during 
the performance. The club comprises a hall, fitted up in the 
modern music-hall style, with stage, having footlights, curtain, 
proscenium, stalls, pit, and gallery on two sides of the hall. 
The length of the hall, in rough measurement, is about 50ft., 
and the width about 30ft. Near the door is a bar, and the hall 
leads into a vestibule about 10 ft. m length, the entrance into 
this vestibule being at least 5 ft. in width, ample for all pur¬ 
poses of egress. The gallery steps lead into this vestibule, bo 
that the upper and lower sections of the audience meet here. 
It was in this space that the struggle occurred* caused by a 
false panic and alarm of fire, which coat the less of seventeen 
lives. By means of a swinging door, opening outwards, 
another vestibule is reached, where two wide doors open into 
the street. In addition to these two doors, there is a third 
door from the hall through the house part of the club, where 
the billiard and smelting rooms are situated. 

At lialf-past eleven, towards the end of the performance, a boy 
iu the galleries, to gain abetter vie w of the stage, climbed up a gas- 
pipe affixed to the wall, and, in doing so, broke it i n half, Harri & 
Gilfierg, who, with his wife and family, was sitting near, tried 
with his handkerchief to stop the gas from escaping. He was 
successful in doing so; but some person shouted out . 44 Turn 
off the meter !" and the hall was thrown into partial darkness. 
A cry was immediately raised of 44 Fire ! " which threw the 
whole assembly into a fright, and they all rushed to the 
doom. The semi -darkness added to the confusion ; and 
the women and children shrieked in extreme terror. As 
the occupants of the body of the hall thronged to the door, at 
the same time as those from the right-hand gallery came 
tearing down the stone steps, a collision was the result, only 
one or two escaping from the front of the mass; tho remainder 
became immovably interlocked at the junction of the staircase 
and the hall entrances. The whole of the staircase was packed, 
with struggling human beings, who poured down the narrow 
steps upon those who bad fallen at the bottom. The women 
and the young children, unable to keep their feet, were 
pro seed down. One old man named Isaac Levy, a patriarchal 
elder of the Jewish Church, was an early victim.

The names of the deceased persons are:—Isaac Levy, aged 
74 ; Gerty Levy, 4 7, his wife ; Solomon Krotofsky, 15 ; Lewis 
Kxotofsky, 13, his brother : Rachel Levy, 22; Regina Monc- 
adam* 45 ; Percy Cohen, 15 ; Esther Ellis, Hi; Isaac Goldberg, 
12 ; Millie Goldberg, 3d. his mother; Betsy A ban/24 ; Eva 
Marks, 0; Jennie Goldstein, 24 ; Esther Rosenfell* 21 ; Kate 
Silverman, 22 ; Katie Baum, lit; and Sarah Rinalds, 2d. 1 hey 
were buried on 'Thursday evening ami Friday, at West Ham 
Cemetery ; the coffins were carried to the Hebrew section of 
the burial-ground, and interred in one row, one in each grave. 
The Hebrew burial service was said over each grave separately 
by the Rev. S. Spiro, of the Central Synagogue. 

Mr. S. Wynne Baxter, Coroner for the Eastern Division of 
Middlesex, opened an inquest on Thursday, which was 
adjourned for a week.

TO A FOREST VILLAGE. 

Though it is not yet seven o'clock* the winter night, in this 
Northern pariah, has quite closed in, and it is already very dark. 
When the sun set, far in the south, some honre ago, its disc 
gleamed coppery red through brown mist veils as of rising 
smoke* and the shepherd’s wife on the moor* as she brought in 
her peats for the night, said she thought there would be more 
snow before morning. It has not yet begun to fall, however, 
when the minister* wrapped up to the ears in hie heavy coat, 
and his feet encased in strong, thick-soicd boots, pulling on a 
pair of rough worsted gloves* and calling his spaniel from her 
place on the study hearth, sots out from his comfortable manse. 

Presently* as he turns from the beaten highway into the 
snow-clod woods of the manor, heating the bell of the 
distant town steeple behind 1 dm striking the hour, he gives an 
encouraging word to his dog, and quickens his steps a little. 
As he passes the humble window of the gate-lodge, he pauses 
a moment—there was a sound ; yes* it is audible again—a 
mother crooning softly over her child ; and his eye glistens as 
his ear catches the lullaby, old bachelor ns he is. From the 
chimney on the low roof, too, there steals down among the 
trees the savoury fragrance of the evening meal. The father, 
one of the under-game keepers on the estate, evidently has not 
come home yet* and his young wife is waiting for him. 

The sky is soft and very dark overhead, the tree-tops are 
all but lost in it* and one can almost fancy he hears the 
drifting of the coming enow. But all is silent, not a branch 
in lie forest stirs* and between the black tree-trunks the 
sheeted snow can be seen stretching stainless and undisturbed 
on either hand into the mysterious depths of the woods. The 
trees themselves, unshaken all these weeks by wind or squirrel 
or woodbird* raise into the night their branches robed to the 
remotest twig in the matchless lace work of the frost. 

But see! Along the hollow, to the left* can he caught a 
glimpse of the manor house* its window's, most of them, aglow 
with light A grey* stately old place it is, in the midst of its 
woods* eloquent with the memories of long-past centuries. 
Royalty haa been entertained there in bygone days* and in the 
woodland aisles around has echoed merrily the laughter of 
many a gay party from the court* distant only a morning’s 
ride. But storm after storm has swept the land since then : 
that gay Courtis palace is a min now ; and while the race of 
the humble peasant still thrives in the manor woods, the race 
of the manor lord, and tho race of the kings themselves, of 
those days* have passed from the earth for ever. There is no 
spot iu so old a land but has its memories, sad and gay. Some¬ 
where in these woods* in days still further gone* a national 
hero was betrayed* and on the moorland ridge, a mile away* 
a king's army suffered defeat. But the minister passes on. 
His errand to-night is neither to palace nor castle* yet it may 
be that the simple hearts he is presently to unite will beat as 
happily under a lowly roof of thatch as do those of the gentle 
owners of the manor yonder. 

By degrees* as he presses on* the path becomes rougher, 
and the trees deepen the darkness overhead* and hardly a 
former footstep hm left its trace in the undrifted snow, The 
solitude might also be primeval* bo absolute is tho alienee in 
these untrodden recesses. The solitary snapping, once* of a 
rime-laden branch has only testified amid the stiffness to the 
intensity of the frost. At last, however* the path widens 
some what* there is a little clearing and a forsaken lodge, and 
beyond, here and there m the open* gleam the scattered lights 
of the village, A sequestered spot it is, 1 lowered in summer by 
the whispering woods, and in winter buried here in the forest 
solitudes by the swathing snow. 

But there is merriment enough to-night in the little com¬ 
munity ; and the frequent ring of laughter from the nearest 
cottage, as well as the warm glow of firelight streaming from 
its threshold and window's, deep-set under the thatch* tell 
where the festivities are going forward. It is tho cottage of 
the bride's father ; all the village has assembled here to assist 
in the ceremony* and they are waiting now for the minister. 
The laughter subsides as he lifts the Inteh and enters, stamping 
in the doorway to shake tho snow from his feet; and all eyes 
are turned upon him* as the goodman of the house* a grizzled 
forester of sixty winters, hastens forward with a welcome to 
help him out of his coat. It is a comfortable scene—the 
interior of the low-raftered kitchen* lit up rather by the 
warm glow of the open fire than by the candles set on 
table and window - shelf. By the hearth are gathered 
the older folk ; the many-wrinkled granny, in comely 
white mutch and kerchief ■ the few matrons, with smooth ly- 
braided hair* and little ornament* except a well-worn ring 
or two j and the men in decent homespun; while further 
bock are grouped the more youthful members of the party- 
broad-shouldered young fellows and merry-eyed lasses* excited 
a little by the somewhat infectious inspiration of the occasion. 
Everything in the humble apartment is as clean as honee* 
wifely care can make it; not a speck is to bo seen on the brown 
stones of the floor* and above tho black shining chimney-piece 
tho brass candlesticks glitter like gold. On the snowy dresser 
over there, below the well-filled plate-rack* is piled in pro¬ 
fusion the substantial fare that will do duty later on. Mean¬ 
while, on the white deal table In the middle of the room is set 
only the well-worn family Bible. 

The minister* however, with a kindly word, has shaken the 
hand of the somewhat embarrassed bridegroom* and stands 
now, inquiring pleasantly after granny’s eyesight, by the fire. 
There is u pause of expectancy, a hurried messenger or two 
pass between the rooms, and then the bride, a handsome young 
woman of twenty-two or so* is brought, in by her mother from 
44 ben the boose / 1 ns the only other apartment is called. With 
a look of happy pride at the object of his affection, the bride¬ 
groom takes his place by her side at tho further end of the table, 
and tho mmister* glancing round to see that all is ready, opens 
the Bible. After a brief but earnest prayer, and the reading 
of a short passage of Scripture, the good old man addresses 
them in a few solemn yet kindly words. They are taking the 
most serious step in life; let them look to Heaven fora blessing 
upon it. The future may bring them prosperity : let ti em see 
that it does not cool their affection. It may also have trials in 
store for them: let these be lightened by being shared between 
them. Above all. let them rememJjer to lx? open-hearted to 
one another. Then he asks if they are willing to be wedded 
14 for better or for worse,” bids them join hands, engages in 
another most momen tons prayer, and finally declaring them 
man and wife, with the solemn Jnjunction * 44 Whom God hath 
joined together, let no man put asunder,” ends tho short cere¬ 
mony. Immediately there is a great stir, shaking of hands 
with the bridegroom* and kissing of the bride ; the gallant 
groomsman, somehow, extends the salutation to the blushing 
bridesmaid. The mother sheds a few quiet tears, and granny, 
by the fire, wakens up to speak of her own wedding day. 

But the proper papers have been signed* and the minister, 
followed to the door by the overflowing thanks of the little 
family, and refusing all offers of escort, leaves the homely 
company to its enjoyment—for the dance will be kept up till 
a late hour in the morning. The night air is bracing, after the 
warmth inside* and* as the sky has cleared a little now, the 
pathway back through the woods will be better seen by the 
silvery sparkle of the frosty stars. G, E.-T* 
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WINTER PENSIONERS. 

The birds are, after all, the best weather prophets. Before the 
mow came, dense flocks of larks flew ft way towards the south, 
the uneasy rooks inspected and repaired their neats in the 
trees to the left, with one eye on the growing bank of clouds ; 
and the starlings chattered and argued all day long, making 
doable the noise the next morning when they woke up and 
found their usual breakfast-table covered with a thick, white, 
impenetrable doth ; while the thrushes and blackbirds, which, 
deceived by the long mild autumn into thinking winter was 
merely hearsay, had already begun to practise their singing, 
became mute once more, and, fluffing out their feathers, sat 
about in hedges and on tree branches, in such despairing 
attitudes that we knew what was coming even before the first 
tiny atom of snow showered down through the still, grey 
atmosphere—the harbinger, as it turned out, of a storm as dense, 
and quite as savage, as the historical one of January, 1881. 

After years in the real country, we have inherited posses¬ 
sion of a garden nearer London, from wheuoe the birds have— 
oh, shame!—been ruthlessly chased and driven in order to 
preserve the fruit. When we came in early autumn the place 
was birdies* ; and it is pitiful even now to note the distrust 
with which our overtures arc received, and to see instances 
of one-legged rooks and maimed thrashes that speak volume# 
of the warfare carried on against these charming children of 
Nature ; but this hard winter is making ns friends again ; and 
it is carious to note how birds which a fortnight ago flew 
away in dense clouds the moment we opened a window, now- 
da not move for anyone—except the brown puppy, that means 
no harm, but whose gambols strike awe into their souls—and 
remain feeding quite calmly while we softly replenish their 
water, or give them some small additions to their already very 
varied bill of fare. 

At first we could nob make out why our garden was so 
desolate. We put out our usual winter charity : but no cue, 
save an extremely nervous robin, came to partake, and he 
picked up the crumbs in such an agitated manner we could 
hardly bear to see him ; bat, after a few days of severe cold, 
we saw, on rising, that out hospitality was accepted: for, 
seabed round about on the trees, waiting for the food bo be put 
out, wore sundry sparrows, one robin, on® starling, and, joy of 
joys [ one large, rather dilapidated rook. 

Now, if we have an ambition, it is to have a rookery all to 
ourselves ; and this sight nerved ns to new endeavours for our 
pensioners. Not only did we scrape together every crust and 
morsel of brood we could ; but we begged bones, chopped up 
morsels of fat, and stole a spoonful of porridge from each 
child, making thus a savoury mess, which we disposed, some 
on the ground, to tempt the most nervous to confidence, and 
some on a chair, to take the bones out of the puppy's reach; 
for he was hardly versed enough in the laws of true hos¬ 
pitality to be able to resist temptation in the shape of food, 
did it come too obviously in his way : and then we waited 
most patiently to watch what the birds would do. 

At first, the chair itself was a terrible obstacle to them ; 
they could not make it out. They hovered round it, fluttered 
on the back, and (as one does not put one's best chair out for 
even the birds—and this was a trifle ricketty) fluttered off 
again when it lurched with their weight; and, altogether, kept 
up such a twitterment and agitation that we thought our 
chair plan was a failure, and wore going to impound the 
puppy for a few hours, when suddenly the rook rose to the 
occasion, and, taking possession of the chair, kept all the 
other comers at bay until he was satisfied: when a couple of 
starlings, recognising the advantage gained, took his place, 
and ate until they were satisfied too ; a few pecks, judiciously 
administered, keeping away all the rest, which, having come to 
the conclusion that there was no trap concealed anywhere, 
were all anxious to share the food on the chair, and came in 
clouds the moment the starlings vacated the fort ; and several 
most amusing aerial combats took place between those who 
were anxious to have the chair all to themselves, and did not 
wish to be annoyed by a host of others—all as hungry, and as 
capable of fighting, as themselves. 

Bat soon tbo confidence that inspires our pensioners taught 
them to be far more patient than they were at first, and, finding 
the supply of food at present unfailing, they are much mom 
ready to wait their turn than they were when the frost began; 
and instead of being restricted to the mem “gamine ” of the 
neighbourhood, cur company now includes some of the more 
aristocratic members of the bird world; while their tremor 
when the train passes our garden, and it does pass very near, 
shows ns that they have come a long distance ; for the birds 
that have come from the beginning pay no more attention to 
the trains than they do to any other noise, and continue feeding 
regardless of anything save the necessity of getting down as 
much as they can in the shortest time. The most entertaining 
among our pensioners is undoubtedly Donato, the one-legged 
rook : when he came first, he was "simply a black heap of 
misery and ruffled feathers : his wings drooped: his tail was 
frayed from being dragged along the ground ; and he had not 
a caw- in his composition. Hie efforts bo get on the chair were 
ludicrous indeed ; but, once there, he completely altered : Ms 
feathers became tidier, he perked up altogether, and spreading 
out his wings, as if to keep off intruders, he cleared up about 
a pound of food of all descriptions, and then preened his 
feathers for the first time, we arc convinced, for many a day; 
while now, he picks out the largest bones at once, and, standing 
on them with his one foot, cleans them so thoroughly there 
is not one scrap left when he has done with them—though 
now he has grown so cunning that he actually carded off one 
bone across the line,- and left it there, and then came back for 
another ; and we watched him from our window clean both of 
them, one after the other, undisturbed by the chattering crow, 
that now cease to dread his great wings and strong grey beak, 
and dare to dispute possession with him of some of the choicest 
morsels. 

One day a stray partridge was discovered sharing the meal 
with the rest of om- pensioners, that seemed quite unable to 
make him out. He ventured upon the chair at once, and ate 
speedily, but without alarm ; yet he has never been since, 
and we fear he has gone the way of all game, thongk ho was 
so very thin he would certainly not have been worth 
cooking ; and we had fond hope# of taming him, and coaxing 
him to take up his abode in the shrubbery : hopes doomed to 
disappointment, for it is a week since we saw him; neither 
have any more rooks, save Donato, really become regular 
visitors—though they consume our turnips in the field, and 
hover about us ae if endeavouring to gain confidence ; and we 
are looking forward to adding several more of them to our 
numbers before the winter is really over. 

We have, robins, sparrows, tits of all kinds, starlings in . 
hundreds, thrushes and blackbirds, goldfinches and bullfinches; 
and the noise they make while feeding or waiting about 
on the branches for the food to be spread, is well-nigh deaf¬ 
ening, ami strangers passing cannot make It out. Rut though 
the snow lies on the ground, and the boys slide and skate along 
the garden paths that are one mass of ice. our pensioners' voices 
gi ve ns a foretaste of spring, and promise us a concert once 
the winter is over and past, and we can be happy once more. 
Apart from the mere humanitarian view of keeping winter 


pensioners, we can regard our birds as a great source of amuse¬ 
ment, and wo waste many a precious five minutes looking on 
and studying their different dispositions. Many a hearty 
laugh do we obtain over the overwhelming insolence of the 
starlings: the pugnacioufmess of the thrushes, who attack 
each other seemingly without any cause whatever; and the 
sly complacency of the robin, who picks np all the pieces 
dropped by the others while fighting, and goes on eating 
regardless of any amount of noise and tumult around him ; 
while almost endless small “ happenings " among the birds 
give ub food for reflection, and teach us how sensible, how 
wary, and how trusting are these small members of society 
that will, we have now great hopes, continue in our garden, 
and be summer singers as well as merely winter pension ere; 
though their manners, as regards quarrelling among them¬ 
selves, might be improved; but certainly, if they were, 
they would cease to be half on entertaining as they are now; 
when to see five sparrows tackle and utterly rout a thrush, or 
to wonder which out of six starlings perched on the back of 
the chair will make the first successful dart at the stores of 
crumbs and meat waiting for them on the seat, keeps a whole 
nursery amused for hours, J. E. Pan ton.

iS Social Life in the Reign of Queen Anne," a book pleasantly 
written, and the fruits of much research, was published not 
long ago by Mr, John Ashton. The reading demanded for 
that work carried the author, no doubt, into many of the bye- 
paths of literature and history, and he has now produced a 
volume of disconnected chapters, entitled Eighteenth Cmtitry 
Waifd (Hurst and Blackett). It is difficult to critloiee a book 
so miscellaneous in character. There is an essay on “ Milton’s 
Bones," another on the “Times Newsjiaper” a third about 
Eugene Aram, and a fourth about that desperate duellist 
George Robert Fitzgerald, who at the age of twenty-four 
had fought eleven duels, and fourteen years later was executed 
for murder. Imprisonment for debt supplies a fruitful topic, 
which would have been more interesting if Mr. Ashton had 
consulted the novelists of the period. The chief authority for 
h!s statements is John Howard, who may well be called the 
philanthropist, for be did more to remove the miseries 
and horrors of prison life than any man who ever lived. 
Even in the eighteenth century prison life had its amusing 
side, and from a poem called H The Humours of the Fleet ” 
tho author takes some curious passages. In a paper on the 
u Quacks of the Century 15 there is little that we have not read 
elsewhere. How can Mr. Ashton call Emma Lyons, after¬ 
wards Lord Nelson’s 11 dear Lady Hamilton,” il a good-looking, 
florid, buxom wench ?" She was. as everybody knows, and as 
Romney has indubitably proved, a woman of the rarest 
beauty. Among the quacks of the time, Dr, Graham is 
mentioned, who professed to cure his patients by mud baths. 
They were placed up to their necks in earth, and advised to 
giveup using ** the deadly poisons and wcakenere of both body and 
soul, and thecankcrworm of estates, called foreign tea and coffue, 
red port wine, spirituous liquors, tobacco, ami snuff.” Apropos 
of this earth cure, an amusing story is told In Thomas Moored 
“ diary ” which Mr. Ashton might have quoted with advantage. 
Poets have been put to shifts before now to secure an audience, 
but surely no one ever hit upon such a strange method rs 
Charles Lamb's ** dear delightful George Dyer. 1 . Being, we 
are told, in despair of getting anyone to listen io his verses, 
when Mr. Graham came into the neighbourhood with hia plan 
of burying people in the earth and leaving them there some 
hours. Dyer took advantage of the situation of these patients 
and went and read to them all the while they were thus stuck 
in the earth.” Mr. Ashton observes that this book hue been 
taken from sources thoroughly original, and that in compiling 
it he has consulted nearly two thousand volumes. 

We are indebted to the joint encouragement of the Folk- 
Lore and English Dialect Societies for Mr. C. Swain son's 
Folk - Lore of British Bird* (Elliot Stock), a valuable 
and interesting contribution to our knowledge of the habits 
of birds, and of our ancestors. Books compiled with so 
much care offer, perhaps, little novelty; but they are 
chiefly valuable as bringing within the reach of the ordinary 
reader the labours of specialists, in all countries, who have 
devoted them selves to the explanation of popular myths 1 
and legends, A secondary interest, moreover, attaches to works 
relating to the folk-lore of the flora and fauna of a country, by 
furnishing a sort of key to the permanent and altered con¬ 
ditions of climate in this and adjoining countries. We can, by 
their help, trace almost to a day the arrival and departure of our 
summer migrants, and mark the change which has come over 
large tracts of country by the alteration of these dates. For 
example, the cuckoo, which is due in this country on April 14, 
is expected to arrive in France on St. Benedict’s Day 
(March 21) ; in Germany, be used to be fully a week or ten 
days later ; whilst in Norway he is not expected until May I, 
What becomes of the cuckoo during the winter months has not 
been so satisfactorily cleared up by modem travel lore as the 
general rendezvous of the swallows. It is, of course, 
round the most widely distributed birds that the largest 
amount of folk-lore gathers. About the nightingale, the 
wren, the cuckoo, and the magpie, the “ wisdom of nations ” 
has left numerons traces. Ihe kingfisher and the hoopcoe 
probably brought with them from Oriental sources, through 
Greece, the sad stories wrifch which they are associated 
in Brittany and some parts of Germany, In these days 
of telepathy, moreover, it will be interesting to learn 
that in parts of Westphalia the peasants, on hearing tho 
cuckoo for the first time, roll over and over on the grass 1 as a 
preservative against lumbago during the rest of the year ; and 
that the water of which the crossbill has drunk is a specific 
against epilepsy. The connection of certain great events with 
different birds is a widespread belief, but the relations differ in 
various countries. The Russians hold that it was the sparrow 
which attracted tho Jews to the spot in the garden where Christ 
was taken prisoner; and that at the Crucifixion they 
brought back to the executioners the nails which the 
swallows had carried away. And in parts of Lancashire 
plovers are supposed to contain the souls of those Jews who 
assisted at the Crucifixion. Wo might go on for a long 
time citing curious matter of this sort from Mr. SwainBou’s 
most amusing book. It is, however, valuable for the serious 
student in numerous ways * as giving a very complete list of 
the provincial and popular names by which the majority of 
our British birds are known in various parts of these islands- 
From this point of view we can cordially recommend this 
volume as a useful book of reference, whilst the author’s 
researches into local and national folk-lore will give it a 
special interest and value to students of that subject. 

Mr. Edward T, Mason, the editor of livmarou* (ran* from 
American Literature (Routledge), confesses, in the preface, 
that he is not altogether satisfied with his selection of “ Gems.” 
Some of the sketches, he observes, are hardly entitled to take 
rank as masterpieces : and bo adds iA that the final choice of 
the particular material selected has not always been decided 
by his preference, and is not always in entire accord with his 
judgment/' For his own credit sake, Mr. Mason did well to 
state this, since no critical reader of the volume will hesitate 
in saying that a great number of the sketches are neither 
gems of humour nor of American literature. The special 
characteristics of the humour that comes to us from across 
the Atlantic are often wholly wanting ; and, if we exclude 
three or four well-known names, there is little here that is 
of the finest quality. Mr, Mason should be aware that a 
sketch which will pass muster in a magazine, and please its 
readers, may be very unworthy of a place in a selection like 
this. The title justifies the reader in expecting the purest 
flour of humorous literature, but he will find it copiously 
mixed with brau. Moreover, we venture to doubt whether 
the first names in this kind of literature are adequately illus¬ 
trated. Something better might surely be given from Long¬ 
fellow than a tiny poem about Dr. Johnson ; and though 
Nathaniel Hawthorne’s well-known description of the British 
matron is humorous enough, the account of Dr. Heidegger is 
scarcely worthy of his genius. Oliver Wendell Holmes is one 
of the most delightful of writers; but the reader would 
scarcely be aware of this from the 41 gem” given by Mr. 
Mason ; and we arc not sure that even the “Biglow Papers" 
are made to yield of their best, though Mr. Lowell's quality 
as a humourist cannot but be felt when contrasted with the 
mediocrities that figure in the volume. 
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WINTER SKETCHES AT ROTTERDAM. 

Rotterdam, being almost as much intersected by rivers, canals, 
and waterways as Venice itself, peculiarly feels the severe 
winter; and some of our sketches show the carious way in 
which miniature ice-floes have made their presence more or 
leas uncomfortably felt by impeding the traffic. The 
thaws, however, have not allowed any great amount of ice 
really to lock up fast the busy traffic of the prosperous port. 
The hooded crow—a comparatively scarce bird iu England, 
and, even when common, always shy and wary—is in Holland, 
by common consent, made a sort of favourite, and in return 
does good scavenger's work. He appears, under these circum¬ 
stances, to have altogether lost his shyness; and more than 
once two or three were seen together tamely taking food from 
persons who threw bread to them as we might to sparrows and 
robins. The fish-market is one of the sights of the town ; and 
there one might see one's future dinner swimming about in 
tanks. Seated on the top of the building were long rows of 
sleepy guile, digesting the food which is bountifully spread 
before them, the offal of the fish being thrown into the water. 
The Cathedral, an old Gothic edifice of brick, though not 
remarkable for architectural beauty, appears, as shown in our 
central sketch, very picturesque in conjunction with the high- 
roofed brick houses, and with the shipping, which swarms 
on the canals through some parts of the town. Indeed, 
Rotterdam is a most interesting town for the artist and for 
the lover of the picturesque. 


The city occupies an equilateral triangle, the base of which 
is an immense dyke or ** dam,' 1 on the bank of the river Maas 
or Meuse ; this dyke forma a handsome quay, called the 
Roompjes, from the elm-trees planted along its length, which 
is above one mile. Another great dyke, at the head of a 
creek of the river, divides the inner city into two almost 
equal parts, the New Town and the Old Town, The 
part between these dykes is all canals, islands, and bridges; 
and two great canals, along the outer sides oE the city, meet 
at the apex: of the triangle, to receive the waters of a stream 
called the Rotte ; whence the name of Rotterdam. The Hoqg 
Htra&V or High-street, running along tho interior dyke, con¬ 
tains the best shops ; it is crossed by New Church-street, at 
one end of which is the 11 Groot Markt,” the market-place, 
with the bronze statue of Erasmus ; at the other end is 
the Cathedral Church of St Lawrence. The house in which 
Erasmus, the great scholar, whose real Dutch name was 
Gerrit Gerritz, was bora, in 1467, now a tavern, is near the 
market-place. The population of Rotterdam is about 150,000, 
and it has much trade with the Dutch East Indies and other 
countries, the port being usually full of large three-masted 
ships. Many smaller vessels. With one mast, the hull often 
painted bright green, and striped red or white, lie in the 
canals; and steam-boats at the Roompjes start for the other 
towns on the river, and for those of other parts of Holland 
and the Rhine. The railway frqm Delft and the Hague, 
uniting here with that from Utrecht and Amsterdam, is 
carried' on a bridge over the Maas to tho south. 


“WITH THE TIDE,” 

Tho movement of boats and ships on the changeful water of 
a tidal river, in any trading port with a large mixed popu¬ 
lation on its banks, where townsfolk, country-folk, and sea¬ 
faring men continually pass each other, is a spectacle of 
interesting variety and activity in which many artists have 
delighted. It may be seen on the Thames, between London 
Bridge and Woolwich, as well os on the Scheldt at Antwerp, 
on the Maas at Rotterdam, or at the French towns near the 
month of the Seine, or at Nantes or Bordeaux; for 
the picturesque elements of the scene, apart from national 
peculiarities of visage and costume, belong to the mingled 
situations and occupations of the diverse classes of people 
afloat, and to the common influence of the flowing or 
ebbing stream, the channel and vehicle of daily or hourly 
communication between the city and the sea. The figures in 
the boat, which occupies the most prominent position in the 
picture by M. Eugene Vail, reproduced in our Engraving, have 
a foreign aspect, reminding ns of Southern France, and their 
physiognomy, not to say the woman's head-dress, is such as 
might perhaps be observed on the Gironde; but we cannot be 
sure that they arc natives of tho country, for sailors visiting 
distant ports are sometimes accompanied by the wife of one 
of them, and these may possibly be returning from the town 
to their ship. In any case, it is a good anrl< effective picture, 
agreeable and truthful in spirit, while suggestive of much 
natural feeling.

NOVELS. 

Admirable in very many respects is A Daughter of the People : 
by Georgian* M, Craik (Richard Bentley and Son) ; and Social 
Democrats should he grateful for bo beautiful a portrait df a 
low-born, hard-working young woman. Everybody, moreover, 
of no matter, what social rank or political persuasion, must 
derive profit from the study of so noble and so strong a 
character. At the same time, the truth should be told; and 
the admiration excited by the high tone and common-sense 
displayed in the story cannot be permitted to prevent an 
honest expression of opinion as regards other points. It 
has to he regretfully recorded, then, that the novel, though 
morally excellent, is not at all clover or—with the 
exception of the heroine’s splendid self-sacrifice—original; 
that it is simple to the verge of childishness, quiet to the 
extent of tameness, so uneventful as almost to produce a 
sense of stupefaction, and spun out to the utmost limits of 
tenuity. Such an uninteresting bore and prig as the hero, 
too, has seldom occupied the principal position throughout 
three volumes; and, although he is exceptionally pure-minded 
and a perfect model of honourable intentions, he is, perhaps, 
all the more Intolerable * + on that worry account.” It would 
have served him right if the heroine, with her very superior 
strength of will, had taken him at his word, married him in 
the teeth of his lady-like mother and his fashionable sisters, 
and then henpecked him to the very uttermost, driven bis con¬ 
ventional family to distraction, and made his life a burden to 
him. How Alias Ruby could condescend to take the heroine's 
14 leavings ” is act easy to understand ; but certainly some 
ladies, whether yonng or old, are always amiable enough to 
console the rejected bachelors who mourn to them, confide In 
them, and ultimately pay them the doubtful compliment of 


proposing to them* On the whole, however, the heroine, not¬ 
withstanding the spirmfcerhood in which she elects to pass her 
life, may be considered to have 41 scored.” The tale, which 
takes three volumes a-telling, is miraculously elongated out of 
the few following facts ; a priggish artist takes lodgings at a 
small farmer's house, where he (of course) finds a lovely but un¬ 
educated girl, whoso portrait he attempts to paint, and with 
whom he falls desperately in love, as she also with him ; he offers 
to make her his wife, repeating the offer on several occasions, but 
she, partly of her own good sense and partly from pressure 
put upon her after a very questionable manner, constantly 
refuses, until at last he transfers his precious affections to 
** another.'” The writer, no doubt, inculcates a very useful and 
sensible but not nt ail new lesson ; for, if not as old as 
the hills, yet of sufficiently venerable antiquity, is the memor¬ 
able saying, “ Si qua voles apte nubere, nubo pari.” Both the 
hero and the heroine of this novel seem to have held the views 
expressed in the Latin pentameterand. that being so, a right- 
minded artist should not have invited the peasant girl to his 
studio, and otherwise behaved in a manner likely to com¬ 
promise her ; and a right-minded peasant girl (ns the heroine 
undoubtedly was) should not have been represented as suffer¬ 
ing herself to he lured to the . studio, or to he otherwise com¬ 
promised. So strong-minded a young woman, though she 
know no Latin, would instinctively have acted upon another 
precept couched in that language, to wit, “ obsfca principiia 
and, as sternly as Regulue put aside his sorrowing and entreat¬ 
ing relatives, would have sent away the ingratiating artist, at 
the very first time of asking, 11 with a flea in his car.” She 
might then have “married a market-gardener” and “lived 
happily ever after." She is nevertheless, perhaps, a more 
interesting and more edifying study for having given way to 
a little natural weakness without losing altogether her firm 
tenacity of purpose. 

We do not for a moment doubt that Lady Herbert has 
written Thekla—An Autobiography (Burns and Oates), with 
the best intentions ; but it is long since we read a story more 
painful or with fewer signs of verisimilitude. The characters 
and the circumstances alike strike usae unnatural, and especially 
the character of Thekla herself, who. at the age of fourteen, acts 
like a weuian of thirty. Lady Herbert indulges too much, wo 
think, in the easy although unpleasant proems of killing off 
her dramatis person®; and in this short tale seven or eight 
personages are disposed of in this way. It is creditable 
to the writer's earnestness and fervour that she should 
strive in this book, as in all she writes, to press upon her 
readers the claims of the Roman Catholic Church. “ I 
know nothing, but I believe everything" h Theklu's 
reply to the inquiries of a Jesuit Father, and it is 
the kind of faith, based solely on emotion, that the writer 
seems to encourage. The reviewer, however, of a novel is not 
concerned with its doctrinal teaching, but with the writer’s 
imaginative conception of incident and character. That a 
precociously clever child like Thekla should have been so 
deceived by Mrs.^Leslie, her Irish aunt, so that she appeared 
to her something like an angel, when she was little better 
than a demon, or that a brutal fellow like Colonel Leslie should 
pave exercised such power over the girl despite her hatred of 
him, is not rendered reasonable by the circumstances of the 
efcory. The reader with any experience of life will say at once 
that not oven in Ireland could Thekla have witnessed such 
alternations of conduct as Leslie and his wife display. The 
impossible can be made probable by the novelist, but Lady 
Herbert does not succeed in this achievement.

The Board of Trade have awarded a binocular glass to 
Captain T, Futeohcr, of the German steam-ship Reiher, of 
Bremen, in recognition of his humanity and kindness to the 
ship wrecked crew of the ketch Laurel, of Southampton, 
which was abandoned off the TexeL on Dec. 9. 1886. The 
Board of Trade have also awarded a gold medal to Mr. Ulrich 
Lease, first officer of the Reiher, and silver medals to Wilhelm 
Ohm, carpenter, and W, Einnolf.

Til ft NEW COMIC OPEHA AT THE SAVOY, 

Tlu specialty of last week wa a the new comic opera, written 
by Mr. W. B. Gilbert, atid composed by Sir Arthur Sullivan—a 
pie*3 from their associated genius being an event of equal 
dramatic and musical interest; the great and deserved success 
of t'uur several previous works of the kind having induced 
eager expectation for any new essay. The co-operation of the 
two gentlemen referred fed has been a happy coincidence* 
e t mil ar trf tbit of the united labours of Scribe and An her in 
thdr delightful works of the opera*comiqao class. 

The production of 11 Ruddygore, or the Witch's Corse” is 
noticed in the theatrical Cola ran of this week, and it is, there¬ 
fore, only necessary here to refer briefly to the musical interest 
of the piece, which is quite equal to that of its predecessor 
from the same hands. The vocal score will not be published 
for some weeks to come, when we shall be able to refer again 
to its merits ; meantime, we may point to some of the pieces 
that proved attractive in performance, and will doubtless be 
permanently popular. Rose May bud's expressive ballad, * 4 If 
somebody there chanced to he” ; the piquant duet, 11 1 know a 
youth," for her and Robin Oakapple; Rio bard Dauntless's 
robust nautical Uallad, 1 Ve shipped, d'ye see, in a Revenue 
sloop " (with its capital hornpipe climax) ; the suave love- 
duet, 11 The battle's roar m over," for this character and Rose ; 
the spirited trio, “In sailing o'er life's ocean/ 1 for the 
personages already named; Marl Margaret's scena* and 
ballad, *■ To a garden” ; Sir Despard Murgafcroyd's sententious 
solo, u Ob, why am I moody” (with its interspersed choral 
comments); lie impulsive duet, “Ton understand I " for 
him and Richard, the lieantiful madrigal, and the several 
movements which close the first act—are all effective in their 
respective styles. 

In the second (and last) act, the music in the scene of the 
animation of the portraits in the picture gallery is highly 
dramatic In its appropriate sombrenees of style and improve 
orchestral effect*. This is preceded by a pretty duet (with 
chorus}* “ Happily coupled "—for Rose and Richard ; and a 
refined ballad. ,l In bygone days/ 1 for the former. Sir Koderic 
Murgatroyd’s sombre song, * l When the night-wind howls' — 
with the surrounding choral and orchestral accessories—rises 
to a dramatic and musical height worthy of grand opera * and 
throws into strong relief the exquisitely quaint music of the 
subsequent duet, ** I onoe was a very abandoned person,” for 
Sir Deapard ami Margaret iu their ludicrously altered aspects. 
The patter-trio for these two and Robin ; Hannah's sentimen¬ 
tal ballad, “ There grow a little flower" ; and a well-cbuttasted 
finale—are prominent features of the dosing division of the 
work. The principal performers have been as wall fitted with 
their music as with their dramatic characters, the perform¬ 
ance of which is noticed iu our article, “ I he Play h on sen 
and it meat here he said that Misses Bruham, Rond, and 
Brnndram, and Messrs, G, Gross inith, B. Lely. It, Barrington, 
R. Temple, and others r worthily fulfilled the vocal requirement*. 

There is some bright and tuneful music for female chores 
iu each act; and the orchestral details, throughout, are rich in 
colouring and yariefcy of detail. As in his other productions of 
the same class, Bir Arthur Sullivan has eminently succeeded 
alike in the expression of refined sentiment and comic humour.

or coarseness—in this latter respect, how unlike some of the 
French buffo music of the day I The composer conducted the 
perfonpaace on the first night, using* in the scene of darkness 
tin the second act), a baton illuminated by the electric light. 

Last week's performances included the continuation of the 
London Symphony Concert*at St. James's Hall—the eighth of 
the series having then taken place. The occasion brought 
forward a new manuscript Violin Concerto composed by Mr. 
Oliver King, who has been more ambitious than successful in 
the production of a work of symphonic proport i on h requiring 
exceptional powers to realise a higher result than that of 
merely exhibiting manual skill on the pan of the solo per¬ 
former. Of the three divisions of the concerto, the Intermediate 
movement ( i: Andante con mob *) h the most pleasing. The 
soloist wa* Mr. E, Mahr, who played with fluent bowing and 
fingering, and an agreeable, but not powerful, tone. The only 
vocal piece was a contralto seen a from Herr Max Bruch's 
" Achillea*/' sung by Mill la Schneider. Mr. Henschel con- 
ducted (as usual), with the exception of Bir Arthur Sullivan'* 
music to “The Tempest," directed by the composer. The 
prelude to Wagner's “Lohengrin/ 1 and Schumann's first 
symphony completed the programme. 

The Royal Albert Hall Choral Society gave the fifth con¬ 
cert of the present season last week, when Sir Arthur 
Sullivan's dramatic can lata, “ The Golden Legend/' and Mr. 
C. Y. Stanford’s setting of Tennyson's poem, “The Revenge/ 1 
were finely performed. The first-named work was very ably 
directed (for the first time) by Mr. Hamby* the music of 
Lucifer hiring been sung (also for the first time) by Mr. 

H en solve! , who rendered it with good diumatic feeling and 
powerful declamation. The music of Elsie nnd Prince Henry 
was, as Wore, very finely sung, respectively, by Madame 
A lban i and Mr, E. Lloyd : that of Ursula haring been 
expressively given by Miss Hope Glenn. Mr, Stanford's work

The Sacred Harmonic Society gave the third concert of the 
preset series at Bfc.

Mr. Fredericks, and Mr. Sant Icy ; with the co-operation of 
Miss M. Reare, Madame Baxter* and others, Mr. Fredericks is 
a comparative novice. He possesses a light tenor voice, not 
dirt igreeablc in quality, but, ns yet* lacking power.

SIR W. THOMSON OX THE SUITS HEAT. 

The first of tho Friday evening 41 discourses " of the u before 
Easter" session at the Royal Institution was given on Jan, 21, 
by Sir William Thomson. His subject was the aim's heat, its 
origin and probable duration. The whole question was, a* 
would bo expected from Sir William, treated from a physicist's 
point of view, and while, as he said in the course of hi* lecture, 
the chemist and the spectrum analysis student had much to 
tell iis of the sun, he confined himself strictly to those sub¬ 
jects which formed part of his life-work. We can only study 
Hie forces of nature as we find them on our earth ; but it is 
fair to assume that these forces are the same fill through tho 
solar system. The principal point we have for practical 
purposes to consider is the radiation from the sun. We have 
no actual proof that thi? is constant. There are no records ; 
and even geologists from their study of past-life forms are 
unable to help. The heat required to produce an organism is 
an unknown quantity. The physicist has to deal in his work, 
however, with 41 ddfcd " matter, and only to calculate the effect 
of motion, heat produced hj motion, and its distribution. 

To the poet and the ordinary mortal, the mn is the type of 
eternity. But the physicist see* ho had a beginning and will 
have an end. He ^ec* in him only a mass of red-hot matter, 
burning out. We, since Joule'* works, have calculated heat iu 
foot-pound*—i.c., a mas* of matter falling through a certain 
space generates so much heat. Or a screw of a steam ship in 
work generate* so much heat by its revolutions. The physicist 
estimates heat in this way ; but when our ordinary notions of 
number* are applied to the sun's heat they lvecoiue practically 
valueless, m we do not ordinarily count in trillions or billions, 
and our usual unit ha* to he multiplied in that way when 
speaking of the sun. 

Iu tho course of the lecture some relief of laughter was 
found by the lecturer, in speaking of millions of million* of 
million*, dropping for the moment one of the million* and 
correcting himself. Hi* apology for the slip was that our 
earth unit ie so small. To the physicist, as such alone, the 
question to ho solved in. in tho light of Joule's theory, What 
amount of matter, falling, as we call it, or passing through so 
much air, would produce a certain heat ? We have our 
data laid down with some certainty for out own earth. Tho 
numbers when worked out for the sun's heat quite overpower 
our ordinary arithmetic. It is very important that the 
physicist should keep his work quite clear of that of the 
chemist and student of spectrum analysis. Only by keeping 
each course distinct can we be sure of our own work. The 
physicists at present can give the sun about 20,OOtMMX) year* to 
bum out; that is, if our method* of calculation are correct, oh 
we suppose them to be. Many interesting points were hinted 
at as showing totally different result* of the law* of nature on 
our earth ns wc know them so far from observation, if they 
do not hold good for all space.

An affected, self-conscious child i* happily a rarity ; and for 
this reason, juvenile fancy-dres* balls are more pleasing than 
similar events where grown-ups masquerade in continual con¬ 
sciousness of their costume. The Children's Fancy Ball,which 
is an annual institution at tho Mansion House, is always one 
of the prettiest eights of the year. Tills time, the interest has 
been peculiar and special, for a double reason : it is the Jubilee 
year, in honour of winch a procession was organised of children 
dressed to represent all the Sovereigns since tho Conquest, and 
certain other prominent historical character*, such as Jack 
Cade, Wat Tyler, and Jane Shore; and the ball wa* given 
on the ninth birthday of pretty little Miss Violet Hanson, the 
Lord Mayor's daughter, Tho members of the Corporation sub¬ 
scribed to present the sweet Tittle maiden with a gold watch 
and chain as a birthday gift; and she received it publicly, 
with a stately apparent unconsciousness of the admiring eyes 
turned upon her that was very pretty to see. Queen Elizabeth 
herself could not have wished for a more dignified repre- 
sontative than the great Monarch had in Violet Hanson 
on her ninth birthday* The cost nine worn by her small 
Majesty at the Mansion House was very complete, and 
historically correct. It consisted of a bodice and train 
of that rich material known as silver brocade—a pattern fully 
worked in silver thread on a white satin ground—with full 
sleeves of tho same, slushed for plain white satin to bo drawn 
through; a white satin stomacher and petticoat, much 
adorned with pearls and diamonds ; a big and elaborate ruff : 
and a wonderful curled and twisted head of auburn hair* with 
n Royal diadem set on top* anti a “ bob " pearl drooping on to 
the forehead* The train of tho Queen of the evening was 
curried by a page yet smaller than herself, clad alt in white 
satin—flat cap, cloak hanging from shoulder, doublet, trunk 
hose, ami shoe*; and in her M a testy'*, train were Shakspcare. 
Raleigh. Amy Robsarfc, and two other Maids-of-Honour, juid a 
small edition of the Lord Mayor of London in hi° full state 
robe*, cocked hat* and collar of S.S* and leweL 

The greatest pains had evidently been taken with tho 
costumes of all the boys and girls* 150 in numlscr. who 
walked in tho procession. The lads who represented bearded 
monarch > wore their property " moustaches and chin adorn- 
mente with the greatest gravity and patience. Crowns were 
common objects of the ball-room. Queens evidently found 
their trains :i groat bore in the dance, and more than one 
mother before the evening was over was turned into an 
impromptu mistress of the robe* or keeper of the Royal 
wardrobe* The Sovereigns and their attendant? dispersed 
amidst the general company after passing in procession, in 
chronological order, before tho Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, 
as thoy sat in their chair* of state derated on a dais; and 
the large proportion of historical eostumea thus introduced 
amongst the crowd made an agreeable variety amidst the 
ordinary fancy ball costumes. Swine peasants, Spanish 
muleteers, gipsies, shepherdesses* Red Riding Hoods* sailors* 
Louis Qimtor/e courtiers, and tho like commonplace characters 
of such an occasion* of course* abounded ; but there was also 
much that was novel., ever and above the historical dresses of ^ 
the 4+ Kings and Queens."

FIGHTING IN BURMAH* 

It should be remembered that, for thirty-four years past, tapper 
Barmah has formed the natural retreat of all who would not 
accept the peaceful industry and settled order of British 
Rurumh. The lawless residue of the whole peninsula have 
now to be attacked and tamed iu their last lair. When Lord 
Dalhousie conquered Lower Rurmah* it was possible to gradually 
drive ont the lawless elements from it into Upper Bnmiah* 
The territories now annexed by Lord Dufferin are four times 
more extensive than those which worn conquered by Lord 
Dalhonsie iu 1852, and only slowly subjugated during the 
eight following years. Instead of being on the smeoaut, they 
lie far inland* are approachable only by a single route, and are 
almost destitute of roads or internal communication* They 
are surrounded by wild hill races who from time immemorial 
have regarded Upper Burmah as their natural prey, and have 
gained new strength and boldness by their successes during 
the last miserable years of King Theebaw’s misrule. The 
population is a mere shifting mass, without coherence and 
without chiefs. There is no aristocracy whose interests can 
be rendered identical with our own, and whose influence can 
be brought to bear on the people. Almost every hamlet has a 
fend with some other hamlet, which it plundera or bums 
whenever it thinks It can do so with impimity. During the 
but years of Theebaw these little reprisals could be freely 
indulged in, and if any of their leaders happened to rise to 
importance they could purchase immunity from military 
interference by bribes. A middle-aged peasant of Upper 
Hannah would consider that hie youth had been dull and 
incomplete if he could not look back to a season or two spent 
as a dacoit. 

Hit: army in Bnrmah under command of General Sir 
Frederick Roberts constitutes a force of 32,000 troops, spread 
over the country* Of these, nearly 25,000 are distributed in 
Upper Burrnah, supplemented by over 8CKK> armed police; 
while Lower Barmah retains a garrison of 7000 troops, in 
addition to its own police. The General in chief command 
will bo assisted by two Major-Generals commanding divisions, 
and by six Brigadier-Generals. Flyiugcolumus, under picked 
officers, will penetrate the country upon a prearranged plan, 
but with a wide latitude left to their individual discretion as 
regards the details of execution. Each flying column has to be 
so formed as not only to be able to overcome any resistance 
that can be brought against it, hut also to be able at once to 
follow up the enemy in their flight into the swamps or the 
jungle. It is, in fact, an army of pursuit rather than of 
attack. To the whole force of 32,000 the British artillery 
contribute under 850 officers and men, with a complement of 
450 natives* The number of cavalry is over 1500, all dis¬ 
tributed in Upper Burmah, and mounted infantry will also be 
employed. Each party will have a quota of cavalry or mounted 
infantry attached to it for executing flank movements, and 
cutting off the retreat of the enemy into the jungle. The 
British troops, who number 8700* or about one fourth of the 
whole, will be economised ho Far as possible for the larger 
operations, in which serious resistance may possibly have to be 
encountered. 

We present a Sketch, by a military correspondent, of an 
incident of this kind of warfare, the advanced guard of a 
flying column to attack one of the villages occupied by the 
enemy. Colonel Lockhart's force, in Yemethen, has rapidly 
scoured the country along the line of march, breaking-up the 
ilacoitef strongholds* They had engagements with the enemy 
on several occasions, killing four Bobs and many of their 
followers* Colonel Lockhart is throwing out small columns 
to disarm the villagers, m the presence of a large force causes 
panic among the people* The daily reports record progress in 
the jmcification of the country. 


Four men, stated to be Socialists, were convicted at the 
Norwich Aliases last week of tumultuously assembling and 
rioting in the market-place of that city* They were sentenced 
to-short terms of imprisonment. 

The inquiry int-o the fatal gas explosion at Cambridge 
Barracks* Portsmouth, ba*s terminated in a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. The jury considered the present system, as 
laid down by the Government military authorities, for the 
regulation of gas, very unsatisfactory. 

A maritime disaster is reported from China. The Peninsular 
and Oriental steamer Nepaul, carrying mails, came into col¬ 
lision with a Chinese transport from Shanghai* The Chinese 
vessel was sunk* and a hundred of the soldier® on board* with 
several mandarin** perished. The extent of damage to the 
Nepaul i* unknown, but the passengers and crew were not 
injured. 

The rapid thaw* and the subsequent heavy rain* have 
caused serious floods iu t he valley of the Trent* In the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Nottingham immense tracte of land are sub¬ 
merged. So rapid has been the rise of the water that stock: 
has been rescued with difficulty* The lower rooms of many 
houses in the fcbiddy populated portion of fche town known 
us The Meadows* ate flooded* Some of the counter roads have 
been rendered impassable 


ART AND ARCHEOLOGY. 

The ancient palace of fche Odescnlchi, which was recently 
almost destroyed by fire* is one of the historical buildings at 
Rome, the loss of which would I jo more than a nuFiona 1 
calamity* The some what gloomy building opposite the Church 
of the Twelve Apostles is familiar to all who have spent even 
a short time in Rome, It was originally the property of a 
branch of the Coloiina family ; but was pitrchused by the 
Cardinal Fabio Chigt, who intrusted ite rebuilding to the 
architect, Carlo Madema. Under the pontificate of Alex¬ 
ander VII*, the facade now existing was added, from designs 
by Bernini* In 1745 the palace was purchased by Baldayanic 
Odesculchi, and considerably enlarged ; who brought together 
a splendid collectlou of pictures and tapestries, and other art 
treasures* the greater portion of which havo hiuco been dis¬ 
persed. Of ite past glories there remained, however, a 
fair display, and not the least noteworthy were the 
two magnificent statues in the principal courtyard — re¬ 
presenting the Emperors Claudius and MaximInluS“ which 
originally stood in the temple of Antoninus Fin&—now occupied 
by the Koran. The pala^Ko which so nearly escaped destruction 
must' not be confounded with the other scarcely completed 
Odescalchi Palace, situated in the Prati di Cnstello* the work 
of the architect Fontana* which bears testimony to thie survival 
amongst the Homan nobility of an enlightened patronage 
of art. 

In view, probably, of the not infrequent recurrences of 
earthquakes in various parts of South America, the founders 
of the new city of La Plata have decided to lose no time in 
celebrating their anniversaries. The fourth year of its 
existence is to he marked by the erection of a magnificent 
museum of art and natural history. As the country does not 
roduce stone or marble, the building is to be constructed of 
rick, covered with plaster, which offers a wide field for the 
imagination of the principal architect, Senhor Francisco 
Moreno. The ornamentation is wholly borrowed from the 
ancient art of Chili and Peru, previous to the arrival of the 
Europeans; the walla are to be covered with freacoee repre¬ 
senting tho various phases of prehistoric life on the American 
continent; whilst the grand entrance will bo guarded by two 
Fuegians, specimens of the presumably lost surviving type of 
prehistoric man* 


ART BOOKS. 

The republication, in a more popular form* of the lute Mr* 
ITeaphy's Likeness of Chrtxt (Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge) places within the reach of the many a work 
which hitherto was known only to a few* The author s aim 
was to find oat to what extent* if at all, there existed evidence 
of any traces of art which could, in any trustworthy degree, be 
regarded as portraits of Christ. Painting was throughout the 
first five or six centuries bo completely the handmaid of 
Paganism, that there was little chance of finding a pictorial 
likeness ; but mosaics—designs worked upon gloss, metal, and 
stone, found iu the Christian cemeteries—might furnish, if a 
eonjujon type could be evolved, a standard of some degree of 
value. To these might bo added those few remaining pictures 
on linen cloth, like the handkerchief of Sfc, Veronica ; and here 
and there even pictures* exeeubed ni tempera on wood. The 
result of Air. Heaphy’e patient investigations* although they 
may not carry absolute conviction as to the value of the like¬ 
ness, is such as bo prove that up to the beginning of the sixth 
century there existed a traditional, as distinguished f roman ideal, 
I Lkeness in the cloth or Veronica pictures, which are attributed to 
the first and second centuries* That in the Sacristy of St, Peter's, 
and only exhibited OH Palm Sunday, represents Christ almost 
bald ; whilst that at St* Bartolomeo, at Genoa, gives Him a 
profusion of dark hair* In both, however, the beard is pointed* 
the nose straight, and the face narrow* In the traces from the 
Catacombs, chiefly engraven on sacramental and other glass 
vessels, the same features are retained- Elsewhere we find 
Christ almost universally represented with dark brown hair, 
black eyes, and emaciated countenance^—emblematic, perhaps* 
of the Church, still struggling in the dark recesses of the Cata¬ 
combs, but fixing its hopes and aspirations on the one form 
which embodied all the sorrows and sufferings of its adherents. 
Throughout this period, not a single representation of the 
Virgin is to be traced among the remains of Christian art; and, 
what is even more aatonfshiDg (except in the case of the rude 
caricature of Alexnmenos and bis God), there is no pictorial 
reference to the Crucifixion* Heuphy’s work, now edited 
by Mr. Wyke Bayliss, is illustrated by twelve careful 
teprod notions of tbe most important likenesses still 
extant, the majority taken from ancient mosaics, and 
reproduced in colours with great skill* By the aid of 
these, and the numerous woodcute scattered throughout the 
volume, it is easy to follow the author’s arguments and 
deductions ; whilst his treatment of his solemn subject is as 
reverent as his aim i& higher than mere dilettantism* 

This year’s volume of the Yetu's Art, I8&7 (Virtue and Co.)* 
contains several fresh features which will add considerably to 
the'permanent value of this publication* In addition to the 
usual subjects of information .Mr. Huisb gives a very complete* 
and, what is more to the artist's purpose, a very intelligible 
epitome uf the law of Art Copyright* The alternative of Seylla 
or Charybdis was comparatively trivial when compared with 
the dangers to which an artist was exposed from the tangled 
rights and pretensions of fche purchaser and engraver of 
his pictures. With these ou two sides, and pirates on a third, 
it was difficult to see what an inexperienced artist who 
had uuexjMjctedly hit public taste could do to protect his 
interests. Mr* HuisVs handbook shows him how the law 
bos tieen altered in his favour, and Low ho can, with least 
trouble, hike advantage of the IjenefiU which the law provides. 
We are less confident as to the use of reprinting a complete 
list of exhibitors at the Royal Academy. Their works have 
l>eeu seen and judged— PtrmM rf imputantur should lie 
their epitaph^&ud, if posterity should show itself anxious 
to resciio any artist’s name or work from oblivion, he lias 
merely to search tbnfc sad record of shrivelled hopes and 
bubble reputationthe Academy catalogue. We do not 
understand, moreover, why the Associates of the Royal 
Academy are not distinguished by the date of their cleotiou* 
Are they like quoudnm young ladies* who modestly object to 
have the exact date of their first season known ; or like the Poors’ 
daughters who refuse to allow Sir B* Burke to give their ages 
iu his great guide to knowledge ? Not the least interesting 
feature of the J'fw> AH is the catalogue It gives of the 
numerous provincial museums which are to be found through¬ 
out the country, testifying, as they do* not only to an 
increasing appreciation of art. but a readiness to find the 
funds to advance art education. Compared with there local 
efforts, the art of South Kensington and its affiliated jobs is a 
scandal which demands searching investigation*

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PARISIAN SAVINGS AND DOINGS.

Paris, Tuesday, Jan. 25. 

There in always something unexpected happening at Paris. 
The latest si range novelty is that robbery is in course of 
becomi d g an accepted political opinion. 1t may be romembered 
that a fortnight ago an anarchist. Clement Duval, was con¬ 
demned to death by the jury of the Seine for having pillaged 
and set fire to the house of the painter Madame Madeleine 
Leumire. The attitude of Duval before the tribunal was 
curious ; he told the Judge that the whole question turned on 
a difference of opinion; that robbery was not a crime, but an 
act of restitution, an act of anarchist propagandism, an 
incident in that social war of which he, Duval, was an apostle, 
Last Sunday between 500 and <300 persons mot, at the Emile 
Noire, Boulevard Rouhechonart, to protest against Duval's 
condemnation, tho meeting having been organised by the 
anarchist group, u La Panth&re des Batiguollre,” of which 
Duval was a member. The majority of those present doubtless 
came simply to sec the fun, for these anarchist meetings have 
become a regular item in the Sunday amusements of Paris * 
but there were many anarchists present, and the speeches were 
in the usual lawless strain, and often strangely eloquent. One 
orator uttered wprde worth meditating. u Since we no longer 
believe in God,” he cried, “is not the earth ours , M1 The 
speakers, mostly yoURg and beardless men, all proclaimed the 
right of the workers to kill and spoliate the rich ; and the 
prevalent ories were a Vive le vol 1 ” and il Vive rassassinat 3 " 
These scandalous anarchist meetings may be still only a 
IngubrioQfi farce in the capital of a great nation, but the 
longer they fire allowed to continue the more they assume the 
character of a public danger, as well as of a national disgrace. 

The talk is still about the pro liability of war, and about the 
fortune of General Boulanger. Yesterday there was a consider* 
able panic at the Bourne, occasioned by sensational telegrams 
from the English prets ; but to-day nil is calm. The Govern¬ 
ment has proclaimed once more the certlin prospect of peace ; 
and the Press warns the public against an inevitable succession 
of alarmist reports, necessitated by Bismarck’s forthcoming 
electoral campaign. The position of General Boulanger is 
becoming stranger and stranger* The Opportunists are 
accused of conspiring against him ; the Opportunists on their 
side declare that they will never allow a military man to play 
a political role; the Jtmrnal des Debate finds that the 
General's Radical alliance smells of the Commune; M. 
Cl^menoean nsks the enemies of the General to cease their 
hostility out of patriotism ; Figaro intimates that the best way 
for the General to show his patriotism is to retire; finally, 
the ”Ligue des Pafcriotes” proclaims the General to be the 
grand idol and palladium of Trance * u with such a chief our 
army can struggle advantageously without any alliance.” 
This war talk, and this continual swelling of the Boulanger 
bubble, are phenomena well calculated to give the thinker an 
idea of the ineffable imbecility of French public opinion. 

Further imbecility : two foreigners, of vague nationality, 
German or English it is said, have been arrested at Lyons as 
spies. They arc accused of having attempted to get possession 
of some cartridges for the new French Lebel gun, which arc 
charged with so-cal let! progressive " powder. Hence, more 
patriotic tirades and the evocation of the spectre of war. 

A notable item in the French Budget for 1887 is ZjlOOfOOOf. 
for Gabon and the French Congo territory, of which M. De Brazza 
is Governor. M. De Brazza will Start for his post on Feb. fi ; 
and thus, without military intervention, a part of the Congo 
territory is annexed to France, and the sanguine hope that, 
thanks to the friendly disposition of King Makoko and to the 
natural riches of the country, tho Congo will become for 
France a second Algeria—without the military troubles. 

The organising committee of the Universal Exhibition of 
1880, under the pre&idencyof M.Lockroy, Minister of Commerce, 
has adopted certain important measures, thanks to which the 
executive phase of the enterprise may now be said to have 
begun, A credit of l%O0O/X>Of. has been voted for the con¬ 
struction of the main galleries devoted to machinery and the 
fine arts. Building operations are to begin at onoe ; and the 
structure is to be quite ready on Jan. 1, 1880. 

French art has lost two eminent men : the engraver, C. F. 
Gaillard ; and Marechal, tho gloss - painter. Ch, Laurent 
Matechal died at the age of eighty-six. Bom at Mete, he 
came to Paris, studied under Itegnault, and acquired great 
celebrity as ft pastel-painter. In 1S40, being then known as 
Marshal de Mete, ho began to paint on glass; his 11 Apotheosis 
of St. Catherine ” was placed in the cathedral of his native 
town ; and in a few years his painted windows won European 
fame. At the London Exhibition, in 1851, he won a first-ciass 
medal. Now Marshal's pastels are to be Been in all the great 
collections of Europe, and his painted glass in the finest 
cathedrals and churches of France. He was n great artist, 
and his name will be carried down to posterity by his 
numerous works. _ T. C. 

The statement published on Monday morning by a London 
newspaper representing war as impending, and stating that 
Germany would on an early day ask Franco what was the 
meaning of recent military movements towards the German 
frontier, is denied in several quarters, and most emphatically 
by the French Government. General Boulanger, the Minister 
of tho War Department, declares that not a man or a gun of 
the French army has been moved towards that frontier. Tho 
Forth Gorman 'Gazette of Berlin publishes a semi-official com¬ 
munication denying the truth of the alarmist rumour. 

The Bulgarian question is evidently entering upon a now 
phase. The Porte hsis decisively refused to endorse the proposals 
made by M. Zankoff, alleging that most of them refer to in* 
tornal questions in which Turkey has no right to interfere. 
Another conspiracy against the Bulgarian Regents has been 
discovered by the Roumanian Government, The scheme was 
to incite the imputation near Slivnitza to revolt, and with their 
aid to make an attempt to surprise Sofia, The newly appointed 
British Ambassador to Turkey, Sir William White, has pre¬ 
sented his credentials to the Sultan, who received him most 
cordially, expressing a hope that tho British Government would 
make projtosata that would furnish a solid basis for a settle¬ 
ment of the Egyptian question. With regard to Bulgaria, 
it is expected that the Great Sobran je will be summoned after 
the return of the Bulgarian delegates, Messrs. Calbcheff, 
Grecoff, and Stoitoff, from Constantinople ; when the Regency 
will rcsigu its power, and a Coalition Ministry, consisting of 
all parties, will be formed. The Sobrimje will then be 
dissolved, and a general election held. This is declared to be 
Bulgaria's lost word; hut a Conference of the European Govern¬ 
ments, represented by their Ambassadors at Constantinople, is 
under consideration. 

Many Jewish assistants employed by the Russian tribunals 
have been recently dismissed. The District Court of Odessa 
has called upon the public notaries to discharge their Israelite 
employes within two months. 

The dispute between the Dominion Government of Canada 
and the United States Government has led to tho Senate at 
Washington passing, oh Monday last, a Bill authorising the 
President to protect and defend the rigid* o£ American fishing;* 


vessels and fishermen and the trading of other vessels in 
certain cases. But tho retaliatory measures threatened by the 
United States against Canada, on account of tho seizure of 
American fishing * vesselIs, are generally regarded in t ho 
Dominion as tin empty boast. It is pointed cut that tho 
imports into Canada from the United States arc nearly equal 
to the exports to the latter country, and retaliation would 
therefore be as injurious to Americans as to Canadians. The 
abrogation of the Fisheries Treaty of 1818 had little effect 
on the trade of Nova Scotia with the United States. 

An express ear on the Texas Pacific Railway baa been 
robbed near Gordon, Texas, United States, by a gang of eight 
masked men, who made off with a sum of 10,000 dels, and 
twenty-eight registered letters. 

An Italian company for the utilisation of the force of the 
celebrated waterfalls at Tivoli has ordered the necessary 
electric apparatus for the lighting of Romo from the firm of 
Siemens and Halske, of Berlin. The order for the turbines has 
been given to Seek Brothers, of Darmstadt. 

The New South Wales Pari lament has been dissolved on 
the advice of the new Ministers, who declared, by Sir H. Farkes, 
the Premier, that they would plant the flag of Free Trade on 
every hustings.

Council. Viscount Crnnbrook, Lent Stanley of Preston, and 
Sir James Fergus son hod audiences of the Queen. Sir William 
Hart-Dyke kmsed hands on appointment at* Vice-President of 
the Committee of Council on Education. 

The Queen has consented to visit Birmingham in the course 
of the present year for the purpose of laying I he foundation- 
stone of tho new law courts in Corporation*street. 

The Prince and Princese of Wales were present at Divine 
service on +S on clay morning at thc^ Church of St. Mary 
Magdalene, Sandringham. The Rev.*F. Hervey, Rector of 
Sandringham, conducted the service, assisted by the Bishop of 
Peterborough, who preached the sermon. The Prince came to 
town on Monday, and in the evening was entertained at dinner 
by the Treasurer of Lincoln's Inm Lord Itersehelh together 
with the United States Minister, and other distinguished 
guests. His Royal Highness, who went shooting at New¬ 
market on Tuesday, is expected to leave for Cannes at the 
close of the week, en route to Malta, where the Duchess of 
Edinburgh and Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) arrived 
from Naples on the 23th inst. The Princess of W’ales has been 
invited by her Majesty to stay at Osborne. 


THE KENKEL CLUB DOG SHOW, 

The twenty-eighth exhibition of sporting nnd other dogs, under 
the management of the Kennel Club, was opened last week, on 
Tuesday, at the Crystal Falace t at Sydenham, and continued 
until Friday evening. The number of dogs entered was very 
large, as there were no less than 155ft inscribed in l he secre¬ 
tary’s book : but these included absentees and double entries. 
In nearly all tho classes the show was well maintained—blood¬ 
hounds mustering 31 ; mastiffs, 4i \ St. Bernards (rough and 
smooth), 80 ; Newfoundlands, G2 ; Great Danes. 84 ; Iri*h wolf¬ 
hounds, 21); deer-hounds, 22 ; foreign dogs, 3 4 d ; pointers, 5ft ; 
setters, 115; retrievers, 67; sheep-dogs. JS2; bassets. 3p; 
bull-dags, 48 ; bull-torriera. 28 ; spaniels, 101 ; fox-1 or tiers, 
170 ; dachshunds, <17 ; Irish setters, ft] ; black - and - tan 
terriers, 2ft; and Dan die Dinmonte, 78 ; with a fair gather¬ 
ing of pngs, Maltese. King Charles, and other toy spaniels, 
Italian greyhounds, and toy terriers. Most of them were 
exhibited in the galleries over the King and Queen end of the 
palace ; but the large dogs, such as bloodhounds, mastiffs. 
St, Bernards, Newfoundlands, Great Danes, wolfhounds, and 
deerhounds, were placed on the south side of the building, on 
the main floor, and not up-stairs. There was plenty of space 
for the visiters to pass between the different rows of 
animals. The building where the large dogs are collected 
being well lighted, these magnificent creatures could easily be 
seen ; but it was not 00 well in the galleries where the sporting 
classes were gathered together. The bloodhounds were more 
numerous than usual, and some excellent specimens were exhi¬ 
bited, fifteen of them, shown by Mr. Reynolds Ray, were together 
in one large kennel at the end of the hall. The mastiffs and 
St, Bernards were better than usual, and the Newfoundlands 
and Great Danes formed a grand collection, while Irish wolf¬ 
hounds apixar to be growing in favour. The class for foreign 
dogs of any variety wae especially numerous, and some curious 
specimens were shown—Norwegian, Finnish, Esquimaux, 
Siberian, and Chinese, and an Australian dingo. The pointers 
were good, and there are some useful-looking dogs among 
them ; but this can hardly be said of the English ret tors, as 
the prize-winners were nearly ail of one type, if not of one 
breed. There were a few good blaok-and-tan and Irish setters, 
and some excellent retrievers, both curly and wavy coated, 
while the collies were numerous and fox-terriers and spaniels 
were up to the average, the Clumbers being worthy of special 
mention. The different varieties of bulldogs, dandies, ^kyes, 
and other terriers and fancy dogs were amusing. Our Artist 
has sketched a few of the handsome animals, and groups of 
them, in a variety of attitudes and positiona.

This lady 
elocutionist made a very favourable impression, fully justifying 
the reputation she has acquired in the provinces ; her delivery 
was marked by groat refinement and keen dramatic instinct, 
and she displayed exceptional power of memory. 

The trial of a curious action brought by Mr. Benjamin 
Brett against the Hoi born Restaurant Company concluded 011 
Tuesday. The plaintiff alleged that he was injured by swallow¬ 
ing a needle and threat whilst eating quail and spinach at the 
restaurant. For the defence, witnesses w ere cal led to prove 
the virtual impossibility for a needle to have been served in 
the plaintiff’s food. The Lord Chief Justice told the jury that, 
if they believed this evidence, he should hold that there had 
been no negligence. The jnry returned a verdict for the 
defendants. 

The sale of the materials of the galleries, courts, annexes, 
and other structures of the Colonial and Indian Exhibition 
was continued last week on the premises at South Kensington. 
The purchaser of “ Old London, 11 Mr. Humphrey, of Albert- 
gate, intends to re-erect the old street in some convenient spot 
in the metropolis for the benefit of the Imperial Institute 
during the Jubilee year ; after that it Will be preserved as a 
permanent exhibition, probably on the site of the Japanese 
Tillage, The Royal Commission for the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition has. on the recommendation of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, instructed the seen tvry to return to the guarantors 
the agreements of guarantee, with an intimation that no call 
would be required to be made upon them.

The Right Hon. Sir Henry 
Thurston Holland, Bart.. 

K.C.M.G., M.P. for Hamp¬ 
stead, who hae become Sec* 
retary of State for the 
Colonial Department, is well 
acquainted with tit© business 
of that office, an l has shown 
much administrative ability 
in other Departments of 
Government He was bom 
in London in August ^25, 
being the eldest eon of that 
em menfc phy a ician and 
highly accomplished man, 
the late Sir Henry Holland, 

M.D., who was created a 
Baronet in 1853. The late 
Sir Henry Holland married 
twice, his first wife being a 
daughter of Mr. James 
Caldwell, of Links v Wood, 

Staffordshire, and his second 
wife, a daughter of the Rev. 

Sydney Smith, Canon of St. 

Faul^, the famous wit and 
popular writer. The present 
Sir Henry Holland is a son 
of the first marriage. He 
waa educated at I farrow 
and at Trinity College, 

Cambridge, where he took 
lm B.A. degree in 1847 ; he 
was called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1841*, and 
practised for some years. 

In January, 18G7, he was 
appointed legal adviser at 
the Colonial Office, and in 
March, 1870, Assistant 
Under - Secretary for that 
Department, this not being 
a political appointment. He 
had married, in 1852, a 
daughter of Mr. N. Hibbert, 
of Monden House, Herts, hut 
this tody died in 1855, after 
which he married, in 1858, 

Margaret, eldest daughter 
of the late Sir Charles 
Trevelyan, Bart., sister to 
the Right Etou. Sir George 
Trevelyan. Sir Henry has 
several children of each 
marriage. His political 
career began in September, 

1874, when he was elected 
M.P. for Midhwst, having 
resigned his permanent 
official appointment in order 
to enter Parliament, At¬ 
taching himself to the 
Conservative Party, under 
Mr. Disraeli's Government, 
he was chosen Financial 
Secretory to the Treasury, 
and conducted voting 
operations in the House of 
Commons with remarkable 
tact and skill, in a very 
winning and engaging 
manner. His ability in de¬ 
bate was occasionally shown 
while his party was in 
Opposition, after 1880, and 
especially in discussing the 
affairs of the Transvaal and 

other Colonial topics. When, in June, 1885, Lord Salisbury 
formed a Ministry, he selected Sir Henry Holland for the office of 
Vice-President of the Council, with the charge of the Education 
Department. No one, it is said by those conversant with the 
work of that office, has been a more efficient, attentive, and 
agreeable director of its business, to which he returned last 
Juiy T upon the fall of Mr. Gladstone's last Ail mini stmt ion, 
and Lord Salisbury's present Government being formal, 
Sir Henry Holland was then elected M.P, for the new 
metropolitan borough of Hampstead, having contested the 
seat with the Marquis of Lome. His election speeches, while 
finding fault with Mr. Gladstone’s Government for its mis¬ 
management of affairs in Egypt and the Soudan, in South 
Africa, and in Ireland, were distinctly favourable to useful

Reforms; he especially referred to the need of correcting the 
system of Admiralty expenditure, enlarging the powers of the 
Board of Trade for the regulation of railways and shipping, 
and providing a tribunal of Commissioners to deal with private 
Bills for railways, docks, gas and water works, so as to relievo 
the House of Commons; for the amendment of whose pro¬ 
cedure ho recommended the plan of Grand Committees, 
and that the Estimates and periodical inquiries into the 
expenditure of Government Departments should go to such 
Grand Committees, He also proposed a thorough inquiry 
into the increase of debts of municipal and local authori¬ 
ties, with a view to put some check upon them, and 
into the mode of local rating. The improvement of the 
dwellings of the poor in towns, the more effectual inspection 


of housebuilding and sani¬ 
tary regulations, the con¬ 
tinuance of the Employers’ 
Liability Act, mid the en¬ 
couragement of land allot¬ 
ments for labourers, were 
objects which he promised 
to support; and he was 
favourable to giving the 
electoral suffrage to women 
householders. These views 
have apparently gained for 
Sir Henry Holland, c,s a 
Liberal-Conservative intent 
on measures of immediate 
practical utility, the good 
opinion of many of the 
working classes: while he 
and Lady Holland have not 
spared themselves in the 
trouble of very frequent per* 
sonai attendance at the 
meetings of Hampstead local 
institutions. His unsuccess¬ 
ful Gladstoniim opponent at 
the last General Election, 
Mr. W. Ramsay Scott, a few 
days ago joined heartily in 
pu blic congratulations and 
praises offered to * E the able, 
competent, and charming 
member” for that borough ; 
and said that he, as one 
connected with the Col¬ 
onies, was convinced that 
no Conservative statesman 
could more worthily fill the 
post to which Sir Henry has 
been appointed. The* new 
Colonial Secretory last week 
officially received the Agents- 
General of the different 
Colonies, led by Sir Arthur 
lily til, of South Australia, 
who congratulated him on 
coming into office ; and he 
ex preseed his hope of re¬ 
ceiving much advice and 
assistance from them, in¬ 
timating that this year of 
the Queen’s Jubilee should 
he marked by a Conference 
of representatives of all the 
Colonies, which he trusted 
might tend to their closer 
union with the mother 
cou ntry, Sir H enry Holland 
is also one of the Charity 
Commissioners of England 
and AVales.

INTERNATIONAL 
SKATING-MATCH 
AT ROTTERDAM, 

Rotterdam was selected by 
the executive of the Dutch 
Skating Association for their 
annual race meeting. The 
occasion this year was of 
unusual interest, to English¬ 
men as well as to Dutchmen. 
1>eiug of an international 
character, ami representa¬ 
tives of England having been invited to compete. The 
course was marked out on a splendid track of ice, some 
way out of the town, at Slikkcrveer. One of the English 
visitors was our Artist, who lias furnished us with Sketches 
both of’the skating and of Rotterdam, and with the following 
account of this meeting :— 

*' '.Coming, as we did, straight from our own skating cham¬ 
pionship meeting, the contrast was very great. Weeks before 
the nice took place, preparations were made on a scale that wc 
in England have never attempted. About three hundred men 
were regularly employed on the ice: stands ami wooden houses 
of a quite substantial order were built on the ice. refresh menf- 
rooms, and a cigar and tobacco shop, made the scene one of 
n most novel character. The track, which was broad and 
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excel ten tly laid out, was of the shape shown in my second 
sketch. It was staked out, and protected by iron wire-net, and 
was also beflagged, in a way that made it look more as if there 
were going to be a Royal procession than a h arch fought race. 
The executive had suffered severely from the changes of 
weather. They had from time to time to put off the advertised 
day of the meeting. The first part of the programme, however, 
was decided on Wednesday, the 19th ; but the ice was in ft poor 
condition, and a great deal of snow-water lay on the track. 
This had the effect of making the time much slower than it 
would have been had the ice retained that iron-like hardness 
which is so dear to the skater. As it was, the skate cut into 
the ice at every stroke, and seriously marred the chance of 
making really good time. The Dutch very sensibly made 
it a proviso that the race should he won by the com¬ 
petitor who made feho shortest time—the only way, of 
coarse, that a ik speed tP contest can be settled. All 
Englishmen will rejoice to hear that ouoe again has the highest 
honour in athletic exercise fallen to au English Fenman, Mr, 
Charles Tebbutfc won the Internationaf Amateurs' Race in the 
very creditable time indeed, considering the ice, of 11 min, 
f)T sec. Mr, Tobbutt, who sccnros the gold medal, is the sou of 
n Huntingdonshire gentleman, and has a brother, Arnold, 
who also was skating in the same contest. He is well known 
in the Fens as a strong and skilful performer of true Fen 
skating. In the English Amateur Championship race, the 
heat in which he ran was by far the best time recorded that 
tlay. His friends believe him to be nearly the fastest skater 
amongst the gentlemen amateurs iu this country ; and, although 
this is the first time lie has won an important race, he has 
several times before been within an ace of victory. His style of 
skating is as near faultless, from si Femium's point of view, as it 
is possible to he : he never loses his stroke, he has great power 
and endurance, and, as a rule, Ms races try him very little 
indeed. Some would dislike his way of currying his head so 
low as he does T but tMs is the way that many, if not most, 
of the best Fen runners have always raced. The Dutch Asso¬ 
ciation showed every possible courtesy to the English com¬ 
petitors ; and it is to be sincerely regretted that the weather 
did not smile on the meeting, so that it might have been the 
complete success that they laboured to make it.** 

We have given Illustrations of the meeting in England, 
where the English Amateur Championship contest was decided. 


THE VOLUNTEERS, 

A memorandum has been received by the general officers 
commanding military districts in England and Scotland from 
General Sir Arthur Herbert, K,G*B., Quartermaster-General 
of the Forces, which states that the Commander-In-Chief has 
no desire to interfere with the arrangements that the Generals 
or commanding officers of regimental districts may consider 
most advantageous for the better training of Volunteers under 
their command ; but as experience has shown that where 
Volunteer battalions have been exercised together under 
proper military discipline greater efficiency has arisen, his 
Royal Highness consider* that where it is possible every 
endeavour should l>e made, if extra expense he not involved, 
to establish brigade camps (of even two battalions only) 
under the immediate supervision of the regimental district 
staff. It is considered that it would not be necessary that the 
encampment should be at the licmhquarters of the sub district, 
and his Royal Highness suggests that there are many patriotic 
landowners who would be inclined to allow the encampments 
to be made in their parks or on their manors. It is not con¬ 
templated that brigade camps should involve more expense 
than regimental camps, and it should bo impressed on com¬ 
manding officers of corps to exercise every caution not to 
enter into any scheme which would entail au additional 
charge upon their regimental funds which they might be 
unable at once to meet; and it must be understood that no 
extra allowance will in any case lie made by Government 
beyond the issue of field allowance for regimental district 
staff officers (not exceeding two) if encamped with the 
Volunteer corps, 


The Queen lias consented to visit Birmingham in the course 
of the present year, for the purpose of laying the foundation- 
stone of the New Law Courts to be erected in Corporation-street. 

At a fire which broke out on Tuesday in the jute works of 
Messrs. Batch art and Lindsay, at Dundee, three men were 
burned to death. 

The report of the Belfast Riots Commission has been issued. 
It throws upon the Protestant mobs the responsibility for the 
distnrbanoeSj vindicates the conduct of the Irish Constabulary, 
mid makes a number of recommendations, including the sub¬ 
stitution of the baton and revolver for the rifle carried by tho 


Constabulftr}’, the appointment of Stipendiaries to do the work 
of Justices at Petty Sessions, the reorganisation of the Belfast 
police force, power to prohibit party processions, and the 
assimilation of the law In Belfast for obtaining compensation 
for malicious injury to person and property to that of the rest 
of Ireland. 

Further subsidences have taken place in ihe Cheshire salt 
district. In the neighbourhood of Northwich, Wilton Brook 
has now expanded into a lake hundreds of acres in extent. At 
Dunkirk, close to the town, a large area is subsiding at the 
rate of one foot per week. In the town of North wich, one of 
the main thoroughfares has been planked over with heavy 
timber, in consequence of the frequent and sudden landslips 
within the past few days. 

The receipts on account of Revenue from April 1, 1880*, 
when there was a balance of &5J52GJH4, to Jan, 22, 1887, were 
£IJ(i;738,5r*1,agiuiist £85,053,492 in the corresponding period of 
the preceding financial year, which began with a balance of 
£4,993,207. The net expenditure was £72,818,048, against 
£74.484,481 to the same date in the previous year. The 
Treasury balances on Jan. 22, 1887, amounted to £1,792,236, 
and at the same date in 18811 to £1.519,752. 

In London, last week, 2655 births and 1757 deaths were 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, the births 
were 227 and the deaths 178 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the last ten years, Ihe annual death- 
rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 20'3 and 230 in 
the two preceding weeks* farther declined last week to 21H. 
During the first three weeks of the current quarter the death- 
rate averaged 23*7 per 1000. and exceeded by (H the mean rate 
in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1877-86. 

A Greek, who has arrived at Buakim from Khartoum, via 
Kassftla and Massowah, says that Abdulla Khalifa has been 
proclaimed Sul ten at Khartoum* and that his army is estimated 
to number 300,000. The Arabs, he says, have no intention of 
marching against Egypt If they are not molested. Lupton

ECHOES OF THE WEEK* 

Delia ! liar rid a Bella ! There has been a war-scare, not only 
in London, but all over the Continent. Every Bourse in Europe 
has been convulasd ; and even oar own inexpugnable Console 
shook for a few hours in their financial shoes. Tho Funds 
went down a trifle, even ns at the death of Queen Anne they 
went up. All the alarm, and nil the excitement, arose from a 
few lines of an alarmist tendency, printed in large type, in 
a London daily newspaper, a The Queen has done it all," 
wrote Henry Brougham (meaning Queen Adelaide), in a 
historical letter to the Time*. iL The Daily New* did it nil 1 ' 
on the morning of Monday, Jan. 24. 

“Germanyand Franco. 1 ' “ War impending/ 1 " Information 
accumulating at the Foreign Office with respect to the move¬ 
ment* and intentions of Germany and Franco/' “Grave appre¬ 
hensions in the minds of her Majesty's Ministers/* “ Circum¬ 
stances rapidly tending towards a crisis/* “ The first movement 
will probably be on the part of Gem any, which, it is reported, 
will on an early day ask Franco what is the meaning of recent 
military movements towards the German frontier/* Tor- 
ten tons words, these; and fearfully did they perturb 
statesmen, diplomatists, journalists, and stock-jobbers from 
Fleet-street to Phil ip pc polls, and from the Boulevard des 
Italiens to the Bosphorus. It is not at all unlikely that in the 
case of the Daily Xnrs and the impending war the watch of 
the respectable journal in question was only going a little too 
fast. There may lie war between France and Germany, or 
some other Continental Powers, nest autumn, next year, next 
week, or the day after to-morrow. Nothing is certain, hut the 
unforeseen \ and it would he dangerous to wager that the 
impending war will not be one, after all, between Ashantee and 
Dahomey, the Principality of Monaco and the Republic of the 
Yal d'Andorre, or the kingdoms of Brobdingnng and Laputa j 
hut I have witnessed so many war scares, without the arising 
therefrom of actual hostilities, as to have become slightly 
incredulous touching the imminence of war until it is actually 
proclaimed. 

Mem. ; Arriving at Melbourne in the middle of March, 
183*, I found a war-scare “ in full blast " It waft England and 
Russia who wore to cut one another s throats. What the good 
people of Melbourne thought, so did the excellent people of 
Sydney think : and their sentiments were shared by the 
esteemed inhabitants of Queensland, South and AVestem 
Australia, l usmnnin, and New Zealand. But there was no war. 
Mind, I do not say that meek-eyed Peace will much longer hold 
her own in Europe. There are some millions of men under 
arms ; and there must be a final cause for these vast armaments. 

What is a w tart ” ? I do net mean the adjective meaning 
“sonr’ or “sharp/' and which, according to that very rare and 
curious etymological dictionary, the “ Gazophy Ionium Augli- 
eaiuittt (London, Itififl), is derived from the Anglo-Saxon 
tract ; nor do I mean the tart which children, and occasionally 
adult*, love m passionately, both in its open and dome-crusted 
forms; but ** tart " as a noun of disparagement, misrepresenta¬ 
tion, calumny ; what, does that mean ? I nsk^ for the reason 
that tho proprietor of a well-known sporting paper has been 
arraigned at the Mansion House on a charge of criminal libel i 
the libel being that a young lady of unimpeachable character, 
who is engaged ns a vocalist at a popular theatre, had been 
alluded to in the journal in question as a “ tart,” 

The proprietor of tuy sporting contemporary has made a 
handsome apology; he has paid the aggrieved young lady’s 
costs ; the summons has lieen withdrawn, and the case is at 
an end. But where Is one to Find the authorities attaching an 
injurious mean lug to “ fcirt ” Died as an epithet ? The “ Lexicon 
Balatrouicom" of Captain Grose says nothing concerning 
“ tirb *’ as a term of disparagement The H Slang Dictionary " 
of Jon Bee Is equally silent. Nor is any information touching 
"tarfe ,f vouchsafed in the latest edition of the “Slang 
Dictionary ** (London, Chafcto and Windup). 

It is a most curious coincidence that this j& not the 
first time that “tart“ lias been a matter of bitter con¬ 
troversy md hostility in the theatrical world. Molifere, 
in the “ Eeole des Femmes/* summed up the character of a 
stupid woman by saying that she thought about nothing but 
cream tarts ; and in the 41 Critique do TEcole dos Femmes/’ he 
somewhat contrived to Identify stupidity and ereim tarts with 
Marquises; whereupon a “real live" Marquis took up the 
cudgels for bis order, and, happening to meet the dramatist in 
society, he not only hugged him to his noble breast ; bat 
sdring the poet’s head savagely rubbed his face against the 
metal buttons of his own noble coat until poor Molidres 
countenance wan covered with blood. White this savage horse¬ 
play was proceeding. Monsieur le Marquis did not cea.se to ex¬ 
claim *’ Tarte ii la creme, Moltere ! Tarte iL ta crhme J" 

Afoni. : Referring to that French theatrical dictionary of 
which I spoke last week, I find that a very long soliloquy, 
such us that of Therameue in ** Phedro/' and that of Gresie 
in the ; Andromaqne/* is called in Gallic theatrical slang a 
“ Tartine/’ Naturally, this impelled me bo seek for the etymo¬ 
logy of “ Tartufe/* Molidre had originally called his master 
hypocrite “ Fanulfe/* hut he changed the name to “ Turtofe, T 
obviously derived from the Italian « Tartufo/' which signifies 
not only a u truffle/ 1 hut a mean, mischievous, and cowardly 
follow, 

Mem,; I have been helped in the agreeable pursuit of word- 
hunting by the accession to my shelves of two fresh dic¬ 
tionaries, each a treasure in its way.

I went to Brighton lost Saturday for ft few hours, A 
gloomy day, and not a streak of sunshine; but a tolerable 
day. nevertheless, and seasonably, but not bitterly, cold. In 
the afternoon X repaired to the Theatre Royal, to see the 
Christmas pantomime of 44 Jack and the Beanstalk and 
Margery Daw ; or, Harlequin in the Moon and the Giant 
Grumble Grim/* Mrs, Nye Chart’s pretty house was crowded, 
and would be crowded again. I was told, in the evening ; for 
the pantomime is a highly successful one, and deserves all the 
success which it has achieved, Mr. H, M. Clifford was quite 
gracefully colossal as the Giant Grumble Grim, and Miss Addy 
Conyers was a pretty, nimble, ami harmonious Jack, As the 
Alan in the Moon, a very clever young lady, Miss Florence 
Bankhardt, danced with much agility, and sang with great 
re rev a topical song full of allusions to the most promi¬ 
nent public characters of the day. Sitting in the stalls, 
and watching the young ladies In spangles merrily skipping 
and hopping behind tho footlights, I could not help remem* 
boring that, some fifty-two years since, from the dress circle of 
the Theatre Royal, Brighton, I witnessed my first Christmas 
pantomime. All that I can remember of it now is that, In the 
course of the comic business, clown and pantaloon were sup¬ 
posed to boil a policeman. The municipal functionary, in his 
blue uniform, was bundled into a large cauldron labelled "Hob 
W ater, and shortly afterwards he was fished out by the clown, 
having meanwhile, like the Mom in “ Hudibras/* turned from 
dark to red. AYe were told by our nurse that the policeman's 
change of hue was due to a veil of crimson gaaze having 
been thrown over his uniform ; hut T firmly believed at the 
time that he had been boiled, and, lobstcr-like, had changed 
colour daring the process, 

I read that M. David Chasse, who lately departed this life, 
has, in accordance with the will of his grandfather, the dis¬ 
tinguished French painter, bequeathed to the Brussels Museum 
four very fine specimens of the work of an artist who may, to 
a certain extent, be considered a truly great painter. Among 
these pictures is the original painting of “ Marat in hia Bath/’ 
which repulsive work adorned the hall of the National Con¬ 
vention from November, 1793, to February, 1795. 

David, who, during the Reign of Terror, was a furious 
Jacobin, and under the First Empire was created a Baron, was 
proscribed at the Restoration and died in exile at Brussels. 
The Government of the Bourbons showed, even beyond the 
grave, their rancour for the man who had made a sketch of 
Marie Antoinette on her way te the scaffold ; anti the family 
of David were denied permission to briug back his remains to 
Franco. So, leave having been obtained from the King of the 
Netherlands, the painter was buried at Brussels. The incident 
Incited ranger to write the mournfully indignant lyric “ Le 
Convoi de David/* The concluding stanza is very fine :—

It ib ft very excellent thing that the Social Democrats 
should go to church on Sundays ; and it is to be hoped that, 
whether thosg Democrats belong to the category of the 
employed or the unemployed, they will derive consider* 
able benefit from church-going. Nevertheless, I deferentially 
venture to think that the boniy/handed sons of toil who

anil the preacher looked round triumphantly. If there were 
a “ right of reply " to sermons, places of Divine worship would 
become so many places of ribaldry and brawling, 

A chorus of ha If-incredulous, half-wrathful astonishment 
has arisen because Lord Coleridge recently fell into the 
strange error of saying that the mad murderer, Earl Ferrers, 
who was hanged at Tyburn for killing his land-steward, was 
tried by a common jury. Most people know that the 
homicidal dipsomaniac in question was tried before the House 
of Lords in AFesfcminster Hall, and, after conviction, was taken 
from the Tower (where his bitter complaint was that the 
Governor would not let him have beer enough) to Tyburn, where 
he wan hanged. It was a two-hours 1 journey ; and my Lord ro*?e 
in hift own landau and six (the coachman weeping all the 
way), with Mr, Sheriff Ynillaut, a bookseller of French 
extraction, by his side. There was an immense crowd t all uding 
to which Vljs Lordship coolly remarked that be supposed that 
they had never seen a Lord hanged before. 

Tho phenomena of memory are innumerable ; and it must 
have been owing to some transient but unaccountable lapse of 
recollection that the Lord Chief Justice of England, with all 
his vast learning and his splendid mental faculties unimpaired, 
“ remora bored to f orget 1 ’ that Lord Ferrers was tried by his 
Peers and not by a common jury. One need not go to the 
“State Trials” or to the “ Newgate Calendar" to ascertain 
the facte in question. There are repeated allusion* to the 
trial and execution of Lord Ferrers in “ Horace AFalpole’s 
Letters/*

time before he committed tho crime for which he was 
executed* prosecuting at the Hertford Assizes one Page, n 
highwayman, who had robbed him.

Courts, could not legally give evidence. The plea wai* 
allowed, and the robber escaped the halter. A few months 
afterwards It was the prosecutor who got hanged.

The Marquis cft Salisbury, iu common with a considerable 
number of her Majesty’s subjects, doubtlessly experienced no 
little surprise hi reading the startling leader in Monday's Ball ft 
Xciv# announcing the imminence of war between France and 
Germany. The Prime Minister hastened from Hatfield to the 
Foreign Office* whither Count Hatzfeldfc (the German Am¬ 
bassador), M. Wadding l on (the French Minister), Count Corli T 
and other Ministers also repaired with promptitude, presumably 
to learn from the noble Marquis what the evening papers of 
Monday disclosed ; that there was no foundation for the alarm. 
Jt may be prudent to remember, however, that rose-colon red 
views of the European situation were held by a previous 
Foreign Secretary almost on the eve of the Fra neo-German 
War. With the colossal armies of France and Germany, 
of Russia and Austria, well-nigh on a war footing ; with 
the troublesome and dangerous question of Bulgaria still 
unsettled ; and, above all, with the loss or Alsace and 
Lorraine rankling in the mind of France, it is impossible 
to believe that Peace is secured for any long period. 
Still, we must be thankful for small mercies. The pacific 
declarations of Lord Salisbury may be accepted as reassuring 
for the time being. 

The meeting of Parliament this week was preceded by a 
few speeches of some importance* Remarkable for their 
incisive vigour have been the electioneering addresiws of Mr. 
Goschon, whose energy does not appear to have boon one whit 
impaired by frequent railway journeys to and from Liverpool* 
Tersely and resolutely has Mr. Gosohon repeated the inflexible 
determination of the"Government (supported by the tl Liberal 
Unionists,"whom the right hon. gentleman directly represents 
in the Cabinet of Lord .Salisbury) to maintain the Union ,f of 
the United Kingdom and Ireland at all hazards. And bo say all 
of us. Rut the problem yet remains—-Which is the l>cst way to 
maintain the spirit as well as the letter of our l - Union " l As 
Mr. Chamberlain pointedly stated at Hawick last Saturday 
(and ns we have ventured to remark over and over again in 
this Journal), there is not bo much difference, after all, between 
the views of the Conservative leaders* Lorel Harrington, and 
Mr* Gladstone with respect to the changes needed in the 
administration of Ireland. The 11 Round-Table Conference " 
had. indeed, so far induced Sir* Chamberlain to render tribute 
to Mr. Gladstone that he explicitly acknowledged at Hawick 
that his late chief 41 hm said that his object is to establish some 
kind of legislative authority in Ireland for the transaction of 
domestic business, applicable, in principle, to other parts of the 
Kingdom, and with ample guarantees for the unity of the 
Empire and for the rights of minorities 11 ; and the right hon. 
member for Birmingham added that he had himself admitted 
his read in ess bo vote in favour of the same principle, though 
he had felt himself unable to support the bill rejected by the 
House, Truth is, every English, Scottish, and Welsh, and 
mijny Irish members are firm in their resolve to preserve the 
constitutional tio which binds the British Isles* There being 
a general agreement on this vital point, common-sense 
declares we should bo within a measurable rlistance 
of a satisfactory settlement of ihe Irish question. Mean¬ 
time, the Glonbeigh evictions have not mended matters 
in Ireland* They have aroused a strong feeling of sympathy 
with the poor people whose cottages have been burnt over 
their heads, and who have been relentlessly turned out in the 
cold. Mr* Chamberlain s condemnation of the ” Plan of 
Campaign M as immoral* haselicitoil from Mr, John Dillon, M.P., 
a warm defence of the illegal system, on the score that it helps 
a close unable to help themselves* 

The enlogmm passed by Mr. Chamberlain on Sir George 
Trevelyan for his great services to his country, and the 
testimonial presented to the Right Hon* Baronet by hit* 
Hawick constituents on Saturday last, must have consoled the 
ex-Keeretary for Ireland in some measure for his defeat at the 
General Election, Sir George Trevelyan (who had the grati¬ 
fication of being presented with a portrait of himself by Mr* 
Frank Boll, R.A., whilst Lady Trevelyan received a couple of 
gold rings) is far too able ami honest a statesman to be out of 
Parliament much longer. 

That the personal popularity of Mr. Gladstone continues 
was manifest from the lusty cheers which sped the veteran 
Liberal lender on his way from llawnrdcn to London on Tues¬ 
day* The ex-Premier, who buoyantly bears the burden of 
seventy-seven winters* and lookal in the best of health and 
spirits* proceeded with Mrs. Gladstone to the residence of 
Lady Frederick Cavendish* 21, Carlton House-terrace. There 
Mr, "Gladstone held a consultation on Tuesday with the chief 
Liberal whip* Mr. Arnold Morley* whoso prediction of a few 
months ago may yet be realised this year, so artificial is the 
condition of parties in the House of Commons. 

In accordance with the position he has taken up of 
councillor, philosopher, and friend of the Marquis of Salisbury 
and his Ministry, Lord Harrington on Monday held a con¬ 
ference with the Prime Minister, and on Tuesday was con¬ 
sulted at Devonshire Honso by Mr. \\. H. Smith, the new 
Leader of the Commons, and by the hard-worked .Secretary for 
Ireland, Sir Michael Hicks Reach. The recognised Ministerial 
and Opposition Leaders gave their customary official dinners 
on the eve of the assembling of Parliament, 

It having ]>ecn decided that the second Session of her 
Majesty's Twelfth Parliament should be opened on Thursday 
by Royal Commission, the function was inevitably shorn of 
that regal splendour which renders the ceremony impressively 
magnificent when graced by the presence of t he Queen and the 
Prince and Princess of Wales* Lord llalshuxy’s fondest 
admirer# would hardly claim dignity as a strong point of the 
Lord Chancellor, as he sits in front of the Throne, the central 
figure of the line of Royal Commissioners in Peers' robes and 
cooked hats. Cumbersome though these scarlet robes be to 
wear, they gleam as a welcome rift of colour, and afford relief 
to the sombre and prosaic black coats of the generality of their 
Lordships.

Hero is happiness for a lifetime; and history, in the 
changing tones of the music as the years roll on ; and 
philosophy of all schools* Stoic* Epicurean* and the noblest 
Chris'ion" thought: and the best justification against the 
common slanderers of fame— 4i the hist infirmity of noble 
minds.'* Is not fame justified by a book like this ? Are not 
these names that we know great names indeed, when finch 
were the thoughts of those who bore lhem ? Horace said with 
pride that he had builded a monument more eternal than 
brLFfi; it was a w orthy pride, and the singers of these songs 
deserved to be, as they are, immortal* 

Here are* Indeed* songs for many centuries of English 
readers; but yet there i^ many and many a beautiful song 
which is not here* And the reason of this is often a sad one : 
it is because such a song is not a mere gem among the ninny 
treasures of a great man. and therefore sacredly kept in the 
volume of Iris writing*, which is read far uud wide, and in no 
danger of being lost; but is, rather, a beautiful little-known 
song, the one ewe lamb of a poor singer—who perhaps only 
once in Iris life found n subject ho delighted in, and his voice 
clear and in fit order* and maybe a little audience to listen to 
him ! 

No doubt such a singer had 14 the last infirmity of noble 
minds tT ; and it seems sad that the writer of a beautiful thing* 
hovering wistfully above the world he has quitted* should sec 
in all the lands liis modest name outshone* or overshadowed, 
by the great ones of the pant and present—by some of the 
present, indeed * who may not Iks absolutely great. 

Even more galling* it may be, if less moving of pity, U the 
fate of those—and they are not a few—who obtained great 
fame for work of moderate value, and meanwhile did some 
little work of real beauty; and now, from their dwellings in 
l( the distant Aidenn*" see the tiny gem swept away unheeded 
in the humid of tinsel—gone, disappeared entirely, uud it 
would seem finally—

(I have, I know not why, Mistress Joanna Bail lie especially in 
my head in saying this*; and, were it not profanity, I could 
almost fear that Hogg’s past fame was avenging itself by 
sweeping away* in its fall* some lovely lyrics that the world 
should not willingly let die* South of the Tyne, at all events* 
the Ettrick Shepherd would seem lo be but little read 
nowadays.) 

But the pleasant thought hah arisen in my mind that there 
is really scarce any need to make oneself melancholy over these 
fcTgotten songs and thetr singers—sometimes less forgotten in 
name, though in name only—and this for at least two excellent 
reason s, 0 f th ese f the firat is doubtless not al together a cheering 
one—for it is merely that there arc so many things so close at 
hand to be melancholy about that it seems a lit tin extravagant 
to send out (bo to speak) for a new one ; but the second reason 
is both pleasanter mid fresher* 

It is the fact that none of the really beautiful songs an r 
forgotten—none, that is, of the very Urge majority which have 
once got themsel ves into printed books* It is not only pleasant 
to think, it is most Hkely the truth, that here or there* in 
library or cottage* perhaps iu a schoolboy's bed-room, perhaps 
in a barrack or n ship** cabin, everything of beauty is a joy 
for ever to wmtfl ik —every gem of song has Its one special 
lover : its leaf is turned down, in the stained and shabby book, 
or it lives in the memory, and hums in its lover's brain as he 
walks along to work, 

I have pleased myself by imagining s ' what like*” as the 
Scotch say* a sweetheart each of these songs should have. I 
have named Joanna Raillio ; who is the rightful worshipper— 
the fit audience of one—for this lovely love-song, which of 
late years, 1 fear, has had " none to praise, and very few to 
love ” /— 

Oh welcome; bat and owlet pmy* 

Tlnifl wuitrintf low your airy wny t 
And welcome, moth and drowty fly. 

That to mine car come humming by ! 

And welcome, ntuujovra EHmr.n I deep* 

And FtorH that through the ]iftTe sky

Upon the soft wind floats her hair*;

I can Imagine a little old maid, very simple and cultivated 
and refined, a village schoolmistress* perhaps, till the School 
Board came and rooted her up and turned her out: such a one 
as might well have hail a romance In her youth, and might— 
with no vanity* looking luiek ujjon herself as she was, in days 
she cannot think so long ago !—picture herself ns the heroine 
of the charming ballad. 

We must pick out a very different reader—and yet with n 
little that is like in his tmllkencss—who shall be moved by 
the sturdy imagination, the sturdy humour, and quaint ness 
and wil fulness, of a |>oet who was a poete and who wrote his 
Inst book but a very little while ago; but whose fame, such 
as it was, seems to be quickly going the way of nil minor 
famous things. I can see a stalwart country parson, living 
among boors in a lonely district, with a rusty ooat, and a very 
good dinner, and the keenest of cars for a misplaced accent, 
taking his fill of delight from the fresh strong lyrics of Thomas 
Love Peacock ; in whose prose* too, was the fine, firm classic 
touch—os, for example* in “ The Misfortunes of Elphin ” ;— 
u Teithrin answered : 'A tempest is coming from the west* The 
moon has waned three days* and is half hidden in clouds* just 
visible above the mountains ; the bank of clouds is black in 
the west; the scud is flying before them ; ami the white waves 
are rolling to the shore*’ ” Our parson turns the page, and 
reads for the hundredth time the poem that always stirs his 
blood : w The Song of the Four Winds"—

THE RENT WAR IN IRELAND. 

It was mentioned last week that scenes of a very exciting 
character took place at Glenbelgh, county Kerry, on the 
estate of the Hon. Rowland IVinn. The Winn estate* which 
lies about midway between the towns of Killorglin end 
Caherciveeu, has a rental of about £1600 It year out of 
the most barren and desolate land* It has fallen into the 
hands of mortgagees represented by Mr. Head, of Reigote* who 
claimed the rent. The arrears amounted to nearly £6300 ; no 
rent had been paid for five years. tSomo even owed the rent for 
seven or eight years* On their being served with writs they 
agreed to a settlement, effected by Mr* Curran* the County Court 
Judge, by which they were to receive a receipt in full on 
paying » year's rent up to Nov. 1, H58o. The National League, 
however, held a meeting and incited the tenants to break the 
figreement* The Rev. Pather Quillet?, himself a Nationalist, 
Interfered, and a compromise was made* r,d vised by Gen. Bn Her, 
by an offer to give them a receipt in full Upon paying a half- 
year’s rent up to May L They accepted the offer, and wr.uld 
have paid ; but within a few days cl - the period for payment 
expiring they were addressed by the agitators of the League* 
and were induced again to violate? their engagement, greatly to 
the annoyance of the rev. gentleman. The agent, Mr. Hoc* 
then obtained eviction decrees; and the deputy sheriff* Mr* 
Goodman, proceeded to execute the so evictions. 

The Jiarty employed on Wednesday, the l£th in at*, consisted 
of the sub-sheriff’s deputy, four bailiffs* Mr* Roe, the agent, and 
rix emergency bailiffs brought from Dublin, protected by a force 
of about fifty policemen under command of Mr. Morrison, 
district inspector of Killorglin. The farm of Patrick Reardon, 
of Droum* three miles beyond Glenteigh, was selected lo begin 
with. The people* aware of the evictions, had collected* and 
followed the eviction party, Reardon told the agent that he was 
unable lo pay according to Judge Curran's stipulation* and got 
the reply that his house would be burned around him* So 
quickly was the threat; put into execution that be was 
scarcely allowed time to get out bis furniture, when 
Vk match was put to the roof* As the door was being 
removed by one of the family* a bailiff began to hack it 
with his hatchet. The agent stood by and looked on while 
his staff attacked the walls with their crowbars* and only 
ceased wh cn al 1 was demoli shed. The tenan Us rent was £ 4 1 Os.; 
his valuation £2 17s, He has eight in family, and had no 
stock. The holding of Thomas Burke* of Droum, was then 
proceeded to. The rent in this ease was £4 IDs., and the valua¬ 
tion £li. There is a family of six. The tenant was unable to 
pay. The bailiffs tried to set the roof on lire* hut the thatch 
would not ignite* The agent then ordered the house to bo 
pulled down. The bailiffs attacked the walls with crew bars, 
and laid every stone of it level. The scene was a sad one \ 
the inmates of the hut were ha If-naked and emaciated by 
hunger, Every moment the crowd became more excited, tnd 
they would have stoned the bailiffs but for the influence 
brought to bear on them* In the next case the holding was 
a joint one, the tenants being Patrick Diggin and Thomas 
Diggin. The former had eight in family, and the latter ten. 
The judicial rent was £8* having been reduced from £12* and 
the valuation £ii lfis* There were four cows on the entire 
place* Patrick Diggings wife offered I be agent a gale's rent 
and the Jaw cos!*, which sho assured trim was all the money 
she possessed, and that had been given her by a daughter 
employed as a farm servant in Limerick. The offer was not 
accepted, though the sheriff's deputy would evidently have 
been glad to escape the duty, and urged the agent to lake Hie 
money. The match was again put to tho roof, and no sooner 
had this been done than the sheriff's representative drove off, 
and left the agent looking at the conflagration from amongst 
tho police. Patrick Biggin* an old man of eighty, taking 
his little grand-child in his arms, wandered up the 
glen: his aged wife, unnoticed in the excitement, lay 
swooning on the ground. Roars of indignation wont 
up from the crowd, and the position seemed very threatening* 
when Mr, E* Harrington, M,P., appeared on tho scene, 
and made a speech, denouncing the agent as a Jewish money¬ 
lender’s blackguard firebrand* a red - handed incendiary 
wretch*" A subscription, to which some of the police con¬ 
tributed, was raised for the relief of the destitute families* 

On the Friday* the work of executing those evictions waft 
renewed* but without further burning of cottages. In excuse 
for that extreme measure it Is stated that the occupants were 
evicted some years ago and took forcible possession again ; so 
it was thought necessary to make it impossible for them 
to repeat the forcible reoccupatiou* if they meant to 
do so* This part of the proceedings bus, however, 
been given up* The Friday’s work, in one instance, 
was opposed with violence and conflict* A tenant, named 
Michael Griffin* had his door and windows barricaded at tho 
approach of the sheriff’s party. Mr. Goodman, the deputy 
sheriff, came on first, and as he approached the door a stick 
was thrust through, and the end of it struck him iu the car* 
causing a wound, which, however* is not serious. A dozen of 
tho police with rifles then placed themselves behind tbes 
bailiffs, and the door was assailed with a hatchet A land 
aliout from within invited them to come on. and, us the frail door 
was broken into fragments by the blows of the hatchet, a shower 
of burning sticks* pieces of red turf, and stones came from these 
within* For a moment the police retired* and then Mr. Good¬ 
man* with the revolver iu his hiLud, led another rush on tlio 
door. A struggle seemed to he taking place inside, while 
the crowd outside cheered and tried to press forward. A 
couple of girls and children escaped through the windows. The 
tenant’s w ife, w ho is in delicate health, was brought out in a 
fainting fit, and was laid down in tho yard, while alongside 
her the police were forming into a double line and loading 
their rifles. At every moment the crowd seemed ready to rush 
mi the police to the rescue of those in the house, who were 
bei;ig rrmrio prisoners. A sanguinary encounter appeared 
inevitable* Mr, Harrington* M*P„ who had been some minutes 
consulting with the police officer, Mr. Morrison* got on the top 
of the fence of the yard and addressed tho people. He said : 
h - Listen to me. I have not, as you know, counselled this re¬ 
sistance ; but t will advise you* for ray sake* for your own 
sakes* and for the sake of tho country* to be ruled by me. The 
prisoners are to be taken to jail now, and. as your friend, I r^k 
yon to allow them to go. Shortly afterwords, the police 
arrested twenty-three persons, who were taken to the barracks. 
They have since been several times examined by the magistrates 
at Kiliorglm, where Mr* John Dillon* M.F* ■ Mr. Harrington* 
5LP. ; and other Irish members of the House of Commons, 
were present to give countenance feo tho prisoners. Hu 
Monday last, after hearing evidence as to the assaults, tho 
magistrates discharged the accused, on the ground that they 
were not satisfied that the legal conditions regulating the 
appointment of bailiffs* and the action of tho sheriff's deputy* 
had been properly carried out iu this case. They declined* 
therefore* to commit the prisoners for trial. This decision 
was received with vehement acclamation by a crowd of people 
outside the Court-house. The Glen be! gh evictions were 
resumed next diy. In inesfc cases the tenants formally 
ejected were readmitted as caretakers; but one man sullenly 
refmjed, r „

MR. ADAM YOUNG, C.B. 

The office of Deputy Chairman of the Board of Inland Revenue 
wax resigned, about six months ago* by Mr, Adam Young, G.B* ( 
retiring from a long and useful career of pnblie service* iu 
which he had been engaged forty-nine years. The Lorda of 
the Treasury, by an official communication dated Aug* 14, 
testified that he waa one of the ablest members of the Civil 
Service, and one of their most trusted advisers* Those employed 
in the Excise Department, with which he was chiefly 
connected! immediately set on foot a subscription for 
a collective testimonial* They have seen in him the rare com¬ 
bination of a sympathetic and an energetic disposition. Some 
have had knowledge of the interest he took in efforts to 
improve the pecuniary condition of the service in times of 
difficulty and discouragement;, and of the earnestness with 
which, in all ways consistent with his position, he seconded 
those efforts ; how ready he was to advise the relaxation of the 
more restrictive regulations of the service, as far as compatible 
with the security of the revenue bo as to remove temptation 
and make Iht path of duty more easy* The younger member* 
of the setwise are encouraged by his example as one who, 
rising from their ranks, attained and tilled with honour 
exceptionally distinguished positions. A few may recollect 
how Mr. Young, half a century ago, acquired distinotion as a 
student at University College* and gave that promise of use-

Mr. Young is a Scotchman, bom at Dalkeith about 1817 ; 
he entered the Excise service there, in his youth, a* an 
■ expectant,” was transferred to London* studied here at 
University College, and won by competitive examination an 
appointment in the Inland Revenue Office* in January, 1*37. 
Having acquired a knowledge of chemistry, he assisted Messrs* 
Graham, Hoffmann, and Redwood, in their scientific investi¬ 
gations concerning the original specific gravity of beer. In 
1869, after rising through different grades of the service, be 
became Secretary to the Board of Inland Revenue* He was 
made Deputy Chairman of the Commissioners in December, 
1881, and received the honour of C.B** as a recognition of 
his long services, and especially of the work he bad done 
in connection with the change from the malt tax to the beer 
tax.

THE ST* PAUL’S QUEEN ANNE STATUE. 

In 1712, after the completion by Sir Christopher Wren of 
St PauFe Cathedral, a statue of Queen Anne, with supporting 
lower figures representing Britain. Ireland, France, and 
America, the work of a sculptor named Francis Bird, was 
erected in front of the steps to the west door. It bus not* since 
the eighteenth century, been much admired as a work of art, 
or as a likeness of that respectable Queen, whose reign M as 
signalised by the union of Scotland with England and by- 
Mari borough's victories over the French. It may be remem¬ 
bered, to explain one of the four supporting figures, that our

Sovereigns continued long afterwards to be styled King or 
Queen of France* The City Corporation recently undertook to 
restore this historical monument, and Mr* Richard Belt was 
commissioned to model the statues ; but lie has been prevented 
from doing the work, and Sir Horace Jones* the City architect, 
bus superintended its completion* The statuee are of Sicilian 
marble, hut the Queen's sceptre, Britain’s trident* and the bow 
and arrow of the American Indian, are gilt* The old Tailings 
of St. Pan Fa-church yard* cast of »Sus&ex iron, at Lamberhurst, 
in 1714. were removed in 1874, and were purchased by Mr* J. G. 
Howard, architect, who had emigrated to Canada in 183*2. The 
ship that conveyed them was wrecked, but part of these railings 
was recovered by divers from the bottom of the sea* Mr. 
Howard* on the death of his wife, in 1877, erected her 
tomb* in the form of a Scottish cairn, in High Park, Toronto, 
near his residence, and surrounded it with the old railing, 
attested by an inscription on a brass plate, Mr, Howard is 
still living, in the eighty-third year of his age. We have these 
particulars from Mr* T. G, Mason, of the firm of Mason and 
Kisch, pianoforte makers, Toronto* whose instruments in last 
year's Colonial Exhibition were so favourably noticed. He 
tells us that bis friend Mr. Howard bought the railings, as he 
said to his wife at the time, in fond remembrance of their 
youth in London, when they " did their courting/' as plighted 
lovers, walking round St. PouFs Churchyard,

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fllOl’GHTS AHOUT L’OETRY 

Tli ere tire iltingtf very precious to aoraeof us that we shrink 
fa?m talking about in general society. They touch feelings 
of which many good and sensible people are unconscious, and 
therefore men* to whom they are- dear as life itself, arc silent 
about them—for “silence is the perfeotest herald of joy/' 
One of these things is Lore; and the man who talks 
openly about that to chance acquaintances does not know what 
n dlvum and lovely gift it in. The true lover broods over 
his d-light in solitude, When he cannot he with the beloved 
one, he likes to be alone, because then ho is with her in spirit. 
In t he woods he hears her voice; every sweet sight ami sound 
of Nature brings back a look, or a word she has uttered ; 
under the solemn stars or amidst the splendour of sunshine 
*hu is alike present, transfiguring every familiar object, so that 
the very dust under her lover’s feet becomes dust of gold. 

To some natures, all this is absolute truth ; to others, it is 
mail mental nonsense, of which n practical man ought to be 
ashamed. It, is a mutter of feeling, and does not admit of 
argument. Not that it is a fantasy, hut that there are certain 
minds, well famished perhaps in other respects, that fail to 
comprehend it. If all this be true of Love, it is equally true 
of Poetry. To judge from the books of verso published, there 
are swarms of poete in the world ; hut in reality there arc 
yi'r y few ; for it would seem Lo be a law of Nature that the 
moat perfect of her productions should also be the rarest. 
And if the fine poetry that takes the prisoned soul aud laps R 
in Elysium is a rare thing, rare also arc the readers who find 
in it life and food. Some avoid it altogether, and cannot, for 
the life of them, see why. if a man haw anything to say, ho 
should not express it in prose. Others, less painfully obtuse, 
gain a meagre pleasure from rhythm, but cannot distinguish 
between the majestic organ of Milton and the soft Irish 
harp of Thomas Moore ; between the plaintive prettiness of 
Mrs Homans and t he enchanting music of a Coleridge or a 
Tennyson, A third set; of readers read poetry and prose 
indiscriminately* and do not know exactly which they like 
best, or why they like either. They do not care for literature ; 
what they want is amusement? if that con be gained from 
poetry, it is well ; if not, it is well also ; and should the writings 
of every great poet b^ swept out. of existence to-morrow* they 
would be conscious of no loss. But the man or woman who 
On hnoeydew 1«^ teh 
And drunk the mllfc of Paraillac, 

knows that stick a loss would lie infinite. To live without 
Homer and Dante, without Shakspeare, Spenser, Milton* and 
Wordsworth, without the lark-like voice of Burns, without the 
sweet and subtle music of a Shelley and a Coleridge* without 
our Tennyson and Browning* would lie to live a shrivelled, 
vacuous life; n life that mil have forfeited much of its 
strength, and half its bounty* Truly did Carlyle say that we 
Englishmen would rather lose our Indian Empire than our 
ShScupeore; but, happily, no such choice is before ns, and the 
tim fj may come—-who can doubt it * when our fellow Indian 
subjects will be knit closer to us by the one touch of Nature 
that in Shakspeare's pages makes the whole world kin. 

It is remarkable that; England* a laud of mills* engines, 
ami railroads, a land of Inventor*, and of men not particularly 
conscious of beauty, should stand first in the modem world m 
the highest of nil arts. Since the famous days of Greece* as 
far as wc know, only two master poets have arisen* out of 
England, whose fame is world-wide. We allude, of course, to 
Hants and Goethe. But* great as these writers are, is it too 
much to say that Shakspeare and Milton are more than their 
equals, and that Bhakspeare, indeed, stands at such a trans¬ 
cendent, height that not even the noblest poet of ancient 
Greece reaches to his level? Ccrtes* we have two poets of the 
first rank, which is more tlian any other land can bnaafc; and it 
m ix be questioned whether Chaucer does not belong also to 
that level ; while but a little below stand Spenser and Words- 
worth ; and if music were the chief end of poetry* as Mr. 
Swinburne seem* to think, then with them, it not above them, 
would be seen the form of Shelley. 

Ami what is the use of all this poetry? asks the cynical man 
of the world, who can discover a deep meaning in the money 
market , and li ttle, if any, in the voices of a Tennyson* a Patmore, 
or a Matthew Arnold. Probably, for his own sake, it would he 
ns idle to answer the question as to talk of music to a deaf man* 
or of works of art to a blind one. But the world* happily, is 
not made up of cynical worldlings, and to more serious inquirers 
wc shall try and give an answer* which must be short and 
necessarily very imperfect. We may begin by asking in reply * and 
surely not unfairly, What is the use of the beauty that shines 
on ns from the eyes of women, that enchants us in every aspect 
of Nature; the exhanstleea variety of colour in vegetation, the 
splendour of sunsets* the “ many twinkling smile’ of the sea f 
YVhv is the ear charmed by the song of birds* by the happy 
voices of children* by the stream leaping over the rocks; 
and why docs the sight of that stream, those children, 
and th>se rocks fill the mind with pleasure? We can¬ 
not explain, perhaps, the repulsion caused by ugliness, 
or why bcintv holds u« captive ; but there are few people so 
uncultured as to have no sense, however faint, of the power of 
loveliness, whether physical or moral. Poetry in the embodiment 
of this loveliness* in the most perfect form of words* and is 
written when the poet is raised above himself. In those 
supreme moments, rhythm is as necessary to him as colour to 
tho artist and form to the sculptor. He* too* hu^ his colour 
and bis form; and the union of these with music makes the 
perfect whole which enchants all lovers of the art. One use, 
then* of poetrv is to afford delight. There h another* The 
noblest wisdom is seen by the light of the imagination, and 
the true poet is the seer. We cannot, neither can he, explain 
his inspiration; but it is certain that his greatest utter¬ 
ances are not dependent on his will- He cannot command his 
thoughts : they command him. 11 Wordsworth’s poetry, when 
he is at bis best," says Mr. Matthew Arnold “ is inevitable—as 
inevitable m Nature herself. It might seem that Nature not 
only gave him the matter for his poem, but wrote bis poem 
for him” Notable words, which suggest, though they do not 
explain* that secret power which is the source of poetry. 

Moreover, if this art gives us delight and wisdom, it also 
supplies a soothing power which is of priceless value m the 
struggle of life. If music “gentlier on the spirit lies than 
tired eyelids upon tired eyes,” eo do the divine strains of the 
poet. And they soothe without enervating, strengthening the 
intellect at the very time they fall like dew upon the heart. . Do 
vo x doubt this ? Then let me ask you to read such poems as 
Wordsworth’s great odes on 14 Immortality "and on “Duty ; the 
^Comas* 1 ini 11 Paradise Lost" of Milton * the first book* if 
yon have no leisure for more, of “The Faerie Qneene : any, or 
almost any* of the play* of Khakspeare. And you can hardly 
fail to be a stronger and a better man by studying the works 
of Lord Tennyson and Mr. Browning—stronger* and yet more 
sensitive to all gentle iuliuences and to everything that w 
lovely atid of good report. • 

Another, and minor, use of poetry is the command it gives 
over language. The poet himself is always the greatest 
master of words ; but* in bis degree, every student of poetry 
grows in power of expression. Every clergyman and barrister 
and member of Parliament should study the masters of vem 


for this reason, if for no other; ami they should rend poetry 
aloud, without which much of it* power is lost. How pleasant 
it would be, in these “Thoughts about Poetry” to talk in 
desultory fashion of many poets who arc dear to us* to quote 
their words and what they thought of their art. to discuss 
their merits and defects, to quote some contemporary judg¬ 
ments which should make the race of critics tremble lest 
they, too* write without discretion* and to speak sympathetically 
of the men as well as of their works. Some day, perhaps, there 
may be an opportunity of doing this ; at present, with one not 
irrelevant remark* I must quit a subiect that has been barely 
glanced at. 

The reader* and more especially the young reader, should be 
warned that the study of poetry is not a pastime. There is. 
indeed* no mental pursuit that dumands more severe attention. 
The poet worthy of the name is not the “ Idle singer of mi idle 
lay*” but a great teach ct as well as singer * and thoroughly to 
understand hia verse. It must be studied in relation to that of 
his predecessors. The range of a poet's thought is wide as the 
heavens ; its scope is the whole burden of humanity : nothing 
jg too small for his notice, nothing so great that it does not 
give wings to his imagination. And, In Its proportion, the 
intellect of the poetical student should he alike receptive* liis 
heart sensitive, and hia imaginative faculty full of vigour, 
These powers are not original possessions to which a man 
is bom. He must* indeed* have them in the germs; but only 
after much labour and travail will he he able to apply them 
fully. _ J - n - 


HORSE-RACING IN FRANCE, 

Since the memorable summer twenty-one years ago when 
GIndiateur, * a French home of French-bred sire and French- 
bred dam." won the Derby at Epsom, the Two Thousand, and 
tbe St, Leger—following these, a year later, with the Gold 
Cup at Ascot—such progress has been made in the science oE 
horse-breeding in France, that any victories won against purely 
English horse# by the produce of French studs have ceased to 
he matter for wonder. The triumph of Plaisanterie in the 
Cesarewitch of 1885 is still fresh in the minds of British 
sportsmen'; and many other successes scored at Newmarket* 
Epsom* Doncaster* Ascot, and Goodwood have helped to give 
French breeders of racing stock a high reputation* ’ihe 
history of all this is told in precise detail by Mr. Robert 
Black! author of a volume* IlvrM-Racing tn France, published 
by .Sampson Low and Co.* which will he perused with interest 
by English readers. Mr. Black is too modest in disclaiming 
either natural aptitude, taste, or inclination for the work he 
has undertaken, Every page bears traces of diligent labour, 
applied as only those whose hearts are in their work can 
apply it, and his method of massing a multitude of facts, 
so that they never become confusing or wearisome, clearly 
shows that the author has a special aptitude for this 
kind of book-making. In its literary Btyle, as a clear, con¬ 
cise, and connected narrative* and as a valuable book of 
reference concerning the French turf* it has many merits. 
It is not a mere flippant arrangement of nmuithenticated 
traditions, ns many so-called histories of sport are* but a solid 
array of facts set down in chronological order ; not the sort of 
hook, perhaps, that those who run may read with interest, 
but a volume to be perused at leisure by careful student# 
of the science of horse - breeding, and consulted as an 
authority on events in which many of the most celebrated 
thoroughbreds of the last half century have figured* 

M r. Black seems to have thoroughly digested a mass of matter 
collected by industrious predecessors—a list of whose works 
he publishes—and to have presented in systematic form all 
the better elements of each. With very few trifling exceptions 
the details thus pat together with infinite pains may bo relied 
on a# absolutely accurate: and Mr. Black must be congratulated 
on having got tlircugh a diMoult task with conspicuous success. 
The early history of horse-racing in France is dealt with some¬ 
what briefly* but the author succeed* in imparting much 
information about the practices of French sportsmen about the 
time of Colbert, Minister of Louis XIV. and the introduction 
of horse-racing as a fashionable pastime through the “ Anglo- 
manie” of French amateurs in the reign of Louis XV. The 
effort* of these* however* produced no very important results 
to the turf until thoroughbred sires began to he imported 
from England early in the nineteenth century. The formation 
of the French Jockey Club and its early struggles are narrated 
hv Mr* Black with characteristic attention to the importance 
of details. He tells the story of the “Big Stable " started by 
M. Alexandre Anmont and Count F, Be Lagrange with much 
elaboration of facts ; and in another chapter proceeds to narrate 
the careers of French cracks up to the crowning victories of 
Gladiateur and Fills de FAir, Not an important race in which 
any French horse ha* taken part escapes mention, and the 
name of every French thoroughbred that has gained the least 
distinction* either in France or in England, is carefully noted* 
with incidental comments that relieve the book from being a 
mere collection of racing records* and give it an interest for 
others than racing men. To the student of turf matters it is 
a veritable rode mecuw, and it would be difficult to name 
any event connected with the history of horse-breeding In 
France that has not found its due place in the pages of Mr. 
Black’s book. __

THE PLAYHOUSES, 

So fur as I can see, there is only one strong and serious objec¬ 
tion to tb Ruddy gore," and that is its hid eon a and repulsive 
title. What could possibly have induced Mr. W. S. Gilbert 
and Sir Arthur Sullivan to court prejudice and provoke 
opposition by gi ving a gratuitously false impression to their 
most melodious and amusing work? They number amongst 
their clients the moat refined and artistic minds—good Lastc 
Is the distinguishing feature of the whole series of the Savoy 
operas r but such jest as may be hidden In the folds of 
“ Ruddy gore " is ns far-fetched as it is wholly unnecessary* 
Fancy the pretty girls and Mikado-mad maidens, the country 
lasses and clergymens daughters, who will have to soil iheir 
lips with this unenphonious title ! “ Have you beard that sweet 
song out of Ruddy gore 1 ? " "Sonic of Sir Arthur Sullivan's most 
enchanting music ia from ' Roddy gore 1 1" “ My darling, have 
you been to ‘ Ruddy gore' i ” Such sentences as these do not sound 
well; whilst a score labelled “ Rnddvgore " will not be a very 
pretty addition to the drawing-room table or the musical port¬ 
folio’ The horrible word should be obliterated forth with—burnt 
out of book and programme, and the opera should stand and be 
known as 14 The Witch’s Curse,” or “ Robin*" or 41 Hannah ” or 
“Mad Margaret*” or the “Mnrgatroyds*" or 11 The Picture Gal¬ 
lery*" or—anything in the wide world but^ Rnddygore.” For my 
own part, I do not think that snob objections a*? have hitherto 
been token to Mr. Gilbert’s story will Injure its popularity in 
the least* though* from a critical point of view, they are valid 
enough. The second act, which has been so soundly rated* 
however it may fail iu dramatic effect and come to a lame 
and impotent conclusion, contains incidentally the funniest 
ideas, and what will prove the funniest semes, that Mr. Gilbert 
has ever written. Excellent* finished* and dramatic as is the 
first act* it contains nothing so picturesque or striking ns the 
descent of the ancestors from their frames; nothing sc 
complete and admirable as the scene between Mr. Rutland 
Barrington and Miss Jessie Bond* the reformed Baronet and the 
restored maniac ; nothing more musically delightful than the 
ballad set down for Miss Rosin a Brand ram. about the 
pretty flower and the old oak tree—a song that, 1 venture 
to say r will be soon heard in every drawing-room in the 
kingdom. It is not at all difficult to put one’s finger 
on the weak spot of “ Buddy gore" us a play of sustained 
interest. It suffers as a whole from having a first act 
so good* so complete* and so finished that there \a really 
nothing more to he said. Such story a* there is to tell is 
told and exhausted in Act L A climax is arrived at; the 
curtain falls on a completed drama ; all that follows must 
necessarily be anti-climax; but* unless I am very much 
mistaken* there is just enough fun* and such a goodly supply of 
GUbertian humour in the despised ecu and act that audiences 
of the future will not understand why objection was taken to 
it. or what could bavo caused the signs of disappointment and 
the audible expressions of disapproval when the curtain fell 
on Saturday. Provided the aesthetic and artistic world under¬ 
stands as well as theatrical people do a burlesque on old- 
fashioned and obsolete transpontine drama ■ provided those 
who are not quite theatre mad* nor have got sfcage-on-the- 
hrain can appreciate the caricature of the style of play that 
virtually died out with T* P* Cooke, and has no counterpart in 
the melodramas seen nowadays at the Adel phi or Princess's?* 
provided the boys and girls of to-day have learned and read 
something about the era of Skelt amt his penny-plain and 
twapcnoe-coloured plates, then, assuredly, all will go well 
with “Ruddygore,” for though Mr, Gilbert has not this 
time attacked or, rather* laughed at any particular craze or 
manta, he has seldom written a book with more good things iu 
it* or given dialogue with so many good points. No need* 
indeed* is there to praise once more his versification, which* as 
usual, is polished until it glitters again. In point of sly 
satire, nothing could he better than the ballad in imitation of 
the Dibain school, called 11 1 shipped, d f ye see, in a Revenue 
sloop*" with its delightful hornpipe finale, danced to enthusiastic 
cheers by Mr* Lely ; whilst the madrigal, “Where the buds 
arc blossoming,” and Hannah's ballad with the delicious 
refrain, “ Sing hey ! lackaday 1 let the tears fall free " would 
do credit to any old-fashioned book of poems. But, even if 
the book were ten times more faulty than it is* the music that 
ja discussed elsewhere would save the opera* The acting was 
m unequal as it always is on a first night at the Savoy. Both 
Mr. George Grossmith and Miss Rosin a Brandram suffered 
painfully from nervousness, affecting the acting of the one and 
the singing of the other, Robin Oakapplo is the strongest and 
most important part, dramatical ly speaking, that Mr. Grossmith 
has ever had to play. In both acts he h the central figure 
in a striking dramatic picture* and he will have to put out 
his full force to aid the situation. He has got on excellent 
idea of the port, and* as it was, came out more strongly than 
anyone could have believed in the animated-picture scene. 
The one performance that was quite faultless was that of the 
wicked Baronet reformed to piety* by Mr. Rutland Barrington. 
From first to last he understood the part* and made the 
audience aware that he understood it. It was a bit of admir¬ 
able burlesque acting as good aa Mr. F Dewar ever did iu the 
old days at the Royalty and Prince of Wales's. Admirable 
also, and much to be commended, was the Mad Margaret of 
Miss Jessie Bond, who was as intense iu her mad scenes ns she 
was grimly comic in the Quaker duct. And how is it that 
Mr, Gilbert cannot Induce the company to speak as distinctly 
as Miss Bond and Mr. Barrington do ? Except when these 
two* or Mr, Temple, are talking, it is literally impossible to 
hear what they say, speaking or singing* without a book of 
words. Thin may be very good for the sale of the book- 
price one shilling—but it is very bad art. It would appear 
as if young ladies were selected for speaking parts on 
account of their indistinctness. Miss Josephine Findlay, 
Miss Lindsay, and many others* should bo told to listen 
to Miss Jessie Bond, and try to imitate her system of voice 
production. At a school of art like this* mumbling is an 
unpardonable fault. Girls arc taught here dancing* deport¬ 
ment, ringing, everything, in fact, but speaking. To require 
a printed book in order to follow the text, and to be unable to 
follow the story without it, is the best possible proof of the 
faulty elocution at the Savoy* Throughout the opera* the 
audience is nose-deep iu the book ; and the music is interrupted 
with a periodical hiss of printed leaves. Mr. Durward Lely's 
cornedv as the Jack Tar was admirable ; and the opera owed 
very much of its success to Mr. Richard Temple and Miss 
Rosin a Brandram. If everyone felt as 1 did when the opera 
was over, there can be bu t little doubt concerning the popu¬ 
larity of “ Ruddy gore,” t wanted* and want now* to see it 
again. This is the best jjossihlc proof that there is varied 
amusement in the work. I confess that I was never very 
anxious for a second dose of " The Mikado ' ; but tastes differ 
in that respect, for a friend of mine saw the Japanese opera 
twenty-two times l 

Mr. Ernest Warren, hast brought good luck to the little

ECHOES OF THE WEEK 

The most audible Echo of the current Week is obviously that of 
the last rehearsal, at the Scala, at Milan, of Verdi's new opera 
of 11 OteHo," which will he produced on this instant Saturday 
night The wildest excitement of expectation appears for 
many weeks past to have convulsed the music-loving public in 
the capital of Lombardy ; and who, indeed, in Milan, and in 
the boob-shaped peninsula generally, is not musical? So 
musical are the Italians that your neighbours in the stalls at 
an Italian theatre drive yon almost to madness by humming, 
usually out of tune, the airs which are being sung by the 
artistes on the stage. That infliction will be spared the 
foreign critics who are attending the first performance of 
Otello/ f on Saturday, Feb. 5* The score of the new opera 
has oaly been communicated by the music publisher, Signor 
Ricordi, to the Milan correspondent of the Times. Strangers 
have been rigorously excluded from the rehearsals ; and from 
overture to finale “Otello" will be a new revelation. 

But have the musical public, I wonder, wholly forgotten 
the existence of another opera, and a splendid one. the libretto 
of which is founded on Shakspeares tragedy, and bears the 
name of ** Otello/’ the composer of the music being a certain 
Giacomo Rossini 2 It was at Naples, in or about the Waterloo 
year *15, that Rossini's “ Otello" was written* I remember an 
English version of the opera being produced at the old 
Princess’s, under the management of Mr. Maddox, about 1842; 
Madame Eugdnie Garcia being the Besdemona, and a very 
talented English tenor named Allen, the Othello* He wore, by 
the way, the costume of a Greek ** palikar " ; and in a white 
11 fus tone Ha/ 1 and with a chocolate-coloured face and hands, 
looked inexpressibly droll. Years afterwards, say in ’57 or '58, 
Rossini's “Otello” was revived at the Royal Italian Opera, 
Covent-Garden ; Grisi was the Desderaona and Mario the 
Othello, The incomparable Giulia was long past her prime, 
but, in my mind’s ear, I yet listen to her enchanting rendering 
of « The Willow Song ”—“ Assisa apple dun saliee*’* ; while, 
in my mind's eye, I can see the handsome and gallant Mario, 
with a superb mantle of white cashmere over bis armour, 
landing from the galley which has brought Otello from Venice 
to Cyprus, ** He looked/' said a critic of the period, u as 
though he could fight every gentleman and kiss every lady in 
the house/ 1

It is pleasant to learn, from a letter addressed to the 7Yw*w p 
that the old Cock Tavern in Fleet-street* immortalised by 
Tennyson, is not wholly extinct. Structurally, it has been 
demolished ; but, as a traditional tavern, it has only changed 
its habitat to the opposite side of Fleet-street, further to the 
east* The proprietor* in whose family the possession of the 
historic ** Cock 11 was for over seventy years, writes to say that 
he has removed all the old fitting®, including the celebrated 
chimney-piece, with the carved oak overmantel, and all the 
panelling, seats, and tables, and refitted them in n room at the 
new “ Cock/ 1 But what has become of the gilt effigy of the 
Cock itself which was wont to adorn the portal of the vanished 
hostelry ? Who killed Cock Robin ; or* rather, who stole the 
Bird that “ raked in Golden Barley over against the Temple 
Gate 11 2 

Mem,: I recollect the plump head waiter at the Cock— 
Tennyson’s plump head waiter ; or, at least, his twin brother, 
or his only son, who was the very image of his father* With 
Mr. H* Sutherland Edwards I went one day* ever so many years 
ago, to “chop 11 at the Cock. 'Twaa July,and the weather would 
have suited a salamander. Mr. Edwards fancied a nice cool 
salad with Ms cutlet—he was an adept at salad mixing—^md 
asked the waiter for a cold hard-boiled egg “A hegg!" 
ejaculated the obese servitor, “ A h egg ! Hif Prince Halbert 
was to come to the Cock he couldn't have a hegg 1" The plump 
Conservatism of the Cock prescribed oil and vinegar as the sole 
sauce for salad ; hard-boiled eggs were scented and banished 
as things only fit for foreigners and Radicals 

“ It is forbidden any man to say his prayers in the presence 
of any woman who, either at his side or before him, is also 
praying. But the interdiction ceases if there be a curtain 
between two individuals of opposite sex* or some object which 
prevents him from seeing her : or. finally, if the woman is behind 
the man, at such a distance that, in prostrating herself* she 
cannot touch his feet. * * * One should avoid praying before 
an open fire ; before the representation, painted or graven, of 
animate objects ; or in the stable of horses, asses, or mules* * .

I commend the last-cited excellent regulation to the 
attention of all young Curates, The tight-shoe rule is 
also an admirable one* hut it should l>c extended to boots. 
Bat where have I found these devotional enactments, you may 
ask? They are drawn from the " Shahr/' a vast col¬ 
lection of dicta applying to every conceivable situation 
of life, which are largely quoted in a remarkable volume 
called “ Persia and the Persians/ 1 by Mr* 8. G* YV* Benjamin* 
lately Minister of the United States at the Court of Teheran. 
The I took has just been published by Mr. Murray; and to perns® 
it may really be termed a liberal education in things Persian, 
which to most people not be!ng experienced Oriental travellers 
are as cosas <fe J&jMiia —things dark, mysterious?, and occult* 

Of course, when one was a child one read the story of 
“ Noureddin and tho Fair Persian" in the “Arabian Nights "; 
equally, of course, in adolescence, Morier’s Hadji Baba 11 
was a sweet boon; but beyond tbeso two books the 


Austrian Reichsrath, the Session of which has fust been opened, 
is a measure empowering the Minister of Justice to give 
pecuniary compensation to innocent persons who have been 
wrongfully imprisoned by sentence of the criminal courts.

The mantle of « Lion Comiqneof the House of Commons, 
erst assumed by Colonel Sib thorp, and worn during many 
years with so much airy grace by the late Mr. Bemal Osborne, 
seems to have descended on the shoulders of Mr. R, Graham. 
A droller speech than that delivered by the hon. member for 
N.YY, Lanark in the course of the debate on the Address on 
Tuesday, Feb, I, it has rarely been my lot to read. Mr. 
Graham’s stylo is a little too much strewn with flowers of 
speech of the “ niee-derangeraent-of-epitaphs ” order ; bat he 
was irresistibly funny, for all that. Here is a sample of the 
hon, gentleman's racy eloquence:—

Jinw m this 
Gove rn men t come in ? and t hat was the hutnemrof ft (Laugh ter), Tliev came 
iu by the help of the jwetido-Ubcmfr, the eratch-mul-toothnick gentlemen 
(Laughter), through the nsslsutnca of that feeble Union ladder which, Irnvlng 
been used mid abuiicd, wai* being kicked aside Into the (luughllL 

Mr. Graham was quite as humorous in apostrophising the 
Liberal Unionists us " raugwhumps"; and he fairiy brought 
down tho House when he remarked that Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s resignation had saddened him, “ as children were 
saddened when they saw a rocket spout [spring ?] up, and were 
all unaware that it would fall down a stick* Where was the 
noble Lord now ? Yesterday he was \ to-day he wna not— 
gone like the froth on licensed victuallers’ beer, and the foam 
on petroleum champagne." In this last simile, one would 
think that Mr, Graham was merrily paraphrasing Joseph 
Duggan’s beautiful ballad* beginning:— 

As the hrmth from off the mirror, 

As the foam fmm off tho sea. 

So fiuleil from thy llcklc- heart 
Tho memory of me. 

T have been reading, with much interest* in the Ga& and 
Water Iteeiew the report of a lecture recently delivered at the 
Westminster Town hall* by Mr. W. Sugg* on a new and im¬ 
proved method of applying gas to high-class cookery. The 
lecture was preceded by a dinner, the whole of w hich was 
cooked by gas. Mr. Sugg's postulate is that *• the luminous 
gas flame from a steatite burner* fiat flame or jet, is the proper 
source of heat for perfect cooking/* lu the course of his 
lecture he remarked that “James Sharp, of Southampton, 
YY r illiam King, of Liverpool, and EheneacrGoddard, of Ipswich, 
were the first to introduce cooking by gas*" I am not 
learned in gaseology, and should like to know tho period at 
which the aljovc-n&med worthies flourished; and my reason 
for asking is that I well remember to have seen, in 2S6Q, 
Alexis Seyer roast a leg of mutton by gas at Yauxball Gardens. 
In 1851 he roasted au ox whole, by gas, at the Symposium, 
Kenning ton-gore, Soyer's u Magic Stove/* in which a jet of 
flame was projected, by a blow-pipe from a spirit lamp* into 
the stove itself was u very close approach to gas-cooking*

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THE SILENT MEMBER, 

The Queen's Speech at the opening of the second Session of 
her Majesty’s Twelfth Parliament was read by the Lord 
Chancellor on the Twenty-seventh of January, over a week 
ago, and was responded to with loyal promptitude by the 
House of Lords ; but the debate on the Address still draws its 
glow length along in the Lower House. In view of the 
deplorable arrears in beneficial legislation, might it not 
be expedient to deprive loquacious members of this signal 
opportunity for prolixity and intolerable consumption of 
the public time—-by simply dlsoontinning the custom of 
indulging in a debate on the Speech from the Throne? 

The change would undeniably conduce to the dispatch of 
business—the end and aim of the new Procedure Rules 
submitted by the Government. These rules are good as far as 
they go. In the first place, it is proposed that the House should 
mectevery Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday at two in the 
afternoon ; adjourning from half-past seven to nine o'clock ; 
and not sittlug later than half-past twelve at night. The next 
most important proposition is that any member may have the 
right to ask the Speaker to enforce the Closure, which would 
be at once applied if the motion bo " supported by more than 
200 members," or be “ opposed by less than forty members and 
supported by more than one hundred members." Whether 
these Ministerial suggestions be accepted as they are, or not, it 
is fortunate that in these critical times the House has in the 
Eight Hon. Arthur Wellesley Peel a Speaker firm, impartial, 
authoritative, and strong enough to restrain the garrulous, 
suppress disorder, and maintain the high reputation of the 
first Legislative Assembly in the world. 

Albeit the Marquis of Salisbiuy’s Ministerial declaration 
in the Lords as to the possibilities of war on the Continent 
was naturally of the gravest import on Thursday week, the 
liveliest interest was manifested by Peers and Commons alike 
in the explanation to be offered in the Lower House by Lord 
Randolph Churchill as to why ho resigned the Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer with the Leadership of the House. His 
Lordship was obviously the centre of attraction fqr the goodly 
gathering of Peers in their special gallery, comprising Lord 
Northbrook, the Duke of Marlborough, Lord Xhmraven, Lord 
Stalbridgo (Lord Richard Gro&veuor), and Lord Row ton. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, who wore a red flower in hie 
button-hole, and occupied the corner seat of the bench 
behind his late colleagues, having Colonel Hughes-IIallett 
next him, drew ns large and thronged a House ns Mr. 
Gladstone himself has drawn on a high state occasion His 
Lordship held a small iev&s, Mr. Balfour and Mr. Henry 
Matthews sitting dntiMIy beside him on the gangway step to 
hearken unto the voice of wisdom. A hearty cheer had 
welcomed Mr. W. H, 8mith when, red despatch-box in hand, 
he had taken his seat on the Treasury bench as Leader of the 
House ; and an enthusiastic outburst of cheering had greeted 
the arrival of Mr. Gladstone, looking particularly hale and 
hearty as he quietly slipped into his place, as Lender of the 
Opposition, between proudly-beaming Mr. John Morley and 
smugly'-complacent Sir William Harcourt, The House was 
at its fullest during the long and dreary interval devoted to 
the notices of motions, Mr. Henry Chaplin wa* to be seen 
snugly doubled up in the coign of 'vantage ou the front 
Ministerial bench below the gangway—considerately keeping 
himself almost within a hand's breadth of the nearest 
Minister, as who should say, M Here I am, if you need a recruit 
for the Cabinet." Opposite him were Mr, Dillwyn and Mr 
Lnbouchere. Lord Harrington and Mr, Cbamlierlain sat 
together, like united or * h Unionist ” birds of a feather, at the 
end of the front Opposition bench, Mr. Parnell, fair* 
bearded Leader of the Home Rulers, and his formidable 
band of supporters, held their old positions to the left 
0 / the Speaker. The side and public galleries were 
crowded. Fog filled the chamber. But not a shadow of 
a shade of obscurity was to be detected in Lord Randolph 
Chur chi ITa lucid speech, for the delivery of which he had 
been preparing himself by assiduously stroking his light 
mou^toche. He was as intensely pallid as usual. Nervous as 
his Laid ship was, accustomed self-possess ion seemed to charoc- 
tcrls.? his succinct expositions of the reasons that induced him 
to quit the Government. “ Economy n was the key-note of 
the noble Lord’s symphony. He harped on the urgent necessity 
of retrenchment with artistic skill; adroitly sighed for the 
thrifty days when the services cost seme six millions less than 
now ; at the same time confessed that the saving of a« little as 
half a million on the Budget would have satisfied him for the 
time being ; and dramatically concluded by reading the cor¬ 
respondence between himself and Lord Salisbury, who. not 
being able to sanction the proposed reduction, accepted his 
resignation. Perhaps the chief sting of Lord Randolph 
Churchill's explanation was to be found in those Ken tenues of 
his final letter which stated that— 

flit} character of the linrueatlc leg^kuiou which tho Government ton- 
lumpkie, In my opinion falls madly short of what the ParUntncnt jmri, the 
country expect and require. The foreign polity which ft betn^ adopted 
appear* m me tit nuoe ilaugtiroua and methodic^ ; hut f toko ay stand on 
expenditure and finance, which involve and iloicnuJiic nil other matters. 

Mr, W. IT. Smith, who virtually made his debut ns Leader 
of the House in replying to Lord Randolph Churchill, 
acquitted himself admirably. In a Parliament of prodigious 
prolixity, the new First Lord of the Treasury distinguished 
hiimrif at the outset by a brief, sympathetic rejoinder, in which 
them was barely a superfluous word. Mr. Smith expressed 
the profound regret of himself and his colleagues at losing 
the counsel and advice of his noble friend : let the 
House into the secret that he had himself offered to resign 
unreservedly ; but did not disguise the fact that he could 
not allow the aforesaid reduction to be mode. Altogether, the 
answer was of the soft kind which tumeth away wrath. 
Equally commendable in manner and matter was the earnest 
tribute paid by Mr. Smith to the worth of the late Lord 
Iddealeigh, whose noble character was also the subject of a 
warm panegyric from Mr. Gladstone, Lord Randolph 
Churchill devoutly burying his face in his hand whilst the 
praises of the late Minister were sung. 

The short and sweet debate on the Address in the Upper 
Chamber—the drowsiness of which appeared to be increased 
by the all-pervading fog of the opening night—was preceded 
by an earnest interlude, devoted to the commemoration of the 
great qualities of the late Earl of Iiklesl^igh, who lived again 
iu the sympathetic sentences of the Marquis of Salisbury, Earl 
G ran villa, and Earl Fortescue. " What shadows wo are ( 
what shadows we pursue 1 11 re-echoed the Prime Minister. 
Yelled as noble Lords were by the fog T reduced almost to 
shadows themselves, the quotation came home the more 
forcibly. The Earl of Erne, who wore his uniform of 
Lord Lieutenant, in moving the Address of their Lord¬ 
ships, likewise did homage to the rare virtues of Lord 
Id desleigh ■ nuide graceful allusion to the affectionate regard 
entertained for her Majesty, the Jubilee of whose reign is to 
be celebrated all over the Kingdom ; and agreed generally with 
the paragraphs of the Queen's Speech. The noble Earl is por¬ 
trayed on another page in company with his colleagues in the 
performance of a loyal duty. Lord Erne site as Baron 
Fermanagh. Born on Oct. IG, 183G, the Earl of Erne has some 


Parliamentary experience, having sat in the Commons as M.P, 
for county Fermanagh (of which he is now Lord Lieutenant) 
from 18fi8 to 1880, and having been a Lord of the Treasury 
from 1870 to 1880. Ills Lordship is married to Lady 
Florence Cole, daughter of the Earl of Enniskillen. The 
seconder of the Address in the Lords, Viscount Torrington, 
who wore the uniform of the Rifle Brigade, served 
in the Indian Mutiny and the Zulu Wut. and won medals 
in both campaigns. He was born on April 29, 1841 ; 
and was for some lime A.D.C. to the late Duke of Marlborough 
whilst his Grace was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. The 
criticisms Earl Granville offered of the Queen's Speech were 
but blandly perfunctory. Lord Salisbury's justification of 
Ministerial policy happily ended with a hopeful assurance 
m to the probability of peace being preserved on the Con¬ 
tinent, based on the communications received from our 
Ambassadors in Berlin and Paris. The inevitable Irish con¬ 
troversy ensued between Earl Spencer and Lord Ashbourne ; 
but the Address was agreed to before eight o'clock I 

Would that this example of brevity had been followed in 
the Commons ! As mover and seconder of the Address there, 
Viscount Weymouth and Mr. Gerald Balfour discharged their 
duties with ability, the latter putting to Mr, Gladstone a 
direct interrogation, which called forth a spirited retort from 
the ex-Pretnier. It may be premised that Lord Wey¬ 
mouth is the eldest son of the Marquis of Bath, and was 
quite recently private secretary to Lord Iddeeleigh. He 
is twenty-four years of age, and is member for the Frome 
division of Somerset. Mr. Gerald W. Balfour is M.P. for 
the central division of Leeds ; and has been private 
secretary both to the Prime Minister and his brother, Mr. 
Arthur Balfour. Space fails to enlarge on the remarkably 
energetic speech of Mr Gladstone; or the dear Ministerial 
reply of Mr. W. H. Smith ; or on Lord Randolph Churchill's 
clever and slashing speech of Monday last. 


BUST OF MR, GLAISHER, F.R.S. 

On Monday last, the Photographic Society of Great Britain, 
of which Mr, James Glaishcr, F.R.S., the eminent meteor¬ 
ologist, has been President during seventeen years past, enter¬ 
tained him at a dinner at the Holborn Restaurant, and 
presented to him a marble bust of himself, which is shown in 
our Illustration, Mr Glaishcrs merits and attainments, 
scientific, official, and literary, have long been recognised, as 
well us his personal qualities, especially the courage and enter¬ 
prise with which he alone ventured as an aeronaut, some thirty- 
five years ago, to explore the higher regions of the terrestrial 
atmosphere, making some of the loftiest balloon ascents on 
record, and contriving, with great skill and extreme fortitude, 
to conduct exact meteorological observations where the 
vital functions in many other men would have been 
seriously imperilled. His exact age is not on public 
record, but he was born early in this century, and was 
trained to practical astronomy,\vc believe, at the Madiugley 
Observatory, near Cambridge, His numerous contributions to 
scientific and popular literature, often published in a most 
unobtrusive manner, which is very characteristic of the man, 
have scarcely gained him so wide a reputation in the learned 
world as he has certainly deserved ; mid it was not until 1849 
that he was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, In 18G5, 
upon the death of Admiral Fitzroy, he received a Government, 
appointment—the control of the Meteorological Department of 
the Board of Trade. We heartily approve, on public grounds, 
of the compliment recently paid to Mr. Glaisher by the 
Photographic Society, and congratulate them upon having 
given the commission for this bast to ft sculptor of great 
promise, Mr. Albert Toft, of the Trafalgar Studios, Chdsea, 
who has produced a good work of art, and a successful 
likeness of a worthy and estimable man. Mr. Toft was a 
young student of modelling iu the Potteries Schools of Art, 
from which he came to the National Art Training Class at 
South Kensington, and there won marked distinction among 
the students ; Ms works have since been noticed with high 
approbation at the Exhibitions of the Royal Academy, and at 
other exhibitions \ and we expect from his hand future excel¬ 
lent portraits in sculpture—if the expression be allowable—of 
persons deserving this mode of commemoration. Our En¬ 
graving is from a photograph of the bust taken by Hr, F. W.

GREAT DISASTER AT SEA. 

LOSS OF TWO OR THREE HUNDRED LIVES. 

A terrible disaster to a British emigrant-ship, bound for 
Australia, took place on the 20th ult„ off the coast of Brazil. 
The Kapunda, a sailing-vessel, built of iron, 1095 tons register, 
owned by Messrs. Trinder, Anderson, and Co., of Loudon, Left 
London on Deo. 11, and Plymouth on Dec. 18. She was bound 
for Fremantle, Western Australia, and had on board four cabin 
passengers, 208 steerage passengers. Dr. Rentham (the surgeon 
in charge), and a crew of forty. She was commanded by Captain 
John Masson. News came on Monday from Pernambuco that the 
Ada Meimore, barque, of Belfast, from Coquimbo, and the Ka- 
punda had been in collision, and both vessels had sunk south of 
Maeeio, Part of the crew and passengers of the Kapunda— 
namely, the first mate (Mr. W, Cottrell), the carpenter, baker, 
and five seamen, with eight male passengers, wore picked up 
by the Ulysses, French barque, and landed at Rio, and a 
number of others were landed at Muceio, The Ada Meimore 
was an iron barque of 591 tons, built at Glasgow in 1877, and 
owned by Messrs. W, Porter and Sons, Belfast, It was not 
certainly known, up to Wednesday, bow many were saved and 
landed at Maeeio, or whether these belonged to the Kapunda 
or to the Ada Meimore. which was abandoned by her crew in a 
sinking condition. But the number lost on board the Kapunda 
must exceed 200, in any case, and may bo nearly 300; there 
are, indeed, 298 missing, which includes all the women and 
children. It was impossible to lower any of the boats from 
the Kapunda. The full list of passengers is pub fished in the 
London daily papers of Wednesday

THE EMIN PASHA RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

We are enabled, by a communication from the Paris Geo¬ 
graphical Society, to present a Portrait of Emin Pasha (Dr, 
Schnitiler), the successor of General Gordon in the Egyptian 
Governorship of the Equatorial Provinces, who U still 
beleaguered, With his few attendants, by the hostile African 
tribes around Wadelai, on the Upper White Nile, a short 
distance north of Lake Albert Nyanza. The expedition which 
has recently started from England, under the command of Mr. 
H. M. Stanley, to rescue Emin Pasha by reaching that place 
from the highest navigable streams tributary to the Upper 
Congo, whence the overland march to the YVhite Nile will be 
about four hundred miles, gives special interest to this portrait. 
It was a photograph taken at Khartoum, in March, 1882, 
by a meipber of the Paris Geographical Society, M. Louis 
Pierre Vosaien, then French Consul at Khartoum, who returned 
home to France in August of that year, and who is now 
French Vice-Consul at Philadelphia, in the United States. M, 
Voraion presented the photograph of Emin Parim to the 
French Geographical Society, who possess, in their interesting 
albums, nineteen hundred portraits of travellers and geo¬ 
graphers of all nations ; and he has now written to the Society, 
requesting that it should be reproduced for publication. 

Dr. Scbnitzler, styled Emin Bey, and latterly Emin Pasha, on 
account of his distinguished official rank in the service of the 
Khedive of Egypt, is an Austrian by birth, who went to Africa 
as a scientific naturalist, some years ago, and was engaged iu 
important explorations of the region of the Upper Nile. He 
became personally known to General Gordon, upon whose 
recommendation be was appointed to rule in the most remote 
provinces up the White Nile, residing at different times at 
Gondckoro and Lado, and having authority over the Egyptian 
stations among the Niam-Niam and the Yomboutans, to the 
west, and in the districts of Lafcuka, Unyoro, and Uganda, which 
are described in Sir Samuel Baker's works. Since the overthrow 
of the Egyptian Government in the Soudan, the barbarous 
native tribe* of the Equatorial region have generally revolted, 
though not at all under the influence of the Mahdi, being heathens 
free from Mohammedan fanaticism : and most of the former 
Egyptian stations have been destroyed. Emin Pasha has been 
forced to abandon one district after another, still moving 
farther south, with three hundred black Soudanese troops, 
uuacoompained by any surviving European ; and the place 
where he is now, W&delai, is at least a thousand miles distant 
from Khartoum. 

YVe present also, on our front page, an Illustration of the 
portable steel whale-boat constructed, in thirteen days, by 
Messrs. Forreatt and Son, of Limehouse, for the use of Mr. 
H M, Stanley A African expedition. This boat is 28 ft. long, 
of lift beam; and 2 ft. 6 in. deep. It is built throughout of 
Siemens-Mar tin steel, galvanised, and divided into twelve 
sections, each weighing about 75 lb. The fore and aft sections 
are water-tight, giving large buoyancy to the boat. The 
sections are bolted together, indiarubber being placed between 
the joints to make them water-tight. The boat pulls ten oars, 
and is fitted with a large Jug sail. She will carry twenty- 
two men, and 1000 Ih. weight of baggage, with seventeen 
inches draught of water. The thwarts arc of mahogany, and 
all the fittings arc movable. Each of the sections may be 
carried easily by two men. The boat was tried on- the Thames, 
both sailing and rowing, and proved to be perfectly water¬ 
tight at the joints of the sections. She can be put together 
in thirty-five minutes, aud taken to pieces for transport in 
twenty-two minutes. 

Another Illustration, on the same page, shows Mr. Stanley 
examining and testing the Maxim automatic machine-gun, 
which he takes with him on this expedition. This gun has been 
provided with a special mounting, expressly designed to meet 
the requirements of this particular service. The carriage, or 
tripod, is so constructed that it can be instantly folded up, 
and carried on the shoulder of one man. It was found upon 
trial, Hint the tripod could be placed in position, and the gun 
mounted and fixed, in ten seconds ; everything being arranged 
with n view of putting the parts together with the greatest 
rapidity. At the rear of the gun are the means for cool mg it 
while in action ■ the small water-tank contains sufficient 
water for 2000 rounds. As the gun is fired, each particular 
shot causes a certain portion' of this water to pass through 
the casing around the barrel, and the heat of the discharge 
evaporates this water, the quantity of water actually required 
for 1000 cartridges being about a quart. The automatic move¬ 
ment of this machine-gun results from the force of the recoil 
being utilised for operating on the mechanism, so that, when 
it has cnee been loaded, it only requires that the trigger should 
he pulled in order to fire it If the trigger be pulled, and 
held iu the pulled position, the gun continues to fire at a 
terrific rate until it ia again liberated. A single slight 
and quick impulse of the trigger fires but one shot; 
a somewhat slow pull fires three or four shots ; while, if 
the trigger be held in the pulled position for one second, 
the gun Will discharge eleven shots. It can be turned 
with great facility in any direction, while firing, with¬ 
out any special training device. Mr. Stanley's gun weighs 
KJ lb, , and the peculiar steel carriage on w hich it is 
mounted weighs f>4 lb. In our Illustration the shield is shown 
iu a position to receive arrows, the top part projecting inward 
over the head of the gunner. If, however, ho should he 
assailed with bullets, the top projection and the two bottom 
ones are turned forward, so making the shield of two thick¬ 
nesses instead of one. Mr. Stanley, before leaving, fired this 
gun about 500 rounds under various conditions ; and at his 
departure the inventor fired a parting salute of 334 cartridge*, 
one box full, allowing the whole to go off in quick succession, 
the time occupied being about thirty-tlxree seconds. 


THE LATE SERJEANT SLEIGH. 

The late Serjeant WiIlium Campbell Sleigh, of London, Sydney, 
and Melbourne, whose death was recorded last week, was in the 
sixty-ninth year of his age. He was eldest sou of William 
YVileocks Sleigh, M.D., of Dublin, By his mother, who was a 
daughter of Dr. Burrows Campbell, LL.D., banister-at-law, 
ho was descended from Lord Chief Justice Hale and, on his 
father’s side, from an old Derbyshire family, to which belonged 
Sir Samuel Sleigh, M.P. for the county, and twice High Sheriff, 
in the reign of Charles II. Serjeant Sleigh was' educated at 
private schools, and matriculated at St. Mary Hall, Oxford, to 
1843 : but gave up the University to devote his whole time to 
the study of the Law. He was called to the Bar at the Middle 
Temple in and gained a largo practice in the Central 

Criminal Court He was made a ttorjeant-afc-Law in 1872 ; 
and. having gone to Australia, was admitted to the Melbourne 
and Sydney Bars in 1877. He was leading counsel to the Bank of 
England for many years* Some yearn ago, he engaged to 
addressing public meetings to England and Scotland to 
advocacy of the Marriage with Deceased Wife's ^Uter Rill, 
being specially chosen for this purpose through the eminent 
solicitors Messrs, Orowther and Maynard. He contested three 
elections in the Conservative interest, at Huddersfield, Frome, 
and Newark, but without success ; he was* however, elected to 
the Legislative Assembly of Tasmania,

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THE MAGAZINES. 

The political importance of Mr. Gladstone's “ Notes and 
Queries on the Irish Demand." in the Xinrtwiith /frjftarw, 
accompanied with a further instalment of Mr. John Morley’e 
H Reply ” to objections with regard to Home Rale for Ireland, 
will at this crisis gain more attention than the essays on 
scientific and philosophical topics. The latter, however, 
including contributions from Professor Huxley on The 
“Scientific and Pseudo-Scientific Realism " ; Prince Kropotkin's 
exposition of that alarming announcement, " The Scientific 
Bases of Anarchy Ti : and fii Revelations of the After-World," by 
the Rev. Father Ryder, supply a copious repast of mutter for 
serious thought We can but hope that readers who feel an 
appetite for so much of this kind of mental food will 
bring a vigorous digestion to its study, the results of 
which are not lightly to be anticipated in these few 
lines of notice. The whole number of this niagnaine is* with 
the exception of Mr. &. W. Smalley’s observations in a 
recent visit to the city of New Tort, devoted to grave subjects 
and themes of controversy or of anxious spoonlntion* u Art isan 
Atheism ” is another alarming title ; while politicians will do 
well to peruse Mr. Scl&ter-Booth s remarks on ” Local Govern¬ 
ment in the Rural Districts’'; and some of them may think it 
worth while to follow Mr. G* W. Medley in his d'ecuaeion of 
Fair Trade 41 Fog and Fallacy," against the propositions lately 
set forth by Lord Penzance. 

The contents of the FvrtnhjMhj Un'irw are scarcely less 
characterised by gravity of subject and preoccupation with 
UTgeut problems of public interest. The second portion of the 
review of the present position of European politics, commenced 
with an article on the diplomatic and military system of Ger¬ 
many in last mouth’s number, is a corresponding trealise on the 
actual situation of France. The author, who nmy well be,as is 
rumoured, one likely to he personally conversant, with French 
affairs, and an Englishman of some official experience in the 
Foreign Department, continue* to vindicate the French 
Republic, and the nation generally, from the imputation of 
mealy seeking a fresh war against Germany, while he shows 
that the military defences of France have now been rendered 
exceedingly strong. He describes the character and conduct 
of General Boulanger in favourable terms, and does not 
consider that War Minister at all disposed to aggressive 
enterprise, though he fears that, in case of war, the 
Republican constitution would be endangered by the inevit¬ 
able predominance of some military commander. With 
regard to Egypt, and the possibility of a dispute on that score 
with England, the writer complains of French unreason¬ 
ableness. and repels the unjust suspicions of British policy 
that are still current in France, but holds that a friendly 
agreement can yet lie negotiated upon the bauds of neutralising 
the Suez Canal, which does not imply closing it. at any time, 
against ships of war. The other political articles, one of a 
statistical character, by Mr. George flowell, on the' 11 State of 
our Trade" and one by Professor Ynmbdry on the Russian 
railway beyond the Caspian, are worthy of perusal ; mid some 
light is cast by Lord Wantage, in his ol>servation£ concerning 
“ Small Farms, 11 on the remedies for the depressed con¬ 
dition of British agriculture. Readers who put faith in 
M Stepiiialc,” and who are pleased with pessimist views of 
the domestic concerns of Russia, may gather additional details, 
much to the discredit of her home administration, from his 
account of " the Mir and the Police." In the more agreeable 
domain of physical science, Professor G. H. Darwin gives an 
exposition of some plienomqjba attending earthquakes* and Dr. 
Robson Roose enters into a useful discussion of the nature of 
infection and the methods of disinfection. Mr. W, S. Lilly, in 
his philosophical controversy with Professor Huxley, finishes 
with a rejoinder upon the disputed limit of physical investi¬ 
gation, upholding the claim of religion to be the sole guardian 
of morality, and denying that physics can supply any element 
of a creed by which virtue is* to he guided. The only paper of 
a lighter complexion is “Our Noble Selves/ 1 by an anonymous 
writer, presenting a highly optimist view of the literary 
exploits of the present day. 

The fhntrwmranj lirrkm is not very interesting this 
month. Lord Edmund FiUmanrice's views on Irish questions 
are so cautiously expressed that it is difficult to determine 
what he really means, and whether one part of his essay is 
not cancelled by the other. There is no such ambiguity about 
the views on fiction entertained by Mr. Haggard ; he is 
naturally of opinion that tjie future of the novel is with the 
wrltera of romance as distinguished from the portrayers of 
manners, who are either wholly objectionable or entirely 
played out. H An Old Couple," by Michael Field, is a beautiful 
pros? allegory that might well have been a poem. 

The Combi 1 ! Magazine is very light reading this month, 
except for the tragic passages of “ Jess "* and oven these, 
though powerful, fail to counterbalance the impression that 
the tale is bound for a happy ending. “ The Gaverocks 11 is 
full of spirited descriptive writing, such as Mr. Baring Gould 
can produce in any amount. “A Social Difficulty" is lively 
and farcical, “Rtrictly Incog.” i* an amusing description of 
the disguises resorted to by insects. '■ Kirk Grim* " treats of 
the superstition familiar in connection with the Devil's Bridge 
and the bridge over the Rhino at Cologne. 

Mr. Hardy’s “ Woodlandera/' in MmmiUmU Magazine, is 
quite equal to any preceding instilment, and maintains its place 
as the only seriat contribution of the day to really classical 
fiction. Very different, but hardly less perfect in its way, is 
Mr. Anatey's tale of the talking horse. The writer's fertility 
in devising grotesque situations is inexhaustible, and he has a 
power of compelling belief not possessed by u George Fleming/ 1 
whoso well-written ■■ Strange Story of Margaret Beauchamp " 
leaves m cold. After forty-seven years the Dean of Saint 
Paul’s has arrived at the point of partly understanding 
4t Bordello / 1 but not of and ersi tan ding why Mr. Browning 
should make himself so hard to he Understood. The Chinese 
student of English constitutional history on the late crisis is a 
good idea imperfectly worked out. 

Murray's Magazine is readable throughout, bat scarcely bo 
good as might have been expected with the editor’s oppor¬ 
tunities. The Byroniana are attractive; the letters of Scott 
and Gifford are excellent: and Byron's last verses have the 
genuine ring, though it is difficult to reconcile the writer s 
decease in the fifth stanza with his vitality in the sixth. 
Vernon Lee's Renaissance story keep* up the sensation of a 
genuine Renaissance atmosphere, but the incidents arc less 
impressive than the author intends. We are lose able than 
over to imagine what possessed Mr. Arnold to writeou General 
Grant. Not, we hojie, the prospect of concluding with an 
exhortation to the Americans to produce a fresh crop of mili¬ 
tary heroes, which might well elicit the reply of the railway 
watchman in “ By Car and by Cowcatcher/' another contribu¬ 
tion to the magazine, iS That means a smash ! n 

li Sarracinesca"—by much the best of Mr. Crawford's 
novels—continues the lending feature in liiarhnmd, though 
the end is drawing nigh. Among the symptoms is the 
appearance of a new tale. ** Diana de Breteniljo," which is at 
IfreBbtft somewhat puzzling. The best of the remaining 
contributions are three very good papers on foreign countries — 


the Saxon districts of Transylvania, with their primitive 
rnstrie fashions ; Eurmah in its relation to China ; and Japan a« 
a home of pictorial art, the text of the article being supplied 
by Dr. Anderson’s splendid publication. 

Although we are always only too curious “to see ourselves 
as others see us." when we are enabled to enjoy that rather un¬ 
usual privilege we are not always satisfied with the result of 
the inspection. The account, however, of an autumn tour in 
England and "Wales, made by two foreigners* presumably 
Frenchmen, which is commenced in this month's A rt Journal, 
promises no very severe criticisms on “ les Anglais/' and will 
be read with a good deal of amusement and interest. It is 
illust rated by Monsieur Myrbach* whose work is not unknown 
on this side of the Channel. Among the other contributors 
^.Mr, F. G. Stephens sends an article on old London picture ex¬ 
hibitions, and Miss Zimmcrn continues her account of the 
Italian artist, Michetti, A capital engraving by Louis Godfrey, 
after Mr, Yeamcs’s picture “The Last Bit of Scandal/' forms 
the frontispiece of the number, 

The Magazine (f Art for February contains, among other 
things, an amusing account of that curious variety of humanity, 
the artist's model, which will appeal to all who have had any 
dealings with his kind. The illustrations to this ar ticle, which 
include some funny character sketches, are by Mr, Walter 
Wilson. RX Mr, Coemo Monkhouse contributes a paper on 
some of the most valuable examples of the earlier Italian 
masters in our national collection. Luigi Fassini, the painter 
of Venetian life, forms the subject of a abort study by Mr. 
Pinkerton ; and Miss Evans, under the beading, lt The Romance 
of Art/' tells a story of a certain portrait of the Duke of Alva, 
now in the Royal Museum at Bru&iel&, which was painted by 
Willem Keij, of Breda, 

The EttglUh Hind rated Magazine has two very good 
illustrated papers—- w Robert Burns's Country' 1 and the 
continuation of Mrs. C'raik's tour in Antrim, with an exquisite 
moonlight sketch by Sir Noel Baton. There is much humour 
in Mr. Hugh Thomson’s designs in illustration of all eighteenth 
century “ Morning in London 

Mr. Haggard certainly provides the readers of Longman** 
Magazine with u rich supply of excitement in his “ Allan 
Quarterumine," “ Claude Tyuek’a Ordeal ” is a striking story, 
but contains some chronological impossibilities. Dr. Hake's 
melodious and pathetic lines lose something of their effect 
from a certain haziness of expression. 

Harper is as well illustrated m ever, but the text affords 
little matter for comment, except the excellent description of 
Louisiana. The Cmtynj continuation of the life of President 
Lincoln is profusely illustrated, but the period it comprises is 
not particularly interesting. Signor LancianTs account of the 
recent discovery of bronze statues of ctlvlcten at Rome, on the 
other hand, is of the highest interest, and the importance of 
the find is attested by iho engravings of the works. “ A Self- 
Made Man/’ the novelette given complete with Lippinrott'# 
Magazine, is a good story, but Si A Day with the President/ 1 
detailing an ordinary day of the Chief Magistrate’s life, in 
even more interesting; 'and Hr. Burroughs’s account of 
his own works and ways is a charming bit of “mere 
egotism.” The AtlarUib Monthly is graced by a poem from 
the pen of Mr. Russell Lowell, apparently designed as a satire 
on Darwinism ; bat the satire will hardly be accepted as legiti¬ 
mate by Darwinians. The style and versification are excellent. 
14 Paul Patoff" and “The Lady from Maine” arc very good 
stories on different lines, and there is a pleasing retrospective 
paper on Fenimore Cooper, the novelist. 

Temple Bar has an interesting serial fiction in ‘‘The 
Danvers Jewels," a striking short story in ** The Faust of 
Egretnont” light gossiping articles on the memoirs of Lady 
Cow per and Mr. Hayward, a short poem by the late Mr. 
Edmund Ollier, and a last vestige cf Serjeant Dallamine in the 
shape of some more of his legal reminiscences. 


NAVAL OPERATIONS ON THE NIGER* 

The British squadron on the West Const of Africa last, month 
rendered assistance to the Royal Niger Company, to punish 
natives for burning down a factory and killing three of the 
Company’s clerks* Under command of Captain Hand, R.N., 
the senior officer, the squadron proceeded to Akassa* The 
water in the river being too low for the ships, two of the 
Company's river steamers were maimed and armed by officers 
and men from the Royalist and Racer, the former manning 
the Boussa, and the letter the Hamnrona. The expedition 
started up the Niger and met a steamer, the Kano, manned by 
the Company’s Fnntee constabulary and commanded by Major 
Yeitoh* These three vessels proceeded down the Warl branch, 
where the disturbances bad taken place. On the 1th ult. they 
opened fire on Mputa’s town* landing and burning it down. 
They went, that day, down the river, passing Upper Patani, 
the village chiefly concerned in looting the factory, and 
pouring in a hot fire, which was uot returned. Without 
stopping, the expedition proceeded down past Lower Patani, 
where the Kano saw and gave chase to ft war-canoe. The 
other steamers passed Lower Fatani without firing; hut 
just as the Boassa passed, the villagers, concealed in their 
nmd huts, opened fire. The Bousra and Hamarona anchored, 
and returned the fiie. The Kano now came back, captured 
the war-canoe, armed with one gun in the bow a, capable 
of throwing ft Tib. shot, and with two smaller guns. The 
Kano anchored off the village for the night. Next day, 
Sunday, a desultory fire of small arms was kept up from the 
shore on the Kano, on board which nobody was hurt: but one 
bluejacket, in a steam-launch, had a bullet through his sleeve* 
The natives at Upper Patani then brought a large gun to boar, 
but the steamers were out of range, A party landed at Lower 
Patani that evening, and burnt down the Village* Several 
articles were found which belonged to the pillaged factory. 
Next day. the expedition went up the river to Upper Patani, 
and, anchoring off the village, opened a hot fire, until it was 
iielieved that the village was deserted. No sooner did the fire 
slacken, than the enemy opened fire on the Kano. In the 
af ternoon, a landing party was sent, and skirmished far back 
into the hush, haring several brisk fights with the negroes, about 
ten of whom were killed. The two next days were occupied 
in burning and destroying the town ; and many articles which 
had been looted from Urn factory were recovered* among these 
a prayer-book belonging to one of the murdered clerks. The 
village of Abarri was fired into ami several natives killed. The 
total loss of the enemy is estimated at from fifteen to twenty* 
About six of the Fftntee constabulary were wounded, none 
dangerously. A slave, captured at Fatani, gave valuable 
information as to the hiding-places. The expedition returned 
to Akassa on the flfch t having taught the natives a wholesome 
lesson.

THE LADIES’ COLUMN* 

Why should there not be lady stewards at children’s balls, at 
all events* if not at more formal gatherings ? At the Mansion 
House a little bevy of young ladies did by far the bulk of the 
work of pairing the juvenile dancers, of arranging for the 
little one* being in front at the entertainments, and so on; 
while gentlemen with white wands and favours merely acted 
as useful auxiliaries now and then, hut absorbed _all the credit. 
Lady stewards, with feminine tact and consideration for the 
idioeyncramea of youngsters, would decidedly be most suitable 
for such grandchild rai’tf parties. 

By the way, I wonder what malicious fate presided over the 
evolution of our tongue, and so arranged that the feminine form 
of certain titles, appertaining to what are commonly considered 
gentlemanly pests* should convey quite a different and very 
inferior meaning from the masculine form ? What confusion 
there is, for instance, when a lady is presiding over a meet¬ 
ing, about the method of addressing or referring to her. 
“Mrs. Chairman " is a sort of mermaid or centaur-like 
designation that docs not sound quite the thing. But if you 
say “ The Chairwoman/ 1 visions are evoked of r snuffy "eld 
person in a rusty crape bonnet, “ doing for " a gentleman in 
chambers, or of an overworked, worn-a pruned victim stealing 
about the house surreptitiously to accomplish that rough work 
which the trim housemaid considers to be beneath her 
dignity* How can one apply this name to the Mayoress 
in her velvet gown and plumes i or to the stately Quakeress 
with her calm repose and tmeouscions dignity of bearing* 1 
Well, then* try i£ stewardess ’’: nothing could well sound less 
like a young Indy in a pretty ball-gown, graciously encouraging 
timid little ones to join in the dance. A stewardess is a 
dreadful woman who will keep all the windows shut in a 
stuffy cabin, who is aggressively sprightly end self-possessed 
amidst the groans and agonies of her prostrated “ betters*” and 
who remains the most indifferent of creatures in the midst of 
a scene of suffering to which life presents fow parallels. How 
can “ u stewardess' 1 be tolerated in the ball-room? 

A charming little action of generosity on the pert of the 
Empress Eugenie has joefe come to my knowledge. Last 
summer a youth, named Samuel Lewis, saved from drowning 
two little children who had been thrown into a canal by their 
mother, at Wolverhampton, The lad risked his own life in 
this courageous action, as he was unable to swim ; and when 
he reached the bank he was himself completely exhausted. For 
this feat of generons courage he received the Royal Humane 
Society’s medal, and a decoration from a similar society in 
Belgium. In connection with the last-mentioned grant, an 
account of the circnmstances found a place in the Paris Figaro 
where it came under the notice of the Empress Eugenie, Her 
Majesty at once ordered inquiries to be made, through the 
Catholic priests in Wolverhampton* as to the accuracy of the 
newspaper report; and on being assured cf its correctness the 
Empress forwarded a five pound note, to be applied to the 
youth’s benefit. Tills quiet, nnostentataoue little act of liberality 
is only one of many such performed by the Empress during her 
residence here : nets which show that the charities for which 
she became famous in the days of her power were not mere 
political calculations, and that George Band s address to her 
Majesty's w exquisitely kind and feeling heart ” was more than 
the flattery with which a throne is commonly approached. 

Dr* Enoch Robinson writes to tell me that T overpraised the 
0 wens College, Man Chester, the recipient of Mrs. Abel Hey- 
woods bequest, when I said that I believed full provision was 
already made there for girl students. There is no provision 
whatever, it seems, for teaching science to women* Dr* 
Robinson’s own daughter, in consequence of this, has 
had to leave her home and go to seek at the University 
College, in Wales, the learning which Owens College denies 
to students of her sex. So much the better is it that Give ns 
College is to receive Mrs. Hey wood’s £ 10,000. This sum will 
enable its Governors to remove the disadvantage from the 
college of being behind the times in respect of the provision 
for the education of women for science degrees, Manchester, 
which has led the van in so many of the paths of progress, 
should not so long have lagged behind in the matter of the 
scientific teaching of its girls. The Governors will doubtless 
be glad to put their college on a par with most of the chief 
University training schools of the country, in offering 
advantages to women students in the most important subjects 
of modern study—the scienti fio ones. 

In my judgment* the study of science is more eminently 
necessary for girls than that of literature. Taste and refine¬ 
ment, fancy and feeling, are naturally possessed by the average 
female mind iu far larger measure than the calm reason, the 
devotion to fact, and the subordination of emotion to judgment, 
which are cultivated by scientific training. In Lytton’s novel 
“ The Coming Race," it will be rememlwred, nil science was in 
the possession of tbe female sex* their inquisitive minds 
having been found to fit them specially for investigation. But 
we Imve yet to " give our proofs 11 as to the extent to which w'e 
can advance science, I plead for the training of women in 
this direction for the benefit of their intellectual progress. In 
this connection* it may be mentioned that Smith College, 
Northampton, U.S.A:, lias just received a gift of JifiOOO from 
Mr. A. T, Lilley for the erection of buildings devoted to 
teaching science for women only. 

The Middlesex magistrates have held a meeting, under the 
presidency of the Earl of Btrafford, to consider how they can 
promote the observance of her Majesty's Jubilee* It would 
surely not have been out of place if they had, at the same 
meeting* considered how they can free themselves from the 
reproach of sentences being given in their name so encouraging 
tbe abuse and murder of her Majesty’s subjects of her own sex 
as the notorious one recently pass^l by Mr, Ed Lin* It is im¬ 
possible tbat the Middlesex magistrates can pa m over this 
conduot of their Assistant Judge, which has aroused a cry of 
shame throughout the country. The Rev, Prebendary Greer, 
speaking last Tuesday, justly characterised that sentence as 
“little short of monstrous." If the Middlesex magistrates 
thought it right not to intermingle this sad and terrible 
outrage on justice with their special meeting about the 
Sovereign's Jubilee, they are bound to take notice of it on 
their next assembling together, 

“A Man 1 ’ has been anxiously watching our column, 
ladies, for the past few weeks, during which period his letter 
to me has been awaiting a reply. Now, wliat do you think 
(< A Man ” wants of ns if This is it:—“ 1 A Man 1 would be glad 
if your fashion writer could tell him whether many men in 
London are in the habit of wearing stays, and, if so, whether 
they (stays) are kept ready mode, or wSere would be the best 
place to order them," How does “ A Man h suppose I know 
whether many men wear stays ?

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THE PLAYHOUSES. 

“Dandy Diet” Mr. Pinero’s latest farcical folly, is unques¬ 
tionably an excellent specimen of plays of this class. It is 
extravagance run mad, reason distorted, conventionality upset, 
and propriety jeopardised ; but, at the same time, it is quite 
possible to admire the cleverness of the author without 
endorsing the principles of the new school to which he ha* so 
ardently attached himself. An age steeped in irreverence and 
careless of respect could alone permit the liberties that are at 
present tolerated in the guise of fun, A very few years ago 
the mere presence of a clergyman on the stage, even in the 
shape of a grave and reverend pastor, would have been resented 
by his flock, who, to use an old-fashioned phrase, “ respected 
his doth,” But we have changed all that, with a vengeance. 
At one theatre Mr. Gilbert introduces a bishop in full ecclo 
siastical canonicals, lawn sleeves, rochet, and all, merely to 
chaff the prelate on some question of abstract morality; whilst 
at another Mr. Pinero, the faithful Gilbert inn disciple, brings 
forward a dean in apron and leggings, pirouetting about the 
stage with red-haired damsels in short frocks, who alternately 
clasp his knees or sprawl on their backs on a study table, and 
are ultimately conveyed to the lock-up by a surly village con¬ 
stable. The absolutely incongruous is the apparent aim of 
modern comic art. A magistrate in the police-court dock, a 
dean in a felon's cell, a bishop arrested for playing cords 
in a railway carriage—these are the things that tickle 
the public. The question is how soon this kind of folly, 
that certainly has its limits, will be exhausted. Hitherto, 
the dramatist has been kept in order by the respect the 
audience entertained for the representatives of certain 
cherished institutions. Religion and Royalty have been 
held safe from ridicule on the stage as regards their per¬ 
sonal representatives. But the license of irreverence, the 
knowledge that nothing h sacred, have opened up to the 
dramatist a new Held of humour. He has certainly done his 
utmost to assist in the determined iconoclasm that is one of 
the distinguishing features of the time. Be that as it may, 
“The dramas laws the dramas patrons give. 11 Mr. Gilbert 
makes money by laughing at Bishops, and Mr. Pinero follows 
suit by incarcerating Deans ; and, granted that all that is per* 
mi risible, the thing could scarcely be better done, or in a way 
with less vulgarity or offence. Mr. Pinero, who is a sensible 
and ^ practical person and possi bly not overburdened with 
sentiment, will say that when, in a serious mood, ho gave us 
H The Rector, 11 and painted for us the agony of a love-sick 
clergyman, with the assistance of Mr. John Clayton ; when he 
used all the earnest force of fcheteompony of the Court Theatre 
from Mr. Arthur Cecil downwards; when the legitimate 
talent of the artistes there assembled was being used, neither 
the author or the manager of the theatre could make the 
venture pay. But by reversing the process, by making Mr. 
John Clayton into a comic Dean, by borrowing the apron and 
gaiters of our ohl friend the Bishop of Rumtifoo, by turning 
the clergyman's house out of window and indulging in a 
night-mare of topsey-turveydoui, by making Deans' daughters 
Bprawl on the study - table, by introducing a dignitary 
of the Church concocting horse boluses at the dead of 
night, by flinging the Oxford scholar and refined gentle¬ 
man into a cell for thieves and drunkards, and rescuing 
him. on hia way to prison, by a crowd of welsh ers; by 
making the Deanery walls echo with turf slang and the 
ui'fjut of the stables—then come la ugh ter, delight, success! 
No one can tell why it ia ; but so it is. Public taste admits the 
change, and both authors and managers make money out of 
it. For such farces as 11 Dandy Dick 11 are unquestionably 
clever ; they are not slip-slop work, rolled off without care or 
thought. Mr. Pinero has paid as much attention to the 
dialogue in this play as if he were writing a comedy that 
would live and lie acted when we are all passed away. It 
is always apposite : occasionally brilliant. The pity of it 
is that it is bound to be so ephemeral—that it will disappear, 
and be heard of no more when the curtain has fallen on 
a success of so many hundred nights ; for it is as certain as any¬ 
thing can b&that your " Magistrates," and. School mistresses, 1 ' 
and ‘ Hobby-Horses," and “Dandy Dicks" will never be heard 
of again when their first popularity is exhausted. They are 
for the moment, and the moment only. Plays like “The 
Squire ” may live and tell another age about Pinero and his 
style : but a 44 Dandy Dick 11 will be no recognisable when, 
possibly reverence will be restored, though Deans and digni¬ 
taries are disestablished. The now farce is. on the whole, 
excellently played, though it suffered from nervous handling on 
the first night, Nothing could be better than the dashing, 
determined, and nnhesitating rendering of a sporting woman by 
Mrs, John Wood, whose every sentence is coloured with horsey 
phraseology. The idea of such a woman is not very pretty; reflect 
upon her unfeminioc atfcribates, and the refined mind may have 
a shock ; but humour covers a multitude of sins, and wo forget 
the,disagreenble features of such a woman in the fun and hearty 
caricature of the across. Mr, Clayton and Mr. Cecil both 
work bravely for the farce. The one m T he Dean, the other the 
Butler; and were they not so good the farce would not have 
been so successful. In the art of delivering comic lines, Miss 
Rose Xorreys has few equals; but she has not so strong or 
important a part as usual. Principals apart, the two best 
touches of gen nine ait were given by Miss Laura Linden and 
Mr. Deuny. as the village con stall lc and hia wife. More 
natural acting is seldom seen in plays of this character. Mr, 
Maurice, Mr. Kerr, and Miss Lewis—all clever—completed a 
cast well trained to do impcsriblc things, and to represent 
impossible people, in the most persuasive and natural manner. 

A ,l musical variety drama" is a novelty in London, and it 
will ho decided on Monday if Londoners appreciate the queer 
medley called “Jack in the Box ’’ ae well ns they have done in 
the country for many months past. Miss Fanny Leslie is 
deservedly a favourite. She can sing, dance, and act. On her 
shoulders falls the weight of the drama, mingled with music. 
But she has engaged a capital company to support her, 
including Mr. Lewis Waller and Miss Florence West, two very 
promising young artists j Mr. Beauchamp, a capital actor ; Mis* 
Snllie Turner, a great favourite at the Strand, and Mr. Parker 
with Mr. J. A. Arnold, who have strong character parts that 
they hove made their own. 

There has been added to the Covent-Gardeo Circus an im¬ 
portant novelty in the way of a comic burlc.pie that has been 
received with immense applause ; but, quite apart from that, 
the entertainmcut here is so varied and of so high a class that 
St is not astonishing to And it bo liberally patronised. 

A new opera by Messrs, Paul ton and Jnkolowski is in 
rehearsal at the Comedy Theatre, and on this account only 
“The Beggar Student" will have to be withdrawn; and the 
only other important news of the week, is that the Princess's

PARISIAN SAYINGS AND DOINGS, 

CFrom our oton Correspondent.) 

Paris, Tuesday, Feb. 1. 

That excellent French Parliament has l>een occupied all the 
week with the long business of voting the Budget, an operation 
which has not been concluded without endangering the 
existence of the Ministry. Yesterday there was quite a com- 
motion, and rumours of cabals between certain Republican 
and Royalist groups to overthrow the whole Ministry, with a 
view to getting rid of General Boulanger. Another plot was 
reported to be on foot with the object of suppressing the 
Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs, and thus economising a 
round million. Thereupon there was held a Ministerial 
Council : the Chamber was in a great state of alarm ; and 
finally the Royalists abandoned their plot, and the Republicans 
likewise : and the Budget of the Ministry of Posts was voted, 
and so all ended happily. In the lobbies, it is true, there was 
a little incident; M. RabueL a provincial journalist, boxed 
the ears of the Deputy Camille Dreyfus, who drew a revolver 
against Ms adversary. The combatants were soon separated 
■without bloodshed. The cause of the scene was a polemic 
apropos of the last elections. The affair will have u judicial 
denouement. 

The general political situation remains much the same as 
it was last week. There Is still talk of war and armaments i 
General Boulanger continues to concentrate public curiosity 
around bis person : and the silly sp 3 F -panic is making progress. 
During the past week there have been reports of the arrests of 
spies now at Lyons, now at Bordeaux, now at Bayonne, and 
now in Algeria, Espionage and treason become the two chief 
ideas, the two craves, of Jacques Ronliomtne the moment there 
is talk of war. Nothing, of course, could be more absurd, for 
it is evident that common soldiers, who are not even employed 
on special work, can furnish the German staff with " no 
information which it does not )>ossess. 

A painful case was judged in the Paris Assize Court 
yesterday. For some years past one of the most ardent, 
and, f mn 3 T say, one of the most fashionable, benefactors of 
the orphans of Paris bos been the Abbe Roussel, the founder 
of the Autenil Orphan Asylum, which has !>een supported 
entirely by voluntary contributions. The Abbd Roussel was a 
skilful organiser; ho did not disdain a great deal of self- 
advertising ; he won the protection of widely-read newspapers ; 
and, by dint of energy and “ puffery," almost monopolised the 
charity funds of the Parisians. Now we find out that the 
Abbe Roussel has been too much of a business man. He 
employed a large number of subscription-collectors, who went 
round begging on his account, and whom he allowed te keep 
for themselves fifty and even seventy-five per cent of the 
earns collected. When one gives ta a charitable institution, one 
imagines that the greater part of ones offering, at least, 
goes to the poor. The Abb6 Roussel has demonstrated the 
contrary. Secondly, one of the orphan girls whom ha 
educated has accused the Abbd Roussel of having seduced 
her, and also charges him with constant immorality. The 
Abbe has not been able to refute this charge. r J he" girl in 
question, whom the Abb6 accused of forgery, has been 
acquitted and condemned to pay three-quarters of the costs 
of the trial; while on a charge of theft, of which the Abbe 
was not the victim, the girl was condemned to six months’ 
imprisonment. Owing to the prominent position hold in Paris 
by the Ahb£ Roussel this trial has attracted much attention. 

The season of picture exhibitions has begun with the semi- 
private exhibitions in the clubs of the Rue Volneyand of the 
Place Yendome, and with the annual show of the Soctete 
dAquarellistes, From now until the opening of the Salon we 
shall lie overrun with pictures; hut, unfortunately, there is 
little of interest to note. At the Water Colour Society the most 
interesting and original work is that of M. Albert Bernard, who 
has happily freed himself from the conventional influence of 
the French Academy at the Villa Medici by a sojourn in 
England, and by a loving study of certain of our English 
masters. As for the rest of the pictures, the best we 
can say of them in general is that they are very clever 
and saleable. In these minor exhibitions, to sell is 
evidently the artist's chief ambition ; and there is, therefore, 
no reason why the critic should waste his time over them in 
vain aesthetic considerations. At the club in the Rue Volncy 
there is, however, one landscape by Gazin, ,s The Cross-Road," 
which deserves mention, because it is charming and poetic, and 
because, since Corot, the French have not had a landscapist so 
gifted as Gatin. f. C. 

Early on Saturday morning last Princess William of 
Prussia, gave birth to another Prince, who is thus the fourth 
great grand-son, by the same mother, of the German Emperor. 
The happy event was made known to the capital by the Royal 
salute of guns fired opposite the Schlous. Both mother and 
infant Prince are doing well,—The winter series of Court 
festivities at Berlin was opened, on Thursday week, by a 
Drawingroom and Levee, followed by a concert. Both their 
Imperial Majesties,were present, though the Empress retired 
after the chief ceremony. This was followed next evening by 
the annual subscription ball at the Opera House. The 
Emperor, looking very well, was present with all ids family, 
except the Empress. He opened the dancing by promenading 
in polonaise fashion round the ball-room with the Crown 
Princess on his arm 

The order of the Government appointing Fob. lft as the 
date for the celebration of the Queen's Jubilee has been 
favourably received in all parte of India, except Madras, 
where, at a public meeting held recently, the opinion was 
recorded that June 20 would be a more appropriate date. The 
reason aligned was that, the memory of the fatal fire last 
New Tear’s Eva was too recent to permit the people of Madras 
to indulge in festivities in February, Now, however, the 
citizens of the southern capital appear to have made up their 
minds to join heartily in the general rejoicings next month. 
Every province and city is now busy with the work of 
preparation. The Viceroy has accepted the suggestion made 
at the Calcutta meeting, and has decreed that Feb. Hi and 17 
shall be observed as general holidays. On the afternoon of 
the Ifttli he will receive loyal addresses from various public 
bodies in a pavilion to be pitched on the Madam In the 
evening the city will he Illuminated, and there is to be a 
display of fireworks. Other rejoicings will also be held 
here—among them, an entertainment to all the schoolchildren, 

A suspected dynamite outrage took place on Monday night 
in America, on board the steamer Guyandotte. of the Old 
Dominion line, among whose stokers and other labourers the 
present extensive strike began. The vessel was on her way 
from New York to Norfolk, Virginia, and was off Long Branch 
when the explosion happened. Several state-rooms were 
shattered, a big hole was made in the hurricane-deck, and 
another in the main-deck. Two or three persons were injured ; 
no one was killed. A man, who was seen to go ashore, had 
been observed to bo carrying something, which was afterwards 
noticed lying on the floor where the explosion took place, 
oomo persons describe it as a valise, others speak of it as » 
black parcel. The company has offered a large reward for the 
arrest of the author of the outrage. 


THE COURT. 

The Queen is to visit Birmingham in May to lay the foun¬ 
dation-stone of the new Law Courts, The Earl of Iddeeleigh 
and the Hon, Henry Northcote, sons of the late lamented Lari 
of Id desleigh, arrived at Osborne last Saturday, and had the 
honour of being received by her Majesty. On Sunday morn¬ 
ing, the Queen, Prince and Princess Henry of Rattenberg, and 
the members of the Royal household attended Divine service 
at Osborne. The Rev. Arthur L. B. Peile, M.A., Vicar of Holy 
Trinity, Ventnor, Chaplain in Ordinary to the Queen, officiated ; 
and later had the honour of dining with her Majesty. 

The Queen graciously commanded Mrs. Kendal to appear 
with Mr. Kendal in li Uncle’s Will " and in “ Sweethearts" at 
Osborne last Tuesday night. There was, accordingly, no 
performance that evening at the St. James's Theatre. 

Princess Christian gave another free dinner on Tuesday in 
the Windsor Guildhall. 

The Prince of 'Wales, attended by Colonel Tisdale and Sir 
Francis Knotlys, left London for Sandringham last Saturday 
afternoon. The Danish Minister and Madame I>e Fill be, the 
Bishop of St. Albans, and Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, arrived at 
Sandringham in the afternoon, on a visit to the Prince anti 
Princess of Wales. On Sunday morning the Prince and 
Princess, Prince Albert Victor, and Priucessen Louise. 
Victoria, and Maud, were present at Divine service at the 
Church of St Mary Magdalene, in the park. The Bishop of 
St. Albans, and the Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone and Mrs. 
Gladstone left Sandringham on Monday, having terminated 
their visit to their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess. 


THE LATE Sill JOSEPH WHITWORTH. 

Sir Joseph Whitworth, who died a fortnight ago. was eminent 
as a scientific and practical mechanician, and his name won 
famous a* an inventor of improved rifles and artillery. In 
181H, when he was fifteen years old, having been born at 
Stockport in 1803. he entered the factory of Messrs. Crichton, 
at Manchester. In 1825 he married, and went to London. 
Eight years later he returned to Manchester, where ho parsed 
the greater part of his life. He became a Manchester tool 
manufacturer ; in 1851 his name came before the public as 
the inventor of improved planing-machiues, and of mechanical 
appliances for the manufacture of tools, which had a 
place in the Groat Exhibition of 1851. The Crimean War 
directed his attention to artillery and its uses in modem 
warfare. He went into the designing of big gun a and projectiles, 
and effected remarkable improvements in both. In this 
department he was a formidable rival of Sir William Arm¬ 
strong, and Whitworth acquired a wide reputation for the 
construction of guns of extraordinary range and remarkable 
accuracy, II is inventions secured the attention of both our 
own and foreign Governments, The works he began at 
Openshaw grew to vast magnitude. In 18ft!) he was created a 
Baronet, In the same year Sir Joseph Whitworth did the 
munificent act which wfll hand his name down to posterity. 
He devoted the largo sum of £ 100,000 to the foundation of 
thirty M Whitworth Scholarships " of £100 per annum, tenable 
for two or three years, for the encouragement of mechanical 
and engineering science. The Government has since added 
further incentives to the scientific study of certain branches 
of engineering. The exhibitions, capitation fees, and grant* of 
money for apparatus gave an impetus to the development of 
mechanical science, especially in the improvement of ordnance. 
Besides doing so much in the practical work of engineering,. 
Si* Joseph Whitworth contributed to the diffusion of sound 
theories on several matters concerning which ho was a recog¬ 
nised authority. His 4< Miscellaneous Papers on. Practical 
Subjects: Guns and Steel" were published in 1873. The 
honorary degree of LL.D. of the University of Edinburgh waa 
conferred on him five years later. Advancing years compelled 
him to cease active exertions. Latterly his health showed 
signs of failing, and he was obliged to spend every winter in 
the South of France. At Monte Carlo he breathed his last, 
leaving a reputation second to few in scientific engineering. 


THE BENT WAR IN IRELAND. 

The Glenbeigh evictions in County Kerry "—by the way, this 
style of mentioning the counties is peculiar to Ireland—have 
been made a text for House of Commous eloquence since the 
opening of Parliament; but little can be added to our account 
last week of the real facts of the ease. The Sketch by our 
Special Artist shows the agent for the mortgagees of the estate, 
with the deputy-sheriff, bailiffs, and officers of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, at the head of a strong force of that semi-military 
rural police, stopping in their march to the scene of action, and 
holding a sort of field council of war. They are vigilantly 
observed by a crowd of peasantry behind the hedge and the 
hovel to the left hand; while, in the road beyond the stone 
wall, a waiting party of car-drivers, who have conveyed the 
gentlemen to the place, are in readiness to take them up, if 
they decide to travel farther. The proceedings of this kind in 
Glenbeigh were brought to an end, for the present, yesterday 
(Friday) week, by the demolition of three more houses, after 
the eviction of the tenants, who refused to pay any portion of 
their rent. The police were pelted with stones as they waded 
across the river near Coomnsaharn, from which the ordinary 
stepping-stones had been removed to put them to inconvenience. 
The other incidents of the Irish agrarian agitation this 
week have not presented any novel feature. Mr. Michael 
Davitt was received at Cork, on Tuesday, with a lively popular 
demonstration of welcome, having retilrned from the United 
States. It is announced that a meeting which was to have 
been held at Loughrea, in Galway, iu support of the Plan of 
Campaign on Lord Clanricarde's estate, has been suppressed ; 
and it is now understood that the Government will proclaim 
every meeting in Ireland announced for similar objects. 


It has been arranged that Sir H. D, Wolff will be received 
by the Sultan, and Kiamil Pasha and Said Pasha have been 
appointed Commissioners to treat with Sir H. D. Wolff in the 
negotiations upon Egyptian affairs to commence immediately. 

The half-yearly report of the Manchester Ship Canal 
Company shows that threenqnarters of a million of share 
capital has been created, leaving seven and a quarter millions 
to be issued. The expenditure for the six months shows an 
excess of nearly £9<JU0 over the receipts. The report speaks 
hopefully of the prospects of the project, if well supported 
by local capitalists. Plans and surveys arc being pushed 
forward. 

The Registrar-General reports that 2570 births and 1585 
deaths were registered in London last week. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 284, and the deaths 
301, below the average in the corresponding weeks of the last 
ten years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, 
which had been 2fi'3, 23*0, and 21-8, in the three preceding 
weeks, further declined lost week to 196. The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 731, 591, 
and 531 in the throe preceding weeks, declined last week 
to 432, and were 128 below the average.

The 
ueces selected from this composer were hte Symphony in 
5 Flat and a selection from the opera "Cos! fan tut fee,” the 
vocalists in which were Madame Be Fonblanque* Mis® A. 
Larkcom* Mr. C. Kaiser, Mr. F, Clive, and Mr. H. Thorndike, 
Mr. Max Pauer gave a skilful rendering Of Brahms’s first 
Pianoforte Concert©; and Weber 1 ® overture to u Gberon/’ and 
Beethoven’s march from 41 The Ruin® of Athena ” completed 
the concert. 

The Popular Concert of Saturday afternoon, at St, James’® 
Hall, included the last appearance there this season of 
Madame Norman-Neruda, The occasion also brought for¬ 
ward a pianoforte trio by Mr. Arthur Foote, an American 
composer, whose serenade for stringed instruments was recently 
introduced at the seventh of the present series of Mr. Henschera 
London Symphony Concerts. The trie now referred to* although 
an early production, is a work superior in merit and interest 
to that previously hoard. It consist® of four divisions, iu each 
of which is much skilful concertante writing, including many 
effective passage® for each of the associated instruments, The 
second movement* "allegro vivace” is, perhaps, the beet 
sustained. It i® full of spirit and interest. The trio received 
every advantage from the excellent performance of Mr, Charles 
Hall^, Madame Norman-Neruda, and Signor Piatti. Hr. E, 
Lloyd was the vocalist, one of his song® having been an expressive 
setting, by Dr. Mackenzie, of Bhnkspc&re’s sixty-first Bonnet* 
“Is It thy will?” Other feature® of the programme call for 
no comment. Last Monday evening’s Popular Concert brought 
forward Herr Bchonberger a® solo pianist. This gentleman 
had already mode a highly favourable impression by bis per¬ 
formance* at his recital, some three weeks since. Gn Monday 
evening he played, as hi® solo piece. Beethoven’s 11 Sonata 
Appassionato/' and fully confirmed the high opinion previously 
formed of his merits. In executive drill, command of various 
gradation® of tone and expression, the performance was a very 
fine one. Herr Hugo Fleermaun was the leading violinist, his 
solo performance having been in an adagio by Spohr. which 
was rendered with much expressive grace. The two artist® just 
named and Signor Piatti were associated In Schumann’s first 
pianoforte trio. An aria by Flo tow and lieder by Brahms 
were expressively snug by Miss L. Lehmann* 

The fourth of the present series of Novello's Oratorio 
Concerts* at St. James's Hall, took place on Tuesday evening* 
when Spohr’a oratorio. “Des Hollands letzte St unden”— 
Englished os "Calvary"—was given. The work hud been 
unheard in this country for many years, and its repetition 
was a welcome event. Although scarcely equal to “The 
Last Judgment ”—the finest of Spohr’s several oratorios— 
that now specially referred to contains much excellent music* 
if it does not perhaps fully realise the awful sublimity of the 
subject. The melodic charm, the rich harmonic combinations, 
and the masterly orchestral colouring that prevail throughout 
the oratorio, render it full of interest to musical hearers. 
Dramatic power, too* is successfully manifested in the great 
choral scene in the second part, ** What threatening tempest, 1 * 
in which the vocal writing and the orchestral accessories are 
full of picturesque and impressive effects* As instance® of 
exquisitely melodious grace, may be cited the opening 
chorus *■ (leuUe night"; Mary’s air, “Though all thy friend*” ; 
and the beautiful trio, “Jesus, heavenly Master*” not to 
mention other instances. Tuesday’s performance, ably con¬ 
ducted by Dr, Mackenzie, was a very efficient one* the chorus 
singing was bright and ready* and the important orchestral 
detail* were adequately rendered* a® was the principal solo 
vocal music by Mrs. Ileuschel* Mis® Meaaon. Madame M, 
McKenzie, Mr. B. McGuckin, Mr. Henschel* and Mr. Sautiey. 

The principal musical performances of the New Year* so far 
as it has gone* have been already noticed- The remaining chief 
events of 1K87, so far as they can now be ascertained, areas 
follow® :■—On Feb. 12, the Crystal Palace Saturday afternoon 
concert® will be resumed, after the usual suspension in favour 
of the Christmas and New Year’s entertainments. o n the 2f®t, 
of the month, Herr Joachim will reappear at the Monday 
Popular Concerts. The Philharmonic Society will open its 
seventy-fifth season at St, James’s Hall on March tfh In the 
coarse of the eight concerts several new works will be pro¬ 
duced* including a concerto for piano pedalier by Gounod: an 
orchestral suite (Roumanian’) by Mr. F. Ctorder ; an overture 
(’■ Kenilworth n ) by Sir G. A. Macfarren ; vocal aoenas by 
Mr. Randegger cud Mr. Goring Thomas, and a vocal duet by 
Mr. 0. V. Stanford, Eminent solo artists are already engaged* 
sad Sir Arthur Sullivan will continue to exercise the office of 
conductor. 

The Bach Choir will give the second concert of the present 
series on March H* the 29th being fixed for a concert of the 
London Musical Society* also at St. James’s Hall* whore, on 
the 30th, Mr. Henry Leslie’® Choir will open a new eerie® of 


performances* and. on April 25* a fresh series of nine Richter 
concert® will be inaugurated, 

Mr. Carl Rosa will begin hi® London season of operatic 
t>eri‘ormances in English at Drary-Lanc Theatre, on May 2* 
with a strong company and an extensive ri;|»ertoire* to which 
will Vie added the new opera, '* Nordiaa," written and composed 
by Mr. F, Corder* and recently produced by Mr. Rosa at 
Liverpool* a® already recorded. 

The Italian oj>er& season at Covent-Garden Theatre will 
open in May, under the direction of Signor L»go-~-a® last 
year. Engagement® have already been made with some of the 
most eminent artist® of the day, and other® arc pending. 
There is a prospect of Verdi’® new opera* “Otello/* being 
prod need by Signor Lago. There has been pome talk of an 
early season of Italian opera at Covent-Garden Theatre (at 
reduced prices)* under Mr. Mapleeon'® direction* but we are 
not yet in possession of reliable information on this point. 

The fiftieth anniversary of the Queen’® accession will be 
celebrated musically in several localities. The Royal Albert 
Halt Choral Society will give a Jubilee Festival performance 
on June 2fi ; on the same day there will be a Public Thanks¬ 
giving in Westminster Abbey* whoa the service will partake 
of the nature of a state ceremony* and will include music 
appropriate to the occasion. Dr. Bridge, organist of the 
Abbey, ha® composed a work for the celebration—Dr. Steiner* 
organist of St. Paul's Cathedral* having written au anthem 
for the same purpose. At the Crystal Palace there will 
ho a Jubilee celebration—on the grand scale of the Handel 
Festival®. For this. Dr. Mackenzie i® composing an ode to 
words supplied by Mr. Joseph Bennett. Other composers are, 
wo believe, employed on work® for the musical celebration of 
the event—including Sir Arthur Sullivan’s setting of an Ode 
to be written by the Poet Laureate.

General Francis Fraukland Whiuyates* Colonel-Ccmmandant 
Royal Horse Artillery (late Madras), died at Bath* on the 
22nd alt,, aged ninety. This gallant aoldieris service extended 
over a period of nearly seventy-four years* Ho entered the 
Army in 1B13, and obtained the rank of General in 1872.

Hr. Goodall aud Mr. Long are, wince Mr. Herbert’® retirement, 
the chief repreeentativea of 41 religious art ,p among the Royal 
Academicians, They paint in different style®, and with 
different ideal®, but in the main their efforts are directed towards 
the attainment of the same object. Mr. Goodall has fora moment 
left the bank® of the Nile aud the desert® of Syria, and has 
concentrated hi® efforts upon a single figure of Christ holding 
an infant in hi® arm®. Hi® picture* which i® to be seen at 
Messrs. Tooth’s Galleries (n* Haymarket), i® entitled, si Of such 
is the Kingdom of Heaven/’ Mr* Goodall is too accomplished 
a draughtsman to have allowed his work to lose its 
chances of success by any want of technical ability, but 
if we grant it every praise on this point, its failure 
as an emotional conception is not the less manifest. 
The expression dominant in the ''Good Shepherd’s'' face la 
not one of love for or regard for the naked child he is holding* 
outstretch etl* in his hands: but rather suggests an ever brooding 
grief and disappointment The serenity aud self-reliance of 
the Master* who had come to show to the world the more 
excellent way, and to bid Hi® disciple® rise superior to the 
world, are not even suggested in the face* seamed with care 
and pain, which Mr. Goodall ha® depicted. Rs purpose* there¬ 
fore, no les® than hi® own standpoint, is obscured by a 
treatment to which, without guidance, we seek in vain the clue. 

At the Goupil Gallery (llfi. New Bond-street), Messrs. 
Boasted and Valadon have brought toget her a collection of works 
by modern artists of the various Continental wjhoole. and in 
their selection give proof of a catholicity of taste which might 
be imitated with advantage elsewhere. For instance, the 
followers of Fortuny are, in ®ome galleries, awarded exclusive 
privilege®, which in others are accorded to the modern Munich 
school ; whilst elsewhere Basini or the Flemish painters nesert 
ascendancy. At the Goupil Gallery* on the other hand, one 
get® a fair sprinkling of all sorts* and the name® of Gerome, 
Chierici, Heffner* and Flameng are sufficient guarantee that all 
schools are adequately represented. 

At the Hanover Gallery (47* New Bond-street) Messrs. 
Hollander and Cretnetfei have added some further attractions to 
their winter collection* to which reference has already been 
made. A mong these no vel ties them oat note worth y are Caroline 
Duran’s 11 Beppino,” Roy bet’s ’* Music Lessen/’and Meisaonniere 
u En Vedette.” 

The Dudley Gallery Art Society* en Saturday last, had a 
very successful soiree at the Egyptian Hall, where it® present 
exhibition, ii one of the best it has ever held. The President. 
Mr. Walter Severn, accompanied by his wife* received a large 
company of guest®* among whom were Lord Northbrook* Lord 
Walter Campbell* 8ir W. Cunningham, Sir Alfred Trevelyan, 
and Sir Jocelyn Coghill. The picture® looked well in the 
brilliant gaa-light; and the mnsic* with Mr®. Stanley Stubbs 
(Mies Robertson), and Mr. David Lewi®, the Welsh tenor, a® 
vocaliat®, was good, beside® which there were dramatic reci¬ 
tations by Mr, Fitzgerald and other member®. 

The taste for humoristic map® of Europe* which seems to 
show itself whenever any’ great crisis is at hnad r reappears in 
a publication just issued by a Ziirich publisher. In “Dus 
heutrige Europa/’ Russia is represented by an ogre-like Kal¬ 
muck, with outstretched hands, one of which is crushing 
Austria, who has fallen in her pursuit of the Bosnian j>ig and 
the Bulgarian sheep ; whilst with the other she is detaching 
Roumelifl from Turkey’s bent back. Germany is represented 
by Kaiser Wilhelm reposing upon a pillow composed of Krupp 
cannons, weighing heavily on France* who Is extending her 
hand across the Pyrenees, where the Babe-King in his cradle 
is being simultaneoil&ly pricked by Don Carlos’® bayonet and 
soothed by hi® young mother, who smiles a® much upou the 
King of Portugal as upon her own off spring* England* in a 
pith hat and scarlet coat* is seated on her money-bag®* looking 
with indifference at Ireland suppliant and on her knees. 

Among reodnt art publications to which we are glad to find 
the opportunity of calling attention, Mr. David Law’s ** Windsor 
Castle” (DowdeaweH) deserves a prominent place. The 
view i® token from the side of the river* which rises most 
abruptly; and by a pardonable and poetic license the artist 
has, to some extent* suppressed the modern buildings of which 
the intervening space is encumbered. He has thrown over the 
most venerable as well as the most imposing of our Roy id 
residence® a charm which each returning summer re®tore®-^the 
thin transparent haze of the English atmosphere softening the 
hard line® of the restored battlement®, and marshalling the 
majestic mass into excellent harmony. 

Mr. R. IV. Macbeth A etching from Titian’s “Bacchus and 
Ariadne’* (Dunfchorne) can scarcely be regarded a® a suc¬ 
cessful achievement. His attempt to introduce colouring 
matter into etched work is not likely to embolden imitation : 
and, for our own part, it seema to take away some of the prin¬ 
cipal charms of black-and-white reproductions. Mr. Macbeth 
i® u careful worker* and his renderings of the hard-featured 
sons and daughters of toll in East Anglia have placed him in 
deservedly high repute. His touch, however, is scarcely Fuitcd 
to such a scene of soft delight os Titian deplete in his 
|S Bacchus and Ariadne*” and we doubt much that ite present 
reproduction will satisfy amateurs so long as they can enjoy 
the beauties of the original on the walls of our National 
Gallery. 

The pleasant little group painted by Miss Blanche Jenkins, 
known by the title of ** The First Kiss.” has been engraved by 
Mr. T. O. Barlow* R,A., with his usual care, and is published 
by Mr. E. F. White (ff* KingV&treet* St. James’s). The picture, 
when exhibited at Burlington House in 1£#2 attracted a good 
deal of attention by its simple* unaffected treatment of the 
two children introduced. Under Mr. Barlow’s baud they .have 
certainly not lost any of their original grace and sweetffes®.

PRESCRIPTION, A PRIZE WINNER AT THE SPRING SHOW OP THOROUGHBRED HORSES, NEWCASTLE-ON-TVNB. 
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GENERAL BOULANGER. 

The recent exhibition by Prince Bismarck of 
real or pretended apprehension 0 of a French 
attack on Germany has directed especial 
attention to the aide and active military 
officer who holds the Ministry of War in the 
present Government of the French Republic. 

General Boulanger, who was appointed to 
that office by M. Freycinefc eighteen months 
ago, being then scarcely forty-two years of 
age, had not previously taken any part 
in French politics ; but he had been, 
during two years. Director of the admin is- 
tration of tho infantry in the War De¬ 
partment ; before which he had commanded, 
for three years, the corps of occupation in 
Tunis, and hod seen mueh active service as a 
junior officer, showing remarkable personal 
bravery, and receiving several wounds in 
the German war. Ho is a native of Brittany, 
and his Breton origin may be the cause of its 
being remarked that he is u more like a Welsh¬ 
man than a Frenchman \ but we are told, on 
the other hand, that he has some English blood 
in him, A handsome man, with light brown 
hair and beard, and with a face bronzed by 
exposure to African suns, he looks a thorough 
soldier, and is thought rather vain of the wear¬ 
ing of splendid uniforms and the riding of fino 
horses, wherefore his enemies have attempted 
bo ridicule him as u a circus-rider.” Gamhefcfca 
used to reckon him one of the four best 
officers in France, The private soldiers and 
young officers of the Army cherish an 
enthusiastic admiration for Boulanger, who is 
extremely kind and attentive to the lower 
ranks; but he is rather disliked by those of 
superior grade, and by many civilians of the 
aristocratic and wealthy classes. He owes his 
position in the Government to the zealous 
friendship of E Cldmeneeau, the leader of 
the Democratic party, who was a school¬ 
fellow of Boulanger in their early youth ; and 
Boulanger, so far as he h a politician, appears 
to share the uitra-Democratio sentiments of 
his friend, by which he has acquired extra¬ 
ordinary popularity with the French working 
classes. More than one attempt has been 
made by those who are Jealous of his rapid 
elevation to damage his pub lie character; and 
a great stress was laid, net long ago, upon an awkward incident— 
his hasty disavowal of some letter which he had written, and 
had perhaps forgotten, to the Due d’Aumale, expressing grati¬ 
tude to his Royal Highness for procuring him a military pro¬ 
motion ; but a candid view of the oiroum stances would not lead 
to tho conclusion that Boulanger had deliberately told a false¬ 
hood* He had, while at Tunis, a lively personal controversy with 
M. Gambon, the intriguing French Consul-General there; and 
he was also charged, along with M. Clemencean, with using his 
influence some what improperly to obtain the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honour for a Dr. Hertz, a foreigner who had rendered 
financial services to La JuHtee, the journal conducted by M* 
Cldmcneean. These transactions are referred to by the well- 
informed writer of an article in the February number of the 
Fortnightly /MvVir, who says that the enemies of General 
Boulanger have failed to prove any discreditable conduct on 
his part. Another English writer at Paris says of Boulanger, 
u He is genuine, and is what he looks. None of his faults are

disguised. Ho has acquired enormous influence through his 
decision of character, and the fact that he has been all his life 
as poor aa Job, and has not only the greatest consideration 
for poverty in the army, but has put his foot down on 
all the aristocratic elements which have been at nurse in it 
for a long course of years. He broke up Royalist combinations 
formed by officers of crack cavalry regiments and the owners 
of wealthy chateaux in Tcnraine and Normandy, and he has 
organised a naval and military club, which enables poor 
Republican officers to live In comfort without running in debt 
when they are in Paris. His constant action against the 
policy which allowed the li bourgeoisie ” who passed their 
examinations to escape with twelve months' service, showed 
him to bo a man not only of singular flounces of will, but 
one who knows how to feel the public pulse, and who does not 
sympathise with wealth. In this straggle against the moneyed 
bourgeoisie, General Boulanger exposed himself to the rancour 
of the most influential classes in France, socially speaking. 


His enemies are legion, and among them are 
financiers, who shrink from the idea of their 
sons undergoing all the hardships of the 
private soldiers, and for a long time have 
lavished money m paying satirical writers 
and artiste to attack him. The effect of this 
has been analogous to that of tho onslaughts 
made by the (h Moral Order T1 party on G am- 
bet, te, I do not suppose there has ever been 
a Frenchman so lampooned ns the present 
War Minister* One of the recent devices has 
been to represent him as the future deliverer of 
Alsace-Lorraine in a manner that is at once 
burlesque iti its exaggeration and calculated 
to provoke German enmity* He is the kind of 
man who, if born in England, would have 
been likely to make his mark in India. Were 
he to be turned by any intrigue out of the 
War Office his popularity would be un¬ 
bounded, and, in the event of a war, the 
mere strength of it could not but bring him to 
the top* His civility, rather than politeness, 
is one of his characteristics, I don't know 
anything more amusing than to see him in a 
room where there is a number of cosmopolitan 
bankers who have obtained the rights of 
French citizenship, and in doing so, were far 
from dreaming that u poor officer was coming 
up who would not have the slightest reverence 
for tbdr mill Lons, but subject their sons to 
military service just as if they belonged to the 
proletariat. The only profession on which he 
has mercy ie the medical one. As doctors have 
the issues of life and death in their hands, 
medical students alone are exempted from 
throe years' service in the ranks. With an 
army "so national as that which General 
Boulanger is forming, there would bo no 
possibility of a dictatorship, unless for a very 
short time, and in a period of emergency*"

soldiers: 

The chaplain of H.M.8. Audacious* the Rev. 
R* G’B. Hoss-Lewin, R.N., writes to us from 
Hong-Kong, and sends m a little sketch taken 
during the cruise of the China Squadron of 
the British Navy off the Russian Tartary 
Coast of the North Pacific Ocean. At a time 
when our relations with Russia are rather 
strained, it may be as well to present such an instance of 
the kindly good-nature shown upon many occasions by the 
Russian soldier, who is often a good, honest follow, what¬ 
ever his rulers may be. When shooting at Posrietfce Bay 
with a messmate, Mr. Ross-Lewin came on a company of 
Russian soldiers who were catting grass ; and they immediately 
sent to ask the Englishmen, by signs, to come and have tea 
with them, the samovar, or Russian tea-urn, being in full 
operation. I hey gave their English guests some excellent tea; 
and the black bread, though not very good to look at, was 
palatable enough. They seemed quite pleased at the English 
gentlemen taking **pot luck " with them. In fact, during the 
cruise, none of onr countrymen ever got a black look from a 
Russian soldier or sailor. The huts used by the grass-cutters 
are made of branches of trees, sods of turf, or such materials, 
and are rather smoky, and rough in the floor. Possiette Bay is 
a lonesome sort of place, a small Rcissian military post on the 
Gorean frontier

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BUYING A PONY IN INDIA. 

When a young- officer joins his regiment in India the first 
thing he cloea is to buy a pony. Indian pomes are about the 
beat in the world; but they require careful selection by 
someone used to that kind of dealing; otherwise the young 
officer, if he trusts himself in the hands of the sporting 
native, often finds he has paid a long price for a very queer 
animal. The amusing Sketches of comical incidents that 
are apt to occur in this bus mess were drawn by a clever 
correspondent of ours in India. 'I lie gallant subaltern, newly 
arrived in that country, goes off to the u Seraiconfident in 
hia own judgment of horseflesh and in his general knowledge 
of human nature; but his first interview with a fat. sleek, 
plausible, and .profoundly cunning M ohum med an horsedealer* 
who asks him five hundred rupees, about £10, fora raw-boned 
animal with signs of vice in eyes, mouth, cars, limbs, and the 
whole body, must be rather disconcerting. He recovers, how-* 
ever, sufficient presence of mind to ask t hat a couple of the 
better-looking ponies may be taken out by the native grooms, 
to show him their paces, when it proves that neither of 
them have yet been trained for riding, but that they know 


only too well how to rear and kick. Somehow persuaded, 
at length, to make a purchase, the English youngster 
has his pony brought to the cantonment, where it 
figures m an intolerable nuisance, and the Major denies 
it admittance to the regimental stable. The unlucky owner 
of this wild beast, finding it worse than useless, a trouble and 
a disgrace, will probably be compelled to return to the dealer 
who has sold it, and to get it taken back at a loss. 


PRIZE THOROUGHBRED HORSES, ■ 

At the spring show of thoroughbred sires, most suitable for 
the breeding of hunters and other half-bred horses, whiph was 
held last week in the new Jubilee Hall at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, five equal prizes, each of J£2G0, with a special gold 
medal, were offered for competition. Thirty-sis horses were 
shown : the judges were Lord Coven try r Mr. W, Dunne, and 
Hr. K Paddison * and the five prize-winners, Gumbo, Knight 
Templar, Moss Hawk, Storm Signal .and Prescript ion, were much 
admired. The attention of many of the visitors was directed 
to Prescription, an Irish horse belonging to Mr. H. Aubrey 
Beaumont Wallis* of Brisbane Castle, Mill-street, County 


Cork, who bought him as a foal twenty-one days old, in 
18S1. The breeder was Mr. T. Donovan, of Cork, Prescription, 
who won a prize at the Cork County Show, and was placed 
fourth at Dublin, is a very fine and powerful animal, deserving 
of our Illustration. He stands Itij hands high, with nearly 
nine inches of bone below the knee, and is of a beautiful rich 
brown colour. His pedigree is worthy of record : his sire was 
Carlos, by Knight of Kars (son of Sir Hercules), out of Black 
Cotton, the last-named mare being daughter of Fantastic by 
Faugh-a-ballagh, and thus a grand-daughter of Touchstone \ 
while the dam of Prescription was B,M. T daughter of M.D. and 
of Traviafca, which latter was also, through her sire, Flat- 
catcher, a grand-daughter of Touchstone Prescription has 
never been ridden as a race-horse His good points are 
described by the Fu'ld as 4i an exceptionally fine shoulder, 
very long arms, great flat legs, big hocks and knees, famous 
quarters, and his hind legs let under him just like all the best 
of the Sir Hercules strain.' 1 The five Newcastle prize thorough¬ 
breds will be available for the season, under the directions of 
the local committee, in the districts of Alnwick and the Tyne, 
Durham, Carlisle, and Kendal, Westmoreland, on terms specified 
by the rules.

CHAPTER VI. 

Supper was aetved in the inner room opening from the corridor, 
lit by n few swinging lanterns of polished horn and a dozen 
wax candles of sacerdotal size and suggestion, The apartment, 
although spacious, was low and crypt-like, and was not 
relieved by the two deep oven-like hearths that warmed it 
without the play of firelight.

But, as the 
translation of the humourist’s speech * Us well a* of the indis¬ 
cretions of his companions, were left to the fkifior, in Spanish, 
and to Mrs. Brimmer and Miss Keene, in French, any imminent 
danger to the h nrtnouy of the evening was averted. Don Ham on 
Ramirez, the Alcalde, a youngish man c# evident distinction, 
sat next to Miss Keene, and monopolised her conversation with 
a certain curiosity that was both grave and childish in its 
frank trustfulness. Some of his questions were so simple ami 
incompatible With Ins apparent intelligence that she uncon¬ 
sciously lowered her voice in answering them, in dread of the 
ridicule of her companions. She could not resist the impression 
which repeatedly obtruded upon her imagination, that the 
entire population of Todos Santos were a putty of lost children, 
forgotten by their parents, and grown to man and woman hood 
in utter ignorance of the world. 

The Commander had, half informally, drunk the health of 
Captain Bunker* without rising from his seat, when, to Miss 
Keene’s alarm T Captain Bunker staggered to hia feet.

In place of the busy marts of commerce and the 
towering chimneys of labour, we have the ruined embattle- 
inczits of a warlike age, and the crumbling church of an 
ancient Mission. Towards the close of an eventful voyage, 
during which we have been guided by the skilful hand and 
watchful eye of that gallant navigator Captain Bunker, we have 
turned aside from our onward course of progress to look back 
for a moment upon the faded footprints of those who have so 
long preceded us, who have lived according to their lights, and 
whose record is now before us. As I have just stated, out 
journey is near its end, and we may, in some sense* look upon 
this occasion, with its sumptuous entertainment and its goodly 
company of gallant men and fair women, as a parting banquet. 
Our voyage has been a successful one. I do not now especially 
speak of the daring speculations of the distinguished husband 
of a beautiful lady whose delightf ul society is known to us nil— 
need I say I refer to Quincy Brimmer, Esq., of Boston " {loud 
applause), “whose successful fulfilment of a contract with the 
Peruvian Government, and the landing of munitions of war 
at Callao, has chocked the uprising of the Quinquinambo 
insurgents ? I do not refer especially to our keen-sighted 
business friend, Mr. Banks ” (applause), “who* by buying up all

I do not refer to these admirable illustrations of the relations 
of commerce and polities, for this, my friends—this is history, 
and beyond my feeble praise 1 Let me rather speak of the 
social and literary triumphs of our little community, of 
our floating Arcadia—may I say Olympus? Where shall 
we find another Minerva like Mrs. Markham, another 
Thalia like Miss Chubb, another Juno like Mrs. Brimmer, 
worthy of the Jove-like Quincy Brimmer ; another Queen 
of Love and Beauty like — like " — continued the gallant 
Suiter, with an effective oratorical pause and a profound 
obeisance to Miss Keene, “ like one whose mantling maiden 
blushes forbid me to name ! ” (Prolonged applause.) “Where 
shall we find more worthy mortals to worship them than 
onr young friends, the handsome Brace* the energetic 
Winslow, the humorons Crosby ? When we look back upon 
our concerts and plays, our minstrel entertainments, 
with file incomparable performances of our friend Crosby 
as Brother Bones; our recitations, to which the genius of 
Mrs. MacCorkle, of Peoria, Illinois* has lent her charm and 
her manuscript" (a burlesque start of terror from Crosby),

IRISH AGRICULTURE IN 1386. 

A return was issued Just week showing the extent in statute 
acres and the produce of the crops in Ireland* The acreage 
under crops in 1886, compared with 1885, shows in cereal crops 
a decrease In wheat of 1471 acres, in oats of 6886 acres, and in 
here of 46 acres ; but in barley there is an increase of 2465 
acres, and in rye an increase of 2177 acres. In green crops, 
potatoes increased by 2555 acres, turnips by 2339 acres, and 
mangel-wurzel by 234 acres. In other cropa, fiax increased 
by 19,743 acres, and hay by 59,441 acres. Compared with 
the average acreage for the ten years 1876-85, there is a 
decrease in all the principal crops except hay, which 
increased by 147,894 acres, and flax, in which there is 
an increase of 7126 acres* Wheat shows a decrease of 
66,406 acres* oats a decrease of 71,838 acres, and barley a 
decrease of 27*879 acres ; but there is an increase of 2150 acres 
in rye* Potatoes have increased by 86,149 acres, turnips by 
18,051 acres, and mangel-wurzel by 5215 acres. The produce 
in 1886, as compared with 1885, shows, in cereal crops, on 
increase in outs of 244,986 ewt*, and in rye of 16,040 cwt.; but 
there is a decrease in wheat of 1)0,062 cwt., and in barley of 
U 1,551 cwt. Potatoes show a decrease of 508,014 tons, while 
there is an increase in turnips of 422,692 tons and in mangel- 
wurzel of 5,858 tons. There is also an increase of 2801 tons 
in flax* and an increase of 272,637 tons in hay. Compared 
with the previous ten years there are decreases in the prod nee 
of wheat, oats, barley, bore, and potatoes; and increases in 
rye* turnips, hay, flax* and mangel-wurzel* 


His Excellency toe Lord Lieutenant of Ireland having

THE SHERIDAN FAMILY* 

If a moralist needed an illustration to show the vanity of 
genius, of physical graces and accomplishments* and of the arte 
that attract to society without the solid basis of character to 
sustain them, he could not choose an example more appro¬ 
priate than the Sheridans. The history of this remarkable 
family is full of interest, and Mr. Percy Fitzgerald has written 
it at large in two hand some-looking volumes, entitled The 
Liven of me Sheridan* (Bentley). 

The literary aspect of the book need not be examined too 
closely. The author's stylo is loose 1 his remarks are sometimes 
a little incoherent; and the biography seems to be written for 
the day, and not for posterity* The story, however, is so 
full of romantic incidents that the reader, whatever judgment 
he may ultimately pass upon it* is not likely to complain of 
Airiness. We shall not follow the narrative throughout, hut 
claim the privilege of choosing from it some of the more 
significant passages* 1 be Dr. Thomas Sheridan of whom wo 
hear so much from Swift, had more than one peculiarity of 
his famous descendant* Richard Brinsley. With great versa¬ 
tility, cheeriness, and talent, ho had no stability, and was con¬ 
stantly in debt. Intellectually brilliant, and* according to 
Swift, the best schoolmaster in the Kingdom, he was, in many 
respects, a fool; throwing away golden opportunities, and 
acting without thought of the future* ^His eon Thomas took 
to the stage* married a charming woman, and “ launched out 
in the true family style.” A foolish act having destroyed bis 
family prospect^ he came to England to touch elocution* 
Being poor, he was blessed, of course, with several children, 
and equally, of course, being a Sheridan, incurred debts which 
he could not pay. Then he tried his fortune again on the 
stage, published a Dictionary, quarrelled with Dr. Johnson, 
and tried 44 to combine working as an actor with living like a 
gentleman of condition*" 

In his last illness, his son posted down* travelling all night, 
and was with him for two days until he died. There is a 
monument to the actor's memory in Margate church, raised, 
not by the sorrowing son, but by the local doctor, who, after 
waiting nearly twenty years to hear from him, erected it him¬ 
self ! It ia needless to say that this sou was Richard 
Brinsley* 

Nature and circumstances seem to have bestowed ou this 
extraordinary man every variety of gift, and there was not 
one that he did not abuse. Handsome in person* fascinating 
in manners, with a conversational charm that often proved 
irresistible, with the powers of a great orator and the 
possibility of becoming a great statesman, ineom]mmble as a 
playwright, well-nigh unequalled as a wit, with a lovely wife, 
the faculty of making friends and money, and a splendid 
constitution—of all these advantages Sheridan was a spend¬ 
thrift. And he was worse than the spendthrift who 
squanders his own fortune; for he gave his mind to the 
work of squandering other people’s. 4i Money he would 
have, at any sacrifice, to gratify the craving of the moment" ; 
and, to gain this, the rights and sufferings of others were dis¬ 
regarded. Ilia manamvrea to get money and to escape from 
duns read like the devices of the hero of a Newgat e romance* 
At timeM, all his wit was needed : for we read of his coach- 
horses wanting eora, of his books and plate being in pawn* 
and how the provisions needed for the family were handed over 
the iron railing down the area. Sheridan seemed to confound 
making a promise with fulfilling it. fi Don't I allow you £800 
a year t ’* he said, when his son pressed him for money. u Allow 
it: yes,” said Tom; “but it is never paid.” Everybody 
knows the story of the father threatening to cut off 
this lively son with a shilling. Of this there have been 
several versions, the most familiar being, “ And yoa would 
have to borrow that,” Mr. Fitzgerald thinks that the mor,t 
genuine version of the younger Sheridan's witticism is, “ You 
haven’t got it about you, have you, Sir 7” Tom, like his father, 
married a charming woman, so composed arid amiable that, 
accordi ng to her husband, if she were to set her clothes on fire, 
i( She would step to the hell very quietly, and say to the servant, 

4 Fray* William, is there any water in the house! 1 4 No* 

Madam : but I can soon get some.’— 4 Oh, dear* no! it does 
not signi fy ; I daresay the fire will go out of iteel V “ When Tom 
died, at forty-two, his beautiful wife (all the Sheridan s, by- the- 
way, married beauties) was left with six children* Thirteen years 
later, ahe was bringing- three of these children “out ’—one of 
them l>eing afterwards the Duchess of Somerset; anot her. Lady 
Dtifferin ; a third, the Hon, Mrs,*Norton, The sons, like the 
daughters, were eminently handsome; and Fanny Kemble writes 
of the little drawing-room in which the family entertained 
friends as resplendent with the light of Sheridan beauty, 

44 Certainly/' she snys* “ 1 never saw such a bunch of beautiful 
creatures all growing on one stem ” ; and ou making this remark 
to Mrs. Norton, she replied, looking round complaceuily, “Yes; 
we are rather good-looking people.” 

The interest, generally a sad interest, of the Kb end an

to be dealt with, it was arranged that HI should be introduced 
in the House of Lords, and the remaining 106 in the House of 
Commons. It has been decided to begin next Tuesday the 
cousideration of those private bills which, in consequence of 
the dissolution, had to be postponed from last Session* 

The London School lioard has prepared its budget* The 
estimate for the year ending March, li$S, amounts to £ J, 146,140, 
as against £l,lB8,fi!}3 for the current year. Deducting sundry 
receipts and a surplus in hand, the Board will require a sum 
total raised by precept of £ 1,070,325,as Against £ 1,128,046 in the 
current year. Dealing with the expenditure, tto committee 
state that there ia a decrease, on the whole, of £57,725. For 
the current year it was estimated that there would be an 
average attendance of 335,288 children, at an estimated net 
cost of 37s. yd* per child—equal to £632,761. For the ensuing 
year, to be ended in March, 1888, it was estimated that there 
would bo an average attendance of 346,383 children, at an 
estimated net cost of 35s, 3d* per child, amounting to £610,500* 
It is projK>Hcd to raise the amount mini red by two precepts— 
the first for £535,162, being half the amount of the deficiency 
to be issued upon the present valuation list; and the second, 
£ 535,162, being the remaining half to be issued on the revised 
valuation list, to com© into force on April 6* The amount, 
therefore, that would be required would be a little less than 
8£d* in the pound, as compared with SJd. for the current year.

and traders now look for. The French, have, at all times, 
experienced such difficulties in obtaining materials to con¬ 
stitute the fa brick of their cloths, that they have thought it 
worth while to run all the hazards of smuggling from 
England. Thd r J ron-works, of every d eseri ption. arc i ^finitely 
less complete and useful l ban ours. As to coals, they have 
none in their own dominions/* Bat this was written a 
century ago. Since this, thanks to Free Trade, and foreign 
bounties, nmtjt eirmut ehawje tout cvla. Yet, at that time they 
were cock-a-hoop at the trade they were going to do; how 




British-manufactured broad-cloth was to undersell the French 
in their own markets, by twenty-five per cent; and they pointed 
out that any one of the three large cloth mercers in London 
had In either of their yhops more cloth than was tn the 
whole city of Paris.

1 E To Farmer 
George’s/ said the fellow, ; Farmer George,’ said the King; 
* who is Farmer George ? I thought f knew every farmer in 
this neighbourhood/ 1 Why, don’t yon know Farmer George, 
mini ?—he lives in thic great house (pointing to the Castle) ; 
they call mi the King, but we call \m nothing but Farmer 
George,’ The King laughed, and wished the fellow good- 
day/’ 

Farmer George’s wife was not liked by the people iu 
general; they got it into their heads that she was parsi¬ 
monious and avaricious—fan Ite which were abhorrent to 
the populace, who would rather have condoned the heedless 
profusion of her spendthrift son and heir. Ho, by-the-bve,

King, but he refused to help him ; so the Prince dismissed his 
Court, reduced his establishment to that of & private gentle¬ 
man, ordered bis horses to be sold, the works at Carlton House 
to be stopped, and such part of it as was not necessary for his 
persmnl use to bo shut up. On Feb, fi, 1787, ho was initiated 
into the fraternity of Freemasons, at the Star and Garter, 
Fall-mall; the Duke of Cumberland assisting as Grand 
Hfi£ter t many of the nobility being present. 

The silver coinage had been for some time past in a very 
bwl state, and orders had been given for & large recoinage— 
which was done ; ami, on Feb, 5, port of the order for £75,000 
worth of shillings and sixpences was delivered at the Ennk 
from his Majesty's Mint, which was then in the Tower, 

Feb. 4 should ever be a day memorable in the annals of 
American episcopacy, as on that day were consecrated 
Dr. Provost, m Bishop of New York ; and Dr. White, as 
Bishop of Philadelphia. Both these gentlemen were natives 
of America and inhabitants of the places whence they derived 
their title*. They formed the nucleus of the present American 
episcopacy, and all subsequent consecrations have emanated 
from them and their successors. Their consecration took 
place in the chapel of Lambeth Pal ice. and there were present 
the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, and the Bishops of 
Bath and Wells, and Peterborough. They, aa Republicans, 
would not adopt the style of Lord or Lordship, nor would they 
even be called “* Right Reverend Father in God 1 ’; but, with 
severe simplicity, would only be addressed as the Right 
Reverend Doctor. Bishop of, Ac. 

About this time a proposition was mooted that shops 
should be taxed ; but the general feeling was so much against 
it, and the agitation thereon was so great, that it came to 
nothing. 

This month there occurred a very singular case of con¬ 
tagious hysteria, which is well worth noting. On Feb. 13, at 
a cotton manufactory at Hodder Bridge, in Lancashire, a 
girl put a mouse into the breast of another girl, who had a 
great dread of mice. The girl immediately was seized with 
violent convulsions, which lasted twenty-four hoars. On the 
following day, three more girls were similarly seized ; on 
the 17th, six more. This created grout alarm, and the mill 
was stopped, a* it was thought that these strange attacks 
might possibly be owing to something in the cotton. On 
the 18th, three; and on the Itftb, eleven more were attacked 
by this strange malady, making in all twenty-four cases. Of 
these, twenty-one were young women, two girls, and one man. 
The symptoms were—anxiety, a feeling of strangulation, and 
very strong convulsions, which ere so violent us to lush, 
without intermission, from a quarter of an hour to twenty- 
four Lotus, and to require the assistance of four or five persons 



to prevent the patients from tearing their hair and dashing 
their heods against the floor or wall*. A doctor from Preston 
cured them by means of electric shock* ; and on the 20th they 
were sufficiently recovered to have a dance, and the next day 
nil but two or three were at work. 

The fashions, of course, had not much changed since last 
month. Still, there were points in costumo which the 
caricaturist could lay hold of, as we see In the 14 Cook and Hen 
Pouters,” where the gentleman’s frill and the lady's fichu are 
particularly protuberant. The gentleman's hair is a la Macaroni 
a style which was sometimes carried to an absurd extravagance. 
Another Illustration shows us a fashionable lady taking “ five 
o'clock tea.” She has her black boy, her cat, and her parrot; 
and is* as named, l! The Girl in Stile/' And a third gives an 
exaggerated picture of the enormous muffs then in vogue, 
worn even in the theatre. 

The Morning Ckroutfits of Feb. 13 gives the following 
curious story of a wedding; 11 A cause is instituted in the 
Ecclesiastical Court against the minister of a parish. The 
ground of complaint is as follows ;—A Saturday or two ago, 
a young couple sent notice to this reverend divine of their 
intention to be married on the following Sunday. About half- 
past nine, they attended accordingly ; hud, after waiting about 
an hour, they" took the liberty of sending to remind the parson 
of his duty. He returned for answer that he knew' his duty, 
and what was a proper time for performing the ceremony. He 
never attended, however, till the congregation was assembled, 
and it was time to begin the church service. The disappointed 
couple then solicited to be married in the face of the con¬ 
gregation, which he obstinately refused, and told them they 
must come on Monday. In consequence of this disappoint¬ 
ment, some words arising between the parties, the man 
refuset! to fulfil his engagement; and the unhappy fair 
oue, disappointed in so tender a point, is now confined 
in n private mad-house, in a most pitiable and miserable 
condi tion."

The News vendors' Benevolent and Provident Institution 
holds its annual meeting at the Cannon-street Hotel next 
Tuesday, when four impoverished members of the trade will be 
submitted for election as annuitants. 

A fatal accident occurred on Thursday week in the 
Islington Workhouse, at Upper Holloway. The annual enter¬ 
tainment by the Mohawk Minstrels was being given in the 
large hall, when a temporary gallery, in which were five 
hundred inmates and visitors, suddenly gave way, precipitating 
its occupants on those underneath.* After extricating the 
unfortunate people from fcho mass of woodwork in which they 
wore wedged, it was found that one man, named Winn, was 
dead, and some forty or fifty people had received injuries. The 
matron was among these badly injured. 


“THEIII OXLY BOAT/* 

Disasters at sea will happen, of which the collision between 
ships, followed by the rapid sinking of one vessel, with hut a 
few minutes for the escape of any of the crew and passengers, 
is terribly frequent. The picture by Mr, W. H. Gverend, 
which is reproduced in our largo Engraving, shows an 
incident of extreme distress following immediately after some 
such fatal mtsh ap. The Trrasei is actual 1 jrgoing d own. so that 
her bulwarks are not far above the water, and are crowded 
with desperate men who cannot be received into the ,L only 
bout," Those in the boat are hastily pushing off from the 
ship’s side, averting their eyes from the sight of their 
late comrades, whom they* must leave to perish, for 
the boat is already too full, and it is necessary to get 
her to a safe distance from the whirlpool that will be 
formed by the sudden plunge of the doomed ship to the 
bottom of the sea- In the boat are women and girls: one is 
a wife, almost fainting, supported by her husband’s embrace ; 
another, seated astern on the side next the ship, lifts her 
hands, with a cry of passionate grief, towards the young man 
above, who has been just too late to join her. and who stands 
outside the bulwark, holding on by one hand to the davit, 
waving his other hand, a sod gesture of farewell. The Artist 
has well represented these natural and likely incidents of any 
similar calamity. We are so often reminded, as we have been 
this week, of the danger* o! the deep in one form or another, 
that our sympathy is constantly appealed to, and the prayers 
of the Church for those who iJ travel by water/ 5 more urgently 
than for those travelling by land/* find an unfailing response 
in the common human heart. 


A movement is in progress among the Scottish Universities 
for the organisation of Systematic Courses of Extension 
Lectures, upon all departments of Science and Literature, 
similar in range and aim to those which have been successfully 
carried on in England by the University of Cambridge, 
pairicSlarly in the mining and manufacturing districts of the 
North of England and the Midlands. Mirny thousands of 
students of both sexes, and of all classes of society, now attend 
these lectures every year in London and the chief provincial 
cities. 

On Friday week, Earl Granville, accompanied by the Duke 
of Westminster. Lord John Manners, Mr, Rhaw Lefevre, and 
others, unveiled a monument of the lute Right Hon, Henry 
Fawcett, M.P., in the Baptistery of Westminster Abbey. The 
memorial, the work of Mr. A If ml Gilbert, sculptor, consists of 
a bronze medallion portrait beneath which, in high relief, are 
allegorical bronze figures, representing brotherhood. Industry, 
fortitude, patience, zeal* and sympathy. Underneath is the 
following inscription, by Mr. Leslie Stephen:— 11 Henry 
Fawcett, horn Aug, 2U, 1833 ; died Nov. 6, 1884. After losing 
his sight by an accident at the age of twenty-four, he become 
Professor of Political Economy in the University of Cambridge* 
Member of four Parliaments, and, from 1880 to 1884, her 
Majesty's Postmaster-General. His inexorable fidelity to his 
convictions commanded the respect of statesmen ; his 
chivalrous devotion to the cause of the poor and helpless won 
the affection of his countrymen and of his Indian fellow- 
subjects, and his heroic acceptance of the calamity of blind¬ 
ness has left a memorable example to the power of a brave 
man to transmute loss into gum, and wrest victory from 
misfortune. This monument was erected by the subscribers 
as a national memorial."

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SANDRINGHAM : THE HOUSE OF 
MOURNING* 

The country house of their Royal Highnesses the Prince and 
Princess of Wales has been described in this Journal on former 
occasions. It derives additional, bnfc sod and sorrowful, 
interest from the fatal illness and death of their eldest son. 
Nearly thirty years ago, through the friendly recommendation 
of Lord Palmerston, this estete was purchased for the Prince 
of Wales, in the first instance ns a shooting-place, the pheasant 
preserves and the abundance of partridge, woodcock, snipe, 
and wild-fowl promising ample enjoyment of sport* It was

sold to his Royal High ness, for £220,000, by the Hon, Spencer 
Cow per, a son of Lady Pal more bon ; be had lived there since his 
marriage, in 1352, with his wife, Lady llarriefc Cow per, daughter 
of the Earl of lllcs-sing to a and widow of Count D'Orsay. Sand¬ 
ringham is situated three or four miles from tho aeneoust, near 
Woolferton, which is seven miles north of King'a Lynn, on the 
Norfolk shore of “the Wash*" Adjacent to Sandringham are 
the parishes of West Newton, Appleton, Babitiglej, and Dcr- 
Bingham, the greater part of which are comprised in tho 
Sandringham estate, amounting to nearly eight thousand 
acres. This domain presents a fine, combination of bill, 
heath, and woodland ; its high grounds command wide 
view's of the level country, the marshes, and the sea* 

The old manor-house of Sandringham, however, was not in 
a condition suitable, by any repairs or alteration ft, to make it 
the Prince's residence, IIis Royal Highness found it necessary 
to build a new mansion, which was gradually accomplished, in 
a Few years, by the architect, Mr. Humbert, whoso designs had 
been approved* The recent fire, a week or two before last 
Christmas, has caused little substantial damage, injuring only 
the up|*er floors and apartments, which were slightly con¬ 
structed and would probably have been rebuilt, in any case, at 
some future time* The house, mainly of red brick relieved 
with white Kctton stone, 1ms an extensive frontage, with a 
picturesque irregular outline, rising into turrets and gables of 
Elizabethan style ; the billiard-room, at one end, is of a 
yellowish brown stone quarried in the neighbourhood. 


Tho west front, overlooking a terrace, is broken into 
three hays, with large white windows, belonging to the 
suite of reception-rooms, the drawing-rooms, dining-room, 
boudoirs, and break fast-rooms* Tim main entrance is in 
the east front, which looks upon a smooth lawn, shrubberies, 
and avenues of trees, where plantation* shield the house from 
tho public road, but the approach can age-drive is round the 
north side of the house, where it has another door of entrance. 
In the interior, a broad corridor traverses tho building from 
north to south, with a central hall, which is commanded by a 
handsome open gallery ; this part of the house, including the 
main staireuse, is adorned with good oak carving. Tho 
drawing-room, at the north end, and the boudoirs are 
bright and cheerful, prettily decorated, and are near the 
two library rooms, tho conservatory, and the billiard-room. 
The other wing ia occupied hy spacious and convenient 
domestic offices, with rooms for the servants. At right angles 
with the east front of the house is the large ball-room, fitiffc. 
by SO ft., with a large bay window, and with a minstrels* 
gallery for music, in which ball-room the Prince and Princess 
of Wales have entertained parties of the Norfolk gentry. The 
American bowling-alley, at the south end, the stables, with 
boxes or stalls for sixty horses, the fruit-gardens and kitchen- 
gardens, the Princess's dairy, the pheasantry, and the famous 
dog-kennels are complete in all points. The park, to the west, 
is beautiful, with many fine old trees and a pretty Inke, its 
margin adorned by rock work. Here are the houses of Sir 
Dighton Probyn and other members of the Prince's suite. There 
is a model farm of six hundred acres. The establishmenfc has 
its special gasworks, electric light apparatus, and waterworks. 
In the village of WeatNewton are model dwellings, called the 
Alexandra Cottages, for the labourers employed on the estate. 
Schools* reading-rooms, club-rooms, and other means of 
recreation are provided by the royal landlord for his humble 
neigh hou rs. 

Sandringham Church, with its parsonage, stands iu the 
park, on rising ground, at the end of an avenue of Scotch 
firs leading from the garden of the mansion. It is an old 
edifice of Late Perpendicular Gothic, with battlements around 
the summit of the tower. The nave windows have been filled 
with amber and brown Munich glass, and the reredus is 
adorned with Mu ran o mosaic in gold and colours* Four 
small memorial windows are placed in the chaueel above 
the carved woodwork seats of the royal family. One of 
these, with a marble cross in the churchyard outside, com¬ 
memorates the death of the infant Prince Alexander In April 
1371 ; and there la a brass lectern, given by the Princess of 
Wales, with an inscription : H To the glory of God, fv thank- 
offering for His mercy, Deo* 14, 1871,'" referring to her 
husband's recovery from the terrible illness that endangered 
his life. The church also oontains a marble bas-relief 
head, iu profile, of his sister, the late Princess Alice of 
Hesse, At West Newton, at Babingley, and at Woolferton 
there are parish churches of some antiquity. The church 
at Woolf erton, two miles from Sandringham, is a fine old 
sacred edifice, of the fourteenth or fifteenth century, with 
carved screens, a good east window lately restored, and a stone 
pulpit and an organ, these last being gifts from the Prince of 
Wales* 

Such is the rural abode of his Royal Highness and of the 
family whose bereavement we all now deplore. They have 
passed many happy days together at Sandringham ; let ns 
still wish and hope that they may often assemble there with 
no immediate anxiety or fresh cause of grief, and that it will 
again be a cheerful home* lb is well known that tho Prince 
takes an active interest in the useful bn sin ess of an English 
country gentleman, in agricultural improvement, the rearing 
of stock and eheep, and the breeding of horses and dogs; bis 
kennels, indeed, contain some rare specimens, which were 
lately described. Two black bears were kept here ia a pit 
with a pole to climb. The Princess is fond of her 
dairy, which includes a pretty sitting-room, decorated with 
painted tiles and pictures; she also likes driving her chaise 
with four little Shetland ponies in the park, accompanied by 
one or two of her daughters. The shooting around Sandring¬ 
ham, in which the late Duke of Clarence showed much skill, 
is carefully preserved, the coverts being full of game ; Wool- 
fertou Wood, on a grand day, beaten through by fifty or sixty 
men in a blue blouse uniform, with the keeper on horseback 
directing their movements, affords a spectacle that few sports¬ 
men have seen excelled in its way. In this respect, and in 
every other, the guests of the Prince of Wales are entertaiued 
with a generous hospitality that none will forget. 


THE INF L U E N Z A. 

ttV DJI. ANPRKW WILSON* 

11 What is fufliienibr* is a question which, of course, every¬ 
body is asking, but to which nobody seems able to give a 
decided reply. In the old days, * influenza *' implied a severe 
Cold, with a personal feeling of vmltttsi and a tendency to 
feverishness* To-day, it implies and means a veritable fever, 
marked, as such ailuim ts are, by certain fairly specific and 
constant symptoms. There is the sudden onset, though doubt¬ 
less the germ has been incubating in our bodies for its own 
period ; there is tho use of temperature marking the fever ; there 
is the severe headache, showing a disposition on the part 
of the ailment to affect the nerve-centres specially : and last, 
though by no means least, there ia the pain in joints and 
muscles, assimilating infiueiixft to certain affections of malarial 
type, and specially to the " break-bone" fever of tropical 
fame. One curious feature about the ailment is ita widely 
different course in different persons* Physicians have remarked 
to mo that the u personal equation ” so to speak, of a patient 
seems to have much to do with the course and order of the 
symptoms—more so than in most other ailments* In one 
person the headache is worst, in another the joint-pains ; 
one person has a tedious convalescence, and struggles back to 
health only after months of general weakness ; his neighbour 
bos a short and sharp attack, and gets well quickly* 


People have been writing to the newspapers, I observe, 
advocating a systematic research into the causes of influenza, 
and insisting upon the necessity for the organised study of 
the epidemic* These worthy persons are evidently unaware 
that saoli a study has been, and is being, pursued* There lies 
before me & ** Report on the Influenza Epidemic of 1389-20, by 
Dr, Parsons, with an In trod notion by the Med teal Officer of 
the Local Government Board; and ns this official report 
can he bought for 2s. lid, from Messrs* Eyre andSpottiswoode, 
no one need hunger aud thirst in vain for a knowledge of 
influenza from the scientific standpoint. Only, the whole 
mutter of influenza causation seems to b© tub pt^ice. The real 
fact is tliat we do not know enough about it yet for safe 
generalisation. We know nothing of its origin* Theory is 
rampant, of course,but actual details are difficult to obtain. But 
we can go back (so says Mr. Parsons) to 877 and 1481 for what 
were probably epidemics in influenza/' and from 1510 to IRS7 
we find records which point to visitations clearly of the nature 
of influenza attack. The 1889-90 epidemic came upon ns after 
a n i ii ter val o f forty-th re© years. The presen t ccn tu ry epide m ice 
occurred in 1803, 1833* 1837-8, and in 1847-8* But niy friend 
Professor W. T. Gairdner, M*D., of Glasgow, says that in 1867 
a mild epidemic occurred in Scotland ; and another friend, 
Sir Peter Eade, M*D*, of Norwich, has recorded cases prevalent 
in Norfolk in 1878. The late Dr. David Page, an old fellow- 
student of my own, reported to the Local Government Board 
on an outbreak of what seemed to be 11 an unknown infectious 
disease" occurring at Northallerton in February 1887, and 
this disease was believed to resemble influenza most nearly* 


On and off, therefore, we appear to have been afflicted with 
la tjwppo or its congeners for many centuries, aud the only 
important variation we seem to experience in its attack to-day 
takes the undesirable form oE a tendency to remain more per¬ 
manently with us than before, lb is not an ailment which 
seems to be affected hy the weather. It occurs in mild seasons, 
and it develops amid frost and snow. Its germ must he 
cosmopolitan in tendencies, and of easy and accommodating 
liabite as regards growth. That it is an infections malady, nobody 
scorns to doubt. The prevailing opinion in medicine is that 
At y ;Hppe is direotly contagious from person to person, and 
one attack certainly does not place the patient under con¬ 
ditions of body in which he becomes insusceptible to a second 
seizure* As I write, the announcement has been made that 
Dr. Pf jjffor, of the Royal Institute for Infectious Diseases at 
Berlin, has succeeded in isolating a germ or bacillus which he 
regards as the specific cause of influenza. This is not the first 
time such an announcement has interested us. Dr* Jo lies* of 
Vienna, in January 1800, stated that he had discovered the 
influenza microbe, but his conclusions were not established* 
What Dr. Pfeiffer lias discovered seems to be a bacillus or red- 
like microbe, which occurs in the secretions of the lung iu 
influenza patients, and which, moreover, is said to be found in 
no other ailment of the breathing organs. These bacilli, it is 
further stated, were artificially cultivated to the fifth genera¬ 
tion; and on being used to inoculate monkeys and rabbits the 
symptoms of influenza were produced in these animals* Dr. 
Koch lias discovered the same bacillus iu the blood of patients 
suffering from la $riyj)e during tbe fever-stage of the ailment. 


The practical con elusions to which we are led by a study 
of what influenza seems to be, is that the only safety for a 
person seized with the ailment is to confine himself at once to 
his bed-room, to go to bed, to main tain an equable temperature, 
and to send for his physician. I presume no sensible layman, 
save anyone far removed from medical aid, will attempt to 
physic himself. Once seized, the doctor's attention is our 
safety, and more especially because, as we have of late 
unfortunately seen, the presence of la jfrijtyie la}8 us 
singularly open to be attacked by lung complications, 
whereof pneumonia, pleurisy, and the like are but too 
familiar examples. As regards prevention, that Is another 
matter. Personally, I am a great believer in the value of a 
teaspoonf ul of compound tincture of cinchona, taken in water, 
aay twice daily, before meals, both as a preventive measure 
and as a suitable tonic after attack ; while a tabloid containing 
two or three grains of sulphate of quinine taken daily at 
breakfast lias been credited with preventive qualities of a high 
order* The one thing needful is to maintain as high a standard 
of bodily health as possible, but this, of course, is just l he 
difficulty when depressing influences are abroad. The easy 
mind is also not to be scorned as n condition favouring freedom 
from this, it ia to be hoped temporary, hut distressing, scourge* 


SANDRINGHAM CHURCH, NORFOLK* 
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THE LATE DUKE OF CLARENCE AND AVONDALE. 




L ESS than two months ago the announcement of Lhe 
betrothal of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale and 
Princess Victoria Mary of Teck seemed to bring us—as 
a nation—iiito closer relationship and sympathy with 
the royal family* Even a Prince, so we might have thought, 
shares with the very least of ns the passions and joys of 
humanity* The marriage was popular ; the preparations for 
festivity and rejoicing oh its occasion had already commenced* 
It was a love-match, as was well known, not a mere political 
arrangement; and the announcement gave a fresh and more 
personal warmth to the loyalty of a loyal country. 

'PTm Duke of Clarence and Avondale is dead ! On the 
morning of Jan, 14, a grey and gloomy day,, the newd reached 
London* We heard at noon the great bell of St* Paul's tolling 
at solemn, intervals ; in the great houses of business the blinds 
were drawn ; the flags drooped half-mast high ; later in the 
day it became know n that the theatres would be closed. In 
every street we saw men and women speaking of the great 
event in hushed voices. The night that followed was singu¬ 
larly beautiful; in the frosty ait the moonlight shone with 
intense whiteness and brilliance ; there had been a light fall of 
snow* As one looked out into the night, one’s thoughts went 
naturally to the great house at Sandringham, made desolate 
by death, to a mother mourning for her first-born, to a woman 
mourning for her lover, 

T THE PITY OF itl 

It needs no eloquent words to show the pathos of that death. 
J net the bare record of facta mast make the awful and tragic 
irony of it seem wellnigh intolerable* At the beginning of a 
new year of his life* on the very threshold of his public career, 
with man a greatest happiness just within his grasp, with the 
highest position in the world awaiting him in his future, the 
young Prince died* Only a few days before, ready—as he always 
was— to do all that duty and good feeling required of him, 
he had stood, shivering in the bitter cold, by' the grave of 
Prince Victor of Hohenlohe, lie was not well, when he 
returned ; bub the young Prince was no nervous hypochondriac* 
and the mistake, for which no one can possibly be blamed, 
was made There was a day’s el looting, and the young Prince 
went out. It was not until his birthday, Jan* 8, that his 
illness seemed at all important. A dinner was given in his 
honour, hut he was unable to attend it Then followed that 
anxious time which, all remember so well; every day the 
crowds waited anxiously for the bulletins. Cardinal Manning 
from hie own death-bed inquired for the news of the Prince* 
On the night before the death there, seemed, os if in ironical 
mockery, to be fresh hope ; by two in the morning that hope had 
vanished. The “Prayers for the Dying” were read by the bedside* 
Shortly after nine o'clock the despairing group by his bed¬ 
side knew that all was over* The Princess of Wales—brave, 
devoted* untiring—bad shown unflinching fortitude until the 
last, and then broke down completely* Truly it needs iu> 
eloquent words to add to the heart-breaking sorrow of that 
death-bed scene* 

THE SYMPATHY OP THE NATION* 

“ Pallida man aqnv pitUat These are the words that 

Lord Coleridge quoted, with faltering voice, as he announced 
the confirmation of the news. In these last few days many 
must have found a new force in words old enough to be 
commonplace, in the truth that is beyond question. *} There 
is one event unto all," said the old king, who had found that 
all was vanity and vexation of spirit. We must all die —five 
sire ino\p&t primus cotoni —prince and peasant alike—we 
must all sorrow for the dead. If their joy, that promise 
of joy, seemed to bring us nearer to the royal family,, 
how much deeper must be our sympathy with their 
sorrow ? We seem, as it were, to see for a moment through 
the splendour and the ceremony that at times hide the human, 
side of royalty from ns. We see the suffering which is com¬ 
mon to all, the bereavement which all must at some time 
experience. The very manner of the Prince’s death was common : 
many similar deaths are recorded daily in the columns of the 
press. Many of us must, within our own personal experience, 
know of recent esses of bereavement startlingly similar* This 


national expression of sympathy is no hollow, ceremonial 
form* On that morning of Jan. 14, in St, Pau Fa Cathedral, 
prayers were offered for the comfort of the royal family in 
their affliction ; most earnestly and most sincerely does the 
whole nation join in that prayer. 

And yet the very expression of sympathy seems almost 
to be a profanation of a sacred sorrow* We have no words 
which arc gentle enough, tender enough, loyal enough: And 
yet* not now, bhfc haply at some later time, those who were 
nearest to the Prince may like to think that such sympathy 
existed, and that* however clumsy the manner in which we 
could offer it, it was at least true. 

THE BIRTH AT FROG MORE* 

The birth of the Prince at Frog more was attended by unusual 
oil cum stances* It took place on Jan. 8, 1864 ; it was nob 
expected until the following March. Indeed,the Princess had 
thiitday been skating on Virginia Water* The Home Secretary, 
whose duty it is to be present at the birth of those in the 
direct line of succession* was not there; there was no nurse 
in attendance; the Court physicians were absent* Dr* Brown, 
of Windsor* was hurriedly summoned, and at two mi antes to 
nine the Prince was born* Lord Granville, who chanced to be 
the Prince of Wales's guest at the time, attested the birth* All 
went well, but the Prince was never robust; and this may 
have been due to the conditions of his birth* The announce¬ 
ment of the fact in Loudon on the following day was received 
with rejoicing* The bells of the City churches were rung, and 
the guns in the Park fired a double royal salute* The words 
of the late Lord Derby, speaking in the House of Lords, repre¬ 
sented the feelings of all in their expression of congratulation 
and good wishes for the prosperity of the new-born Prince, 
“ I am sure/ 1 lie said, “ there is not one of your lordships who 
does not offer up a fervent prayer to the Throne of Grace * . _ 
that, long after the youngest of your lordships has passed 
away from this scene; the throne of these realms may be occu¬ 
pied by the descendants of the illustrious Prince and his new¬ 
born heir.” 

The christening ceremonial was extremely interesting. It 
took place in the private chapel at Buckingham Palace on 
March 10, the first anniversary of the wedding-day of the 
child's parents* The altar was hung with crimson velvet and 
gold lace, and the sacramental vessels were displayed upon it. 
The service was choral. The Queen handed the child to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and gave the name u Albert Victor 


studies of the two brothers were directed by the Rev. John 
Nealu Dalton (now Canon of Windsor)* The young Prince 
was ten years old at the time of that memorable illness of the 
Prince of Wales ; in after life he never forgot that time* nor 
the thanksgiving service which was held in St. Paul's 
Cathedral upon his father’s recovery. In 1877 he entered as a 
naval cadet her Majesty's ship Britannia* And here one must 
say a word of the great wisdom which was shown in the 
Prince's education* It was varied. It included a knowledge of 
naval and military life. It embraced a stay at Cambridge and at 
Heidelberg. Travelcontributed to it a practical experience of 
foreign lands and of on town colonies, “ Trnvai le T in the younger 
sort,” wrote Bacon, fi is a part of education*” The.wisdom lay 
in the variety* For the great future upon which the young 
Prince* had he been spared to us, would have entered, a literary 
education alone would have been a mistake. j The King must 
not be a specialist: his sympathies and his knowledge of 
affairs must be wide. 

ON BOARD THE BACCHANTE. 

It was on Aug* 6, 1S79, that the Princes joined the 
Bacchante* The object of this part of their education—for 
so it must be considered—has been plainly stated by their 
tutor, Mr* Dalton, “The regularity and freedom from all 
outside interruption was just what was required in the cage of 
the two Princes for purposes of school and study, as well as 
for instruction In a sailor's duties* The period spent at sea was 
to the Princes the equivalent of a schoolboy's ordinary life ; 
the holiday time was represented by the occasions on which 
riicy were away fromjthe ship on leave, or when they .went tip- 
country. When his" Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
determined to send his sons to aea. it was chiefly with a view 
to the mental and moral training they would receive ns mid¬ 
shipmen in her Majesty's Navy*” Doubtlessly it was expected, 
too, that the voyage would have a good effect on lhe young 
Princes' health* The training'included instruction in seaman- 
shipt gunnery,mathematics, and French. It was fully recognised 
that there can be no royal road to learning* “As long as they 
were on board ship Princes were treated exactly like the 
other midshipmen* and performed all the duties which usually 
fall to their lot: they book their turns in all weathers by day 
or night at watch-keeping and going aloft, at sail drill, or 
boat duty* There was no difference, not even the slightest, of 
rany sort or kind made between them and their gun-room 
messmates*” It may well have been on board tho Bacchante 
that Prince Albert Victor learned that regard for discipline 
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, Christian Edward.” The royal baby wore tho robe of Ho niton 
lace in which the Prince of Wales was christened* with a clonk 
! of crimson velvet, lined with ermine, and a mantle; of white 
; satin* There was a banquet after the ceremony in thesupper- 
j room at the Palace* Some time before this the bulletins with 
; regard to the child's health, which had always been favour¬ 
able, were no longer thought necessary, and were discontinued, 

EARLY LIFE* V'- 

The young Prince's early life was spent for the most part 
at Sandringham. He was seventeen months old when 
Prince George was bom. The " intense affection which 
Prince Albert Victor always showed for his parents and his 
home testifies to the happiness of these early days* The 


and thoroughness which he, expressed afterwards in the 
well-chosen words that he addressed to the Whitechapel 
boys. Certainly we must look with admiration on this 
voluntary eudnranoe of what is well known to. be by 
no means an easy life* There were two cruises, 
separated by a short period of holiday time passed at home* 
It was during the first cruise, on the birthday of Prince Albert 
Victor, in 1880, when the vessel was at Trinidad, that the two 
brothers were rated as midshipmen* The second cruise kept 
the Princes absent from England for a much longer time. One 
can well imagine the eagerness and enthusiasm which all the 
wonderful and picturesque sights of a voyage round the world 
would evoke in the royal midshipmen* Tho account of their 
life on board the Bacchante has already been given to us in 
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two volumes published by Messrs, MnomilJan in 1885* It 
lias been thought that these volumes were too much 
edited : they have not the freshness and natural character 
which are noticeable in her Majesty's hooks. Out, on 
the other hand, it should be remembered that Ihe Princes 
were very young, and that some assistance in the work of 
authorship must have been necessary. The cruise, which came 
to an end in the autumn of 1882, brought with it no very 
great perils and adventures. The traditional ceremonies 
took place when the vessel crossed the line, nnd in these the 
Princes took their share. Most interesting, perhaps, is the 
account of the loyal reception with which they were greeted 
in Australia by our brother Englishmen across the sea. Here 
they had some experiences in the bush, and the young Princes 
tried their hands at the miner's pick in a Ballarat gold-mine. 
There was also the usual round of bolls, entertainments, and 
festivities. 

THE PRINCE AT CAMBRIDGE. 

In 1883 the Prince entered Trinity College, Cambridge, whore 
his father and grandfather had been Imfore him. It is 
said that ha found the constant restraints which were put 
upon him at Cambridge irksome. Ho was now nearing his 
majority, and it was not unnatural that he alien Id feel the 
limitations which his position enforced upon him. The aver¬ 
age undergraduate rejoices in the indepmdmice that the Uni¬ 
versity career brings with it and with his newly acquired 
freedom from school discipline ; but there are some limitations 
from which a Prince can never escape. The Prince, who 
was accompanied by Mr. Dalton* did a certain amount of 


When It is remembered that at this time Lfr, Stuart was 
holding an official position at Trinity College, it will be seen 
that the situation was a delicate one. That little touch of 
awkwardness seems to make the whole thing real and natural, 
and certainly the tact and good feeling which the Prince dis¬ 
played were admirable. 

His life at Cambridge was quiet enough. He entertained 
his friends at times, but with no undue extravagance and no 
ostentation. His friends were not left entirely to his own 
selection, of course, but we may believe that to a certain 
extent he selected. Among them were some of the most able 
ami prominent of his year, and one,atleast. of the most brilliant. 
When, in 188ft, he returned to Cambridge to open the new 
buildings at the Union, he was able to refer to his stay at the 
University as having been pleasant. The Prince spent his 
vacations at the University of Heidelberg, After he left 
Cambridge tlic honorary degree of LL.D. was conferred upon 
him, 

THE COMING OP AGE. 

On Jan. ft f 1885* Prince Albert Victor came of age. There 
were great rejoicings nt Sandringham. It was the wish of 
the Prince of Wales that these should bo of a private cba - 
meter ; but they included the neighbourhood, and tho young 
Prince made suitable and modest replies to deputations of the 
tenantry and of the Norwich Corporation. His birthday 
present from his father was a pair of guns : he was a good 
shot* as ho proved more tlmn once subsequently during his 
visit to India. On this occasion we find another instance of 
the Prince's great natural kindliness. A little boy at one of 
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reading, and attended a course of historical lectures. He 
never attained, or pretended to attain, to any import¬ 
ant degree of scholarship. Occasionally he would attend 
the 'Vamty sermon at Great St. Mary's ; sometimes he 
would be seen lounging in a boat ou the river that runs 
through the ** Backs/ 1 the most beautiful spot in Cambridge 
and one of the most beautiful spots in England, He wont 
down to the June races,and his boat did not always escape the 
general H rag" returning from Ditfcon Corner. His unaffected 
simplicity made him popular. He took part in most sports. 
Ho got to like Cambridge during his period of residence, 
and was sorry to leave it. His rooms were in Neville’s Court, 
ou the same staircase as those of Sir William Hareourt and 
Mr. James Stuart, M.P. The latter has supplied (in the 
columns of the Star) some very interesting reminiscences of 
the Prince at Cambridge, from which we quote one little 
incident— 

lt Though Home what stiff and slow in manner, he had yet a 
keen perception of what was necessary to put people at their 
ease. The following is an instance of this which occnrred to 
myself : When I stood for the undivided borough of Hockney, 
in 1884, I pledged myself to vote against any further increase 
of grant to the royal family, and in particular against tho 
grant which was then'mooted to the Prince himself on coming 
of age. When I returned to Cambridge after my election* the 
Prince came into my room—exactly as beforc—and I noticed 
how, with a little awkwardness, and yet with such evident good 
feeling, he strove to lei me see that my pledge, to which he 
somewhat slyly alluded, made no difference to his friendliness,'' 


the Liverpool elementary schools wrote the following letter 
of congratulation to the Prince— 

<l May it please your Royal Highness, that I, a little school 
lad, may be permitted to wish you muny happy returns of 
this, your great birthday, and in doing go I pray that your 
noble parents and yourself may long be spared to follow the 
example of our great and good Queen, for what would 
England's history be to us English boys without its Kings 
and Queens ? 11 

One can imagine that little boy’s delight when he received 
this reply, in the Prince's own handwriting— 

J *Jan. 9, 1883, Sandringham, Norfolk,’—Prince Alhert 
Victor thanks Master B. II. for his letter of congratulation on 
his birthday, so very neatly written. He is very glad to bear 
that Master 11. likes the study of history, anti he hopes he will 
continue to make progress in it.” 

The manner of the letter is a little stiff, but the kindliness, 
the desire bo please, is evident. Mr. Gladstone’s letter to the 
young Prince has been innob quoted, with high praise, even 
from political opponents. It was a wise and dignified letter, 
and brought a cordial reply from the Prince, st Believe me/ 1 
be wrote* “1 am very grateful for your remembrance of me 
this day r and that among the many offerings which have 
reached me I prize nothing more than the letter you have so 
kindly written," 

IN THE All MY. 

It has been said that the Prince found his career in the 
Army more to his taste than any other part of his education. 
He was gazetted to tho 10tU Hussars, of which tho Prince of

Wales is colonel, in I88S* and was with his regiment at Aider- 
shot, at York, and at Dublin, He took great pains to learn 
his duties, and made himself a fair officer. At York he stayed 
for some considerable time, and mode himself very papular. 
He occasionally attended service at York Minster, lmt lie would 
never have a special stall retained for him. In the private 
houses that he visited at York, his love of simplicity and his 
dislike of fuss were also obvious. Ho was greatly attached to 
his regiment, and was well liked by his comrades. He hunted 
regularly, and always ran a horse of bis own in the regimental 
steeplechases. 

IN IN DTA, 

In the October of 1889 the young Prince was present at 
the marriage of two of his cousins the Duke of Sparta 
and Princess Sophie of Prussia, daughter of the Emperor 
Frederick, at Athens. He went through Egypt, and landed at 
Bombay early m November, accompanied by Sir Edward 
Bradford and a suite. An account of the Prince's travels in 
India has been written by Mr, J, D, Rees, and recently pub¬ 
lished. From Bombay the Prince proceeded at cnee to the 
dominions of the Nizam. An inscript ion on a triumphal arch 
at Poona especially attracted the Priuou’e attention. It was as 
follows— 

Tell Gratslma we’re a happy nation„ 

But nineteen cm ms wit Lent education, 

A ciwe* it should be explained, signifies n million. At Hyder¬ 
abad the young Prince was received with warm and profuse 
hos pi tali ty by th e N i ram. To g t ve on e i ns t ance of tb e min u te 
care which the Nizam displayed for the comfort and surety of 
bis royal guest, it may be mentioned that every culinary vessel 
used in the preparation of the Prince's food had been brought 
specially from England, and no such vessel was used until it 
had been inspected by a doctor. Banquets, balls, snipe-shoot¬ 
ing, and buck-shooting crowded the Prince’s stay at Hyder¬ 
abad with amusements. From thence the Prince went to 
Madras, where he played polo, replied to a municipal address, 
visited a hospital and museum, and went through a further 
round of entertainments. From Madras the Prince started for 
Mysore, Here, under the guidance of M r. Sanderson* wlio knows 
what there is to know about elephants, the Prince witnessed 
the catching and accmlng of thirty-seven of these 'animals. 
He was much pleased with the novelty of riding on a jungle- 
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cart, drawn by a pair of trotting bullocks. During bis expedb 
lion at Travancoro the Prince seems to have had Tory fair 
sport. He shot a huge bull-bison. 15 No animal/’ writes 
Mr. Rees, “ tiger anti elephant not excepted, is more dangerous 
to track than the bison/’ The Prince saw Trichinopoly on his 
return journey, and paid another short visit to Madras before 
embarking for Burmah. .The vernacular press was full of 
references to the young Prince, welcomed him warmly, and 
expressed its approval of her Majesty's orders that the visit 
should be treated as private. He left India in March, greatly 
impressed by the reception which had been accorded to him.

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Upon his return from India, in May 1890, the Prince was 
admitted to the Peerage with the title of Prince Albert Victor 
Christian Edward, Duke of Clarence and Avondale and Earl 
of A tli lone. It was directed that lie should rank after the 
Duke of Con naught, and take precedence of the Duke of 
Albany. Prince Albert Victor took his seat In the House of 
Lords on June 23 ; he was introduced by the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Edinburgh. From their places in the royal 


gallery the Princess of Wales and Princesses Victoria and 
Maud watched the imposing ceremony. It was au important 
occasion, a recognition that the Prince was now entering upon 
his public career, and from henceforth might be expected to 
assist the Prince of Wales in the many duties of his position, 
No one could have guessed then how soon that career would be 
ended and the young Prince be taken from us. He had 
appeared iti public on other occasions, but it was expected 
that now he would be seen and heard more frequently. 

SOME CURIOUS COINCIDENCES. 

There are some coincidences in connection with the story of 
the Prince which are so curious that they deserve to be 
recorded, although only the superstitious will consider them 
to be anything more than coincidences. 

The title of the Dukedom of Clarence has always been 
confined to royalty. One of the sous of Edward HI. was the 
first to receive the title. It lias always seemed to be un¬ 
lucky i no Duke of Clarence has ever transmitted his title to 
his descend ants. 

A story is quoted in the Speaker as having been current 
in London society some years ago. It states that the Prince once 
had his fortune told by a gipsy who was ignorant of his rank. 
“The woman’s prediction was to the effect that marriage 
would mean death to him. It was said that on trying his luck 
a second time with another fortune-teller he had received a 
similar warning against contemplating matrimony," 

Lastly, it has been pointed out that the nambers fourteen 
and twenty-eight seem to be peculiarly fatal to the royal 
family. The Prince died on the fourteenth day of the month, 
aged twenty-eight. Princess Alice and Prince Albert both 
died on the fourteenth day of the month, and the Duke of 
Albany on the twenty-eighth. 

PUBLIC APPEARANCES. 

The public appearances of the Prince have been for the most 
part in connection with philanthrope cal objects. His first 
public speech was addressed to the boys of ** The Whittington 
Club/’ in Leman Street, Whitechapel. During his stay in 
India he took great interest in the leper hospital. lie has 
been present at the opening of hospitals, bazaars, and clubs for 
working boys. His work was not great work, but it was good 
work. It was help given to those who needed help. Nor was 
it easy work for the Prince ; he did not like making speeches. 

THE PRINCE'S ENGAGEMENT. 

Early in last December was announced the Prince’s engage* 
menb to Princess Victoria Mary of Tecfe, more generally 
known—for the purpose of distinction—as Princess May. 
The announcement was very popular. It has been reported 
that the engagement hail been thought of some time before, 
but that it hod been abandoned for reasons into which it 
seems to us now to be neither necessar}" nor decent to inquire. 
Nor need we deal with the gossip which had previously, at 
different times, assigned the Prince to Princess Clementine of 
Belgium and to Princess Alix of Hesse. 

It is generally acknowledged that the match was based upon 
mutual and sincere affection, and this gives perhaps its 
greatest sadness to the death of the Prince, and may well 
call forth from ns our deepest sympathy. On the very day 
that the death was announced the Lord Mayor had arranged 
to meet at the Mansion House the Welsh committee formed to 
undertake the presentation of a wedding gift to the Prince. 


At Newcastle-on-Tyne a congratulatory address upon the 
marriage was already beiug engroased an vellum when the sad 
news was received. Looms and factories were at work upon 
textile fabrics, the pattern of which had been specially designed 
in compliment to Princess May. 

A GOOD PRINCE, 

He was not a great Prince, but he was a good Prince. 
In these days of the commonest and dingiest cynicism. 
H is worth while to refer to the very strong affection 
which the young Prince felt and frequently expressed for 
his home and his mother. He was modest and diffident; 
he always found speech-making a difficulty. He did not 
encourage presumption or forget his position; but, on 
the other hand, it was well known that his own tastes 
were particularly simple and quiet. “ I would chuck it all up 
for five thousand a year," he is reported to have said to a 
Cambridge undergraduate. He had no great intellectual gi fts; 
he was not a scholar ; he was not a conversationalist. But he 
had a good temper, a kind heart, a ready sympathy. He was 
a capital shot, and the life of nn ordinary country gentleman 
would have suited him well. He was temperate in all things. 
The loss of Prince Albert Victor takes from us a good Prince, 
one for whom a loyal and sympathetic nation may well in our n, 
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REMINISCENCES OF THE LATE 


CARDINAL MANNING. 


To those who were in the habit of seeing Cardinal Manning 
frequently, and of going to seek his advice when anything of 
moment to themselves or others wns in question, Iris death 
leaves an indescribable blank and sense of loss. Few were of 
such good counsel, and still fewer knew how bo to present 
their reasons for giving any special advice with each force 
and clearness. Of late he was obliged to ask his visitors to 
sit close to him, for a slight deafness was the only palpable 
sign of ago and infirmity noticeable in his Eminence. With 
head bent slightly forward, giving his 
whole thought to the subject under dis¬ 
cussion, he would listen attentively to all 
that was to bo said, and then, in a few 
welLchosen words, would give his opinion. 

Often the Cardinal took tbo opposite 
view to that which one would have 
thought almost incumbent upon him. 

Alien t a word said in deprecation of the 
coarse pursued by the French Chamber in 
passing u law requiring compulsory mili¬ 
tary service from the seminarists, he ex¬ 
claimed, •' I am rejoiced, exceedingly 
rejoiced, to hear that they have at Inst 
passed that most necessary law. It will 
enable the French Church to sift the 
wheat from the tares, and put a a end 
to tbo reproach often flung at us by 
foreign anti-clericals, tlmt our hand of 
noble cures was mainly composed of men 
who had entered the seminaries in order 
to escape the barrack and hattie-field,” 
adding, in answer to an observation re¬ 
calling the strong feeling excited in 
French Ultramontane circles by this 
seeming insult wantonly offered to the 
national religion, |r I know that many 
good people have done all they could 
to prevent the measure becoming law ; 
out they were mistaken > all will be for 
the best and no seminarist worthy of 
oecommg a priest will he injured by mili¬ 
tary life—nay it will and must have a 
good effect on bolh the students and their 
comrades 

Those who eaw the interior of Arch¬ 
bishop House for the first time were 
struck with the many views of Home and 
Italian pictures Cardinal Manning had 
a great Love for what always remained 
ld him the Eternal City His first visit 
to Italy took place in the May of 1848, 
three years before his conversion. Pio 
Nono, then comparatively young himself, 
received him at the Qairinul, and had a 
long conversation with the ardent Ang¬ 
lican divine, speaking much of England 
and things English, mentioning, among 
others, the splendid work achieved by 
Mrs. Fry and the Quakers in prison re¬ 
form The Sovereign Pontiff observed, at 
the close of the audience. l ' Where men 
do good works. God gives grace. My 
prayers are offered every day for Eng¬ 
land When, some forty years inter, tbo 
Cardinal Arch blab op went to Romo to 
receive the dying Holy Father's blessing, 

Pius [X. recurred to that first meeting, 
and reminded his friend of all that hud 
then been said. 

Sometimes of late years the Cardinal 
would al tilde to the four peaceful years 
spent by him in study at the Academia 
Ecclesiastica, the Pontifical college estab¬ 
lish to finish the training of men who 
have taken their degrees elsewhere. Jo 
all, he paid twenty-one visits to Rome, 
finding at both the English and Irish 
Colleges the warmest of welcomes; and 
there was nothing be envied his spiritual 
children so much as a visit to the city of 
the fountains and of the steps* 

Although Cardinal Manning often re¬ 
ferred to events of public and private 
interest which had occurred to him in 
his past life, he never alluded, either 
directly or indirectly, to bis marriage 
to Miss Sargent, and tbo only reference 
to an event which must surely have 
had a great effect on tbo life of the future 
Archbishop of Westminster is to be found 
in Bishop Wilberforco's * [ Life,” where, in 
Ins diary kept during the month of 
November 1334, there is a record of Ills having married a 
certain IT. E, Manning to his sister-in-law, Caroline Sargent, 
in Lavington Church. 

The Cardinal’s gift of speech was singularly direct and 
lnoid. His powerful imagination worked on large lines, and 
indulged in no ornamentation. His speech was comparatively 
colourless, as in a splendid etching; hat he knew how to build 
up a great picture in words, and the Christendom which be 
loved to describe was perfect m its proportions, like a vast 
llramante. The Church of his vision was exquisitely ordered 
in every part, built up of living atones set square and true* 
Passages in hla little book on " The Temporal Power of the 
Holy Ghost 4 illustrate what I mean. His conception of 
dogma was that of a simple and progressive science whose 


every statement was flawless and the foundation of a 
loftier pile. 

The Cardinal rarely referred to bis own spiritual experiences 
or mental struggles, yet the following incident throws a 
strange pathetic light on the inner life led by the man moat of 
ns have only known honoured exceedingly and as a Prince of 
the Catholic Church. Some thirty years ago, when the Arch¬ 
bishop, then plain Dr. Manning, was living a quiet and 
retired life in the religious house which be had founded 
in Bays water — he said one day to a lady engaged in a 
career which brought her much into contract with vast 
numbers of people on whom she would certainly use influence for 


with speed, often by return of poet—for an failing courtesy 
prompted his smallest notions and mrvd^him especially willing 
to be of service to those who happened to be of no great 
account in this world* 

It is no secret that the appointment of the austere convert, 
Dr. Manning, to the dignity go admirably filled by the genial, 
kind-hearted Cardinal Wiseman was a great disappointment 
to the majority of English-speaking Roman Catholics, yet os 
time went on, little by little the new Archbishop won oil 
hearts; hie simple directness, wide-minded ness, and intense 
personal sympathy with and understanding of human grief 
and trouble endeared him to all those who had the 


good in the event of her becoming Catholic t * A When I walked 
away from Farm Street with Hope-Scott after we had been 
received, I said to him,. * Jfinv my earthly life is ended ; I shall 
never be able to do any worldly good any more/ He paused, 
and added simply, ' Where I once worked over a yard, I now 
work over an acre/” Yet how hard it must have been to the 
Archdeacon of Chichester to give up the yard, none can esti¬ 
mate hut those who realised hh intense, lifelong desire to 
achieve good for bis fellow-men. Although with a personal 
correspondence which would have necessitated with some 
men a couple of private secretaries, Cardinal Manning was 
always ready to render service of a practical description. How 
many earnest recommendations and useful letters of intro¬ 
duction were penned by hia kind hand ! He answered leiters 


privilege of being brought little or much in contact with 
him. 

Although with so many close links to the Italy of the Popes, 
and attached with close affection not only to the Irish as a 
race but with all that appertained to Ireland, Cardinal Man¬ 
ning always n track me as being the most English Englishman 
I ever met. He was proud of his nationality, and n brave deed 
done by uu English man or woman gave him more joy than a 
similar action performed by, eay, an Italian or a Frenchman; 
and he always liked being associated with any British asso¬ 
ciation or religious movement connected with the English 
Catholics abroad—many of whom made a point of joining 
the pilgrimage to Pontigoy specially to take part therein 
under Archbishop Manning's guidance.

There is a ehoit sketch of my previous life. I have got, a« it 
were, outside myself and written of him os if he had been 
someone else. I have recorded the bare foots without 
exaggeration or palliation, I want to see past where I stand, 
mid if there is anything that I cun do. Sittco I am eo conscious 


of my weakness, it seems natural that t should now repent 
and do my utmost to make amends. 

Repent I 1 paused just when I was writing that descrip¬ 
tion of my dead mother, and drunk. Presently I shall drink 
again. Then I shall go to my bed-room and lock the door, 
v and go on drinking until I am senseless, Repentance is too 
stale a thing for me. One can repeat words until they lose 
their meaning and become a mere formula. I have repented 
so often that I laugh at my resolutions even while 1 make 
them. I have struggled often ; sometimes for mouths I have 
kept from drink; it is only quite lately that I seam to have 
surrendered altogether. I wns horn into the world with a curse 
in uie that is stronger than myself. It is idle to apeak of 
strength of will. I cannot stop myself—in just the same way 


the dead leaf cannot stop the wind from blowing it along. I 
have to do the thing that I hate. Fear faded to win me back, 
affection for my father and my sisters failed to win me back, 
and now self-interest “how that sneer sticks in me {—has failed 
also. I have been careful enough; a clever doctor could tell 
something, possibly, from my face, but in the village it is 
believed that lama teetotaler. I have twenty ways of getting 
what I want secretly; yet sooner or later I shall be found out, 
Pretty Cecily Fane—a child still in many ways—looks upon 
me almost with reverence now, aucl believes that f have 
genius: she will despise me then. They will send me away. 
Is there nothing—nothing in earth or heaven that can 
help me? 

Has this habit of mine already begun to touch my intellect ? 
I have such strange imaginings. 1 cannot rid myself of a way 
of thinking of a figure in a stained window of the church 
as if that figure ware a living woman—a woman whom I loved 
passionately. It is a representation of St. Cecilia seated at the 
organ. Shu is robed in faint purple, and her eyes Are down¬ 
cast, looking out of a worn spiritual face into my very depths. 
Every day, as I sit and play in the church, she looks down upon 
me and pities me. I writhe beneath her pity, and love her 
lor it. 

The other night a very curious thing happened. I had gone 
in the evening to practise. There was no one in the church but 
myself and the organ-blower—ft villager, partly imbecile, who 
eau do no other work. A* 1 played I watched the face of 
St, Cecilia, and seemed to drew from her an inspiration of 
beauty that breathed itself out in music. The evening drew 
on, and *in the faint candle-light I could no longer sec my 
saint; I had just finished playing that toccata and fugue in 1) 
minor, and 1 paused a moment, turning the leaves on the 
desk before me. In the recess behind the instrument 1 could 
just hear my organ-blower muttering and chuckling under his 
breath. It is rather an uncanny habit that the poor man has. 

And then quite suddenly, up above me in the St. Cecilia 
window, I heard the sound of a woman crying. It was a low, 
monotonous wall, that rose and fell. It grew into shape and 
became music. * ‘Lost l For ever lostI”—thus the motive 
seemed to be moaning. Then there was a pause, and the 
music began once more ; but it had changed. It spoke to me; 
it questioned me; it moved me and thrilled me until I felt 
that 1 must answer. As its lost notes died away, the idea came 
to me and 1 began to play ; it was an ^ improvisation. I wish 
now that I could remember it; for it was good, and it would 
be worth while to work it out: but it lias completely gone 
from me. 1 was filled with a wonderful rapture; I seemed 
through music to be holding converse with my saint. J do 
not know how long 1 played* but it must have been for a long 
time. A moment after I hod finished, as I still sat there 
trembling, the white face of the idiot organ-blower, Jolmson, 
startled me by peering round the side of the organ, 

,f Is that all?” he naked. 

“ Yes,” I said, i£ if you’re tired.” There arc two handles, 
and it is fairly hard work for one man ; besides, p<x>r Johnson 
is not strong. 

** No, I’m not tired/ 1 he said in a scared voice, <! but there 
are things going on—perhaps you noticed—that aren’t right. 
This is a sacred, holy church,” He dropped his voice, and 
almost whimpered. "I understand things,” he said, 11 that 
some of your geniuses never sees. Let ’a come away. It ain't 
been music—it 'a been talking and talking. For God’s sake 
come away, before I ’m scared to death ! * 9 I almost asked 
him for an explanation, but I thought better of it. “ You ’re 
foolish to-night, Johnson,” I said; 11 but we T II go.” 

As I think the thing over, it seems absolutely impossible 
for me to consider it a delusion. I heard that other organ 
playing, as clearly mid distinctly as 1 have ever heard music. 
When I remember what the imbecile Johnson said, I am almost 
inclined to think that he also heard it. It made a deep 
Impression upon me; during the rest of that night, and the 
following day I thought constantly of my saint, hb strong, 
indeed, was the impression, that while it lasted It overpowered 
all else. Even the craving for drink entirely left me. And 
yet it mutt have been a delusion. Tliot is what frightens me 
so terribly : I do not know of wlrnt this mny not be the begin¬ 
ning. T do not think I shall ever dare to piny the organ alone 
at night again; I do not know what might not happen next 
time. I might see something terrible, that would frighten me 
over the border-line, and leave mo—like Johnson, perhaps. 

I suppose I am a coward ; but^ I do not care. I am every¬ 
thing that Is hateful, and I cannot help it. I was sent into the 
world nf no wish of mine; mid my hideous nature was no part 
of my choice. Only,it is hard to be so bad and yet to long so 
passionately to bo good. I can see, far away as it were, a 
brig)it ideal that is good and happy. Through all my bestial 
life 1 have worshipped goodness. It is that which maker the 
torture so terrible. 

No, I have written down my record, and I see that I can 
do nothing. 1 can only wait until the end comes. And, if I 
can still pray for anything, I pray that the end may come 
soon—soon ! For this is more than I can bear. 

July J.—Free! I who but a few days ago was chained 
to a habit that was killing me—who had no hope but that 
the end might come soon—am completely free. J no longer 
straggle, because the temptation has gone, utterly vanished. 
The most difficult thing for me to understand now is how it 
ever existed. At this present moment 1 have brandy by my 
side. I unlocked a cupboard, and took it out to look at It; I 
poured some into a glass, and smelt it, and put It to my 
lips. 'The smell and tasto were positively nauseous to me. It 
is almost worth while to liave been so chained mid degraded 
to feel the joy and exaltation that I feel now. Who or what 
Is it that has redeemed me from bondage? 

Perhaps I should *ay tin it It is a delusion. I prefer to say 
that it is St. Cecilia. Fear, affection, self-interest—all were 
real, and all failed to redeem me. How can 1 say that my 
sweet saint, whom I have seen, with whom I have spoken, is a 
delusion ! Thu work which she has done is real and grand—it 
is the redemption of n lost soul I Nlie aLo must be real, at 



4mi the .» quite suddenly, up above me m the St. Cecelia winded), I heard the sound of u woman crying. 
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least to njfi. Let mo set down the whole a tory, exactly as it 
happened. 

On the night when I made the last entry in tMu diary I was 
very depressed; It was in more ways than one a very bad 
night with me. On the afternoon of the following day I had 
to give an organ lesson to the vicars daughter, Cecily Fane* 
at the church, I went, of course, but I felt ill and wretched. 
I think Cecily Fane has a great admiration for my music, and 
that makes her take more or letis interest in me. After the 
Dssob had commenced mid Mrs, Fane had left us alone at the 
organ, Cecily Fane suddenly flopped playing, and turned 
to me— 

‘♦ You have a headache, haven’t you ? Let me take my 
lesson to-morrow. I don’t like to think that I X mean 
that it must hurt you to hear me playing badly when you have 
a headache .’ 1 

I thanked her, and disclaimed the headache* “ Yon are 
really playing rather well to-day, Mm Fnue/* I added. “I 
do not think I ever had a pupil who improved so rapidly/' 

'♦ Do you really mean that ? " she said* She was obviously 
pleased* “ You do not very often praise me, and I do take n 
great deal of trouble for you. 1 ' 

That was perfectly true and a little surprising. For Cecily 
Fane's reputation, I fouud when 1 first came here, was that 
she never took any trouble about anything. The lesson went 
on quietly until the end of the hour* I felt ashamed that this 
child should admire me or show me any sympathy. Sooner or 
later—so I thought thou—she would hud me out and despise 
me. At the close of the lesson she told me that she was afraid 
she would not get no much timo Jot practising iu July, ** We 
have visitors coming / 1 she said, u n young Dr. Remyer and 
hb sister. They arc connections of mamma's/’ I told her 
that a boy of thnt name was at school with me, and I soon 
found out that this was the same Remyer. I was rather struck 
by Cecily Fane's tone as she spoke about him, and as wo left 
the organ 1 asked her, point blank, whether she liked him* 4< I 
like his sister fairly well, though she is rather insipid,” she 
said, She took a step or two down the aisle, and then added, 
•* f hate Dr Remyer/" Now, I wonder why that is. As wo 
left the church, Cecily Fane looked back towards the window 
of my St. Cecilia. u 1 wish / 1 she said, and paused. 

~ Well ? x< I asked. 

* I wish I were just like my namesake.” 

“ Why ? ■* 

* I—l don’t know.” She blushed, and seemed mthci 
embarrassed. They are not much alike, certainly. St. Cecilia 
is beautiful as the « ogela are beautiful; her face 1 h pale and 
worn , bur hair is dark, Cecily hua fair hair, a childish face, 
and big—rather pathetic—blue eyes. I wonder why she wished 
she was like St* Cecilia* I had some notion then, and it 1ms 
occurred to me again since, that everything is not quite right 
with Cecily. 

However, the main point in that conversation with Cecily, 
ns far as 1 am concerned, was her mention of Remyer. It 
reminded me of mv school-days* It reminded me of that day 
when Remyer and I travelled home together, when for the 
first time I tasted an Intoxicant. I had written it all down in 
my journal. On my return home I begun to read what I had 
written.

ECCLESIASTICAL NOTES* 

The death of Cardinal Manning limy possibly lead to the 
republication of his sermons. They are the sermons of Arch¬ 
deacon Manning, for after his passing over to the Church of 
Rome Manning ceased to be a great preacher. Unlike 
Newman, he strictly forbade the repuhlication of bis Pro¬ 
testant writings, and in consequence the four volumes of his 
discourses have for long been scarce and high-priced. They 
abundantly confirm Newman's estimate (by no means n pre¬ 
judiced one) of Manning as the greatest preacher of the 
Church of England, and are remarkable for their depth of feel¬ 
ing and richness of expression. 

When Manning resigned his archdeaconry he was over 
forty, and in the very prime of his powers. But he made no 
difficulty about taking the lowest mom in his adopted com- 
in union. Ho spent four years in Rome, engaged in the studies 
that usually precede ordination. The result was that be 
obtained a fur more thorough comprehension than Newman 
ever pcssOBsed of the true genius and practical working of bis 
Church. Tbe effect upon himself was very decided. He ceased 
to care for literary art as such ; he did not covet a place 
among the doctors of the Church ; his style deteriorated, and 
is seen at its best only in one volume, 11 The Eternal Priest¬ 
hood/ a kind of manual for those contemplating the sacred 
office. Clear, authoritative, dignified, be never ceased to be, 
and he always had a crowd of hearers before him. But the 
thing that drew them was not what he said, but what be 
was—in his position, in his history, in himself* 

Rig brother-in-law, Samuel Wilber force, who was as much a 
votary of ambition as anyone in this generation, did not hesitate 
to describe bis conversion to Rome as the result of disappoint¬ 
ment. At forty-one, he was only Archdeacon of Chichester, 
and it was not clear that he had any prospect of preferment. 
It was thought at one time by many that he might have been 
Pope, but obvious difficulties stood in the way. Between 
Newman and Manning the relations were for long strained, but 
when Newman died Manning paid one of tbe most graceful 
tributes rendered to his memory* At the same time he is 
known to have expressed warm approbation of Mr. Arthur 
W, Holton’s not too flattering articles on Newman in the 
JteperiteA 

Mr. Hulton's 14 Life of Manning" will now be looked for 
with special interest. It is understood that he received much 
information from the Cardinal, on the condition that none of 
it should be published in his (Manning's) life-time. 

Lord Gran villa, in the touching letter in which he describes 
Bishop Wilberforce's last fatal ride on the Surrey sward, 
mentions that the main subject of his conversation was 
Manning. 

Professor Drummond has been giving hia idea of the true 
Church, “Creeds and sacraments,” he says, "cannot make a 
Church. Wherever there are men whose sympathies, thoughts, 
and hopes are sustained, widened, and ennobled by intercourse 
with Christ—there is I he Church/' Y,

The Journal of Ford in and Lasselle*, recently published 
in Germany, is interesting, both as offering a vivid picture 
of the existence led by the oppressed and suffering people 
to whose ranks he belonged during tbe first half of this 
century, and also as giving a faithful trail script 0 ! the 
feelings, ideas, sorrows, and joys of an intellect, while forming 
amt maturing, that was deal i tied to exercise a preponderating 
influence, not only on con temporary but on future history and 
philosophy. 

Hia father was a Bilk merchant iu the town of Breslau, and 
there Ferdinand was boru on April 11 , 1825, From the very 
outset his life seemed destined to rim its course amidst din, 
turmoil, and unrest. His father, though a just and upright 
t iau, respected by children and wife, wns irritable, tyrannical, 
and close in money matters* his mother nagging, captions, and 
3 eal ou s. Th e two child ren, Fredexika an d Fe rd i n a nd, \ 11 keri ted 
a goodly allowance of their unrestrained tongues and quarrel- 
sorae tempers. The domestic atmosphere was never free 
from elands of dissension, bickering, and contention mail 
Frederika’s engagement to her cousin Friedlander was 
definitely decided on, and Feidinaud had betaken himself to 
the wider horizons and more bracing air of the Letpsic 
Commercial College* 

“These pages,” lie wrote when opening hia Journal on 
Jan, 1 * 18+0, “are destined to record all my actions, good or bad. 
and, as far as possible, tho motives that impelled me to commit 
them. Every man ought to learn to know bis own character 
and judge it impartially* If I have been guilty of an 
unrighteous deed, what n valuable discipline to record it hero 
with mortification and regret, and what a still more valuable 
discipline to reawaken that mortification and regret by tho 
rape rasa I of the record in years to come 1 " 

Although less interesting, from an intellectual point o t 
view, than the period spent at Lei pate, the account given in 
these pages of his school career at Brealan h worthy of stud}*, 
tt.s so completely revealing his disposition and character before 
expediency and culture taught him, in some measure, to 
restrain them. His inordinate Ioyc of gambling, leading to 
sordid and unworthy methods of raising money, Ilia frequent 
disobedience to his fathers expressed injunctions not to fre¬ 
quent the inns and billiard-rooms of the town, bis vanity, 
laziness, and insubordination are all set forth with uncom 
promising frankness. 

Tho restless energy that distinguished him later in life 
seemed in his boyhood to have been devoted to evading Tm 
school tasks and escaping just retribution for so doing. The 
ingenuity ho displayed in writing letters purporting to come 
from his father asking for holidays* and tho audacity in sign¬ 
ing bis father's and mother's names on bis school repbrUj were 
remarkable. 

Yet how deeply, with terns and tremors, did he regret these, 
lapses from the path of honour ! How passionately he prayed 
to be kept from repeating the offence, and yet how often" he 
again and again transgressed 1 

So far as Ms schoolmasters were concerned, he justified 
Ms conduct hy declaring that they persistently and wantonly 
treated him with injustice and harsh ness ; but the deception 
practised on his father—that father who, in spite of hia 
severity, he deeply loved—bowed him to the earth with peni¬ 
tence and remorse. 

Contrary to tbe state men ts made by bis biographers 
hitherto, we sec by the Diary that it was Lassalie's own 
wish to fit himself for a commercial career by going to Leipsie; 
u I am reading 1 Wilhelm Meister,’ ” he wrote, *’ Three months 
ego. like him, I stood at the parting of the ways* Ilis relations 
urged him to a commercial career, in iw did ail they could to 
dissuade me from entering on it. I felt, however, impelled to 
free myself from the web of deceit I had woven round me. 
The only way to do so was to leave Breslau and come here, 
but now I am convinced id will not do. My inclinations lie 
rather with Hellas and the East than with indigo and silk, 
with Thalia and the Muses than with w a rehouses and clerks, 
with Liberty and her priesthood than with profit-and-loss 
accounts. I feel I mast go to Paris, the capital of the world, 
and there sharpen my weapons to fight the aristocrats and 
humble our oppressors. I aiu determined one day to shake 
the rock on which they think themselves so secure, and make 
their teeth chatter with fear f 11 

During his residence at Leip&ic we find the same insub¬ 
ordination ami contempt of nil authority as at Breslau. He 
qnarrelled with schoolmasters, house-tutors, schoolfellows, ns 
he quarrelled before with father, mother, and sister. 

He learned to fence, and fought a duel. With nil the 
eloquence of his Semitic ancestors he called down tbe wrath 
o£ Heaven on his enemies and punishment on himself if he 
did not extort the utmost penalty that revenge could dictate. 
Amid, all ill is wasteful and undignified mode of tho tight, how¬ 
ever, we see the dawning of better and worthier things. He 
formed one of his passionate friendships for Wolfssobn,a well- 
known Jew patriot and poet. 

Ho studied history with enthusiasm, read Goethe, Voltaire, 
Luther, and Heine : his aims beeamc more earnest, hia aspira¬ 
tions higher. Then it was that his true vocation shaped itself 
before him. When his father came to Leipsie, at. tho end of 
the first year, he informed him that he had determined to 
devote himself to political life, "A new era was dawning, 
I told him ; the reign of superstition was past. We must 
no longer foster tbe hatred of the poor for the rich, but must 
seek to dissipate the clouds of prejudice that still hover over 
humanity, not by brutal physical force, but by illumining and 
educating these that are neglected and ignorant.'* 

The old Jew shopkeeper tried to dissuade bis son from 
sacrificing his career to problematical dreams for the regenera¬ 
tion of society, 

“ Father/ he answered, with words that have almost a 
prophetic ring, i( I feel that I am consecrated and chosen to 
lead men towards that new Utopia where a solution of so many 
oF the tit High 1 ties that beset ns will, be found. X may not 
succeed iu reaching it during my lifetime, hut once the ship 
lina been launched it will sail oti until it casts anchor on those 
unexplored and distant shores.” 

In the last speech Lassalle ever made there is almost a 
re-echo of these words: u Ah, my lords/be said, addressing 
the judges who had just condemned him to imprisonment for 
fomenting sedition, “ years after I have passed away from thi* 
mortal scene, tho system of philosophy and government that 1 
have pro ni Lilga ted will bo nude r&t ood and ap preci a ted. Pos tori ty 
wilt thou ask forgiveness of my memory for tho insult done by 
lire decision of my felto w -countrymen to-dtty/

A REVIEW.

Since the bad news of Thursday* Jan. 14, was launched Into 
the nir. they who have moat cause to griuvu hare passed 
through several incidents or stations of sorrow on the way 
to whatever peace awaits them in the future* 

These many of us were sensible of at the Uui>, 
aympathetically hoping that no very great pain 
was endured ns the sufferers passed each of those 
stations, but knowing that there must have 
been a reawakening of sorrow at every one* 

The first of them was the leaving of Sand¬ 
ringham by the Duchess of Teok mid her 
daughter, so different from their triumphal 
arrival a few days before - and then the journey 
home, every yard of the way haunted by the 
joyous anticipations that attended the outward 
journey, and the doors of tlm White Lodge like 
the opening of a tomb* Of course, we know 
that nil is not as bad as it seems. There are 
pleasures and honours to he enjoyed by-and-byo, 
which, if they are not visible from the wreck of 
what seemed Princess Marys destiny, do yet a wait 
Uer, and are beyond what falls to the lot of 
women who are esteemed very fortunate. Yet 
there are thousands of poor sempstresses, washer¬ 
women* or fisher-folk who verily believe that the 
most unhappy creature in the wide world is 
Princess May or Took; and at no time did it seem 
more so to herself, perhaps, as when her carriage 
rolled away from the gates of Sandringham or 
when it stopped at her father’s door* 
t A Mother occasion* we may *n ppose. was when 
the Princess of Wales was at la^t left alone and 
in quiet with her dead son. The mother did not 
feel it, wo may be pretty snre; hut sjmn of us 
others repined that she should have so small a 
share of the torrents of sympathy ihit were poured 
out upon the bride. Of course, it was perfectly 
natural that the bride should be thought of first. 

All the tragical romance of the Prince's death 
centres round her : but be was his mother's first- 
horn son; she would he unlike most mothers if 
rhe comparative fragility of his health had not 
endeared him the more to her; and we know by 
the joy with which she goes back to her own 
people in Denmark from time to time that family 
affection is very strong in her simple and kindly 
mind. Sixteen persons, male and female, including 
eight or ten doctors, tmrses* and others not of the 
family, all assembled about the dying Prince’s bod 
to share with father, mother, and sweetheart his 
last regards. Is it wrong to womler at that a 
little, or fantastic to picture the poor mother 
weeping apart, while the others crowded about 
the bride in sincere and poignant grief* eager to assuage 
her distress? It is very like what has happened many 
times before; and yet* though it is very natural and 
blameless. 1 do not like the picture, nor the correspond mg 
paucity of sympathy with the Princess of Wales in the Press and 
in public places. However, there was leas to remark on Liiis 
neons as the days wont by* The thought of Sandringham cm ptied 
of its guests, and the Princess left alone with her son, drew 
to her the sympathy which, in truth* was never lacking. 

And lastly there was the funeral—the funeral, which 
probably evoked from those who witnessed it, a more moving 
emotion even than the announcement of the Princes death. 
1 read somewhere the other day that the Duke of Clarence's 
funeral was to be tmhj a military funeral. Notions of grandeur 
differ, hut surely most of ua would agree that a military funeral 
is splendid und imposing 
above all others. The slow 
and heavy tramp of the 
soldiery, heard in a silence 
that is rarely broken, and 
sounding like the pulsations 
of Time ; the rumbling of 
the guir-carriage, which is 
as a noise from the under¬ 
world ; on the coffin the 
flag that brings every 
Briton's heart into his 
throat the moment be looks 
ttpou i t; the dead man's 
sword and bushy oil the 
coffin also, ami the long, 
slow strains of some of tho 
most solemn and sottl- 
shaking music ever com¬ 
posed — these things make a 
soldier's funeral more im¬ 
pressive than any other, 
ftndi a funeral was the 
1 h i k o of Ola ranee's, w i th 
i he noble memories in 
8r. George's Chapel, where 
he was to have been wedded \ 
and there he lies in the 
vault, and nil is over luH 
the weeping that has again 
hcen £Ofc ftflow, and one 
or two griefs that will last 
far in an y a day. For, oth o r 
con id deni t ion s apart, i he 
better most testimony is that 
the young Duke was a su^et- 
natured, kind-hearted man. 
a very ' lover of his mother, 
and docile to good counsel* 


SUNDAY SERMONS ON THE PRINCE'S 
DEATH. 

The pulpit, well as the press, is u proper organ for tho 
expression oE public feeling upon events which* like the death 
of an eminent person, appeal to the common human conscious¬ 
ness of dependence on “a Power not our¬ 
selves," and the frailty of out individual tenure 
even of the highest social privileget and gifts 
of talent or of fortune. It is well that the 
sense of mortality t solemnised by religious con¬ 
siderations which are the same in every Church, 
should occasionally temper the less wholesome 
moral influences arising from vast differences in 
worldly station, from birth and rank, from wealth 
and luxury, or from the fume of distinguished 
achievements. Humanity is more easily reconciled 
to these apparent inequalities of position, and is 
delivered, in some measure, from the evil spirits of 
envy and scorn by witnessing impressive instances 
of the sudden end of a highly favoured life; and 
this sentiment is the purer, tho nobler, the more 
salutary when it is a blameless youthful life, 
near the fruition of the fairest and sweetest 
hopes of rising manhood, that has been “cut 
off even in tho blossom of his years"; one who 
was, indeed, the expectancy and rose of the fair 
State," whom we were already learning to know 
und to honour at the outset of his public career, 
aud whose future domestic happiness xvns lately 
Lire theme of friendly comment among Englishmen 
and English women of all classes. If It has been 
justly observed that the elevated example of family 
affections* from Hie illustrious widow lady on tho 
throne, her son s and daughters and their spouses and 
children,constantly in view of the nation* has been 
the greatest benefit to this gen oration that is derived 
from royalty under modern political conditions, it 
is not less true that Lhe sympathy aroused by 
several lamented deaths in that family has softened 
and refined popular feeling, has mitigated the 
jealousies of class and the asperities of faction, 
has even helped private sufferers to bear their own 
sorrows, not only with the sad knowledge that 
none are exempt from similar bereavement, but 
with the assurance that the common heart of man¬ 
kind is over disposed to express that sacred com¬ 
passion for mourners* of which all in I urn are in 
need, and which the humblest can bestow, at such 
times, most acceptably to their greatest superiors 
in rank. 

8uch reflections must have attended the Bun- 
day congregations of Jan. !7 at the London 
churches and chapels where the officiating minis¬ 
ters* in sermon or in prayer, alluded to the death 
of the Duke of Clarence, saying, i n the language o f 
Christian faith and consolation, what all thoughtful and kindly 
people have felt concerning this lamented event and its lesson of 
mortality with the views of compensation, u the wider hope," 
lying veiled in mystery beyond. At Westminster Abbey* in the 
morning, the Dean preached a sermon in which he referred to 
the loss of this young Prince 14 in the prime of his early man¬ 
hood” ; remembering how. on Christmas Day, became, Ci with 
bis gladdened and thankful parents.” to that church, wliero 
“he and they stood and knelt among the throng of 
gratef ul worshippers who hailed tho birthday of ihc Prince of 
Peace*” The afternoon preadier, Archdeacon Farrar, treated 
the subject with more particularity from the historical and 
biographical points of view, mentioning the deaths of Princess 
Charlotte, the Prince Consort, Princess Alice, and. Prince 
Leopold, and noticing the personal character of the late Duke 

of Clarence and his recent 
betrothal j indeed, be went 
back to the premature deaths 
of other young princes in 
the Tudor and PI ant agon et 
reigns. The Dean of St, 
Paul's* in the morning, and 
Canon Scott Holland, at tho 
same great London oath ed ml, 
in the afternoon, also tho 
Bishop of Bedford, there in 
the evening* spoke of tlio 
Prince* of his sorrowing 
parents, and of his affianced 
bride, with equal truth and 
tenderness; so did the Dean 
of Gloucester, preaching at 
the Temple Church* and ho 
further alluded to the fact 
that the Prince was a mem¬ 
ber of the Liner Temple. 
At the Chapel Royal, St. 
James's, the chief officials of 
her Majesty's household 
were present ; Canon Barker 
preached the sermon. Tho 
Prince's death was also 
noticed at the Savoy Chapel, 
and at the chapel of the 
Wei ling ton Bn rrac kfl, Mnn y 
of tho Nonconform I st minis¬ 
ters as well as the clergy of 
Lhe Established Church dealt 
with the occasion in the 
same manner* both in Lon¬ 
don and in provincial towns. 
At Windsor, tho Dean 
preached In St. George's 
C Impel, 


Moreover, it is thought by those among whom ho lived that 
both physically and intellectually he had strengthened of late 
very considerably. Anyway, nota Sovereign wiLh “opinionsof 
his own " would he the most fortunate occupant of the throne 
in highly constitutional England* 

But a far more pressing question is that which cannot bo

put aside from any mere motives of delicacy, a ml which, in Tact, 
has found Its way for dismission in every place where tho 
Duke of Clarence's unhappy and untimely death is talked of. 
This is the question of the succession. Now, it happens that, 
some months ago, when the marriage of the Duke of Clarence was 
still but remotely contemplated, I wrote at length in the litas - 
tla ^'d Landm Nom on this very important theme* But, though 
it seemed to me a must pressing matter, involving consequences 
that migh t not improbably affect the stability of oar monarchi¬ 
cal system, it did not seem to disturb anybody else. Even 
when, six months after or thereabout^ Prince George was 
brought to death's door, I do not remember that any 
voice but my own urged the necessity of marrying one or 
both of the Prince of Wales's sons if a grave disturbance 
was to he avoided*

Ourselves. not our i! noble selves/' bat our inner selves, are my 
topic. It is a strange thing, that, though we probably all 
digest alike {with degrees of excellence), we all s*eem to think 
differently. I do not mean that tbs results of onr ttjinking 
differ, but that the processes of thought seem, to he unlike 
in different individuals. We all express ourselves in ihe same 
way—namely, by signs, verbal. or(il>, written, printed, or by 
gesture. Bub we get nt mif mViv Mens in diverse maimer?. 
Some think inwards, and know it; others, if they think in 
words, are unconscious of their presence to the-mind. But the 
chief diversity is between people who see picture? of whnt is in 
thei r con sc ion sn ess .atid 
people who do not. Mr. 

Gal ton'8 inquiries show 
that many persona when 
they calculate, or ate busy 
with geometry, see, in the 
inner eye, rows of figures, 
or watch diagrams, often 
curiously coloured and 
arranged. Others, of 
whom the writer is one. 
see nothing of the sort;. 

By an effort of conveions 
will I can paint eti the 
inner eye tins or that 
series of figures, but to the 
other people the figures 
come uncalled, brilliant, 
d i versi fied, So som e per¬ 
sons actually see the 
events which they think 
of or road about. In Mr, 

Stevenson l s now story, 

“The Wrecker/ 1 the hero 
has visions of tho places 
and persons with whom or 
with which his mind is 
bu£j, Kc sees the wreck, 
the eurf f the sea-birds \ 
ho sees the faces of 
people about whom he 
is speculating, with the 
expressions of their ap¬ 
propriate emotions. True, 
he ie an artist) and so 
might pass for one 
peculiarly gifted. But 
one knows people, men 
and women not at all 
artistic, who never give 
proof of creative imagin¬ 
ation* and yet who sec 
all Lheir thoughts in pie- 
tores, Now, the writer, 
who is obliged, in a psy¬ 
chological matter, to 
speak of himself, sees 
nothing — that he is 
thin king aboat. He reads 
of a battle, a railway 
accident, a dance, a love- 
scene, wlvat you will, and 
may be keenly interested 
in what he rends. But 
hia mental eye has no 
vision of the events. I 
read Shakepeve — let us 
say, the scene where Riron 
climbs a tree, and over¬ 
look a the king and 
courtiers with their love- 
letters. But it is n!i 
present only to my intel¬ 
lect, not at all to my 
imagination. Even if I 
try to conceive the 
colour and form of the 
scene and the characters, 
nothing happen?. I have 
a vague, generalised im¬ 
pression of a tree-trunk 
and leaves ; but I must 
desert these, let them 
slip, before I can con¬ 
struct any picture of the 
persons. I know, intel¬ 
lectual ]y, that they wear 
silks or velvets, tight 
hose, mantles. ruffs, 
swords, but of all this I the late jcukk 

cannot be said to sec any¬ 
th ing. If I try to remember a face which Iknow, it aimost escapes 
me, except a very few faces, and they are evanescent. On the 
other hand, when I am mt thinking, consciously, of a person, 
his face will slip into my view, like a slide of a magic lantern ; 
probably it is the face of someone bnb dimly remembered, and, 
to me, wholly unimportant. There Is only one case in which I 
sea things, people, places, nil quite unknown to me, or, if 
known, known unconsciously. This is between sleeping and 
waking, on going to both Then faces and places never viewed 
before come in troops before my eye, often beautiful, often 
hideous, but always perfectly vivid, nay, brilliant in form and 
colour. They do not repeat themselves; they never recur. I 
am conscious enough to watoh them and speculate on them* 
.As the closed eye gazes, they shift, a fair face becomes 


a hag's; she grins, and is a man in a bat with a tall 
feather then a child, and so on. Sometimes they are so 
persistently grotesque that one opens one's eyes to dispel 
them. Quite lately one of these pictures showed four or 
fiv" yards of clear shallow water among tho rocks and sea¬ 
weeds of a tide withdrawn. The white sands, the shells and 
stones, and a piece of coarse broken pottery were visible under 
the water. Perhaps, when one is asleep, those visions consoli¬ 
date themselves into the shapes of dreams ; the people take 
voices ami assume characters. I do not know if these are 
comtn on phenomena-^

hnt their frequency and vividness arc a curious contrast to the 
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entire absence of mental pictures in one’s wide-awake moments. 

A more interesting question ia : Does the thinking in pictures 
accompany creative imagination—that of novelists poets, 
painters? Certainly there are many people who think in 
pictures, yet are no artUfcs. They tell you of tho lucidity of 
their visions. If they nfctempfc fiction, they vow that they see 
and hear their characters moving and speaking ; but, when yon 
try to read what they have written, there is no appearance of 
reality, none of imaginative power. 

Nothing can be duller. I have made experiments in fiction 
sufficient to show me that 1 do not see my characters, they do 
not move before me ; I don't hear and report their con versa¬ 
tion, I invent it; I don't watch their faces, l piece them 
consciously together out of faces which I have aeon and 


remembered. The meanest beginner almost in fiction will 
tell 3 t ou that he lives with bis airy charadern, listens to them, 
watches them—just a? Thackeray and Balzac are known to 
have done. Then the beginner must report very badly what 
be is privileged to hoar and see : he does not communicate 
to us the sense of reality. This is the one thing indispensable. 
Even to me, though no pictures are shown by any one. Rome 
authors (not necessarily the most cultivated) give the impres¬ 
sion of reality, of truth —convey the temporary power of 
belief. Others never do ibis at all : perhaps few or none 
do it always. I can believe In TMy And ley, but never 
for a second in Prince Otto. Tit subjective experiences 
of this kind teli one little. The scenes, the persons 
introduced, may be real to others, and may fail with us for 

want oF some sympa¬ 
thetic link or current. 
Still, when an author's 
people never win our 
belief, we may a? well 
abandon their society. 
They may be 11 good 
absolute, not for us, 
though/ 1 The point 
which one would ascer¬ 
tain, if one could, is the 
relation between imagin¬ 
ation and the habit of 
thinking in pictures. 
People may think in 
pictures and possess im¬ 
agination ; other people 
may (as far ns their art 
goes) lack imagination 
and yet may think in pic¬ 
tures. But I doubt if any¬ 
one who docs ttflf think 
in pictures can possess 
arfeivtic and creative im¬ 
agination. To understand 
the question thoroughly 
we should know how 
great numbers of people 
think. It is customary 
to ask authors for con¬ 
fessions about their 
“methods," and those 
u interviews " are dull 
enough. What can a 
novelist, for example, 
tell nsl “ I think about 
the matter, and then I 
sit down and write/ 1 he 
says. Sir Walter has 
left the statement that 
he did Ins thinking be¬ 
tween ueloep and awake, 
for half an hour in the 
morning, before he got 
up. This period he 
thought favourable to 
inspiration, or to fresh 
ideas, which seemed to 
be given rather than 
i n ven ted, IT e bel ic ved 
that Homer says some¬ 
thing about this ; but 
TIomer does not. Scott 
never tells us whether he 
thought in pictures (as 
he probably did) or in 
idem Nobody tells us, 
because nobody is asked. 
Ambers are fertile in 
confessions ; they do not 
mind telling what they 
know nhon t their methods, 
lint on this point they 
leave us In the dark. 
Questions arc usually put 
to them in the interests 
of stupid people, who 
think that if they knew 
“ how it is done" they 
eonhl do it themselves. 
The psychological prob¬ 
lem, being purely disin¬ 
terested, is not stated, is 
riot put. Do you think 
in pictures and then re¬ 
port what you sec I Tho 
answer leads to a yet more 
difficult enigma: Why 
do some of ns think 
thus and others other¬ 
wise ? If I were com¬ 
pelled to write a novel I would invent a plot—a very easy 
thing to do, aud a thing with no imagination in it. Then my 
memory would supply me with traits of character, which I 
would combine, and describe all this as mechanically as if I 
were piecing together tom bits of paper. Nobody would take 
any interest in the result, which might be ingenious, adroit, 
even clever, hot quite lifeless. Another person will see all 
that I conceive intellectually, and yet his report of what 
he sees will be as dull us ditch-water. A third will both 
sec and bo able to report what ho sees, so as to convey 
a sympathetic thrill to all intelligent readers—to many* 
a vision, to m© none. Why do our minds work so 
differently, in kind, while the workings of our bodies differ * 
only in degree?
